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Section  V.    ParyT^onts  Limit c-d  to  $10,000 

The  total  of  all  pajjmc-nts  made  in  connection  vn  th  programs  for 
1940  under  Section  8  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment 
Act  to  any  individual,  partnership,  or  estate  with  rer^pect  to  farms 
located  v;ithin  a  single  State  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $10,000  prior 
to  deduction  for  asfociation  expenses  in  the  county  or  counties  with 
respect  to  which  the  pa.vmcnt  is  mado .    The  total  of  .  all  payTnents  made  in 
connection  v/ith  sucli  progrr-ms  to  any  person  othnr  than  an  individual, 
partnership,  or  estate  v;ith  respect  to  farms,  ranching  units,  and  turpen- 
tine places  in  the  United  Str^tcs  (including  Alaf;,ka,  Hav/aii,  and  Puerto 
Rico)  Gha]l  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $10,000  prior  to  deduction  for  arso-- 
ciation  oqr^onr.os  in  the  county  or  countios  v/ith  respect  to  v/hich  the 
payment  is  mo.de. 

All  or  any  part  of  any  pajTncnt  which  has  hocn  or  otherwise 
v;ould  he  r.odc  to  any  person  under  the  1940  program  may  be  withheld 
or  required  to  "be  returned  if  ho  iv?,s  adopted  or  participated  in 
adopting  any  achcm.e  or  device,  including  the  dissolution,  reorganization, 
revival,  formation  or  use  of  any  corporation,  partnership,  estate, 
trust,  or  any  other  moans,  v;hic}i  v/as  designed  to  evade,  or  would  have 
the  effect  of  evading,  the  provisions  of  this  section.

If  the  deductions  computed 
under  Section  I  for  a  landlord  or  tenant  with  respect 
to  one  or  more  farms  in  a  county  exceed  the  payments 
computed  for  s\ich  landlord  or  tenant  on  other  farms  in  the

There  shall  be  deducted  pro  rata  from  the  payments  v/ith  respect  to 
any  farm  all  or  such  part  as  the  Secretary  may  prescribe  of  the  estimated 
administrative  expenses  incurred  or  to  be  incurred  by  the  county  agricultural 
conservation  association  in  the  co\inty  in  v/hich  the  farm  is  located. 
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Section  VIII,    Materials  !F'a-^ni;-hod  as  Grants  of  Aid 

Wherever  it  is  found  ;)racticrt"ble ,  limestone,  superphosphate,  trees, 
seeds,  and  other  farming;  materials,  upon  request  of  the  producer,  r^ay  "be 
furnished  hy  the  Agricultural  Ad.iustment  Administration  as  grants  of  aid  to 
he  used  in  carrying  out  soil-hviilding  practices  apjjroved  for  the  farm  as 
practices  which  may  bo  counted  tov/ard  mesting  the  so il-huilding  goal  for 
the  farm. 

V/herever  such  material  is  furnished,  a  deduction  shall  "bo  r.:a.dc  in  an 
amount  determined  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Admiini stration  on  the  basis 
approved  by  the  Secretary.     Such  deduction  shall  be  ai;plied  first  to  the  pay- 
ment computed  for  the  person  to  v/hom  such  m.aterial  is  furnished  and  the  bal- 
ance of  such  deduction,  if  any,  shall  be  prorated  among  the  pa.^/ments  to  the 
other  persons  sharing  in  the  payment  with  respect  to  the  farm  for  which  such 
material  was  obtained.

provided  that  deduction  for  any  deficit  will  be  made  insofar  as  possible 
from  pa^/ments  computed  for  other  persons  on  the  farm,  v/ith  rcr.pcct  to  which 
such  material  was  furnished.

practices  through  the  use  of  i.iaterials  furnished  by  tho  Agricultural  Adjust- 
ment Administration,  tho  furnishing  of  such  mr.torials  shall  be  in  lieu  of 
any  payment  which  otherwise  might  be  computed  for  the  farm.. 
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Section  IX.     General  Provir-ions  P.elntin,":  to  Parr^ents, 

Payment  P.estricted  to  Effectuation  of  Purposes  of  the  ^roigrain.

comi-'Odity  larger  than  the  finally  approved  acreage  allotment  for 
that  commodit?/  and  the  county  and  State  committees  find  that  the 
producer,  acting  solely  upon  information  contained  in  the  erroneous 
notice,  planted  an  acreage  to  the  commodity  in  excess  of  the  fir.p.lly 
approved  acreage  allotment,  the  producer  v;ill  not  be  considered  to 
iiavc  exceeded  the  acreage  allotment  for  such  commodity  unless  he 
planted  an  acreage  to  the  commodity  in  excess  of  the  allotment 
erroneously  issued,  and  the  deduction  for  excess  acreage  will  be 
made  only  with  respect  to  the  acreage  in  excess  of  the  allotment 
erroneously  issued.

as  landlord,  tenant  or  sharecropper:     (a)  eligibility  to  file  an  ar^pli- 
cation  for  pa;yTnent ;  (b)  any  soil-depleting  acreage  allotment,  usual  acre- 
age, normal  or  actual  yield,  measurement,  or  soil-building  goal;  (c)  the 
division  of  payment;  or  (d)  any  other  m:atter  affecting  the  right  to  or 
the  amount  of  his  payment  v.-ith  respect  to  tho  farm.    Tho  county  committee 
shall  notify  such  porson  of  its  decision  in  v/riting  within  15  days  after 
receipt  of  such  written  reouest  for  reconsideration.    If  such  person  is 
dissatisfied  with  the  decision  of  the  county  committee,  he  may,  within  15 
days  after  such  decision  is  forwarded  to  or  made  available  to  him,  appeal 
in  v/riting  to  the  State  committee.    The  State  committee  shall  notify  such 
person  of  its  decision  in  writing  within  50  days  after  the  receipt  of  the 
appeal.

Section  XII.     Def init ions 

For  the  purposes  of  the  1940  program,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires: 

A.  Officials 

1.  Secretary  means  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  the 
United  States. 

2.  R».:7ional  director  means  the  director  of  the  division 

of  the  Agricultural  Adjus+,!r iJit  Administration  in  charge 
of  the  agricf.ltural  conservation  program  in  the  North- 
east Region. 

3.  State  committee  moans  the  group  of  persons  designated 
within  any  State  to  assist  in  the  administration  of  the 
1940  program  in  such  State. 

4.  County  committee  means  the  group  of  persons  elected 
within  any  county  to  assist  in  the  administration  of 
the  1940  program  in  such  county. 

B.  Northeast  Rpi^ion  means  the  area  included  in  the  States  of 
Connecticut,  Maine,  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire,  New 
Jersey,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  and  Vermont. 

C.  Farm  means  all  adjacent  or  nearby  farm  land  under  the  same 
ownership  which  is  operated  by  one  person,  including  also: 

1.  Any  other  adjacent  or  nearby  farm  land  v.'hich  the 
County  committee,  in  accordance  with  instructions 
issued  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration, 
determines  is  operated  by  the  same  person  as  part  of 
the  same  unit  with  respect  to  the  rotation  of  crops 

and  with  workstock,  farm  machinery,  and  labor  substantially 
separate  from  that  for  any  other  land;  and 

2.  Any  field-rented  tract  (whether  operated  by  the  sane 
or  another  person)  which,  together  with  any  other  land 
included  in  the  farm,  constitutes  a  unit  with  respect 
to  the  rotation  of  crops. 
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A  farm  shall  "be  rcrarc'ed  as  located  in  the  county  or 
administrat?"'^  area,  as  the  case  may  "oc,  in  v/hich  the  Tjrincipal 
dwelling  is  situated,  or,  if  tiiere  is  no  d'-relling  thereon,  it 
shall  he  reg.".rded  as  locr>ted  in  the  county  or  administrative 
area,  as  the  cn.re  nay  he,  in  which  t)ie  iiwi.jor  portion  of  the 
farm  is  located. 

D.  Miscellaneous. 

1.  Person  ncans  an  indiviiual,  p-^rtnership ,  association, 
conooration,  estate,  or  trust,  and,  wherever  applicnhle,

Avnilability  of  Funds.     The  iDrovisions  of  the  1940  program  are 
necessarily  subject  to  such  legislation  affecting  said  program 
as  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  may  hereafter  enact  and 
the  making  of  the  payments  and  grants  of  aid  heroin  provided 
are  contingent  upon  such  approi^riatior.  as  the  Congress  may 
hereafter  provide  for  such  pui-pose.       The  amounts  of  such  pay- 
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ments  and  grants  of  aid  will  necessarily  "be  within  the  limits 
finally  determined  by  (l)  such  appropriation,  (2)  the  apportion- 
ment of  such  appropriation  iji-.der  the  provisions  of  the  Soil 
Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act,  as  OT.ended,  and  (3) 
the  extent  of  national  participation.    As  an  p.d.iustncnt  for 
participation,  the  rates  of  paj-Tnent  and  deduction  with  respect 
to  a:iy  commodity  or  item  of  payment  may  be  incrersod  or  do- 
creased  by  as  much  as  10  percent. 

Ap-plica^ility.  The  -orovisions  of  the  1940  proi^ran  are  not 
aor.licable  in  the  ITortheast  Region  to  (l)  counties  for  which 
special  ai2;ri cultural  conservation  programs  under  the  Soil 
Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act  are  aioproved  for  1940 
by  the  Secretary,  and  (2)  public  domain  of  the  United  States, 
including  land  o'.Nnied  by  the  United  States  and  administered 
by  the  Forest  Service  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture, and  other  Itinda  in  which  the  beneficial  owner- 
ship is  in  the  United  States.

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Section  II.     Soil-Building  Goals,  Soil -Bui l.dd.ng  Allowance  and  Practices. 

A.  National  Goal.      The  national  goal  is  the  conservation  of  the  crop- 
land not  required  in  1940  for  the  growing  of  soil-depleting  crops, 
the  restoration,  insofar  as  is  practica,ble ,  of  a  permanent  vege- 
tative cover  on  land  unsuited  to  the  continued  production  of  cul- 
tivated crops;  and  the  carrying-out  of  soil-huilding  practices  that 
will  conserve  and  improve  soil  fertility  and  prevent  wind  and  water 
erosion. 

B.  County  Goals.     Insofar  as  practicable,  co^onty  goals  shall  he  de- 
termined for  particular  soil-building  practices  which  are  not 
routine  fanning  practices  in  the  county  and  which  are  most  needed 

in  the  county  in  order  to  conserve  ijnd  improve  soil  fertility  and  to 
prevent  wind  and  water  erosion. 

C.  Farm  Goals.     Insofar  as  practicable,  the  county  committee  shall  de- 
termine for  individual  farms  practices  to  be  followed  which  are  not 
routine  farming  practices  on  the  farm,  but  which  are  needed  on  the 
farm  in  order  to  conserve  aiid  improve  soil  fertility  and  prevent 
wind  pjid,  water  erosion  and  which  will  tend  to  accomplish  the  goals, 
if  any,  determined  for  the  county  with  respect  to  particular  soil- 
building  practices. 

D.  Woodland  Rehabilitation  .tillov/ance.     Each  farm  in  the  designated  area 
shall  have  a  woodland  rehabilitation  allowaiace  of  $6,0.00  which  may 
be  earned  for  the  elimination  of  fire  hazard,  improving  the  remain- 
ing stand  of  trees,  and  providing  for  the  restoration  of  a  full 
stand  on  woodland  which  constitutes  a  serious  fire  hazard  as  a  re- 
sult of  hurricane  damage,  provided  such  v/ork  is  done  with  the  prior 
approval  of  the  county  coirunittee  and  in  accordnnce  with  such  ap- 
proved system  of  farm  woodlpnd  management  as  is  specified  by  the 
^ricoltural  Adjustment  Administration.     P.-iyment  at  the  rate  of 
$4.00  for  each  rxcre  on  which  this  v/ork  is  correctly  done  will  be  al- 
lowed toward  c^-rning  the  v/oodland  rehabilitation  allowance.  Pay- 
ment may  be  e-rned  under  this  allowance  only  on  fa.rms  in  New  Hamp- 
shire; Massachusetts  (except  Barnstable  and  Berkshire  Counties); 
Rhode  Island;  Connecticut  (tfxcept  Fairfield  and  Litchfield  Counties); 
Nassau  and  Suffolk  Couiitie.s  of  New  York;  Cumberland,  Oxford,  and 
York  Counties  of  Maine;  and  Caledonia,  Chittenden,  Essex,  Franklin, 
Lamoille,  Orroige,  Orleans,  Wa.shington,  Windham  and  Windsor  Counties 
of  Vermont. 

2.    Reforestation  Allov/ance.     Each  farm  shall  have  a  reforestation  al- 
lowance of  $30  v/hich  can  be  earned  by  planting  forest  trees  in 
accordance  with  practice  15.    Part  or  all  of  the  soil-buildiiig  al- 
lowance may  also  be  ea,rned  by  planting  forest  trees. 
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Soil-Building  Allowance,    A  soil-building  allowance  v/ill  "be  computed 
for  each  farm  and  will  represent  the  largest  amount  which  can  "be  ... 
earned  on  any  farm  by  carrying  out  soil-building  practices.

This 
definition  does  not  include  non-bearing  orchards  and  non- 
bearing  vineyards.

Fenced  noncrrp  open  pasture  land  means  pasture  land 
(other  than  rotation  pasture  land)  on  which  the  predominant 
grov;th  is  forage  suitable  for  grazing  and  on  which  the  number 
or  grouping  of  any  trees  or  slirubs  is  such  that  the  land  could 
not  fairly  be  considered  as  woodland  and  v/hich  is  capable  of 
maintaining  during  the  normal  pasture  season  at  least  one  animal 
unit  for  each  five  acres. 

Animal  unit  means  one  cow,  one  horse,  five  sheep, 
five  goats,  two  crdves,  or  two  colts,  or  the  equivalent  thereof.

G.     Soil-Building  Practices.     The  soil-building  practices  listed  in  the

The  rates  of  payment  listed  below  are  the  maximum  rates  al- 
lowable, and  the  rates  of  payment  for  any  practice  included  may  be 
adjusted  downward  by  the  State  coriiraittee  with  the  approval  of  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Ackiinistration  in  order  to  reflect  rela- 
tively lower  costs  or  relative  desirability  of  the  practice.

Provided,  That  if  ar^   swch  crop  is  not  grown  on  the  farm  in  194-0 
or  the  acreage  of  such- crop  is  substajitially  reduced  'cy  flood, 
hail,  drought,  insects,  or  plant  bed  diseases,  the  net  payment 
or  net  deduction  computed  for  such  crop  shall  be  divided  among 
the  landlords,   tenants,  and  sharecroppers  in  the  proportion 
that  the  county  committee  determines  such  persons  would  have  been 
entitled  to  share  in  the  proceeds  of  such  crop  if  the  entire 
acreage  in  the  acreage  allotment  for  such  crop  had  been  planted 
and  harvested  in  1940, 

2,  In  conputing  such  net  pa;i'-ment  and  such  net  deductions  with  respect 
to  wheat,  potato,   tobacco,  and  commercial  vegetable  acreage  al- 
lotments, the  deduction  v.-ith  res  ect  to  corn  for  grain  sheJ.1  be 
regarded  as  a.  pro  rata  dediiction  with  respect  to  the  payments 
computed  in  connection  with  the  v.'heat,  potato,  tobacco  and  com- 
mercial vegetable  acreage  allotments. 
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B.  Payments  in  Connection  with  Soil-Building  Practices.     The  anount  of 
net  payment  earned  for  the  f?.rr.:  in  connection  ;vith  soil-building 
practices,  shall  Id 0  paid  to  the  Ipjxdlord,  tenant,  or  shn,recropper 

who  carried  out  the  soil-building  practices.     If  the  co'onty  cornmittec 
dctemines  that  nore  than  one  such  person  contributed  to  the  carry- 
ing-out of  soil-building  practices  on  the.f?j*in  in  the  1940  program, 
such  payment  shall  bo  divided  in  the  proportion  thr-.t  the 'units  con- 
.  tributed  by. each  such. person  to  such  practices  bears  to  the  total 
units  of  such  practices  carried  out  on  the  farm  in  the  1940  program. 
All  persons. contributing  to  the  carrying-out  of  any  soil-building 
practice  on  a  particular  acreage  shpll  be,  deemed  to  have' contributed 
equally  to  the  units  of  such  practice  unless  it  is  established  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  county  cori^-iittee  that  tlicir  respective  con- 
tributions thereto  were  not  in  •qual  proportion  in  which  event  such 
units  shall  be  divided  in  the  proportion  which  the  county  coramittee 
determines  each  such  person  ccntribated  thereto. 

C.  Proration  of  Net  Deductions.     If  the  sun  of  the  net  payments  computed 
for  £dl  persons  on  a  farm  exceeds  the  sum  of  the  net  deductions  com- 
puted for  all  persons,  on  such  farm,  the  sum  of  the  net  deductions 
'Computed  for  nil  persons  on  such  farm  shall  be  prorated  among  the 
•persons  on  -such  farm  .for  whom  a  net  payment  is  computed,  on  the  basis 
•of  such  computed  net  payments.        ^  . 

If  the  sur.i  of  the  net  deductions  computed  for  all  persons  on 
■•a  farm  equals  or  exceeds  the  sum  of  the  net  payments  computed  for 
all  persons  on  such  farm,  no  payment  will  be  made  with  respect  to 
•such  farm  arid  the  amount  of  such  net  deductions  .in  excess  of  the  net 
•payments  shall  be  prorated  among  the  persons  on  such  farm  for  whom 
a  net  •' deduction  is  computed,  on  the  basis  of  such  computed  net  deduc- 
tions. 

Section  IV.     Increase  in  Srjiall  Pp.ymcnts. 

The  total  payment  computed  under  Sections  I  to  III,  inclusive, 
for  any  person  with  respect  to  any  farm  shall  be  increased  as  follows* 

A.  Any  payment  amounting  to  71  cents  or  less  shall  be  increased  to 
$1.00; 

B.  Any  payment  amounting  to  more  than  71  cents  but  less  than  $1.00  shall 
be  increased  by  40  percent; 

C.  Any  payment  amounting  to  $1.00  or  more  shall  be  increased  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  following  schedule:

Section  V.     Payments  Limited  to  $10,000 
The  total  of  all  payments  made  ir.  connection  with  programs  for 
1940  under  Section  8  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment 
Act  to  any  individual,  partnership,  or  estate  with  respect  to  farms 
located  within  a  single  State  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $10,000  prior 
to  deduction  for  association  expenses  in  the  county  or  counties  with

respect  to  which  the  paynent  is  made.     The  total  of  all  paynents  nade  in 
connection  with  such  pro£:rans  to  any  person  other  than  an  individual, 
partnership,  or  estate  with  respect  to  fnrns,  rmching  units,  and  tur- 
pentine plr*.cos  in  the  United  States  (including  Alaska,  Hawaii,  and 
Puerto  Rica^     shall  not  exceed  the  sun  of  $10,000  prior  to  deduction  for 
association  expenses  in  the  county  or  counties  v/ith  respect  to  which  the 
payiient  is  r.iadc. 

^1  or  any  part  of  any  paynent  which  has  been  or  otherwise  would 
be  nade  to  any  person  under  the  1940  Progran  nay  be  withheld  or  required 
to  be  returned  if  he  has  adopted  or  participated  in  adopting  any  scheme 
or  device,  including  the  dissolution,  reorg.anization,  revival,  fornation 
or  use  of  any  corporation,  partnership,  estate,  trust,  or  any  other  neans, 
which  was  designed  to  evade,  or  would  h.ave  the  effect  of  evading  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section. 

Section  VI,     Deductions  Incurred  on  Other  Farms. 

A.  Other  F-irr.is  in  the  Sririe  County.     If  the  total  of  the  deductions 
computed  u:adcr  Secticns  I  and  II  with  resj.oct  to  any  farn  in  a 
county  exceeds  the  payzient  for  full  performance  on  such  farm 
computed  uiadcr  Sections  I  and  II,  a  lo.ndlord's  or  tenant's  share 
of  the  aJTiOunt  by  which  the  total  dodacticn  exceeds  the  total 
payment  shall  be  deducted  from  that  landlord's  or  tenant's  share 
of  the  payments  v/hich  would  otherv/ise  bo  made  to  him  with  respect 
to  any  other  farm  or  farms  in  such  coiuaty. 

B.  Other  Farms  in  the  State.     If  the  deductions  computed  \indcr 
Secticns  I  a2;d  II  for  a  Iruidlord  or  tenant  with  respect  to  one 
or  more  farms  in  a  county  exceed  the  payments  computed  for  such 
landlord  or  tenant  on  other  farms  in  the  county,  the  aj.iount  of 
those  excess  deductions  shall  be  talccn  from  the  jjaymcnts  com- 
puted for  the  landlord  or  tenant  with  respect  to  any  other  farm 
or  farms  in  the  State.    Before  this  csjn  be  dene  the  S'tfetofecoH- 
mittee  oust  find  that  the  crops  grown  and  practices  a.dopted  on 
the  farm  v/ith  respect  to  which  the  deductions  are  com2^uted 
substoiitially  offset  the  contribution  to  the  program  made  on 
the  other  farm  or  farms. 

Section  VII,     Deduction  for  Association  Expenses. 

There  shall  be  deducted  pro  rata  from  the  payments  v/ith  respect 
to  any  farm  all  or  such  part  as  the  Secretary  may  prescribe  of  the  es- 
timated adj.iinistrative  expenses  incurred  or  to  be  incurred  by  the  county 
agricultural  conservation  association  in  the  county  in  which  the  farm  is 
located. 


Section  VIII.    Materials  ?-arriished  as  Gro-nts  of  Aid 


IfVhorovcr  it  is  found  practicable,  linestone,  supcriihosphate , 
trees,  seed,  aaid  other  farning  materials,  uvcn  request  of  the  producer, 
nay  "be  furnished  "by  the  j^jricultural  Adjustnent  AdJ.^inistration  as  gra-nts 
of  a.id.     Materials  furnished  arc  to  "be  used  in  co.rryinf  out  approved 
soil-buildinr:  practices  which  shall  count  tov/ard  noetinti  the  soil-build- 
ing goal  for  the  farn. 

A  deduction  fron  the  total  paynent  for  the  farra  shall  be  nade  in 
the  ar.iount  of  the  approxinato  average  cost  ti>  the  ^"^ri cultural  Adjustnent 
Adninistration  in  any  county,  State,  or  other  area  of  any  ria.terial  fur- 
nished.    This  deduction  shall  be  applied  first  to  the  pa^'^ent  computed  for 
the  person  to  v/hou  the  naterials  are  furnished  and  the  balance,  if  any, 
of  the  deduction  shall  be  prorated  araong  the  paynents  to  other  persons 
shaxing  in  the  total  payment  for  the  farm  for  which  such  naterials  v/ere 
obtained  and  on  which  they  v/ere  used. 

Materials  shall  only  be  furnished  i->ursuant  to  a,  producer's  request 
and  agreement  upon  a  forr.-;  prescribed  by  the  A^iricultural  iidjustnent  Ad- 
ministration.    Such  agreement  shall  provide  that  (l)  in  the  event  the 
ano'unt  of  deduction  for  naterials  exceeds  the  amount  of  the  payment  with 
respect  to  the.  farm,  the  ajaount  of  such  difference  shall  be  pa.id  by  the 
producer  to  the  Secretary;  (2)  if  the  producer  uses  the  material  in  a 
manner  which  is  not  in  substa.ntial  accord  with  the  purposes  for  which 
such  material  \;a,s  f  urnished,  the  dedaction  with  respect  to  the  material 
misused  shgll  be  twice  the  regular  rate  of  deduction  in  order  to  com- 
pensate the  G-overmnent  for  dajaages  because  of  such  misuse;  and  (3)  the 
finding  of  the  county  ccnnittee  that  the  material  has  been  used  in  a 
manner  which  is  not  in  substantial  accord  with  the  purposes  for  which 
it  was  furnished  ajid  as  to  the  amount  of  na,terial  so  misused,  shall  be 
final  wJaan  approved  by  the  State  committee,   subject  to  the  right  of  ap- 
peal under  the  provisions  of  Section  XI. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  bulletin,  for  any  farm 
on  y/hich  the  only  practices  crurried  cut  a-re  those  through  the  use  of 
ma.terials  furnished  and  no  other  performance  is  rendered,  the  furnishing 
of  the  materials  shall  bo  in  lieu  of  .any  pa^i.icnt  which  otherwise  might 
be  comi^uted  for  the  farr.'i. 

•The  rate  of  deduction  for  ma.terirls  furnished  pursuant  to  pro- 
visions of  this  section  for  each  State  or  county  shall  be  established  by 
the  Agricultural  Adjustment  administration. 

Section  IX.     Gener,al  Provisions  Kola.ting  to  Payments* 


A.     Paytent  Eest^icted  to  Effectuation  of  Purposes  of  tiie  Program. 
1.     All  or  any  part  of  any  payment  which  otherwise  would  be 
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nadc  to  any  person  under  the  1940  i^ro^^roni  nay  "be  withheld  or 
required  to  be  returned  (a)  if  he  adopts  or  has  adopted  any 
practice  v/hich  the  Secretary  deternines  tends  to  defeat  any 
of  the  purposes  of  the  1940  or  previous  agricultural  conserva- 
tion profrans,  ("b)  if,  by  neans  of  any  corporation,  partnership, 
estate,  trust,  or  any  other  device,  or  in  any  manner  whr.tsoever, 
he  has  offset,  or  has  participated  in  offsetting,  in  v/hole  or  in 
part,  the  perfornance  for  v/hich  such  paynont  is  otherv/ise  author- 
ized, (c)  if  under  the  1936,  1937,  1938,  or  1939  progrrj.i  he  has 
received  a  payment  for  constructing  fence  to  exclude  livestock 
fron  naple  sue;a.r  orchards  or  other  woodlands,  and  the  county  con- 
nittee  determines  that  in  1940  livestock  v/ere  again  allowed  to 
graze  in  such  v;oodland  or  maple  sugar  orchard  on  which  payment 
was  made  for  their  exclusion,  an  ar.iount  equal  to  such  paji-ient  shall 
be  v/ithheld  fron  any  payment  which  would  otherwise  be  made  to  such 
person  under  the  1940  program,  or  (d)  if  the  county  comraittee, 
acting  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  State  com- 
mittee and  having  the  approval  of  the  regional  director,  finds 
that  the  forest  lands  cvmed  or  controlled  by  him  have  been 
abused  by  improper  catting. 

2.    Payments  other  than  payraents  in  connection  with  soil-building 
practices  will  be  nade  only  with  respect  to  farms  which  are 
being  operated  in  1940. 

B.  Paynent  Comrjuted  and  Made  Without  Regard  to  Claims. 

Any  paynent  or  share  of  pp^yment  shall  be  ccnpated  and  ma.de  (l)  with- 
out regard  to  questions  of  title  under  St?.te  law,  (2)  v/ithout  deduc- 
tion of  claims  for  advances  (except  o.s  provided  in  subsection  D  of 
this  Section  IX  and  indebtedness  to  the  United  States  subject  to 
setoff  under  orders  issued  by  the  Secretary),  and  (3)  v/ithout  re- 
gard to  any  claim  or  lien  against  any  crop,  or  proceeds  thereof, 
in  favor  of  the  owner  or  any  other  creditor. 

C.  Changes  in  Leasing  and  Cropping  .tigreomonts,  Reduction  in  Number  of 
Tenants,  and  Other  Devices.     If  on  any  farm  in  1940  any  change  of 
the  arrojigemcnts  which  existed  on  the  farm  in  1939  is  made  betv/een 
the  landlord  or  operator  and  the  tenants  or  sharecroppers  and  such 
change  v/ould  cause  a  greater  proportion  of  the  payments  to  be  made 
to  the  landlord  or  operator  under  the  1940  program  than  would  have 
been  made  to  the  landlord  or  operator  for  performance  on  the  farm 
under  the  1939  progrpxi,  payments  to  the  landlord  or  operator  under 
the  1940  progr?jn  with  respect  to  the  farm  shall  not  be  greater 
thru  the  amount  that  would  heave  been  paid  to  the  1  andlord  or  oper- 
ator if  the  arrangements  which  existed  on  the  farm  in  1939  had  been 
continued  in  1940.     This  provision  shall  be  exercised  only  if  the 
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county  coi.mittce  certifies  that  the  chance  is  not  justified  and 
disapproves  such  ahange. 

If  on  any  f?„rn  the  nu'ilier  of  sharecroppers  or  shf>,rG  tenants 
in  1940  is  loss  than  the  avcrn^e  nunbcr  on  the  farrj  during  the 
years  1937  to  1939,  inclusive,  and  the  redaction  v/o-ald  increase 
the  payments  that  would  otherwise  he  :.iade  to  the  landlord  or  oper- 
ator, such  payments  to  the  Irjidlord  or  operator  shall  not  "be 
f:reater  than  the  sonount  thr  t  would  otherwise  he  nadc,  if  the  county 
coniiittee  certifies  that  the  reduction  is  not  justified  and  dis- 
approves such  reduction. 

If  the  State  connittce  finds  that  any  person  who  files  rai 
appjlication  for  payment  pursaant  to  the  jjrovisions  of  the  1940 
program  has  employed  any  other  scheme  or  device  (including  coercion, 
fraud  or  misrepresentation),  the  effect  of  which  would  he  or  has 
heen  to  deprive  any  other  person  of  any  pay:aent  under  any  agricul- 
tural conservation  program  to  which  such  other  parson  would  normally 
he  entitled,  the  Secretary  nay  withhold  in  v;hole  or  in  part  from  the 
person  particijjo.ting  in  or  emxiloying  such  a  scheme  or  device,  or 
require  such  person  to  refund  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  amount  of  any 
payment  which  has  heen  or  would  otherwise  he  made  to  such  person  in 
connection  with  the  1940  program. 

D.  Assignments.     Any  person  who  may  he  entitled  to  ariy  pajTiient  in  con- 
nection with  the  1940  program  ncjy  assign  his  interest  in  such  pay- 
ment as  security  for  cash  loaned  or  advojiccs  made  for  tlie  pur^^ose  of 
financing  the  making  of  a  crop  in  1940.     No  such  a.ssignijent  will  he 
recognized  ■unless  the  assignment  is  made  in  writing  on  Term  aCP-69 
in  accordance  with  instructions  (aCP-70)  issued  by  the  ^ricultural 
Adjustment  Adr.iinistrat ion  ajid  unless  such  assignment  is  entitled  to 
priority  as  determined  under  the  instructions  governing'  the  record- 
ing of  such  assignments  issued  hy  the  ii.gr iculturrJ.  iuljustnent  admin- 
istration. 

Nothing  contaaned  in  this  subsection  (D)  shall  he  construed 
to  give  the  a.ssignee  a  right  to  any  pajonent  other  thaji  that  to  v/hich 
the  farraer  is  entitled  (n-r  as  provided  in  the  Statute)  shall  the 
Secretary  or  any  disbursing  agent  be  subject  to  any  suit  or  liability 
if  payment  is  made  to  the  fa.rmer  without  regard  to  the  existence  of 
any  such  assignment. 

E.  Excess  Gotten  Acroege.     ^uiy  person  who  knowingly  pl;ints  cotton  or 
causes  cotton  to  be  planted  on  his  farm  in  1940  on  acreage  in  excess 
of  the  cotton  acrea.ge  allotment  for  the  farm  for  1940  shall  not  be 
eligible  for  any  payment  whatsoever  on  that  farm  or  any  other  faru 
under  the  provisions  of  the  1940  prograj-.i.    Any  person  having  a-n  in- 
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terest  in  the  cottcn  crop  on  a  farm  on  which  cotton  is  pleuited. 
.^n  194^  on  an  acrea^je  in  excess  of  the  cotoon  acreag'e  allotment 
for  the  farm  for  194C  shall  be  crsjumecl  to  h-^.ve  knowingly  planted 
cotton  on  his  farm  on  acreage  in  exceos  of  such  farm  cotton  acreage 
allotm.ent  if  notice  of  the  farm  allotment  is  mailed  to  him  rricr 
to  the  com'-letion  of  the  planting-  of  cotton  on  the  farm,  uriless 
the  farmer  establishes  the:  fact  that  the  exoe.:.s  acreage  was 
planted  to  cotton  due  to  hi-i  lack  of  knovvlecVce  of  the  number 
of  acros  in  the  tract (s)  planted  to  cotton.    Juch  notice,  if 
mailed  to  the  operator  of  the  fara,  shall  cs  deemed  to  he  notice 
to  all  persons  shcjring  in  the  production  of  cotton  on  the  farm 
in  1940. 
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Section  X.    Aoplication  for  Pa^T-ient 

A.  Persons  Eli,":ible  to  File  Ap'olications.    An  application  for  pajonent 
-.vith  respect  to  a  farm  nay  be  r.ade  by  any  person  for  whom,  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  III  a  share  in  the  paynent  vrlth  respect 
to  the  farm  nay  be  computed  and  (l)  v/ho  at  the  time  of  harvest  is 
entitled  to  share  in  the  crops  p;ro7/n  on  the  farm  under  a  lease  or 
operating  agreem.ent,  or  (2)  who  is  o-vner  or  operator  of  such  farm 
and  participates  thereon  in  1940  in  carrying  out  approved  soil- 
building  practices. 

B.  Ti:.iG  and  L'anner  of  Filinrr  Application  and  Information  Rccuired. 
Pa;,TT;ent  T.'ili  bo  made  only  upon  application  submitted  through  the 
county  office  not  later  than  l-arch  51,  1941.    The  Secretary  re- 
serves the  riglit  (1)  'to  withhold  pa^T.ient  from,  any  person  v;ho  fails 
to  file  any  form  or  furnish  any  infoniation  rccuired  with  respect 
to  any  farm  which  such  person  is  operating  or  renting  to  another 
person  for  a  sliai'c  of  the  crops  grown  thereon,  and  (2)  to  refuse 
to  accept  any  app3.ication  for  pa;;>'Tient  if  any  form  or  information 
required  is  not  subiiiittod  to  the  county  office  Vi-lthin  the  time 
fixed  by  the  regional  director.    At  least  two  weeks'  notice  to 
the  public  shall  be  given  of  the  expiration  of  a  time  lir.iit  for 
filing  prescribed  forms  and  any  time  liinit  fixed  shall  be  such  as 
affords  a  full  and  fair  opportunity  to  those  cligibl^j  to  file  the 
form,  within  the  period  proscribed.    Such  notice  siiall  be  given  by 
mailing  the  same  to  the  office  of  each  county  committee  and  making 
copies  01  the  same  available  to  the  press. 

C.  Applications  for  Other  Farms .     If  a  person  has  the  right  to  re- 
ceive all  or  a  portion  of  the  crops,  or  proceeds  therefrom.,  pro- 
duced on  m.ore  than  one  farm  in  a  county  and  makes  application  for 
payment  i\ath  respect  to  one  of  such  farm^s,  such  person  must  malce 
application  for  payr.ient  v/ith  respect  to  all  such  farms  whicli  he 
operates  or  I'onts  to  other  persons.    Upon  requost  by  the  State 
coiTffidttce  any  person  shall  file  with  the  comri\ittee  such  information 
as  it  may  request  regarding  any  other  farm^  in  the  State  Y;ith  re- 
spect to  which  he  has  the  right  to  receive  all  or  a  portion  of  the 
crops  or  proceeds  thereof  or  which  ho  rents  to  another  for  cash. 

Section  XI.  Ajjpeals 

Ar^  person  may,  vrithin  15  days  after  notice  thereof  is  forv:ardcd  to 
or  made  available  to  him,  request  the  county  committee  in  ■'./riting  to  recon- 
sider its  recommendation  or  dcterrdnation  in  any  of  the  following  matters 
respecting  any  fan:,  in  th.e  operation  of  irhich  he  has  an  interest  as  land- 
lord, tenant  or  sharecropper:     (a)  eligibility  to  file  an  application  for 
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pa;}T.icntj  (b)  ariy  soil-dcplcting  acreage  allotment,  usual  acreage,  normal  or 
actual  yield,  measurement  or  soil-building  goal;  (c)  the  divicion  of  payment; 
or  (d)  an:>'-  other  natter  affecting  the  right  to  or  the  .aiiiount  of  his  payment 
v.-ith  respect  to  the  farm.    The  county  committee  shall  notify  such  person  of 
its  decision  in  vTiting  vdthin  15  days  after  receipt  of  such  i/ritten  request 
for  reconsideration.    If  such  person  is  dissatisfied  vdth  the  decision  of 
the  county  corjrdttec,  he  may  v;ithin  15  days  after  such  decision  is  fon-'arded 
to  or  made  available  to  him,  appeal  in  v.riting  to  the  State  comr.ittee.  The 
State  comrdttce  sh'-.ll  notif;,'  such  person  of  its  decision  in  v/riting  vdthin 
30  days  after  the  receipt  of  the  appeal.    If  such  person  is  dissatisfied 
vdth  the  decision  of  the  State  co:.::dttec,  he  nay,  idthin  15  days  after  such 
decision  is  forv;arded  or  riidc  available  to  him,  request  the  regional 
director  to  revicv;  the  decision  of  the  State  cor.u.dttec, 

Vifritten  notice  of  any  decision  rcndn-cd  under  this  ejection  by  the 
county  or  State  com'rdtteo  shall  also  be  issued  to  each  person  knoivn  to  it 
v.'ho,  as  landlord,  tenant,  oi'  sharecropper  having  an  interest  in  the  opera- 
tion of  the  farm,  :nay  be  adversely  affected  by  such  decision.    Only  a  person 
i.'ho  shovrs  that  he  is  adversely  affected  by  the  outcome  of  any  request  for 
reconsideration  or  appeal  may  aropeal  the  matter  further,  but  any  person  vrho, 
as  landlord,  tenant,  or  sharecropper  having  an  interest  in  the  operation  of 
the  farm,  vrould  be  affected  by  the  decision  to  be  made  on  any  reconsidera- 
tion by  the  county  ccr:dttoe  or  subsequent  appeal  shall  be  given  a  full  and 
fair  hearing  if  he  appears  vdicn  tlic  hearing  thereon  is  held. 

Section  XII.  Definitions 

For  the  purpjsee  of  the  1940  prograa;:,  unless  the  context  otherv'dso 
requires: 

A.  Officials 

1.  Secretary'  means  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  the  United  States. 

2.  Regional  dii'octor  means  the  director  of  the  di-'/ision  of  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Admird strati on  in  charge  of  the  agri- 
cultural conservation  prograr..  in  the  Ilorth-jast  Region. 

3.  State  comidtteo  means  the  group  of  persons  designated  vdthin 
any  State  to  assist  in  the  adrdnistration  of  the  1940  program 
in  such  State. 

4.  County  cor:'dttee  means  the  group  of  persons  elected  vdthin  any 
county/"  to  assist  in  the  adjdnistration  of  t}ie  1940  program  in 
such  county. 

B.  Northeast  Region  means  the  area  included  in  the  States  of  Connecticut, 
Llaine,  .Vassachusetts,  Nev;  Hampshire,  Ncv^  Jersey,  Hev:  York,  Pennsylvania, 
Rhode  Island,  and  Veri.iont. 
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C.  Farr.  i.icans  the  adjacent  or  nearby  farn  land  under  the  sane  ovmership 
T/hich  is  operated  hy  one  person,  including  also: 

1.    Any  other  adjacent  or  nearby  farr.i  land  vfhich  the  county  cormittcc, 
in  accordaiicc  T;ith  instructions  issued  by  the  Agricultiiral  Adjust- 
ment Adrdnistration,  dctcmines  is  operated  by  the  sar.ie  person  as 
part  of  the  sane  unit  v/ith  respect  to  the  rotation  of  crops  and 
i7ith  v/orkstock,  farn  nachinery,  and  labor  substantially  separate 
fron  that  for  any  other  land-  and 

Z.    Any  field-rented  tract  (v/hcther  operated  by  the  sane  or  another 
person)  T;hJ.ch,  together  v.-ith  any  other  land  included  in  the  fani, 
constitutes  a  unit  vrith  respect  to  the  rotation  of  crops. 

A  farn  shall  be  regarded  as  located  in  the  county  or  adniinistrativc  area 

as  the  case  nay  be,  in  v.hich  the  principal  dv.'clling  is  situated,  or,  if  there 

is  no  dwellirig  thereon,  it  shall  be  regarded  as  located  in  the  county  or 

adninistrativc  area,  as  the  case  nay  be,  in  v;hich  the  najor  portion  of  the 
farn  is  located, 

D.  FAscellaneous . 

1.  Person  neans  an  individual,  partnorsMp,  association,  corporation, 
estate,  or  trust,  and,  vrhcrever  applicable,  a  State,  a  political 
subdivision  of  a  State,  or  any  agency  thereof. 

2.  Landlord  or  o^mer  noans  a  person  who  ov.tis  land  and  rents  such 
land  to  another  person  or  operates  such  land, 

3.  Sharecropper  r.cans  a  person  vho  vnrlcs  a  fani  in  whole  or  in  part 
under  the  general  supervision  of  the  operator  and  is  entitled  to 
receive  for  his  labor  a  share  of  a  crop  produced  thereon  or  of 
the  proceeds  tlicreof, 

4.  Tenant  neans  a  person  other  than  a  sharecropyjer  v;ho  rents  land 
fron  another  person  (for  cash,  a  fixed  corjiodity  pa;>T.ient,  or  a 
share  of  the  proceeds  of  the  crops)  and  is  entitled  under  a 
\rritten  or  oral  lease  '.":;r  agrcer.ent  to  receive  all  or  a  share  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  crops  produced  thereon. 

Section  XIII.    Authority,  Availability  of  Funds,  and  Applicability 


A.    Authoi-ity.     Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  1940  Agricultural 
Conservation  Prograi.:,  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and 
the  authority  vested  thereby  in  tlie  Agricultui^al  Adjustnent  Adminis- 
tration, payi.Lcnts  and  grants  of  aid  -vrLll  be  nade  in  the  Northeast 
Region  for  participation  in  the  1940  Agricultural  Conservation  R^ogran 
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This  participation  shall  be  in  accordance  rith  the  provisions  of 
this  bulletin  and  such  nodifications  thereof  or  other  provisions  as 
nay  hereafter  be  nado.  There  are  included  in  this  bulletin  all  the 
provisions  of  said  1040  Agricultural  Conservation  Prograri  vrliich  are 
applicable  to  the  Northeast  Region.  There  are  also  included  certain 
of  the  detcrninations  authorized  in  said  1940  Agricultural  Conserva- 
tion Prograt.i  to  be  made  by  the  Adj-.iinistrator  or  the  Director  of  the 
Northcact  Di\rision. 

B.  Availability  of  Funds.    The  provisions  of  the  1940  prograi'i  are 
necessarily  subject  to  such  legislation  affecting  said  prograri  as 
tlife  Congress  of  the  United  States  r.iay  hereafter  enact  and  the  naking 
of  tlie  payr.ients  and  grants  of  aid  herein  provided  are  contingent 
upon  such  appropriation  as  the  Congress  nay  hereafter  pro'V'ide  for 
such  purpose.    The  ar.iourits  of  such  payments  and  grants,  of  aid  v;ill 
necessarily  be  v:ithin  the  linits  finally  deternined  by  (1)  such 
appropriation,  (Z)  the  app^rtionnent  of  such  appropriation  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Donestic  Allotnent  Act, 
as  anendcd,  and  (3)  the  extent  of  national  participation.    As  an 
adjustment  for  participation,  the  rates  of  payment  and  deduction 
'ivith  respect  t'^  any  coinr.iodity  or  item  of  payment  nay  be  increased 

or  decreased  by  as  m.uch  as  10  percent. 

C.  Applicability.    The  provisions  of  ihc  1940  program  are  not  applicable 
in  the  ;iorthcast  Region  to  (l)  counties  for  v;hich  special  agricultural 
conservation  programs  under  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allot- 
ment Act  are  approved  for  1940  by  the  Secretary,  tind  (Z)  public  do- 
main of  the  United  States,  including  land  ovnicd  by  the  United  States 
and  administered  by  the  Forest  Service  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
nent  of  Agriculture,  and  other  lands  in  v/hich  the  beneficial 
oivnership  is  in  the  United  States.

modifications  thereof  as  may  hereafter  "be  made'.'  ""' 

The  provisions  of  the  rugular  1940  Agricultural  Conservation 
Program  are  not  ap-olicable  in  Chittenden  co^J-nty. 

Section  I,     Soil-!&j.ilding  G-oals,  Soil-Building  Allowance,  and  Practices. 

A.  Farm  G-oals.     Insofar  as  TDracticable ,.  the  county  committee  shall 
determine  for  individual  frrms  practices  to'  be  follov.'ed  which 
are  not  routine  farming  practices  on  the  farm,  "but  which  are 
needed  on  the  farm  in  order  to  conserve  and  improve  soil 
f  ert  illty  and  :prevont  vfin4  and  water  erosion  and  v;hich  will 
tend  to  accomplish  the  goals,  if  any,  determined  for  the  county 
v;ith  respect  to  particular  soil-bxiilding  practices. 

3.  Reforestation  Allowance.    Each  farm  will  have  a  reforestation 
allowance  of  $30  in  addition  to  the  soil-building  allowance. 
This  reforestation  allov/ance  may  be  earned  by  planting  trans- 
planted forest  trees  at  the  rate  of  at  least  1,000  trees  per 
acre  and  spaced  about  6  feet  apart.     One  thousand  trees  Dlnnted 
on  t\io  or  more  small  tracts  of  loss  than  one  acre  each  shall  be 
considered  as  an  acre,  even  though  the  total  area  may  be  larger. 
Shrubs  helpful  to  v;ildlife  may  be  counted  as  trees  in  the 
planting. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  against 
fire  and  damage  by  livestoc^r-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in 
accordance  with  good  tree  culture  and  wildlife-management  prac- 
tice,    '.'/hen  white-pine  plantings  are  made,  currant  and  goose- 
berry bushes  vrithin  1,000  feet  of  the  planting  site  must  be 
removed. 

Payment  at  the  rate  of  $7.50  per  acre  will  be  --llowed 
toward  earning  the  reforestation  allo^^ance. 

C.   Soil-Building;  Allowance.     A  soil-buildinr  allo'-zance  will  be 
computed  for  each  farm  and  will  represent  the  largest  amount 
which  can  be  earned  on  any  farm  by  carrying  out  soil-building 
practices. 

1.  The  soil-building  allov/ance  for  any  farm  on  which  the  sum 
of  the  follov/ing  items  is  $20  or  more  shall  be  equal  to 
that  sum: 

a.  70  cents  per  acre  of  cropland  in  excess  of  the  potato 
allotment . 
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Cropl^'.Tid  r.cnns  farn  Innd  v;hich  in  1939  w^.s  tilled 

or  v/as  i:\  regul'^-r  rot-^.tion  excluding  ?-ny  In-nd  in  con- 
TiCrciril  orchpjrds. 

b.  $2  per  acre  of  conncrcial  orchards  on  the  farn  January  1, 
1940. 

Co:.imorcial  orchards  ncans  the  acrceago  in  planted 
or  cultivated  fruit  trees,  nut  trees,  vineyards,  hops,  or 
"bush  fruits  on  the  farm  on  January  1,  1940,  from  v;hich 
the  principal  part  of  the  production  is  normally  sold. 
This  definition  does  not  include  non-bearing  orchards  and 
non-bearing  vineyards. 

c.  For  farms  in  Hinesburg,  Richmond,  Williston,  Huntington, 
Shclburne,  and  South  Burlington  townships  35  cents  per  acre 
of  fenced  noncrop  open  pasture  land  in  excess  of  one-half 
of  the  niimbor  of  acres  of  cropland. 

d.  For  farms  in  other  tov/nships  40  cents  per  acre  of  fenced 
noncrop  open  pasture  land  in  excess  of  one-ha.lf  of  the 
number  of  acres  of  cropland. 

Fenced  noncrop  open  pasture  land  means  pasture  land  (other 
than  rotation  pasture  land)  on  v/hich  the  predominant  growth 
is  forage  suitable  for  grazing  and  on  v;hich  the  number  or 
grouping  of  any  trees  or  shrubs  is  such  that  the  land  could 
not  fairly  bo  considered  as  v/oodland  and  which  is  capable  of 
maintaining  during  the  normal  pasture  season  at  least  one 
animal  unit  for  each  five  acres. 

Animal  unit  means  one  cow,  one  horso,  five  sheep, 
five  goats,  two  calves,  or  two  colts,  or  the  equivalent 
thereof. 

c.  For  farms  in  Hinesbxirg,  Richmond,  !'7illiston,  Huntington, 
Shelburne,  and  South  Burlington  Tov/nships  an  amount  v/hich 
the  county  committee  detei-mines  is  needed  on  the  farm  for 
additional  reforestation  and  which  is  allotted  to  the  farm 
by  the  county  committee.     The  total  amount  allotted  by  the 
county  committee  to  farms  in  a  tovmship  cannot  exceed  5 
cents  times  the  acreage  of  p-\sturc  eligible  for  soil- 
building  allov/ancc  under  item  c  above  for  all  farms  in 
the  tovmship  for  which  there  is  filed  a  notification  of 
intention  to  participate  in  the  1940  program.

D.  Soil-BuildinjS;  Practices.     The  ^ oil-building  practices  listed  in 
the  follov/ing  schedule  shall  count  tov/ard  earning  the  soil- 
building  allov;ance  to  the  extent  indicated  therein  v/hen  such 
practices  arc  carried  out  under  the  provisions  of  the  1940 
program  during  the  period  November  1,  1939,  to  October  31,  1940, 
inclusive,  in  accordance  v;ith  the  specif icr.tions  contp-ined  heroin. 

If  ono-half  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out 
any  practice  is  represented  by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials 
furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency  oth  -r  than  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration,  the  practice  siiall  not  be  counted 
toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance.     If  less  than  one- 
half  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is  repre- 
sented by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a 
State  or  Toderai  agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration,  one-half  of  the  practice  shall  be  counted 
toward  earning  the  soil-building  allov/a,nce.

The  application  poi^  acre  of  at  least  100  pounds  of  triple  supcr- 
phosplntc  or  the  equivalent  furnished  h?/  the  A^riculttxral  Adjustment 
Administration,  as  a  top  dressing  on  biennial  or  pcrcnni?\l  loguraos  or 
perennial  grasses,  or  worked  into  the  soil  in  preparation  for  seeding 
those  legumes  or  grasses. 

Phosphoric  acid  may  be  used  as  a  preservative  on  farm  manures 
that  n.re  to  be  used  on  esto.blishcd  sod  or  in  connection  with  the  seeding 
of  bicnni.al  or  perennial  Icguixs  or  perennial  grasses.

The  seeding  of  at  least  10  pounds  per  acre  of  hardy,  northern- 
grovm  domestic  or  Canadian  alfalfa  seed  (such  as  G-rimm,  Ontario  Variegated, 
Hardigan,  or  Cossack)  on  land  prepared  by  the  ap  ■'lie- tion  of  s\ifficiont 
limp  and  fertilizer  to  obtain  a  good  stand. 

If  the  land  is  not  naturally  supplied  i^/ith  sufficient  lime,  phos- 
phorus, and  potash,  the  amount  of  liming  material  iir  icatod  by  a  soil 
test  should  be  apijlicd  at  least  6  months  ia  advance  of  seeding  and  the 
phosphorus  and  potash  needed  should  be  applied  at  the  time  of  seeding. 

Practice  "o .  6  -  "improving  Vfoodlands 

PATE  OF  PAYiC^NT.     $3  per  Acre 

The  improvement  of  the  stand  of  forest  trees  under  a  system  of 
farm  woodland  and  wildlife  management  v;hich  includes  pruning  or  thinning 
or,  if  needed,  both.    At  least  100  good  timber  trees  or  trees  which  can 
become  good  tiuber  trees  must  be  left  well  scattered  on  each  acre  of 
woodland  improved.     The  approval  of  th^.  county  conr.it tee  must  bo  ob- 
tained before  performing  this  practice. 

If  pruning  is  done,  it  must  be  confined  to  pine  or  spruce  not 
over  5  inches  in  c'iojicter  and  must  be  done  with  a  saw  or  pruning  shears 
after  the  area  ha,s  been  properly  thinr.ed. 

Practice  Ho.  7  -  Excluding  Livestock  From  Farm  !foodland 

FATE  OF  PAYm-IT,     $0.75  for  Each  2  Acres 

The  restoration  of  farm  woodland,  or  sugar  maple  orchards, 
previously  used  for  pasture  by  heeping  out  livestock. 

Payment  will  be  allov;cd  for  each  acre  of  vioodlo.nd  out  of  which 
livestock  arc  kept,  but  for  not  more  than  2  acres  for  each  animal 
luiit  which  is  normally  allowed  to  graze  in  the  woodland. 

Animal  unit  means  1  cov/,  2  co-lvcs,  1  horse,  2  colts,  5  sheep,  or 
5  goats,  or  the  equivalent  thereof. 

The  operator  must  obtain  approval  of  the  county  committee  before 
performing  this  practice. 
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If  under  the  195  5,  1937,   1938,  or  1939  program  a  farmer  has  received 
payment  for  constructing  fence  to  keep  livestock  out  of  woodland  or  for 
keeping  livestock  out  of  sugar  maple  orchards  or  other  woodlands,  and  th: 
county  committee  detcrminGs  tlmt  in  1940  livestock  v/erc  again  n,llov/cd  by 
that  farmer  to  graze  in  a  part  or  all  of  the  same  v;oodland  or  sugar  maple 
orchard,  an  amount  equal  to  the  previous  payments  will  te  withhold  from  any 
payment  which  would  othcr/;iso  "be  made  to  such  f  armer  under  the  1940  progrojn 

Practice  7o .  8  -  Planting  Forest  Tr^es 

3AT5  0?  PAY'OTT,     $7.50  per  Acre 

The  planting  of  transplanted  forest  trees  at  the  rate  of  at  least 
1,000  trees  per  acre  spaced  ahout  S  feet  apo.rt.     One  thousand  trees 
planted  on  tv;o  or  more  small  tracts  of  less  than  one  acre  each  shall 
ho  considered  as  an  o.crc,  even  though  the  total  area  may  be  Larger. 
Shrubs  helpful  to  wildlife  may  bo  included  in  the  planting. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  against  fire 
and  damage  by  livestock-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance 
with  good  tree  culture  and  wildlife-management  practice.    Vnicn  v;hite- 
pinc  plantings  are  made,  currant  and  gooseberry  bushes  within  1,000 
foot  of  the  planting  site  must  be  removed. 

Practice  No.  9  -  Mulching  Orchard  and  Vegetable  Land

The  a.pplication  of  at  least  1  ton  per  acre  of  air-dried  straw  or 
equivalent  mulching  material,  excluding  b  -.rnyard  ma.nure,  to  orchard  or 
vegetable  land  a.s  a  mulch.    All'  mr.terials  produced  on  the  land  during 
1940  from  grasses,  legumes,  green  mr.nure  crops,  or  cover  crops,  as  v;ell 
as  the  mulching  m-ateri.\l,  are  to  be  left  on  the  land. 

Pro.ctice  No.  10  -  Construction  of  Hip-i^ap  of  Rock 

BATE  0?  PAYMEI'TT,     -''.1.50  for  Each  Oabic  Yard  of  Rock  Used 

The  construction  of  a  rip-rap  or  crib  of  rocks  along  an  active 
stream  to  control  the  erosion  of  farm  land. 

Practice  No.  11  -  The  Renovation  of  Pastures 

RiVTS  0?  PAYMSITT.     $5  per  Acre 

The  renovation  of  fenced  noncrop  pasture  land  v/hich  v/hcn  improved 
will  be  capable  of  carrying  at  least  one  animal  Tinit  for  each  2  acres 
during  the  normal  pasture  season  by  removing  brush,  leveling  hummocks, 
mowing  and  resecding  where  necessary,  cleaning  up  generally,  and  apply- 
ing sufficient  liming  material  and  fertilizer  to  attain  a  good  stand. 
If  liming  material  and  fertilizer  o,rc  applied  in  accordance  with 
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practices  1,  1  A,  2,  2  A,  3,   or  13,  payment  will  also  "be  allowed  for 
the  use  of  these  materials.    Payment  will  not  "bo  allowed  unless  the 
farmer  obtains  the  approval  of  the  county  committee  "before  x)erforming 
this  practice. 

Practice  ?To.   12  -  graining  Cropland  or  Pasture  Land 

HATE  OF  PAYMENT,     $1.50  per  100  7cet 

The  construction  of  open  or  tile  ditches  for  draininfr  land  which 
is  non'  in  u^e  as  cropland  or  pasture  land.     Full  payment  will  not  "be 
allowed  for  this  practice  unless  t"nere  is  planted  somewhere  in  the  to\rm- 
ship  in  which  the  drainage  practice  is  used  an  acreage  of  forest  trees 
at  least  equr^.l  to  the  acreage  of  cropland  and  pasture  land  drained. 
If  the  acreage  of  forest  trees  planted  in  a  township  is  less  than 
the  acreage  drained,  payment  for  the  drainage  practice  will  "be  made 
in  the  proportion  T'^rhich  the  total  acreage  of  forest  trees  planted  in 
the  to\imship  "bears  to  the  acreage  drained  in  the  township. 

Practice  "0.  15  -  Applying:  ITitrogen  to  Pasture  Land 

RA.TE  OF  PAY^TT,     $0.04  per  pound 

The  application  of  nitrogen  in  a  1-2-2  fertilizer  mixture  to 
fenced  noncrop  open  p^^sture  land. 

Practice  I'o.   14  -  Cover  Crops  and  Green  Manure  Crops 

BATE  OF  PAYl^NT,     $1.50  per  Acre 

The  plowing  or  disking  under  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth 
of:     (1)  Biennial  or  perennial  legumes  or  grasses  for  which  no  payment 
for  seeding  is  allowed  in  1940  and,  except  in  orchards,  from  vihich  no 
crop  of  such  legumes  or  grasses  has  ever  "been  harvested;  (2)  annual 
legumes;  or  (3)  annual  grasses  or  small  grains  used  as  summer  green 
manure  crops  on  vegetable,  potato,  or  orchard  land,  or  used  as  winter 
green  manure  crops.     If  the  crop  is  one  which  is  normally  winter- 
"icilled,  payment  will  be  allowed  for  leaving  a  good  stand  and  a  good 
growth  on  the  land  instead  of  plowing  or  dis'Kiing  it  under. 

If  the  crop  is  grown  in  a  commercial  orchard  and  has  not  been 
harvested  in  1940,  payment  will  be  allowed  for  cutting  and  leaving  an 
evenly  distributed  good  stand  and  good  growth  of  such  crop  on  the  land, 
except  that  cutting  is  not  required  in  bloc"K:s  of  trees  damaged  by  the 
September  1938  hurricane. 

It  is  not  generally  good  farming  practice  to  plow  down  green 
manure  crops  if  it  v;ill  result  in  leaving  the  land  unprotected  during 
the  winter.     It  is  recommended,  therefore,  that  such  crops  be  left  on 
the  land  as  a  winter  cover  wherever  it  is  possible. 
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Section  II.     Allotments,  Usual  Acreages,  Yields , 
P  a.'me  nt  s  ,  and  De due  t  i  o n  s . 

A^;^  CORN 

1.  Usual  Acreage  of  Corn  for  Grain.    Usual  acreages  of  corn  for 
grain  shall  te  determined  for  all  farms  for  which  a  payment 
is  computed  with  respect  to  a  potato  allotment  and  on  which 
the  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain  is  more  than  10  acres. 

The  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain  shall  "be  deter- 
mined on  the  "basis  of  the  average  annual  acreage  of  corn 
harvested  for  grain  and  diverted  therefrom  during  the  years 

1937,  1938,  and  1939,  with  appropriate  adjustments  for  crop 
rotation  practices. 

The  sum  of  the  usu.al  acreages  of  corn  for  grain  deter- 
mined for  such  farms  in  the  county  shall  not  exceed  the  sura 
of  the  average  annual  acreages  of  corn  harvested  for  grain 
and  diverted  therefrom  on  such  farms  during  the  years  1937, 

1938,  and  1939. 

2«  Deduction .     (Any  farm  for  w'-.ich  a  potato  allotment  is  deter- 
mined.)    $10  per  acre  of  corn  harvested  for  grain  in  excess 
of  the  larger  of  the  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain  deter- 
mined for  the  farm  or  10  acres. 

5.  POTATOSS 

1.  >^ational  Goal.     The  1940  national  goal  for  potatoes  is 
3,100,000  to  3,300,000  acres. 

2.  National  and  State  Acreage  Allotments.     The  national  and 
State  potato  acrea£:e  allotments  will  "be  established  by  the 
Secretary. 

3.  County  Acreage  Allotments.     The  county  acreage  allotment  of 
potatoes  shall  be  determined  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration  with  the  assistance  of  the  State  committee 
by  distributing  the  State  acreage  allotment  of  potatoes 
among  the  counties  in  the  State  on  the  basis  of  the  acre- 
age allotments  determined  under  the  1939  program. 

4.  Farm  Acreage  Allotments.     A  potato  acreage  allotment  shall 
be  determined  by  the  county  committee  with  the  assistance 
of  other  local  committees  in  the  county  in  accordance  with 
instructions  contained  in  NER-417-P  for  each  farm  for  which 
the  nornial  acreage  of  potatoes  is  determined  to  be  three 
acres  or  more.     No  potato  acreage  allotment  shall  be  less 
than  3  acres  unless  it  is  reduced  because  there  was  planted 
on  the  farm  in  1940  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's  potato 
allotment . 
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Potato  acreage  allotments  shall  "be  detormined  on  the  "basis 
of  good  soil  management,  tillable  acreage  on  the  farm,  type  of 
soil,  topography,  production  facilities,  and  the  acreage  of 
potatoes  customarily  grown  on  the  farm.     The  potato  acreage  allot- 
ment for  any  farm  shall  compare  with  the  potato  acreage  allotments 
for  other  farms  in  the  same  community  which  are  similar  with 
respect  to  such  factors. 

If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's  potato  allotment  is 
planted,  the  potato  al.lotment  will  be  reduced  to  110  percent  of 
the  acreage  planted. 

The  sum  of  the  potato  acreage  allotments  determined  for  all 
farms  (including  those  not  participating  in  the  program)  in  the 
county  shall  not  exceidd  the  county  potato  acreage  allotment.  The 
sum  of  the  potato  acreage  allotments  determined  for  farms  partici- 
pating in  the  1940  program  shall  not  exceed  their  proportionate 
share  of  the  county  potato  p.creage  allotment. 

5-.'    Normal  Yields.      The  county  committee,  \nth  the  assistance  of 
other  local  committees  in  the  county,  shall  determine  for  each 
farm  for  which  a  potato  acreage  allotment  is  determined  or  a 
deduction  is  computed  a  normal  yield  for  potatoes  in  accordance 
with  the  instructions  contained  in  1JSR-417-P  and  the  following 
provisions ; 

a.  The  normal  yield  of  potatoes  for  any  farm  shall  "be  detor- 
mined on  the  basis  of  the  yields  of  potatoes  made  on  the 
farm  with  due  consideration  for  type  of  soil,  production 
practices,  and  the  general  fertility  of  the  land. 

b.  The  average  yield  for  all  farms  in  the  county  shall  not 
exceed  the  county  yield  established  by  the  Secretary. 

6.  Payment.     3  cents  per  bushel  of  the  normal  yield  of  potatoes 
for  the  farm  for  each  acre  in  its  potato  allotment. 

7.  Deduction.     30  cents  per  bushel  of  the  normal  yield  for  the 
farm  for  each  acre  planted  to  potatoes  in  excess  of  the  larger 
of  the  potato  allotment  or  3  acres. 

C.     COMMERCIAL  VSGETA3L3S 

!•    Farm  Acreage  Allotments.     A  commercial  vegetable  acreage  allot- 
ment shall  be  determined  for  each  farm  on  which  the  average  acre- 
age of  land  normally  planted  to  commercial  vegetables  is  three 
acres  or  more.    No  commercial  vegetable  acreage  allotment  shall 
be  less  than  3  acres  unless  it  is  reduced  because  there  was 
planted  on  the  farm  in  1940  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's 
vegetable  allotment.     The  allotments  shall  be  determined  by  the 
county  committee  with  the  assistance  of  other  local  committees 
in  the  county  in  accordance  vdth  the  instructions  contained  in 
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1B1R-417-V.     The  allotment  shall  "be  determined  on  the  "basis  of 
the  average  acreage  for  1936  and  1937  o-r  the  average  of  a  later 
period  adjusted  to  the  1936-1937  level.     In  determining  the  allot- 
ments, adjustments  shall  he  made  for  abnormal  v/eather  conditions. 
The  tillable  acreage  on  the  farm,  type  of  soil,  production 
facilities,  crop  rotation  practices,  and  changes  in  farming 
practices  shall  also  be  taken  into  consideration. 

If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's  vegetable  allotment 
is  planted,  the  vegetable  allotment  will  be  reduced  to  110 
percent  of  the  acreage  planted. 

The  sum  of  the  commercial  vegetable  acreage  allotments 
determined  for  such  farms  in  the  county  shall  not  exceed  the  sum 
of  the  average  annual  acreages  of  land  lolanted  in  1936  and  1937 
to  commercial  vegetables  on  all  such  farms  in  the  county  and  on 
, farms  in  the  county  for  which  no  commercial  vegetable  allotment 
is  established  but  on  which  the  average  acreage  of  commercial 
vegetables  planted  in  1936  and  1937  was  3  acres  or  more  except 
that  fair  and  reasonable  adjustment  in  such  acreage  may  be  made 
by  the  State  committee  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  con- 
tained in  NER-418  among  commercial  vegetable  counties  in  the 
State  on  the  basis  of  shifts  in  commercial  vegetable  production. 

2.  Commercial  vegetables  means  the  acreage  of  annual  vegetables  and 
truck  crops  of  iirhich  the  principal  part  of  the  production  is  sold 
to  persons  not  living  on  the  farm.     This  definition  includes, 
among  others,  tomatoes,  sweet  corn,  cantaloupes,  commercial  bulbs 
and  flowers,  and  strawberries,  but  excludes  Irish  potatoes,  peas 
for  canning  or  freezing,  sweet  corn  for  canning,  and  watermelons. 

3.  Acreage  planted  to  commercial  vegetables  means  the  acreage  of 
land  planted  in  1940  to  annual  commercial  vegetables  and  also 
the  acreage  of  land  from  which  perennial  commercial  vegetables 
are  harvested  in  1940. 

4.  Payment .  $1.50  for  each  acre  in  the  commercial  vegetable 
acreage  allotment. 

5.  Deduction.  ^20  per  acre  for  each  ?.cre  of  land  planted  to 
commercial  vegetables  in  excess  of  the  larger  of  the  com- 
mercial vegetable  allotment  or  3  acres. 

Section  III.     Division  of  P-^yments  and  Deductions. 

Payments  and  Deductions  in  Connection  with  Potatoes  and  Commercial 
Vegetables. 

1.    The  net  payment  or  net  deduction  computed  for  any  farm  with  respect 
to  potatoes  or  commercial  vegetables  siiall  be  divided  among  the 
landlords,  tenants,  and  sharecroppers  in  the  same  proportion  (as 
indicated  by  their  acreage  shares  expressed  in  terms  of  percentages)

that  such  persons  are  entitled,  as  of  the  time  of  harvest,  to  share 
in  the  proceeds  (other  than  a  fixed  commodity  pajTnent)  of  such  crop 
grown  on  the  farm  in  1940}     Provided,  That  if  any  such  crop  is  not 
f^TO'm  on  the  farm  in  1940  or  the  acreage  of  such  crop  is  substan- 
tially reduced  "by  flood,  hnil,  drought,  insects,  or  plant-bed 
diseases,  the  net  payment  or  net  deduction  computed  for  such  crop 
shall  be  divided  among  the  landlords,  tenants,  and  sharecroppers 
in  the  proportion  that  the  county  committee  determines  such  per- 
sons would  have  been  entitled  to  share  in  the  proceeds  of  such 
crop  if  the  entire  acreage  in  the  acreage  allotment  for  such 
crop  had  been  planted  and  harvested  in  1940. 

2.  In  computing  such  net  payments  and  such  net  deductions  with 
respect  to  potato  and  commercial  vegetable  acreage  allotments, 
the  deduction  with  respect  to  corn  for  grain  shall  be  regarded  as 
a  pro  rata  deduction  with  respect  to  the  payments  computed  in 
connection  v;ith  the  potato  and  commercial  vegetable  acreage  allot- 
ments. 

Payments  in  Connection  with  Soil-Euilding  Practices.     The  amount 
of  net  payment  earned  for  the  farm  in  connection  with  soil-building 
TDractices  sb-all  be  paid  to  the  landlord,  tenant,  or  sharecropper 
who  carried  out  the  soil-building  practices.     If  the  county  com- 
mittee determines  that  more  than  one  such  person  contributed  to  the 
carrying-out  of  soil-building  practices  on  the  farm  in  the  1940 
program,  such  payment  shall  be  divided  in  the  proportion  that  the 
units  contributed  by  each  such  person  to  such  practices  bears  to 
the  total  units  of  such  practices  carried  out  on  the  farm  in  the 
1940  program.     All  persons  contributing  to  the  carrying-out  of  any 
soil-building  practice  on  a  particular  acreage  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  contributed  equally  to  the  units  of  such  practice  unless  it  is 
established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  county  committee  that  their 
respective  contributions  thereto  vrere  not  in  equal  proportion,  in 
which  event  such  units  shall  be  divided  in  the  proportion  v/hich  the 
county  Committee  determines  each  such  person  contributed  thereto. 

Proration  of  Fet  Deductions.     If  the  s-am  of  the  net  payments 
computed  for  all  persons  on  a  farm  exceeds  the  s^jim  of  the  net 
deductions  computed  for  all  persons  on  such  farm',  the  sum  of  the 
net  deductions  computed  for  all  persons  on  such  farm  shall  be 
prorated  among  the  persons  on  such  farm  for  whom  a  net  payment 
is  computed,  on  the  basis  of  such  computed  net  payments. 

If  the  sum  of  the  net  deductions  computed  for  all  persons 
on  a  farm  equals  or  exceeds  the  sum  of  the  net  payments  computed  for 
all  persons  on  such  farm,  no  payment  will  be  made  with  respect  to 
such  farm  and  the  amount  of  such  net  deductions  in  excess  of  the  net 
payments  shall  be  prorated  among  the  persons  on  such  farm  for  whom 
a  net  deduction  is  computed,  on  the  basis  of  such  computed  net 
deductions. 
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Section  17.     Increase  in  Small  Parynnents 

The  total  payment  computed  under  sections  I  to  III,  inclusive, 
for  any  person  with  respect  to  any  farm  shall  "be  increased  as  follows: 

A.  Any  payment  amo'^anting  to  71  cents  or  less  shall  be  increased 
to  $1.00; 

B.  Any  payment  amounting  to  more  than  71  cents  but  less  than 
$1.00  shall  "be  increased  "by  40  percent; 


C.  Any  payment  amounting  to  $1.00  or  more  shall  "be  increased  in 
accordance  with  the  following  schedule:

The  total  of  a.11  payments  made  in  connection  v/ith  programs  for 
1940  \inder  section  8  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotmont 
Act  to  any  individunl,  partnership,  or  estate  with  respect  to  farms 
located  v/ithin  a  single  State  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $10,000  prior 
to  deduction  for  association  expenses  in  the  county  or  counties  with 
respect  to  vfhich  the  pa;"mont  is  made.     The  total  of  all  payments  made 
in  connection  with  such  prograns  to  any  person  other  than  an  individual, 
partnership,  or  estate  with  respect  to  farms,  rcanching  units,  and  tur- 
pentine places  in  the  United  States  ( including  Alaska,  Hawaii,  and 
Puerto  Hico)  sho.ll  not  excoed  the  sum  of  $10,000  prior  to  deduction 
for  association  expenses  in  the  county  cr  counties  vrith  respect  to 
which  the  paj^-iont  is  m<ade. 

All  or  any  part  of  any  pa'Tnent  v/hich  has  "been  or  otherwise  vrould 
be  made  to  s.ny  person  under  t::e  1940  program  ma:/  "be  v/ithhcld  or  required 
to  he  returned  if  he  has  adopted  or  participated  in  adopting  any  scheme 
or  device,  including  the  dissolution,  reorganization,  revival,  formation 
or  use  of  any  corporation,  partnership,  estate,  trust,  or  any  other 
means,  which  was  designed  to  evade,  or  would  have  the  effect  of  evading 
the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Section  VI.     Deductions  Incurred  on  Other  Farms. 

A.  Other  Farms  in  the  Srjae  County/.     If  the  total  of  the  deductions 
computed  under  section  II  v;ith  respect  to  any  farm  in  the 
county  exceeds  the  payment  for  full  performance  on  such  farm 
computed  under  sections  I  and  II,  a  landlord's  or  tencant's  sho-rc 
of  the  amount  by  v.'hich  the  total  deduction  exceeds  the  total 
payment  shall  be  deducted  from  that  landlord's  or  tenant's  share 
of  the  pavnents  which  v/ould  otherwise  be  made  to  him  v;ith  respect 
to  any  other  farm  or  farms  in  the  county. 

B.  Other  Farr.s  in  the  State.     If  the  deductions  computed  under 
scctio::  II  for  a  landlord  or  tenant  with  respect  to  one 

or  more  farms  in  a  county  exceed  the  payments  ccrputed  for  such 
landlord  or  tenant  on  other  farms  in  the  county,  the  amount  of 
those  excess  deductions  shall  be  taken  from  the  payments  com- 
puted for  the  landlord  or  ten.ant  with  respect  to  any  other  farm 
or  farms  in  the  State.    Before  this  can  be  done  the  State  com- 
mittee must  find  that  the  crops  grovm  and  practices  adopted  on 
the  fn.rm  with  respect  to  which  the  deductions  are  computed  sub- 
stantially offset  the  contribution  to  the  program  made  on  the 
other  farm  or  farms. 

Section  VII.     Deduction  for  Association  S-qpenses. 


There  shall  be  deducted  pro  rata  from  the  pa^^mcnts  with  respect 
to  any  farm  all  or  such  part  as  the  Secretary  may  prescribe  of  the 
estimated  administrative  expenses  incurred  or  to  be  incurred  by  the

county  agricultural  conserve.tion  association  in  the  county. 

Section  VIII.     Materials  rurnislied  as  Q-rants  of  Aid. 

Wierever  it  is  f  oirad  practico/ole,  limestone,  su-DenDhosphate, 
trees,  seed,  and  other  fo.rming  materials,  \ipon  request  of  the  producer, 
may  be  furnished  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  as  grants 
of  aid.     Materials  furnished  are  to  "be  used  in  carrying  out  approved 
soil-building  practices  which  shall  count  to^-zard  meeting  the  soil- 
building  goal  for  the  farm. 

A  deduction  from  the  total  payment  for  the  farm  shall  be  made 
in  the  amount  of  the  o.pproximate  average  cost  to  the  Agricultural  Ad- 
justment Administration  in  the  county  or  area,  of  any  material  furnished. 
This  deduction  shall  be  applied  first  to  the  payment  computed  for  the 
.person  to  whom  the  materials  are  furnished  and  the  balance,  if  any,  of 
the  deduction  shall  be  prorated  among  the  payments  to  other  persons 
sh.aring  in  the  total  payment  for  the  farm  for  which  such  materials  v;erc 
obtained  and  on  which  they  v.'erc  used. 

materials  shall  only  be  furnished  pursuant  to  a  producer's 
reojiest  and  agreement  upon  a  form  prescribed  by  the  Agricultural  Ad- 
justment Administration.     Such  agreement  shall  provide  that  (l)  in  the 
event  the  amount  of  deduction  for  materials  exceeds  the  amount  of  the 
payment  with  respect  to  the  farm,  the  amount  of  such  difference  shall 
bo  paid  by  the  producer  to  the  Secretary;   (2)  if  the  producer  uses  the 
material  in  a  manner  which  is  not  in  substantial  accord  with  the  pur- 
poses for  which  such  materi.al  v/as  furnished,  the  dcdiiction  v/ith  respect 
to  the  material  misused  shall  be  twice  the  regular  rate  of  deduction 
in  order  to  compensate  the  Govcrnnent  for  damages  because  of  such 
misuse;  and  (3)  the  finding  of  the  county  comr-.ittoc  that  the  material 
has  been  used  in  a  manner  which  is  not  in  substantial  accord  with  the 
purposes  for  which  it  .v;as  furnished  and  as  to  the  raount  of  material 
so  misused  sho,ll  be  final  when  approved  by  the  State  cor.mittee,  subject 
to  the  right  of  aTrical  under  the  provisions  of  section  XI. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  bulletin,  for  any 
farm  on  v/hich  the  only  practices  carried  out  are  those  through  the  use 
of  materials  furnished  andno  other  performance  is  rendered,  the  fur- 
nishing of  the  materials  shall  bo  in  lieu  of  any  payment  which  otherwise 
might  be  computed  for  the  fo.rm. 

The  rate  of  deduction  for  materials  furnished  pursu'-'nt  to  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  be  established  by  the  Agricultural  Ad- 
justment Administration. 

Section  IX.     General  Provisions  Relo.ting  to  Payments. 

A.  Payment  Restricted  to  Effectuation  of  Purposes  of  the  Progrojn. 

1.  All  or  any  part  of  any  payment  which  otherwise  v;ould  be  r.adc 
to  any  person  under  the  1940  program  may  be  withlield  or  re- 
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quired  to  "be  returned  (a)  if  he  adopts  or  has  adopted  any 
practice  which  the  Secretary  determines  tends  to  defeat  any 
of  the  purposes  of  the  1940  or  previous  a,5ricultural  conserva- 
tion programs,  (b)  if,  "by  moans  of  any  coriJoration,  partnership, 
estate,  trust,  or  any  other  device,  or  in  any  manner  v/hatsocvcr,  ho 
has  offset,  or  has  participated  in  offsetting,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
the  performance  for  which  such  payment  is  othcrv/ise  authorized,  or 
(c)  if  the  county  committee,  acting  in  accordance  v/ith  instructions 
issued  by  the  State  committee  and  having  the  approval  of  the  region- 
al director,  finds  that  the  forest  lands  owned  or  controlled  "by 
hin  have  been  abused  by  improper  cutting. 

2.    Allotment  payments  will  be  made  only  for  farms  which  are  being 

operated  in  1940.    A  farm  will  not  be  considered  to  be  operated  in 
1940  unless  it  is  tilled.     For  the  jmrposos  of  the  1940  program  a 
farm  will  be  considered  to  bo  tilled  only  if  a.n  acreage  equal  to 
at  least  one-half  the  sum  of  the  1940  potato  and  vegetable  allot- 
ments established  for  the  farm  is  devoted  to  one  or  more  of  the 
follov/ing  uses: 

a.  Seeded  to  n,  crop  in  1940, 

b.  A  crop  other  than  biennial  or  perennial  hay  is  harvested  in  1940. 

c.  Green  manure  crops  arc  plowed  or  disked  under  in  1940. 

The  farm  will  also  be  considered  to  be  tilled  if  the  Sto.te 
committee  finds  that  none  of  the  operations  a,  b,  n.nd  c  above  were 
carried  out  because  of  conditions  beyond  the  control  of  the 
operator,  or  if  upon  recomr.iendation  of  the  State  committee,  the 
regional  director  finds  that  the  farm  is  a^ctually  being  operated 
in  1940. 

B.  Pcayment  Computed  and  Made  V/ithout  Regard  to  Claims.    Any  p.ayment  or 
sha.re  of  pajynont  shall  be  computed  and  made  (l)  without  rego.rd  to 
questions  of  title  under  State  law,  (2)  v/ithout  deduction  of  claims 
for  advances  (excejjt  a.s  provided  in  subsection  D  of  this  section  IX 
and  indebtecijiess  to  the  United  St-ates  subject  to  setoff  under  orders 
issued       the  Secretary),  and  (3)  v/ithout  regard  to  any  claim  or  lien 
against  any  crop,  or  proceeds  thereof,  in  favor  of  the  ovmer  or  any 
other  creditor. 

C .  Changes  in  Leasing  and  Cropping  Agreements,  Reduction  in  dumber  of 
Tenants,  and  Other  Devices.     If  on  any  farm  in  1940  any  change  of  the 
arrangements  which  existed  on  the  fp.rm  in  1939  is  made  between  the  Land- 
lord or  opero.tor  and  the  tenants  or  sharecroppers  and  such  change  vrould 
co.use  a  greater  proportion  of  the  paj-^ents  to  be  made  to  the  landlord 
or  operator  under  the  1940  program  than  would  have  been  made  to  the 
landlord  or  operator  for  performance  on  the  farm  iinder  the  1939  program, 
payments  to  the  landlord  or  operator  under  the  1940  program  with 
respect  to  the  farm  shall  not  be  greater  than  the  amount  that  v/ould 
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have  been  paid  to  the  landlord  or  operator  if  the  arrangements 
which  existed  on  the  farm  in  1939  had  been  continued  in  1940. 
This  provision  sho.ll  be  exercised  only  if  the  county  committee 
certifies  that  the  change  is  not  justified  and  disapproves  such 
change . 

If  on  any  farm  the  number  of  sharecroppers  or  share  tenants 
in  1940  is  less  than  the  average  number  on  the  farm  during  the 
years  1937  to  1939,  inclusive,  and  the  reduction  v/ould  increase 
the  payments  that  vrould  otherwise  be  made  to  the  landlord  or 
operator,  such  payments  to  the  landlord  or  operator  sh<all  not  be 
greater  than  the  pjnount  that  vrould  othcrvisc  be  made,  if  the  coui:ty 
committee  certifies  that  the  reduction  is  not  Justified  and  dis- 
approves such  reduction. 

If  the  State  conmittoo  finds  th:^,t  any  person  v/ho  files  an 
application  for  paynont  pursuant  to  tho  provisions  of  the  1940 
program  has  employed  any  other  scheme  or  device  (including  coercion, 
fraud,  or  misrepresentation),  the  effect  of  v/]:ich  vrould  be  or  ]i.as 
been  to  deprive  any  other  person  -"f  any  payment  under  any  a~ri- 
cultural  conservation  progra.n  to  which  such  other  person  would  nor- 
mally bo  entitled,  the  Secret.ary  r:ay  v/ithliold  in  v;hole  or  in  part 
from  the  person  participating  in  or  o'lployin^  such  a  scheme  or 
device,  or  require  such  person  to  reftmd  in  whole  or  in  part,  the 
amount  of  any  payment  which  has  been  or  v/ould  otherv/ise  be  made  to 
such  person  in  connection  with  the  1940  program. 

D.  Assignments.    Any  person  who  may  be  entitled  to  any  payment  in 
connection  v;ith  the  1940  program  may  assign  his  interest  in  such 
payment  as  security  for  cash  loaned  or  advances  made  for  the 
purpose  of  financing  the  making  of  a  crop  in  1940.    ITo  such 
assignment  viill  be  recognized  unless  the  assignment  is  made  in 
writing  on  Form  aCP-59  in  accordance  v;ith  instructions  (ACP-70) 
issued  by  the  ^'igricultural  Adjustmc:nt  Adriinistr;^tion  and  unless 
such  assignment  is  entitled  to  priority  as  determined  under  the 
instructions  governing  the  recording  of  such  vassignr.ents  issued 
by  the  Agricultur.-\1  Adjustment  Administration. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  subsection  D  shall  be  con- 
strued to  give  the  assignee  a  right  to  any  payment  other  than 
that  to  which  the  farmer  is  entitled  nor  (as  provided  in  the 
statute)  shall  the  Secretary  or  any  disbursing  agent  be  subject 
to  any  suit  or  liability  if  pajnucnt  is  made  to  the  farmer  v/ithout 
regard  to  the  existance  of  any  such  assigrjnent. 

E.  Excess  Cotton  Acreage.    Any  person  v;ho  knov;ingly  plants  cotton  or 
causes  cotton  to  be  planted  on  his  farm  in  1940  on  acreage  in 
excess  of  the  cotton  acreage  allotment  for  the  fiarm  for  1940 
shall  not  be  eligible  for  any  payment  whatsoever  on  that  farm 

or  any  other  fp.rm  under  the  provisions  of  the  1940  program. 
Any  person  having  an  interest  in  the  cotton  crop  on  o,  farm  on 
which  cotton  is  planted  in  1940  on  an  acreage  in  excess  of  the 
cotton  acreage  allotment  for  the  farm  for  1940  shall  be  presumed 
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to  hn.ve  knov;ingly  plr.nted  cotton  on  his  f  am  on  acreage  in  excess 
of  such  farr.i.  cotton  acreage  allotncnt  if  notice  of  the  farn 
allotment  is  nailed  to  hin  prior  to  the  cor.ipletion  of  the  plant- 
ing- of  cotton  on  the  farm,  unless  the  farmer  establishes  the 
fact  that  the  excess  acreage  was  pl.antod  to  cotton  due  to  his 
lo.ck  of  knov;lcdge  of  the  nunber  of  acres  in  the  tract(s)  planted 
to  cotton.     Such  notice,  if  nailed  to  the  operator  of  the  farn, 
shall  bo  dce.T.ed  to  be  notice  to  all  persons  sharing  in  the 
production  of  cotton  on  the  farn  in  1940. 

Section  X.    Application  for  Payment. 

A.  Persons  Eligible  to  File  Applications.    An  application  for  pay- 
ment with  respect  to  a  farm  may  be  made  by  any  person  for  v;hom, 
under  the  provisions  of  section  III,  a  share  in  the  pajnnent  with 
respect  to  the  farm  may  be  computed  and  (l)  v;ho  at  the  time  of 
harvest  is  entitled  to  share  in  the  crops  grown  on  the  farm  under 
a  lease  or  operating  agreement  or  as  owner-operator,  or  (2)  who 
is  owner  or  operator  of  such  farn  and  participates  thereon  in 
1940  in  carrying  out  approved  soil-building  practices. 

3.  Time  and  Manner  of  ?iling  Application  and  Information  Required. 
Payment  will  be  made  only  upon  application  submitted  through  the 
county  office  not  later  than  K^arch  31,  1941.     The  Secretary 
reserves  the  right  (l)  to  withhold  payment  from  any  person  who 
fails  to  file  anv  form  or  furnish  any  information  required  with 
respect  to  any  farm  which  such  person  is  operating  or  renting  to 
another  person  for  a  share  of  the  crops  grovm  thereon,  and 
(2)  to  refuse  to  accept  any  application  for  payment  if  any  form 
or  information  required  is  not  submitted  to  the  county  office 
within  the  tine  fixed  b^'-  the  regional  director.    At  least  two 
weeks'  notice  to  the  public  skall  bo  given  of  the  expiration  of 
a  time  limit  for  filing  prescribed  forns  and  any  time  limit 
fixed  shall  be  such  as  affords  a  full  and  fair  opportunity  to 
those  eligible  to  file  the  fern  \-;ithin  the  period  prescribed. 
Such  notice  shall  be  given  by  mailing  the  same  to  the  office  of 
each  county  committee  a,nd  making  copies  of  the  sojne  available 
to  the  press. 

C.  Applications  for  Other  Farms.     If  a  person  has  the  right  to 
receive  all  or  a  portion  of  the  crops,  or  proceeds  therefrom, 
produced  on  more  than  one  farm  in  the  county  and  makes  application 
for  payment  v;ith  respect  to  one  of  such  fp.rms,  such  person  must 
make  application  for  payment  with  respect  to  all  such  farms  which 
he  operates  or  rents  to  other  persons.     Upon  request  by  the  State 
connittoe  any  person  shall  file  with  the  committee  such  information 
as  it  may  request  regp,rding  any  other  farn  in  the  State  with  re- 
spect to  which  he  has  the  right  to  receive  all  or  a  portion  of 
the  crops  or  proceeds  thereof  or  which  he  rents  to  another  for 
cash  or  a  fixed  commodity  payment. 
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Section  XI.   appeal s 

Any  person  may,  within  15  days  after "not ice  thereof  is  forwarded 
to  or  made  availalDle  to  him,   request  the  ccmty  coirinittee  in  writing 
to  reconsider  its  recommendation  or  determination  in  any  of  the  follow- 
ing matters  respecting  any  farm  in  the  operation  of  which  he  has  an 
interest  as  landlord,  tenant,  or  sharecropper;     (a)-  eligibility  to  file 
an  application  for  payment;  ( b)  any  soil-depleting- acreage  allotment, 
usual  acreage,  normal  or  actual  yield,  measurement,  or  soil-building 
goal;  (c)  the  division  of  payment;  or  ( d)  any  other  matter  affecting 
the  right  to  or  the  amount  of  his  payment  with  respect  to  the  farm. 
The  county  committee  shall  notify  such  person  of  its  decision  in  writ- 
ing within  15  days  after  receipt  of  such  written  request  for  recon- 
sideration.    If  such  person  is  dissatisfied  with  the  decision  of  the 
county  committee,  he  may  within  15  days  after  such  decision  is  forwarded 
to  or  made  available  to  him,  appeal  in  writing  to  the  State  committee. 
The  State  committee  shall  notify  such  person  of  its  decision  in  writ- 
ing within  30  days  after  the  receipt  of  the  appeal.     If  such  person  is 
dissatisfied  with  the  decision  of  the  State  committee,  he  may,  within 
15  days  after  such  decision  is  forv;arded  or  made  available  to  him, 
request  the  regional  director  to  revici\'  the  decision  of  the  State  com- 
mittee. 

Written  notice  of  any  decision  rendered  under  this  section  by 
the  county  or  State  committee  shall  also  be  issued  to  each  person  known 
to  it  who,  as  landlord,  tenant,  or  sharecropper  having  an  interest  in 
the  operation  of  the  farm,  may  be  adversely  affected  by  such  decision. 
Only  a  person  who  shows  that  he  is  adversely  affected  by  the  outcome 
of  any  request  for  reconsideration  or  apToeal  may  ap-oeal  the  matter 
further,  but  any  person  who,  as  landlord,  tenant,  or  sharecropper  hav- 
ing an  interest  in  the  operation  of  the  farm,  would  be  affected  by  the 
decision  to  be  made  on  any  reconsideration  by  the  county  committee  or 
subsequent  appeal  shall  be  given  a  full  and  fair  hearing  if  he  appears 
when  the  hearing  thereon  is  held. 

Section  XII.  Definitions 

For  the  purposes  of  the  1940  program,  unless  the  context  other- 
wise requires; 

A.  Officials. 

1.  Secretary  means  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  the  United 
States . 

2.  Regional  director  means  the  director  of  the  division  of  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  in  charge  of  the  agri- 
cultural conservatirn  program  in  the  Fortherst  Region. 

3.  State  committee  means  the  groxvp  of  persons  designated  within 
Vermont  to  assist  in  the  administration  of  the  1940  program 
in  Vermont . 
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4.     Count.}'"  committee  means  the  grout)  of  porson;^  elected  v/ithin 
Chittenden  County  to  assist  in  the  administration  of  the 
1940  program  in  the  county. 

Northeast  Region  means  the  area  included  in  the  States  of 
Connectic^at ,  Maine,  Massachusetts,  i!Tew  Hampshire,  Hew  Jersey, 
New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  and  Vermont. 

Farm  means  ail  adjacent  or  near"by  farm  land  under  the  same  owner- 
ship v/hich  is  operated  "by  one  person,  including  also; 

1.  Any  other  adjacent  or  nearhy  farm  land  which  the  county  com- 
mittee, in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Agri- 
cultural Adjustment  Administration,  determines  is  operated 
by  the  same  person  as  part  of  the  same  unit  vath  respect  to 
the  rotation  of  crops  and  with  workstock,  farm  machinery,  and 
labor  substantially  separate  from  that  for  any  other  land;  and 

2.  Any  field-rented  tract  (v.'hether  operated  by  the  same  or  another 
person)  which,  together  with  any  other  land  included  in  the 
farm,  constitutes  a  unit  with  respect  to  the  rotation  of  crops. 

A  farm  shall  be  regarded  as  located  in  the  county  or 
administrative  area,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  which  the  principal 
dwelling  is  situated,  or,  if  there  is  no  dwelling  thereon,  it 
shall  be  regarded  as  located  in  the  county  or  administrative 
area,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  which  the  major  portion  of  the 
farm  is  located. 

lliscellrxeous 

1.  Person  means  an  individual,  xartnership ,  association, 
corporaticn,  estate,  or  trust,  and,  wherever  applicable, 

a  State,  a  political  s  iodi vision  of  a  State,  or  any  agency 
thereof. 

2.  Landlord  nr  ovmer  ;aeans  a  person  who  owns  land  and  rents  such 
land  to  another  person  or  operates  such  land. 

3.  S'^arecropper  means  a  person  who  worlcs  a  farm  in  whole  or  in 
pa.rt  under^  the  general  supervision  of  the  operator  and  is 
entitled  to  receive  for  his  labor  a  share  of  a  crop  produced 
f'oreon  or  of  the  "croceeds  thereof. 

4.  Tenant  means  a  person  other  f  '-an  a  sh'-^recropper  who  rents  ?.and 
from  another  person  (for  cash,  a  fixed  co.T-'nodi ty  pa'ment,  or 

a  share  of  the  proceeds  of  the  crops)  and  is  entitled  "'inder  r 
^.'ritten  or  oral  lea/:e  or  agreeinent  to  receive  p11  or  a,  s"ia,re 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  crors  r.roduced  thereon. 
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Section  XIII,     Authority  and  Availability  of  ?i.mds 

Authori ty .    Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  program  "bulletin, 
issued  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and  the  authority  vested 
thereby  in  the  A;?ricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  ■  payments 
and  grants  of  aid  will  be  made  in  Chittenden  County  for  partici- 
pation in  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Phase  of  the  1940  Unified 
Program  for  Chittenden  County,  Vermont.     This  participation  shall 
be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of-t?iis  bulletin  and  such 
modifications  thereof  or  other  proVi'Sdons  as  may  hereafter  be  made. 

Availability  of  Funds.     The  provisions-  of  the  1940  program  are 
necessarily  subject  to  such  legislation  affecting  said  program 
as  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  many  hereafter  enact  and 
the  making  of  the  payments  and  grants  of  aid  herein  provided 
are ' Contingent  upon  such  appropriation  as  the  Congress  may 
hereafter  provide  for  such  purpose.     The  amoiints  of  such  payments 
and  grants  of  aid  will  necessarily  be  within  the  limits  finally 
determined  by  such  appropriation,  the  final  estimate  of  payments 
which  would  be  made  in  Chittenden  County  under  the  National  1940 
Agricultural  Conservation  Program,  and  the  extent  of  participation 
in  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Phase  of  the  1940  Unified  Program 
for  Chittenden  Co^onty.     As  an  adjustment  for  pr-^rticipation  in  the 
Agricultural  Conservation  Phase  of  the  1940  Unified  Program  for 
Chittenden  County,  the  rates  of  payment  and  deduction  specified 
herein  may  be  increased  or  decreased  by  as  m.uch  as  10  percent.

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vee.tcd  in  the  Sccreto.ry  of  Agri- 
culture under  sections  7  to  17  of  the  Soil  Conservation  pjid  Donestic 
Allotnont  Act,  as  anended,   the  Agricultural  Conservation  Phase  of 
the  1940  Unified  Program  for  Chittenden  County,  Vernont,  as  ap- 
proved March  9,  1940,  is  hereby  anended  as  follows: 


Section  VIII,  "Materials  Furnished  as  Grants  of  Aid,"  is 
anended  to  read  as  f 0110^:73: 

"TJherever  it  is  found  practica^ble ,  limestone,  super- 
phosphate, trees,   seeds,  and  other  farming  materials,  upon 
request  of  the  producer,  may  oe  furnished  "by  the  Agricultural 
Adjustnent  Administration  as  gronts  of  aid  to  "be  used  in 


carrying  out  soil-building  practices  approved  for  the  farm 
as  practices  which  may  be  counted  toward  meeting  the  soil- 
huilding  goal  for  the  farm. 


shall  be  made  in  an  amount  determined  by  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration  on  the  basis  approved  by  the 
Secretary.     Such  deduction  shall  be  applied  first  to  the 
paynent  computed  for  the  person  to  whom  such  material  is 
furnished  and  the  balance  of  such  deduction,  if  any,  shall 
be  prorated  among  the  pajTnents  to  the  other  persons  sharing 
in  the  payr.ent  with  respect  to  the  farr.:  for  which  such 
material  was  obtained, 

"Materials  shall  be  furnished  only  pursuant  to  a 
producer's  request  and  agreement  upon  Form  ACP-64.     In  the 
event  the  amount  of  deduction  for  materials  exceeds  the 
amount  of  the  payment  subject  to  deduction,   the  amcjuat  of 
such  difference  shall  be  paid  by  the  producer  to  the  Secre- 
tary, except  th£it  if  proper  use  of  the  material  has  been 
made  only  that  part  of  such  difference  not  due  to  changes 
in  the  rates  of  payment  shall  be  so  paid.     If  the  producer 
uses  any  such  material  in  a  manner  which  is  not  in  sub- 
stantial accord  with  the  pui'pose  for  which  such  material 
was  furnished,  an  additional  deduction  for  the  materia,l 
misused  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  original  deduction  for

Therever  such  material  is  furnished,  a  deduction 
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such  material  shall  be  made  to  compensate  the  Governnent  for 
damages  "because  of  such  misuse,  such  damages  to  be  deducted 
from  the  payments  computed  for  the  grantee  r,'ith  respect  to  any 
farm  in  which  he  ho-s  an  interest,  an;,'-  remaining  deficit  to  be 
paid  by  the  producer  to  the  Secretary,  provided  that  deduction 
for  any  deficit  will  be  made  insofar  as  possible  from  poymonts 
computed  for  other  persons  on  the  farm  v.-ith  respect  to  -jhich 
such  material  was  furnished.     The  finding  of  the  county  com- 
mittee that  the  ma.terial  has  been  used  in  a  manner  which  is 
not  in  substantial  accord  with  the  purpose  for  which  it  wa,s 
furnished,  and  as  to  the  amount  of  the  material  so  misused, 
shall  be  final  v/hen  approved  by  the  State  committee,  subject 
to  the  right  of  apDeal  under  the  provisions  of  section  XI. 

"llotwi thstcjiding  my  other  provisions  herein,  in  areas 
designated,  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  for 
any  farm  on  which  no  performance  is  rendered  under  the  1940 
program,  except  the  carrying-out  of  practices  through  the  use 
of  materials  furnished  by  the  Agricultural  Adju-stment  Adminis- 
tration, the  furnishing  of  si".ch  materials  shall  be  in  lieu  of 
pjiy  pajTrient  which  otherwise  might  be  computed  for  the  farm."

Section  IX,   "General  Provisions  Belating  to  Payments,"  is 
amended  by  adding  subsection  F  as  follows: 

" P .     Deductions  i n  Case  of  Erroneov.s  Ilotice  of  Acreage  Allot- 
ment.    Notwithstanding  the  deduction  provisions  of  section 
II  in  any  case  where,  through  error  in  a  county  or  State 
office,  the  producer  was  officially  notified  in  v/riting  of 
an  acreage  allotment  for  a  commodity  larger  than  the  finally 
approved  acreage  allotment  for  that  commodity  and  the  county 
and  State  committees  find  that  the  producer,  acting  solely 
upon  information  contained  in  the  erroneous  notice,  plcnted 
an  acreage  to  the  commodity  in  excess  of  the  finally  approved 
acreage  allotiucnt,  the  proc'ucer  viill  not  be  considered  to 
have  exceeded  the  acreage  allotmv^nt  for  such  commodity  un- 
less he  planted  an  acreage  to  the  commodity  in  excess  of 
the  allotment  erroneously  issued,  and  the  deduction  for  ex- 
cess acreage  will  be  made  only  with  respect  to  the  acreage 
in  excess  of  the  allotment  erroneously  issued."

Section  I.    Allotments,  Usual  Acreages ,  Yields,  Payments, 

and  Deductions 


A.  CORII 


1.  Usual  Acreage  of  Corn  for  G-rain.     Usuo.l  acreages  of 
corn  for  grain  shall  be  determined  for  all  farms  for 
which  a  payment  is  computed  with  respect  to  a  potato 
acreage  allotment  and  on  v;hich  the  usual  acreage  of 
corn  for  grain  is  more  tlian  10  acres. 

The  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain  shall  be 
determined  on  the  basis  of  the  average  annual  n.cre- 
age  of  corn  harvested  for  grain  and  diverted  there- 
from during  the  years  1937,  1938,  and  1939,  with 
appropriate  adjustments  for  crop  rotation  practices. 

Tho  sum  of  the  usual  acreages  of  corn  for 
grain  determined  for  such  farms  in  a.  county  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  the  average  annual  acreages 
of  corn  harvested  for  grain  and  diverted  therefrom 
on  such  farms  during  the  years  1937,   1938,  and  1939. 

2.  Deduction.     (Any  farr^  for  which  a  potato  allotment 
is  determined.)     $10  per  acre  of  corn  harvested  for 
grain  in  excess  of  the  larger  of  the  usual  acreage 
of  corn  for  grain  determined  for  the  farm  or  10 
acres . 


B.  POTATOES 

1.  I^ational  Croal.     The  1940  natioiir'l  gor.l  for  pot-^toes 
is  3,100,000  to  3,300,000  acres. 

2.  i^'ationa-l  a.nd  Sta.te  Acreage  Allotments.     The  national 
and  State  potato  acreage  ailotmen+-s  will  be  estab- 
lished by  the  Secretary. 
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3.  County  Acrep.^<^e  Allotments>     Cotinty  acreage  allotments 
of  potatoes  shall  "bo  dctornincd  by  the  Agricultural 
Adjustrnont  Administration  vith  the  assistance  of  the 
State  committee  by  distributing  the  State  acreage  al- 
lotment of  potatoes  among  the  counties  in  the  State 

on  the  basis  of  the  acreage  allotments  determined  under 
the  1939  program,  taking  into  consideration  trends  in 
acreage  on  commercial  potato  farms  and  the  acreage  of 
potatoes  on  noncommercial  farms. 

4.  Farm  Acrca-^c  Allotments.     A  potato  acreage  allotment 
shall  be  determined  by  the  county  committee  v;ith  the 
assistance  of  other  local  committees  in  the  county  in 
accordance  v/ith  instructions  contained  in  NEH-417-P  for 
each  farm  for  v;hich  the  normal  acreage  of  potatoes  is 
determined  to  be  three  acres  or  more.     No  potato  acreage 
allotment  shall  bo  less  than  3  acres  unless  it  is  re- 
duced because  there  v/as  planted  on  the  farm  in  1940 
less  than  90  percent  of  the  i'-'r..i's  potato  allotment. 

Potato  cacreapi'c  allotments  shall  be  determined 
on  the  basis  of  good  soil  management,  tillable  acreage 
on  the  farm,  type  of  soil,  topography,  production 
facilities,  and  the  acrea"-e  of  potatoes  customarily 
grown  on  the  farm.     The  potato  acrea-;e  allotment  for 
any  farm  shall  compare  v/ith  the  potato  acreat;.:e  allot- 
ments for  other  farms  in  the  same  comjnunity  v;hich  are 
similar  v/ith  respect  to  such  factors. 

If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's  potato 
allotment  is  planted,  the  potato  allotment  will  be 
reduced  to  110  percent  of  the  acreage  planted. 

The  sun  of  the  potato  acreage  allotments  deter- 
mined for  all  farms  (including  those  not  participating 
in  the  program) in  a  county  shall  not  exceed  the  county 
potato  acreage  allotment.     The  sum  of  the  potato  acre- 
age allotnents  determined  for  farms  participating  in 
the  1940  program  shall  not  exceed  their  proportionate 
share  of  the  county  potato  acreage  allotment. 

5.  Normal  Yields.     The  county  cor.imittee,  with  the  assist- 
ance of  other  local  committees  in  the  county,  shall 
determine  for  each  farm  for  which  a  potato  acreage  al- 
lotment is  determined  or  a  deduction  is  computed  a 
normal  yield  for  potatoes  in  accordance  with  the  fol- 
lov/ing  provisions  and  instructions  contained  in  NER-417-P: 

a.     The  normal  yield  of  potatoes  for  any  farm  shall  be 
determined  on  the  basis  of  the  yields  of  potatoes 
made  on  the  farm  v/ith  due  consideration  for  type  of 
soil,  production  practices,  and  the  general  fertility 
of  the  land. 
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b.     The  avcTB-^.o  yi?:ld  for  all  far;is  in  any  county  shall 
not  exceed  the  county  vield  established  by  the  Secre- 
tary. 

6.    Pa;^Tnent .     3  cc.its  per  bushel  of  the  nomal  yield  of 

potatoes  for  the  xcrn  for  eo.ch  aero  in  its  potato  allot- 
ment. 

?.  Deductio:!.  30  cents  per  bushel  of  the  nomal  yield  for 
the  fa.r.'a  for  each  acre  planted  to  potatoes  in  excess  of 
the  larger  of  the  potato  allotment  or  3  acres. • 

Section  II.     Soil-Building  Goals,  Soil-3uildin^-  Allovrancc , 

and  Practices 

A.  national  Goal.     The  national  goal  is  the  conserva- 
tion of  the  cropland  not  required  in  1940  for  the 
growing  of  soil-depleting  crops,   the  restoration, 
insofar  as  is  practicable,  of  a  permanent  vegetative 
cover  on  land  unsuited  tn  the  continued  production 
of  cultivated  crops;  and  the  carrying-out  of  soil- 
building  practices  that  ^-rill  conserve  and  improve 
noil  fertility  and  prevent  vrind  and  water  erosion. 

B.  County  Goals.     Insofar  as  practicable,  county  goals 
shall  ue  determined  for  particular  soil-building 
practices  which  are  not  routine  farming  practices 
in  the  county  and  v/hich  are  most  needed  in  the 
county  in  order  to  conserve  and  improve  soil 
fertility  and  to  prevent  wind  and  v;ater  erosion. 

0.     Farm  Goals.     Insofar  as  practicable,   the  county 
conmittcc  shall  detorninc  for  individual  farms 
practices  to  be  fol.lowed  v;hich  are  not  routine 
farming  practices  on  the  farm,  but  vfhich  are 
needed  on  the  farm  in  order  to  co.iserve  and  improve 
soil  fertility  and  prevent  v/ind  and  ''.'ater  erosion 
and  v/hich  will  tend  to  accor.iplish  the  gorls,  if  any, 
deteriiined  for  the  county  with  r^^spect  to  particular 
soil-building  i^ractices. 

D.     Vfoodland  Rohabilitp.tion  Allov;a:.ce.     Hach  farm  shall 
have  a  woodland  re.".:abilitation  allowance  of  ;)60  wM  ch 
may  be  earned  for  the  elim.ination  of  fire  hazards, 
imxiroving  the  remaining  stand  of  trees,  and  providing 
for  the  restoration  of  a  full  stand  of  trees  on  wood- 
land \\h. ich  constitutes  a  serious  fire  hazard  as  a 
result  of  hurricaneda/iage,  provided  such  '-rork 
is  done  vrith  the  prior  approval  of  the  countj'- 
committee  and  in  accordance  v/ith  such  approved 
system  of  farm  wooc'land  management  as  is  speci- 
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fied  ty  the  Agricultural.  Adjus tment  Administrp.- 
tion.    Payment  at  the  rate  of  $4  for  each  acre 
on  which  this  v;ork  is  correctly  done  will  be 
allov'cd  tov/ard  earning  the  v/oodland  rehabilita- 
tion allov/ancc. 

This  allov/ance  is  not  included  in  the 
soil-building  allov/ance. 

E.    Pasture  Iinprovement  Allov/ance.     Each  farm  on 
v/hich  there  are  at  least  4  bovine  animal  units 
v;ill  have  a  pasture  improvement  allov/ance  of 
c^OO  pounds  of  ground  limestone  and  30  pounds  of 
triple  superphosphate  for  each  bovine  animal 
unit  on  the  farm  at  the  time  request  is  made  by 
the  farmer  for  the  materials  in  the  pasture  im- 
provement allowance. 

Any  dairy  or  beef  animal  that  has  reached 
the  age  of  2  l/S  years  or  has  freshened  shall  be  con- 
sidered one  bovine  animal  unit.    Any  dairy  or  beef 
animal  younger  than  this  but  over  6  months  of  age 
shall  be  considered  as  one-half  a  bovine  animal 
unit . 

This  pasture  improvement  allov/ance  is  in 
addition  to  the  soil-building  allowance  and  may 
be  used  only  for  carrying  out  the  following  prac- 
tices on  noncrop  open  pasture  land  which  has  been 
approved  in  advance  by  the  county  committee  and 
from  w'nich  the  brush  has  been  properly  cleared; 

Practice  ITo.  P-1 

The  application  to  each  one-tenth  (l/lO) 
acre  of  noncrop  open  pasture  land  of  200  pounds 
of  ground  limestone  furnished  by  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration  under  the  pasture  im- 
provcment  allowance. 

The  cost  of  this  material  v/ill  be  deducted 
from  any  other  pp-yment  otherwise  earned  on  the 
farm  if  (l)  practice  No.  P-2  is  not  applied  to  the 
same  acreage  or  (2)  there  is  not  carried  out  on  an 
equal  acreage  of  other  noncrop  open  pasture  land 
Practices  No.  3-B  or  3-C  and  5-B  or  5-C. 

Practice  No.  P-2 

The  application  to  each  one-tenth  (l/lO) 
acre  of  the  noncrop  open  pasture  land  on  which 
Practice  No.  P-1  was  carried  out  of  30  po\inds  of

triple  superphosphate  furnished  by  the  AAA  \inder 
the  pasture  inpnvencnt  allowr.nco. 

[The  cost  -f  this  r.atcrial  vrill  "be  deducted 
fron  any  payment  cthcrv/isc  earned  on  the  farn  if 
(l)  the  triple  superphosphate  furnished  for  this 
practice  is  not  applied  to  the  sane  land  on  v/hich 
jjractice  No.  P-1  is  used  or  (2)  there  is  not 
carried  out  on  an  eo^ual  acreage  of  other  noncrop 
open  pasture  land  practices  Ho.  3-3  or  3-C  and 
5-B  or  5-C. 

If  any  r.atcrial  furnished  under  the  pasture 
irnprovomcnt  alloi'^anco  is  disposed  of  or  used  for 
piirposos  other  th^n  carrying  out  approved  soil- 
building  practices  J  twice  the  cost  of  the  material 
will  be  deducted  fro;n  any  po.yneat  otherwise  earned 
on  the  farn. 

F.  Woodland  Inprcvoncnt  Allo'-.'ance .     Each  farn  on 
wliich  no  part  of  the  pasture  inxjroverient  allow- 
ance is  used  v/ill  have  a  woodland  improvenent 
allov/ance  of  .^6  in  addition  to  the  soil-building 
allowance . 

This  v/oodland  inprovernent  allov;ance  nay 
•   be  earned  by  improving  the  stand  of  forest  trees 
under  a  system  of  farn  woodland  and  v/ildlife 
management  which  is  cirproved.  in  advance  by  the 
■county  co.mmittee  and  includes  thinning,  weeding, 
or  i^artial  cutting,   or  any  cor.ibination  of  these 
v/hich  is  needed. 

At  least  100  good  timber  trees  or  trees  v;hich 
can  become  good  timber  trees  must  be  left  free  to 
grow  and  must  be  vrell  scattered  on  each  acre  of 
v;oodland  improved.     At  least  tv;o-thirds  of  a  com,- 
plete  crov/n  canopy  riust  also  be  left  on  each  acre 
of  woodland  improved. 

Payment  at  the  rate  of  $3  per  acre  v;ill  be 
allowed  tov/ard  earning  the  woodland  improvement 
allowance. 

G.  Soil-Building  Allov/ance.    A  soil-building  allow- 
ance will  be  computed  for  each  farm  and  will  repre- 
sent the  largest  amount  which  can  be  earned  on  any 
farm  "by  carrying  out  soil-building  practices. 

1.  The  soil-building  allov/ance  for  any  farm  on 
which  the  sur:.  of  the  follov/ing  items  is  $20 
or  more  shall  be  equal  to  that  sum  J 
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a,  70.  cents  per  acre  cf  cropland  in  excess  of 
the  potato  allotncnt. 

Cropland  moans  farr.i  land  v/hich  in 
1939  was  tilled  or  \ic.s  in  regular  rotation 
excluding  any  land  in  commercial  orchards. 

b,  $2  per  acre  of  commercial  orchards  on  the 
farm  January  1,  1940. 

Coamercial  orchards  means  the  acre- 
age in  planted  or  cultivated  fruit  trees, 
nut  trees,  vineyards,  hops,  or  "bush  fniits 
on  the  farm  on  January  1,  1940,  from  which 
the  principal  part  of  the  production  is 
normally  sold.     This  definition  docs  not 
include  non-bearing  orchards  and  non- 
bo-aring  vineyards. 

c,  40  cents  per  acre  of  fenced  noncrop  open 
pasture  land  in  excess  of  one-half  of  the 
number  of  acres  of  cropland. 

Fenced  noncrop  open  pasture  land  means 
pasture  land  (other  than  rotation  pasture  land) 
on  which  the  predominant  grov/th  is  forage 
suitable  for  grazing  and  on  which  the  number 
or  grouping  of  any  trees  or  shrubs  is  such 
that  the  land  could  not  fairly  be  considered 
as  woodland  and  v/hich  is  capable  of  maintain- 
ing during  the  normal  pasture  season  at  least 
one  animal  unit  for  each  five  acres. 

Animal  unit  means  one  cow,  one  horse, 
five  sheep,  five  goats,  tv/o  calves,  or  tv/o 
colts,  or  the  equivalent  thereof. 

2.     The  soil-building  allowance  for  any  farm  on  v/hich 
the  total  of  the  cropland,  orchard,  and  pasture 
items  is  less  than  $20,  shall  be  the  larger  of: 

a.  The  sum  of  items  la,  lb,  and  Ic  listed  in 
subsection  G  above,  or 

b.  The  amount  obtained  by  subtracting  the  sum 
of  the  maximum  allotment  payments  computed 
from  .^)20. 

H.     Soil-Building  Practices.     The  soil-building  prac- 
tices listed  in  the  following  schedule  shall  count 
tov;ard  earning  the  soil-building  allowance  to  the 
extent  indicated  therein  v/hen  such  practices  are 
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not  disapproved  for  the  fara  "by  the  co\mty  ccnnittoc 
and  are  carried  out  "onder  the  provisions  of  the  1940 
progra.-n  during  a  period  Noveniher  1,  1939,  to  Octoher  31, 
1940,   inclusive,   in  accordance  '-rith  the  specifications 
contained  heroin. 

If  one-half  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carry- 
ing out  any  practice  is  represented  by  lahor,  seed, 
trees,  or  natorials  furnished  "by  a  State  or  Fedor^.l 
agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Adminis- 
tration, the  practice  shall  not  he  counted  tov;ard 
earning  the  soil-buildirg  allowance.     If  less  than 
one-half  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any 
practice  is  represented  "by  ]a"bor,  seed,  trees,  or 
materials  furnished  hy  a  State  or  Federal  agency 
other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration, 
one-half  of  the  practice  shall  be  counted  toward  earn- 
ing the  soil-building  allowo.nce.     Labor,  seed,  trees, 
and  materials  furnished  to  a  State,  a  political  sub- 
division of  a  State,  or  an  agency  thereof  by  any 
agency  of  the  same  State  shall  not  be  deemed  to  have 

been  furnished        "a  State   agency"  within  the 

meaning  of  this  paragraph. 

Trees  purchased  from  a  Clark-MclTary  Coopera- 
tive State  Nursery  shall  not  be  deemed  to  have  been 
paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  State  or  Federal 
agency. 

The  rates  of  paj.'ment  listed  belov;  are  tiie 
maximum  ra.tes  allov;able,  and  the  rates  of  pajmient 
for  any  pra.ctice  included  may  be  adjusted  downv;ard 
by  the  State  committee  with  the  approval  of  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  in  order  to 
reflect  relatively  lov;er  costs  or  relative  desir- 
ability of  the  practice.

Practice  rlo.  2  -  Reseeding  Ustahlished  Pastures 

Rate  of  Payment,  $1.50  for  Each 

10  Pounds  of  Seed 

The  resecding  of  depleted  established  pastures 
with  good  seed  of  adapted  pasture  grasses  or  grasses 
and  legumes. 

If  the  Stand  is  unsatisfactory,  a  soil 
test  or  other  evidence  satisfactory  to  the 
county  committee  must  bo  submitted  to  show 
that  -enough  line  and  fertilizer  v/oro  o.pplicd 
to  estcablish  ordinarily  a  -^jood  stand.

The  restoration  of  farm  woodland,  including  sugar 
maple  orchards,  previously  used  for  pasture  by  keeping  out 
domestic  livestock. 

Payment  v/ill  be  allowed  for  each  acre  of  farm  woodland 
out  of  which  livestock  are  kept,  but  for  not  more  than  2 
acres  for  each  animal  unit  which  is  normally  allov/ed  to 
graze  in  the  v/oodland. 

Animal  unit  means  one  cow,  tv/o  calves,  one  horse, 
two  colts,  five  sheep,  or  five  goats,  or  the  equivalent 
thereof. 

The  operator  must  obtr'.in  approval  of  the  county 
committee  before  performing  this  practice. 


If  under  the  1936,  1937,  1938,  or  1939  program  a 
farmer  has  received  payment  for  constructing  fence  to  keep 
livestock  out  of  woodland  or  for  keeping  livestock  out  of 
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sugar  maple  orchards  or  other  vraodlands,  and  the  county  con- 
nittec  dctcrnincs  that  in  1940  livestoch  v/oro  again  allov;cd 
by  that  farncr  to  graze  in  the  sa;"ic  v/oodland  or  sugar  naple- 
orchard,  an  amount  equal  to  the  previous  payments 'will  he 
withheld  from  any  pa^Tient  v/hich  v;ould  otherwise  he  made  to 
such  farmer  under  the  1940  program. 

Practice  No.  12  -  Planting  Forest  Trees 

Hate  of  Pa?.Tnent.     ■'^7.50  per  Acre 

The  planting  of  transplanted  forest  trees  or  root- 
pruned  seedlings  of  varieties  o.pprovcd  by  the  Sto,te  committc 
at  the  rate  of  at  least  1,000  trees  per  acre,  in  accordance 
with  good  forestry  practice. 

One  thousand  trees  planted  on  tv/o  or  more  small  tracts 
of  less  than  one  acre  each  shall  be  considered  as  an  acre 
even  though  the  total  area  may  be  larger.     Hov/ever,  not  less 
than  200  trees  may  be  counted  in  this  manner.     Shrubs  help- 
ful to  v/ildlife  may  be  included  in  the  planting. 

Areas  planted  must  bo  given  reasonable  protection 
against  fire  and  damage  by  livestock-grazing  a,nd  must  be 
cultivated  in  accordance  with  good  tree  culture  and  v;ildlifc 
management  practice. 

Section  III.    Division  of  Payments  and  Deductions 

A.     Payments  and  Deductions  in  Connection  with  Potatoes 

1.     The  net  payment  or  net  deduction  computed  for  any  farm 
with  respect  to  potatoes  shall  be  divided  among  the  land- 
lords, tenants,  and  sharecroppers  in  the  same  proportion 
(as  indicated  by  their  acreage  shares  expressed  in  terms 
of  percentages)  that  such  x'^ersons  are  entitled,  as  of 
the  time  of  harvest,  to  share  in  the  proceeds  (other 
than  a  fixed  com:7iodity  jjayment)  of  such  crop  grown 
on  the  farm  in  1940;  Provided,  That  if  such  crop  is  not 
grown  on  the  farm  in  1940  or  the  acreage  of  such  croiD  is 
substantially  reduced  oy  flood,  hail,  drought,  insects,  or 
plant  bod  diseases,  the  net  payment  or  net  deduction  compute 
for  such  crop  shall  be  divided  among  the  landlords,  tenants, 
and  sharecroppers  in  the  proportion  that  the  county  com- 
mittee determines  such  persons  v/ould  have  been  entitled  to 
share  in  the  proceeds  of  such  crojj  if  the  entire  acreage  in 
the  acreage  allotment  for  such  crop  had  been  planted  and 
harvested  in  1940. 
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2.     In  confuting  such  not  pajtients  and  svch  net  deductions  with 
respect  to  potato  acreage  allot.-ncnts ,  the  deduction  v.'ith 
respect  to  corn  for  grain  shall  "be  regarded  as  a  deduction 
v;ith  respect  to  the  payncnts  corrputed  in  connection  with  the 
■  potato  acreage  allot-ients . 

B.  Pa,yi'.ients  in  Connection  with  Soil-Building  Practices.  The 
anount  of  net  paynent  earned  for  the  farn  in  connection  with 
soil-building  practices  shall  he  paid  to  the  landlord,  tenant, 
or  sharecropjjer  v;ho  carried  out  the  soil-huilding  practices.  If 
the  county  conriittce  deternines  that  norc  than  one  such  person 
contributed  to  the  carrying-out  of  soil-building  practices  on 
the  farm  in  the  1940  program,  such  paynent  shall  be  divided  in 
the  proportion  that  the  units  contributed  by  each  such  person 

to  such  praxtices  bears  to  the  total  units  of  such  practices 
carried  out  on  the  farn  in  the  1940  prograr..    All  persons  con- 
tributing to  the  carrying-out  of  ar^  soil-building  practice  on  a. 
particular  acreage  shall  bo  deeined  to  have  contributed  equally 
to  the  units  of  such  practice  unless  it  is  established  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  co"UJity  conraiittee  that  their  respective 
contributions  thereto  were  not  in  equal  proportion  in  v;hich  event 
such  units  shall  be  divided  in  the  proportion  v;liich  the  coiinty 
committee  determines  each  such  person  contributed  thereto. 

C.  Proration  of  Tiet  Deductions.     If  the  sum  of  the  net  payments 
computed  for  all  persons  on  a  farm  exceeds  the  sun  of  the  net 
deductions  computed  for  all  persons  on  such  farm,  the  sun  of  the 
not  deductions  computed  for  all  persons  on  such  farm  shall  be 
prorated  among  the  persons  on  such  farm  for  v;hom  a  net  paynent 
is  computed,  on  the  basis  of  such  coi^rputed  net  payments. 

If  the  sum  of  the  net  deductions  computed  for  all  persons 
on  a  farm  equals  or  exceeds  the  sum  of  the  net  payments  computed 
for  all  persons  on  such  farm,  no  payment  will  be  made  vfith  respect 
to  such  farm  and  the  amount  of  such  net  deductions  in  excess  of 
the  net  payments  shall  be  prorated  among  the  persons  on  such  farm 
for  whom  a  net  deduction  is  computed,  on  the  basis  of  such 
computed  net  deductions.

The  total  of  all  payments  made  in  connection  with  programs 
for  1940  under  Section  8  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allot- 
ment Act  to  any  individual,  partnership,  or  estate  v/ith  respect  to 
farms  located  within  a  single  State  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $10,000 
prior  to  deduction  for  association  expenses  in  the  county  or  counties 
with  respect  to  v;hich  the  payment  is  made.     The  total  of  all  pajnnents 
made  in  connection  with  such  programs  to  any  person  other  than  an 
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individual,  partnership,  or  estate  with  respect  to  farms,  ranching 
units,  and  turpentine  places  in  the  United  States  (including  Alaska, 
Hav;aii,  and  Puerto  Rico)  shall  not  exceed  the  sur^i  of  $10,000  prior  to 
deduction  for  association  escpenses  in  the  cou.nty  or  coxmties  with 
respect  to  vrhich  the  pa:^/r.iont  is  np.de. 

All  or  o.ny  part  of  any  payment  v;hich  ha?  hccn  or  othcrv;isc 
v/ould  "be  made  to  any  person  under  the  1940  program  na,y  "be  withheld  or 
required  to  "be  returned  if  he  has  adopted  or  participated  in  adopting 
any  scheme  or  device,  including  the  dissolution,  reorganization,  re- 
vival, formation  or  use  of  any  corporation,  p^-xt  nor  ship,  estate,  trust, 
or  any  other  moans,  which  was  designed  to  evade,  or  would  have  the 
effect,  of  evading  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Section  VI.     Deductior.s  Incurred  on  Other  ?arr.is 

A.     Other-  Ferms  in  tlie  Sane  Co\^-nty.     If  the  total  of  the  dcductio 
computed  under  Section  I  with  respect  to  any  farm  in  a  county 
exceeds  the  payment  for  full  performance,  on  such  farm  com- 
puted under  Sections  I  and  II,  a  landlord's  or  tenant's  share 
of  the  amount  "by  Vhich  the  total  deduction  exceeds- the  total 
ps.yment  shall  "be  doduc'':ed  from  that  landlord's  or  tenant's 
share  of  the  pa;<ments  v;hich  would  otherwise  "be  made  to  him 
v/ith  rospoct  to  any  other  farm  or  farms  in  such  county, 

•  '   B.     Other- Faris  in  the  State.     If  the  deductions  computed 

under  Section  I  for  a  landlord  or  tenant  v/ith  r-spoct  to 
one  or  more  farms  i:i  a  county  exceed  the  payments  computed 
for  such  landlord  or  tenant  on  other  farms  in  the  county, 
the  amount  of  those  excess  deductior.s  shall  "be  taken  from 
tlie  pa;;^nents  com7Juted  for  the  landlord  or  tenant  \'ath 
respect  to  any  other  faim  or  far:.;s  in  the  State.  Before 
this  can  be  done  the  State  committee  m.ust  find  that  the 
crops  grown  and  practices  adopted  on  the  farm  with- respect 
to  which  the  deductions  are  computed  su"bstantially  offset  the 
contri"l)ution  to  the  program  made  on  the  other  farm  or  farms. 


Section  VII.     Deduction  for  Association  Expenses 

There  shall  be  deducted  pro  rata  from  the  pay::ients  v/ith  respect 
to  any  farm  all  or  such  part  as  the  Secretary  may  prescribe  of  the 
estimated  administrative  expenses  incurred  or  to  be  incurred  by  the 
county  agricultural  conservation  association  in  the  county  in  which 
the  farm  is  located. 


Section  VIII.     Materials  Furnished  as  Grants  of  Aid 

VJlierever  it  is  found  practicable,  limestone,  superphosphate, 
trees,  seed,  and  other  farming  materials,  upon  request  of  the  pro- 
ducer, may  be  furnished  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administra- 
tion as  grants  of  aid.     Materials  furnished  are  to  be  used  in  carry-

ing  out  approved  soil-ouilding  practices  which  shM.ll  count  toward 
nocting  the  soil-building  goal  for  the  farn. 

A  deduction  fror.  the  totol  paynont  for  the  farn  shall  be 
made  in  the  amount  of  the  approximate  average  cost  to  the  Agri- 
cultural Adjustment  ildministration  in  any  county,  State,  or  other 
area  of  any  nateriol  furnished.     This  deduction  shall  be  applied 
first  to  the  pajment  computed  for  the  person  to  v/hom  tlac  no-terials 
are  fixrnished  and  the  balance,  if  any,  of  the  deduction  shall  be 
prorated  among  the  payments  to  other  persons  sharing  in  the  total 
payment  for  the  farm  for  which  such  materials  v/ere  obtained  and 
on  which  thej''  were  used. 

Materials  shall  only  be  furnished  pursuant  to  a  producer's 
request  and  agreement  upon  a  form  prescribed  by  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration.     Such  agreement  shall  provide  that  (l) 
in  the  event  the  amount  of  deduction  for  materials  exceeds  the 
amount  of  the  payment  with  respect  to  the  farm,  the  amount  of  such 
difference  shall  be  paid  by  the  producer  to  the  Secretary;  (2) 
if  the  producer  uses  the  material  in  a  manner  which  is  not  in  sub- 
stantial accord  v;ith  the  purposes  for  which  such  material  was 
furnished,  the  deduction  with  respect  to  the  material  misused  shall 
bo  tv;ice  the  regular  rate  of  deduction  in  order  to  compensate  the 
Government  for  damages  because  of  such  misuse;  and  (3)  the  finding 
of  the  county  committee  tho.t  the  material  has  been  used  in  a 
manner  which  is  not  in  substantial  accord  v;ith  the  purposes  for 
which  it  was  furnished  and  as  to  the  amount  of  material  so  misused, 
shall  be  final  when  approved  by  the  State  committee,  subject  to  the 
right  of  appeal  under  the  provisions  of  Section  XI. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  bulletin,  for 
any  farm  on  v/hich  the  only  practices  carried  out  are  those  through 
the  use  of  materials  furnished  and  no  other  performance  is  rendered, 
the  furnishing  of  the  materials  shall  be  in  lieu  of  any  payment 
which  otherv/ise  might  be  computed  for  the  farm. 

The  rate  of  deduction  for  materials  furnished  pursuant  to 
provisions  of  this  section  for  each  State  or  county  shall  be 
established  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 

Section  IX.     General  Provisions  Relating  to  Pay.nents 

A.    Payment  Restricted  to  Effectuation  of  Purposes  of  the  Program 

1.    All  or  any  part  of  any  paj^nent  vihich  otherwise  v;ould  be 
made  to  any  person  under  the  1940  program  may  le  withheld 
or  required  to  be  returned  (a)  if  he  adopts  or  has  adopted 
any  practice  which  the  Secretary  determines  tends  to  defeat 
any  of  the  purposes  of  the  1940  or  previous  agricultxiral 
conservation  programs,   (b)  if,  by  means  of  any  corporation, 
partnership,  estate,  trust,  or  any  other  device,  or  in  any 
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raaruier  v/hatsocver,  he  iiaa  offset,  or  has  participated  in 
offsetting,  in  v/liole  or  in  part,  the  performance  for  which 
such  payment  is  otherv;ise  authorized,  or  (c)  if  the  county 
com:.iittee ,  acting  in  accordance  lath  instructions  issued 
Ly  the  State  coinnittee  and  having  the  approval  of  the 
regional  director,  finds  that  the  forost  lands  ovmed  or 
controlled  hy  him  h:,vG  been  abused  by  inpropcr  cutting. 

2.    Allotment  payments  v/ill  bo  made  only  for  farns  v;hich  .arc 
being  operated  in  1940.    A  farm  v/ill  not  be  considered  to 
be  operated  i.;  1940  unless  it  is  tilled.     For  the  purposes 
01  the  1940  prograi.T  a  far;.,  will  be  considered  to  be  tilled  on 
if  an  acreage  equal  to  at  least  one-half  the  potato  allotment 
established  for  the  farm  is  devoted  to  one  or  more  of  the 
f 0  llovri ng  use  s : 

a.  .     vSeeded  to  a  crop  i.n  1940. 

b-    A  CI  op  other  than  oienrial  or  perennial  hay  is  har- 
vested in  1940. 

c.     G-reen  nanv.re  crops  are  plov;ed  or  disked  under  in  1940. 

'I'he  farm  iriH  also  be  considerod  to  be  tilled  if 
the  State  committee  finds  that  none  of  the  operations  a, 

b,  and  c  above  Hero  carried  out  because  of  conditions 
beyond  the  control  of  the  operator,  or  if  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  State  com.mittee,   the  regional  director 
finds  that  the  farm  is  actually  being  operated  in  1940. 

3 .     Payment  Conputed  and  Made  I'/ithout  R-.^^ard  to  Claims . 

Any  payment  or  siiarc  of  payment  shall  be  couputod  and 
made  (l)  v/ithout  regard  to  questions  of  title  under  State 
lav/,   (2)  v;ithout  dcdiiction  of  clai.ns  for  ao.vancos  (except  as 
provided  in  subsection  D  of  this  Section  IX  and  indebtedness 
to  the  United  States  subject  to  setoff  under  orders  issued  by 
the  Secretary),  and  (3)  without  regard  to  any  claim  or  lien 
against  any  crop,  or  proceeds  thereof,    in  favor  of  the  ov/ner 
or  any  other  creditor. 

C .     GhanfL:es  in  Leas  in.::  and  Cropping  Agroomcnts  ,  Reduction  in 
Number  of  Tenants,  and  Other  Devices. 

If  on  any  farm  in  1940  any  cho.ngc  of  the  arrangements 
v/hich  existed  on  the  farm  in  1939  is  made  between  the  landlord 
or  operator  and  the  tenants  or  sharecroppers  and  such  change 
v/ould  cause  a  greater  proportion  of  the  payments  to  be  made  to 
the  landlord  or  operator  \mder  the  1940  program  than  v/ould 
hove  been  made  to  the  landlord  or  operator  for  performance 
on  the  far;:i  under  ,  the  1939  program,  pa;\'nents  to  the  landlord 
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or  operator  vjider  the  1940  progran  v;ith  respect  to  the  farn 
shall  not  be  greater  than  the  amount  that  v/ould  have  "been 
paid  to  the  landlord  or  operator  if  the  arrangements  which 
existed  on  the  farm  in  1939  had  been  continued  in  1940.  This 
provision  shall  be  exercised  only  if  the  county  committee 
certifies  that  the  change  is  not  .justified  and  disapproves 
such  change. 

If  on  any  farm  the  number  of  sharecroppers  or  share 
tenants  in  1940  is  less  than  the  average  nmiber  on  the  farm 
d.uring  the  years  1937  to  1939,  inclusive,  and  the  reduction 
v.'ould  increase  the  paj'ments  that  v/ould  othervrise  be  made  to 
the  landlord  or  operator,  such  payments  to  the  landlord  or 
operator  shall  not  bo  greater  than  the  amount  tl:£it  v;ould 
otherwise  be  made,  if  the  covmty  conmittcc  certifies  that 
the  reduction  is  not  justified  and  disapproves  such  reduction. 

If  the  State  committee  finds  that  any  person  who  files 
an  o.pplication  for  payment  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
1940  program  has  eiiTployed  any  other  scheme  or  device  (including 
coercion,  fraud  or  misrepresentation),  the  effect  of  ch 
would  be  or  has  been  to  deprive  any  other  person  of  any  pay- 
ment under  any  agricultural  conservation  program  to  which 
such  othor  person  v;ould  normally  be  entitled,  the  Secretary 
nay  v/ithhold  in  whole  or  in  part  from  the  person  participating 
in  or  employing  such  a  sche^ne  or  device,  or  require  such 
person  to  refund  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  amouiit  of  any  payment 
which  has  been  or  would  otherwise  be  /iado  to  such  person  in 
connection  with  the  1940  program. 

D.    Assignments .    Any  person  v;ho  may  be  entitled  to  any  payment 
in  connection  with  the  1940  program  nay  assign  his  interest 
in  sucl".  pa^T.iont  as  security  for  cash  loaned  or  advances  made 
for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  making  of  a  crop  in  1940. 
No  such  assignment  v;ill  be  recognized  unless  the  assignment 
is  made  in  writing  on  Form  ACP-69  in  accordance  with  in- 
structions (ACP-70)  issued  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration  and  unless  such  assignment  is  entitled  to 
priority  as  determined  under  the  instructions  governing  the 
recording  of  such  assignments  issued  by  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  subsection  (D)  shall  be 
construed  to  give  the  assignee  a  right  to  any  payment  other 
than  that  to  v/hich  the  farmer  is  entitled  nor  (as  provided 
in  the  Statute)  sliall  the  Secretary  or  any  disbursing  a^^'ent 
be  subject  to  any  suit  or  liability  if  payment  is  made  to 
the  farmer  without  regard  to  the  existence  of  any  such 
assignment. 
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E.     Excess  Cotton  Acrca):^o.    An;''  person  v/ho  knowingly  plants 
cotton  or  cj.\ua::s  cotton  to  be  pl:ant3d  on  his  farn  in  1940 
on  acrea^-e  in  excess  of  the  cotton  acreage  allotment  for 
the  farm  for  1940  shall  not  he  eligible  for  any  payment 
wliatsoever    on  that  faini  or  any  other  farm  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  1940  program.    Any  person  having  an  interest 
in  the  cotton  crop  on  a  farm  on  v;hich  cotter,  is  planted  in 
1940  on  an  acreage  in  excess  of  the  cotton  acreage  allot- 
ment for  the  farm  for  1940  shall  be  pres\imed  to  have 
knov/ingly  planted  cotton  on  his  farm  on  acreage  in  excess 
of  such  farm  cotton  acreage  allotment  if  notice  of  the  farm 
allotment  is  mailed  to  him  prior  to  the  completion  of  the 
planting  of  cotton  on  the  farm,  unless  the  farmer  establishes 
the  fact  that  the  excess  acreage  was  planted  to  cotton  due 
to  his  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  number  of  acres  in  the 
tract(s)  planted  to  cotton.     Su.ch  notice,  if  mailed  to  the 
operator  of  the  farm,  shall  be  deemed  to  bo  notice  to  all 
xiersons  sharing  in  the  ^Droduction  of  cotton  on  the  farm  in 
1940. 

Section  X.     Ap'olication  for  Pa:-Tncnt 

^'    Persons  Eligible  tc  Filo  A-Q-plications .    An  application  for 
paj^.ont  vith  respect  to      farm  may  be  made  by  any  person 
for  whom,  under  the  provisions  of  Section  III  a  share  in 
the  payment  with  respect  to  the  farm  may  be  com.puted  and 
(l)  who  at  the  time  of  harvest  is  entitled  to  share  in 
the  crops  grov/n  on  the  farm  under  a  lease  or  operating 
agreement  or  as  owner-operator,  or  (2)  v/ho  is  owner  or 
operator  of  such  farm  and  participates  thereon  in  1940 
in  carrying  out  approved  soil-building  practices. 

B .     Time  and  Mann or  of  Eiling  Application  and  Information 
Required.     Payment  will  be  made  only  upon  application 
submitted  through  the  county  office  not  ].ater  than  March 
31,  1941.     The  Secretary  reserves  the  right  (l)  to  with- 
hold payment  from  any  person  v;ho  fails  to  file  any  form 
or  furnish  any  information  required  with  respect  to  any 
farm  which  such  person  is  operating  or  renting  to  another 
person  for  a  share  of  the  crops  grown  thereon,  and  (2) 
to  rcfu:5e  to  accept  any  application  for  paj'mcnt  if  any 
form  or  information  required  is  not  submitted  to  the  county 
office  within  the  time  fixed  by  the  regional  director.  At 
least  two  weeks'  notice  to  the  public  shall  be  given  of  the 
expiration  of  a  time  limit  for  filing  prescribed  forms  and 
any  time  limit  fixed  shall  be  such  as  affords  a  full  and 
fair  opport\mity  to  those  eligible  to  file  the  form  within 
the  period  prescribed.     Such  notice  shall  be  given  by 
mailing  the  same  to  the  office  of  each  county  committee  and 
making  copies  of  the  same  available  to  the  press. 
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C.    ApTplicri-tions  for  Other  Farns.     If  a  person  has  the  right  to 
receive  all  or  a  portion  of  the  crops,  or  proceeds  therefrom, 
prodviced  on  no  re  tlian  one  farm  in  a  county  and  nakes  appli- 
cation for  payment  v;ith  respect  to  one  of  such  farns,  such 
person  must  nako  application  for  payment  vrith  mspect  to  all 
such  farns  which  he  operates  or  rents  to  other  persons. 
Upon  request  by  the  State  committee  any  person  shall  file 
v;ith  the  connittce  such  information  o.s  it  may  request  re- 
garding any  other  farn  in  the  State  v/ith  respect  to  which  ho 
has  the  right  to  receive  all  or  a  portion  of  the  crops  or 
proceeds  thereof  or  which  he  rents  to  another  for  cash. 

Section  XI.  Appeals 

Any  person  nay,  v/ithin  15  days  after  notice  thereof  is  forv;arded 
to  or  made  availahle  to  him,  request  the  county  committee  in  vrriting  to 
reconsider  its  recoi-riendation  or  determination  in  any  of  the  follov/ing 
matters  respecting  any  farm  in  the  operation  of  which  he  has  an  interest 
as  landlord,  tenant  or  sharecropper:     (a)  eligibility  to  file  an  appli- 
cation for  paj'ment;   (h)  any  o.crea^e  allotment,  usual  acreage,  normal  or 
actual  yield,  measurement  or  soil-building  allowance;   (c)  the  division 
of  payment;  or  (d)  any  other  matter  affecting  the  right  to  or  the  amount 
of  his  payment  with  respect  to  the  farm.     The  county  committee  shall 
notify  such  person  of  its  decision  in  v;riting  within  16  days  after  re- 
ceipt of  such  v;ritten  request  for  reconsideration.     If  such  person  is 
dissatisfied  v.dth  the  decision  of  the  county  committee,  he  may  within 
15  days  after  such  decision  is  forwarded  to  or  made  ava.ilable  to  him, 
appeal  in  v;riting  to  the  State  committee.     The  State  committee  shall 
notify  such  person  of  its  decision  in  v;riting  within  30  days  after  the 
receipt  of  the  appeal.     If  such  person  is  dissatisfied  v/ith  the  decision 
of  the  State  committee,  he  may,  within  15  days  after  such  decision  is 
forv/arded  or  made  available  to  him,  request  the  regional  director  to 
rcviev/  tlie  decision  of  the  State  committee. 

'■Jritten  notice  of  any  decision  rendered  under  this  section  by  the 
county  or  State  cominittcc  shall  o.lso  be  issued  to  each  person  known  to 
it  v;ho,  as  landlord,  tenant,  or  skarecroppcr  having  an  interest  in  the 
operation  of  the  farm,  nay  be  adversely  affected  by  such  decision.  Only 
a  person  who  shov/s  that  he  is  adversely  affected  by  the  outcome  of  any 
request  for  reconsideration  or  appeal  may  appeal  the  matter  further,  but 
any  person  who,  as  landlord,  tenant,  or  sharecropper  ho-ving  an  interest 
in  the  operation  of  the  farm,  would  be  affected  by  the  decision  to  be 
made  on  any  reconsideration  by  the  county  committee  or  subsequent  appeal 
snail  be  given  a  full  and  fair  hearing'  if  he  appears  vAien  the  hearing 
thereon  is  held. 

Section  XII.  Definitions 

lor  the  purposes  of  the  1940  program,  unless  the  context  othen.>/ise 
requires : 
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A.  Officials 

1.  Secretary  moans  the  Socrctary  of  A^rriculturc  of  the 
United  States. 

2.  Regional  director  means  the  director  of  the  division  of 
the  Agricixltural  Adjustment  Administration  in  charge  of 
the  Agric-iltxiral  Conservation  Program  in  the  Uorthcast 
Region. 

3.  State  committee  means  the  group  of  persons  designated 
v;ithin  any  State  to  assist  in  the  administration  of  the 
1940  program  in  such  state. 

4.  County  committee  means  the  group  of  persons  elected 
v;ithin  any  county  to  a.ssist  in  the  administration  of 
the  1940  program  in  such  county. 

B.  Northeast  Region  means  the  area  included  in  the  States  of 
Connecticut,  k'aine,  Massacliusctts,  I'Tow  Hampshire,  New  Jersey, 
Now  York,  Pennsylvania,  FJhode  Island,  a.nd  Vcrraont. 

C.  Farm  means  all  adjacent  or  ncarty  farm  land  under  the  sano 
ovmership  v;hich  is  operated  hy  one  person,  including  also: 

1.  Any  other  adjacent  or  nearhy  farm  land  vihich  the  county 
committee,  in  accordance  vfith  instructions  issued  "by  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  determines  is 
operated  by  the  same  person  as  part  of  the  same  unit 
v/ith  respect  to  the  rotation  of  crops  o.nd  v.dth  vrorkstoclc, 
f;.\rm  mo-chincry,  and  labor  substantially  separate  from 
that  for  any  other  land;  and 

2.  Any  field-rented  tract  (whether  operated  by  the  same 
or  another  person)  vrhich,  together  v:ith  any  other  land 
included  in  the  farm,  constitutes  o.  ui:iit  with  respect 
to  the  rotation  of  crops. 

A  farm  shall  bo  regarded  as  loco.ted  in  the  county  or  o.diiinistra- 
tive  area,  as  the  case  m;\y  be,  in  v/hich  the  principp.l  dwelling  is  situated, 
or,  if  there  is  no  dwelling  thereon,  it  shall  be  regarded  as  located  in 
the  county  or  administrative  area,  as  the  case  may  bo,  in  v/hich  the  major 
portion  of  the  farm  is  located. 

D.  Miscellaneous 

1.    Person  means  an  individual,  partnership,  association 

corporation,  estate,  or  trust,  and,  wherever  applicable, 
a  State,  a  political  subdivision  of  a  State,  or  any 
agency  thereof. 
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2.  Landlord  or  ov;ner  neans  a  person  v;ho  owns  land  and  rents 
such  lo.nd  to  another  person  or  operates  such  land. 

3.  Sharecropper  means  a  person  who  works  a  farn  in  whole 
or  in  part  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  opera- 
tor and  is  entitled  to  receive  for  his  labor  a  sliarc 
of  a  crop  produced  thereon  or  of  the  proceeds  thereof. 

4.  Tenant  neans  a  person  other  than  a  sharecropper  v;ho 
rents  land  from  another  person  (for  cash,  a  fixed  com- 
modity payment,  or  a  share  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
crops)  and  is  entitled  under  a  v;ritten  or  oral  lease 
or  a.'^reement  to  receive  all  or  a  share  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  crops  produced  thereon. 


Section  XIII.    A\ithority  and  Availability  of  Funds 

A.    Authority.     Pu.rsuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  by  sections  7  to  17,   inclusive,  of  the 
Soil  Conr-ervation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act,  as  amended, 
paj^inents  and  grants  of  aid  ivill  bo  made  in  Belknap  and  Coos 
Counties,  New  Ha,mpshire,  for  participation  in  the  Agricultural 
Conservation  Phase  of  the  1940  Unified  Program  for  Belknap 
and  Coos  Counties,  New  Hampshire.     This  participation  shall 
be  in  accordance  v/ith  the  provisions  of  this  bulletin  and 
such  modifications  thereof  or  other  jjrovisions  as  may  here- 
after be  made. 

3.    Avail.ability  of  Funds.     The  provisions  of  the  1940  program 
are  necessarily  subject  to  such  legislation  affecting  said 
program  as  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  ma,y  hereafter 
enact  and  the  making  of  the  payments  and  grants  of  aid  herein 
provided  are  contingent  upon  such  appropriation  as  the  Congress 
may  hereafter  provide  for  such  purpose.     The  amounts  of  such 
payments  and  grants  of  aid  in  each  county  will  necessarily 
be  v.'ithin  the  limits  finally  determined  by  such  appropria- 
tion, the  apportionment  of  such  appropriation  under  the  pro- 
■'.dsions  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act, 
the  filial  estimate  of  pajTocnts  vrhich  would  be  made  in  each 
county  under  the  National  1940  Agricultural  Conservation 
Program.,  and  the  extent  of  participation  in  the  Agricultura,l 
Conservation  Phase  of  the  1940  Unified  Program  for  Belknap 
and  Coos  Counties,  New  Hampshire.    As  an  adjustment  for  j)n,rtici- 
pation,  the  rates  of  pajnnent  and  deduction  specified  herein 
for  either  county  may  be  increased  or  decreased  by  as  much 
as  10  percent.

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture under  sections  V  to  17  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic 
Allotment  Act,  as  amended,  the  A^-ricultural  Conservation  Phase  of 
the  1940  Unified  Prograr.  for  Bel^oiap  ond  Coos  Counties,  New  Hampshire, 
as  approved  March  22,  1940,  is  hereby  amended  as  follows:

The  plowing  or  disking  under  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good 
growth  of  (l)  biennial  or  perennial  legumes  or  grasses  for  v/hich 
no  payment  for  seeding  is  allowed  in  1940  and,  except  in 
orchards,  from  which  no  crop  of  such  legumes  or  grasses  has  ever 
been  harvested;     (2)  annual  leguraes;     or  (3)  ajinual  grasses  or 
small  grains  used  as  summer  green  manure  crops  on  vegetable, 
potato,  or  orchard  land,  or  usod  as  winter  green  manure  crops. 
If  the  crop  is  one  which  is  normally  winter-killed,  payment  v/ill 
be  allowed  for  leaving  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  on  the 
land  instead  of  plowing  or  disking  it  under. 

If  the  crop  is  grown  in  a  commercial  orchard  and  has  not 
been  harvested  in  1940,  pajonent  vdll  be  allowed  for  cutting  and 
leaving  an  evenly  distributed  good  stand  njid  good  growth  of 
such  crop  on  the  land,  except  that  cutting  is  not  required  in 
blocks  of  trees  .damaged  by  the  Scptombor  1938  hurricane. 

It  is  not  generally  good  farming  practice  to  plow  down 
green  manure  crops  if  it  will  result  in  leaving  the  land  un- 
protected during  the  winter.    It  is  recommended,  therefore, 
that  such  crops  be  left  on  the  land  as  a  v/inter  cover  v/herever 
it  is  possible .

This  pra.ctice  must  be  carried  out 
according  to  plans  approved  in  advance  by  the  county  committee 
and  based  on  the  recom.mendations  of  the  Soil  Conservation 
Service  or  the  Onnnecticut  Agricultural  Extension  Service. 
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Practice  No.  10  -  Stripcrcpping 

Rate  of  Payment.     $0.75  for  Each  2  Acres 

The  planting  of  cropland  in  strips.    Strips  of  inter- 
tilled crops  must  be  separated  by  strips  of  close-growing 
crops. 

This  practice  must  be  carried  out  in  accordance  with 
plans  approved  in  advance  by  the  county  committee  and  based 
on  the  recorr.r.cndations  of  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  or 
the  Connecticut  Agricultural  Extension  Service, 


Section  III.    Division  of  Pa^mients  and  Deductions 

A.    Payments  ajd  Deductions  in  Connection  v/ith  Potatoes 
and  Commercial  Vegetables. 

1,    The  net  payment  or  net  deduction  compi'ted  for  any 
farm  with  respect  to  potatoes  or  cornr^orcial  vege- 
tables, shall  be  divided  among  the  l-u  dlords , 
t.;nants,  and  sharecroppers  in  the  same  proportion 
(a'o  indicated  by  their  acreage  shares  expressed 
in  terms  of  percentages)  that  such  persons  are  en- 
titled, as  of  the  time  of  harvest,  to  share  in  the 
proceeds  (other  than  a  fixed  commodity  payment)  of 
such  crop  grown  on  the  farm  in  1940:     Provided , 
That  if  such  crop  is  not  grovm  on  the  farm,  in  1940 
or  the  acreage  of  such  crop  is  substantially  re- 
duced by  flood,  hail,  drought,  insectc ,  or  plant 
bed  diseases,  the  net  payment  or  net  deduction  com- 
puted for  such  crop  shall  bp  divided  among  the 
landlords,  tenants,  and  sharecroppers  in  the  pro- 
portion that  the  county  committee  determines  such 
persons  v;ould  have  been  entitled  to  share  in  the 
proceeds  of  such  crop  if  the  entire  acreage  in  the 
acreage  allotment  for  such  crop  had  been  planted 
and  harvested  in  1940. 


2,    In  computing  such  net  pai^Tients  and  such  net  deductions 
with  respect  to  potato  .and  commercial  vegetable 
acrea,ge  allotments,  the  deduction  with  respect  to  corn 
for  grain  shall  be  regarded  as  a.  pro  rata  deduction 
with  respect  to  the  payments  computed  in  connection 
with  the  potato  and  commercial  vegetable  acreage  allot- 
ments . 


B.    Payri-:"its  in  Connection  with  Scil-Euilding  Practices.  The 
amount  of  net  pai^nnent  earned  for  the  farm  in  connection 
v;ith  soil-building  practices  shall  be  paid  to  the  landlord, 
tenant,  or  sharecropper  who  carried  out  the  soil-building 
practices.    If  the  county  committee  determined  that  more 
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than  one  such  person  contributed  to  the  carrying-out  of 
soil-building  practices  on  the  farm  in  the  1940  prograc, 
such  paynnent  shall  be  divided  in  the  proportion  that  the 
units  contributed  by  each  such  person  to  such  practices 
bear?  to  the  total  units  of  such  practices  carried  out  on 
the  farm  in  the  1940  program.    All  persons  contributing 
to  the  Carrying  out  of  any  soil-building  practice  on  a  par- 
ticular acreage  shall  be  deerp.ed  to  have  contributed 
equally  to  the  units  of  such  practice  \inless  it  is  estab- 
lished to  the  satisfaction  of  the  county  committee  that 
their  respective  contributions  thereto  v/ere  not  in  equal 
proportion  in  v/hich  event  svch  units  shall  be  divided  in 
the  proportion  which  the  county  committee  determines  each 
such  person  contributed  thereto  . 

C.    Proration  of  I\fot  Deductions  .     If  the  sum  of  the  net  pay- 
ments computed  for  all  persons  on  a  farm  exceeds  the  sum 
of  the  net  deductions  computed  for  all  persons  on  such 
farm,  the  sum  of  the  net  deductions  computed  for  all  per- 
sons on  such  farm  shall  be  prorated  ainong  the  persons  on 
such  farm  for  whom,  a  net  payment  is  computed,  on  the  basis 
of  such  computed  net  pa;>'mcnts. 

If  the  sujn  of  the  net  deductions  computed  for  all 
persons  on  a  farm  equals  or  exceeds  the  sum  of  the  net 
payments  computed  for  all  persons  on  such  farm,  no  payment 
will  be  made  with  respect  to  such  farm  and  the  amount  of 
such  net  deductions  in  excess  of  the  net  payments  shall  be 
prorated  among  the  -oersons  on  such  farm  for  v/hom  a  net  de- 
duction is  computed,  on  the  basis  of  such  computed  net 
deductions . 

Section  IV.     Increase  in  Snail  Payments 

The  total  pajTnent  computed  under  Sections  I  to  III,  inclusive, 
for  any  person  with  respect  to  any  farm  shall  be  increased  as  follows

Section  V.    Payments  Limited  to  $10,000 

The  total  of  all  payments  made  in  cohnection  v/ith  programs 
for  1940  under  Section  8  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allot- 
ment Act  to  any  individual,  partnership,  or  ostflte  v/ith  respect  to 
farms  located  within  a  single  State  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $10,000 
prior  to  deduction  for  association  expenses  in  the  county  or  counties 
with  respect  to  which  the  pajnuent  is  made.    The  total  of  all  payments 
made  in  connection  with  such  programs  to  any  person  other  than  an 
individual,  partnership,  or  estate 'with  respect  to  farms,  ranching 
units,  and  turpentine  places  in  the  United  States  (inculding  Alaska, 
Hawaii,  and  Puerto  Rico)  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $10,000  prior 
to  deduction  for  association  expenses  in  the  county  or  counties  with 
respect  to  which  the  payment  is  made. 

All  or  any  part  of  any  payment  which  has  "been  or  otherv/ise 
wo\ild  be  made  to  any  person  under  the  1940  program  may  be  withhold  or 
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required  to  be  returned  if  he  has  adopted  or  participated  in  adopting 
any  scheme  or  device,  including  the  dissolution,  reorganization,  re- 
vival, formation  or  use  of  any  coirr^aritlon,  partnerphip,  estate,  trust, 
or  any  other  means,  which  was  designed  to  evade,  or  v;ould  have  the 
effect  of  evading  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Section  VI.-  Deductions  Incurred  on  0th ;r  Farms. 

A.  -  Other  Farms  in  the  Same  County.     If  the  total  of  the  deductions 
•   computed  under  Section  I  with  respect  to  a?iy  farm  in  a  county 

exceeds  "the  payment  for  full ■  pcrf orma'-cc  on  such  farm  computed 

■  under  Sections  I  -and  II,  a  landlord's  or  tenant's  share  of 
the  amount  hy  which  the  total  deduction  expoods.  the  total^ 
payment' shall  ho  deduct from  that  .landlord's  or  tenant's 
share  of  the-  payincntn  \;rhich"  vould  othorwisp  ho  made  to  him 
v;ith  respect  to  any  other  farm  or  fa.rns  in-  such  county. 

B.  '    Other  F.arr.is  dn  the  State.     'If  the  deductions  conputcd  under 

Section-  I  for  a  landlard  or  tenant  v;ith  ro-spcct  to  one  or 

■  more  farms  in  a  county.  cxcc:c;d  the  paynonts;  conputcd  for 

'    such  landlord  or  tenant  on  :o'thor  farns  in  -the,  cou::ty,  the 
amount  -of  those  excess,  deduc-tions  shall  "bo;  taken  fror.  the 
paynenfs  conputcd  for  the  Landlord  or  tenant  v/ith  respect 
to  any  -other  farn  or  farns  .in  the  Stato.     Before  this  can 
be  done  the  State  conr:itt:3e  must  find  that  the  _crops  grown 
and  practices  adoiotod  on  the  farn  with  respect  to  which  the 
deductions  are  conimtod  substantially  offset  the  contri- 
bution -to  the  progran  nade  on  the  other  f^.rri  or  farns. 

Section  VII.    Deduction  for  Association  .Fzcpenscs . 

There  shall  be  deducted  -jro  rata  fror:  the  pa,yr.ents  with  respect 
to  any  farn  <all  or  such  part  as  the  Secretary  nay :prcscribc  of  the 
estinatod  o.dministr.ative  expenses  incurred  or  to  be  incurred  by  the 
county  agricultural  conservation  association  in  the  couiaty  in  vrhich 
the  farn  is  located.  '  •  . 

Section  VIII.     Materials  Furiiishod  as  Grants  of  Aid. 

Ifherever  it  is  found  practicable,  limestone,   superphosp.hate , 
trees,   seed,  and  other  f.-^rming  m.at^rials,  upon  request  of  the  i-)To- 
ducer,  may  be  furnished  by  the  Agriculturo.l  Adjustment  Administra- 
tion as  grants  of  aid.     Materials  furnished  are  to  be  used  in  carry- 
ing out  approved  soil-building  j^racticcs  v/hich  shall  count  tovard 
meeting  the  soil-building  goal  for  the-  f  irm. 

A  deduction  from  the  total  pa^./mont  for  the  f.arm  shall  bo 
made  in  the  amount  of  the  approximate  avfjragc  cost  to  the  Agri- 
cultural Adjustment  Adxiinistratioh  in  any  county,  St>'\te,  or  other 
area  of  any  material  f\\rnishcd.     This  deduction  sho.ll  be  applied 
first  to  the  payment  conputcd  for  the  person  to  wlion  the  materials 
are  furnished  and  th,-  balance,   if  any,  of  tho  deduction  shall  be 
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prorated  among  the  payments  to  other  persons  sharing  in  the  total 
payment  for  the  farm  for  v/hich  such  materials  were  obtained  and 
on  which  thoy  were  used.  , 

Materials  shall  only  be  furnished  pursuant  to  a  producer's 
request  and  agreement  ut)on  a  form  prescribed  by  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration.     Such  agreement  shall  provide  th-^.t  (l) 
in  the  event  the  amount  of  deduction  for  materials  exceeds  the 
amount  of  the  pajnncnt  v/ith  respect  to  the  farm,  the  r'jnount  of  such 
difference  shall  be  paid  b-"-  the  producer  to  the  Socret'-.rj'-;   (2)  if 
the  producer  uses  the  material  in  -a  manner  v/hich  is  not  in  sub- 
stantio.l  accord  v/ith  the  purposes  for  vrhich  such  material  vias 
furnished,  the  deduction  vrith  respect  to  the  material  misused  shall 
bo  twice  the  regul-.r  rate  of  deduction  in  order  to  cor-ipcnsatc  the 
Government  for  damages  because  of  such  misuse;  and  (3)  the  finding 
of  the  county  committee  that  the  material  has  been  used  in  a 
manner  v/hich  is  not  in  substantial  accord  v;ith  the  purposes  for 
which  it  was  furnished  and  as  to  the  ar/iount  of  r.iaterial  so  misused, 
shall  be  final  vdien  approved  by  the  State  conr.-.ittec,  subject  to  the 
right  of  appeal  under  the  provisions  of  Section  XI. 

Notv/ithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  bulletin,  for 
n,ny  farm  on  which  the  only  practices  carried  out  arc  those  through 
the  use  of  materials  furnished  and  no  other  pcrfor/uancc  is  rendered, 
the  furnishing  of  the  materials  shall  be  in  lieu  of  a.ny  payment 
which  otherwise  might  be  computed  for  th.:  far:.:. 

The  rate  of  deduction  for  materials  furnished  pursuant  to 
provisions  of  this  section  for  each  State  or  county  shall  be  estab- 
lished by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 

Section  IX.     General  Provisions  Relating  to  Pa^nnents. 

A .     Payment  Hostrictod  to  Effectuation  of  Purposes  of  the  Pro/rram. 

1.  All  or  any  part  of  any  payment  which  otherwise  would  be 
made  to  any  person  under  the  1940  program  may  be  withlield 
or  required  to  be  returned  (r)  if  he  adopts  or  has  adopted 
any  practice  v/hich  the  Secrctar^^  determines  tends  to 
defeat  any  of  the  purposes  of  the  1940  or  previous  agri- 
cultural conservation  programs,   (b)  if,  by  means  of  any 
corpor.'^tion,  partnership,  estate,  trust,  or  any  other 
device,  or  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  he  has  offset,  or' 
ha,s  participated  in  offsetting,  in  whole  or  in  part, 

the  perform-ancc  for  which  such  paj^ent  is  otherwise 
authorized,  or  (c)  if  the  county  comr.ittoc,  acting  in 
accordance  v/ith  instructions  issued  by  the  State  com- 
mittee and  halving  the  ap-iroval  of  th:  rogiona-1  di rector, 
finds  that  the  forest  lands  ov/ned  or  controlled  b;?-  him 
have  been  a.buscd  by  imiDroper  cutting. 

2.  Allotment  po^ym.ents  v/ill  be  made  only  for  farms  vi/hich 
arc  being  operate^  in  1940.  A  farm  will  not  be  con- 
sidered to  be  operated  in  1940  unless  it  is  tilled. 
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for  the  purposes  of  the  1940  program  a  fa.rm  will  "be 
considered  to  be  tilled  only  if  an  acreage  equal  to 
at  least  one-half  the  sura  of  the  1940  potato  and  com- 
mercial vcgctablo  allotments  established  for  the  farm 
is  devoted  to  one  or  more  of  the  following  uses: 

a.  Seeded  to  a  crop  in  1940. 

b.  A  crop  other  than  biennial  or  perennial  hay  is 
harvested  in  1940. 

c.  Green  manure  crops  are  plov/cd  or  disked  under 
in  1940. 

The  farm  v/ill  also  be  considered  to  be  tilled 
if  the  State  committee  finds  that  none  of  the  opera- 
tions a,  b,  and  c  above  were  carried  out  because  of 
conditions  beyond  the  con'  rol  of  tine  operator,  or  if 
.upon  recommendation  of  the  State  committee,  the  regional 
director  finds  that  the  farm  is  actually  being  operated 
in  1940. 

B.  Paii'.nncnt  Conyiutcd  and  Made  ''^ithout  ReiP;ard  to  Claims.  Any 
payment  or  shn,re  of  payment  shall  be  computed  and  ""lade 

(1)  without  regard  to  questions  of  title  under  St-^tc  law, 

(2)  v/ithout  deduction  of  clcains  for  advances  (excc]5t  as 
provided  in  subsection  D  of  this  Section  IX  and  indebted- 
ness to  the  United  States  subject  to  setoff  under  orders 
issued  by  the  Secrot.'\ry) ,  and         i^rithout  regard  to  any 
claim  or  lien  against  any  crop,  or  proceeds  thereof,  in 
favor  of  the  owner  or  any  jthcr  creditor. 

C .  Changes  in  Leasing  and  Groppin~  Agreements ,  Reduction  in 
Number  of  Tenants,  and  Oti^or  Lcvices.     If  on  cany  farm  in 
1940  any  change  of  the  arrangci.ents  which  existed  on  the 
farm  in  1939  is  made  between  the  landlord  or  operator  and 
the  tenants  or  shvrecroppers  and  such  change  v;ould  cause 
0.  greater  proportion  of  the  pa^T.ients  to  be  made  to  the 
landlord  or  operator  under  the  1940  progra:.:  th.an  would 
have  been  made  to  the  landlord  or  operator  for  performance 
on  the  farri  under  the  1939  program,  payments  to  the  land- 
lord or  operator  under  the  1940  program  v/ith  respect  to 
the  fp.rm  shall  not  be  grco-ter  than  the  ar.iount  that  would 
have  been  paid  to  the  Landlord  or  oper  '.tor  if  the  arrange- 
ments v/hich  existed  on  the  farm  in  1939  had  been  continued 
in  1940.     This  provision  shall  be  exercised  only  if  the 
county  committee  certifies  tho.t  the  change  is  not  justified 
and  disaiOTiroves  such  change. 

If  on  any  farm  the  number  of  sharecroppers  or  share 
tenants  in  1940  is  less  th.an  the  average  number  on  the 
farm  during  the. years  1937  to  1939,  inclusive,  and  the  re- 
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duction  v;ould  increase  the  pp.yncnts  that  '-/ould  othcrv/isc 
bo  nadc  to  the  landlord  or  operator,  such  p.ayncnts  to  the 
landlord  or  operator  shall  not  be  greater  than  the  anount 
that  v/ould  otherwise  bo  nadc,  if  the  county  cor.inittco 
certifies  that  the  reduction  is  not  justified  and  dis- 
approves such  reduction. 

If  the  State  coirjnitteo  finds  that  any  person  v/ho 
files  an  application  for  payment  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  1940  program  has  employed  any  other 
schenc  or  device  (including  coercion,  fraud  or  nisrc- 
presentati on) ,  the  effect  of  which  would  be  or  has  been 
to  deprive  any  other  person  of  any  payiicnt  under  any 
agricultural  conservation  program  to  which  such  other 
person  v;ould  normally  bo  entitled,  the  Secretary  nay 
withhold  in  v;hole  or  in  part  fron  the  person  participating 
in  or  employir^  such  a  scheme  or  device,  or  require  such 
IDorson  to  refund  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  anount  of  any 
payment  v;hich  has  been  or  v;ould  othcrvrise  be  made  to 
such  person  in  connection  vrith  the  1940  xerogram . 

D.  Assignment s .    Any  person  who  may  be  entitled  to  any  ■ 
payment  in  connection  v;ith  the  1940  program  may  assign 
his  interest  in  such  payment  as  security  for  cash 
loaned  or  advances  made  for  the  purpose  of  financing 
the  making  of  a  crop  in  1940.     No  such  assignment  v/ill 
be  recognized  unless  the  assignment  is  made  in  writing 
on  Form  ACP-69  in  accordance  with  instructions  (ACP-70) 
issued  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  o.nd 
unless  such  assignment  is  entitled  to  priority  as  determined 
under  the  instructions  governing  the  recording  of  such 
assignments  issued  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Admin- 
istration. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  subsection  (D)  shall  be 
construed  to  give  the  assignee  a  right  to  any  payment  other 
than  that  to  which  the  farmer  is  entitled  nor  (as  provided 
in  the  Statute)  shall  the  Secretary  or  any  disbursing  agont 
be  subject  to  any  suit  or  liability  if  payment  is  made  to 
the  farmer  without  regard  to  the  existence  of  any  such 
assignment . 

E.  Excess  Cotton  Acreage.    Any  person  who  knowingly  plants 
cotton  or  causes  cotton  to  bo  planted  on  his  farm  in 
1940  on  acreage  in  excess  of  the  cotton  acreage  allot- 
ment for  the  farm  for  1940  shall  not  be  eligible  for 
any  payment  what  soever  on  that  farm  or  any  other  farm 
under  the  provisions  of  the  1940  program.    Any  person 
having  an  interest  in  the  cotton  crop  on  a  farm  on 
which  cotton  is  planted  in  1940  on  an  acreage  in  excess 
of  the  cotton  o.crcage  allotment  for  the  farm  for  1940 
shall  be  presumed  to  have  knov/ingly  planted  cotton  on 
his  farm  on  .acreage  in  excess  of  such  farm  cotton 
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acreage  allotment  if  notice  of  the  far.r,  allotment  is 
mailed  to  him  prioi'  to  the  completion  of.  the  planting 
of  cotton  on  the  farm,  unless  the  fg-rmer  establishes 
the  fact  that  the  excess  acreage  v/as  planted  to  cotton 
duo  to  his  Icack  of  knowledge  of  the  number  of  acres  in 
the  tro.ct(s)  planted  to  cotton.     Such  notice,  if  mailed 
to  the  operator  of  the  farm,  shall  ho  deencd  to  be 
notice  to  all  persons  sharing  in  the  production  of 
cotton  on  the  farm  in  1940. 

Section  X.     Ap-plication  for  Pa;^nTicnt 

Persons  Sligiblo  to  File  Applications.    An  application  for 
payment  with  respect  to  a  far:.-  .-ay  bo  made  by  any  person 
for  v/hom,  under  the  provisions  of  Section  III  a  share  in 
the  p.ayment  with  respect'  to  the  farm  may  be  computed  -and 
(l)  who  at  the  time  of  harvest  is  entitled  to  share  in 
the  crops  grown  on  the  farn  under  a  lease  or  operating 
agreement  or  -as  ownor-eper"^,tor ,  or  (2)  who  is  owner  or 
operator  of  such  f  ^rr.l  and  p.art icipo.tos  thereon  in  1940 
in  carrying  out  .approved  3oil-bullding  pr."-cticcs. 

B.  Time  and  Manner  of  Filin;;:  Application  and  Information 
Required,  Payment  will  be  made  only  upon  application 
submitted  through  the  coxmty  office  not  l<ater  than 
March  31,  1941.  The  Secretary  reserves  the  right  (l) 
to  withhold  payment  from  any  person  v/ho  fr.ils  to  file 
any  form  or  furnish  any  information  required  with  respect 
to  any  farm  vfhich  such  person  is  operating  or  renting 

to  another  person  for  a  share  of  the  crops  grown  thereon, 
and  (2)  to  refuse  to  accept  any  application  for  pa;;,'Tnent 
if  any  form  or  information  required  is  not  submitted  to 
the  county  office  v/ithin  the  time  fixed  by  the  regional 
director.     At  least  two  weeks'  notice  to  the  public 
shall  be  given  of  the  expiration  of  a  time  limit  for 
filing  prescribed  forms  and  any  time  limit  fixed  sha.ll 
be  such  as  affords  a  full  and  fair  opportunity  to  those 
eligible  to  file  the  form  ^^rithin  the  period  prescribed. 
Such  notice  shall  be  given  by  mvailing  the  same  to  the 
office  of  each  county  committee  and  making  copies  of 
the  same  available  to  the  press. 

C.  Ap-plications  for  Other  Farms.     If  a  person  has  the  right 
to  receive  all  or  a  portion  of  the  crops  or  proceeds 
therefrom,  produced  on  more  than  one  farm  in  a  county 
.and  makes  .application  for  payment  v.dth  respect  to  one 

of  such  f \rms,  such  person  must  make  application  for 
pai^mcnt  with  respect  to  all  such  farms  v;hich  he  operates 
or  rents  to  other  persons.    Upon  request  by  the  State 
committee  any  per.-^on  shall  fi].e  v;ith  the  committee  such 
information  as  it  may  request  regarding  a.ny  other  farm, 
in  the  State  with  respect  t?-  v;hich  he  has  the  right  to 
receive  all  or  .a  portion  of  the  crops  or  proceeds  thereof 
or  vrhirh  ho  rents  to  another  for  cash. 
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Section  XI.  Appeals 

.Any  person  may,  within  15  days  o,ftcr  notice  thereof  is 
forwarded  to  or  made  available  to  him,  request  th.-  county  com- 
mittee in  v/riting  to  reconsider  its  recommendation  or  determina- 
tion in  any  of  the  follov/ing  matters  respecting  any  farm  in  the 
operation  of  v;hich  he  has  an  interest  as  landlord,  tenant  or 
sharecropper:     (a)  eligibility  to  file  an  application  for  payment; 
(b)  any  acreage  allotment,  usual  acreage,  nornal  or  actual  yield, 
noasurcnent  or  soil-building  allov/ancc;     (c)  the  division  of 
payment;     or  (d)  any  other  matter  affecting  the  right  to  or  the 
amount  of  his  payment  with  respect  to  the  farn.     The  county 
committee  shall  notify  such  person  of  its  decision  in  v/riting 
within  15  days  after  receipt  of  such  v/ritten  request  for  recon- 
sideration.    If  such  person  is  dissatisfied  v.'ith  the  decision 
of  the  county  commit  tec,  he  nay  v/ithin  15  days  after  such 
decision  is  forv/ardod  t"^  or  r.iade  -available  to  him,  appeal  in 
writing  to  the  State  committee.    The  State  corimittee  shall  notify 
such  person  of  its  decision  in  v/riting  within  30  days  o.fter  the 
receipt  of  the  appeal.     If  such  person  is  dissatisfied  v;ith  the 
decision  of  the  Str'.to  com/rdttce,  ho  mo-y,  within  15  days  after 
such  decision  is  forv/arded  or  made  available  to  him,  request 
the  regional  director  to  revicv;  the  decision  of  the  State 
conmittee. 

'■'ritten  notice  of  any  decision  rendered  under  this  section 
by  the  county  or  Sta.te  committee  shall  also  be  issued  to  each 
person  known  to  it  who,  as  landlord,  tenant,  or  sharecropper 
having  an  interest  in  the  operation  of  the  farm,  may  bo  adversely 
affected  by  such  decision.     Only  a  person  who  shov/s  that  ho  is 
a.dversely  affected  by  the  outcome  of  -my  request  for  reconsidern,- 
tion  or  .appeal  may  appeal  the  matter  further,  but  any  person  v/ho , 
as  landlord,  tenant,  or  sharecropper  having  an  interest  in  the 
operation  of  the  farm,  v/ould  be  affected  by  the  decision  to  be 
made  on  a,ny  reconsideration  hy  th .  county  committee  or  subsequent 
appeal  shall  be  given  a  full  o,nd  fair  hearing  if  he  appears  when 
the  hearing  thereon  is  held. 

Section  XII.  Definitions

3.  Sharecropper  means  a  person  who  works  a  farm  in  whole 
or  in  part  under  the  general  supervision  of  the 
operator  and  is  entitled  to  receive  for  his  l\bor  a 
share  of  a  crop  produced  ther:;on  or  of  the  proceeds 
thereof.

"T7herever  it  is  foiuad  practicalDle ,  limestone,  superphosphate, 
trees,  seeds,  a:id  other  far^nini];  materials,  upon  request  of  the  pro- 
ducer, may  "be  f-jirnished  "oy  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration 
as  grants  of  vAo.  to  he  used  in  carrying  out  soil-Dviildinfj  practices 
approved  for  the  farm  as  practices  which  nay  he  counted  tov/ard  meet- 
ing the  soiL-ouilding  goal  for  the  fc>rm. 

"iTiierever  such  material  is  furnished,  a  deduction  shall  "be 
raade  in  an  ar:icunt  determined  hy  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Adiainis- 
tration  on  the  "brsis  approved  by  the  Secretary.     Siich  deduction  shall 
be  applied  first  to  the  payment  computed  for  t>xe  person  to  whom  such 
material  is  fLirnished  and  the  balance  of  such  deduction,  if  any,  shall 
be  jirorated  nmong  the  payments  to  the  other  persons  sharing  in  the 
payiAent  with  respect  to  the  fa;-m  for  which  such  material  was  obtained, 

"Materials  shall  be  fvrnishcd  only  pursuant  to  a  producer's 
request  and  agreement  upon  Form  ACF-S4.     In  the  event  the  amount  of 
deduction  for  materials  exceeds  the  .amourit  of  the  paj'-ment  subject 
to  dedxiction,  the  amoi^nt  of  such  difference  shall  be  paid  by  the 
producer  to  the  Secretary,  except  that  if  proper  use  of  the  material 
has  been  made  only  that  part  of  such  (difference  not  due  to  changes  in 
the  rates  of  pa^Tncnt  shall  be  so  paid.     If  the  producer  uses  any  such 
material  in  a  manner  which  is  not  in  subst'^ntial  accord  with  the  pur- 
pose for  which  such  material  was  furnished,  an  additional  deduction 
for  the  material  misused  oqiial  to  the  amount  of  the  original  deduction 
for  such  material  shall  be  made  to  com.pensj.te  the  Government  for 
dama.ges  because  of  such  misuse,  such  damages  to  be  deducted  from  the 
payments  computed  for  the  grantee  with  res'oect  to  any  farm  in  which 
he  has  an  interest,  any  remo-ining  deficit  to  be  paid  by  the  producer

"IJotwlthstoiiding  any  other  provisions  herein,  in  areas  des- 
ignated hy  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  for  any  farm 
on  v/hich  no  performance  is  rendered  under  the  1940  progrojn,  except 
the  carrying-out  of  practices  through  the  use  of  materials  furnished 
hy  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Adinini  strati  on,  the  furnishing  of  such 
materials  shall  oe  in  lieu  of  any  payment  which  otherwise  might  "be 
computed  for  the  farm."

toes  find  that  the  producer,  acting  solely  upon  information 
contained  in  the  erroneous  notice,  r)lanted  an  acreage  to  the 
coiinodity  in  excess  of  the  final?.y  approved  acreage  allotment, 
the  producer  will  not  he  considered  to  have  exceeded  the  acre- 
age allotment  for  such  comraodity  unless  he  plrjited  an  a.creage 
to  the  coramodity  in  excess  of  the  allotment  erroneously  is- 
sued, ond  the  deduction  for  excess  acreage  will  ho  made  only 
vrith  respect  to  the  acreage  in  excess  of  the  allotment  erroneous- 
ly isfiuod."

C.     Fajrm  Goals.     Insofar  as  practicable,  the  county  committee 

shall  determine  for  individual  farms  practices  to  be  followed 
which  are  not  routine  faz'ming  practices  on  the  farm,  but  which 
are  needed  on  the  farm  in  order  to  conserve  and  improve  soil 
fertility  and  prevent  wind  and  water  erosion  and  which  will 
tend  to  accomplish  the  goals,  if  aiy,  determined  for  the 
county  with  respect  to  particular  soil-building  practices.

This  reforestation  allowance  may  te  earned  "by 
planting  transplanted  forest  trees  at  the  rate  of  at  least

Species  approved  for  plmting  are  white  pine,  when 
currant  and  gooseberrj''  bushes  have  been  cleaned  out;  red 
(Norway)  pine;  red  spruce;  ITon/ay  spruce;   Scotch  pine  in 
mixed  planting;  and  hybrid  poplars.    Other  species  must  be 
approved  by  the  State  committee, 

Paj'ment  at  the  rate  of  $7,50  per  acre  will  be  allowed 
tov/ard  earning  the  reforestation  allowance. 

Soil— Building  Allov/ance,     A  soil^building  allov/ance  \/ill 
be  computed  for  each  farm  and  will  represent  the  largest 
amount  which  can  be  earned  on  pjiy  farm  by  carrying  out 
soil-building  practices, 

1,     The  soil-building  allowance  for  any  farm  on  which  the 
sum  of  the  follo'.ving  items  is  $20  or  more  shall  be 
Sviual  to  that  sum: 

a,  70  cents  per  acre  of  cropland  in  excess  of  the 
potato  allotment.

Fenced  noncrop  open  pastui'e  land  ncc-ns 
pascvxo  land  (other  than  rotatioi:  jcsturc  lr_nd) 
02-  which  t'le  predominant  ^j^o'vth  is  forage  suit- 
a.ble  for  grazing  and  on  v/hich  the  number  or 
grouping  of  any  trees  or  shrubs  is  such  that  the 
land  could  not  fairly  be  considered  as  v;oodland 
and  v/hich  is  capable  of  maintaining  during  the 
nor.ual  -oasture  season  at  least  one  animrl  unit 
for  each  five  acres.

in  terms  of  percentages)  that  such  persons  arc  en- 
titled, as  of    the  time  of  harvest,  to  share  in  the 
proceods  (other  than  a  fixed  commodity  ^ai^Ticnt)  of 
such  crop  grown  on  the  farm  in  1940:  Provided, 
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That  if  such  crop  is  not  grovjn  on  the  farm  in  1940 
or  the  acreage  of  such  crop  is  su"bstantially  re- 
duced "by  flood,  hail,  drought,  insects,  or  plant 
"bed  diseases,  the  net  paj'^ment  or  net  deduction  com- 
puted for  such  crop  shall  "be  divided  aiiong  the 
landlords,  tenants,  and  sharecroppers  in  the  pro- 
poi*:tion  that  the  county  comnittoo  detenaincs  such 
persons  would  ha,vc  "been  entitled  to  share  in  the 
proceeds  of  such  crop  if  the  entire  acreage  in  the 
acreage  allotment  for  such  crop  had  "been  planted 
and  harvested  in  1940. 

2,     In  computing  such  net  paj'ments  and  such  net  deductions 
with  respect  to  potato  and  commercial  vegetahlc 
acreage  aJ.lotmcnts,  the  deduction  with  respect  to  corn 
for  grain  shall  he  regarded  as a,pro  rata  deduction 
v/ith  respect  to  the  pryracnts  conimtcd  in  connection 
with  the  potato  and  conmcrcial  vcgctahlc  acreage 
allotments. 

3.     Payments  in  Connection  with  Soil-3uilding  Practices.  The 
amount  of  net  payment  earned  for  the  farm,  in  connection 
with  soil^'building  practices  shall  "be  paid  to  the  landlord, 
tenant,  or  sharecropper  who  carried  out  the  soil—huilding 
practices.     If  the  county  committee  determines  that  more 
than  one  such  person  contrihutcd  to  the  csrrying-out  of 
soil-huilding  practices  on  the  farm,  in  the  1940  progra'n, 
such  pa;,'ment  shall  "be  divided  in  the  proportion  that  the 
units  contrioutcd  ts^r  each  such  person  to  such  practices 
"bears  to  the  totc?2  units  of  such  practices  carried  out  on 
tho  farm  in  the  1940  program,     iJ-l  persons  contriouting 
to  the  carr;;,'-ing-out  of  any  soil-'building  practice  on  a  par- 
ticular acreage  shall  he  deemed  to  have  contrihuted 
equally  to  the  -units  of  such  practice  unless  it  is  estab- 
lished to  the  satisfaction  of  the  county  committee  that 
their  respective  contrilDutions  thereto  v/cre  not  in  equal 
proportion  in  which  event  such  units  shall  he  divided  in 
the  proportion  which  the  county  committee  determines  each 
such  person  contrihuted  thereto, 

C.     Proration  of  ^ot  Scdv.ctions.     If  the  sum  of  the  not  pa^r- 
ments  computed  for  all  persons  on  a  farm  exceeds  the  s^om 
of  the  net  deductions  computed  for  all  persons  on  such 
farm,  the  sum  of  the  net  deductions  computed  for  all  per- 
sons on  such  farm  shall  he  prorated  among  the  persons  on 
such  farm  for  whom  a  net  payment  is  computed,  on  the  "basis 
of  such  computed  net  paj'ments. 

If  the  sum  of  the  net  deductions  computed  for  all 
persons  on  a, farm  equals  or  exceeds  the  sun  of  the  net 
payments  computed  for  all  persons  on  such  farm,  no  payment 
will  he  made. with  respect  to  such  farm  and  the  amount  of 
such  net  deductions  in  excess  of  the  net  payments  shall  he 
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prorated  among  the  perf:ons  on  such  farm  for  whom  a  net  de- 
duction is  conputed,  on  the  "basis  of  such  computed  net 
deduc  tions. 

SECTIOiT  I".     Increase  in  Small  Fa;,'ments. 

The  total  payment  computed  under  Sections  I  to  III,  inclusive, 
for  any  person  with  respect  to  any  fam  shall  he  increased  as  follows:

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Section  V.    PayijentB  Limited  to  $10,000 

The  total  of  all  payments  made  in  connection  with  prograns 
for  1940  under  Section  6  of  the 'Soil .Conservation  and  Domestic  Allot- 
ment Act  to  any  individual,  partnership,  or  estate  v/ith  respect  to 
farms  located  within  a  single  State  shall  not  exceed  the  sun  of  $10,000 
prior  to  deduction  for  association  expenses  in  the  coimty  or  counties 
with  respect  to  which  the  payment  is  made.     The  total  of  rll  payments 
made  in  connection  with  such  programs  to  anj''  person  other  than  m 
individual,  partnership,  or  estate  with  respect  to  farms,  ranching 
units,  and  turpentine  places  in  the  United  States  (including  Alaska, 
Hawaii,  and  Puerto  Rico)  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $10,000  prior 
to  deduction  for  association  'expenses  in  the  county  or  counties  v;ith 
respect  to  which  the  paj^'ment  is  made. 

All  or  an;^-  part  of  any  payment  which  has  "been  or  otherwise 
would  "be  made  to  any  person  under  the  1940  program  may  "be  withheld  or 
required  to  "bo  returned  if  he  has  adopted  or  participated  in  adopting 
any  scheme  or  device,  including  the  dissolution,  reorganization,  re- 
vival, formation  or  use  of  ary  corporation,  partnership,  estate,  trust, 
.or  any  other  means,  which  was  designed  to  evade,  or  would  have  the 
effect  of  evading  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Section  VI,     Deductions  Incurred  on  Other  Farms. 

A,     Other  Farms  in  the  Same  County.     If  the  total  of  the  deductions 
computed  under  Section  I  v;ith  respect  to  any  farm  in  a  county 
exceeds  the  payment  for  full  performance  on  such  farm  computed 
under  Sections  I  and  II,  a  landlord's  or  tenant's  share  of 
the  amount       which  the  total  deduction  exceeds  the  total 
payment  shall  "be  deducted  from  that  landlord's  or  tenant's 
share  of  the  payments  which  y;ould  otherwise  "be  made  to  him 
with  res-pect  to  any  other  farm  or  farms  in  such  county. 

3.     Other  Farms  in  the  State.     If  the  deductions  computed  under 
Section  I  for  a  landlord  or  tenant  with  respect  to  one  or 
more  farms  in  a  county  exceed  the  paj'-ments  computed  for 
such  landlord  or  tenant  on  other  farms  in  the  county,  the 
amount  of  these  excess  deductions  shall  he  taicen  from  the 
payments  computed  for  the  landlord  or  tenant  with  respect 
to  any  other  farm  or  farms  in  the  State,     Before  this  can 
he  done  the  State  committee  must  find  that  the  crops  grown 
and  practices  adopted  on  the  farm  with  respect  to  which  the 
deductions  are  computed  substantially  offset  the  contribution 
to  the  program  made  on  the  other  farra  or  farms. 

Section  VII.     Deduction  for  Association  Expenses. 

There  shall  be  deducted  pro  rate  from  the  payments  with  respect 
to  any  farm  all  or  such  part  as  the  Secretary  may  proscribe  of  the 
estimated  adninistrativo  expenses  incurred  or  to  be  inciirrcd  by  the 
county  agricultural  conservation  association  in  the  county  in  which 
the  farm  is  located. 


Section  YIII.     Ilaterials  Jtiriiished  as  (Grants  of  Aid. 

TTherever  it  is  found  pi'acticable,  limestone,  superphosphate, 
trees,   seed,  ejid  other  fanning  materials,  upon  request  of  the  pro- 
ducer, may  "be  furnished  '!:;.'•  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administra- 
tion as  grants  of  aid«    Materials  furnished  arc  to  "be  used  in  cct-Z'- 
ing  out  approved  soil-building  practices  which  shall  count  tovzard 
meeting  the  soil-building  goal  for  the  farm. 

A  deduction  from  the  total  payments  for  the  farm  shall  be 
made  in  the  amount  of  the  approximate  average  cost  to  the  Agri- 
cultural Adjustment  Administration  in  ax)y  couaity,   State,  or  other 
area  of  an^'  material  furnished.     This  deduction  shall  be  applied 
first  to  the  payment  computed  for  the  person  to  v/hom  the  natcrir2s 
are  furnished  and  the  brZance,  if  any,  of  the  deduction  shall  be 
prorated  among  the  pa^-^ments  to  other  persons  sharing  in  the  total 
payment  for  the  farm  for  v;hich  such  materials  were  obtained  and 
on  which  they  were  used. 

I.Ia.terials  sha3-l  only  be  furnished  pursuant  to  a  producer's 
request  and  agreement  upon  a  form  prescribed  by  the  AgriculturaJ. 
Adjustment  Adaini stration.     S\ich  agreement  shall  i^rovide  that  (l) 
in  the  event  the  cjnoujit  of  deduction  for  na.tcri,?J.s  exceeds  the 
am.ount  of  l.he  payment  with  respect  to  the  farm,   the  amount  of  such 
difference  shall  be  paid  by  the  producer  to  the  Secretar;!.^;   (2)  if 
the  producer  uses  the  material  in  a  manner  which  is  not  in  sub- 
stantial accord  with  the  purposes  for  v/hich  such  material  was 
furnished,  the  deduction  with  respect  to  the  material  misused  shall 
be  twice  the  regular  rate  of  deduction  in  order  to  compensate  the 
Government  for  damages  because  of  such  misuse;   and  (3)  the  finding 
of  the  county  committee  that  the  material  has  been  used  in  a 
manner  which  is  not  in  substantial  accord  v;ith  the  purposes  for 
which  it  was  furnished  and  as  to  the  amount  of  material  so  misused, 
shall  be  final  when  approved  by  the  State  comm.ittee,  subject  to  the 
right  of  appeal  irnder  the  provisions  of  Section  XI, 

notwithstanding  anjr  other  -orovisions  of  this  bulletin,  for 
any  farm  on  which  the  only  practices  carried  out  are  those  through 
the  use  of  materials  furnished  and  no  other  performance  is  rendered, 
the  furnishing  of  the  materials  shall  be  in  lieu  of  any  payment 
v/hich  otherwise  might  be  computed  for  the  farm. 

The  rate  of  deduction  for  materials  furnished  p-ursuaJit  to 
provisions  of  this  section  for  each  State  or  county  shall  be  estab- 
lished by  the  A'rricultural  Mjustment  Administration. 

Section  IX.     General  Provisions  Relating  to  Pa;^'ments. 

A.     Pa:,'ment  Restricted  to  Effectuation  of  P^-irposes  of  the  Program 

1.     All  or  any  part  of  any  payment  which  otherwise  would  be 
made  to  anj--  person  under  the  1940  program  may  be  witlihcld 
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or  acquired  to  "be  ret-CLrncd  (rj  if  ho  adopts  or  hr.s 
adopted  any  pri^.ctlce  which  the  Secretary  determines 
tends  to  defeat  any  of  the  purposes  of  the  1940  or 
previous  agricultural  conservation  prograras,   ("b)  if, 
"by  means  of  siny  corporation,  partnership,  estate,  trust, 
or  any  other  device,  or  an;'"  manner  whatsoever,  he  has 
offset,  or  has  participated  in  offsettin;^,  in  whole  or 
in'  part,  the  performance  for  \7hich  such  payment  is 
othenvise  authorized,  or  (c)  if  the  county  committee, 
acting  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the 
State- committee  and  having  the  approval  of  the  regional 
director,  finds  that  the  forest  lands  owned  or  controlled 
by  him  have  been  abused  by  improper  cutting, 

2,'   Allotment  payments  will  be  made  only  for  farms  which 
are  being  operated  in  1940,     A  farm  will  not  be  con- 
sidered to  be  operated  in  1940  unless  it  is  tilled, 
For  the  purposes  of  the  1940  program  a  farm  will  be 
considered  to  be  tilled  only  if  an  acreage  equal  to 
at  least  one-half  the  sua  of  the  1940  potato  and  com- 
mercial vegetable  allotments  established  for  the  farm 
is  devoted  to  one  or  more  of  the  following  uses: 

a,  Seeded  to  a  crop  in  1940. 

b,  A  crop  other  than  bicnrdal  or  pcrcnnicJ.  hair  is 
harvested  in  1940. 

c,  C-rccn  manure  crops  oxc  plowed  or  disked  under 
in  1940. 

The  farm  will  also  be  considered  to  be  tilled 
if  the  State  committee  finds  that  none  of  the  opera,- 
tions  a,  b,  and  c  above  were  carried  out  because  of 
conditions  beyond  the  control  of  the  operator,  or  if, 
upon  recommendation  of  the  State  committee,  the  regional 
director  finds  that  the  farm  is  actually  being  oxjeratcd 
in  1940. 

B.    Payment  Com-puted  and  i.Ia.de  Without  Regard  to  Claims.  Any 
p^Tnent  or  share  of  payment  shall  be  computed  and  made 

(1)  without  regard  to  questions  of  title  under  State  law, 

(2)  without  deduction  of  claims  for  advances  (except  as 
provided  in  subsection  D  of  this  Section  IX  and  indebted" 
ness  to  the  United  States  subject  to  setoff  under  orders 
issued  brr  the  Secretary),  and  (3)  without  regard  to  any 
claim  or  lien  against  any  crop,  or  proceeds  thereof,  in 
favor  of  the  owner  or  any  other  creditor. 

Changes  in  Leasing  and  Cropping  Ag-reemcnts,  Pvcduction  in 
Irombor  of  Tenants,  and  Other  Devices,  If  on  anj^  fai'iri  in 
1940  any  change  of  the  arrangements  v/hich  existed  on  the

farm  in  1939  is  iQade  "between  the  landlord  or  operator  and 
the  tenants  or  sharecroppers  and  such  change  would  cause 
a  greater  proportion  of  the  payments  to  "bo  made  to  the 
lendlord  or  opcrfettor  under  the  1940  program  than  v;ould 
have  "been  mr.de  to  the  landlord  or  operator  for  pcrformmco 
on  the  fi^rn  under  the  1939  pro^om,  pcyments  to  the  land" 
lord  or  operator  under  the  1940  progrcm  with  respect  to 
the  farn  shpjll  not  "be  greater  than  the  amount  that  would 
have  "been  paid  to  the  landlord  or  operator  if  the  arrange- 
ments which  existed  on  the  farm  in  1939  had  "been  continued 
in  1940,     This  provision  shall  "be  exercised  only  if  the 
county  committee  certifies  that  the  change  is  not  justified 
and  disapproves  such  change. 

If  on  ary  f^rm  the  num'bcr  of  -sharecroppers  or  shrrc 
tenants  in  1940  is  less  than  the  avcrrgc  num"ber  on  the 
farm  d.uring  the  years  1937  to  1939,  inclusive,  and  the  re- 
duction would  increase  the  pa;y'ments  that  would  othenvise 
"be  made  to  the  landlord  or  operator,   such  payments  to  the 
landlord  or  operator  shall  not  "be  greater  than  the  amount 
that  would  otherwise  "be  made,  if  the  county  committee 
certifies  that  the  reduction  is  not  justified  and  dis- 
approves such  reduction. 

If  the  State  committee  finds  that  any  person  who 
files  an  application  for  paj'"mcnt  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  1940  program  ha.s  employed  rx^y  other 
scheme  or  device  (including  coercion,   fraud  or  misre- 
presentation), the  effect  of  which  would  "be  or  has 
"been  to  deprive  any  other  person  of  any  payment  under 
anj-  agricultural  conservr^.tion  n-c^ran  to  which  such 
other  person  wouJ.d  normally  "be  entitled,  the  Secretary 
may  withliold  in  whole  or  in  part  from  the  person  parti- 
cipating in  or  employing  such  a  scheiiie  or  device,  or 
require  such  person  to  refund  in  whole  or  in  part,  the 
amount  of  cmy  pa^.'^ment  v/hich  has  "been  or  v;ould  otherv/ise 
"be  made  to  such  person  in  connection  with  the  1940 
progr.'-'n. 

D.     Assignments.     Any  person  who  ma;/  "be  entitled  to  any 

payment  in  connection  with  the  1940  program  may  assign 
his  interest  in  such  payment  as  security  for  cash 
loaned  or  advances  made  for  the  prupose  of  financing 
the  making  of  a  crop  in  1940.     No  such  assignment  will 
"be  recognized  unless  the  assignment  is  made  in  writing 
on  Form  ACP-69  in  accordance  v/ith  instructions  (ACP-70) 
issued  by  the  ^'Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration 
and  unless  such  assignment  is  entitled  to  priority  as 
determined  under  the  instructions  governing  the  re- 
cording of  such  assignments  issued  "by  the  Agricultural 
Mjustment  Administration, 
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Nothing  contained  in  this  subsection  (D)  shall 
be  construed  to  give  the  assignee  a  right  to  any  pa^^ment 
other  than  that  to  which  the  farmer  is  entitled  nor 
(as  provided  in  the  Statute)  shall  the  Secretary  or  any 
disbursing  p.gent  be  subject  to  any  suit  or  liability  if 
payment  is  made  to  the  faruer  without  regard  to  the 
existence  of  any  svich  assignment, 

E.    Sxcess  Cotton  Acreage,     /jiy  person  who  knowingly  plants 
cotton  or  causes  cotton  to  be  planted  on  his  farm  in 
1940  on  acreage  in  e::cess  of  the  cotton  acreage  allot- 
ment for  the  farm  for  1940  shall  not  be  eligible  for 
any  payment  whatsoever  on  that  farm  or  any  other  farm 
under  the  provisions  of  the  1940  program.     i\ny  person 
having  an  interest  in  the  cotton  crop  on  a  farm  on 
which  cotton  is  planted  in  1940  on  eji  acreage  in  excess 
of  the  cotton  acreage  allotment  for  the  farm  for  1940 
shidl  be  presumed  to  have  knowingly  planted  cotton  on 
his  farm  on  ccreage  in  excess  of  such  frjm  cotton 
acreage  allotment  if  notice  of  the  foxn  allotment  is 
nailed  to  hln  prior  to  the  completion  of  the  planting 
of  cotton  on  the  farm,  unless  the  farmer  establishes 
the  fact  that  the  excess  acreage  was  planted  to  cotton 
due  to  his  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  number  of  acres  in 
the  tract  (s)  planted  to  cotton.     Such  notice,  if  mailed 
to  the  operator  of  the  farm,   shall  be  deemed  to  be 
notice  to  all  persons  sharing  in  the  production  of 
cotton  on  the  farm  in  1940. 

Section  X.     Application  for  Payment 

A.     Persons  Eligible  to  File  Applications.     An  application 
for  payment  with  respect  to  a  farm  may  be  made  by  aj:v 
person  for  v/hom,  under  the  provisions  of  Section  III  a 
share  in  the  payment  with  respect  to  the  fcxn  nciy  be 
computed  and  (l)  who  at  the  tim.e  of  harvest  is  entitled 
to  share  in  the  crops  grown  on  the  farm  under  a  lease 
or  operating  agreement  or  as  owner-operator,  or  (2) 
who  is  owner  or  operator  of  such  farm  and  participates 
thereon  in  1940  in  cajrrying  out  approved  soil-building 
practices. 

S.    Time  and  Manner  of  Piling  Applica.tion  and  Information 
Required.     Payment  will  bo  made  only  upon  a„pplication 
submitted  through  the  county  office  not  later  than 
March  31,  1941.    The  Secretary  reserves  the  right  (l) 
to  withhold  payment  from  anj'"  person  who  fails  to  file 
any  form  or  furnish  ar^'  information  required  with  respect 
to  any  farm  which  such  person  is  operating  or  renting 
to  another  person  for  a  share  of  the  crops  grown  thereon, 
and  (2)  to  refuse  to  accept  any  application  for  payment 
if  any  form  or  information  required  is  not  submitted  to 
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the  coimty  office  v/ithin  the  time  fixed  "by  the  regional 
director.     A^.  least  two  weeks'  notice  to  the  puhlic 
shall  "be  given  of  the  expiration  of  a  time  limit  for 
filing  prescribed  forms  and  anj'  time  limit  fixed  shall 
"be  such  as  rj fords  a  full  and  fair  opportunity  to  those 
eligible  to  file  the  form  within  the  period  prescribed. 
Such  notice  shall  be  given  by  nailing  the  sane  to  the 
office  of  each  county  conmittec  a:'id  nsking  copies  of 
the  sane  E,vailable  to  the  press. 

C.     Applications  for  Other  ?arns.     If  a  person  has  the  right 
to  receive  all  or  a  ]jortion  of  the  crops,  or  proceeds 
therefrom,  produced  on  more  than  one  farm  in  a  county 
and  makes  application  for  payment  with  respect  to  one 
of  such  farms,   such  person  nust  make  application  for 
paj/nent  with  respect  to  all  such  farms  which  he  operates 
or  rents  to  other  persons.    Upon  request  by  the  State 
comnittee  ar^  person  shall  file  with  the  committee  such 
information  as  it  may  request  regarding  sony  other  farm 
in  the  State  with  respect  to  which  he  has  the  right  to 
receive  all  or  a  portion  of  the  crops  or  proceeds  thereof 
or  which  he  rents  to  another  for  cash. 

Section  XI,  Appeals 

Any  person  may,  within  15  days  after  notice  thereof  is 
forv/arded  to  or  made  available  to  him,  request  the  county  com~ 
nittec  in  writing  to  reconsider  its  rcconncndation  or  determina- 
tion in  any  of  the  following  natters  respecting  anj'  farm  in  the 
operation  of  v/hich  he  has  an  interest  as  landlord,   tenant  or 
sharecropper:     (a)  eligibility  to  file  an  application  for  payment; 
(b)  any-  acreage  allotment,  usual  acreage,  normal  or  actual  yield, 
measurement  or  soil-building  allowajice;   (c)  the  division  of 
payment;  or  (d)  anj-  other  na.tter  ajTfecting  the  right  to  or  the 
rjBount  of  his  payment  with  respect  to  the  fajrm.    The  county 
conmittee  shall  notify  such  person  of  its  decision  in  writing 
within  15  days  after  receipt  of  such  v/ritten  request  for  recon- 
sideration.    If  such  person  is  dissatisfied  with  the  decision 
of  the  county  comnittee,  he  ma;'  within  15  isys  after  such 
decision  is  forwarded  to  or  made  available  to  him,  a'opoal  in 
v;riting  to  the  State  committceo    The  State  comnittee  shaJl  notify/ 
such  person  of  its  decision  in  writing  within  30  days  after  the 
receipt  of  the  appeal.     If  such  person  is  dissatisfied  with  the 
decision  of  the  State  committee,  he  may,  within  15  days  after 
such  decision  is  forwarded  or  made  available  to  him,  request 
the  regional  director  to  review  the  decision  of  the  State 
comnittee. 

Written  notice  of  an,^"-  decision  rendered  under  this  section 
by  the  county  or  State  comnittee  shall  also  bo  issued  to  each 
person  known  to  it  who,  as  landlord,  tenant,  or  sharecropper 
having  an  interest  in  the  operation  of  the  farm,  nay  be  adversely 


affected  "by  such  decision.    Only  a  person  who  chovrs  that  he  is 
adversely  affected  t'j  the  outcone  of  any  request  for  reconsidera- 
tion or  api^eal  may  ap;^eal  the  matter  furthei-,  "bxit  p^y  person  v^ho, 
r.s  landlord,  tenant,  or  sharecropper  having  an  interest  in  the 
operation  of  the  f^jrin,  would  he  affected  "by  the.  decision  to  "be 
made  on  ,aiiy  reconsideration  hy  the  covnty  ccnmittee  or  subsequent 
apj)eal  shall  "be  given  a  full  and  fair  hearing  if    he  appears  when 
the  hearing  thereon  is  held. 

Section  XII.  Definitions 

For  the  purposes  of  the  1940  T:'rogram,  unless  the  conte;:t 
otherwise  requires: 

A.  Officials 

1.  Secretary  means  the  Secretary  of  As^iculture  of  the 
United  States. 

2.  Regional  director  means  the  director  of  the  division 
of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  in 
charge  of  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  in 
the  Uortheast  Hegion. 

3.  State  comr.ittee  means  the  group  of  persons  desig- 
nated within  anj-  State  to  assist  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  1940  program  in  such  State. 

4.  County  committee  means  the  group  of  persons  elected 
within  axxy  county  to  assist  in  the  administration  of 
the  1940  program  in  such  county. 

3.     l\ortheast  Hegion  means  the  ai'ca  included  in  the  States  of 
Connecticut,  Maine,  Massachusetts,  Hew  Hampshire,  New 
Jersey,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  FJiode  Island,  and  Vermont. 

C,     Farm  means  all  adjacent  or  nerjrhy  farm  land  under  the  same 
ownership  which  is  operated  ''crj  one  person,  including  also: 

1.  An^'  other  adjacent  or  near  "by  farm  land  which  the 
county  committee,  in  accordance  with  instructions 
issued  "by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administra- 
tion, determines  is  operated  "by  the  same  person 
as  part  of  the  same  unit  with  respect  to  the 
rotation  of  crops  and  with  workstock,  farm  machinery, 
and  lahor  substantially  separate  from  that  for  aiy 
other  land;  and 

2,  Ai\''  field-rented  tract  (whether  operated  hy  the  same 
or  another  person)  which,  together  with  any  other 
land  included  in  the  farm,  constitutes  a  unit  with 
respect  to  the  rotation  of  crops. 


A  farm  shall  "be  recaxded  as  locatPd  in  the  connt"  or  ad- 
ministrative crea,  as  the  case  me^r  he,  in  which  the  principal 
dv/olling  is  situated,  or,  if  there  is  no  dv7elling  thereon,  it 
shall  he  regarded  as  located  in  the  cornty  or  administrative, 
area,  as  the  case  may  he,   in  v/hich  the  najor  portion  of  the 
farm  is  located. 

D.    I.^i  scellaneoiis, 

1.  Person  means  an  individual,  partnership,  association, 
corooration,  estate,  or  trust,   r.nd,  wherever  appli- 
cable, a  State,  a  political  subdivision  of  a  State, 
or  any  agencr  thereof, 

2.  Landlord  or  owner  means  a  person  who  owns  land  and 
rents  such  lajid  to  another  person  or  operates  such 
land. 

3.  Sharecropper  means  a  person  v;ho  works  a  farm  in  whole 
or  in  part  under  the  general  supervision  of  the 
operator  and  is  entitled  to  receive  for  his  labor  a 
share  of  a  crop  produced  thereon  or  of  the  proceeds 
thereof. 

4.  TenaJit  means  a  person  other  than  a  sharecropper  who 
rents  laJid  from  another  person  (for  cash,  a  fixed 
commodity  payment,  or  a.  shcjre  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  crops)  and  is  entitled  under  a  written  or  orrJL 
lease  or  agreement  to  receive  -all  or  a  shaxe  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  crops  produced  thereon. 

Section  XIII.     ./-uthority  and  Availability  of  Funds 

A.  Authority.     Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  by  sections  7  to  17,  inclusive, 
of  the  Soil  Conservation  aaid  Domestic  Allotment  Act,  as 
amended,  paj.Trients  and  grants  of  aid  will  be  made  in 
York  County,  liaine,  for  participation  in  the  Agricultural 
Conservation  Phase  of  the  1940  Unified  Program  for  York 
County,  I.Iaine.     This  participation  shall  be  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  bulletin  and  such 
modifications  thereof  or  other  provisions  as  may 
hereafter  be  made.

Unified  Progrcan  for  York  County.     As  an  ndjustnent 
for  participation,  the  rates  of  payment  and  deduction 
specified  herein  nry  "be  increased  or  docroasod  oy  as 
much  as  10  percent.

"Wlierever  such  material  is  fm-nished,  a  deduction  shall  "be 
made  in  an  amount  determined  "by  the  Agricultui-al  Adjustment  Adminis- 
tration on  the  "basis  approved  "by  the  Secretary,    Such  deduction  shall 
"be  applied  first  to  the  payment  computed  for  the    person  to  whom  such

"Llaterials  shtill  "be  furnished  only  pursuant  to  a  producer's 
request  and  agreement  upon  Form  ACP-64,     In  the  event  the  amoimt  of 
deduction  for  materials  exceeds  the  o.mount  of  the  pajj.'ment  su"b.ject  to 
deduction,  the  anoTjnt  of  such  difference  shall  "be  paid  "by  the  pro- 
ducer to  the  Secretary,  except  th".t  if  proper  use  of  the  material 
has  "been  made  only  tliat  part  of  such  difference  not  duo  to  changes 
in  the  rates  of  payment  shall  "be  so  paid.    If  the  -orod-acer  uses  any 
such  material  in  a  manner  which  is  not  in  sii"bstantial  accord  with 
the  purpose  for  i/hich  such  material  v/e.s  furnished,  ap.  additional 
deduction  for  the  material  misused  equal  to  the  amoujat  of  the 
original  deduction  for  such  material  shall  "be  made  to  compensate

1.  Usual  Acreage  of  Corn  for  C-r,ain.    Usual  acreages  of  corn 
for  grain  shall  "be  determined  for  all  farms  for  vjhich  a. 
pa.yment  is  computed  v.dth  respect  to  a  potato  or  wheat 
acreage  allotment  and  on  v;hich  the  usual  acreage  of 
corn  for  grain  is  more  than  10  acres.

3.  County  Acreage  Allotronts.     County  acreage  allotments  of 
potatoes  shall  be  detorminod  by  the  Agriculturcal  Adjust- 
ment Administration  v;ith  the  assistance  of  the  State  com- 
mittee by  distributing  the  State  acreage  allotment  of 
pota,toes  among  the  counties  in  the  State  on  the  basis  of 
the  acreage  allotments  determined  under  the  1939  program, 
taking  into  consideration  trends  in  acreage  on  commercial 
pota,to  farms  and  the  acreage  of  potatoes  on  noncon:.iercial 
farms . 
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4.  Farm  Acreage  Allotments.    A  potato  acreage  allotment  shall 
be  determined  b;r  the  county  committee  with  the  assisto.nce 
of  other  local  committoeg  in  the  county  in  accordn.ncc  with 
instructions  couto.incd  in  NSR-417-P  for  each  farm  for  which 
the  normal  acreage  of  potatoes  is  determined  to  bo  three 
acres  or  more.    No  potato  acro.a£:c  allotment  shall  be  less 
than  3  acres  unless  it  is  reduced  because  there  was  planted 
on  the  farm  in  1940  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's 
potato  allotment. 

Potato  acreage  allotments  shall  be  determined  on 
the  basis  of  good  soil  management,  tillable  acrea.ve  on  the 
farm^  type  of  soil,  topO;?;raphy,  production  facilities,  and 
the  acreage  of  potatoes  customarily  grown  on  the  farm.  The 
potato  acreage  allotment  for  any  farm  shall  compare  v;ith 
the  potato  acreage  allotments  for  other  farms  in  the  same 
community  v;hich  arc  similar  rith  respect  to  such  factors. 

If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's  potato 
allotment  is  planted,  the  potato  allotment  vrill  be 
reduced  to  110  percent  of  the  acreage  planted.

b.  $20.00  per  acre  of  land  planted  to  commercial  vege- 
tables and  also  planted  to  potatoes  in  the  1940  crop 
year  in  excess  of  the  usual  acreage  of  commercial 
vegetables  with  potatoes. 
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1.  ITation?.!  Goal.     The  1940  national  goal  for  v/hoat  is 
60,000,000  to  65,000,000  acres. 

2.  National  and  State  Acreage  Allotments. •  The  national  and 
State  v/heat  acreage  allotments  v;ill  be  established  by 
the  Secretary. 

3.  County  Acreage  Allotments.     County  acreajre  allotments 

of  vh'.at  shall  bo  determined  by  the  Agricultural  Adjust- 
ment Administration  with  the  assistance  of  the  State 
committee  by  distributing  the  State  acreage  allotm.ent 
of  wheat  among  the  counties  in  such  State  pro  rata  on 
the  basis  of  the  acreage  seeded  for  the  production  of 
wheat  plus  the  acreage  diverted  under  agricultural  ad- 
justment or  conservation  program.s  in  such  counties 
■   during  the  ten  years,  1929  to  1938,  inclusive,  with 
appropriate  adjustments  for  abnormal  weather  conditions 
and  trends  in  acreage. 

4.  Farm  Acreage  Allotments.    Acreage  allotment?  of  v;heat 
shall  be  determined  by  the  county  committee  with  the 
assistance  of  other  local  com;:iittees  in  the  county  in 
accorcance  with  instructions  contained  in  H5R-401. 
They  shall  be  determined  for  farms  on  which  wheat  has 
been  planted  for  harvest  in  one  or  m.ore  of  the  years 
1937,  1938,   and  1939.     The  basis  for  their  determina- 
tion shall  be  (a)  the  tillable  acreage  and  crop  rota- 
tion practices  as  reflected  in  the  usual  acreage  of 
wheat  on  the  farm  or  the  ratio  of  v/hoat  acreage  to 
cropland  in  the  community  or  in  the  county,  (b)  type 
of  soil,  and  (c)  topography. 

Not  more  than  3  percent  of  the  county  v/hea.t  acreage 
allotment  shall  be  apportioned  to  farms  in  the  county  on 
which  v;heat  vrill  be  planted  for  harvest  in  1940  but  on 
v/hich  v/heat  was  not  planted  for  harvest  in  any  one  of  the 
three  years  1937,  1938,  and  1939.    Allotments  for  these 
farms  shall  be  determined  on  the  basis  of  tillable 
acreage,  crop  rotation  practices,  t^'pe  of  soil,  and  topo- 
graphy. 

The  wheat  acreage  allotment  for  any  farm  shall 
compare  v/ith  the  wlieat  allotm.ents  determined  for  other 
farms  in  the  same  ccm.munity  which  are  similar  v.dth  res- 
pect to  such  factors. 

Any  farm  for  which  a  v/heat  acreage  allotm.ent  is 
determined  shall  be  considered  as  a  non-vrheat-allotment 
farm  for  the  purposes  of  the  1940  program;  if  the  persons 
having  an  interest-  in  the  wheat  planted  on  the  farm  so 
choose. 


The  sun  of  the  v;hoat  acrcasre  allotments  determined 
for  all  farms  (including  those  not  participating  in  the 
program)  in  a  county  shall  not  exceed  the  county  v/heat 
acreafi:e  allotment.     The  sum  of  the  wheat  acreage  allot- 
ments determined  for  farms  participating  in  the  1940 
program  shall  not  exceed  their  proportionate  share  of 
the  county  v;heat  acroage  allotment. 

Usual  Acroago  of  7/heat.     Usual  acreages  of  vrheat  shall  he 
estahlished  for  all  non-v;heat-allotment  farms  on  vhich 
the  normal  acreage  of  V'^heat  harvested  as  grain,  or  for 
any  other  purpose  after  reaching  maturitj'-,  is  more  than 
10  acres.    The  usual  acreage  of  wheat  shall  he  determined 
on  tViO  basis  of  the  past  acrea7;e  with  due  allov/o.nce  for 
the  eiJfects  of  abnormal  v;eather  conditions,  tillable 
acreage,  crop  rotation  practices,  typo  of  soil,  and 
topography. 

The  sum  of  the  usual  v.'heat  acreages  determined  for 
such  fariiis  in  a  co^mty  shall  not  exceed  the  sura  of  the 
1937-1938  average  acreages  of  wheat  harvested  for  grain, 
or  for  any  other  "ourpose  after  reaching  maturity,  on 
such  farms,  except  upon  approval  by  the  Agricultural  Ad- 
justment Administration  v;here  it  is  found  that  the 
1957-1938  average  acreage  was  not  represento.tive  because 
of  abnormrl  weather  conditions  or  marked  shifts  in 
cropping  practices  in  the  county. 

Horn,?.!  Yields.     The  county  committee,  with  the  assistance 
of  other  locnl  cc:::mit tees  in  the  county,  shall  d"^- ■;e.rmine 
for  each  farm  for  which  a  wheat  acreage  allotment  is 
determined  or  a  deduction  is  computed  a  normal  yield  for 
wheat  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  contained  in 
1TER--401  and  the  following  provisions: 

a.  Vr^iere  reliable  records  of  the  actual  average  yields 
per  acr?.  of  v.licat  for  the  10  years  1S29  to  1938,  in- 
clusive, are  presented  by  the  farmer  or  are  available 
to  the  committee,  the  normal  yield  for  the  farm  shall 
be  the  average  of  such  yields  adjusted  for  trends  and 
abnormal  weather  conditions. 

b.  If  for  any  year  of  the  10-year  period,  1929  to  1938, 
inclusive,  reliable  records  of  the  actual  average  yield 
are  not  available  or  there  v;aa  no  actual  yield  because 
wheat  was  not  produced  on  the  farm  in  svich  year,  the 
normal  yield  for  the  farm  shall  be  the  yield  v;hich,  on 
the  basis  of  all  available  facts,  including  the  yield 
customarily  made  on  the  farm,  weather  conditions,  type 
of  soil,  drainage,  production  practices,  and  general 
fertility  of  the  land,  the  county  comjnittee  determines 
to  be  the  yield  which  was  or  could  reasonably  have  been 
expected  on  the  farm  for  such  10-year  period. 
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c.     The  yields  detcnnined  under  subpo.ragraph  "b  of  this 
pr-ragr-^-ph  6  shall  "be  adjusted  so  that  the  average  of 
the  nornal  yields  for  all  farns  in  the  county  (v/eighted 
"by  the  vrhcat  acreage  allot.r.cnts  dctcrnincd  for  such 
farns)  shall  not  exceed  the  county  yield  established 
by  the  Secretary. 

7.  ITon-wheat-allotment  fa.rm  nieans  (a)  a  farm  for  which  no 
vrheat  acreage  allotment  is  deterrAned  and  (h)  a  farm  for 
v/hich  a  vrheat  acreage  allotment  is  determined  and  the  per- 
sons Imving  an  interest  in  the  v.'heat  planted  on  the  fa.rra 
choose,   in  accordance  vrith  instructions  contained  in  lTZR-401, 
to  have  the  farm  considered  for  the  purposes  of  the  1940 
program  as  a  non-v/heat-allotment  farm. 

8.  Acreage  planted  to  wheat  meo-ns  (a)  any  acreage  of  land 
devoted  to  seeded  wheat  (except  v;hen  the  v.fheat  is  seeded 
in  a  mixture  containing  25  percent  or  more  by  weight  of 
rye,  v^inter  barley,  or  vetch^  and  (b)  any  acreage  of  land 
which  is  seeded  to  a  mixture  containing  v;heat  and  25  per- 
cent or  more  by  weight  of  rye,  v;inter  barley,  or  vetch, 
but  the  other  crop  fails  to  reach  maturity  and  the  v/heat 
is  harvested  for  grain  or  roaches  maturity. 

9.  Payment.     ('Vheat  allotment  farms.)     9  cents  per  bushel 
of  the  normal  yield  of  the  v/heat  allotment. 

10.  Deduction. 

a.  (I\'heat  allotment  farms.)     50  cents  pc-r  bushel  of 
the  normal  yield  for  each  acre  planted  to  v;hcat 
in  excess  of  the  v;heat  -illotment, 

b.  (Non-wheat -allotment  farms.)     50  cents  per  bushel 

of  the  normal  yield  for  each  acre  of  wheat  harvested 
for  grain  or  for  any  other  purpone  after  reaching 
maturity  in  excess  of  the  usual  acreage  of  wheat  for 
the  farm,  or  10  acres,  v/hichever  is  larger. 

Section  II.     Soil-Building  Goals,  Soil-Building  Allowance,  and  Practices 

A.  National  3-oal.     The  national  goal  is  the  conservation  of  the 
cropland  not  required  in  1940  for  the  growing  of  soil- 
depleting  crops,  the  restoration,  insofar  as  is  practicable, 
of  a  permanent  vegetative  cover  on  land  unsuited  to  the  con- 
tinued production  of  cultivated  crops;  and  the  carrying-out 
of  soil-building  practices  that  will  conserve  and  improve 
soil  fertility  and  prevent  wind  o.nd  v/ater  erosion. 

B.  County  Goals.     Insofar  as  practicable,  county  goals  shall  be 
determined  for  particular  soil-building  practices  v/hich  are 
not  routine  farming  practices  in  the  county  and  which  are 
most  needed  in  the  county  in  order  to  conserve  and  improve 
soil  fertility  and  to  prevent  wind  and  water  erosion. 
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C*    Farm  3-oals»     Insofar  as  practicable,  the  county  cornmittee 
;   "shall  determine  for  individual  farms  practices  to  be  follov;cd 
v/hich  are  not  routine  farming  practices  on  the  farr.,  but 
which  p.re  needed  on  the  term  in  order  to  conserve  and  improve 
soil  fertility  and  prevent  wind  and  water  erosion  and  v.'hich 
will  tend  to  accomplish  the  goals,  if  any,  determined  for 
the  county  with  respect  to  particular  soil-building  practices. 

D.  ''.^oodland  Rehabilitation  Allov.'ance.     Each  farm  shall  have 
a  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance  of  $60  which  may  be 
earned  for  the  elimination  of  fire  hazards,  improving 
the  remaining  stand  of  trees,  and  providing  for  the  re- 
storation of  a  full  stand  of  trees  on  v/oodland  which 
constitutes  a  serious  fire  hazard  as  a  result  of  hurricane 
damage,  provided  such  work  is  done  vfith  the  prior  approval 
of  the  county  committee  and  in  accordance  with  such 
approved  system  of  farm  woodland  management  as  is  speci- 
fied by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 
Payment  at  the  rate  of  $4  for  each  acre  on  vmich  this  v/ork 
is  correctly  done  v;ill  be  allowed  tov;ard  earning  the  wood^- 
land  rehabilitation  al]  ov;ance .    The  area  on  v.'hich  the 
v/oodland  rehabilitation  allov.'ance  is  earned  shall  not  be 
eligible  for  practice  No.  15. 

This  allowance  is  not  incli.ided  in  the  soil-building 
allowance . 

E.  Reforestation  Allowance.    Each  farm  will  have  a  reforesta- 
tion allo'-;ance  of  -^oO  in  addition  to  the  soil-bv.ilding 
allov/ance.    Payment  v/ill  be  allowed  for  the  planting  of 
nursery-grov/n  forest-tree  transplants  or  seedlings  or 
lifted  wild  stock,  at  the  rate  of  at  least  1,000  trees 
per  acre,  spaced  about  6  by  6  foot  on  open  farm  land.  One 
thousand  trees  planted  on  tvfo  or  more  small  tracts  of  less 
than  1  acre  each  shall  be  considered  as  an  acre,  even 
though  the  total  area  may  be  larger.     Shrubs  helpful  to 
wildlife  Tn.r-y  be  included  in  the  planting.    Aref.s  planted 
must  be  gi;'en  reasonable  protection  against  fire  and  damage 
by  livestock-grazing  and  must  be  cared  for  in  accordance 
with  good  tree  culture  and  wildlife -management  practice. 

Payment  v;ill  not  be  allowed  for  planting  white  pine 
unless  currant  and  gooseberry  bushes  within  1,000  feet  of 
the  planting  site  are  removed. 

The  following  varieties  of  forest  trees  are  recommended 
for  planting:     VHiite  cedar,  balsam  fir,  European  larch, 
Japanese  larch,  black  locust,  red  pine,  Scotch  pine,  white 
pine,  Jack  pine,  wMte  spruce,  Norway  spruce,  white  ash, 
basswood,  black  cherry,  sugar  maple,  red  oak,  and  bitternut 
hickory. 
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Payment  may  bo  allov;od  for  planting  other  varieties 
if  the  county  conmittoe,  upon  advice  of  the  Extension  Ser- 
vice of  the  ilew  York  State  College  of  Agriculture,  approves 
the  selection. 

PajTnent  at  the  rate  of  $7,50  per  acre  vill  be  allov/ed 
tov/ard  oariiing  the  reforestation  allo'-'ancc, 

5oil-3uilding  Allov/ancc .    A  soil-building  allo'.'.'anco  v/ill  be 
computed,  for  each  far.n  and  will  represent  the  largest  amount 
which  can  bo  earned  on  any  farm  by  carrying  cut  soil-building 
practices . 

1.     The  soil-building  allowance  for  any  farn  on  v/hich  the  sura 
of  the  follov.ring  items  is  $20  or  more  shall  be  equal  to 
that  sum: 

a.  70  cents  per  acre  of  cropland  in  excess  of  the  sum  of 
the  wheo.t  and  potato  allotncnts. 

Cr  on  land  means  fam  land  v;hich  in  1939  v;as 
tilled  or  v;as  in  regular  rotation  excluding  any  land 
in  commercial  orchards. 

b.  $2  per  acre  of  commercial  orchards  on  the  farm 
January  1,  1940. 

Commercial  orchards  means  the  acreage  in  planted 
or  cultivated  fruit  trees,  nut  trees,  vineyards,  hops, 
or  bush  fruits  on  the  far;n  on  January  1,  1940,  from 
which  the  principal  part  of  the  production  is  normally 
sold.     This  definition  does  not  include  non-bearing 
orchards  and  non-bearing  vineyards. 

c.  40  cents  per  a.cre  of  fenced  noncrop  open  pasture 
land  in  excess  of  one-half  of  the  number  of  acres 
of  cropland. 

Fenced  noncroyj  open  pasture  land  means 
pasture  land  (other  than  rotation  pasture  land)  on 
which  the  predominant  grov/th  is  forage  suitable  for 
grazing  and  on  v;hich  the  number  of  grouping  of  any 
trees  or  shrubs  is  such  that  the  land  could  not 
fairly  be  considered  as  woodland  and  which  is 
capable  of  maintaining  during  the  normal  pasture 
season  at  least  one  animal  luiit  for  each  five  acres. 

Animal  vinit  means  one  cow,  one  horse,  five 
sheep,  five  goats,   tvro  calves,  or  two  colts,  or  the 
equivalent  thereof. 
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2.    The  soil-building  allovance  for  any  farm  on  v;hich  the 
total  of  the  cropland,  orchard,  and  pasture  items  is 
less  than  $20,  shall  "be  the  larger  of: 

a.  The  s^m  of  items  la,  lb,  and  Ic  listed  in  sub- 
section F  above,  or 

b.  The  amount  obtained  by  subtracting  the  sum  of  the 
raaxira\ira  allotment  payments  computed  from  $20. 

G-.     Soil-Building  Practicos.     The  soil-building  practices  listed 
in  the  follov/ing  schedule  shall  count  to',;ard  earning  the 
soil-building  alloi.vance  to  the  extent  indicated  therein  vxhen 
such  practicos  are  not  disapproved  for  the  f;\rra  by  the 
county  corxiittec  and  arc  carried  out  under  the  provisions 
of  the  1940  program  during  a  period  ITovember  1,  1939,  to 
October  31,  1940,   inclusive,   in  accordance  v;ith  the  speci- 
fications contained  in  1\1ER-410  for  the  State. 

If  one-ho.lf  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying 
out  any  practice  is  represented  by  l8.bor,  seed,  trees,  or 
materials  f\irnished  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency  other 
than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  the 
practice  shall  not  be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil- 
building  allov/ance.     If  less  than  ons-half  of  the  total 
cost  of  carrj^ing  out  any  practice  is  represented  by  labor, 
seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal 
agcncjT"  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administra- 
tion, one-half  of  the  practice  shall  be  counted  toward 
earning  the  soil-building  allowance.     Labor,  seed,  trees, 
and  materials  furnished  to  a  Sts,te,  a  political  sub- 
division of  a  State,  or  an  agency  thereof  by  any  agency 
of  the  same  State  shall  not  be  deemed  to  have  been  fur- 
nished by  "a  State   agency"  v/ithin  the  meaning  of 

this  pa.ragraph. 

Trees  purchased  from  a  Cl-^-rk-i/icNary  Cooperative 
State  Nursery  shall  not  be  deemed  to  have  been  paid  for 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency. 

The  rates  of  payment  listed  belov;  are  the  maximum 
rates  allov/able,  and  the  rates  of  payment  for  any  prac- 
tice included  may  be  adjusted  dovmward  by  the  State  com- 
mittee with  the  approval  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration  in  order  to  reflect  relatively  lower 
costs  or  relative  desirability  of  the  practice. 

SCHEDUI.E  OF  SOIL-BUILD irC-  PP.iCTICZS 

Payment  v/ill  bo  allowed  for  any  of  the  follov/ing  seeding 
practices,  Nos.  1  to  5,  inclusive,  provided  at  least  300  pounds 
per  acre  of  20  percent  superphosphate  or  its  equivalent  arc  applied 
to  the  same  land  in  1940  at  or  before  the  time  of  seeding,  or 
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satisfactory  evidence  is  prcsGntod  to  the  county  committee  tha.t 
this  amount  of  material  v;as  applied  to  the  same  land  after  July 
15,  1939,  in  preparation  for  the  seeding,  and  provided  the  seeding 
is  not  plowed  or  disked  under  for  a  green  manure  crop  in  1940. 

The  equivalents  of  300  pounds  of  20  percent  superphosphate 

are: 

187.5  pounds  of  32  percent  superphosphate,  or 
375  pounds  of  16  percent  superphosphate,  or 
375  pounds  of  4-15-4  mixed  fertilizer,  or 
500  pounds  of  4-12-4  mixed  fortilizor,  or 
600  pounds  of  5-10-5  mixed  fortil.izer,  or 
750  pounds  of  4-8-7  mixed  fertilizer. 

Applying  the  amount  shown  in  any  one  of  the  ahove  materials 
or  its  equivalent  per  acre  will  meet  the  requirements. 

By  red  clover  or  alfalfa  seed,  as  mentioned  in  practices 
Nos,  1  to  6,  inclusive,  is  meant  any  such  seed  gro'-m  in  New  York, 
any  Nev;  England  State,  Idaho,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Michigan, 
Minnesota,  Montana,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania, 
South  Dakota,  V/isconsin,  Wyoming,  or  Canada,  or  genuine  Grimm 
alfalfa  seed  from  'any  source. 

Practice  No.  1'  -  Seedin..';  Le^^^^umes  and  Grasses 

Rate  of  Pa.^rment:     $0 .75  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  alsike  clover,  red  clover,  or  alfalfa  in 
mixtures.    At  least  15  pounds  per  acre  of  a  mixture  of  these 
legumes  and  timothy  or  other  grasses  shall  be  used,  and  the  mix- 
ture shall  contain  at  least  5  pounds  per  acre  of  any  one,  or  a 
combination  of  alsike  clover,  red  clover,  or  alfalfa  seed.  The 
timothy  or  other  grasses  may  have  been  seeded  in  the  fall  of 
193S. 

Practice  No.  2  -  Soedin.^.  Lc.,i:^mes 

Rate  of  Pa:y^ent;     .'*^0.75  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  at  least  8  pounds  per  acre  of  alsike  clover, 
or  of  at  least  10  pounds  of  red  clovtir,  or  a  mixture  of  10  pounds 
of  these.    Alfalfa  may  be  substituted  in  a  mixture  for  either  of 
these  clovers,  but  may  not  be  seeded  alone  under  this  practice. 
Timothy  a.nd  other  grasses  may  be  used  in  addition  to  the  legumes.

Rate  of  Payment;     $0.75  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  at  least  12  pounds  p^r  acre  of  hulled 
sv;eet  clover  seed  alone  or  in  mixtur.^s. 
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Practice  No..  4  -  Scediii^  Alfalfa 

Rate  of  Pa^Tncntr     j?1.50  per  Aero 

The  seeding  of  at  least  12  pounds  per  acre  of  alfalfa 
seed  alone  or  in  mixtures. 

Practice  No.  5  -  Seeding  Pr.sturcs 

Rate  of  Payment;     ^^5  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  one  of  the  following  permanent  pasture 
mixtures  on  land  prepared  "by  harrov/ing  or  plowing: 

At  least  25  pounds  per  acre  of  Cornell  Pasture  Mixture,  or 

At  least  20  pounds  per  acre  of  Cornell  Hay  Pasture  Mixture,  or 

An  equivalent  amount  of  any  other  mixtvire  recon^mended  "by  the 
State  cor^jnittee  with  the  approval  of  the  Regional 
Director. 

Practice  ITo.  6  -  Seeding  Wild  VHiito  Clover  or  Ladino  Clover 

Rate  of  Payment:     $0.75  per  Acre 

The  seeding  on  established  pastures  of  at  least  1  pound  of 
v;ild  v;hite  clover  seed  per  acre  leaving  a  certificate  of  origin 
approved  by  the  Extension  Service  of  the  New  York  State  College 
of  Agriculture,  or  the  seeding  of  at  least  1  pound  of  ladino 
clover  seed  per  acre. 

Practice  No.  7  -  Applying  Superphosphate 

Rate  of  Pa^Tncnt:     $12.50  per  Ton  of  30  percent 

Superphosphate  or  Squivalent 

The  application  of  at  least  300  pounds  per  acre  of  20  percent 
superphosphate  or  its  equivalent  (l)  in  connection  v;ith  the  seeding 
of  clover,  alfalfa,  or  pasture  mixtures,  or  (2)  to  established 
pastures,  hay  lands,  or  orchard  sods,  or  to  green  manure  or  cover 
crops  in  commercial  orchards,  or  (3)  in  connection  with  the  seeding 
of  v/inter  vetch  to  be  used  as  a  winter  cover  crop  or  of  green  manure 
or  cover  crops  in  commercial  orchards.' 

IVhen  superphosphate  is  used  on  a  nurse  crop  which  is  har- 
vested for  grain,  payment  vrill  be  allowed  only  for  the  amount  per  acre 
over  160  pounds  of  20  percent  superphosphate  or  the  equivalent. 

Practice  No.  8  -  Applying  Muriate  of  Potash 

Rate  of  Payment:  $1  for  each  100  Pounds 

of  50  percent  Muriate  of 
Potash  or  its  Equivalent 

The  application  of  at  least  60  pounds  per  acre  of  50  percent 
muriate  of  potash  or  its  equivalent  (l)  in  connection  with  the  seed- 
ing of  clover,  alfalfa,  or  pasture  mixtures,  or  (2)  for  improving 
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established  hay  lands  or  pastures,  or  (3)  in  connection  viith  the 
seeding  of  vetch  to  "be  used  as  a  winter  cover  crop.     However,  pay- 
ment will  not  be  allov;cd  for  the  potash  unless  at  least  300  pounds 
per  acre  of  20  percent  superphosphate  or  its  equivalent  are  applied 
to  the  same  land.     These  equivalents  are  listed  on  page  12.

Rate  of  Pa^'-ment;'   ^4.00  for  Sach  - 

2,000  pounds  of  standard  pulverized  limestone. 

1,000  pounds  of  total  calcium  and  magnesium  oxides  in 
ground  limestone  other  than  standard,  v/hich  v;ill 
pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve  and  which  contains 
all  of  the  fine  material  produced  in  grinding.

The  application  to  cropland,  pasture  land,  or  orchards  of 
at  leo.st  2,000  pounds  of  standard  pulverized  limestone,  or  1,500 
pounds  of  hydrated  lime,  or  1,000  pounds  of  groii.nd  burned  lime,

The  applic§Ltion  to  land  used  for  the  production  of  potatoes 
or  vegetables  of  at  least  one-half  of  the  above  amounts, 

-  or  - 

Upon  approval  of  the  county  committee,  the  application  to 
land  used  for  the  production  of  vegetables  of  at  lea.st  one-fifth 
the  above  amounts. 

Standard  pulverized  limestone  is  limestone  which  v;ill  analyze 
at  least  50  percent  total  calcium  and  magnesium  oxides,  100  percent 
of  which  will  pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve  and  which  contains  all 
of  the  fine  material  produced  in  the  grinding. 

Equivalent  quantities  of  other  liming  material  approved  by 
the  State  committee  may  bo  used  and  payment  will  be  allov/ed  for 
its  use  on  the  basis  of  the  total  calcixim  and  magnesium  oxide 
content  and  fineness. 

Practice  I^o.  10  -  Green  Manure  Crops 

Rate  of  Pa.^TTient:     v'^1.50  per  Acre 

The  plovring  or  disking  under  .of  a  good  stand  and  a  good 
growth  of:     (l)  Biennial  or  perennial  legumes  or  grasses  for 
V7hich  no  payment  for  seeding  is  allowed  in  1940,  and,  except  in 
orchards,  from  vrhich  no  crop  of  such  legumes  or  grasses  has  ever 
been  harvested;  (2)  annual  legumes;  or  (3)  ann\ial  grasses  or 
small  grains  used  as  summer  green  manure  crops  on  orchard, 
potato  land  or  vegetable  land,  or  used  as  winter  cover  crops  on 
any  land.     If  the  crop  is  one  v;hich  is  normally  winter-killed, 
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payment  will  be  allov/ed  for  leaving  a  good  stand  and  a  good 
growth  on  the  land  as  a  cover  crop  to  protect  the  land  from 
erosion. 

In  orchards  where  there  is  a  good  established  sod  and 
\rhere  at  least  200  pounds  of  16  percent  nitrate  of  soda  or  its 
equivalent  have  been  evenly  distributed  over  each  acre  under 
the  1940  program,  payment  will  be  allowed  for  cutting  and 
leaving  all  the  grass  and  legumes  on  the  land  even  though  a 
crop  of  hay  mn,y  have  been  harvested  in  previous  yoirs. 

Practice  No.  11  -  Sumnier  G-reen  Manvre  Crops 

Rate  of  Payment :     $0.75  per  Acre 

The  plowing  or  disking  under  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good 
grov/th  of  grasses  or  small  grains  used  as  summer  green  manure 
crops  on  land  other  than  vegetable  land,  potato  land  or  orchards. 

Practice  IJo .  1^  -  Seeding  ''.^inter  Vetch 

5a.te  of  Payment:     $1.50  per  Acre 

Seeding  inoculated  winter  vetch  not  later  than  October  1, 
1940,  and  leaving  the  resulting  crop  on  the  land  as  a  v/inter  cover 
crop.     It  is  recommended  that  the  vetch  be  seeded  at  the  rate 
of  at  least  25  pounds  per  acre  v/ith  a  supporting  crop  such  as 
rye  or  wheat. 

Practice  No.  13  -  M\ilching  Orchard  Land  or  Vegetable 

Land 

Hate  of  Payment;     $5  per  Ton 

The  application  to  orchard  land  or  land  in  perennial 
vegetables  of  at  least  2  tons  per  acre  of  air-dried  straw 
or  equivalent  mulching  material,  excluding  barnyard  manure, 
stable  manure,  and  any  materials  grovm  in  orchards.  Payment 
will  not  be  allov;ed  if  any  of  the  mulching  material  or 
material  produced  on  the  land  during  1940  from  grasses, 
legumes,  green  manure  crops,  or  cover  crops  is  taken  from 
the  land.    The  crops  produced  on  the  land  and  the  mulching 
material  may  be  plowed  or  disked  into  the  soil. 

Practice  No.  14  -  Planting  Forest  Trees 

Ba.tc  of  Payment:     $7.50  per  Acre 

The  planting  of  nursery-grown  forest-tree  transplants 
or  seedlings  or  lifted  wild  stock  at  the  rate  of  at  least 
1,000  trees  per  acre,  spaced  about  6  by  6  feet  on  open  farm 
land.     Payment  v;ill  not  be  allov;ed  for  white-pine  plantings 
unless  currant  and  gooseberry  bushes  within  1,000  feet 
of  the  planting  site  are  removed.     Shrubs  helpful  to  wild- 
life may  be  included  in  the  planting. 
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Areas  planted  must  "be  given  reasonable  protection 
against  fire  and  daraage  "b^  livestock-grazing  and  must  "be 
cared  for  in  accordance  with  good  tree  culture  and  v/ildlife- 
manageiaent  practice. 

The  folloi'''ing  varieties  of  forest  trees  are  recommended 
for  planting:     Miite  cedar,  "balsam  fir,  European  larch, 
Japanese  larch,  "black  locust,  red  pine,  Scotch  pine,  white 
pine.  Jack  pine,  white  spruce,  Norway  spruce,  white  ash, 
"basswood,  black  cherry,  sugar  maple,  rod  oak,  and  bitter- 
nut  hickory. 

Other  varieties  ma-'  bo  planted  if  the  county  committee, 
upon  advice  of  the  Extension  Service  of  the  llew  York  State 
College  of  Agriculture,  approves  the  selection. 

Practice  Mo.  15  -  V/oodland  Management 

Rate  of  Payment;     $3  per  Acre 

The  improvement  of  the  stand  of  forest  trees  on  not 
more  than  4  acres  under  a  system  of  farm  vroodland  and  wild- 
life management  which  includes  pruning  or  thinning  or,  if 
needed,  both.    At  least  100  good  timber  trees  or  trees 
which  can  become  good  timber  trees  must  bo  loft  v;ell 
scattered  on  each  acre  of  v/oodland  improved. 

This  practice  must  be  carried  out  according  to  plans 
approved  in  advance  by  the  county  committee  based  on  the 
recommendations  of  the  Extension  Service  of  the  Nev/  York 
State  College  of  Agriculture. 

Practice  No.  16  -  Excluding  Livestock  from  Farm 

ypodland 

pLate  of  Payment;     $0.75  for  Each 

2  Acres 

The  restoration  of  farm  vroodland  previously  used  for 
pasture  by  keeping  out  livestock. 

Payment  vrill  be  allowed  for  each  acre  of  woodland 
out  of  vrhich  livestock  are  kept,  but  for  not  more  than  2  acres 
for  each  animal  unit  which  is  normally  allovred  to  graze  in 
the  v;oodland. 

Animal  unit  means  one  covr,   two  calves,  one  horse,  two 
colts,  five  sheep,   or  five  goats,  or  the  equivalent  thereof. 

The  operator  must  obtain  the  approval  of  the  county 
committee  before  performing  this  practice. 

If  under  the  1936,  1937,  1938,  or  1939  program  a  farmer 
has  received  payment  for  constructing  fence  to  keep  livestock 
out  of  woodland  or  for  keeping  livestock  out  of  sugar  maple 
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orchards  or  other  woodlands  and  the  county  committee  deter- 
mines that  in  1940  livestock  were  again  allowed  by  that 
farmer  to  graze  in  a  part  or  all  of  the  same  woodland  or 
sugar  maple  orchard,  an  amount  equal  to  the  previous  pay- 
ments will  be  withheld  from  any  payment  which  v/ould  otherv/iso 
"bo  made  to  such  farmer  under  the  1940  program. 

Practice  No.  17  -  Contour  Stripcropping 

Eate  of  Payment:     $0.75  for  Each  2  Acres 

The  establishment  and  maintenance  of  alternate  contour 
strips  of  inter-tilled  and  close-growing  crops. 

This  practice  must  be  carried  out  according  to  plans 
approved  in  advance  by  the  county  committee  based  on  recom- 
mendations of  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the  Extension 
Service  of  the  Nev/  York  State  College  of  Agriculture. 

Practice  No.  18  -  Terracing 

aate  of  Payment;     $1.50  for  Each 

200  Li  '..ear  Feet 

The  construction  of  diversion  ditches  for  v/hich  proper 
outlets  are  provided. 

This  practice  must  be  carried  out  according  to  plans 
approved  in  advance  by  the  county  committee  based  on  the 
recommendations  of  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the 
Extension  Service  of  the  Hew  York  State  College  of  Agri- 
culture, 

Section  III.    Division  of  Pa;^Tiients  and  Deductions 

A.    Payments  and  Deductions  in  Connection  vrith  Potatoes,  V/hoat, 
and  Co-.nercial  Vegotablos. 

1.    The  net  payment  or  net  deduction  computed  for  any  farm 
v;ith  respect  to  potatoes,  v/heat,  or  commercial  vege- 
tables, shall  be  divided  among  the  landlords,  tenants, 
and  sharecroppers  in  the  same  proportion  (as  indicated 
by  their  acreage  shares  expressed  in  terms  of  percent- 
ages) that  such  persons  are  entitled,  as  of  the  time 
of  harvest,  to  share  in  the  proceeds  (other  than  a 
fixed  cor.modity  payment)  of  such  crop  grown  on  the  farm 
in  1940:     Provided,  That  if  any  such  crop  is  not  grown 
on  the  farm  in  1940  or  the  acreage  of  such  crop  is 
substantially  reduced  by  flood,  hail,  drought,  insects, 
or  plant  bed  diseases,  the  net  payment  or  net  deduction 
computed  for  such  crop  shall  be  divided  among  the  land- 
lords, tenants,  and  sharecroppers  in  the  proportion 
thr.t  the  county  committee  determines  such  persons  would 
have  been  entitled  to  share  in  the  proceeds  of  such 
crop  if  the  entire  acreage  in  the  acreage  allotment 
for  such  crop  had  been  planted  and  harvested  in  1940. 
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2.     In  computing  such  net  payr.ents  and  such  not  deductions 
with  res-pect  to  v;heat,  potato,  and  conncrcial  vegetable 
acreage  allotments,  the  deduction  v;ith  respect  to  corn 
for  grain  shall  bo  regarded  as  a  pro  rata  deduction 
with  respect  to  the  payncnts  cor.:puted  in  connection 
with  the  v/heat,  potato,  and  cormercial  vegetable  acre- 
age allotnents. 

B .     Payments  in  Connection  with  Soil- -3uild ing  Practices  .  The 
amount  of  net  paynent  earned  for  the  farr,  in  connection 
v/ith  soil-building  practices  shall  be  paid  to  the  landlord, 
tenant,  or  sharecropper  who  carried  out  the  soil-building 
practices.     If  the  county  committee  determines  that  more 
than  one  such  person  contributed  to  the  carrying-out  of 
soil-building  practices  on  the  farm  in  the  1940  program, 
such  payment  shall  be  divided  in  the  proportion  that  the 
units  contributed  by  each  such  person  to  such  practices 
bears  to  the  total  units  of  such  practices  carried  out  on 
the  farm  in  the  1940  program.    All  persons  contributing 
to  the  carrying-out  of  any  soil-build'ing  practice  on  a 
particular  acreage  shall  be  deemed  to  have  contributed 
equally  to  the  units  of  such  practice  unless  it  is  estab- 
lished to  the  satisfaction  of  the  county  corimittee  that 
their  respective  contributions  thereto  were  not  in  equal 
proportion  in  which  event  such  units  shall  be  divided  in 
the  proportion  which  the  county  coamittee  determines  each 
such  person  contributed  thereto. 

0.     Proration  of  Net  Deductions.     If  the  sum  of  the  net  payments 
computed  for  all  persons  on  a  farm  exceeds  the  sum  of  the 
net  deductions  computed  for  all  persons  on  such  farm,  the 
sum  of  the  net  deductions  computed  for  .all  persons  on  such 
farm  shall  be  prorated  among  the  persons  on  such  farm  for 
whom  a  not  payment  is  computed,  on  the  basis  of  such 
computed  net  payments. 

If  the  SUM  of  the  net  deductions  computed^  for  all 
persons  on  a  farm  equals  or  exceeds  the  sur,:  of  the  net 
payments  computed  for  all  persons  on  such  farm,  no  payment 
will  be  made  v/ith  respect  to  such  fa-rm  and  the  oxiount  of 
such  not  deductions  in  excess  of  the  net  payments  shall  be 
prorated  among  the  persons  on  such  farm  for  v/hom.  a  net 
deduction  is  comptited,  on  the  basis  of  such  computed  net 
deductions . 

Section  IV.     Increase  in  S:iall  Payments 

The  total  payment  computed  under  Sections  I  to  III,  inclusive, 
for  any  person  with  respect  to  any  farm  shall  be  increased  as  follows 

A.     Any  payment  amounting;  to  71  cents  or  loss  shall  bo  increased 
to  $1.00; 
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B.  Any  pa^nncnt  anounting  to  riorc  than  71  cents  "but  loss  than 
$1,00  shall  be  increased  oy  40  percent; 

C.  Any  paynent  amounting  to  $1.00  or  more  shall  "be  increased 
in  accordauicc  v;ith  the  following  schedule:

Section  V.    Pa',Tnents  Limited  to  $10,000 

The  total  of  all  payments  made  in  connection  with  programs 
for  1940  under  Section  8  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allot- 
ment Act  to  any  individual,  partnership,  or  estate  v/ith  respect  to 
farms  located  within  a  single  State  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
s3lO,000  prior  to  deduction  for  association  expenses  in  the  co\inty 
or  counties  with  respect  to  which  the  payment  is  made.    The  total 
of  n.11  payments  made  in  connection  with  such  programs  to  any  person 
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other than  an  individual,  partnership,  or  estate  v/ith  respect  to 
farms,  ranching  vmits,  and  turpentine  places  in  the  United  States 
(including  Alaska,  Hawaii,  and  Puerto  Rico)  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  $10,000  prior  to  deduction  for  association  expenses  in  the 
county  or  counties  i/;ith  respect  to  which  the  payment  is  made. 

All  or  any  part  of  any  pajonent  which  has  "been  or  otherwise 
would  "be  made  to  any  person  under  the  1940  program  may  bo  v/ithhcld 
or  required  to  he  returned  if  he  has  adopted  or  participated  in 
adopting  any  scheme  or  device,  including  the  dissolution,  reorgani- 
zation, revival,  formation  or  use  of  any  corporation,  partnership, 
estate,  trust,  or  any  other  means,  which  was  designed  to  evade,  or 
would  have  the  effect  of  evading,  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Section  VI.     Deductions  Incurred  on  Other  Farms 

A.  Other  Farms  in  the  Same  County.     If  the  total  of  the  ■ 
deductions  computed  under  Section  I  with  respect  to  any 
farm  in  a  county  exceeds  the  payment  for  full  performance 
on  such  farm  coiiputed  under  Sections  I  and  II,  a  landlord's 
or  tenant's  share  of  the  amoiont  "by  v/hich  the  total  deduction 
exceeds  the  total  pajnont  shall  be  deducted  from  that  land- 
lord's or  tenant's  shiare  of  the  payments  which  v/ould  othcr- 
\'jisc  be  mo.de  to  him  with  respect  to  any  other  farm  or  farms 
in  such  county. 

B.  Other  Farms  in  the  State.     If  the  deductions  cor.putcd  under 
Section  I  for  a  landlord  or  tenant  v/ith  respect  to  one  or 
more  farms  in  a  county  exceed  the  paj^nents  computed  for 
such  landlord  or  tenant  on  other  farms  in  the  county,  the 
amount  of  those  excess  deductions  shall  be  taken  from  the 
payments  computed  for  the  landlord  or  tenant  v;ith  respect 
to  any  other  farm  or  farms  in  the  State,  provided  the  • 
State  comm.ittee  finds  that  the  crops  grown  and  practices 
adopted  on  the  farm  with  respect  to  which  the.  deductions 
are  computed  substantially  offset  the  contribution  to 

the  program  made  on  the  other  far.m  or  farms. 

Section  YII.    Deduction  for  Association  Fx-pcnscs 

There  shall  be  deducted  pro  rata  from  the  payments  v/ith 
respect  to  any  farm  all  or  such  part  as  the  Secretary  may  prescribe 
of  the  estimated  adiiiinistrative  expenses  incurred  or  to  be  incurred 
by  the  county  agricultural  conservation  association  in  the  county 
in  v;hich  the  farm  is  located. 

Section  VIII.     General  Provisions  Relating  to  Fa^/ments 

A,     Payment  Restricted  to  3f f  ec  b\'.ati on  of  Purposes  of  the 
Program. 

1.    All  or  any  part  of  any  payment  which  otherv/ise  would  be 
made  to  any  person  under  the  1940  program  may  be  with- 
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held  or  required  to  "bo  returned  (a)  if  he  adopts 
or  has  adopted  any  prr.ctice  which  the  Secretary 
determines  tends  to  defeat  any  of  the  purposes  of 
the  1940  or  previous  agricultiiral  conservation 
programs,  (b)  if,  "by  means  of  any  corporation, 
partnership,  estate,  trust,  or  any  other  device, 
or  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  he  has  offset,  or 
has  participated  in  offsetting,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  the  performance  for  v/hich  such  pa;'/mcnt  is 
otherwise  authorized,  or  (c)  if  the  county  committee, 
acting  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  "by  the 
State  committee  and  having  the  approval  of  the 
regional  director,  finds  that  the  forest  lands  owned 
or  controlled  hy  him  have  "been  ahused  by  improper 
cutting. 

2.    Allotment  payracnts  will  be  made  only  for  farms  v;hich 
are  being  operated  in  1940.    A  farm  will  not  be  con- 
sidered to  be  operated  in  1940  unless  it  is  tilled. 
For  the  purposes  of  the  1940  Agricultural  Conservation 
Program  a  farm  will  be  considered  to  be  tilled  only 
if  an  acreage  equal  to  at  least  one-half  the  sum  of 
the  1940  wheat,  potato,  and  vegetable  allotments 
established  for  the  farm  is  devoted  to  one  or  more  of 
the  follov/ing  uses; 

a.  Seeded  to  a  crojj  in  1940. 

b.  A  crop  other  than  biennial  or  perennial 
hay  is  harvested  in  1940. 

c.  Green  manure  crops  are  plov/cd  or  disked 
under  in  1940, 

The  frxu  will  also  be  considered  to  be 
tilled  if  the  State  committee  finds  that  none 
of  the  operations  a,  b,  and  c  above  were 
carried  out  because  of  conditions  bej'-ond  the 
control  of  the  operator,  or  if  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  State  committee,  the  regional 
director  finds  that  the  farm  is  actually  being 
operated  in  1940. 

Payment  Computed  and  Made  Without  Regard  to  Claims.  Any 
payment  or  share  of  pa^nnent  shall  be  computed  and  made  (l) 
without  regard  to  questions  of  title  under  State  law,  (2) 
vjithout  deduction  of  claims  for  advanOos  (except  as  pro- 
vided in  subsection  D  of  this  Section  VIII  and  indebtedness 
to  the  United  States  subject  to  setoff  under  orders  issued 
by  the  Secretary),  and  (3)  v/ithout  regard  to  any  claim  or 
lien  against  any  crop,  or  proceeds  thereof,  in  favor  of  the 
owner  or  p.ny  other  creditor. 
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^  •     Cho.n^os  in  Leasing  and  Cropping  A,^rcoinonts ,  Roduction 

in  ITuiUbcr  of  Tenants,  o.rA  Other  Dcvicos.     If  on  any  fri-rn 
in  1940  any  change  of  the  arrangements  v;hich  existed  on 
the  farm  in  1939  is  siado  "betv/cen  the  landlord  or  operator 
and  the  tenants  or  sharecroppers  and  such  change  would 
cause  a  greater  proportion  of  the  payracnts  to  be  nadc  to 
the  landlord  or  operator  under  the  1940  progran  than  v/ould 
have  "been  made  to  the  landlord  or  operator  for  perfomance 
on  the  farn  under  the  1939  progra;-,  pp.jn-icnts  to  the  land- 
lord or  opcro.tor  under  the  1940  prograr.  i-rith  respect  to 
the  fare  shall  not  "be  greater  than  the  onount  that  would 
have  hcen  paid  to  the  landlord  or  operator  if  the  arrange- 
ments which  existed  on  the  farn  in  1939  had  been  continued 
in  1940.

If  on  any  fv.vn  the  miuber  of  sharecroppers  or  share 
tenants  in  1940  is  loss  than  the  average  nuTiber  on  the  farn 
during  the  years  1937  to  1939,  inclusive,  and  the  reduction 
v;ould  increase  the  po.;^Tncnts  that  would  otherwise  be  nado  to 
the  landlord  or  operator,  such  payments  to  the  landlord  or 
operator  shall  not  be  greater  th£xn  the  a,~omit  that  would 
otherwise  be  nude,  if  the  county  co.'^-dttce  certifies  that 
the  reduction  is  not  Justified  and  disapproves  such  reduction. 

If  the  Sto.to  cOi-ynittec  finds  that  any  person  vrho  files 
an  application  for  .paynient  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
the  1940  program  ha-s  en-ploycd  any  other  schcnio  or  device 
(including  coercion,  frn,ud  or  nisreprescntation) ,  the 
effect  of  v/hich  would  be  or  has  been  to  deprive  any  other 
person  of  any  payment  under  any  agricultural  conservation 
progran  to  which  such  other  person  v/ould  normally  be 
entitled,   the  Secretary  nay  \7ltlihold  in  v/hole  or  in  part 
from  the  person  participating  in  or  enploying  such  a 
schene  or  device,  or  require  such  person  to  refund  in 
whole  or  in  part,  the  ar.iount  of  any  payment  v/hich  has 
been  or  would  otherv/ise  be  r.nde  to  such  person  in  con- 
nection v/ith  the  1940  progran. 

D.    Assignr.icnts .    Any  person  who  nay  be  entitled  to  any  pay- 
ment in  connection  v;ith  the  1940  progran  nay  assign  his 
interest  in  such  pa;/ncnt  as  security  for  cash  loaned  or 
advances  nn.de  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  naking  of 
a  crop  in  1940.    "So  such  assignment  v/ill  be  recognized- 
unless  the  assignment  is  made  in  v/riting  on  Porm  ACP-69 
in  accordance  with  instructions  (ACP-70)  issued  by  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  and  -ur.less  such 
assignment  is  er.titled  to  prioritv  as  determined  under 
the  instructions  govcrninc  the  recording  of  such  assign- 
ments issued  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 
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Nothing  contained  in  this  subsection  (d)  shall  be 
construed  to  give  the  asSi|[jnoo  a  right  to  any  pajoncnt 
other  than  that  to  which  the  farmer  is  entitled  nor  (as 
provided  in  the  Statute)  shall  the  Secretary  or  any 
disbursing  agent  be  subject,  to  any  suit  or  lip.bility  if 
paynent  is  made  to  the  farmer  without  regard  to  the 
existence  of  any  such  assignment. 

E,    Excess  Cotton  Acreage.    Any  person  who  knowingly  plants 
cotton  or  causes  cotton  to  be  planted  on  his  farm  in  1940 
on  acreage  in  excess  of  the  cotton  acreage  allotment  for 
the  farm  for  1940  shall  not  be  eligible  for  any  payment 
whatsoever  on  that  farm  or  any  other  farm  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  1940  program.    Any  person  having  an 
interest  in  the  cotton  crop  on  a  farm  on  which  cotton 
is  planted  in  1940  on  an  acreage  in  excess  of  the  cotton 
acreage  o.llotment  for  the  fam  for  1940  shall  be  presumed 
to  have  knowingly  planted  cotton  on  his  farm  on  acreage 
in  excess  of  such  farm  cotton  acreage  allotment  if  notice 
of  the  farm  allotment  is  mailed  to  him  prior  to  the 
completion  of  the  planting  of  cotton  on  the  ;rarn,  unless 
the  farmer  establishes  the  fact  that  the  excess  acreage 
was  planted  to  cotton  due  to  his  lack  of  knov;].Gdge  of  the 
number  of  acres  in  the  tract (s)  planted  to  cotton.  Such 
notice,  if  mailed  to  the  operator  of  the  farm,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  notice  to  all  persons  sharing  in  the  pro- 
duction of  cotton  on  the  farm  in  1940. 

Section  IX.    Ap-plicatlon  for  Payment 

A.  Persons  Eligible  to  File  Applications.    An  application 
for  payment  v;ith  respect  to  a  farm  may  be  ma,de  by  any 
person  for  whom,  under  the  provisions  of  Section  III,  a 
paynent  or  share  in  the  payment  with  respect  to  the  farm 
may  be  computed  and  (l)  who  at  the  time  of  harvest  is  the 
ovmer-operator  or  cash  tenant  or  who  is  entitled  to  share 
in  the  crops  grown  on  the  farm  under  a  lease  or  operating 
agreement,  or  (2)  who  is  ovmer  or  operator  of  such  farm 
and  participates  thereon  in  1940  in  carrying  out  approved 
soil-building  practices, 

B.  Time  and  Manner  of  FjHr^^  Apr>lication  and  Information 
Required.    Paj^Tient  v;ill  be  made  only  upon  application 
submitted  through  the  county  office  not  later  than 
March  31,  1941.    The  Secretary  reserves  the  right  (l) 
to  withhold  payment  from  any  person  who  fails  to  file 
any  form  or  furnish  any  information  required  with 
respect  to  any  farri  which  such  person  is  operating  or 
renting  to  another  person  for  a  share  of  the  crops 
grown  thereon,  and  (2)  to  refuse  to  accept  any  appli- 
cation for  payment  if  any  form  or  information  required 
is  not  submitted  to  the  county  office  within  the  time 
fixed  by  the  regional  director.    At  least  two  weeks'' 
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notice  to  the  pu"blic  shr^.ll  bo  given  of  the  expiration 
of  a  tine  lin.it  for  filing  prescribed  for::iS  and  any 
tine  lir.it  fixed  shall  be  such  as  affords  a  full  and 
fair  opportunity  to  those  eligibl.c  to  file  the  forn 
v/ithin  the  period  prescribed.     Such  notice  shall  bo 
given  by  nailing  the  sar-.c  to  the  office  of  each  county 
connittoc  and  naking  cojjies  of  the  sane  available  to 
the  press. 

C.    Applications  for  Other  Farns.     If  a  person  has  the  ri^t 
to  receive  all  Or  a  portion  of  the  crops,  or  proceeds 
therefron,  produced  on  norc  than  one  farn  in  a  county 
and  rakes  application  for  paynent  with  respect  to  one 
of  such  fares,  such  jjorson  nust  nake  application  for 
paynent  with  respect  to  all  such  fams  v/hich  he  operates 
or  rents  to  other  persons.     Upon  request  by  the  State 
■  . commit  tee  any  person  shall  file  with  the  connittee  such 
infornation  as  it  nay  request  regarding  any  other  farn 
in  the  State  with  rospoct  to  which  he  has  the  right  to 
receive  all  or  a  portion  of  the  cror^s  or  proceeds 
thereof,  or  which  he  rents  to  another  for  cash. 

Section  X.  Appeals 

Any  person  nay,  within  15  days  after  notice  thereof  is 
forwarded  to  or  made  available  to  hin,  request  the. county  con- 
nittee in  writing  to  reconsider  its  rccor.menda.tion  or  dcternina- 
tion  in  any  of  the  following  natters  respecting  any  farn  in  the 
operation  of  which  he  laas  an  interest  as  landlord,  tenant  or 
sharecropper:     (a)  eligibility  to  file  an  application  for  paynent; 
(b)  any  soil-depleting  acreage  allotnont,  usual  acrea,ge,  nornal 
or  actual  yield,  ncasurenent  or  soil-building  goal;   (c)  the 
division  of  .pa;^'nent;   or  (d)  any  other  natter  affecting  the  right 
to  or  the  amount  of  his  paynent  with  respect  to  the  farm.  The 
county  committee  sliall  notify  such  person  of  its  decision  in 
v/riting  within  15  days  after  receipt  of  such  written  request 
for  reconsideration.     If  such  person  is  dissatisfied  v;ith  the 
decision  of  the  county  connittoc,  he  nay  within  15  days  after 
such  decision  is  forwarded  to  or  ncade  available  to  hin,  appeal 
in  writing  to  the  State  conjnittee.     The  State  con.nittee  shall 
notify  such  person  of  its  decision  in  writing  within  30  days 
after  the  receipt  of  the  appeal.     If  such  person  is  dissatis- 
fied with  the  decision  of  the  State  conhittoe,  he  nay,  v/ithin 
15  days  after  such  decision  is  forwarded  or  pado  available  to  hin, 
request  the  regionpJ  director  to  review  the  decision  of  the 
State  coninittee. 

Written  notice  of  any  decision  rendered  under  this  section 
by  the  county  or  State  connittoc  shall  also  be  issued  to  each 
person  knovm  to  it  v;ho,  n.s  landlord,  tenant,  or  sb-arecropper 
having  an  interest  in  the  operation  of  the  farn,  nay  be  adversely 
affected  by  such  decision.    Only  a  person  who  shows  that  ho  is 
adversely  affected  by  the  outcone  of  any  request  for  reconsidera- 
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tion  or  appeal  nay  appeal  the  natter  further,  but  any  person  v;ho, 
as  landlord,  tenant,  or  sharecropper  having  an  interest  in  the 
operation  of  the  farn,  v;ould  be  affected  by  the  decision  to  be 
nade  on  any  rcconsldaration  by  the  county  connittee  or  subse- 
quent appeal  shall  bo  given  a  full  and  fair  hearing  if  he 
appears  when  the  hearing  thereon  is  held. 


Section  XI.  Definitions 


For  the  purposes  of  the  1940  progran,  unless  the  context 
otherv/iso  requires: 

A.  Officials 

1.     Secretary  neans  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  the 
United  States. 


2,  Hegional  director  neans  the  director  of  the  division 
of  the  Agricultural  Adjustnont  Adnini strati  on  in 
charge  of  the  agricultural  conservation  progran  in 
the  ITorthoast  Region, 

3,  State  committee  means  the  group  of  persons  designated 
within  the  State  to  assist  in  the  administration  of 
the  1940  program; 

4,  Coiinty  connittee  neans  the  group  of  persons  elected 
v/ithin  any  county  to  assist  in  the  administration 
of  the  1940  progran  in  such  county. 


B.     Northeast  Region  neans  the  area  included  in  the  St^i^tes 
of  Connecticut,  fe.ine,  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire, 
Now  Jersey,  Nov;  York,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  and 
Vermont , 


C.    Farm  neans  all  adjacent  or  nearby  farm  land  under  the 

sa;.ie  ownership  v;hich  is  operated  by  one  person,  including 
also: 


1.  Any  other  adjacent  or  nearby  farm  land  v;hich  the 
county  committee,  in  accordance  with  instructions 
issued  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administra- 
tion, determines  is  operated  by  the  same  j^erson 
as  part  of  the  same  unit  with  respect  to  the  ro- 
tation of  crops  and  v;ith  v/orkstock,  farm  machinery, 
and  labor  substantially  separate  fron>'that  for  any 
other  land;  and 

2.  Any  field-rented  tract  (whether  oper.xced  by  the  same 
or  another  person)  which,  together  with  any  other 
land  included  in  the  farm,  constitutes  a  unit  with 
respect  to  the  rotation  of  crops. 
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A  farm  shall  "be  regarded  as  located  in  the  coiinty 
or  administrative  area,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  v;hich  the 
principal  dwelling  is  situated,  or,  if  there  is  no  dv;clling 
thereon,  it  shall  be  regarded  as  located  in  the  county  or 
administrative  area,  as  the  case  may  bo,  in  \i;hich  the 
major  portion  of  the  f:irm  is  located. 

Miscellaneous . 

1.  Person  means  an  individual,  partnership,  association, 
corporation,  estate,  or  trust,  and,  v/herover  appli- 
ca.blc,  a  St.ate,  a  pqlitico,l  subdivision  of  a  State, 
or  any  agency  theraof . 

2.  Landlord  or  ovnicr  means  a  person  v/ho  owns  land  and 
rents  such  land  to  another  person  or  operates  such 
land, 

3.  Sharecropper  moans  a  person  v;ho  works  o-  farm  in  v/hole 
or  in  part  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  opera- 
tor and  is  entitled  to  rocoivo  for  his  labor  a  shpxe 
of  a  crop  produced  thereon  or  of  the  proceeds  thereof. 

4.  Tenant  means  a  i^erson  other  than  a  sharecropper 
v;ho  rents  land  froa  another  person  (for  cash,  a 
fixed  comr.iodity  payment,  or  a  sh-are  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  crops)  o-nd  is  entitled  under  a  written  or  oral 
lease  or  agreement  to  receive  all  or  a  share  of  the 
X:)roceods  of  the  crops  produced  thereon. 

Section  XII.    Authority,  and  Availability  of  Funds 

Authority.     Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  by  Sections  7  to  17,   inclusive  of 
the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act,  as  amended, 
payments  and  grants  of  aid  vrill  be  made  in  I^assau  and  Suffolk 
Counties  for  participation  in  the  1940  Agricultural  Conserva- 
tion Program  for  these  counties.     This  participation  shall  be 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  bulletin  and  such 
modifications  thereof  or  other  provisions  as  may  hereafter  be 
made . 

,    Availability  of  Funds.     The  provisions  of  the  1940  program 
are  necesnarily  subject  to  such  legislation  c-^ffecting  said 
progrojn  as  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  may  hereafter 
ena.ct  and  the  making  of  the  payments  and  grants  of  o.id 
herein  iTovided  n.re  contingent  upon  such  appropriation  as 
the  Congress  may  hereafter  provide  for  such  purpose.  The 
amounts  of  such  paj'roents  and  grants  of  aid  in  each  county 
will  necessarily  bo  v/ithin  the  limits  finally  determined  by 
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(l)  such  appropriation,  (2)  the  ap'oortionment  of  such 
appropriation  \inder  the  provisions  of  the  Soil  Conservation 
and  Domestic  Allotment  Act,  as  amended,  (3)  the  final 
estimate  of  payments  which  would  be  made  in  each  county 
under  the  national  1940  Agricultural  Conservation  Program, 
and  (4)  the  extent  of  participation  in  the  1940  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program  for  Suffolk  and  Nassau  Counties.  As 
o.n  adjustment  for  participation,  the  rates  of  payment  and 
deduction  specified  herein  for  cither  county  may  "be  in- 
creased or  decreased  "by  as  much  as  10  percent. 

The  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  is 
hereby  authorized,  in  each  special  program  covering  one 
or  more  co\inties,  such  as  this,  to  make  such  determinations 
and  to  prepare  and  issue  such  instructions  -and  forms  as  may 
be  required  in  adninistoring  such  program  pursu^ant  to  the 
provisions  thereof.

cojTiiicdity  and  the  county  rnd  State  comm.ittees  find  that 
the  producer  acting  solely  upon  information  contained  in 
the  erroneous  notice,  planted  ex.  acreage  to  the  commodity 
in  excess  of  the  finally  approved  acreage  allotment,  the 
producer  rail  not  be  considered  to  have  exceeded  the  acre- 
age allotment  for  such  commodity  unless  he  planted  an 
acreage  to  the  commodity  in  excess  of  the  allotment 
erroneously  iss\icd,  and  the  deduction  for  excess  acreage 
rill  bo  made  only  rith  respect  to  the  acreage  in  excess 
of  the  allotment  erroneously  issued."

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Upon  receipt  of  theie  lnstru<Jtlon8 ,  the  covinty  committM  vill, 
through  the  pres*  and  radio  and  "by  any  other  practical  means,  malce  avail- 
able t()  all  fafmefi  in  the  cbunty  information  with  respect  to  the  provisions 
of  the  1940  wheat  allotment  prograa. 

SUCTION  I  -  EESIGNATION  OF  COUNTIES. 

Wheat  Counties. 

In  Nev  York  and  Pennsylranla,  the  State  committee  will  determine 
the  counties  within  the  State  that  haro  50  or  more  farms  on  which  wheat  al- 
lotments of  8  acres  or  more  were  determined  under  the  1939  Agricultural  Con- 
servation Program.    In  New  Jersey,  the  State  committee  will  determine  the 
counties  within  the  State  that  have  50  or  more  farms  for  which  wheat  allot- 
ments were  established  under  the  1939  Agriciiltural  Conservation  Program, 

These  counties  thus  determined  will  be  designated  as  wheat  counties 
unless  otherwise  exempted  by  the  State  committee  and  the  Regional  Director. 

In  counties  designated  as  wheat  counties,  the  county  committee  will, 

1.  Determine  the  usual  acreage  of  wheat  for  all  farms  as  de- 
fined in  Section  II  hereof. 

2.  Determine  wheat  acreage  allotments  for  all  such  farms. 

3,  Notify  farmers  of  each  allotments  for  all  farms  on  which 
the  usual  acreage  of  wheat  is  10  acres  or  more. 

4,  Notify  farmers  whose  usual  acreage  of  wheat  is  less  than 
10  acres  that  their  farms  will  be  considered  as  non-allot- 
ment wheat  farms  -unless  the  operators  request  wheat  allot- 
ments, 

B,    Non -wheat  Counties. 

All  counties  in  the  State,  other  than  the  wheat  counties  as  deter- 
mined in  A  above,  will  be  considered  non-wheat  counties. 

In  those  counties  the  county  committee  will  determine  usual  acreages 
of  wheat  for  all  farms  usiially  growing  10  or  more  acres  of  wheat. 

SECTION  II  -  CLASSIFICATION  OF  VEEAT  FARMS. 

A.     "Old"  Wheat  Farms. 

Farms  on  which  wheat  was  planted  for  harvest  in  one  or  more  of  the 
years  1937,  1938,  or  1939  will  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  "old"  farms. 
9'J^  of  the  total  c«unty  wheat  acreage  allotment  shall  be  available  for  all 
old  wheat  farms  in  the  county. 
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B.  "New"  Wheat  Faring. 

Farms  on  which  no  wheat  wan  planted  for  harvest  in  any  of  the  yearn 
1937,  1938,  or  1939,  hut  on  which  wheat  will  be  planted  for  harvest  in  1940,  . 
and 'for  which  an  allotment  is  requested  for  1940,  will  "be  hereinafter  referrecf 
to 'as  "uGw"  farm's.     3^  of  the  total  county  wheat  allotment"  shall  he  available 
for  all  new  wheat  farms  in  the  county. 

C.  Non-^allotment  Wheat  Farms. 

1.  In  Deeignated  Wheat  Coimties. 

,        ■         In  these  counties  the  following  farms  will  be  considered  as  non- 
allotment  wheat  farms,  and  may  harvest  in  1940  the  usual  acreage  of 
wheat  established  for  the  farm  without  deductibn. 

.  a.    All  farms  on  which  the  usual  acreage  of  wheat  as  Computed 
is  less  than  10  acres  will  have  a  minimum  usual  acreage  of 
10  acres.    The  operator  of  any  such  farm  may,  however, 
reiquest  in  writing  prior  to  September  1,  1939,  that  his 
farm  be  considered  a  wheat  allotment  farm  in  which  event 
the  coTonty  committee  will  establish  a  wheat  allotment  for 
the  farm. 

"b.    Any  other  farm  for  which  a  wheat  allotment  has  been  estab- 
lished for  1940  will  be  a  non-allotment  wheat  farm  if  the 
operator  of  such  farm  requests  in  writing,  prior  to 
September  1,  1939,  that  the  farm  be  considered  as  a  non- 
allotment  wheat  farm. 

2.  In  Non-wheat  Counties. 

In  these  C(?unties,  all  farms  will  be  non-allotment  wheat  fartns 
unlesjs  the  operator  requests  in  writing  prior  to  September  L 
1939,  that  the  farm  be  considered  an  allotment  wheat  farm.  All 
such  non-allotment  wheat  farms  may  harvest,  without  deduction, 
an  acreage  of  wheat  equal  to  the  usual  acreage  of  wheat  estab- 
lished for  the  farm  or  10  acres  whichever  is  larger. 

SECTION  III  -  DATA  NECESSARY  FOR  DETEHMINING  USUAL  AC^SES  OF  WHEAT. 

Operators  who  were  not  in  the  1939  program  but  want  to  be  in  the 
1940  program  should  give  the  following  information  to  the  county  committee 
before  July  1,  in  order  that  the  committee  may  have  timPin  which  to  determin* 
usual  acreages  and  allotments  for  such  farms: 

1.  The  1939  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm.  ' 

2.  The  acreage  planted  to  wheat  in  the  years  1936,  1937,  1938,  and 
1939, 

3.  Information  as  to  whether  the  acreage  planted  to  wheat  was  abnor- 
mally low  in  any  one  of  such  years  due  to  extreme  flood  or  drought 
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4.  Information  as  to  whether  the  acreage  of  wheat  in  one  or  more  of 
such  years  would  not  to  typical  for  the  farm  in  1940  due  to  cus- 
tomary crop  rotation  practices  followed  on  the  farm,  change  in 
such  practices,  or  a  change  of  cropland  on  the  farm. 

5.  Information  as  to  whether  the  acreage  in  any  one  or  more  of  such 
years  was  abnormally  high  due  to  failure  of  crops  other  than 
wheat  —  for  example,  if  a  clover  or  alfalfa  seeding  failed  so 
that  the  ensuing  year  a  larger  acreage  of  wheat  than  usual  was 
planted  and  seeded  to  clover  or  alfalfa. 

6.  In  the  case  of  new  wheat  farms  as  defined  in  Section  II,  the 
requested  1940  wheat  allotment. 


SECTION  IV  -  LISTING  BA.SIC  DATA. 


A.     County  Vrheat  Data  Sheet. 

The  State  office  will  prepare  for  each  county  two  copies  of  a  form 

(NIIR-405)  to  he  entitled  "  ^County  Wheat  Data  Sheet". 

Spaces  will  be  provided  on  this  form  for  the  following  information; 

1.  "County  1940  wheat  acreage  allotment,    acres". 

The  State  office  will  enter  in  the  space  provided  the  1940 
County  wheat  acreage  allotment. 

2.  "97^  of  county  allotment  available  for  "old"  v/heat  allotment 

farms,  ^acres".    The  State  office  will  compute 

this  acreage  and  enter  it  in  the  space  provided. 

3.  "3^  of  county  allotment  available  for  "new"  wheat  allotment  farms, 

and  for  correction  of  errors  on  "old"  farms,  acres". 

The  State  office  will  compute  and  enter  this  acreage  in  the 
Space  provided.

A,  Crop  Insurance  Counties. 

In  counties  in  which  Federal  Crop  Insurance  yield  procedure  is  sqy^ 
'  plicable,   the  farm  yield  for  purposes  of  pajTnent  and  deduction  with  respect  to 
the  ir'40  wheat  acreage  allotment  will  be  the  adjusted  average  yield  determined 
for  pur"ooses  of  crop  insi^rance.    For  all  wheat  farms  listed  on  NER-415  in  such 
counties,   such  crop  insuraiice  yields  will  be  entered  in  column  16  of  lIER-413, 

B ,  Other  C  ount  e  s , 

In  all  other  counties  in  which  wheat  acreage  allotments  are  established 
but  in  which  x''ui..eiel  Crop  Insurance  yield  procedure  is  not  applicable,  it  will 
be  necessa.ry  to  establish  a  normal  yield  for  purposes  of  making  payments  and 
computinf^  deductions  in  comiection  with  1940  wheat  acreage  allotments.  Such 
yields  will  be  determined  in  the  following  manner: 

1.  In  column  14,   the  county  committee  will  enter  the  recommended  ^ 
normal  yield  for  the  farm.     This  yield  may  be,  if  county  com- 
mittees so  desire,   the  same  yield  as  recommended  for  purposes 

of  the  1939  i^riculturcil  Conservation  Program. 

2,  The  allotment^  for  each  farm  as  entered  in  column  13  will  be 
multiplied  by  the  yield  entered  for  the  frjr-m  in  column  14,  and 
the  result  entered  in  column  15, 
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The  total  of  all  entries  in  col"amn  15  vill  be  divided  by  the 
total  of  all  entries  in  colvunn  13.     If  the  result  thus  obtained 
does  not  exceed  the  approved  county  average  yield,  the  yield 
entered  in  column  14  will  be  entered  in  column  16  as  the  ap- 
proved yield  for  the  farm.     If,  however,  the  result  thus  obtained 
does  exceed  the  county  average  yield,  the  yields  entered  in 
column  14  will  be  reduced  pro  rata  in  an  amount  sufficient  so 
that  the  weighted  average  of  all  yields  does  not  exceed  the 
county  average  yield.    The  yields  thus  adjusted  will  be  entered 
in  column  16  as  the  approved  yields  for  the  farm. 

In  counties  where  no  wheat  acreage  allotments  are  established 
for  the  1940  Agricultural  Conservation  Program,  it  will  not  be 
necessary  to  establish  yields  in  accordance  with  the  atlove  in- 
structions.   In  such  counties  deductions  for  harvesting  an 
acreage  of  wheat  in  excess  of  the  usual  acreage  established  for 
the  farm,  will  be  computed  at  the  county  average  rate. 

C.    Farms  For  ^.^ich  10  Year  Records  Are  Available. 

Notwithstanding  the  instructions  contained  above  in  subsections  A 
and  B  of  this  section,  for  any  farm  for  which  reliable  records  of  the  actual 
average  yield  per  acre  for  the  years  1929  to  1938,  inclusive,  are  presented  by 
the  operator  or  are  available  to  the  committee,  the  normal  yield  for  the  farm 
shall  be  the  average  of  such  ten-year  actual  yields  adjusted  for  trend  and 
abnormal  weather  conditions.    The  normal  yields  thus  determined  on  the  basis 
of  ten-year  actual  production  records  will  not  be  adjusted  further  to  conform 
with  the  county  average  yield. 

SECTION  VI  -  NOTIFICATION  TO  PRODUCERS  OF  ALLOTMENTS.  YIELDS  AND  USUAL  ACREAGES. 

Immediately  upon  determination  of  usual  acreages  and  allotments  hereof, 
the  county  office  will  prepare  and  mail  t«  producers  a  notification  of  their 
applicable  allotment  or  usual  acreage  as  indicated  below.    These  notifications 
will  be  mailed  so  that  all  producers  will  receive  them  prior  to  July  15,  unless 
an  earlier  date  is  determined  by  the  county  committee  to  be  necessary  in  order 
that  notifications  will  reach  producers  prior  to  planting  time. 

In  designated  wheat  counties,  the  county  committees  should  plan  to 
have  community  committeemen  or  other  designated  persons  follow  up  the  mailed 
notifications  to  all  allotment  farms  with  personal  interviews  to  explain  to 
farmers  the  wheat  program  so  that  it  may  be  thoroughly  understood.    With  re- 
spect to  non-allotment  wheat  farms  in  both  wheat  and  non-wheat  counties,  it 
is  not  required  that  wheat  growers  be  personally  contacted. 

A.     In  Wheat  Counties. 

1.     Allotment  Farms. 

a.    Old  Wheat  Farms. 


For  each  allotment  farm  checked  with  blue  pencil  in  column  12, 
NER-413,  a  Form  NER-402  "Notice  of  1940  Wheat  Allotment,  Normal 
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Yield  and  Usual  Acreage"  will       prepared.    Sufficient  copies 
of  each  notice  will  be  prepared  so  that  a  copy  nay  be  mailed  to 
each  person  who  is  on  record  in  the  county  office  as  having  an 
interest  in  the  farm.    One  copy  will  be  made  for  filing  in  the  ' 
farm  folder. 

Fill  in  the  form  completely.     The  wheat  allotment  will  be  ob- 
tained from  column  13  of  NER-413,  unless  there  is  an  entry  in 
column  18  in  which  event  the  entry  in  column  18  will  be  used. 
The  normal  yield  for  payment  will  be  obtained  from  column  16  of 
NER-413.     The  usual  acreage  will  be  obtained  from  column  12  of 
NER-413,  unless  the  entry  in  column  12  is  less  than  10  acres,  and 
in  that  event,  the  entry  will  be  10  acres. 

With  each  NER-402,  there  will  be  enclosed  in  the  same  envelope 
a  post  card,  NER-403,  "Non-allotment  \iheat  Farm  Request" .  This 
card  should  be  filled  out  completely  except  for  the  signature  of 
the  operator  and  the  date.    'Special  care  should  be  taken  to  see 
that  the  State  and  county  code  and  farm  serial  numbers  are  entered 
correctly  and  that  the  complete  mail  address  of  the  county  office 
is  entered  on  the  address  side. 

b.    New  Wheat  Farms. 

There  will  be  prepared  for  each  new  wheat  farm  an  NER-402 
and  NER-403,  in  the  same  manner  as  for  old  wheat  farms  except 
that  for  such  new  farms  the  entry  on  NER-402  for  the  usual  acre- 
age will  be  left  blank.     Instead  of  mailing  these  notices  to  new 
farms,  copiec  of  NSR-402  and  NER-403  will  be  given  the  community 
Committeeman  who  will  contact  the  producers  of  such  new  wheat 
farms  and  inform  the  producers  of  their  1940  wheat  acreage  allot- 
ments. 

If,  at  the  time  of  the  farm  contact,  and  before  September  1, 
1939,  the  operator  of  a  new  wheat  farm  chooses  not  to  accept  his 
allotment  and  elects  to  have  his  farm  considered  as  a  non-allot- 
ment wheat  farm,  the  county  committee  may  establish  a  usual  wheat 
acreage  for  such  farm  of  10  acres,  except  that  a  higher  usual 
acreage  may  be  established  for  such  farm  determined  on  the  basis 
of  comparability  with  old  wheat  farms  in  the  same  community  which 
are  similar  with  respect  to  size  of  cropland,  crop  rotation 
practices,  type  of  soil,  and  topography;  provided,  that  the 
amount  of  any  such  usual  acreage  in  excess  of  10  acres  shall 
only  be  allowed  if  available  from  the  reserve,  shown  at  the  top 
of  column  19,  for  revision  in  usual  wheat  acreages  on  old  wheat 

farms.     (See  subsection  A  of  Section  VII.)

2.    Non-allotment  Wheat  Farms. 

For  all  other  farms  listed  on  NER^13,  that  is,  those  farms 
for  which  a  blue  check  mark  has  not  been  entered  in  column  12, 
and  whose  usual  acreage  of  wheat  in  column  12  is  less  than  10 
acres,  an  NER-4:04  "Notification  for  Non-allotment  Wheat  Farms  - 
1940"  will  be  prepared.     This  form  will  be  filled  out  completely. 
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The  acreage  of  ^7he^t  to  be  entered  in  the  second  paragraph  in  each 
case  will  be  10  acres. 

There  will  be  enclosed  in  the  envelope  with  erch  IiER-404,  a 
copy  of  KER-406  which,  before  mailing,  will  be  filled  out  in 
exactly  the  srmo  manner  as  indicated  above  for  NER-403* 

3.     In  Hon-Wheat  Counties. 

Since  in  oil  counties  which  have  not  been  designated  as  v/hcat 
countios,  all.  farms  growirig  wheat  are  coiisidcred  as  non-rllotmcnt  wheat  forms 
unlesG  the  operator  othcnvise  chooses,  a  coiy  of  iIEIi-404  and  l\TER-406  v/ill  be 
mailed  to  each  person  interested  in  the  farm.     These  forms  will  be  prepared 
in  the  same  manner  as  indicated  in  subsection  A,  2  above. 

C,     Farm  Contacts. 

Community  committeemen  and  com-nunity  committee  assistants  should  be 
given  the  responsibility  of  contacting  all  v/heat  allotment  farms  in  order  to 
explain  the  wheat  prograii  as  soon  as  possible  after  allotment  notices  have 
been  mailed.     In  addition,  community  connitteemen  and  assistants  should  be 
requested  to  explain  whenever  and  wherever  the  opportunity  presents  itcolf, 
the  provisions  of  the  wheat  program  to  non-allotnent  wheat  growers  as  well, 
even  though  a  canvass  of  such  producers  will  not  be  made. 

Sometime  prior  to  July  1,   the  county  committee  with  the  help  of  a 
representative  of  the  State  office,   should  arrange  to  hold  a  one  day  train- 
ing school  for  these  coLimunity  committeemen  and  commuxiity  committee 
assistmts  with  respect  to  the  wheat  program.     At  tha.t  school,  all  provisions 
of  the  1940  wheat  program  will  be  carefully  explained  so  that  each  person 
who  will  contact  farmers  thoroughly  understands  it. 

All  farm  contacts  as  indicated  above  should  be  completed  before 
August  1, 

SECTIOH  VII  -  RSVISION  OF  ALLOmSITTS  MB  USUAL  ACRSAGES  DUE  TO  BRUOP.S  AIH) 
API^ALS 

A,    Revision  of  Usual  Acreages. 

1.    Acreage  Available  for  Revision. 

As  indica.tcd  in  instructions  contained  in  Section  IV-C  with  re- 
spect to  column  12,  2^^  of  the  average  1937-1938  acreage  for  old 
farms  will  be  the  reserve  ava.ilable  for  revision  in  the  usual 
acreages  of  wheat  on  non-allotment  wheat  farms.     The  acreage  for 
this  reserve  will  be  obtained  in  the  following  manner; 

a.     Obtain  a  sura  of  the  entries  in  column  12  of  I)JER-413  which 
are  not  checked  with  blue  pencil.

c.     Divide  the  sum  of  the  entries  in  colunns  4  and  5,  NER-313, 
by  100.    Multiply  the  result  thus  obtained  by  the  percentage 
conputcd  in  iten  b  above  and  enter  the  resulting  acreage  at 
the  top  of  column  19  as  a  reserve  for  revision  in  usual 
acreages  on  non-allotment  wheat  farms. 

As  appeals  are  granted  with  respect  to  usual  acreages  of  wheat  or 
any  revision  in  usual  acreages  on  non-allotment  wheat  farms  are 
made  in  order  to  correct  for  errors,  the  sum.  of  any  upward  revision 
will  be  placed  in  column  19,     The  total  of  all  revisions  made  shall 
not  exceed  the  total  reserve  available. 

2,     Basis  for  Revisions  in  Usual  Acreages. 

Operators  of  non-allotment  wheat  lanns  have  15  days  from  the 
date  appearing  on  the  notice  in  which  to  appeal  from  the  usual 
acreages  established  for  such  farms.    Revisions  in  such  usual  acre- 
ages will  be  made  only  upon  presentation  'a^r  the  operator  of  evidence 
satisfactory  to  the  county  committee  that  a  revision  is  justified.

In  each  case  of  a  revised  usual  acreage,  the  operator  of  the 
farm  will  be  mailed  a  revised  notice  ajid  the  date  of  the  revision 
will  be  entered  on  the  listing  sheet  in  column  19, 

Revision  in  Allotments. 

1.  Acreage  Available  for  Revision  in  Allotments. 

The  acreage  from  which  appeals  may  be  granted,  and  the  acreage 
to  be  used  for  correcting  errors,  will  be  obtained  from  2  sources: 
(l)  the  reserve  set  up  in  column  17  of  iISR-413,   raid  (2)  any  unused 
portion  of  the  acreage  in  item  3  of  LIER-405  not  used  for  determin- 
ing allotments  for  new  wheat  allotment  farms. 

2,  Ba.sis  for  Revisions. 

Operators  of  wheat  allotment  farms  have  15  days  from  the  date 
appearing  on  their  allotment  notice  in  which  to  file  an  appeal  with 
the  county  committee  with  respect  to  the  allotment  appearing  on 
such  notice.     Appeals  filed  by  producers  v;ithin  the  permissible 
period  may  be  granted  by  the  county  comnittcc  upon  presentation  of 
evidence  satisfactory  to  the  committee  that  the  basis  upon  which 
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the  original  allotment  was  determined  was  in  error.     Such  evidence 
would  consist  of  data  showing  that  the  acreages  originally  avail- 
able in  the  county  office  for  the  base    period  were  in  error,  that 
the  committee  failed  to  properly  consider  the  size  of  the  tillable 
acreage  on  the  farm,   the  cropping  practice  which  is  customarily 
followed  on  the  farm,  or  the  type  of  soil  and  topography. 

An  allotment  adjusted  upon  appeal  after  presentation  of  evidence 
as  indicated  above  may  be  revised  upvard  only  to  such  an  extent  as 
will  result  in  an  allotment  for  the  farm  v/hich  could  ha.vo  been  de- 
termined had  the  committee  had  available  in  the  first  instance  the 
correct  data  upon  which  to  compute  such  allotment.     Allotments  thus 
revised  after  appeal  will  bo  entered  in  column  20,  and  in  such  cases 
the  operator  of  the  farm  will  be  sent  a  notice  informing  him  of  the 
revised  allotment.     The  date  of  making  each  such  revision  v/ill  also 
be  entered  in  colmm  20.     Producers  who  receive  such  a  revised  allot- 
ment will  not  be  given  further  opportunity  to  appeal  to  the  coujity 
committee  from  the  revised  allotment.     However,   such  producers  nay 
file  appeals  with  the  State  committee  with  respect  to  such  revised 
allotments,  but  such  appeals  must  be  filed  within  15  days  from  the 
date  of  receipt  of  such  revised  notices.     Any  producer  who  is  dis- 
satisfied with  the  decision  of  the  State  committee  may  appeal  to 
the  Regional  Director  within  15  days  after  receiving  the  decision 
of  the  State  coEuiittee,    The  decision  of  the  Regional  Director 
will  be  fir.al. 

SECTIOH  VIII  -  RULE  OF  FRACTIONS. 

Except  as  noted  below,  oil  acreage  figures  will  be  computed  to  the  near- 
est v/holc  tenth  of  an  acre.     Fractions  ending  in  hundredths  of  more  than 
5  shall  be  rounded  upward  to  the  next  tenth  of  ?ji  acre,  while  hundredths  of 
5  or  less  shall  be  dropped.     In  the  same  manner,  yields  and  percento^cs  shall 
be  computed  to  the  nearest  tenth. 

SECTIOIT  IX  -  DEFINITIONS 

Cropland  means  farm  land  which  in  1939  was  tilled  or  v/as  in  regular 
rotation,  excluding  any  land  in  commercial  orchards. 

The  tera  " farm"  as  used  in  these  instructions  is  defined  in  the  some 
manner  as  such  tern  is  defined  in  Bulletin  NER-300,  as  amended.

As  soon  3S  possible  after  such  time  as  the  wheat  planted  this 
fall  is  sufficiently  above  the  ground  so  that  the  acreage  planted  to 
wheat  may  "be  readily  determined,  farm  checkers  will  visit  each  wheat 
allotment  frrm  for  which  a  1940  v^heat  allotmont  has  licon  established 
to  determine  the  acreage  planted  to  wheat,    Wherever  practicable,  these 
form  visits  shoxild  be  combined  with  visits  ma.de  to  the  farm  for  the  pur- 
pose of  checking  pcriormrnce  under  the  1939  Agricultural  Conservation 
Progrrm,     The  determination  of  the  acres  planted  to  wheat  will  be  the 
basis  for  determining  cD.igj.bilitj'  for  1940  wheat  price  adjustment  pay-

The  second  paragraph  of  Section  I  of  13R-408  is  hereby  re- 
placed "by  the  amended  paragraph  which  reads  as  follows:! 


A  person  may  "become  eli^ihle  for  '.-heat  price 
justment  paynients  "by  plowing  or  disking  under  the  wheat 
acreage  planted  in  excess  of  the  v/heat  acreage  allot- 
ment determined  for  the  farm,  provided  the  acreage 
planted  does  not  exceed  the  wheat  allotment  "by  more 
than  3  acres  or  3  per  cent,  whichever  is  larger,  and 
the  county  committee  determines  that  the  plpnting  of 
such  excess  acreage  was  due  to  a  l?ck  of  knowledge 
"by  the  operator  o,s  to  the  correct  acreage  in  the  area 
planted  to  wheat  prior  to  planting.     Eowever.   such  an 
excess  acreage  must  be  plowed  or  disked  under  before 
May  16,  1940,  or  such  earlic-.r  date  as  is  determined  by 
the  State  Committee. 


The  sentence  of  Part  E.  Section  III  of  iI3S-408  which  reads  - 
"The  approximate  date  indicated  will  not  be  later  than  December  1, 
1939  for  the  determination  of  the  pla.nted  acreage  of  winter  v/heat 
and  not  later  than  May  20,  1940  for  spring  wheat"  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

"The  approximate  date  indicated  v/ill  not  be  later 
than  M?y  15,  1940,  for  the  determination  of  the  planted 
acreage,  and  the  notation  at  the  bottom  of  Form  iIEH-409 
should  be  disregarded." 

The  first  paragraph  at  the  top  of  page  5  of  Section  IV  NSR- 
408  is  replaced  bv  the  amended  paragraph  which  reads  as  follows: 

"In  preparing  this  notice  to  the  farmer,  it  is  suggested 
thr.t  the  date  f  or  the  farm  checker  to  revisit  the  farm  be  es- 
tablished as  early  as  the  county  committee  determines  that 
the  farm  oper^-tor  has  had  ample  opportunity  to  dispose  of 
the  excess  acreage,  but  in  no  case  will  this  date  be  later 
than  May  15,  1940.

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The  1940  Agricultural  Conservr.tion  Program  gives  farmers  all  over 
the  county  an  opportunity  to  work  tot:ether  in  saving  their  soil  and  its 
fertility,  bringing  aboT:t  fairer  incomes  for  themselves,  and  assuring  con- 
stuners  plenty  of  supplies.  . 

I'armers  in  Connecticut  who  cooperate  in  the  1940  Agricultural  Con- 
servation PrograiTi  will  be  offered  assistance  in  using  approved  soil- 
building  practicec  which  will  help  to  build  up  their  soil.     They  will  also 
have  the  rifht  to  earn  pa;;/-nents  by  staj'ing  within  acreage  allotments  for 
tobacco,  potatoes,  and  vegetables. 

The  1940  program  year  begins  November  1,  1S39,  and  ends  October  31, 

1940. 

WOODLAIH)  RE'-IABILITATIOK  AILO^AI'ICS 

Each  farm  in  Connecticut  e?:cept  those  in  Pairfield  aiid  Litchfield 
Counties  will  have  a  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance  of  $60.  This 
allov/ance  may  be  earned  on  v.'oodland  v/hich  constitutes  a  serious  fire  hazard 
as  a  result  of  the  September  1938  hurricane  damage,  by  eliminating  the  fire 
hazard,  improving  the  remaining  stand  of  forest  trees,  and  providing  for  the 
restoration  of  a  full  stand  of  forest  trees.     The  \7ork  must  be  done  with  the 
prior  approval  of  the  county  committee  and  in  accordance  -'ith  instructions 
issued  by  the  county  committee  and  approved  by  the  State  committee. 

This  allowance  is  not  included  in  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Payment  at  the  rate  of  $4  for  each  acre  on  which  this  work  is 
correctly  done  will  be  edlowed  tov/ard  ecjrning  the  woodland  rehabilitation 
allowance. 

RSI'ORSSTATIOI'  ALL0WAITO3 

Each  farm  vdll  have  a,  reforestation  allow,?jice  of  $30        in  addition 
to  the  soil-building  allowance.     This  reforestation  allowance  may  be  earned 
by  planting  tr.'unsplanted  forest  trees  at  the  rate  of  a,t  lepst  1,000  trees 
per  acre.     One  thousand  trees  planted  on  two  or  mere  small  tracts  of  less 
than  one  acre  each  shall  be  considered  as  an  acre,  even  though  the  total 
arealnay  be  larger.     Shrubs  helpful  to  v/ildlife  may  be  included  in  the 
planting. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  against  fire  and 
damage  by  live  stock- grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  In  accordance  with  good 
tree  culture  and  wildlife-management  practice. 
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Payment  at  the  rate  of  $7.50  per  acre  v.-ill  be  allcved  toward  earning 

the  reforestation  allo.vance. 

SOIL-BUILDINJ  ALLOmOS 

Sach  Connecticut  farcer  who  tcJces  part  in  this  program  is  expected  to 
use  one  or  more  of  the  p:oil-'buildin,'5  practices  which  are  good  for  his  fam. 
To  get  the  most  good  from  the  program  he  should  use,  insofar  as  possiole, 
practices  which  are  not  already  heing  used  on  the  farm.     In  order  that  the 
farmer  will  know  how  many  practices  he  may  carry  out  for  payment,  a  soil- 
huilding  allowance  will  "bs  computed  for  his  farm.     This  soil-building 
allo-.7ance  is  found  by  first  adding  all  of  the  following  items  which  apply 
to  the  farm: 

70  cents  times  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farui,  not  counting 

acreage  in  the  tobacco  and  potato  allotments.     Cropland  means 
farm  land  v-nich  in  1939  was  tilled  or  was  in  regular  rotation, 
not  counting.  an,y  land  in  coTimercial  orchards. 

$  3  times  the  a.creage  of  comaercial  orchards  on  the  farm  on  Januer:^''  1, 
1940.     Commercial  orchy^rdr  means  the  acreage  in  planted  or  cul- 
tivated fruit  trees,  nut  trees,  vineyards,  hops,  or  bush  fruits 
on  the  farm  on  Janiiar?'-  1,  19-10,  from  which  the  principal  part 
of  the  production  is  norrnally  sold.     This  definition  does  not 
include  non-bearing  orchards  and  non-bearing  vineyards. 

40  cents  times  the  a.creage  of  fenced,  noncrop  open  pasture  land  in 
excess  of  one-half  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm. 

Jor  those  farms  on  i"hich  the  sun  of  these  items  is  $20    or  more, 
the  soil-building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  total  of  these  cropland, 
pasture,  and  orchard,  items. 

?or  those  farms  on  which  the  sum  of  these  it^ms  is  less  than  $20, 
the  soil-building  allowrnce  will  be  equfj.  to  the  larger  of  (l)  the  suin  of 
these  cropland,   orchard,  and  pasture  items  or  (2)   the  amount  by  which  $20 
is  more  than  the  sum  of  the  allotment  payments  which  could  be  earned  on  the 
f  arm . 

SOIL-BUILL'IIIG  PKACTIC5S 

The  following  are  soil-building  practices  w]iich  farmers  in  Connecticut 
may  carry  out  for  paj-ment  under  the  1940  Agricultural  Conservation  Program. 
Por  each  practice  carried  out  as  specified  and  in  accordance  with  good  farm- 
ing practices  on  the  farm,  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be 
allowed  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance  for  the  farm.  However, 
the  total  payment  for  carrj'-ing  out  practices  cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil- 
building  aJ.lowance. 
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Practice  No.  1  -  Liming  Cropland,  Orchards,  or  Pa sture  Land 

Hate  of  Fa5''ment  - 
Litchfield  County; 

$3.70  for  each  2,000  pounds  of  standard  ground  limestone 
or  its  equivalent. 
Fairfield,  Hartford,  and  New  Haven  Counties: 

$4.20  for  each  2,000  pounds  of  standard  ground  limestone 
or  its  equivalent. 
All  Other  Counties  in  the  State: 

$4.70  for  each  2,000  pounds  of  standard  ground  limestone  or  its 
equivalent . 

The  application  per  acre  of  at  least  1,000  pounds  of  standard  ground 
limestone  or  its  equivalent  to  cropland,  permanent  pesture  lojid,  or  com- 
mercirl  orchard  land. 

V^en  the  limestone  is  applied  to  cropland  or  cultivated  orchard  land, 
it  should  "be  worked  into  the  soil,  preferably  at  least  6  months  "before  a 
legume-seeding  is  made.    Each  acre  of  past\ire  land  or  orchard  sod  treated 
with  lime  should  have  an  application  of  at  least  300  pounds  of  20  percent 
superphosphate,  or  the  equivalent. 

Standard  ground  limestone  is  limestone  which  will  analyze  at  least 
50  percent  total  calcium  oxide  neutralizing  equivalent,  100  percent  of  v/hich 
will  pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve,  provided  that  all  the  finer  materials 
resulting  from  grinding  are  left  in  the  material. 

750  pounds  of  hydrated  lime,  500  pounds  of  burnt  lime,  1,000  pounds  of 
ground  oystershell,  or  1,000  pounds  of  button  dust  are  equivalent  to  1,000 
pounds  of  standard  i[;ror-.nd  limestone. 

Practice  No.  1  A  -  Limi ng  Cropland,  Orchards,  and  Pasture  Land  v/ith  Liming 

Material  burnished  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration 

Rate  of  Payment  - 
Litchfield  Coiinty: 

$5.70  for  each  2,000  poixnds  of  ground  limestone.  ..  ■ 

Fairfield,  Hartford,  and  New  Haven  Count ies : 

$4.20  for  each  2,000  pounds  of  gro\md  "limestone. 
All  Other  Count ies  in  the  State : 

$4.70  for  each  2,000  pounds  of  ground  limestone. 

'The  application  to  cropland,  commercial  orchards,  or  permanent  pasture 
land  of  at  least  1,000  pounds  per  acre  of  ground  limestone  furnished  by  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 

When  the  limestone  is  applied  to  cropland  or  cultivated  orchard  land, 
it  should  be  worked  into  the  soil,  preferably  at  least  ft  months  before  c 
legume-seeding  is  made.     Each  acre  of  pasture  land  or  orchard  sod  treated  with 
lime  should  also  have  aji  application  of  at  least  300  pounds  of  20  percent 
sxiperphosphate  or  the  equivalent. 
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Practice  Ho.  2  -  Applying  Supel'pho sphate 

Rate  of  Fayment,  $1.25  for  each  200  pounds  of  20  percent 
Superpho sphate  or  its  equivalent 

The  application  of  at  least  ICO  pounds  per  acre  of  20  percent  super- 
phosphate, or  its  equivalent,  to  or  in  connection  with  the  seeding  of  perennial 
or  biennial  legumes,  perennial  grasses,  permanent  pasture,  or  green  manure 
crops  in  orchards. 

When  superphosphate  is  applied  in  connection  v/ith  a  seeding  made  rith  a 
nurse  crop  that  is  harvested  for  grain,  payment  will  be  allowed  only  for  the 
amount  over  1^0  pounds  per  acre  of  20  percent  superphosphate. 

Payment  v/ill  also  be  allov;ed  for  the  use  of  superphosphate  in  stables 
to  reinforce  manure  v/hich  is  to  be  applied,  to  hay  land,  pasture,  or  orchard 
sod. 

Quantities  of  other  grades  of  si.iperpho sphate  may  be  substituted  for 
the  100  pounds  of  20  percent  superphosphate:     For  example,  125  pounds  16 
percent  superphosphate,  62  l/2  pounds  32  percent  superphosphate,  50  pounds  40 
percent  sxiperpho sphate ,  or  the  quantity  of  other  fertilizers  that  furnish 
20  pounds  of  available  phosphoric  acid. 

Practice  No.  2  A  -  Applying  Tripl e  Superphosphate  Furnished  by  the 

Agricultural  Adjiistment  Admini  s_tr  at  ion 

Rate  of  Payment,     $1.50  for  Each  100  Pounds  of  Triple  Superphosphate 

The  application  to  or  in  connection  with  the  seeding  of  perennial  or 
biennial  legumes,  perennial  grasses,  permanent  pasture,  or  green  manure 
crops  in  orchards,  of  at  least  50  pounds  per  acre  of  triple  superphosphate 
furnished  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 

This  triple  superphosphate  shall  not  be  used  on  a  nurse  crop  v,'hich 
is  to  be  harvested  for  grain  or  in  stables  or  poultr;y'  houses  to  reinforce 
manure. 

Practice  Mo.  5  -  Applying  Muriate  of  Potash 

Rate  of  Payment,     $1      for  each  100  Pounds  of  50  Percent 

Ivturiate  of  FotasI:  or  the  Equivalent 

The  application  of  at  least  100  pounds  per  acre  of  50  percent  muriate 
of  potash  or  its  equivalent,  but  excluding  manure,  in  connection  with  the 
seeding  of  clover  or  alfalfa  or  on  established  stands  of  alfalfa. 

Legumes  such  as  alfalfa  and  clover  require    considerable  potash.  As 
a  rule  potash  should  be  applied  at  the  time  of  seeding.     Some  soils  become 
deficient  in  potash  more  rapidly  than  others  and  require  annual  applications 
of  potash  to  grow  alfalfa. 
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Practice  No.  4  -  Cover  OroTDs  ar.d  G-reen  ilanure  Crops 


Rate  of  Payment,     $1.50  per  Acre 


The  plov/ing  or  disking  unier  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  of: 
(l)  Biennial  or  perennial  legumes  or  grasses  for  which  no  payment  for  seed- 
ing is  allowed  in  1940  and,  except  in  orchards,  from  which  no  crop  of  such 
legumes  or  grasses  has  ever  been  harvested;   (2)  annual  legumes;  or  (5)  annual 
grasses  or  r-mall  grains  used  as  summer  green  manure  crops  on  vegetable  or 
orchard  land,  or  used  as  winter  green  manure  crops.     If  the  crop  is  one 
which  is  normally  winter-killed,  payment  will  be  allowed  for  leaving  a  good 
stand  and  a  good  growth  on  the  land  instead  of  plov/ing  or  disking.it  under. 

If  the  crop  is  grown  in  a  commercial  orchard  and  has  not  been  har- 
vested in  1940,  payment  will  be  allowed  for  cutting  jind  leaving  an  evenly 
distributed  good  stand  and  good  growth  of  such  crop  on  the  land,  except 
that  cutting  is  not  required  in  blocks  of  trees  damaged  by  the  September 
1933  hiirricane. 


It  is  not  generally  good  farming  practice  to  plow  down  green  manure 
crops  if  it  will  result  in  leaving  the  land  Tinprotected  during  the  winter. 
It  is  recommended,  therefore,  that  such  crops  be  left  on  the  land  as  a 
winter  cover  wherever  it  is  possible. 

Practice  No.  5  -  Mulching  Commercia-l  Orchard  Lnnd- and  Commercial  Vegetable  Land 

Rate  of  Fa,vment,     $5  per  Ton 

The  application  of  at  least  2  tons  per  acre  of  air-dried  straw  or 
equivalent  mulching  material  to  commercial  orchard  lend  or  commercial  vege- 
table land  as  a  mulch.     All  materials  produced  on  the  land  daring  1940  from 
grasses,  legumes,  green  manure  crops,  or  cover  crops,  as  well  os  the  mulch- 
ing material,  must  be  left  on  the  land.

The  seeding  per  acre  of  mixtures  containing  at  least  6  pounds  of  hardy 
northern-grown  red  clover  seed  or  4  pounds  of  ?.lsike  clover  seed,  or  mix- 
tures containing  at  least  4  pounds  of  red  clover  seed  and  2  pounds  of  alsike 
clover  seed.     One  pound  per  acre  of  ladino  clover  seed  may  be  substituted 
for  2  pounds  red  clover  seed  or  1  pound  alsike  clover  seed  in  ajiy  mixture.

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Seeding  shall  "be  made  on  land  prepared  by  the  application  of  either: 
(l)  3,000  pcoinds  of  standard  ground  limestone  or  its  equivalent  and  400 
pounds  of  20  percent  superphosphate  or  its  equivalent;  or  (2)  liming 
materials  and  superphosphate  according  to  requirements  as  shovm  by  a  soil 
test  which  conforms  to  the  regulations  of  the  State  committee.

Seeding  shall  be  made  on  land  prepared  by  the  application  of  either: 
(l)  3,000  pounds  per  acre  of  standard  ground  limestone  or  its  equivalent 
and  400  pounds  of  20  percent  superphosphate  or  its  equivalent;  or  (2)  liming 
materials  and  superphosphate  according  to  requirements  as  shown  by  a  soil 
test  which  conforms  to  the  regulations  of  the  State  committee. 

Practice  Ifo.  8  -  5eedii:g  Alfalfa 

5ate  of  Payment,     $1.50  per  Acre 

On  land  adapted  to  alfalfa  the  seeding  of  at  least  10  pounds  per  acre 
of  verified  or  certified  hardy,  northern-grown  domestic  or  Canadian  alfalfa 
seed,  alone  or  in  mixtures. 

Seeding  shall  be  made  on  land  prepared  by  the  a.pplication  of  either: 
(l)  6,000  pounds  of  standard  ground  limestone  or  its  equivalent,  400  pounds 
of  20  percent  superphosphate  or  its  equivalent,  and  100  pounds  of  50  percent 
muriate  of  potash  or  its  equivalent;  or  (2)  liming  material,  superphosphate, 
and  potash,  according  to  requirements  as  shown  by  a  soil  test  which  conforms 
to  the  regulations  of  the  State  committee. 

Practice  No.  9  -  Woodland  Management 

Rate  of  Payment.     $3  per  Acre 

The  improvement  of  the  stand  of  forest  trees  under  a  system  of  farm- 
woodland  and  wildlife  management  which  includes  pruning  or  thinning  or,  if 
needed,  both.     At  least  100  good  timber  trees  or  trees  which  can  become 
good  timber  trees  must  be  left  well  scattered  on  each  acre  of  v/oodland 
improved. 

Operators  must  obtain  prior  approval  from  the  coxinty  committee  and 
must  carrj'  out  the  practice  in  accordance  v/ith  instructions  issued  by  the 
Extension  Forester. 

Practice  No.  10  -  Planting  Forest  Trees 

Rate  of  Payment,     $7.50  per  Acre 

The  planting  of  transplanted  forest  trees  at  the  rate  of  at  least  1,000*^ 
trees  per  acre  in  accordance  with  instructions  of  the  Extension  Forester. 
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One  thousand  trees  slanted  on  two  or  more  small  tracts  of  less  than 
one  acre  each  f?V:all  be  considered  as  an  acre  even  though  the  total  rrea 
may  be  larf;er.     Srirubs  helpful  to  wildlife  may  be  included  in  the  Dlanting. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  against  fire  and 
damage  by  livestoc-c-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance  with  good 
tree  culture  and  wildlife-management  practice. 

Frr.ctice  No.  11  -  T erracing 

Rate  of  Payment,    $1.50  for  Each  200  Linear  Teet 

The  constmcti  cn  of  diversion  ditchep. ,  for  which  proper  outlotfs  arc 
provided.     Thin  practice  must  be  carried  out  according  to  plans  approved 
in  advance  by  the  county  committee  and  based  on  the  recom^icndations  of  the 
Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the  Connecticut  ..Agricultural  Extension  Service. 

Practice  yo.  12  -  StriipcroD-ping 

P.-^.te  of  Payment ,     $0.  75  for  Each  2  Acres 

The  planting  of  cropland,  in  strips.     Strips  of  intertilled  crops  must 
be  separated  by  strips  of  close-growing  crops. 

This  practice  must  be  carried  out  in  accordance  with  plans  approved 
in  advance  by  the  cov-nty  committee  and  based  on  the  recommendations  of  the 
Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the  Connecticut  Agricultural  Extension  Service.

If  one-half  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is 
represented  bv  labor,  seed.,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or 
Federal  agencv  other  than  the  /agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  the 
practice  shall  not  be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

If  less  than  one-half  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice 
is  represented  by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or 
Federal  agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  one- 
half  of  the  practice  shall  be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building 
allowance , 

Trees  purchasod  from  a  Clark-Mc^T^ry  Cooperative  State  Nurserj'  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  be  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  State  or  Federal 
agency. 

AMOUNT  OF  PAY^IENT  EARI'^D  ON  FAS.MS  yiTH  ^'0  ALLOTMEITTS 

On  a  farm  which  has  no  acreage  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the  right  to 
V  earn  for  the  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-building  allowance, 
the  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance,  if  any,  and  the  ref orcstaticn  allowance. 
If  he  earns  less,  he  will  be  paid  what  he  earns.    A  farmer  who  wants  to  earn  all 
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he  can  under  the  program  on  a  farm  with  no  allotment  should  "be  careful  not  to 
plant  more  th-^n  3  acres  of  vegetables  for  market  and  not  to  plcnt  more  than  3 
acres  of  potatoes. 

The  total  payment  v/ill  be  computed  as  follows: 

Find  the  amount  of  the  soil-huilding  payment  by  ?.dding  tc^ether 
the  pa^nnents  for  all  soil-building  practices  carried  out  at  the  rates 
shovT!  for  the  practices.     However,  if  the  total  amount  computed  is 
lar^^er  than  the  soil-building  allowance,  the  soil-building  payment  will 
be  equal  to  the  soil-building  allowance.     Add  to  the  soil-building 
payment  the  amount  earned  under  the  reforestation  allowance.    Add  also 
the  amount  earned  under  the  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance. 

Then  subtract  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield 

for  each  acre  over  3  planted  to  potatoes.     Subtract  also  $20  for  each- 
acre  over  3  planted  to  vegetables  for  market. 

The  remainder  will  be  the  total  payment  earned  for  the  farm. 

ACREAGE  ALL0TI4S1ITS 

In  1940  acreage  allotments,  usual  acreages,  and  normal  yields  will  be 
set  by  County  committees  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Agri- 
cultural Adjustment  Administration. 

A  potato  allotment  will  be  set  on  each  farm  that  usually  grows  3  acres 
or  more  of  potatoes.     If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's  potato  allotment 
is  planted,  the  potato  allotment  will  be  reduced  to  110  percent  of  the  acreage 
planted. 

A  tobacco  allotnent  v/ill  be  set  on  each  farn  which  grow  tobacco  in 
one  or  noro  of  the  years  1935  to  1939,   inclusive,   and  farms  on  which 
tobacco  is  to  be  produced  in  1940  for  the  first  tine  since  1934,    If  less 
thrjL  96  percent  of  the  farm's  tobacco  allotnent  is  harvested,  the  tobacco 
allotnent  will  be  reduced  to  110  percent  of  the  a.crea.ge  hrjrvested  unless 
failure  to  harvest  at  least  90  percent  was  due  to  flood,  drought,  hail, 
or  other  abnormal  wea.ther  conditions  or  plant-bed  disease. 

If  more  than  10  acres  of  corn  for  grain  are  usually  grown  on  a  farm 
with  a  potato  or  tobacco  allotment,  a  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain  will 
also  be  set  for  that  farm. 

A  vegetable  allotment  will  be  set  for  each  farm  on  which  3  or  more 
acres  of  vegetables  are  usually  planted  to  be  sold  to  persons  not  living  on 
the  farm.     If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's  vegetable  allotment  is 
planted,   the  vegetable  allotment  will  be  reduced  to  110  percent  of  the  acreage 
planted. 

AIJOUFT  OF  PAYMEHT  EARl^'ED  OH  ALLOTIvIENT  FAK^S 

On  a  farm  with  any  acreage  allotment,   the  farmer  has  the  right  to 
earn  for  the  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-building  allowance, 
the  reforestation  allowance,   the  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance,  and  the 
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payments  com-outed  for  all  of  his  allotments.     If  he  does  not  carry  out  all 
the  practices  he  may,  or  if  he  grows  more  allotment  crops  than  he  should, 
the  amo-ant  earned  will  "be  less. 

The  amount  that  is  earned  on  any  farm  with  an  allotment  is  computed 
by  finding  the  sum  of  the  f (Allowing  payment  items  which  apt^ly  to  the  farm 
and  then  subtracting  the  sum  of  the  deductions,  if  any  apply. 

Farms  with  Potato  Allotments 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  he  computed  for  each 
soil-building  practice  carried  out.     The  payment  for  practices  cannot  be 
larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

A  payment  of  $7.50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
computed  -.mder  the  reforestation  allowance.     The  total  amount  earned  for 
planting  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  al]ov>fance  cannot  be  larger 
than  $30.     However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-biiilding  allowance  may  also  be 
earned  by  planting  forest  trees  under  practice  No.  10. 

A  Toayment  of  $4  will  be  computed  for  each  acre  of  woodland  cleared 
under  the  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance.     The  total  amount  cannot  be 
larger  than  $50. 

A  payment  of  3  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  will  be  com- 
puted for  each  acre  in  the  potato  allotment. 

A  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  v;ill  be  made 
for  each  acre  planted  to  potatoes  over  the  potato  allotment. 

If  there  is  no  vegetable  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables  to  be  sold  to  persons 
not  living  on  the  farm.     If  he  does,  there  will  be  a  deduction  of  $20  for 
each  acre  over  3.     Vegetables,  as  defined  under  the  program,  do  not  include 
potatoes. 

A  farmer  should  also  be  careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  10  acres  or 
the  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain,  whichever  is  greater.     If  he  does,  there 
will  be  a  deduction  of  $10  for  each  excess  acre. 

Farms  with  Tobacco  Allotments 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for  each 
soil-buildine  practice  carried  out.     The  payment  for  practices  cannot  be 
larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

A  par^nnent  of  !fe7.50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
computed  under  the  reforestation  allowance.     The  total  amount  earned  for 
planting  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allowance  cannot  be  larger 
than  $30.     However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-building  allowance  may  also 
be  earned  by  planting  forest  trees  under  practice  No.  10. 
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A'  payment  of  $4  for  each  acre  of  woodland  cleared  under  the  v/ood- 
lancl  rehabilitation  allowance  will  "be  computed.  The  total  amount  cannot 
he  IcTgf.r  thr.n  $50. 

A  pr^onent  of  1  cent  per  pound  times  the  nornal  r-ield  will  ho  con- 
putcd  for  each  acre  in  the  tobacco  allotnent, 

A  deduction  of  8  cents  per  pound  times  the  normal  yield  v/ill  be 
made  for  each  acre  of  tobacco  hrrvestcd  over  the  tobacco  allotment. 

If  there  is  no  potato  allotrfient  on  the  farm,,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.     If  he  does,  there 
v;ill  be  a  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for 
each  acre  ovei'  3, 

If  there  i s  no  vegetable  allotment  on  the  fsaTn,  the  fanner  should 
be  careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables  to  be  sold  to  persons 
not  living,  on  the  farm.     If  he  does,   there  will  be  a  deduction  of  $20  for 
each  acre  over  3,    Vegetables,  as  defined  under  the  program,  do  not  in- 
clude jjotatoes, 

A  fanner  should  also  be  c direful  not  to  harvest  more  thai^  10  acres 
or  the  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain,  whichever  is  greater.     If  he  does, 
there  v;ill  be  a  deduction  of  $10  for  each  excess  acre, 

Farms  with  Vegetable  Allotments 

A  paymomt  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for 
each  soil-bui]7ding  practice  carried  out.  The  paj^ment  for  practices  can- 
not be  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance, 

A  pa^';ment  of  $7,50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
computed  under  the  reforestation  allowance.     The  total  amount  eai-ned  for 
planting  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allowance  cannot  be  larger 
thai!  $30.  However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-building  allowance  mry 

also  be  earned  by  planting  forest  trees  under  practice  No,  10. 

A  payment  of  $4       will  be  computed  for  each  acre  of  woodland  cleared 
under  the  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance.     The  total  amount  cannot  be 
larger  than  $60. 

A  payment  of  $1,50  will  be  computed  for  each  acre  in  the  vegetable 
allotment . 

A  deduction  of  $20       will  be  made  for  each  acre  planted  to  commercial 
vegetables  over  the  vegetable  cillotmcnt. 

Commercial  vegetables  means  the  acreage  of  vegetables  and  truck  cro::'S 
of  which  the  principal  part  of  the  production  is  sold  to  persons  not  living 
on  the  farm.  .  This  definition  includes,  among  others,   swcetpotatccs , 
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tomatoes,   sweet  corn,  caiitaloups,  and  corariercial  "bulbs  aiid  flov/crs,  "mt 
excludes  potatoes,  peas  for  cajining  or  ireezin<7;,  sv/oot  corn  for  canning, 
ajid  vatcrnolons. 

If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  farr.-i,   the  farmer  should 
"be  careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3    acres  of  potcitoes.     If  ho  does, 
there  v/ill  be  a  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield 
for  each  acre  over  3.

'T'HE  1940  Agricultural  Conservation  Pro- 
gram  gives  farmers  all  over  the  country  an 
opportunity  to  work  together  in  saving  their  soil  and  its  fertility,  bring- 
ing about  fairer  incomes  for  themselves,  and  assuring  consumers  plenty 
of  supplies. 

Farmers  in  Connecticut  who  cooperate  in  the  1940  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program  will  be  offered  assistance  in  using  approved 
soil-building  practices  which  will  help  to  build  up  their  soil.  They 
will  also  have  the  right  to  earn  payments  by  staying  within  acreage 
allotments  for  tobacco,  potatoes,  and  vegetables. 

The  1940  program  year  begins  November  1,  1939,  and  ends  October 
31,  1940. 

WOODLAND  REHABILITATION  ALLOWANCE 

Each  farm  in  Connecticut  except  those  in  Fairfield  and  Litchfield 
Counties  will  have  a  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance  of  $60.  This 
allowance  may  bo  earned  on  woodland  which  constitutes  a  serious  fire 
hazard  as  a  result  of  the  September  1938  hurricane  damage,  by  elimi- 
nating the  fire  hazard,  improving  the  remaining  stand  of  forest  trees, 
and  providing  for  the  restoration  of  a  full  stand  of  forest  trees.  The 
work  must  be  done  with  the  prior  approval  of  the  county  committee

and  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  count}-  committee 
and  approved  by  the  State  committee. 

This  allowance  is  not  included  in  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Payment  at  the  rate  of  $4  for  each  acre  on  which  this  work  is  cor- 
rectly done  will  be  allowed  toward  earaing  the  woodland  rehabilitation 
allowance. 

REFORESTATION  ALLOWANCE 

Each  farm  will  have  a  reforestation  allowance  of  $30  in  addition  to 
the  soil-building  allowance.  This  reforestation  allowance  may  be 
earned  by  plantitij^  transplanted  forest  trees  at  the  rate  of  at  least  1,000 
trees  per  acre.  One  thousand  trees  planted  on  two  or  more  small 
tracts  of  less  than  1  acre  each  shall  be  considered  as  an  acre,  even 
though  the  total  area  may  be  larger.  Shrubs  helpful  to  wildUfe  may 
be  included  in  the  planting. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  against  fire  and 
damage  by  livestock-grazmg  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance 
with  good  tree  culture  and  wildlife-management  practice. 

Pa3'ment  at  the  rate  of  $7.50  per  acre  vrill  be  allowed  toward  earning 
the  reforestation  allowance. 

SOIL-BUILDING  ALLOWANCE 

Each  Connecticut  farmer  who  takes  part  in  this  program  is  expected 
to  use  one  or  more  of  the  soil-building  practices  which  are  good  for  liis 
farm.  To  get  the  most  good  from  the  program  he  should  use,  insofar 
as  possible,  practices  which  are  not  already  being  used  on  the  farm. 
In  order  that  the  farmer  VvHl  know  how  manj'  practices  he  may  carrj' 
out  for  payment,  a  soil-building  allowance  will  be  computed  for  his 
farm.  This  soil-buildmg  allowance  is  found  by  first  adding  all  of  the 
following  items  which  apply  to  the  farm: 

70  cents  times  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm,  not  counting 
acreage  in  the  tobacco  and  potato  allotments.  Cropland 
means  farm  land  which  in  1939  was  tilled  or  was  in  regular 
rotation,  not  counting  any  land  in  commercial  orchards. 

$2  times  the  acreage  of  conunercial  orchards  on  the  farm  on 
January  1,  1940.  Commercial  orchards  means  the  acreage 
in  planted  or  cultivated  fruit  trees,  nut  trees,  vineyards, 
hops,  or  bush  fruits  on  the  farm  on  January  1,  1940,  from 
which  the  principal  part  of  the  production  is  normally  sold. 
This  definition  does  not  include  nonbearing  orchards  and 
nonbearing  vineyards. 

40  cents  times  the  acreage  of  fenced,  noncrop  open  pasture  land 
in  excess  of  one-half  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm. 

For  those  farms  on  which  the  simi  of  these  items  is  $20  or  more, 
the  soil-building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  total  of  these  cropland, 
pasture,  antl  orchard  items. 
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For  those  fanns  on  wliich  tho  sum  of  these  items  is  less  than  $20, 
the  soil-biiilding  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  larger  of  (1)  the  simi 
of  these  cropland,  orchard,  and  pasture  items  or  (2)  the  amount  by 
which  §20  is  move  than  the  sum  of  the  allotment  payments  which 
could  be  earned  on  the  fann. 

SOIL-BUILDING  PRACTICES 

The  following  are  soil-building  practices  which  farmers  in  Connect- 
icut may  carry  out  for  paj'mcnt  under  the  1940  Agricultural  Con- 
servation Program.  For  each  practice  carried  out  as  specified  and 
in  accordance  with  good  farming  practices  on  the  farm,  payment  at 
the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  allowed  toward  earning  the 
soil-building  allowance  for  the  farm.  However,  the  total  payment  for 
carrying  out  practices  cannot  be  larger  than  the  sod-building  al- 
lowance. 

If  one-half  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is  represented 
by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency  other 
than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  the  practice  shall  not  be 
counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

If  less  than  one-half  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is  represented 
by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency  other 
than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  one-half  of  the  practice  shall 
be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Trees  purchased  from  a  Clark-McNary  Cooperative  State  Nursery  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  be  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency. 

LIMING  CROPLAND,  ORCHARDS,  OR  PASTURE  L.\ND 
Practice  No.  I— Rate  of  Payment: 

Litchfield  Couxty. — $3.70  for  each  2,000  pounds  of  standard  ground  lime- 
stone or  its  equivalent. 

Faihfield,  H.MiTFORD,  AND  New  Haven  COUNTIES. — $4.20  for  each  2,000 
pounds  of  standard  ground  limestone  or  its  equivalent. 

All  Other  Counties  in  the  State. — $4.70  for  each  2,000  pounds  of  standard 
ground  limestone  or  its  equivalent. 

The  application  per  acre  of  at  least  1,000  pounds  of  standard  ground 
limestone  or  its  equivalent  to  cropland,  permanent  pasture  land,  or 
commercial  orchard  land. 

When  the  limestone  is  applied  to  cropland  or  cultivated  orchard 
land,  it  should  bo  worked  into  the  soil,  preferably  at  least  6  months 
before  a  legume  seeding  is  made.  Each  acre  of  pasture  land  or  orchard 
sod  treated  with  Ihne  should  have  an  application  of  at  least  300  pounds 
of  20  percent  superphosphate,  or  the  equivalent. 

Standard  ground  lunestone  is  limestone  which  will  analyze  at  least 
50  percent  total  calcium  oxide  neutralizing  eqiiivalent,  100  percent 
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of  which  w  ill  pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve,  provided  that  all  the  finer 
materials  resulting  from  grinding  are  left  in  the  material. 

Seven  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  of  hydrated  lime,  500  pounds  of 
burnt  lime,  1,000  pounds  of  ground  oystorshell,  or  1,000  pounds  of 
button  dust  are  equivalent  to  1,000  pounds  of  standard  ground 
limestone. 

LIMING  CROPLAND,  ORCHARDS,  AND  PASTURE  LAND  WITH  LIMING 
MATERIAL  FURNISHED  BY  THE  A.  A.  A. 

Practice  No.  lA — Rate  of  Payment: 

Litchfield  County. — $3.70  for  each  2,000  pounds  of  ground  limestone. 
Fairfield,  H.^rtford,  and  New  Haven  Counties. — $4.20  for  each  2,000 

pounds  of  ground  limestone. 
All  Other  Counties  in  the  State. — $4.70  for  each  2,000  pounds  of  ground 

limestone. 

The  application  to  cropland,  commercial  orchards,  or  permanent 
pasture  land  of  at  least  1,000  pounds  per  acre  of  ground  limestone  fur- 
nished by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 

When  the  limestone  is  applied  to  cropland  or  cultivated  orchard 
land,  it  shoidd  be  worked  into  the  soil,  preferably  at  least  G  months 
before  a  legume  seeding  is  made.  Each  acre  of  pasture  land  or  orchard 
sod  treated  with  lime  should  also  have  an  application  of  at  least  300 
pounds  of  20  percent  superphosphate,  or  the  equivalent. 

APPLYING  SUPERPHOSPHATE 

Practice  No.  2— Rate  of  Payment:  $1.25  for  Each  200  Pounds  of  20  Percent 
Superphosphate  or  Its  Equivalent 

The  application  of  at  least  100  pounds  per  acre  of  20  percent  super- 
phosphate, or  its  equivalent,  to  or  in  connection  with  the  seeding  of 
perennial  or  biennial  legumes,  perennial  grasses,  permanent  pasture, 
or  green  manure  crops  in  orchards. 

When  superphosphate  is  applied  in  connection  with  a  seeding 
made  with  a  nurse  crop  that  is  harvested  for  grain,  payment  will  be 
allowed  only  for  the  amount  over  IGO  pounds  per  acre  of  20  percent 
superphosphate. 

Payment  will  also  be  allowed  for  the  use  of  superphosphate  in  stables 
to  reinforce  manure  which  is  to  be  applied  to  hay  land,  pasture,  or 
orchard  sod. 

Quantities  of  other  grades  of  superphosphate  may  be  substituted 
for  the  100  pounds  of  20  percent  superphosphate:  For  example,  125 
pounds  16  percent  superphosphate,  62)-:  pounds  32  percent  superphos- 
phate, 50  pounds  40  percent  superphosphate,  or  the  quantity  of  other 
fertilizei-3  that  furnish  20  pounds  of  available  phosphoric  acid. 
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APPLYING  TRIPLE  SUPERPHOSPHATE  FURNISHED  BY  THE  A.  A.  A. 

Practice  No.  2\—Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  for  Each  100  Pounds  of  Triple 

Superphosphate 

The  applic  ation  to  or  in  connection  with  the  seeding  of  perennial  or 
biennial  legumes,  perennial  grasses,  permanent  pasture,  or  green 
manure  crops  in  orchards,  of  at  least  50  pounds  per  acre  of  triple  super- 
phosphate furnished  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 

This  triple  superphosphate  shall  not  be  used  on  a  nurse  crop  which 
is  to  be  harvested  for  grain  or  in  stables  or  poultry  houses  to  reinforce 
manure. 

APPLYING  MURIATE  OF  POTASH 

Practice  No.  3 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1  for  Each  100  Pounds  of  50  Percent 
Muriate  of  Potash  or  the  Equivalent 

The  application  of  at  least  100  pounds  per  acre  of  50  percent  muriate 
of  potash  or  its  equivalent,  but  excluding  manure,  in  connection  with 
the  seeding  of  clover  or  alfalfa  or  on  established  stands  of  alfalfa. 

Legumes  such  as  alfalfa  and  clover  require  considerable  potash. 
As  a  rule  potash  should  be  applied  at  the  time  of  seeding.  Some  soils 
become  deficient  in  potash  more  rapidly  than  others  and  require 
annual  applications  of  potash  to  grow  alfalfa. 

COVER  CROPS  AND  GREEN  MANURE  CROPS 
Practice  No.  4 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  per  Acre 

The  plowing  or  disking  under  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  of 
(1)  biennial  or  perennial  legumes  or  grasses  for  which  no  payment  for 
seeding  is  allowed  in  1940  and,  except  in  orchards,  from  which  no  crop 
of  such  legumes  or  grasses  has  ever  been  harvested;  (2)  annual 
legumes;  or  (3)  annual  grasses  or  small  grains  used  as  summer  green 
manure  crops  on  vegetable  or  orchard  land,  or  used  as  winter  gi-een 
manure  crops.  If  the  crop  is  one  which  is  normally  winter-killed, 
pajTiient  will  be  allowed  for  leaving  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth 
on  the  land  instead  of  plowing  or  disking  it  under. 

If  the  crop  is  grown  in  a  commercial  orchard  and  has  not  been 
harvested  in  1940,  payment  will  be  allowed  for  cutting  and  leaving  an 
evenly  distributed  good  stand  and  good  growth  of  such  crop  on  the 
land,  except  that  cutting  is  not  required  in  blocks  of  trees  damaged  by 
the  September  1938  hurricane. 

It  is  not  generally  good  farming  practice  to  plow  down  green  manure 
crops  if  it  will  result  in  leaving  the  land  unprotected  during  the  winter. 
It  is  recommended,  therefore,  that  such  crops  be  left  on  the  land  as  a 
winter  cover  wherever  it  is  possible. 
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MULCHING  COMMERCIAL  ORCHARD  LAND  AND  COMMERCIAL 
VEGETABLE  LAND 

Practice  No.  5 — Rate  of  Payment:  $3  per  Ton 

The  application  of  at  least  2  tons  per  acre  of  air-dried  straw  or 
equivalent  mulching  material  to  commercial  orchard  land  or  com- 
mercial vegetable  land  as  a  mulch.  All  materials  produced  on  the 
land  during  1940  from  grasses,  legumes,  green  manure  crops,  or  cover 
crops,  as  well  as  the  mulching  material,  must  be  left  on  the  land. 

Percfniage  o) 

Recommended  mulching  material  weight  for  credit 

1.  Air-dried  straw   100 

2.  Air-dried  tame  or  marsh  hay   100 

3.  Green  tame  or  marsh  hay   50 

4.  Other  materials  approved  by  the  State  committee. 

SEEDING  CLOVER 
Practice  No.  6 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  per  .Acre 

The  seeding  per  acre  of  mixtures  containing  at  least  6  pounds  of 
hardy  northern-grown  red  clover  seed  or  4  pounds  of  alsike  clover  seed, 
or  mixtures  containing  at  least  4  pounds  of  red  clover  seed  and  2 
pounds  of  alsike  clover  seed.  One  pound  per  acre  of  ladino  clover 
seed  may  be  substituted  for  2  pounds  of  red  clover  seed  or  1  ])()und  of 
alsike  clover  seed  in  an}^  mixture. 

Seeding  shall  be  made  on  land  prepared  by  the  application  of  either 
(1)  3,000  pounds  of  standard  ground  limestone  or  its  equivalent  and 
400  pounds  of  20  percent  superphosphate  or  its  equivalent,  or  (2) 
liming  materials  and  superphosphate  according  to  requirements  as 
shown  by  a  soil  test  which  conforms  to  the  regulations  of  the  State 
committee. 

SEEDING  PASTURE  MIXTURES 
Practice  No.  7 — Rate  of  Payment:  $3  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  pasture  mixtures  containing  at  least  2  pounds  of 
ladino  clover  per  acre. 

Seeding  shall  be  made  on  land  prepared  by  the  application  of  either 
(1)  3,000  pounds  per  acre  of  standard  ground  limestone  or  its  equiva- 
lent and  400  pounds  of  20  percent  superphosphate  or  its  equivalent, 
or  (2)  liming  materials  and  superphosphate  according  to  requirements 
as  shown  by  a  soil  test  which  conforms  to  the  regulations  of  the  State 
committee. 

SEEDING  ALFALFA 

Practice  No.  8^ — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  per  Acre 

On  laiul  adapted  to  alfalfa  the  seeding  of  at  least  10  poimds  per 
acre  of  verified  or  certified  hardy,  northem-g^o\\aa  domestic  or  Canadian 
alfalfa  seed,  alone  or  in  mixtures. 
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Seeding  shall  be  made  on  land  prepared  by  the  application  of 
either  (1)  G.OOO  pounds  of  standard  p;round  limestone  or  its  equivalent, 
400  pounds  of  20  percent  superphosphate  or  its  ecjuivalent,  and  100 
pounds  of  50  percent  muriate  of  potash  or  its  eqiiivaleiit;  or  (2)  limine; 
material,  su])er])liosphate,  and  potash,  according  to  requirements  as 
sho^\^l  by  a  soil  test  which  conforms  to  the  regulations  of  the  State 
committee. 

WOODLAND  MANAGEMENT 
Practice  No.  9~Rate  of  Payment:  $3  per  Acre 

The  improvement  of  the  stand  of  forest  trees  imder  a  system  of  farm- 
woodland  and  wildlife  management  which  includes  pruning  or  thinning 
or,  if  needed,  both.  At  least  100  good  tunber  trees  or  trees  which  can 
become  good  timber  trees  must  be  left  well  scattered  on  each  acre  of 
woodland  improved. 

Operators  must  obtaii\  prior  approval  from  the  county  committee 
and  must  carry  out  the  practice  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued 
by  the  Extension  Forester. 

PLANTING  FOREST  TREES 

Practice  No.  10 — Rate  of  Payment:  $7.50  per  .\cre 

The  planting  of  transplanted  forest  trees  at  the  rate  of  at  least  1,000 
trees  per  acre  in  accordance  with  instructions  of  the  Extension 
Forester. 

One  thousand  trees  planted  on  two  or  more  small  tracts  of  less  than 
1  acre  each  shall  be  considered  as  an  acre  even  though  the  total  area 
may  be  larger.  Shrubs  helpfid  to  wildlife  may  be  included  in  the 
planting. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  against  fire  and 
damage  by  livestock-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance 
with  good  tree  culture  and  wildlife-management  practice. 

TERRACING 

Practice  No.  II— Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  for  Each  200  Linear  Feet 

The  construction  of  diversion  ditches,  for  which  proper  outlets  are 
provided.  This  practice  must  be  carried  out  accordiiig  to  plans 
approved  in  advance  by  the  county  committee  and  based  on  the 
recommendations  of  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the  Cornice ticut 
Agricultural  Extension  Service. 
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STRIPCROPPING 
Practice  No.  12— Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  for  Each  2  Acres 

The  planting  of  cropland  in  strips.  Strips  of  intertilled  crops  must 
be  separated  b}''  strips  of  close-growing  crops. 

This  practice  must  be  carried  out  in  accordance  with  plans  approved 
in  advance  by  -the  comat}'  committee  and  based  on  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the  Connecticut  Agricultural 
Extension  Service. 

AMOUNT  OF  PAYMENT  EARNED  ON  FARMS  WITH  NO 

ALLOTMENTS 

On  a  farm  which  has  no  acreage  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the  riglit 
to  earn  for  the  year  an  amount  ecpial  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-building 
allowance,  the  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance,  if  any,  and  the 
reforestation  allowance.  If  he  earns  less,  ho  vrHl  be  paid  what  h 
earns.  A  farmer  who  wants  to  cam  all  he  can  under  the  program  o  n 
a  farm  with  no  allotment  should  be  careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3 
acres  of  vegetables  for  market.and  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of 
potatoes. 

The  total  payment  will  be  computed  as  follows: 

Find  the  amount  of  the  soil-building  payment  by  adding  togetlier 
the  payments  for  all  soil-building  practices  carried  out  at 
the  rates  shown  for  the  practices.  However,  if  the  total 
amount  computed  is  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance, 
the  soil-building  payment  vnW  be  equal  to  the  soil-building 
allowance. 

Add  to  the  soil-building  payment  the  amount  earned  uinler  ilio 

reforestation  allowance. 
Add  also  the  amount  earned  under  the  woodlaiul-reliabilitalion 

allowance. 

Then  subtract  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for  each 

acre  over  3  planted  to  potatoes. 
Subtract  also  $20  for  each  acre  over  3  planted  to  conunercial 

vegetables. 

The  remainder  will  be  the  total  payment  earned  for  the  farm. 

ACREAGE  ALLOTMENTS 

In  1940  acreage  allotments,  usual  acreages,  and  normal  yields  will 
be  set  by  co\mty  conunittees  m  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by 
the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Admiiiistration. 

A  potato  allotment  will  bo  set  on  each  farm  that  usually  grows  3 
acres  or  more  of  potatoes.  If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farni'3 
potato  allotment  is  planted,  the  potato  allotment  will  be  reduced  to 
110  percent  of  the  acreage  planted. 

A  tobacco  allotment  will  be  set  on  each  farm  which  grew  tobacco  in 
one  or  more  of  the  years  1935  to  1939,  inclusive,  and  farms  on  which 
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tobacco  is  to  be  produced  in  1940  for  the  first  time  sir.ce  1934.  If 
less  tliaii  90  percent  of  tlie  fann's  tobacco  allotment  is  harvested,  the 
tobacco  allotment  will  be  reduced  to  110  percent  of  the  acreage 
harvested,  unless  failure  to  harvest  at  least  90  percent  was  due  to 
flood,  drought,  hail,  or  other  abnormal  weather  conditions  or  plant-bed 
diseases. 

If  more  than  10  acres  of  com  for  graui  are  usually  growi^  on  a  fann 
with  a  potato  or  tobacco  allotment,  a  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain 
will  also  be  set  for  that  farm. 

A  vegetable  allotment  will  be  set  for  each  farm  on  which  3  or  more 
acres  of  vegetables  are  usually  planted  to  be  sold  to  persons  not  livuig 
on  the  farm.  If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  fann's  vegetable  allot- 
ment is  planted,  the  vegetable  allotment  will  be  reduced  to  110  percent 
of  the  acreage  planted. 

AMOUNT  OF  PAYMENT  EARNED  ON  ALLOTMENT  FARMS 

On  a  farm  with  any  acreage  allotment,  the  fanner  has  the  right  to 
earn  for  the  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-building 
allowance,  the  reforestation  allowance,  the  woodland  rehabilitation 
allowance,  and  the  payments  computed  for  all  of  his  allotments.  If 
he  does  not  cany  out  all  the  practices  he  may,  or  if  he  grows  more 
allotment  crops  than  he  should,  the  amount  earned  will  be  less. 

The  amount  that  is  earned  on  any  fama  vnth  an  allotment  is  com- 
puted by  finding  the  sum  of  the  foUow^ing  pajanent  items  which  apply 
to  the  farm  and  then  subtracting  the  sum  of  the  deductions,  if  any 
apply. 

FARMS  WITH  POTATO  ALLOTMENTS 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for 
each  soil-building  practice  carried  out.  The  payment  for  practices 
cannot  be  larger  than  the  soU-building  allowance. 

A  payment  of  $7.50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
computed  under  the  reforestation  allowance.  The  total  amount 
earned  for  planting  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allowance  can- 
not be  larger  than  $30.  However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soU-buUding 
allowance  may  also  be  earned  by  planting  forest  trees  under  practice 
No.  10. 

A  payment  of  $4  will  be  computed  for  each  acre  of  woodland  cleared 
under  the  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance.  The  total  amount 
cannot  be  larger  than  $60. 

A  payment  of  3  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  wall  be 
computed  for  each  acre  in  the  potato  allotment. 

A  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  will  be 
made  for  each  acre  planted  to  potatoes  over  the  potato  allotment. 

If  there  is  no  vegetable  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
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careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables  to  bo  sold  to  per- 
sons not  living  on  the  farm.  If  he  does,  there  will  be  a  deduction  of 
$20  for  each  acre  over  3.  Vegetables,  as  defined  imder  the  program, 
do  not  include  potatoes. 

A  farmer  should  also  be  careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  10  acres  or 
the  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  gram,  whichever  is  greater.  If  he  does, 
there  will  be  a  deduction  of  $10  for  each  excess  acre. 

FARMS  WITH  TOBACCO  ALLOTMENTS 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  \nll  be  computed  for 
each  soil-building  practice  carried  out.  The  payment  for  practices 
cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

A  payment  of  $7.50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
computed  under  the  reforestation  allowance.  The  total  amount  earned 
for  planting  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allowance  cannot  be 
larger  than  $30.  However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-building  allowance 
may  also  be  earned  by  planting  forest  trees  under  practice  No.  10. 

A  payment  of  $4  for  each  acre  of  woodland  cleared  under  the  wood- 
land rehabilitation  allowance  will  be  computed.  The  total  amount 
cannot  be  larger  than  $G0. 

A  payment  of  1  cent  per  pound  times  the  normal  j^ield  will  be  com- 
puted for  each  acre  in  the  tobacco  allotment. 

A  deduction  of  8  cents  per  pound  times  the  normal  yield  will  be 
made  for  each  acre  of  tobacco  harvested  over  the  tobacco  allotment. 

If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.  If  he  does,  there 
wall  be  a  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for 
each  acre  over  3. 

If  there  is  no  vegetable  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables  to  be  sold  to 
persons  not  living  on  the  farm.  If  he  does,  there  will  be  a  deduction  of 
$20  for  each  acre  over  3.  Vegetables,  as  defined  under  the  program, 
do  not  include  potatoes. 

A  farmer  should  also  bo  careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  10  acres  or 
the  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain,  whichcvor  is  greater.  If  ho  docs, 
there  will  be  a  deduction  of  $10  for  each  excess  acre. 

FARMS  WITH  VEGETABLE  ALLOTMENTS 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for 
each  soil-building  practice  carried  out.  The  payment  for  practices 
cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

A  payment  of  $7.50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
computed  undor  tho  reforestation  allowance.    The  total  amount 
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earned  for  plant iri<;  forest  trees  under  the  reforostjition  allowiince 
cannot  be  larger  tluin  $30.  However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-building 
allowance  may  also  be  earned  by  planting  forest  trees  under  practice 


A  payment  of  $4  mil  be  computed  for  each  acre  of  woodland  cleared 
imder  the  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance.  The  total  amount 
cannot  be  larger  than  $60. 

A  payment  of  Sl.oO  will  be  computed  for  each  acre  in  the  vegetable 
allotment. 

A  deduction  of  $20  will  bo  made  for  each  acre  planted  to  commercial 
vegetables  over  the  vegetable  allotment. 

Commercial  vegetables  means  the  acreage  of  vegetables  and  truck 
crops  of  which  the  principal  part  of  the  production  is  sold  to  per.sons 
not  living  on  the  farm.  This  definition  includes,  among  others, 
sweetpotatoes,  tomatoes, sweet  corn,  cantaloups,  strawberries,  and  com- 
mercial bulbs  and  flowers,  but  excludes  potatoes,  peas  for  canning  or 
freezing,  watermelons,  and  sweet  corn  for  canning. 

If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.  If  he  does,  there 
will  be  a  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for 
each  acre  over  3. 


There  will  be  added  to  each  person's  share  of  the  farm  payment,  if 
that  share  is  less  than  $200,  the  amount  of  increase  indicated  in  the 
following:

THE  1940  AGRICUL'TURAL  CONSERVATION  PROGRA/I  FOR  i^nim?.   

The  1940  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  gives  farmers  all  over 
the  country  an  op.cortunitj^  to  work  together  in  saving  their  soil  and  its 
fertility,  bringing  about  fairer  incomes  for  themselves,  iind  assuring 
consiUiiers  olenty  of  supplies. 

All  farmers  in  liaine  v/ho  cooperate  in  the  1940  Agricultural  Con- 
servation Program  vzill  be  offered  assistance  in  using  approved  soil-building 
practices  ':7.iich  will  help  to  build  up  their  soil.     They  will  also  have  the 
right  to  earn  pa^nnents  by  staj'ing  within  acreage  allotments  for  potatoes. 
Farmers  in  Androscoggin,  Cumberland,  Kennebec,  Penobscot,  and  York  Counties 
will  have  the  right  to  earn  additional  payments  by  staying  within  acreage 
allotments  for  vegetables. 

The  1940  -orogram  ;'ear  begins  November  1,  1939,  and  ends  October  31, 

1940. 

WOODLAi^TD  REHABILITATION  AXLOWAIICB 

Each  farm  in  Cumberland,  Oxford,  and  York  Counties  will  have  a 
woodland  rehabilitation  allowance  of  $60.     This  allowance  ma;'  be  earned 
on  woodland  which  constitutes  a  serious  fire  hazard  as  a  result  of  the 
September  1938  hurricane  damage,  bj^  elir,inating  the  fire  hazard,  improving 
the  remaining  stand  of  forest  trees,  and  providing  for  the  restoration  of 
a  full  stand  of  forest  trees.     The  work  must  be  done  with  the  prior 
approval  of  the  county  comm.ittee  and  in  accordance  with  instructions 
issued  by  the  county  committee  and  approved  by  the  State  committee. 

This  allowance  is  not  included  in  the  soil-building  allov;ance. 

Paj^'ment  at  the  rate  of  $4         for  each  acre  on  which  this  work  is 
correctl:   done  v/ill  be  allov/ed  toward  earning  the  woodland  rehabilitation 
allowance. 

REFORESTATION  ALLOW AI?CE 

Each  farm  will  have  a  reforestation  allowance  of  $30         in  addition 
to  the  soil-builo.ing  allowance.     This  reforestation  allowance  may  be  earned 
by  planting  transplanted  forest  trees  at  the  rate  of  at  least  1,000  trees 
per  acre  spaced  about  6  by  6  feet.     One  thousand  trees  planted  on  two  or 
more  small  tracts  of  less  than  one  acre  each  shall  be  considered  as  an 
acre,  even  though  the  total  area  may  be  larger.     Shrubs  helpful  to  wild- 
life may  be  included  in  the  planting. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  against  fire  ajid 
damage  by  livestock-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance  with  good 
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tree  culture  and  v/ildlife-naiiageroent  practice. 

Species  approved  for  planting  are:    TThite  pine,  when  currant  and 
Sooseberr:'  bushes  have  been  cleaned  out  of  the  area;  red  (iTorwa;-)  -nine; 
red  spruce;  ITon'/ay  spruce;   Scotch  pine  in  mixed  planting;  and  hj'brid 
poplars,     ether  species  must  be  approved  tr/  the  State  conmittee. 

Fa^'ment  at  the  ra.te  of  $7,50  per  acre  will  be  allowed  tov/ard  earn- 
ing the  reforestation  allov/ance. 

S0IL-3UILDIHG  ALLOW 

Zach  L.iaine  farmer  viho  ta:es  part  in  this  program  is  expected  to  use 
one  or  nore  of  the  soil-buildinf^;  practices  v/hich  are  good  for  his  farm.  To 
get  the  most  {^,00.  fro:.-)  the  program  he  shotild  use,  insofar  as  possible, 
practices  v;hich  are  not  alrecdj  bein';  used  on  the  farm.     In  order  that  the 
farmer  will  hnow  how  man;--  practices  ho  ma;-  carry  out  for  pajonent,  a  soil- 
building  allowance  will  be  computed  for  his  fara.

For  those  farms  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  less  than  $20, 
the  soil-building  allowance  will  be  equpl  to  the  larger  of  (l)  the  s^jun  of 
these  cropland,  orchard,  and  pasture  items  or  (2)  the  amount  by  which  $20 
is  more  than  the  sum  of  the  allotment  pa;''raents  which  could  be  earned  on 
the  farm.

Pa^'inent  v/ill  not  be  allowed  unless  operators  carry  out  the  practice 
in  accordance  with  instructions  iss^'.ed  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service 
or  the  State  Extension  Service. 

Practice  l^To .  10  -  Contour  Cultivation 

Rate  of  Paynient,     $0.75  for  Bach  4  Acres

Pa:/ment  will  be  allov;cd  for  each  acre  of  woodland  out  of  v/hich 
livestoc"k:  are  kept,  "but  for  not  more  than  2  acres  for  each  animal  unit  which 
is  normally  allowed  to  graze  in  the  woodlaJid. 

Animal  unit  means  1  cow,  2  calves,  1  horse,  2  colts,  5  sheep,  or  5 
goats,  or  the  equivalent  thereof.

Practice  I'o.  15  -  Planting  Forest  Trees 

Rate  of  Pa;;,''ment,     $7.50  per  Acre 

The  planting  of  transplanted  forest  trees  of  approved  species  at 
the  rate  of  at  least  1,000  trees  per  acre,   spaced  about  6  by  6  feet.  One 
thousand  trees  planted  on  two  or  more  small  tracts  of  less  than  one  acre 
each  shall  be  considered  as  an  acre,  even  though  the  total  area  maj-'  be 
larger.     Shrubs  helpful  to  wildlife  may  be  included  in  the  planting. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  against  fire  and 
damage  by  live  stock- grazing  and  nust  be  cultivated  in  accordance  with  ...rood 
tree  culture  and  wildlife-management  practice. 

Species  approved  for  plantir^  are:    White  pine,  when  CTirrant  and 
gooseberry/  bushes  have  been  cleaned  out  of  the  area;  red  (ilorway)  pine;  red 
spruce;  r'orv/sy  spruco;   Scotch  pine  in  mixed  planting;   and  hj'-brid  poplars. 
Other  species  must  be  approved  br/  the  State  committee. 

If  one-half  or  r.orc  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  an;;/'  practice 
is  represented  \r,'  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  ma-terials  furnished  by  a  State  or 
Federal  agency  other  than  the  Agriciiltur al  Adjustment  Administration,  the 
practice  shall  not  be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

If  less  than  one-half  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  an:/  practice 
is  represented  tiy  labor,   seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or 
Federal  agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adji.istment  A-dinini stration,  one- 
half  of  the  practice  shall  be  counted  toward  cai^ning  the  soil-building 
allowance . 

Trees  purchased  from  a  Clark-Mcl^ary  Cooperative  State  ITursery  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  be  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  br/  a  State  or  Federal 
agency.

On  a  farm  which  has  no  acreage  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the  right 
to  earn  for  the  yeaj:  a^i  amount  equal  to  the  s\im  of  the  soil-building  allow- 
ance, the  woodland  rehabilitation  allowaJice,  if  any,  and  the  reforestation 
allowance.     If  he  earns  less,  he  will  be  paid  v/hat  he  earns.     A  fai'mer  who 
wants  to  earn  all  he  can  under  the  program  on  a  farm  V7ith  no  allotment 
should  be  careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  iiOtatoes.     A  farmer  in 
Androscoggin,  Cumberland,  Kennebec,  Penobscot,  or  York  County  who  has  no 
vegetable  allotment  should  also  be  careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres 
of  vegetables  for  market. 
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The  toto,l  payncnt  vill  "bo  computed  as  follov/s: 

I'ind  the  amount  of  tho  soil-"buildin^  pa;.':ncnt  "hy  adding  together 
the  payr.ionts  for  all  soil-buildiDg  pr.iCticGo  carried  out  at  the  rates 
shovm  for  the  practices.    Hov;evcr,  if  tho  total  amount  coniputed  is 
larger  than  ^.he  soil-huilding  allowance,  the  soil-hiiilding  jja^/Tient  v;ill 
"be  equal  to  the  soil-huildin.^  allov/f.ncc.    Add  to  the  soil-huilding 
pajTinent  the  amount  earned  under  tho  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance. 
Add  also  the  amoimt  earned  under  the  reforestation  allov;ar;co. 

Then  subtract  30  cents  per  busho?.  times  the  norral  j'iold  for 
each  acre  over  3  planted  to  potatoes.     In  Ai-^crcscoggin,  CuTiborland, 
Kennebec,  Penobscot,  and  York  Counties  subtract  also  $20  for  each  acre 
over  3  planted  to  \egetcables  for  market.

A  potato  allotmant  vdll  be  set  for  each  farm  on  v.'h.ich  3  acres  or  more 
of  potatoes  are  usually  grown.  If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's  potato 
allotment  is  planted,  the  potp.to  allotment  will  be  reduced  to  110  percent  of 
the  acreage  planted. 

If  more  than  10  acres  of  corn  for  grain  are  usually  grov.Ti  on  a  farm 
with  a  potato  allotment,  a  usual  acre;\ge  of  corn  for  grain  v;ill  also  be 
sot  for  that  far:-;. 

In  Androscoggin,  Ciunberland,  Kennebec,  Penobscot,    and  York  Counties  a 
vegetable  allotment  v;ill  be  set  for  each  farm  on  which  3  or  more  acres  of 
vegetables  are  usually  planted  to  be  sold  to  persons  net  living  on  the  farm. 
If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's  vegetable  allotment  is  planted,  the 
vegetable  a,llotraont  v/ill  be  reduced  to  110  percent  of  tho  acreage  planted.

On  a  farm  with  any  acreage  allotmont,  the  farmer  has  tho  right  to 
earn  for  the  year  cai  amount  equal  to  the  s'cua  of  the  soil-building  allcv/anco, 
the  reforestation  allo\/ance,  th^   woodland  rehabilitation  allowance,  and  the 
payments  computed  for  all  of  his  allotments.     If  ho  does  not  carry  out  all 
the  practices  he  m:iy,  or  if  he  grov/s  more  allotment  crops  than  he  should, 
the  amount  earned  will  be  less. 

The  vamount  that  is  earned  on  any  farm  v^ith  a;,  allotment  is  computed 
by  finding  tho  sum  of  the  following  payment  itons  v/hich  apply  to  the  farm 
and  then  subtracting  the  suiu  of  the  deductions,  if  any  apply. 
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Farms  with  Potato  Allotments 

A  pa;,Tnent  at  the  rate  sho^'m  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for 
each  soil-building  practice  carried  out.     The  payment  for  practices  cannot 
be  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

A  payment  of  $7,50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
computed  under  the  reforestation  allov/.ince.     The  total  amount  earned  for 
planting'  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allov/ance  cannot  be  Ir-rgcr 
than  $30.     However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-building  allowance  may  also 
be  earned  by  planting  forest  trees  under  pr-'.cticc  No.  15. 

A  payment  of  •;4  v/ill  be  computed  for  each  acre  of  ^i^oodl-^nd  cleared 
\inder  the  woodland  rehabilitation  allovrance .     The  totr.l  amount  cannot  be 
larger  than  $50,  and  this  payment  is  applicable  only  to  farms  in  Cvunberland, 
Oxford,  and  York  Counties. 

A  payment  of  3  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normo-l  yield  v/ill  bo  computed 
for  each  acre  in  the  potato  allotment. 

A  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  tines  the  normal  yield  v;ill  be 
made  for  each  acre  planted  to  potatoes  over  the  potato  allotment. 

If  the  farm  is  in  Androscoggin,  Cumberland,  Kennebec,  Penobscot,  or 
York  County  and  there  is  no  vegetable  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should 
be  careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables  to  be  sold  to  persons 
not  living  on  the  farm.     If  he  does,  there  will  be  a  deduction  of  $20  for 
each  acre  over  3.     Vegetables,  as  defined  under  the  program,  do  not  include 
potatoes. 

A  farmer  should  also  be  careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  10  acres 
or  the  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain,  whichever  is  greater.     If  he  does, 
there  will  be  a  deduction  of  $10  for  each  excess  acre. 

Farmc  in  Androscoggin,  Cumberland,  Kennebec,  Penobscot, 
and  York  Cou.it ies  T7ith  Vegetable  Allotmonts 
(Does  not  apply  in  other  counties) 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shovm  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for 
each  soil-building  practice  carried  out.     The  payment  for  practices  cannot 
bo  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

A  payment  of  $7,50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
computed  under  the  reforestation  allowance.     The  total  amount  earned  for 
planting  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allov/ance  co.nnot  be  larger 
than  $30.     However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-building  allowance  may  also 
be  earned  by  planting  forest  trees  under  practice  No.  15. 

A  payment  of  $4  v/ill  be  computed  for  each  acre  of  woodland  cleared 
under  the  woodland  rehabilitation  allov/ance.     The  total  amount  cannot  be 
larger  than  $60,  and  under  this  section  this  payment  is  applicable  only  to 
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farms  in  CxunlDerland  r^.nd  York  Counties, 


A  pa;77iient  of  $1.50  vill  be  computed  for  each  acre  in  the  vefretable 
allotment , 

A  deduction  of  $20  will  he  VDC-Ae  for  each  acre  planted  to  co~nercial 
vegetaoles  over  the  vegetable  allotment. 

CoriiTiercial  vegetables  means  the  acre^xge  of  vegetables  and  truck 
crops  of  which  the  principal'  po-rt  of  the  production  is  sold  to  persons 
not  living  on  the  farm.     This  definition  includes,  o-mong  others,  tomatoes, 
sv/eet  corn,  cantaloups,  and  co::imcrcial  bulbs  and  flowers,  but  excludes 
potatoes,  peas  for  canning  or  freezing,  and  sweet  corn  for  canning. 

If  there  is  no    potato  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.     If  he  does,  there 
will  be  a  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  tim.es  the  normal  yield  for  each 
acre  over  3. 


There  v/ill  be  added  to  each  person's  sh:\re  of  the  farm  payment, 
if  that  share  is  less  than  $200,  the  amount  of  increase  indicated  in  the 
f  olloviing:

nPHE  1940  Agricultural  Conservation  Program 
gives  farmers  an  opportmiity  to  work  together 
in  saving  tiicir  soil  and  its  fertility,  bringing  about  fairer  incomes  for 
themselves,  and  assuring  consumers  plenty  of  supplies. 

All  farmers  in  Maine  who  cooperate  hi  the  1940  Agricultural  Con- 
servation Program  will  be  offered  assistance  hi  using  approved  soil- 
building  practices  which  will  help  to  build  up  their  soil.  They  will 
also  have  the  right  to  earn  payments  by  staying  within  acreage 
allotments  for  potatoes.  Farmers  iii  Androscoggin,  Cumberland, 
Kennebec,  Penobscot,  and  York  Counties  may  earn  additional  pay- 
ments by  staying  within  acreage  allotments  for  vegetables. 

The  1940  program  year  beguis  November  1,  1939,  and  ends  October 
31,  1940. 


WOODLAND  REHABILITATION  ALLOWANCE 

Each  farm  in  Cumberland,  Oxford,  and  York  Counties  will  have  a 
woodland  rehabilitation  allowance  of  $60.  This  allowance  may  be 
earned  on  woodland  which  constitutes  a  serious  fire  hazard  as  a  residt 
of  the  September  1938  hurricane  damage,  by  elimhiating  the  fire 
hazard,  improving  the  remaining  stand  of  forest  trees,  and  providing 
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for  the  restoration  of  a  fvill  stand  of  forest  trees.    Tlie  work  nuist  be 
done  with  the  prior  approval  of  the  county  committee  and  in  accord-  'J 
ance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  county  committee  and  approved 
by  the  State  committee. 

This  allowance  is  not  included  m  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Payment  at  the  rate  of  $4  for  each  acre  on  which  this  work  is 
correctly  done  will  be  allowed  toward  eamhig  the  woodhiiid  relijibilita- 
tion  allowance. 

REFORESTATION  ALLOWANCE 

Each  farm  will  have  a  reforestation  allowance  of  $30  in  addition  to 
the  soil-building  allowance.  This  reforestation  allowance  may  be 
earned  by  plantmg  transplanted  forest  trees  at  the  rate  of  at  least 
1,000  trees  per  acre  spaced  about  6  by  6  feet.  One  thousand  trees 
planted  on  two  or  more  small  tracts  of  less  than  1  acre  each  shall  be 
considered  as  an  acre,  even  though  the  total  area  may  be  larger. 
Shrubs  helpful  to  wildlife  may  be  hicluded  iia  the  plantuxg. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  agahist  fire  and 
damage  by  livestock-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  acconlance 
with  good  tree  culture  and  wildlife-management  practice. 

Species  approved  for  plantuxg  are  white  pine,  when  ciuTant  and 
gooseberry  bushes  have  been  cleaiied  out;  red  (Norway)  pii\e;  red 
spruce;  Norwaj^  spruce;  Scotch  pme  in  mixed  planthig;  and  hybrid 
poplars.    Other  species  must  be  approved  by  the  State  committee. 

Payment  at  the  rate  of  $7.50  per  acre  ^\'ill  be  allowed  toward 
carnhig  the  reforestation  allowance. 

SOIL-BUILDING  ALLOWANCE 

Each  Maine  farmer  who  takes  part  in  this  program  is  oxpoctcd  to 
use  one  or  more  of  the  soil-building  practices  which  are  good  for  his 
faiin.  To  get  the  most  good  from  the  program  he  should  use,  insofar 
as  possible,  practices  which  are  not  already  being  used  on  the  farm. 
In  order  that  the  farm(M  \\  ill  know  how  many  practices  he  may  carry 
out  for  payment,  a  soil-building  allowance  will  be  computed  for  his 
farm.  This  soil-building  allowance  is  found  by  first  adding  all  of  the 
following  items  which  apply  to  the  farm:  ^ 

70  cents  times  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm,  not  countiuir 
acreage  in  the  potato  allotment.  Cropland  moans  farm  land 
which  in  1939  was  tilled  or  was  in  regular  rotation,  not 
coimting  any  land  in  connnercial  orchards. 

$2  times  the  acreage  of  coininercial  t)rchards  on  the  farm  on 
-hmuary  1,  1940.  Comniercia!  orchards  means  the  acreage 
in  planted  or  cultivated  I'ruit  lre(>s,  nut  trees,  vineyards, 
hops,  or  bush  IViiils  on  the  farm  on  .Ininuwy  1,  1940,  from 
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wliich  tho  principal  part  of  the  production  is  normally  sold. 
Tliis  definition  docs  not  include  nonl)carin<r  orchards  and 
nonbearin<r  vineyards. 
40  cents  times  the  acreage  of  fenced,  noncrop  open  pasture  land 
in  excess  of  one-half  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm. 

For  those  farms  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  $20  or  more, 
the  soil-huildinir  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  total  of  these  crop- 
land, orchard,  and  pasture  items. 

For  those  farms  on  whicli  tlie  sum  of  these  items  is  less  than  $20, 
the  soU-buildinfr  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  larger  of  (1)  the  sum 
of  these  cropland,  orchard,  and  pasture  items  or  (2)  the  amount  by 
which  $20  is  more  than  the  sum  of  th(>  allotment  payments  which  could 
be  earned  on  the  farm. 

SOIL-BUILDING  PRACTICES 

The  followiuff  are  soil-building  i)ractices  which  farmers  in  Maine 
may  carry  out  for  payment  luuler  the  1940  Agricultural  Conservation 
Program.  For  each  practice  carried  out  as  specified  and  in  accordance 
with  good  farming  practices  on  the  farm,  payment  at  the  rate  shown 
for  tlie  practice  will  be  allowed  toward  earning  the  soil-building 
allowance  for  the  farm.  However,  the  total  payment  for  carrying  out 
practices  cannot  be  larger  than  llie  soil-building  allowance. 

If  one-half  or  more  of  the  total  co.st  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is  represented 
by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  vStatc  or  Federal  agency  other 
than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  the  practice  shall  not  bo 
counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

If  less  than  one-half  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  anj'  practice  is  represented 
by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency  other 
than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  one-half  of  the  jiractice  shall 
be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Trees  purchased  from  a  Clark-McXary  Cooperative  State  Xurscry  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency. 

SEEDING  BIENNIAL  LEGUMES 
Practice  No.  1. — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  per  Acre 

Tlie  seeding  of  biennial  legumes  or  mixlures  of  timothy  or  redtop 
and  legumes.  When  medium  red  clover  is  used,  it  must  be  hardy, 
northern-grown.  PajTuent  will  not  be  allowed  for  this  practice  if  such 
seedings  are  plowed  or  disked  under  for  green  manure  in  1940. 

If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory,  payment  will  not  be  allowed  for  the 
practice  unless  the  farmer  submits  to  his  county  committee  a  soil  test 
which  conforms  to  the  regulations  of  the  State  committee,  or  other 
evidence  that  enough  lime,  fertilizer,  and  seed  were  used  to  assure 
ordinarily  a  good  stand. 
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SEEDING  ALFALFA 
Practice  No.  2 — Rate  of  Payment:  SI. 50  per  Acre 

On  land  properly  drained,  the  sowing  of  at  least  1.5  pounds  ])er 
acre  of  hardy,  adapted,  northern -grown  domestic  or  Canatlian  alfalfa 
seed. 

If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory,  payment  will  not  be  allowed  for  the 
practice  unless  the  farmer  submits  to  his  county  committee  a  soil  test 
which  conforms  to  the  regulations  of  the  State  committee,  or  other 
evidence  that  enough  lime  and  fertilizer  were  used  to  assure  ordi- 
narily a  good  stand. 

SEEDING  PERM.4NENT  PASTURE 
Practice  No.  3 — Rate  of  Payment :  $3  per  Acre 

The  sowing  of  at  least  9  pounds  per  acre  of  a  pennanent  pasture 
mixture  containing  2  parts  by  weight  of  ladino  clover  and  7  parts 
by  weight  of  timothy. 

If  the  stand  is  imsatisfactory,  payment  will  not  be  allowed  for  the 
practice  unless  the  farmer  submits  to  his  county  committee  a  soil  test 
which  conforms  to  the  regulations  of  the  State  conmiittee,  or  other 
evidence  that  enough  lime  and  fertilizer  were  used  to  assure  <»rdinar- 
ily  a  good  stand.  In  general,  about  the  sanie  amount  of  Ume  and 
fertilizer  is  needed  for  ladino  clover  as  is  needed  for  red  clover. 

RESEEDING  DEPLETED  P.\STLRES 

Practice  No.  4 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  for  K&ch  10  Pounds  of  Seed  but  not 
in  Excess  of  $1.50  per  Acre  so  Seeded 

The  reseeding  of  depleted  established  pastures  with  good  seed  of 
adapted  pasture  grasses  or  grasses  and  legumes. 

If  the  stand  is  imsatisfactory,  payment  will  not  be  allowed  for  the 
practice  unless  the  farmer  submits  to  his  county  committee  a  soil  test 
which  conforms  to  the  regulations  of  the  State  committee,  or  other 
evidence  that  enough  lune,  fertilizer,  and  seed  were  used  to  assure 
ordinarily  a  good  stand. 

APPLYING   AVAILABLE   PHOSPHORIC   .ACID   TO   BUILD   UP  AND 
MAINTAIN  THE  FERTILITY  OF  THE  SOIL 

Practice  No.  5 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  for  Each  48  Pounds 

The  applicjitiou  of  at  least  '.V2  pounds  \icv  iwvc  of  available  phos- 
phoric lU'id  in  coiiiiectiou  with  the  seeding  of  hieiininl  or  |)('i(Mwii;d 
legumes,  [xMciminI  grasses,  winter  legumes,  green  manuie  crops  in 
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orcliards,  or  pontiaiUMit  pastures,  or  on  s;re(>n  inaimro  crops  in  orcliards 
or  on  cstablisliod  orchard,  pasture,  or  hay  hind  sod. 

On  livestock  farms,  at  least  25  percent  of  the  phosplioric  acid  used 
uiuh'r  the  pro;j;rani  should  be  incorporated  in  manure  prior  to  storage, 
or  in  the  <i;utter  when  manure  is  hauled  directly  to  the  field.  Pay- 
ment will  be  allowed  for  the  phosphoric  acid  used  with  manure  only 
if  the  manure  is  applied  to  or  in  connection  with  the  seeding  of  bien- 
nial or  perennial  legumes,  perennial  grasses,  winter  legumes,  green 
manure  crops  in  orchards,  or  permanent  pastures. 

When  phosphoric  acid  is  used  on  a  nurse  crop  which  is  harvested 
for  grain,  payment  w  ill  he  allowed  only  for  the  amount  used  over  32 
pounds  p(M"  acre. 

APPLYING  SUPERPHOSPHATE  FURNISHED  BY  THE  A.  A.  A.  TO  BUILD 
UP  AND  MAINTAIN  THE  FERTILITY  OF  THE  SOIL 

Practice  No.  5A— Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  for  Each  100  Pounds  of  Triple 

Superphosphate 

The  ai)plication  in  connection  with  the  seeding  of  biennial  or  peren- 
nial legvnnes,  perennial  grasses,  winter  legumes,  green  manure  crops 
in  orchards,  or  permanent  pastures,  or  as  a  top  dressing  on  green 
manure  crops  in  orchards,  or  on  established  orchard,  pasture,  or  hay 
land  sod,  of  at  least  32  pounds  per  acre  of  available  phosphoric  acid 
in  triple  superphosphate  furnished  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration.  On  livestock  farms  the  triple  superphosphate  may 
be  mixed  with  manure  prior  to  storage  or  in  the  gutter  when  the 
manure  is  to  be  hauled  directh*  to  the  field. 

Payment  will  be  allowed  for  the  triple  superphosphate  used  with 
manure  only  if  the  manure  is  ai)])lied  to  or  in  connection  with  the  seed- 
ing of  biemiial  or  p(>rcnnial  legumes,  perennial  grasses,  winter  legumes, 
green  manure  crops  in  orchards,  or  permanent  pastures. 

Triple  superphosphate  furnished  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration  shall  not  be  used  on  a  nurse  crop  which  is  to  be 
harvested  for  grain. 

APPLYING  AVAILABLE  POTASH  TO  BUILD  UP  AND  MAINTAIN  THE 
FERTILITY  OF  THE  SOIL 

Practice  No.  G^Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  for  Each  75  Pounds  (2  Cents  per 

Pound) 

The  application  of  at  least  20  pounds  per  acre  of  available  potash 
in  connection  with  the  seeding  of  biennial  or  perennial  legumes,  per- 
ennial grasses,  winter  legumes,  or  permanent  pastures;  or  on  estab- 
lished orchard,  pasture,  or  hay  land  sod. 
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LIMING  CROPLAND,  PASTURE  LAND,  OR  ORCHARDS 
Practice  No.  7 — Rate  of  Payment: 

PuLVERiZKD  OK  GuoUND  LiMBSTOVE. — $2.50  for  CEch  500  |)ouiids  of  calcium 
oxide  neutralizing  equivalents  which  will  pass  through  a  20-mcsh  sieve 
and  which  contain  all  of  the  fine  material  produced  in  the  grinding. 

Hydrated  Lime. — $2.50  for  each  500  pounds  of  calcium  oxide  neutralizing 
equivalents. 

Pulp  Mill  Lime. — $1.50  for  each  cubic  yard. 

(1)  The  application  of  at  least  500  pounds  per  acre  of  calcium  o.xide 
neutralizing  equivalents  to  orchards,  pasture  land,  or  cropland  which 
is  not  used  for  the  pi'oduction  of  potatoes. 

(2)  The  application  of  not  more  than  500  pounds  per  acre  of  calcium 
oxide  neutralizing  equivalents  to  land  in  a  potato  rotation.  If  the 
land  is  to  be  planted  to  potatoes  in  1941.  the  liming  material  must  be 
applied  prior  to  July  15,  1940. 

Payment  will  not  be  allowed  for  the  application  of  liming  matciial 
to  land  which  is  to  be  planted  to  potatoes  in  1940.  Tiiis  does  not 
prohibit  payment  for  applying  liming  material  ui  accordance  with 
item  (2)  after  the  1940  crop  of  potatoes  is  harvested. 

Payment  will  not  be  allowed  for  the  a])])lication  of  any  liming  ma- 
terial which  is  disapproved  by  the  county  committee. 

One  hundred  poimds  of  magnesium  oxide  is  equivalent  in  neutral- 
izing value  to  140  pounds  of  calcium  oxide. 

Recommended  liming  materials. — Hydrated  lime,  pulveri/.ed  or 
ground  limestone,  marl,  wood  ashes,  pulp  mill  Ihne,  dump  lune,  or 
other  material  approved  by  the  State  committee. 

LIMING  CROPLAND,  PASTURE  L.\ND.  OR  ORCHARDS  WITH  LIMING 
MATERIAL  FURNISHED  BY  THE  A.  A.  A. 

Practice  No.  7A — Rate  of  Payment: 

Pulverized  or  Ground  Limestone. — $2.50  for  each  500  pounds  of  calcium 
oxide  neutralizing  equivalents  which  will  pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve 
and  which  contain  all  of  the  fine  material  produced  in  the  grinding. 

Hydrated  Lime. — $2.50  for  each  500  pounds  of  calcium  oxide  neutralizing 
equivalents. 

Pulp  Mill  Lime. — $1.50  ft)r  cacii  cul)ic  yard. 

(1)  The  application  to  cropland  which  is  not  used  for  orchard, 
pasture  land,  or  the  production  of  potatoes,  of  at  least  500  pounds  per 
acre  of  calcium  oxide  neutralizing  equivalents  in  liming  material 
furnished  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 

(2)  The  application  to  cropland  in  a  potato  rotation  of  not  more 
than  500  pounds  per  acre  of  calcium  oxide  neutralizing  equivalents  in 
liming  material  furnished  by  the  Agriciiltinal  Adjustment  Adminis- 
tration. If  the  land  is  to  be  planted  to  potatoes  in  1941,  tju»  liming 
material  must  be  applied  prior  to  July  15,  1940. 
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Pjiyjnent  will  not  be  allowed  for  tlie  apjjlication  of  liming  mateiial 
to  cropland  whii-h  is  to  be  planted  to  potatoes  in  1940.  This  does  not 
I)ioliil)it  ])ayinent  for  ai)plyiiijr  liming  material  in  aceordance  with 
itejn  (2)  after  the  1940  crop  of  potatoes  is  harvested. 

GREEN  MANURE 
Practice  No.  S—Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  per  Acre 

The  plowing  or  ilisking  under  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  of 
(1)  biennial  or  perennial  legumes  or  grasses  for  which  no  payment  for 
seeding  is  allowed  in  1940  and,  except  in  orchards,  from  which  no 
crop  of  such  legumes  or  grasses  ha.s  ever  been  harvested;  (2)  annual 
legumes;  or  (3)  annual  grasses  or  small  grains  used  as  summer  green 
manure  crops  on  vegetable  or  orchard  land,  or  used  as  winter  green 
manure  crops.  If  the  crop  used  is  one  which  is  normally  winter- 
killed, payment  will  be  allowed  for  leaving  a  good  stand  and  a  good 
growth  on  the  land  instead  of  plowing  or  disking  it  under. 

If  the  crop  is  grown  in  orchards  and  suflicient  fertilizing  material 
has  been  ap])lied  to  attain  a  good  stand  and  a  good  gi'owth  of  such 
crop  evenly  distributed  on  the  land,  payment  will  be  allowed  for  cut- 
ting and  leaving  it  on  the  land  instead  of  plowing  or  disking  it  under. 

In  Aroostook,  Penobscot,  Piscataquis,  Somerset,  and  Waldo  Coim- 
ties,  if  the  first  crop  of  second-year  clover  is  cut  and  left  on  land  in  a 
potato  rotation  and  the  second  crop  is  plowed  or  disked  under  after 
August  15,  1940,  payment  will  be  allowed  for  the  use  of  each  crop 
as  a  green  manure  crop. 

STRIPCROPPING 
Practice  No.  9 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  for  Each  2  Acres 

The  planting  of  cropland  in  strips.  Strips  of  intertilled  crops  must 
be  separated  by  strips  of  dose-growing  crops. 

Paj'ment  will  not  be  allowed  unless  operators  carry  out  the  practice 
in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Soil  Conservation 
Service  or  the  State  E.xtension  Service. 

CONTOUR  CULTIVATION 
Practice  No.  10 — Rate  of  Payment:  .$0.75  for  Each  4  Acres 

The  farming  of  intertilled  crops  on  the  contour. 

Payment  will  not  be  allowed  unless  operators  carry  out  the  practice 
in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service 
or  the  State  ExtensioA  Service. 
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TERRACING 

Practice  No.   11 — Rate  of  Payment:  SI. 50  for  Each   200  Linear  Feel 

The  construction  of  standard  terrace,  diversion  terrace,  or  diversion 
ditches,  for  which  proper  outlets  are  pro^'ided. 

Payment  will  not  be  allowed  unless  operators  carry  out  the  i)ractice 
in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Soil  Conservation  SerWce 
or  the  State  Extension  Serx-ice. 

MULCHING  ORCH.\RDS  AND  VEGETABLE  LAND 
Practice  No.  \2~Rate  of  Payment:  $3  per  Ton 

The  application  of  at  least  2  tons  per  acre  of  niulchino:  material 
to  orchards  or  vegetable  land  in  addition  to  leavino;  on  tlie  land  all 
material  produced  thereon  (hning  1940  from  grasses,  legumes,  or 
green  manure,  or  cover  crops.

Practice  No.  13 — Rate  of  Payment:  S3  per  Acre 

The  iniprovenient  of  the  stand  of  forest  ti'ccs  uinlor  n  system  of 
farm  woodlniul  iiiid  wildhfe  management  which  inchi(h>s  pruning  or 
thinning  or,  if  needed,  hotli.  At  least  100  good  tijiiber  trees  or  trees 
which  can  becojue  good  tim])er  trees  must  l)eleft  well  scattered  on  each 
acre  of  woodlnud  iini)i-()ve(l .  'I'hc  ;i p|)i'o\'id  of  cotnity  conunittee 
must  be  obtained  l)efore  performing  this  i)ractice. 

If  pruning  is  done,  it  must  be  confined  to  pine  or  s|)i  u(  e  not  o\  er  S 
inches  in  dininclci'  niid  must  lie  done  witli  ;i  saw  or  ])runing  shears 
after  the  area  has  Ix'cii  piopcrl y  ihiiuu^il. 

EXCLUDING  LIVESTOCK  FROM  FARM  WOODL.AND 
Practice  No.  14 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  for  Each  2  Acres 

The  restoration  of  farm  woodland  or  sugar  maple  oii  hards,  i)re- 
viously  used  for  pasture,  by  keeping  out  livestock. 

Payment  will  be  allowed  for  each  acre  of  woodbind  out  of  which 
livestock  are  ke[)t,  but  for  not  more  than  2  acres  for  eacli  animal 
unit  wliicii  is  jiormallv  ahowcd  to  <rrazo  in  llio  woodland. 
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Aiiijiial  unit  moans  one  cow,  two  calves,  one  horse,  two  colts, 
five  sheep,  or  five  jroats,  or  tlie  etjuivalent  thereof. 

The  operator  must  obtain  api)roval  of  the  county  committee  before 
performintr  this  i)racti(  e. 

If  under  the  1930,  1937,  1938,  or  1939  program  a  farmer  has  re- 
ceived payment  for  construi-ting:  fence  to  keep  livestock  out  of  wood- 
land or  for  keepin<r  livestock  out  of  sugar  maple  orchards  or  other 
woodlands  and  the  coimty  committee  determines  that  Ln  1940  live- 
stock were  again  allowed  by  that  farmer  to  graze  in  a  part  or  all  of 
the  same  woodland  or  sugar  maple  orchard,  an  amount  equal  to  the 
previous  payments  will  be  withheld  frojn  any  payment  which  would 
otherwise  be  made  to  such  fanner  under  the  1940  program. 

PLANTING  FOREST  TREES 
Practice  No.  15-   Rate  of  Payment:  $7.50  per  Acre 

The  planting  of  transplanted  forest  trees  of  approved  species  at 
the  rate  of  at  least  1,000  trees  per  acre,  spaced  about  6  by  6  feet. 
One  thousand  trees  planted  on  two  or  more  small  tracts  of  less  than 
1  acre  ea<'h  shall  be  considered  as  an  acre,  even  though  the  total 
area  nmy  be  larger.    Shrubs  helpful  to  wildlife  may  be  included. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  against  fire  and 
damage  by  livestock-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance 
with  good  tree  culture  and  wildlife-management  practice. 

Species  approved  for  planting  are  white  pine,  when  currant  and 
gooseberry  bushes  have  been  cleaned  out;  red  (Norway)  pine;  red 
spruce;  Norway  spruce;  Scotch  pine  in  mixed  planting;  and  hybrid 
poplars.  Other  species  must  be  approved  by  the  State  committee. 

AMOUNT  OF  PAYMENT  EARNED   ON   FARMS   WITH  NO 

ALLOTMENTS 

On  a  farm  which  has  no  acreage  allotment,  the  farmer  may 
earn  for  the  year  an  amount  ecjual  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-building 
allowance,  the  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance,  if  any,  and  the 
reforestation  allowance.  If  he  earns  less,  he  will  be  paid  what  he 
earns.  A  farmer  who  wants  to  earn  all  he  can  under  the  program 
on  a  farm  with  no  aliotment  should  be  careful  not  to  plant  more  than 
3  acres  of  potatoes.  A  farmer  in  Androscoggin,  Cumberland,  Kenne- 
bec, Penobscot, or  York  Counties  who  has  no  vegctableallotmentshoukl 
also  bo  careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables  for  market. 

The  total  payment  will  bo  computed  as  follows: 

Fuul  the  amount  of  the  soil-building  payment  by  adding  together 
the  payments  for  all  soil-building  practices  carried  out  at  the 
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rates  shown  for  the  practices.  However,  if  the  total  amount 
computed  is  larger  than  the  soil-buildincr  allowance,  the  soil- 
huikling  payment  will  be  equal  to  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Add  to  the  soil-building  ])ayment  the  amount  eanied  under  the 
woodland  rehabilitation  allowiince. 

Add  also  the  amount  earned  untler  the  reforestation  allowance. 

Then  subtract  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for 
each  acre  over  .3  phmtcd  to  potatoes.  In  Androscoggin,  Cum- 
berland, Kennebec,  Penobscot,  and  York  Counties  subtract  also 
$20  for  each  acre  over  3  planted  to  commercial  vegetables. 

The  remamder  will  be  the  total  pnymtMit  cnrncd  for  the  farm. 

ACREAGE  ALLOTMENTS 

In  1940  acreage  allotments,  usual  acreages,  and  normal  viehU  will 
be  set  by  comity  committees  ui  accordance  with  instructions  iss\ied  by 
the  Agricultural  Adjustnient  Adnihiistration. 

A  potato  allotment  will  be  set  for  each  farm  on  whicli  3  acres  or 
more  of  potatoes  are  usually  gro^\^l.  If  loss  than  90  percent  of  the 
farm's  potato  allotment  is  planted,  the  i)otato  allotment  will  be 
re(hiced  to  110  percent  of  the  acreage  ])huitcd. 

If  more  than  10  acres  of  corn  for  gi-ahi  are  usually  gro\ni  on  a  farm 
with  a  potato  allotment,  a  usual  aci'oage  of  corn  for  grain  will  also  be 
set  for  that  farm. 

In  Androscoggui.  Cumberland.  Keimebec,  Penobscot,  and  York 
Coimties  a  vegetable  allotment  will  be  set  for  each  fai-nx  on  which  3 
or  more  acres  of  vegetables  are  usually  planted  to  be  sold  to  pei-sous 
not  living  on  the  fann.  If  less  than  90  ])ercent  of  the  farm's  vegetable 
allotment  is  planted,  the  vegetable  allotment  will  be  reduced  to  110 
percent  of  the  acreage  planted. 

AMOUNT  OF  PAYMENT  EARNED  ON  ALLOTMENT  FARMS 

On  a  farm  with  any  acreage  allotment,  the  I'aiiiuM'  has  the  right  to 
earn  for  the  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  siun  of  the  soil-buihling 
allowance,  the  reforestation  allowance.  l\\c  \\ oodh-nul  rehai)ilitation 
allowance,  and  the  ])ayments  computed  loi'  all  of  his  allotments.  If 
he  does  not  cany  out  all  the  practic(>s  he  may.  or  if  he  grows  more 
allotment  crops  than  he  sliouUl.  the  amount  earned  will  be  less. 

The  amount  that  is  earned  on  any  farm  with  an  allotnuMit  is  com- 
puted by  finding  the  sum  of  the  following  payment  ilems  \\  hieh  apply 
to  the  farm  and  then  snlitiact ing  the  sum  of  the  deductions,  if  any 
apply. 

FARMS  WITH  POT.\TO  ALLOTMENTS 

A  payment  al  the  rate  shown  for  the  piaci ice-  will  he  computtHl  for 
each  soil-buiUling  practice  cai-riinl  out.  The  paynuMit  lor  ])ractices 
cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-buildiuL;-  allowance. 
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A  payment  of  $7.50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
coniputeci  under  the  reforestation  allowance.  The  total  amount 
earned  for  planting?  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allowance 
cannot  be  larger  tlian  $30.  However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-building 
allowance  may  also  be  earned  by  planting  forest  trees  under  practice 
No.  15. 

A  payment  of  $4  will  be  computed  for  each  acre  of  woodland  cleared 
under  the  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance.  The  total  amount 
cannot  be  larger  tlum  $G0,  and  this  paynient  is  applicable  only  to 
farms  in  Cumberland,  O.xford,  and  York  Counties. 

A  payment  of  3  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  will  be 
computed  for  each  acre  in  the  potato  allotment. 

A  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  will  be 
nuide  for  each  acre  planted  to  potatoes  over  the  potato  allotment. 

If  the  farm  is  in  .\ndroscoggin,  Cumberland,  Kennebec,  Penobscot, 
or  York  County,  and  there  is  no  vegetable  allotment  on  the  farm,  the 
farmer  should  be  careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables 
to  be  sold  to  pei*sons  not  living  on  the  farm.  If  he  does,  there  will  be 
a  deduction  of  $20  for  each  acre  over  3.  Vegetables,  as  defined 
under  the  program,  do  not  include  potatoes. 

A  farmer  should  also  be  careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  10  acres 
or  the  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain,  whichever  is  greater.  If  he 
does,  there  will  be  a  deduction  of  $10  for  each  excess  acre.

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for 
each  soil-building  practice  carried  out.  The  payment  for  practices 
cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

A  payment  of  $7.50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
computed  under  the  reforestation  allowance.  The  total  amount 
earned  for  planting  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allowance 
cannot  be  larger  than  $30.

Tiiis  definition  includes,  among  others,  tonm- 
toes,  sweet  corn,  cantaloups,  strawberries,  and  commercial  bulbs  and 
flowers,  but  excludes  Irish  potatoes,  peas  for  canning  or  freezing, 
watermelons,  and  sweet  corn  for  canning. 

If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.  If  he  does,  there 
will  be  a  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for 
each  acre  over  3.

Counties,  will  have  a  v;oodland  reha"bilitation  allowance  of  $50.     This  allowance 
may  "be  ea.rned  on  woodland  which  constitutes  a  serious  fire  hazard  as  a  result 
of  the  Septem"ber  1936  hurricane  dcmage,  "by  elimina.ting  the  fire  hazard,  improving 
the  remaining  stand  of  forest  trees,  and  providing  for  the  restoration  of  a  full 
st?jid  of  forest  trees.

Payment  will  be  allowed  for  each  acre  of  farm  woodland  out  of  v;hich 
livestock  are  kept,  but  for  not  more  than  2  acres  for  each  animal  unit  v;hich 
is  norm:-.lly  allov;ed  to  graze  in  the  v/oodland.

The  construction  of  standard  terraces  for  which  proper  outlets  are _ 
provided. 


If  one-half  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying:  rut  any  practice 
is  represented  by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by. a  State  or 
Federal  agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Acjninistration,  the 
practice  shall  not  be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance.

be  reduced  to  110  percent  of  tho  acreage  harvostod  unless  failure  to  plant  was 
due  to  flood,  drought,  hail,  or  other  abnormal  v/eathor  conditions  or  plant-bed 
disease.

A  payment  at  the  rate  shov/n  for  the  practice  v;ill  be  computed  for  each 
soil-building  practice  carried  out.     The  payment  for  practices  cannot  be 
larger  than  the  soil-building  allovance.

The  definition  includes,  among  others,  sweet- 
potatf^es,  tomatoes,  sweet  corn,  cantaloups,  and  com.mercial  bulbs  and 
flowers,  but  excludes  potatoes,  peas  for  canning  or  freezing, 
sweet  corn  for  canning,  and  watermelons.

There  will  be  deducted,  from  each  person's  payment,  his  share  of  the 
expense  of  administering  the  program  in  his  county. 

Superphosphate  and  liming  material  v;ill  be  furnishea  in  I^ssachusetts 
to  farmers  v/ho  want  those  materials  in  places  of  a  payment,  provided  the  county 
committee  approves  the  use  of  this  service  in  the  county.    Ycu  may  obtain 
further  information  about  this  pai't  of  the  program  from  your  county  co:nmitte3.

T^HE  1940  Agricultural  Conservation  Pro- 
gram  gives  farmers  all  over  the  country 
an  opportunity  to  work  together  in  saving  their  soil  and  its  fertilit}', 
bringing  about  faii'cr  incomes  for  themselves,  and  assuring  consimaers 
plenty  of  supplies. 

All  farmers  in  Massachusetts  who  cooperate  in  the  1940  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program  will  be  oflered  assistance  in  using  approved 
soil-building  practices  which  will  help  to  build  up  their  soil.  They 
will  also  have  the  right  to  earn  payments  by  staying  within  acreage 
allotments  for  tobacco,  potatoes,  and  vegetables. 

The  1940  program  year  begins  November  1,  1939,  and  ends  October 
31,  1940. 

WOODLAND  REHABILITATION  ALLOWANCE 

Each  farm  in  Massachusetts,  except  those  in  Barnstable  and 
Berkshire  Coimties,  will  have  a  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance 
of  $60.  This  allowance  may  be  earned  on  woodland  which  constitutes 
a  serious  fire  hazard  as  a  result  of  the  September  1938  hurricane 
damage,  by  eliminating  the  fire  hazard,  improvuig  the  remahiing 
stand  of  forest  trees,  and  providing  for  the  restoration  of  a  full  stand 
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of  forest  trees.  The  work  must  be  done  with  the  pi  iur  approval  of  the 
county  committee  and  in  accordance  ^vith  instructions  issued  bv  tlie 
county  committee  and  approved  by  the  State  committee. 

Tliis  allowance  is  not  included  in  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Payment  at  the  rate  of  $4  for  each  acre  on  which  this  work  is  cor- 
rectly done  will  be  allowed  toward  earning  the  woodland  reliabilitation 
allowance. 

REFORESTATION  ALLOWANCE 

Each  farm  will  have  a  reforestation  allowance  of  .$30  in  addition  to 
the  soil-building  allowance. 

This  reforestation  allowance  may  be  eai-ned  by  plantmg  trans- 
planted forest  trees  at  the  rate  of  at  least  1,000  trees  per  acre.  One 
thousand  trees  planted  on  two  or  more  small  tracts  of  less  than  1 
acre  each  shall  be  considered  as  an  acre  even  though  the  total  area 
may  be  larger.  Shrubs  helpfid  to  wildlife  may  be  included  in  the 
planting. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  from  fire  and 
damage  by  livestock-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance 
with  good  tree  culture  and  wildlife  management  practice. 

Species  of  trees  approved  for  planthig  are  red  pine,  white  phie,  bal- 
sam fir,  red  spruce,  white  spruce,  and  Norway'  spruce.  Other  varieties 
may  be  planted  if  the  county  committee,  upon  advice  of  the  Extension 
Forester,  approves  the  selection. 

Paj^ment  at  the  rate  of  $7.50  per  acre  will  be  allowed  toward  earning 
the  reforestation  allowance. 

SOIL-BUILDING  ALLOWANCE 

Each  Massachusetts  farmer  who  takes  i)ai-t  in  this  program  is  ex- 
pected to  use  one  or  more  of  the  soil-building  practices  which  are 
good  for  his  farm.  To  get  the  most  good  from  the  program  he  should 
use,  insofar  as  possible,  practices  whicli  are  not  already  being  used  on 
the  farm.  In  order  that  the  farmer  will  know  how  many  practices 
he  may  carry  out  for  payment,  a  soil-building  allowance  will  be  com- 
puted for  his  farm.  This  soil-biiildinL:-  allowance  is  found  by  first 
adding  all  of  the  following  items  which  apply  to  the  farm: 

70  cents  times  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm,  not  counting 
acreage  in  tobacco  and  potato  allotments.  Cropland  means 
farm  land  which  in  1939  was  tilled  or  was  in  regular  rotation, 
not  counting  any  land  in  commercial  orchards. 

$2  times  the  acreage  of  coinmorcial  orcliards  on  the  farm  on 
January  1,  1940.  Commercial  orchards  means  the  acreage 
in  planted  or  ctdtivated  fruit  trees,  nut  trees,  vineyards, 
hops,  or  l)ush  fruits  on  the  farm  on  Jaimary  1,  1940,  lrv>ni 
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which  the  princij)!!)  part  of  (ho  production  is  noriniiUy  sohl. 
This  definition  does  not  include  nonbearing  orchards  and 
nonl)oaring  vineyards. 
40  cents  times  the  acreage  of  fenced,  lumcrop  open  pasture  hind 
in  excess  of  one-half  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm. 

For  those  farms  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  $20  or  more, 
the  soil-huilding  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  total  of  these  cropland, 
orchard,  and  pasture  items. 

For  those  farms  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  less  than  $20, 
the  soil-building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  larger  of  (1)  the  sum 
of  these  cropland,  orchard,  and  pasture  items  or  (2)  the  amount  by 
which  $20  is  more  than  the  sum  of  the  allotment  payments  which 
could  be  earned  on  the  farm. 

For  ex.\mple:  A  farm  has  10  acres  of  cropland  and  a  5-acre  vege- 
table allotment.  The  sum  of  the  cropland,  pasture,  and  orchard 
items  is  $7.00,  computed  as  follows: 

10  acres  cropland  at  $0.70   $7.  00 

No  pasturt'  and  orchard  

Total   $7.  00 

The  largest  payment  which  can  be  computed  on  the  vegetable  allot- 
ment is  $7.50  C5X$1.50). 

S20.00— $7.50=$12.50 

$12.50  is  therefore  the  soil-building  allowance  because  it  is  larger 
than  $7.00. 

SOIL-BUILDING  PRACTICES 

The  following  are  soil-building  practices  which  farmers  in  Massa- 
chusetts may  carry  out  for  payment  under  the  1940  Agricultural 
( "onservation  Program.  For  each  practice  carried  out  as  specified 
and  in  accordance  with  good  farming  practices  on  the  farm,  payment 
at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  allowed  toward  earning  the 
soil-building  allowance  for  the  farm.  However,  the  total  payment 
for  carrA'ing  out  practices  cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building 
allowance. 

If  one-half  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is  represented 
by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnislied  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency  other 
than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  the  practice  shall  not  be 
counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

If  less  than  one-half  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is  represented 
by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency  other 
than  the  .Agricultural  .Adjustment  .Administration,  one-half  of  the  practice  shall 
lie  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Trees  purchased  from  a  Clark-McXary  Cooperative  State  Nursery  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  be  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  State  or  Federal  agencj-. 
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SEEDING  RED  OR  ALSIKE  CLOVER 
Practice  No.  1 — Rate  of  Payment:  S0.75  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  mixtures  containing  at  least  5  pounds  per  acre  of 
hardy,  northcrn-gro\Mi  domestic  or  Canadian  red  clover,  or  alsike 
clover,  or  of  an}^  combination  of  these  clovers. 

Seeding  should  be  on  land  prepared  by  the  application  of  sufHcient 
lime,  superphosphate,  and  potash  to  insure  a  good  stand. 

If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactorj^,  a  soil  test  or  other  evidence  satis- 
factory to  the  county  committee  must  be  submitted  to  show  that 
enough  lime  and  fertilizer  were  ;i])plied  to  estabhsh  ordinarily  a  good 
stand. 

SEEDING  ALFALFA 
Practice  No.  2 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  per  .Acre 

The  seeding  on  land  suited  to  the  growth  of  alfalfa  of  at  least  10 
pounds  per  acre  of  hardy,  northern-grown  domestic  or  Canailian 
alfalfa  seed,  alone  or  m  mixtures. 

Seeding  should  be  made  on  land  prepared  by  the  application  of  suf- 
ficient lime,  superphosphate,  and  potash  to  insure  a  good  stantl. 

If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory,  a  soil  test  or  other  evidence  satis- 
factory to  the  county  committee  must  be  submitted  to  show  that 
enough  lime  and  fertilizer  were  applied  to  establish  oidinaiily  a  irood 
stand. 

SEEDING  PASTURE  MIXTURES 
Practice  No.  3 — Rate  of  Payment :  $3  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  pasture  luLxtures  containing  at  least  2  pouiuls  pvv 
acre  of  ladino  or  white  Dutch  clover. 

Seeding  should  be  made  on  land  prepared  by  the  application  of 
sufficient  lime,  superphosphate,  and  potash  to  msure  a  good  staml. 

If  the  stand  is  misatisfactory,  a  soil  test  or  other  evidence  satisfac- 
tory to  the  county  committee  must  be  submitted  to  show  that  enough 
lime  and  fertilizer  were  applied  to  establish  ordinaril}-  a  good  stand. 

RESEEDING  DEPLETED  PASTURES 
Practice  No.  4 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  for  Each  10  Pounds  of  Seed 

The  application  to  depleted  pastures  of  a  pasture  mixture  containing 
at  least  one-fifth  ladino  or  white  Dutch  clover  seed  in  mixtures  with 
grass  or  legume  seed.    No  tillage  is  required. 
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APPLYING  AVAILABLE  PHOSPHORIC  ACID 
Practice  No.  5 — Kale  of  Patimcnt:  $1.50  for  Each  48  Pounds 

The  application  of  aviiilahlo  i)li()spli()ri('  ncid  to  established  hay 
land,  pastm-e,  or  orchard  sod,  or  to  green  nianuie  crops  in  orcliards; 
or  in  connection  with  the  seeding  of  clovers,  clover  mLxtures,  alfalfa, 
alfalfa  mixtures,  perennial  grasses,  winter  legumes,  green  m.anure  or 
cover  crops  in  orchards,  or  permanent  pasture  mixtures. 

Payment  will  be  allowed  for  phosphoric  acid  which  is  mixed  as 
superphos])hate  with  manure  in  the  stable  or  on  dropping  boards  in 
poultry  houses  if  the  manure  is  to  be  used  on  pasture,  hay  land,  or 
orcJjard  sods,  or  on  green  manure  crops  in  orchards,  or  in  connection 
with  the  seeding  of  clovers,  clover  mLxtures,  alfalfa,  alfalfa  mixtures, 
perennial  grasses,  winter  legumes,  green  manure  or  cover  crops  in 
orchards,  or  permanent  pasture  mixtures. 

When  phosphoric  acid  is  used  on  a  nurse  crop  which  is  harvested 
for  grain,  payment  will  be  allowed  onlv  for  the  amount  over  .32  pounds 
per  acre. 

APPLYING  SUPERPHOSPHATE  FURNISHED  BY  THE  A.  A.  A. 
Practice  No.  5k-~Ratc  of  Payment:  $1.50  for  Each  100  Pounds 

The  application  per  acre  of  at  least  100  pounds  of  triple  superphos- 
phate, or  the  equivalent,  furnished  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration,  to  established  hay  land,  pasture,  or  orchard  sod,  or 
to  green  manure  crops  in  orchards;  or  in  connection  \nth  the  seeding 
of  clovers,  clover  mixtures,  alfalfa,  alfalfa  mi.xtures,  perennial  grasses, 
winter  legumes,  green  manure  or  cover  crops  in  orchards,  or  permanent 
pasture  mixtures. 

Payment  will  be  allowed  for  triple  superpliosphate  which  is  mi.xed 
with  manure  in  the  stable  or  on  dropping  boards  in  poultry  houses  if 
the  manure  is  to  be  used  on  pasture,  hay  land,  or  orchard  sod,  or  on 
green  manure  crops  in  orchards,  or  in  connection  with  the  seeding  of 
clovers,  clover  mixtures,  alfalfa,  alfalfa  mixtures,  perennial  grasses, 
winter  legumes,  green  niaiuur  or  cover  crops  in  orchards,  or  permanent 
pasture  mixtures. 

Triple  superphosphate  furnished  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration  must  not  be  used  on  a  nurse  crop  which  is  to  be 
harvested  for  grain. 

APPLYING  AVAILABLE  POTASH 
Practice  No.  6~  Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  for  Each  75  Pounds 

The  application  of  available  potash  to  established  hay  land,  pas- 
ture, or  orchard  sod;  or  in  connection  with  the  seeding  of  clovers, 
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clover  mixtiiros,  alfalfa,  alfalfa  mixtures,  perennial  grasses,  winter 
legumes,  or  permanent  pasture  mixtures. 

LIMING  CROPLAND,  PASTURE  LAND,  OR  ORCHARDS 
Practice  No.  7 — Rate  of  Payment: 

All  Counties  Except  Beuksuiue,  Franklin,  IIampukn,  and  Hampshire: 
$5  per  ton  of  standard  ground  limestone  or  standard  ground  oystershcll 
which  will  pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve,  or  1,000  pounds  of  calcium 
oxide  neutralizing  equivalent  in  other  liming  material  which  will 
pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve,  and  which  contains  all  of  the  fine 
material  produced  in  grinding. 

Franklin,  Hampden,  and  Hampshire  Counties: 

$4.70  per  ton  of  standard  ground  limestone  or  standard  ground  oyster- 
shell  which  will  pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve,  or  1,000  pounds 
of  calcium  oxide  neutralizing  equivalent  in  other  liming  material 
which  will  pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve,  and  which  contains  all 
of  the  fine  material  produced  in  grinding. 

Berkshire  County: 

$4.20  per  ton  of  standard  ground  limestone  or  standard  ground  oysters 
shell  which  will  pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve,  or  1,000  pounds  of 
calcium  oxide  neutralizing  equivalent  in  other  liming  material 
which  will  pass  through  a  20-mesli  sieve,  and  which  contains  all 
of  the  fine  material  produced  in  grinding. 

The  application  per  acre  of  at  least  750  pounds  of  liydratcd  lime, 
500  pounds  of  quicklime,  or  1,000  pounds  of  other  liming  material  to 
cropland,  pasture  lands,  or  orchards. 

Standard  ground  limestone  and  standard  ground  oystershell  mean 
ground  lunestone  and  groimd  oystershell  which  will  analyze  at  least 
50  percent  calcium  oxide  neutralizing  equivalent,  100  percent  of  which 
will  pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve  and  which  contains  all  of  the  fine 
material  produced  in  the  grinding.  Calcium  oxide  neutralizing  equiv- 
alent is  found  by  multiplying  the  magnesiiun  o\'n\c  coiiUmiI  h\  1  .'A9  atul 
adding  the  product  to  the  calcium  oxide  content. 

LIMING  CROPLAND,  PASTURE  LAND,  OR  ORCHARDS  WITH  LIMING 
MATERIAL  FURNISHED  BY  THE  A.  .\.  \. 

Practice  No.  7A- — Rate  of  Payment: 

All  Counties  Except  Berkshire,  Franklin,  Hampden,  and  Hampshire: 
$5  per  ton  of  standard  ground  limestone  which  will  jjass  throunh  a  20- 
mesh  sieve  and  which  contains  all  of  the  fine  material  i)roduced  in 
grinding. 

Franklin,  Hampden,  .\nd  Ha.mp.shire  Counties: 

$4.70  per  ton  of  standard  ground  limestone  which  will  pass  through  a 
20-mesh  sieve  and  which  contains  all  of  the  fine  material  produced 
in  grinding. 
Beukshiiie  County: 

$4.20  per  ton  of  standard  ground  limestoiu-  w  hich  will  pass  through  a 
20-mesh  sieve  and  which  contains  ail  of  Ihe  line  material  produced 
in  grinding. 
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Tho  a])plicnti()n  to  cr()j)l:iii(l,  pnsituiT  liinds,  or  orchards  of  liming 
material  furnished  by  tlie  Agricuhural  Adjustment  Administration. 
In  order  for  payment  to  be  allowed,  the  farmer  must  use  at  least  1,000 
])()uiids  of  srrotuid  limestone  per  acre. 

GREEN  MANURE  CROPS 

Practice  No.  8 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  Per  Acre 

The  plowing  or  disking  under  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  of 
(1 )  biennial  or  perennial  legumes  or  grasses  for  which  no  payment  for 
seeding  is  allowed  in  1940  and,  e.xcept  in  orchards,  from  which  no 
croj)  of  such  legumes  or  grasses  has  ever  been  harvested;  (2)  annual 
legumes;  or  (3)  annual  grasses  or  small  grains  used  as  summer  green 
manure  crops  on  vegetable  or  orchard  land,  or  used  as  winter  green 
m  aim  re  crops. 

If  the  crop  used  is  one  which  is. normally  winter-killed,  payment  will 
be  allowed  for  leaving  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  on  the  land 
instead  of  plowing  or  disking  it  under. 

If  the  crop  is  grown  in  a  commercial  orchard  and  has  not  been 
harvested  in  1940,  payment  will  be  allowed  for  cutting  and  leaving  an 
evenly  distributed  good  stand  and  good  growth  of  such  crop  on  the 
land,  except  that  cutting  is  not  required  in  blocks  of  trees  damaged  by 
the  September  1938  hurricane. 

SUMMER  GREEN  MANURE  CROPS 

Practice  No.  9 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  per  Acre 

The  plowing  or  disking  under  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  of 
grasses  or  small  grains  used  as  summer  green  manure  crops  on  land 
other  tlian  vegetable  land  or  orcluirds. 

SEEDING  WINTER  COVER  CROPS 
Practice  No.  10 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  winter  vetch  and  leaving  the  resulting  crop  on  the 
land  as  a  winter  cover  crop.  R3'e  or  wheat  may  be  used  as  a  support 
croj)  for  winter  vetch. 

SEEDING  ANNUAL  RYEGRASS 
Practice  No.  11 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  annual  ryegrass  ami  leaving  the  resulting  crop  on 
the  land  as  a  winter  cover  crop. 
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MULCHING  ORCHARDS  AND  VEGETABLES 
Practice  No.  12 — Rate  of  Payment:  $3  per  Ton 

The  application  of  at  least  2  tons  per  acre  of  air-dried  straw  or  hay, 
or  the  equivalent,  excluding  barnyard  manure,  to  orchards  and  vege- 
tables as  a  mulch.  All  materials  produced  on  the  land  during  1940 
from  grasses,  legumes,  green  maniu-e  crops,  or  cover  crops,  as  well  as 
the  mulching  material,  are  to  be  left  on  the  land. 


Special  Requirement  for  Practices  13,  14,  and  15 

Operators  shall  obtain  prior  approval  from  the  county  committee 
and  carry  out  the  practice  in  accordance  with  the  advice  of  the 
Extension  Forester. 


IMPROVING  WOODLANDS 
Practice  No.  13 — Rate  of  Payment:  $3  per  Acre 

The  improvement  of  the  stand  of  forest  trees  imder  a  system  of  fai-m 
woodland  and  wUdlife  management  which  includes  pruning  or  thin- 
ning or,  if  needed,  both.  At  least  100  good  timber  trees  or  trees  which 
can  become  good  timber  trees  must  be  left  weU  scattered  on  each 
acre  of  woodland  improved. 

The  following  are  recommended  as  dosu'able  species  for  develop- 
ment: 

Red  pine.  White  maple.  Beech. 

Wliite  pine.  Red  maple.  White  ash. 

Spruce  (any  kind).  Hemlock.  Red  oak. 

Black  cherry.  Tulip  poplar.  White  oak. 

Cedar.  White  bircli.  Basswood. 

Fir  (any  kind).  Yellow  birch.  Hickory. 

Sugar  maple.  Black  birch.  Elm. 

PLANTING  FOREST  TREES 
Practice  No.  14 — Rate  of  Payment:  $7.50  per  Acre 

The  planting  of  transplanted  forest  trees  at  the  rate  of  at  least 
]  ,000  trees  per  acre.    One  thousand  trees  planted  on  two  or  more 
small  tracts  of  less  than  1  acre  each  sh.-iU  hr  cdnsiilcroil  as  an 
even  though  the  total  area  may  be  larger.    Shrubs  hi-lpful  to  w  ildlifo 
may  be  included  in  the  planting. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  from  damage 
by  livestock-grazing  and  fire  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance 
with  good  tree  culture  and  wildHfc-niMTiagenient  practice. 

Species  of  trees  iii)i)i-o\ cd  foi'  phuiliug  ai-o  red  pine,  white  pine, 
balsam  fir,  red  spruce,  white  spruce,  and  Norway  s])ru(e.  Other 
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Viriicties  may  be  |)liiiitO(l  if  the  count}'  coinniittee,  upon  advice  of  the 
lOxtension  Forester,  approves  the  seleetion. 

EXCLUDING  LIVESTOCK  FROM  FARM  WOODLAND 
Practice  No.  15 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  for  Each  2  Acres 

The  restoration  of  farm  woodland,  including  sugar  maple  orchards, 
previously  used  for  pasture,  by  keeping  out  livestock. 

Payment  will  be  allowed  for  each  acre  of  farm  woodland  out  of 
which  livestock  are  kept,  but  for  not  more  than  2  acres  for  each  animal 
unit  which  is  normally  allowed  to  graze  in  the  woodland. 

Animal  unit  means  one  cow,  two  calves,  one  horse,  two  colts,  five 
shecf),  or  five  goats,  or  the  equivalent  thereof. 

If  under  the  1936,  19.37,  1938,  or  1939  program  a  farmer  has  re- 
ceived payment  for  constructing  fence  to  keep  livestock  out  of  wood- 
land or  for  keepmg  livestock  out  of  sugar  iiuiple  orchards  or  other 
woodlands,  and  the  county  committee  determines  that  in  1940  live- 
stock were  again  allowed  by  that  farmer  to  graze  in  the  same  wood- 
land or  sugar  maj^le  orchard,  an  amount  equal  to  the  previous  pay- 
ments will  be  withheld  from  any  payment  which  would  otherwise 
be  made  to  such  fanner  under  the  1940  program. 

SANDING  CRANBERRY  BOGS 

Practice  No.  16 — Rate  of  Payment:  $7.50  per  Acre 

The  application  of  sand,  free  from  stones  or  loam,  to  a  depth  of  at 
least  one-half  inch  on  fruiting  cranberry  bogs  to  prevent  soil  deteriora- 
tion and  decline  in  the  productive  capacitv''  of  the  land.  The  county 
committee  will  rc(|uire  proof  of  the  amount  of  sand  applied. 

Special  Requirement  for  Practices  17,  18,  19,  20 

Operators  must  obtain  the  approval  of  the  county  committee  and 
instructions  from  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the  E.xtension 
Service  before  performing  any  of  these  practices. 

CONTOUR  FURROWING,  NONCROP,  OPEN  PASTURE  LAND 
Practice  No.  17— Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  for  Each  2  Acres 

STRIPCROPPING 
Practice  No.  18 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  for  Each  2  Acres 

The  i)lanting  of  cropland  in  strips  on  the  contour.  Strips  of  inter- 
tilled crops  must  be  separated  by  strips  of  close-growing  crops. 
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CONTOUR  FARMING 
Practice  No.  19 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  for  Each  4  Acres 
The  cultivation  of  intertilletl  crops  on  tlie  contour. 

TERRACING 

Practice  No.  20 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  for  Each  200  Linear  Feet 

The  construction  of  standard  terraces  for  wliicli  proper  outlets  are 
provided. 

AMOUNT  OF  PAYMENT  EARNED  ON  FARMS  WITH  NO 

ALLOTMENTS 

On  a  farm  which  has  no  acreage  allotment,  the  farmer  h;is  the  right 
to  earn  for  the  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  simi  of  the  soil-building 
allowance,  the  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance,  and  tlie  reforesta- 
tion allowance.  If  he  earns  less,  he  will  be  paid  what  he  earns.  A 
farmer  who  wants  to  earn  all  he  can  under  the  program  on  a  farm 
with  no  allotment  should  be  careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres 
of  vegetables  for  market  and  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes. 

The  total  payment  will  be  computed  as  follows: 

Find  the  amoimt  of  the  soil-buildhig  pnvment  by  adding  together 
the  payments  for  all  soil-building  [)r!ictices  carried  out  at  the 
rates  for  the  practices.  However,  if  the  total  amount 
computed  is  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance,  the  soil- 
building  payment  will  be  ecjual  to  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Add  to  the  soil-building  paynuMil  the  anunnit  cariuMl  uuiUm'  the 
reforestation  allowance. 

Add  also  the  amount  eanuni  muh'r  the  woodland  iehal)ilitation 
allowance. 

Then  subtract  $20  for  each  acre  over  3  planted  to  commercial 
vegetables. 

Subtract  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for  each  acre 

over  3  planted  to  potatoes. 
The  remahuler  will  be  the  total  payment  earned  for  the  farm. 

ACREAGE  ALLOTMENTS 

In  1940  acreage  allotments,  usual  acreages,  aiul  luirmal  yields  will 
be  set  by  comity  committees  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued 
by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 

A  potato  allotment  will  be  set  on  each  farm  that  usually  grows  3 
acres  or  more  of  potatoes.  If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's 
]wtato  allotment  is  planted,  the  potato  allotment  will  be  re(iuc(>d  to 
110  percent  of  the  acreage  planted. 
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A  tobacco  iillotnuMit  will  be  set  on  each  farm  which  grew  tobaoro 
in  one  or  more  of  the  years  1935  to  1939,  inclusive,  and  on  each  farm 
on  which  tobacco  is  to  be  prochiced  in  1940  for  the  first  time  since  1934. 
If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's  tobacco  allotment  is  harvested, 
the  tobacco  allotment  will  be  reduced  to  110  percent  of  the  acreage 
Jiarvested  unless  failure  to  harvest  at  least  90  percent  was  due  to 
flood,  drought,  hail,  or  other  abnormal  weather  conditions,  or  plant- 
bed  diseases. 

If  more  than  10  acres  of  corn  for  graiii  are  usually  grown  on  a  farm 
with  a  potato  or  tobacco  allotment,  a  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain 
will  also  be  set  for  that  farm. 

A  vegetable  allotment  will  be  set  for  each  farm  on  which  3  or  more 
acres  of  vegetables  are  usiially  planted  to  be  sold  to  persons  not  living 
on  the  fai-m.  If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's  vegetable  allotment 
is  planted,  the  vegetable  allotment  will  be  reduced  to  110  percent  of 
the  acreage  planted. 

AMOUNT  OF  PAYMENT  EARNED  ON  ALLOTMENT  FARMS 

On  a  farm  with  any  acreage  allotment,  the  fanner  has  the  right  to 
earn  for  the  year  an  amoimt  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-building 
allowance,  the  reforestation  allowance,  the  woodland  rehabilitation 
allowance,  and  the  payments  computed  for  all  of  his  allotments.  If 
he  does  not  carry  out  all  the  practices  he  may,  or  if  he  grows  more 
allotment  crops  than  he  should,  the  amount  earned  will  be  less. 

The  amount  that  is  earned  on  any  farm  with  an  allotment  is  com- 
puted by  finding  the  sum  of  the  following  payment  items  which  apply 
to  the  farm  and  then  subtracting  the  sum  of  the  deductions,  if  any 
apply. 

F.\RMS  WITH  POT.4TO  ALLOTMENTS 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for 
each  soil-building  practice  carried  out.  The  payment  for  practices 
cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

A  payment  of  $7.o0  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
computed  under  the  reforestation  allowance.  The  total  amount 
earned  for  planting  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allowance 
cannot  be  larger  than  $30.  However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-building 
allowance  may  also  be  earned  by  planting  forest  trees  under  practice 
No.  14. 

A  payment  of  $4  for  each  acre  of  woodland  cleared  under  the  wood- 
lantl  rehabilitation  allowance  will  be  computed.  The  total  amount 
cannot  be  larger  than  $60. 

A  payment  of  3  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  of  potatoes 
per  acre  will  be  computed  for  each  acre  in  the  potato  allotment. 

A  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  will  be 
made  for  each  acre  planted  to  potatoes  over  the  potato  allotment. 
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If  there  is  no  vegetable  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables  to  be  sold  to  per-  ^ 
sons  not  living  on  the  farm.    If  he  does,  there  will  be  a  deduction  of  $20 
for  each  acre  over  3.    Vegetables,  as  defined  under  the  program,  do 
not  include  potatoes. 

A  farmer  should  also  be  careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  10  acres 
or  the  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain,  whichever  is  greater.  If  he  does, 
there  wUl  be  a  deduction  of  810  for  each  excess  acre. 

FARMS  WITH  TOBACCO  ALLOTMENTS 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for 
each  soil-building  practice  carried  out.  The  payment  for  practices 
cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

A  payment  of  $7.50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
computed  under  the  reforestation  aUowance.  The  total  amount 
earned  for  planting  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allowance 
cannot  be  larger  than  $30.  However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soU-budding 
allowance  may  also  be  earned  by  planting  forest  trees  under  practice 
No.  14. 

A  payment  of  $4  will  be  computed  for  each  acre  of  woodland  cleared 
under  the  woodland  rehabilitation  aUowance.  The  total  amount 
cannot  be  larger  than  $60. 

A  payment  of  1  cent  per  pound  times  the  normal  yield  will  be 
computed  for  each  acre  in  the  tobacco  allotment. 

A  deduction  of  8  cents  per  pound  times  the  normal  yield  will  be 
made  for  each  acre  of  tobacco  haiwested  over  the  tobacco  allotment. 

If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
cai'eful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.  If  he  does,  there 
wiU  be  a  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for 
each  acre  over  3. 

If  there  is  no  vegetable  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  shoukl  be 
careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables  to  be  sold  to 
persons  not  living  on  the  farm.  If  he  does,  there  will  bo  a  deduction  of 
$20  for  each  acre  over  3.  Vegetables,  as  defined  under  the  program, 
do  not  include  potatoes. 

A  farmer  should  also  be  careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  10  acres  or 
the  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain,  whichever  is  greater.  If  he  does, 
there  wiU  be  a  deduction  of  $10  for  each  excess  acre. 

FARMS  WITH  VEGETABLE  ALLOTMENTS 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for 
each  soil-building  i)ractice  caiTicd  out.    The  ])ayment  for  practices  jj 
cannot  bo  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance. 
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A  payment  of  $7.50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
computed  under  the  reforestation  allowance.  The  total  amount 
earned  for  plantin<?  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allow^ance  can- 
not be  larger  than  $30.  However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-building 
allowance  may  also  be  earned  by  planting  forest  trees  under  practice 
No.  14. 

A  payment  of  $4  will  be  computed  for  each  acre  of  woodland  cleared 
untler  the  woodlantl  rehabilitation  allowance.  The  total  amount 
cannot  be  larger  than  $r)0. 

A  payment  of  $1.50  will  be  computed  for  each  acre  in  the  vegetable 
allotment. 

A  deduction  of  $20  will  be  made  for  each  acre  planted  to  commercial 
vegetables  over  the  vegetable  allotment. 

Commercial  vegetables  means  the  acreage  of  vegetables  and  truck 
crops  of  which  the  principal  part  of  the  production  is  sold  to  persons 
not  living  on  the  farm.  This  definition  includes,  among  others, 
sweetpotatoes,  tomatoes,  sweet  corn,  cantaloups,  strawberries,  and 
commercial  bulbs  and  flowers,  but  excludes  Irish  potatoes,  peas  for 
canning  or  freezing,  watermelons,  and  sweet  corn  for  canning. 

If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.  If  he  does,  there 
will  be  a  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for 
each  acre  over  3. 

INCREASE  OF  PAYMENTS

Farmers  in 
Hills'boro  and  Rockingham  counties  will  have  the  .  right  to  earn  additjlcnal  pay- 
ments "by  staying  v/ithin  acreage  allot}ncnts  for  vegetables. 

Farmers  in  .Ches ire  county  who  grow  tobacco  should  see  their -county  com- 
mittee about  the  tobacco  provisions  of  the  program.

plenty  of  supplies. 

All  farmers  in  New  Hampshire  who  cooperate  in  the  1940  Agricul- 
tural Conservation  Program  will  be  offered  assistance  in  using  ap- 
proved soil-building  practices  which  will  help  to  build  up  their  soil. 
They  will  also  have  the  right  to  earn  payments  by  staying  within 
acreage  allotments  for  potatoes.  Farmers  in  Hillsboro  and  Rock- 
ingham Counties  will  have  the  right  to  earn  additional  payments  by 
staying  within  acreage  allotments  for  vegetables. 

Farmers  in  Cheshire  County  who  grow  tobacco  should  see  their 
county  committee  about  the  tobacco  provisions  of  the  program. 

The  1940  program  j'ear  begins  November  1,  1939,  and  ends  October 
31,  1940. 

WOODLAND  REHABILITATION  ALLOWANCE 


Each  farm  will  have  a  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance  of  $G0. 
This  allowance  may  be  earned  on  woodland  which  constitutes  a 
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serious  fire  hazard  as  a  result  of  the  September  1938  hurricane  damage 
by  eliminating  the  fire  hazard,  improving  the  remaining  stand  of  forest 
trees,  and  providing  for  the  restoration  of  a  full  stand  of  forest  trees. 
The  work  must  be  done  with  the  prior  approval  of  the  county  com- 
mittee and  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  county 
committee  and  approved  by  the  State  cormnittee. 

This  allowance  is  not  included  in  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Payment  at  the  rate  of  $4  for  each  acre  on  which  this  work  is  cor- 
rectly done  will  be  allowed  toward  earning  the  woodland  rehabiUta- 
tion  allowance. 

REFORESTATION  ALLOWANCE 

Each  farm  will  have  a  reforestation  allowance  of  S30  in  addition 
to  the  soil-building  allowance.  This  reforestation  allowance  may  be 
earned  by  plantuig  transplanted  forest  trees  or  root-pruned  seedlings 
of  varieties  approved  by  the  State  committee,  at  the  rate  of  at  least 
1,000  trees  per  acre.  One  thousand  trees  planted  on  two  or  more 
small  tracts  of  less  than  1  acre  each  shall  be  considered  as  an  acre 
even  though  the  total  area  ma}^  be  larger.  However,  not  less  than 
200  trees  may  be  coimted  in  this  manner.  Shrubs  helpful  to  wildlife 
may  be  included  in  the  planting. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  against  fire  and 
damage  by  livestock-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance 
with  good  tree  culture  and  wildlife-manag(Mnont  practice. 

Payment  at  the  rate  of  $7.50  per  acre  will  be  allowed  toward  earning 
the  reforestation  allowance. 

SOIL-BUILDING  ALLOWANCE 

Each  New  Hampshire  farmer  who  takes  part  m  this  program  is 
expected  to  use  one  or  more  of  the  soil-building  practices  which  are 
good  for  his  farm.  To  get  the  most  good  from  the  program  he  should 
use,  insofar  as  possible,  practices  which  are  not  already  being  used  on 
the  farm.  In  order  that  the  farmer  will  know  how  many  practices 
he  may  carry  out  for  payment,  a  soil-building  allowance  will  be  com- 
puted for  his  farm.  This  soil-builduig  allowance  is  found  by  first 
adding  all  of  the  following  items  which  apply  to  the  farm: 

70  cents  times  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm,  not  counting 
acreage  in  the  potato  and  tobacco  allotments.  Cropland 
means  farm  land  which  in  1939  was  tilled  or  was  in  regular 
rotation,  not  counting  any  land  in  commercial  orchards. 

$2  times  the  acreage  of  conunercial  orchards  on  the  farm  on 
January  1,  1940.  Commercial  orchards  means  the  acreage 
in  planted  or  cultivated  fruit  trees,  nut  trees,  vineyards, 
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hops,  or  bush  fruits  on  the  farm  on  January  1,  1940,  from 
wliicii  the  principal  part  of  the  production  is  normally  sold. 
This  dofinition  does  not  include  nonbearing  orchards  and 
nonbearing  vineyards. 

40  cents  times  the  acreage  of  fenced,  noncrop  open  pasture  land 
in  excess  of  one-half  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm. 

For  those  farms  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  $20  or  more, 
the  soil-building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  total  of  these  cropland, 
orchard,  and  pasture  items. 

For  those  farms  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  less  than  $20, 
the  soil-building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  larger  of  (1)  the  sum  of 
these  cropland,  orchard,  and  pasture  items  or  (2)  the  amount  by 
which  $20  is  more  than  the  sum  of  the  allotment  payments  which 
could  be  earned  on  the  farm. 

SOIL-BUILDING  PRACTICES 

The  following  are  soil-building  practices  which  farmers  in  New 
Hampshire  may  carry  out  for  payment  under  the  1940  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program.  For  each  practice  carried  out  as  specified 
and  in  accordance  with  good  farming  practices  on  the  farm,  payment 
at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  allowed  toward  earning  the 
soil-building  allowance  for  the  farm.  However,  the  total  payment 
for  carrying  out  practices  cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building 
allowance. 

If  one-half  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is  represented 
by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency  other 
than  the  Agricultural  Afljustment  Administration,  the  practice  shall  not  be 
counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

If  less  than  one-half  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is  represented 
by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency  other 
than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  one-half  of  the  practice  shall 
be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Trees  purchased  from  a  Clark-McNary  Cooperative  State  Nursery  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  be  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency. 

SEEDING  BIENNIAL  LEGUMES 
Practice  No.  1 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  per  Acre 

The  sowing  of  at  least  8  pounds  per  acre  of  hardy,  northern-grown 
domestic  or  Canadian  medium  red  clover  seed,  or  the  sowing  of  at 
least  5  pounds  of  hardy,  northern-grown  domestic  or  Canadian 
medium  red  clover,  together  with  at  least  10  pounds  of  tunothy, 
timothy  and  redtop,  or  timothy  and  other  grasses  approved  by  the 
State  committee.  Payment  v.'iW  not  be  allowed  for  this  practice  if 
such  seedings  are  plowed  or  disked  under  for  green  manure  in  1940. 
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One-half  pound  of  alsike  clover  may  be  suhstituted  for  1  pound  of 
medium  red  clover  alone  or  in  mixtures.  Alfalfa  and  sweet  clover 
may  be  substituted  pound  for  pound  for  not  more  than  one-half  the 
amount  of  red  clover  in  mixtures. 

Other  legume  seed  approved  by  the  State  conmiittce  may  be  sub- 
stituted for  medium  red  clover. 

If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory,  a  soil  test  or  other  evidence  satis- 
factory to  the  county  committee  must  be  submitted  to  show  that 
enough  Ume  and  fertilizer  were  apphed  to  estabhsh  ordinarily  a  good 
stand. 

SEEDING  ALFALFA 
Practice  No.  2 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  per  Acre 

The  sowing  of  at  least  10  pounds  per  acre  of  hardy,  northern-grown 
domestic  or  Canadian  alfalfa  seed  on  suitable  land.  The  alfalfa  may 
be  sown  with  other  legumes  or  grasses. 

If  the  stand  is  imsatisfactory,  a  soil  test  or  other  evidence  satis- 
factory to  the  coxmty  committee  must  be  submitted  to  show  that 
enough  lime  and  fertilizer  were  applied  to  estabhsh  ordinarily'  a  good 
stand. 

SEEDING  PERMANENT  PASTURE  MIXTURES 
Praclice  No.  3 — Rate  of  Payment:  $3  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  a  permanent  pasture  mixture  of  which  at  least  2 
pounds  per  acre  is  white  Dutch  or  ladino  clover,  or  of  which  at  least  1 
pound  is  wild  white  clover.  Five  pounds  of  alfalfa  seed  may  be 
substituted  for  1  pound  of  white  Dutch  or  ladino  clover  seed  or  for 
one-half  pound  of  wild  white  clover  seed. 

If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory^,  a  soil  test  or  other  evidence  satis- 
factory to  the  county  conunittee  must  be  submitted  to  show  that 
enough  lime  and  fertilizer  were  applied  to  establish  ordinarily  a  good 
stand. 

RESEEDING  ESTABLISHED  PASTURES 
Practice  No.  4— Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  for  Each  10  Pounds  of  Seed 

The  rcseeding  of  depleted  established  pastures  with  good  seed  of 
adapted  pasture  grasses  or  grasses  and  legmnes. 

If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory,  a  soil  test  or  other  evidence  satis- 
factory to  the  county  conunittee  must  be  submitted  to  show  that 
enough  lime  and  fertilizer  were  applied  to  establish  ordinarily  a  good 
stand. 
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APPLYING  AVAILABLE  PHOSPHORIC  ACID 
Practice  No.  &—Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  for  Each  48  Pounds 

The  application  of  available  phosphoric  acid  in  connection  with  the 
seeding  of  biennial  or  perennial  legumes,  perennial  grasses,  wmter 
legumes,  green  manure  crops  in  orchards,  or  permanent  pastures,  or  as 
a  top  dressing  on  orchard,  pasture,  hay  land  sod,  or  green  manure 
crops  in  orchards. 

When  phosphoric  acid  is  used  on  a  nurse  crop  which  is  harvested  for 
grain,  payment  will  be  allowed  only  for  the  amount  used  over  32 
pounds  per  acre. 

APPLYING  TRIPLE  SUPERPHOSPHATE  FURNISHED  BY  THE  A.  A.  A. 

Practice  No.  5A— Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  for  Each  100  Pounds  of  Triple 

Superphosphate 

The  application  of  triple  superphosphate  in  connection  with  the 
seeding  of  biennial  or  perennial  legumes,  perennial  grasses,  winter 
legumes,  green  manure  crops  in  orchards  or  permanent  pastures,  or 
as  a  top  dressing  on  orchard,  pasture,  hay  land  sod,  or  green  manure 
crops  in  orchards. 

This  triple  superphosphate  shall  not  be  used  on  a  nurse  crop  which 
is  to  be  harvested  for  grain. 

APPLYING  AVAILABLE  POTASH 

Practice  No.  6 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  for  Each  75  Pounds 

The  application  of  available  potash  in  connection  with  the  seeding 
of  biennial  or  perennial  legumes,  perennial  grasses,  winter  legumes,  or 
permanent  pastures,  or  as  a  top  dressing  on  orchard,  pasture,  or  hay 
land  sod. 

LIMING  CROPLAND,  PASTURE  LAND,  OR  ORCHARDS 

Practice  No.  7 — Rate  of  Payment:  $5  for  Each — 

(1)  2,000  pounds  of  !!tandard  ground  or  standard  pulverized  limestone; 

(2)  1,000  pounds  of  calcium  oxide  neutralizing  equivalent  in  hydrated  lime  or 

quicklime;  or 

(3)  3,500  pounds  of  field-dug  marl. 

The  application  per  acre  to  cropland,  pasture  land,  or  orchards,  of 
at  least  (1)  1,000  pounds  of  pulverized  or  ground  limestone,  (2)  750 
pounds  of  hydrated  lime,  (3)  1,750  pounds  of  field-dug  marl,  or 
(4)  500  pounds  of  quicklime. 

Standard  ground  or  standard  pulverized  limestone  is  limestone  which 
analyzes  at  least  50  percent  calcium  oxide  neutraUzing  equivalent, 
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100  percent  of  which  will  pass  through  a  20-rnesh  sieve,  and  wliich 
contains  all  of  the  fine  material  prochiced  in  the  gi'inding. 

Quantities  of  other  liming  materials  approved  b}'  the  State  com- 
mittee may  be  used.  C 

LIMING    CROPLAND,    PASTURES,    OR    ORCHARDS    WITH  LIMING 
MATERIAL  FURNISHED  BY  THE  A.  A.  A. 

Practice  No.  7A — Rate  of  Payment:  $5  for  Each  2,000  pounds  of  standard 
ground  or  standard  pulverized  limestone 

The  application  to  cropland,  pastures,  or  orchards,  of  at  least  1,000 
pounds  per  acre  of  pulverized  or  ground  limestone  furnished  by  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 

GREEN  MANURE  AND  COVER  CROPS 

Practice  No.  8 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  per  Acre 

The  plowing  or  disking  under  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  of 
(1)  biennial  or  perennial  legumes  or  grasses  for  which  no  payment  for 
seeding  is  allowed  in  1940  and,  except  in  orchards,  from  whicli  no 
crop  of  such  legumes  or  grasses  has  ever  been  harvested;  (2)  annual 
legumes;  or  (3)  annual  grasses  or  small  grains  used  as  summer  green 
manure  crops  on  vegetable  or  orchard  land,  or  used  as  winter  green 
manure  crops. 

If  the  crop  used  is  one  which  is  normally  winter-killed,  payment 
will  be  allowed  for  leaving  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  on  the 
land  instead  of  plowing  or  disking  it  under. 

If  the  crop  is  grown  in  a  commercial  orchard  and  has  not  been  har- 
vested in  1940,  payment  will  be  allowed  for  cutting  and  leaving  an 
evenly  distributed  good  stand  and  good  growth  of  such  crop  on  the 
land,  except  that  cutting  is  not  required  in  blocks  of  trees  damaged 
by  the  September  1938  hurricane. 

It  is  not  generall}'  good  farming  practice  to  plow  down  green  manure 
crops  if  it  will  result  in  leaving  the  land  unprotected  during  the 
winter.  It  is  recommended,  therefore,  that  crops  which  otherwise 
might  be  considered  as  green  manure  crops  for  1940  be  left  on  the  land 
as  a  winter  cover  wherever  it  is  possible. 

The  following  minimum  rates  of  seeding  per  acre  are  recommended 
when  the  following  crops  are  to  be  used  alone  as  green  manure:

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STRIPCROPPING 
Practice  No.  9 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  for  Each  2  Acres 

The  pliuiting  of  cropland  m  strips  on  the  contour.  Strips  of  inter- 
tilled crops  must  be  separated  by  strips  of  close-growing  crops. 

Operators  must  obtain  the  approval  of  the  county  committee  and 
instructions  from  the  Extension  Service  or  the  Soil  Conservation 
Service  before  performing  this  practice. 

CONTOUR  CULTIVATION 
Practice  No.  10 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  for  Each  4  Acres 

Tlie  cultivation  of  intertilled  crops  on  the  contour. 

Operators  must  obtain  the  approval  of  the  county  comnittee  and 
instructions  from  the  Extension  Service  or  the  Soil  Conservation 
Service  before  performing  this  practice. 

MULCHING  ORCHARDS  AND  VEGETABLE  LAND 

Practice  No.  11 — Rate  of  Payment:  $3  per  Ton 

The  application  to  orchards  or  vegetable  land  of  not  less  than  1 
ton  per  acre  of  air-dried  straw  or  hay  or  equivalent  mulching  material, 
excluding  baniyard  and  stable  manure.  Payment  will  not  be  allowed 
for  the  p'-actice  if  any  of  the  materials  produced  on  the  land  during 
1940  from  grasses,  legumes,  green  manure  crops  or  cover  crops,  or 
the  mulching  material,  are  taken  from  the  land.

IMPROVING  WOODLANDS 

Practice  No.  12 — Rate  of  Payment:  $3  per  Acre 

The  improvement  of  the  stand  of  forest  trees  under  a  system  of 
farm  woodland  and  wildlife  management  which  is  approved  in  advance 
by  the  county  committee  and  includes  thinning,  weeding,  or  partial 
cutting,  or  any  combination  of  these  which  is  needed.  At  least  100 
good  timber  trees  or  trees  which  can  become  good  timber  trees  must 
^  be  left  free  to  grow  and  must  be  well  scattered  on  each  acre  of  wood- 
land improved.  At  least  two-thirds  of  a  complete  crow7i  canopy 
must  also  be  left  on  each  acre  improved. 
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EXCLUDING  LIVESTOCK  FROM  FARM  WOODLAND 
Practice  No.  13 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  for  Each  2  Acres 

The  restoration  of  farni  woodland,  including  sugar  maple  orchards, 
previously  used  for  pasture  by  keeping  out  domestic  livestock. 

Payment  will  be  allowed  for  each  acre  of  farm  woodland  out  of 
which  livestock  are  kept,  but  for  not  more  than  2  acres  for  each 
animal  unit  which  is  normally  allowed  to  graze  in  the  woodland. 

Animal  unit  means  one  cow,  two  calves,  one  horse,  two  colts, 
five  sheep,  or  five  goats,  or  the  equivalent  thereof. 

The  operator  must  obtain  approval  of  the  county  committee 
before  performing  this  practice. 

If  under  the  1936,  1937,  1938,  or  1939  program  a  farmer  has  received 
paynient  for  constructing  fence  to  keep  livestock  out  of  woodland 
or  for  keeping  livestock  out  of  sugar  maple  orchards  or  other  wood- 
lands, and  the  county  committee  determines  that  m  1940  livestock 
were  again  allowed  by  that  farmer  to  graze  in  the  same  woodland  or 
sugar  maple  orchard,  an  amount  equal  to  the  previous  payments  will 
be  withheld  from  any  payment  which  would  otherwise  be  made  to 
such  farmer  under  the  1940  program. 

PLANTING  FOREST  TREES 
Practice  No.  14 — Rate  of  Payment:  $7.50  per  Acre 

The  planting  of  transplanted  forest  trees  or  root-pruned  seedlings  of 
varieties  approved  by  the  State  committee,  at  the  rate  of  at  least  1,000 
trees  per  acre,  in  accordance  yaih.  good  forestry  practice. 

One  thousand  trees  planted  on  two  or  more  small  tracts  of  less  than 
1  acre  each  shall  be  considered  as  an  acre  even  though  the  total  area 
may  be  larger.  However,  not  less  than  200  trees  may  be  counted  in 
this  manner.  Shrubs  helpful  to  wildlife  may  be  included  in  the 
planting. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  agamst  fire  and 
damage  by  livestock-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordiince 
with  good  tree  culture  and  wildlife-management  practice. 

AMOUNT  OF  PAYMENT  EARNED  ON  FARMS  WITH  NO 

ALLOTMENTS 

On  a  farm  which  has  no  acreage  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the 
right  to  earn  for  the  j'car  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil- 
building  allowance,  the  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance,  and  the 
reforestation  allowance.  If  he  earns  less,  ho  \v\W  bo  paid  what  he 
earns.  A  farmer  who  wants  to  earn  all  he  can  under  the  program  on 
a  farm  with  no  allotment  should  bo  careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3 
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acres  of  potatoes.  A  fanner  in  Hillsboro  or  Rockingham  County 
wlio  has  no  vegetable  allotment  should  also  be  careful  not  to  plant 
more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables  for  market. 

The  total  payment  vdW  be  computed  as  follows: 

Find  the  amount  of  the  soil-building  payment  by  adding  together 
the  payments  for  all  soil-building  practices  carried  out  at 
the  rates  shown  for  the  practices.  However,  if  the  total 
amount  computed  is  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance, 
the  soil-building  paj^ment  will  be  equal  to  the  soil-building 
allowance. 

Add  to  the  soil-building  payment  the  amount  earned  for  planting 
forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allowance. 

Add  also  the  amount  earned  under  the  woodland  rehabilitation 
allowance. 

Then  subtract  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for  each 
acre  over  3  planted  to  potatoes.  In  Hillsboro  and  Rocking- 
ham Counties  subtract  also  $20  for  each  acre  over  3  planted 
to  commercial  vegetables. 

The  remainder  will  be  the  total  payment  earned  for  the  farm. 

ACREAGE  ALLOTMENTS 

In  1940,  acreage  allotments  and  normal  yields  will  be  set  by  county 
committees  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  hy  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration. 

A  potato  allotment  will  be  set  for  each  farm  that  usually  grows  3 
acres  or  more  of  potatoes.  If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's 
potato  allotment  is  planted,  the  potato  allotment  will  be  reduced  to 
110  percent  of  the  acreage  planted. 

If  more  than  10  acres  of  com  for  grain  are  usually  grown  on  a  farm 
with  a  potato  allotment,  a  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain  will  also  be 
set  for  that  farm. 

In  Hillsboro  and  Rockingham  Counties  vegetable  allotments  will 
be  set  for  farms  on  which  3  or  more  acres  of  vegetables  are  usually 
planted  to  be  sold  to  persons  not  living  on  the  farm.  If  less  than  90 
percent  of  the  farm's  vegetable  allotment  is  planted,  the  vegetable  allot- 
ment will  be  reduced  to  110  percent  of  the  acreage  planted. 

Persons  in  Cheshire  county  who  grow  tobacco  should  see  their 
county  committee  about  the  tobacco  provisions  of  the  program. 

AMOUNT  OF  PAYMENT  EARNED  ON  ALLOTMENT  FARMS 

On  a  farm  with  any  acreage  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the  right 
to  earn  for  the  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-biulding 
allowance,  the  reforestation  allowance,  the  woodland  rehabilitation 
allowance,  and  the  payments  computed  for  all  of  his  allotments.  If 
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Superphosphate  and  liming  material  will  be  furnished  in  New 
Hampshire  to  farmers  who  want  those  materials  in  place  of  a  payment. 
Complete  instructions  for  handling  this  provision  will  be  furnished 
the  county  committees.  See  your  local  committeeman  for  infor- 
mation.

The  second  i^aragraph  of  practice  Ho,  7,   "Liming  Cropland,  Pasture 
Land,  or  Orchards,"  is  hereby  revised  to  read  as  follov/s: 

"Standard  grorjid  or  standard  pulverized  limestone  is 
limestone  v/hich  analyzes  at  least  50  "oercent  calciiim  oxide 
neutralizing  equivalent,  T-rhich  is  ground  sufficiently  fine 
so  that  in  each  ton  at  least  1,000  pounds  of  calciijun  oxide 
neutralizing  equivalent  v/ill  pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve,  and 
which  contains  all  of  the  fine  materials  produced  in  grinding.

THE  1940  AGRICULTURAL  CONSERVATION  PROGRAlvI.  FqE_l|SLJ.?^lSEy 

The  1940  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  gives  fanners  all  over  the 
country  an  opoortunity  to  v/ork  together  in  saving  their  soil  and  its  fertility, 
bringing  about  fairer  incomes  for  themselves,   and  assuring  consumers  plenty  of 
supplies. 

All  farmers  in  New  Jersey  who  cooperate  in  the  1940  Agricultural  Conser- 
vation Program  will  he  offered  assistance  in  using  approved  soil-huilding  prac- 
tices which  will  help  to  build  up  their  soil.     Tlacy  will  also  have  the  right  to 
earn  payments  by  sta^-ing  within  acreag;e  allotments  for  potatoes,  wheat,  and 
vegetables. 

The  1940  program  year  begins  November  1,  1939,  and  ends  October  31,  1940. 

REFORESTATION  ALLOW AiTCS 

Each  farm  will  have  a  reforestation  allowance  of  $30  in  addition  to  the 
soil-building  allowance.     This  reforestation  allowance  may  be  earned  by  planting 
forest  trees  of  approved  varieties  at  the  rate  of  at  least  1,000  trees  per  acre 
on  suitable  land.     One  thousand  trees  pljinted  on  two  or  more  small  tracts  of 
less  than  aai  acre  each  shell  be  considered  as  an  a.crc  evon  tho^ugh  the  total 
area  may  be  Irrger.     Shrubs  holpf^il  to  wildlife  mcy  be  included  in  the  planting. 
Areas  planted  must  be  given  rer.sonablc  protection  from  fire  rjid  damage  by 
livestock-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance  with  good  tree  culture 
and  wildLif c-m?Jiagcmcnt  practice. 

Opera.tors  should  obtain  instructions  for  performing  this  practice  from  the 
county  committee  or  the  county  agricultural  agent. 

Approved  varieties  for  planting  are:

Other  varieties  may  be  plcjited  if  the  county  committee  approves  the 
selection. 

Hardwood  species  should  be  1-  or  2-year  seedlings.     Evergreens  should 
be  2-ycar  seedlings  or  transplants. 
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April  is  the  preferable  plantin^r  month  for  north  Jersey.    March  or  ^ 
April  is  preferable  for  south  Jersev.     October  or  LTov-rnber  is  the  second  choice. 

Payment  at  the  rate  of  $7.50  per  acre  will  be  allowed  toward  earning  the 
reforestation  aJ-lowanco. 

SOIL-BUILDING  ALLOW AITCS 

Each  K'ev/  Jersey  farmer  who  takes      part  in  this  program  is  expected  to  use 
one  or  more  of  the  soil-building  practices  which  are  good  for  his  farm.     To  get 
the  most  good  from  the  program  he  shoiilr  use,  insofar  as  possible,  practices 
which  are  not  already  bsing  used  on  the  farm.     In  order  that  the  farmer  will 
knov/  how  many  practices  he  mj^y  ccjrry  out  for  payment,  a  soil-building  allowance 
will  be  computed  for  his  farm.     This  soil-building  allov/ance  is  found  'ay  first 
adding  all  of  the  following  items  which  apply  to  the  farm: 

70  cents  times  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm,  not  counting  acreage 
in  the  potato  and  wheat  allotments.     Cropland  means  farm  land 
which  in  1939  was  tilled  or  was  in  regular  rooation,  not  counting 
any  land  in  commercial  orchards. 

$2.00  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  orchards  on  the  fai-m  on 

January  1,  1940.     C omm er ci al  or chai' ds  means  the  acreage  in 
planted  or  cultivated  fruit  trees,  nut  trees,  vineyajrds,  hops, 
or  bush  fruits  on  the  fain  on  January  1,  1340,  from  which  the 
principrJ.  part  of  the  production  is  norncll:    sold.  This 
definition  does  not  include  non-bearing  orchards  and  non-bearing 
vineyards. 

40  cents  tim.es  the  acrea^^e  of  fenced,  noncrop  open  past\ire  land  in 
excess  of  one-half  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm. 

For  those  fsrms  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  $20  or  more, the 
soil-building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  total  of  these  cropland,  orchard,  and 
pasture  items. 

Tor  those  farms  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  less  than  $20;  the 
soil-building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  lai'ger  of  (l)  the  s-um  of  these 
cropland,  orchard,  and  pasture  items  or  (c)  the  amount  br</'  which  $20  is  more  than 
the  sum  of  the  allotment  payments  which  could  be  earned  on  the  farm. 

SO  UNBUILDING  PKACTIGES

The  following  are  soil-buildirig  practices  which  farmers  in  New  Jersey 
may  carry  out  for  paJ^ment  under  the  1940  igricultural  Conservation  Program. 
For  each  practice  carried  out  as  specified  and  in  accordance  with  good  ir?j:'mir-g 
practices  on  the  farm,  paj'mcnt  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  allowed 
toward  naming  the  soil-builiing  allowance  for  the  farm.     However,   the  total 
payment  for  carrying  out  practices  cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building 
allowance. 
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Practice  ITo.  1  -  Sfioding  Alfalfa 
^  -.  

Rate  o -_^i?:ZF'£?^ii  ^  *  50  per  Acre 

The  sowin^j  of  (l)  at  least  b  potindG  per  acre  of  alfalfa  seed  from  Kansas, 
Utah,  or  a  State  farther  north,  or  Canada,  alfalfa  seed  "oeai-ing  tlie  State  cert- 
ification tag  identifying  it  as  Griiran  alfalfa  seed,  or  seed  from  other  areas 
approved  'i^  the  State  coirar.ittee;  or  (2)  any  mixtiire  containing  at  least  8  poijmds 
per  acre  of  s"uch  seed.     The  seeding  sliall  Tdu  made  on  croplnnd  on  which  a  good 
seed  bed  is  prepared. 

If  the  stand  is  imsati sfactory ,  a  soil  test  or  other  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  county  coranittee  must  "bo  suhmitted  to  show  th'^.t  sufficient  lime  and  fert- 
ilizer were  applied  to  establish  ordinarily  a  good  stand. 

Practice  ITo.  2  -  Seeding  Pas ture  Mixtures 

Rate  of  Payment;        $5  per  Acr_e 

The  sowing  of  at  least  10  pounds  per  acvo  of  a  pasture  mAxttirc  containing 
at  least  5  pounds  of  perennial  grasses  said  at  least  5  pounds  of  "oiemiisl  or 
perennial  le^Tumes  of  which  at  least  3  po-unds  must  be  ladino  or  white  clover,  or 
any  other  mixture  containing  at  least  2  pounds  of  ladino  or  white  clover  rec- 
ommended by  the  State  College  of  A^^riculture  and  ap,r.  ved  \fy  the  State  Committee. 

If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory'-,  a  soil  test  or  other  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  county  committee  must  be  submitted  to  shov;  that  sufficient  lime  axid. 
fertilizer  were  ap;olied  to  establish  ordinarily  s,  good  stand. 

Practice  I^o.  3  -  Se eding  Biennial  Legumes 

Rate  of  Paymonjb:  $.75  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  at  least  5  pouiids  per  acre  of  hr'ird^y-  dcnestic  (unstained) 
or  Canadian  (stained  1  percent  violet)  red  clover  or  its  equivalent,  (]. )  tilone 
or  (2)  in  mixtures  with  grasses  or  other  clovers. 

Eight  pcands  of  white  or  yellow  sweet  clover,  or  4  pounds  of  alsike 
clover,   shall  be  considered  the  equivalent  of  5  pounds  of  r^'d  clover. 

If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory,  a  soil  test  or  ether  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  county  committee  must  be  submitted  to  show  that  sufficient  lime  and 
^    fertilizer  were  applied  to  establish  ordinai'ily  a  good  stand. 

Practice  No.  4  -  Green  Manure  Crop s 

Rate  of  Payment :  $1.50  per  Acre 


The  plowing  or  disking  under  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  of:  (l) 
Biennial  or  perennial  legumes  or  grasses  for  which  no  payment  for  seeding  is 
allowed  in  1940  and,  except  in  orchards,  frora  which  no  crop  of  such  legtunes  or 
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grasses  has  ever  'been  harvested;    (2)  pr^iv.sl  le^Tumes;  or  (.")  annual  grasses  or 
small  /grains  used  as  bojrciior  irrern  manure  crops  on  vcgetalDlo  or  orchard  l?.nd,  or 
used  as  winter  j^-raon  manure  crops. 

If  the  crop  v?i].l  not,  under  normal  conlitions,   rurvive  the  winter  and 
produce  a  crcp  vrhich  could  l)o  harvested  in  1941  prymcnt  v/ill  "bt  allowed  for 
leo.vi^fj  a  good  trtond  LJii  a  good  growth  on  the  land  instead  of  plowivjg  or  diskiri^ 
it  under.     If  the  crop  is  gro'Tn  from  a  "biennial  or  porennirJ.  grass  or  le.grLunc  sod 
in  an  orchard  '.nd  has  not  oeen  harvested  in  19-^0,  pa;>-mont  v;ill  oo  allov;cd  for 
cutting  and  leaving  an  evenly  di stri"buto.d  ^ood  star.d  and  goodarov/th  on  th?  land 
instead  of  plov/ing  or  disking  it  under,  even  tho'J^:h  a  crop  has  "been  harvested  from 
the  sod  in  previous  years. 

It  is  not  generally  good  fanning  practice  to  plow  down  green  manure  crops 
if  it  will  result  in  leaving  the  land  unprotected  during  the  v/inter.     It  is 
recommended,   therefore,  that  crops  which  are  nomally  wintcr~killed  and  which 
otherwise  raigh:.  he  considered  as  gre^n  manuro  crops  for  1940  "be  left  on  the 
land  as  a  v/inter  cove:  whercvo:.  it  is  poi?sillc. 

Practice  I'd.  5  -  Sunrr.er  G-rgen  I.ir!inire  ^■_|pp£ 

Rate  of  Pay:nent;        $0.75  per  Acre 

The  plowin^;  or  disking  imder  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  of  grasses 
or  small  grains  u^sed  as  tunmer  green  manure  crops  on  l^ind  other  than  vegetable 
land  or  orchards. 

Practice  "i'lo.  6  ^  Seeding  Winter  Cover  Crops 

Rate  of  Payment;        $1.50  per  -Acre 

'The  seeding  of  winter  vetch,  or  crim.son  clover,  or  a  mixture  of  those, 
•  and  leaving  the  resulting  crop  on  the  land  as  a  winter  cover  crop.    I^^e  or  wheat 
may  he  used  as  a,  support  crop  for  vetch. 

Practice  lb.  7  -  Seeding  Aiinupl  I^/egrass 

Rate  of  Payment;        $0.75  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  a^'Tiual  ryegrass  and  leaving  theresultir^  crop  on  the 
land  as  a  v/inter  cover  crop. 

Practice  InTq.  8  -  Mulching  Orchard  and  Vcgotaole  Land 

Rate  of  Payment;        $3  per  Ton 

The  application  of  rt  Icart  1  ton  per  a.cre  of  air-dried  straw  or 
^equivalent  mulching  m.ateria.l,  excluding  hrurnynrd  manure,   to  orchard  or  vogetaolo 
•-Land  as  a  nulch.     All  materials  produced  on  the  land  during  1940  from  grasses, 

legume,s,  green  manure  crops,  or  cover  crops,  as  well  as  the  mulchir^  material, 

must  "be  left  on  the  land. 
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y    Practice  No.  9  -  Liming  Cro-nland,  Fasture  Land,  or  Orchards 
Rate  of  Fayrocnt:  ^2.50  for  each  - 

(1)  1,000  pounds  of  standard  ground  liniestone  or 
standard  ground  oystershell, 

(2)  700  pcujids  of  hydrated  line,  or 

(3)  3,000  pounds  of  acetylene  vaste  lime 

The  ap-olicatior  per  acre  of  at  least  1,000  poiirids  of  i:;round  limestone  or 
around  oystershell,  700  pounds  of  hydrated  lime,  or  3,^i(jC  -pounds  cf  acetylene 
waste  lime  to  pasture  land,  cropland,  or  orchards. 

Standard  ground  limestone  and  standard  groi:.nd  oyster'shell  are  limestone 
and  oystershell  which  will  analyze  at  least  50  perceut  total  magnesium  and 
calci-om  oxides,  100  percent  of  which  will  pass  thrGU£,;h  a  20-raesh  sieve  and  at 
least  60  percent  of  which  will  pass  through  a  100-mash  sieve. 

Equivalent  quantities  of  other  liming  material  approved  by  the  State 
Committee  may  be  used. 

Practic e  No.  10  -  Applying  Available  Pnosphoric  Acid 

Hate  of  Paynent;     ;t;i.50  for  J'ach  43  Pounds 

The  application  of  at  least  16  pounds  per  acre  of  available  phosphoric 
acid  in  connection  with  the  seeding  of  perennial  or  biennial  legumes,  perennial 
grasses,  winter  legames,  green  manure  crops  in  orchards,  or  permanent  pastures, 
or  on  established  orchard,  pasture,  or  hay  land  sods,  or  on  green  manure  crops  in 
orchards. 

\'fhen  phosphoric  acid  is  used  on  a   .nurse  crop  which  is  hai'^ested  for 
grain,  payment  v^ill  be  allowed  only  for  the  amount  used  over  32  pounds  per  acre. 

Practice  No.  11  -  Aoplvirg    Available  Potash 

Rate  of  Payment:       $1  for  Each  50  Founds 

The  application  of  available  potash  in  connection  v/ith  the  seeding  of 
perennial  or  biennial  legumes,  perennial  grasses,  winter  leg'ames,  permanent 
;    pastures,  or  on  established  orchard,  pasture,  or  hay  land  sods, 

•  Practice  No.  12  -  Planting  Forest  Trees 

Bate  cf  Payment:  $7. 50  per  Acre 

The  planting  of  forest  trees  of  approved  varieties  at  the  rate  of  at 
least  1,000  trees  per  acre  on  suitable  land.     One  thousand  trees  planted  on  two 
or  more  small  tracts  of  less  than  one  acre  each  will  be  considered  as  an  acre, 
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even  thou?*!!  the  total  area  raav  be  larger.     Shrubs  helpful  to  v/ildlife  ma-''  be  in- 
cluded in  the  lolanting.     Areas  -olnnted  must  be  civen  res^sons-ble  TDrotection  from  { 
fire  and  damage  b'/  livestock-grazing:  .?nd  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance  with 
good  tree  culture  ar^d  wildlife-management  practice. 

Operators  should  obtain  inc^tr^actions  for  performins:  this  practice  from 
the  County  coniraittee  or  the  county  agricultur^^l  agent.

The  im-orovem.ent  of  the  st'^nd  of  forest  trees  ^inder  a  syste-n  o-f  farm  wood- 
land and  wildlife  management  which  includes  tliinninr  or  pruning  or,   if  needed, 
both.     At  least  100  good  timber  trees  or  trees  wliich  can  become  good  timber 
trees  must  be  left  well  scattered  on  each  acre  of  woodland  ir-oroved. 

Operators  must  .obtain  prior  approval  from  the  count-'-  committee  and  must 
carry  nut  the  practice  in  accordance  v/ith  the  recommendations  of  the  New  Jersey 
Agricultural  Sytensicn  Service. 

Desirable  species  for  developii[ient  are  those  named  in  Practice  No.  12. 

Practice  TTo.  14  -  Sanding  Cranberr:/-  "Boi°:s  ^ 

Rate  of  Payment!      $7.50  per  Acre 

The  apT)lication  of  sand,  free  from  stones  or  loam,  to  a  depth  of  at  least 
one-half  inch  on  fruiting  cranberr---  bogs  to  prevent  soil  deterioration  and  de- 
cline in  the  productive  capacity  of  the  land. 
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The  CNunty  committee  will  require  proof  of  the  n-'.am'ber  of  cuhic  yards 
of  sand  applied  per  acre. 

Practice  'io.  15  -  Continuous  yioodinis:  of  Cran"berry  5o/;s 

Rate  of  Pa-'rrent:  ^7.50  per  Acre 

Flooding  fniting  cranlserry  hogs  hefore  January  1,  1940,  and  holding  the 
water  on  such  hogs  continuously  until  July  5,  1940. 

Practice  ^To.  16  -  Strj-pcron-ping 

Rate  of  Pa:/Tnent;      $0>75  for  Each  2  Acres 

The  estaplish!nent  and  maintenance  of  alternate  contour  strips  of  inter- 
tilled and  close-growing  crops.     This  practice  is  to  he  carried  out  according  to 
plans  approved  in  advance  hy  the  co^Jinty  committee  hased  on  the  recommendations 
of  the  New  Jersey  Agricultural  Extension  Service  or  the  Soil  C •^nservation  Service. 

Practice  No.  17  -  Contour  Farming 

Rate  of  Pa,yment:       $0.75  for  Each  4  Acres 
The  cultivation  of  intertilled  crops  on  the  contour. 

This  practice  must  he  carried  nut  according  to  plans  approved  in  advance 
hy  the  county  committee  hrsed  on  the  recommendations  of  the  Now  Jersey  Agriciol- 
tural  Extension  Service  or  the  Soil  Conservation  Service. 

Practice  No.  18  -  Terracing 

Rate  of  Payment:       ^1. 50  for  Fach  200  Linear  Feet 

The  construction  of  standard  terraces  for  which  proper  outlets  are 
provided. 

This  practice  m:^.\st  he  carried  rut  according  to  plans  ap-oroved  in  advance 
hy  the  county  committee  hased  on  the  recommendations  of  the  New  Jersey  Agricul- 
t-aral  Extension  Service  or  the  Soil  Conservation  Service. 

Practice  No.  19  -  Contour  Furrowing  Ncncrop.  Open  Pasture  Land 

Rate  of  Payment:       $0.75  for  Each  2  Acres 

This  practice  m.ust  he  carried  out  in  accordariCe  with  -olans  recommended 
hy  the  New  Jersey  Agricultural  Extension  Service  or  the  Soil  Conservation  Service 
and  approved  in  advance  hy  the  county  committee.

If  one-half  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is 
represented  cy  lahor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  hy  a  State  or. Federal 
agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Adjnini  strati  on ,  the  practice  shall 
not  he  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-huilding  allowance. 
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If  less  than  one -half  of  the  total  cost  of  caiT.-'i^ie  out  ajiy  practice  is 
represented  by  labor,   seed,  trees,  or  materiel s  furnished  by  a  State  or  5"ederal 
agency  other  than  the  Afrricul tural  Adjuotnent  Adxnini stration,  one~half  of  the 
practice  shall  be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-buildi.n^  allov/a:ice. 

Trees  purchased  from  a  Clark-L'cUary  Cooperative  Sta.te  17-arsory  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  bo  paid  for  in  ^Yhole  or  in  part  by  a  State  or  Federal  ai'cncy . 

MOUi\^T  OF  PAZM5ITT  BARKSE  OH  imAS  WITH  ITO  ALL0TI,!Z1'"S 

On  a  farm  which  has  no  acreage  allotment,   the  farmer  has  the  rijTht  to 
earn  for  the  year  an  amount  pqual  to  the  sum  of  the  soil -building;  allowance  and 
the  reforestation  allow?nce.     If  he  earns  less,  he  v;ill  be  paid  ?/hat  he  earns.  A 
farmer  who  wants  to  earn  all  he  can  under  the  program  on  a  farm  with  no  allotment 
should  be  careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables  for  mark^^t,  not  to 
plant  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes,  and  not  to  harvest  for  grain  or  for  any  other 
purpose  aftei'  reaching  maturity  more  than  10  acres  or  the  usu.al  acreage  of  wheat 
for  his  fariii,  v/hichever  is  larger. 

The  total  pa;y'ment  will  be  compiited  as  follows: 

Find  the  amount  of  the  soil-building  pa;^'ment  by  adding  together  the 
payments  for  all  soil-building  practices  carried  out  at  the  rates  shown  for 
the  practices.    However,  if  thr.  total,  amount,  computed  is  larger  than  the 
soil-building  allowance,   the  i:oil -bull ding  pary-ment  will  be  equal  to  the 
soil-building  allov/ance.     Add  to  the  soil-building  payment  the  amount  earned 
under  the  reforestation  allowance. 

Then  subtract  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yi el o  for  each  acre 
over.  3  . planted  to  potatoes.     Subtract  50  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal 
yield  of  wheat  for  the  farm  for  eaj^h  acre  of  v;hcot  harvested  for  grain  or 
for  any  other  p-arpose  after  reaching  maturity  in  excess  of  the  usual  acreage 
of  wheat  set  for  the  farm.     If  no  usual  acreage  is  set  subtract  at  the  same 
rate  for  each  acre  of  v/hoat  over  10  h.vrvested  for  grain  or  for  any  other 
purpose  after  reaching  maturity.     Subtract  also  $20  for  each  acre  over  3 
■   planted  to  vegetables  for  market. 

The  remainder  will  be  the  total  payment  earned  for  the  farm. 

ACREAGE  ALLOBgilTTS 

In  1940  acreage  allotments,  usual  acreages,  and  nontial  yields  will  be  ^ 
set  by  county  committees  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Agri- 
cultural Adjustment  Administration. 

A  potato  allotment  will  be  set  on  each  fai^m  that  usually  grows  3  acres 
or  more  of  potatoes.     If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's  potato  allotment  is 
planted,  the  potato  allotment  ^"ill  be  reduced  to  110  percent  of  the  acreage 
planted. 

A  wheat  allotment  is  set  for  each  farm  on  which  wheat  is  grown  if  the  operator 
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of  the  farm  desires  the  allotment.     If  no  allotment  is  set  on  a  farm  and  more 
than  10  acres  are  usually  harvested  for  grain  or  for  ?ny  other  purpose  nfter 
reaching  maturity,  a  usual  acreage  of  wheat  harvested  will  "be  set  for  that  farm. 

If  more  than  10  acres  of  com  for  grain  are  usually  grown  on  a  farm  with 
a  potato  or  wheat  allotment,  a  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain  vail  also  be  set 
for  that  farm. 

A  vegetable  allotment  will  "be  set  for  each  farm  on  which  3  or  more  -cres 
of  vegeta"bles  are  usually  planted  to  "be  sold  to  persons  not  livin.r-;  on  the  farm. 
If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's  vegetable  allotment  is  planted,  the  vegetable 
allotment  v/ill  be  reduced  to  110  percent  of  the  acreage  planted. 

AMOUITT  OF  PAYMENT  EARNED  ON  ALLOTMENT  FARMS 

On  a  farm  with  any  acreage  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the  right  to  earn 
for  the  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sura  of  the  soil-building  alloiirance,  the 
reforestation  allowance,  and  the  payments  computed  for  all  of  his  allotments. 
If  he  does  not  carry  out  all  the  practices  he  nay,  or  if  he  grows  more  allotment 
crops  than  he  should,  the  amount  earned  will  be  less. 

The  amount  that  is  earned  on  any  farm  vith  an  allotment  is  conr)uted  "by 
finding  the  sum  of  the  following  payment  itens  which  a,pply  to  the  farm  and  then 
subtracting  the  sum  of  the  deductions,  if  any  apx)ly. 

Ea rns  ^^^ith  Potato  Allotme nts 

A  payment  at  the  rate  sho\\m  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for  each 
soil-building  practice  carried  out.     The  payment  for  practices  cannot  be  larger 
than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

B§Z?J!.^1  °f  ■$7.50  will  be  computed  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees 
under  the  reforestation  allowance.     The  total  amcimt  earned  for  slanting  forest 
trees  under  the  reforestation  allowance  cannot  be  larger  than  $30.  However, 
a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-building  allowance  may  also  be  earned  by  planting 
forest  trees  binder  Practice  No.  12. 

A  payment  of  3  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  will  be  computed 
for  each  acre  in  the  potato  allotment. 

A  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  vield  will  be  made 
for  each  acre  planted  to  potatoes  over  the  potato  allotment. 

If  there  is  no  wheat  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be  careful 
not  to  harvest  for  grain  or  for  any  other  purpose  after  reaching  maturity  more 
than  10  acres  of  wheat  or  the  usual  acreage  of  wheat  for  the  farm,  whichever  is 
larger.     If  he  does,  there  vdll  be  a  deduction  of  50  cents  per  bushel  times 
the  normal  yield  for  each  excess  acre. 

If  there  is  no  vegetable  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables  to  be  sold  to  persons  not 
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living  on  the  farm.     If  he  does,   there  will  "be  a  dedraction  of  $20  for  each  acre 
over  3.     Vegetables,  as  defined  under  the  program;  do  not  include  potatoes. 

A  farmer  should  also  "be  careful  not  to  harvest  -jiove  than  10  acres  or  the  ( 
usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain,  whichever  is  larger.     If  he  does,  there  will  "be 
a  deduction  of  $10  for  each  excess  acre. 

Farins  with  IVheat  A-llotments 

■A-  pa^-ment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  v/ill  "be  computed  for  each 
soil-"biiilding  practice  carried  out.     The  payment  for  practices  cannot  "be  larger 
than  the  soil-"building  allowance. 

-A.  pa:  ment  of  $7.50  will  he  computed  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees 
under  the  reforestation  allowance.     The  total  amount  cannot  "be  larger  than  $30. 
However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-"building  allowance  may  also  "be  earned  "by 
planting  forest  trees  under  Practice  i\o,  12. 

A  pa,vment  of  9  cents  per  "bushel  times  the  normal  yield  will  "be  computed 
for  each  acre  in  the  wheat  allotment. 

A  deduc tion  of  50  cents  per  "bushel  times  the  normal  yield  will  "be 
made  for  each  acre  planted  to  wheat  over  the  wheat  allotment. 

If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  fam,  the  farmer  should  "be  careful 
not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoeso     If  he  does,  there  will  he  a  deduc- 
tion of  30  cents  per  hushel  times  the  normal  yield  for  each  acre  over  3. 

If  there  is  no  vegetable  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  "be 
careful  not  to  plant  more  thsn  3  acres  of  vegeta"bles  to  "be  sold  to  persons  not 
living  on  the  farm.     If  he  does,  there  will  "be  a  deduction  of  $20  for  each  acre 
over  3.    Vegetahles,  as  defined  under  the  program,  do  not  include  potatoes. 

A  farm.er  should  also  he  careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  10  acres  or 
the  usual  acreage  of  co-^n  for  grain,  whichever  is  larger.     If  he  does,  there 
will  he  a  deduction  of  $10  for  each  ei^ccess  acre. 

Farms  with  ""\^ef:et;icle  XLl otr.ents 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shewn    for  tho  practice  will  "be 
computed  for  each  soil-"building  prp';tice  carri-?d  out.    The  pavment  for  practices 
cannot  he  lai'ger  than  the  soil-huilding  fllcwance. 

A  payment  of  $7.50  will  he  computed  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees 
under  the  reforestation  allowance.     The  total  amount  cannot  he  larger  than  $30. 
However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-huilding  allov/nnce  may  also  he  earned  hy 
planting  forest  trees  under  Practice  No.  12. 

A  payment  of  $1.50  will  he  computed  for  each  acre  in  the  vegetable  allot- 
ment . 
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A  deduc tior  of  520  will  be  made  for  each  acre  planted  to  coEJmercial 
vegetables  over  the  vegetable  allotment. 

Coirmercial  vegistables  means  the  acreage  of  vegetables  and  truck  crops  of 
which  the  ;orincipal  part  of  the  production  is  sold  to  persons  not  living  on 
the  farm.     This  definition  includes,  among  others,   sweetpotatocs,  tomatoes, 
sweet  corn,  cantaloups,  coKmercirJ.  bulbs  end  flowers,  but  excludes  potatoes, 
peas  for  canning  or  freezing,  and  sv^^eet  corn  for  canning. 

If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  farm,   the  fcrmer  sho'old  be  careful 
not  to  plant  norc  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.     If  ho  does,   there  will  be  a  deduc- 
tion of  30  cents  per  b-ashel  times  the  normal  yield  for  each  acre  over  3. 

If  there  is  no  wheat  allotment  on  the  farm,   the  farmer  should  be  careful 
not  to  harvest  for  grain  or  for  anj.-  other  purpose  after  reaching  maturity  more 
than  10  acres  of  wheat  or  the  usu.a}.  acreage  of  v/heat  for  the  farm,  whichever  is 
larger.     If  he  dees,   there  will  be  a  deduction  of  50  cents  per  bushel  times  the 
normal  yield  .for  each  excess  acre. 

IIi'CRZASS  OF  PilMENTS 

There  v/ill  be  added  to  each  person's  share  of  the  farm  payment,   if  that 
share  is  less  than  $200,  the  amount  of  increase  indicated  in  the  following:

$20  or  less   40  percent. 

$21  to  $40   $8,   plus  20  percent  of  amount  over  $20. 

$41  to  $60   $12,  plus  10  percent  of  amount  over  $40.

nPHE  1940  Agricultural  Conservation  Pro- 
gram  gives  farmers  all  over  the  country  an 
opportunity  to  work  together  in  saving  their  soU  and  its  fertility, 
bringing  about  fairer  incomes  for  themselves,  and  assuring  con- 
sumers plenty  of  supplies. 

All  farmers  in  New  Jersey  who  cooperate  in  the  1940  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program  will  be  offered  assistance  in  using  approved 
soil-building  practices  which  will  help  to  build  up  their  soil.  They 
will  also  have  the  right  to  earn  payments  by  staying  within  acreage 
allotments  for  potatoes,  wheat,  and  vegetables. 

The  1940  program  year  begins  November  1,  1939,  and  ends  October 
31,  1940. 

REFORESTATION  ALLOWANCE 

Each  farm  will  have  a  reforestation  allowance  of  $30  in  addition 
to  the  soil-building  allowance.  This  reforestation  allowance  may  be 
earned  by  planting  forest  trees  of  approved  varieties  at  the  rate  of 
at  least  1,000  trees  per  acre  on  suitable  land.  One  thousand  trees 
planted  on  two  or  more  small  tracts  of  less  than  an  acre  each  shall  bo 
considered  as  an  acre  even  though  the  total  area  may  be  larger. 
Shrubs  helpful  to  wildlife  may  be  included  in  the  planting.  Areas 
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planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  from  fire  and  damage 
by  livestock  grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance  with  good 
tree  culture  and  wUdlife-management  practice. 

Operators  should  obtain  instructions  for  performing  this  practice 
from  the  county  committee  or  the  county  agricultural  agent. 

Approved  varieties  for  planting  are: 

\Miite  ash.  Norway  spruce.  White  pine. 

Tulip  poplar.  Scotch  pine.  Red  oak. 

Black  walnut.  Red  pine.  White  oak. 

Black  locust. 

The  following  varieties  are  approved  for  south  Jersey  only: 
Loblolly  pine.  White  cedar.  Short-leaf  pine. 

Other  varieties  may  be  planted  if  the  comity  committee  approves 
the  selection. 

Hardwood  species  should  be  1-  or  2-year  seedlings.  Evergreens 
should  be  2-year  seedlings  or  transplants. 

April  is  the  preferable  planting  mouth  for  north  Jci-sey.  March 
or  April  is  preferable  for  south  Jersey.  October  or  November  is  the 
second  choice. 

Payment  at  the  rate  of  $7.50  per  acre  wUl  be  allowed  toward  earning 
the  reforestation  allowance. 

SOIL-BUILDING  ALLOWANCE 

Each  New  Jersey  farmer  w^ho  takes  part  in  this  program  is  expected 
to  use  one  or  more  of  the  soil-building  practices  which  are  good  for 
his  farm.  To  get  the  most  good  from  the  program  he  shoidd  use, 
msofar  as  possible,  practices  which  are  not  already  being  used  on  the 
farm.  In  order  that  the  farmer  will  know  how  many  practices  he 
may  carry  out  for  payment,  a  soil-building  allowance  will  be  computed 
for  his  farm.  This  soil-builduig  allowance  is  found  by  first  adding  all 
of  the  following  items  which  apply  to  the  fann: 

70  cents  times  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm,  not  counting 
acreage  in  the  potato  and  wheat  allotments.  Cropland 
means  farm  land  which  in  1939  was  tilled  or  was  in  rogidar 
rotation,  not  counting  any  land  in  commercial  orchards. 

$2  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  orchards  on  the  farm  on  Jan- 
uary 1,  1940.  Commercial  orchards  means  the  acreage  in 
planted  or  cultivated  fruit  trees,  nut  trees,  vinevards,  hops, 
or  busli  fruits  on  the  farm  on  January  1,  1910,  from  which  the 
principal  part  of  the  production  is  normally  sold.  This 
definition  does  not  include  uonbearing  orchards  and  non- 
bearing  vineyards. 

40  cents  times  the  acreage  of  fenced,  noncrop  open-pasture  land 
in  excess  of  one-half  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm. 
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For  those  farms  on  which  the  siun  of  these  items  is  $20  or  more,  the 
soil-buikling  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  total  of  these  cropland, 
orchard,  and  pasture  items. 

For  those  fanns  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  less  than  $20,  the 
soil-building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  larger  of  (1)  the  sxrai  of 
these  cropland,  orchard,  and  pasture  items  or  (2)  the  amoimt  by  which 
$20  is  more  than  the  sum  of  the  allotment  payments  which  could  be 
earned  on  the  farm. 

SOIL-BUILDING  PRACTICES 

The  following  are  soil-building  practices  which  farmers  in  New  Jer- 
sey may  cany  out  for  payment  under  the  1940  Agricultural  Conser- 
vation Program.  For  each  practice  carried  out  as  specified  and  in 
accordance  with  good  farming  practices  on  the  farm,  payment  at  the 
rate  shown  for  the  practice  w^ill  be  allowed  toward  earning  the  soil- 
building  allowance  for  the  farm.  How^ever,  the  total  payment  for 
carrymg  out  practices  camiot  be  larger  than  the  soU-buildlng  allowance. 

If  one-half  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is  represented 
by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency  other 
than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  the  practice  shall  not  be 
counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

If  less  than  one-half  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is  represented 
by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency  other 
than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  one-half  of  the  practice  shall 
be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Trees  purchased  from  a  Clark-McNary  Cooperative  State  Nursery  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  be  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency. 

SEEDING  ALFALFA 
Practice  No.  1 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  per  Acre 

The  sowbig  of  (1)  at  least  8  pounds  per  acre  of  alfalfa  seed  from 
Kansas,  Utah,  or  a  State  farther  north,  or  Canada,  alfalfa  seed  bear- 
ing the  State  certification  tag  identifying  it  as  Grimm  alfalfa  seed,  or 
seed  from  other  areas  approved  by  the  State  committee;  or  (2)  any 
mixture  contaiiiing  at  least  8  pounds  per  acre  of  such  seed.  The  seed- 
ing shall  be  made  on  cropland  on  which  a  good  seed  bed  is  prepared. 

If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory,  a  soil  test  or  other  evidence  satis- 
factory to  the  county  committee  must  be  submitted  to  show  that 
sufficient  lime  and  fertilizer  were  applied  to  establish  ordinarily  a  good 
stand. 

SEEDING  PASTURE  MIXTURES 
Practice  No.  2 — Rate  of  Payment:  $3  per  Acre 

The  sowing  of  at  least  10  pounds  per  acre  of  a  pasture  mixture  con- 
taining at  least  5  poimds  of  perennial  grasses  and  at  least  5  pounds  of 
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biennial  or  perennial  legumes  of  which  at  least  2  pounds  must  be 
ladino  or  white  clover,  or  any  other  mixture  containing  at  least  2 
pounds  of  ladino  or  white  clover  recommended  by  the  State  College 
of  Agriculture  and  approved  by  the  State  Committee. 

If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory,  a  soil  test  or  other  evidence  satis- 
factory to  the  county  committee  must  be  submitted  to  show  that 
sufficient  lime  and  fertiUzer  were  applied  to  establish  ordinarily  a  good 
stand. 

SEEDING  BIENNIAL  LEGUMES 
Practice  No.  3 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  at  least  5  pomids  per  acre  of  hardy  domestic  (im- 
stained)  or  Canadian  (stained  1  percent  violet)  red  clover  or  its  equiva- 
lent, (1)  alone  or  (2)  in  mixtures  with  grasses  or  other  clovers. 

Eight  poimds  of  white  or  yellow  sweet  clover,  or  4  pounds  of  alsike 
clover,  shall  be  considered  the  equivalent  of  5  pounds  of  red  clover. 

If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory,  a  soil  test  or  other  evidence  satisfac- 
tory to  the  county  committee  must  be  submitted  to  show  that  suffici- 
ent lime  and  fertilizer  were  applied  to  establish  ordinarily  a  good 
stand. 

GREEN  MANURE  CROPS 
Practice  No.  4 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  per  Acre 

The  plowang  or  disking  imder  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  of 
(1)  biennial  or  perennial  legumes  or  grasses  for  which  no  payment 
for  seeding  is  allowed  in  1940  and,  except  in  orchards,  from  which  no 
crop  of  such  legumes  or  grasses  has  ever  been  harvested;  (2)  annual 
legumes;  or  (3)  annual  grasses  or  small  grains  used  as  sunmier  green 
manure  crops  on  vegetable  or  orchard  land,  or  used  as  winter  green 
maniu'e  crops. 

If  the  crop  will  not,  under  normal  conditions,  survive  the  wintoi-  and 
produce  a  crop  which  could  be  harvested  in  1941,  payment  will  be 
allowed  for  leavhig  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  on  the  land  instead 
of  plowing  or  disking  it  under.  If  the  crop  is  growii  from  a  biennial 
or  perennial  grass  or  legume  sod  in  an  orchard  and  has  not  been  har- 
vested in  1940,  ])aynicnt  will  be  allowed  for  cutting  and  leaving  an 
evenly  distributed  good  stand  and  good  growth  on  the  land  instead  of 
plowing  or  disking  it  under,  even  though  a  crop  has  been  harvested 
from  the  sod  in  previous  years. 

It  is  not  generally  good  fanning  practice  to  plow  down  green  manure 
crops  if  it  will  result  in  leaving  the  land  unprotected  during  the 
winter.  It  is  recommended,  therefore,  that  crops  which  are  nor- 
mally winter-killed  and  which  otherwise  might  be  considered  as  green 
manure  crops  for  1940  be  left  on  the  land  as  a  winter  cover  wherever 
it  is  possible. 
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SUMMER  GREEN  MANURE  CROPS 
Practice  No.  5— Rale  of  Payment:  $0.75  per  Acre 

The  plowing  or  disking  under  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  of 
grasses  or  small  grains  used  as  summer  green  manure  crops  on  land 
other  than  vegetable  land  or  orchards. 

SEEDING  WINTER  COVER  CROPS 

Practice;  No.  G~Rate  of  Payment:  $1.53  psr  Acre 

The  seeding  of  winter  vetch,  or  crimson  clover,  or  a  mixture  of  these, 
and  leaving  the  resulting  crop  on  the  land  as  a  winter  cover  crop. 
Ryo  or  wheat  may  be  used  as  a  support  crop  for  vetch. 

SEEDING  ANNUAL  RYEGRASS 

Practice  No.  7 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  annual  rj'egrass  and  leaving  the  resulting  crop  on 
the  land  as  a  winter  cover  crop. 

MULCHING  ORCHARD  AND  VEGETABLE  LAND 
Practice  No.  8 — Rate  of  Payment:  $3  per  Ton 

The  application  of  at  least  1  ton  per  acre  of  air-dried  straw  or 
equivalent  mulching  material,  excluding  barnyard  manure,  to  orchard 
or  vegetable  land  as  a  mulch.  All  materials  produced  on  the  land 
during  1940  from  grasses,  legumes,  green  manure  crops,  or  cover  crops, 
as  well  as  the  mulching  material,  must  be  left  on  the  land. 

LIMING  CROPLAND,  PASTURE  LAND,  OR  ORCHARDS 

Practice  No.  9 — Rate  of  Payment:  $2.50  for  Each 

(1)  1 ,000  pounds  of  standard  ground  limestone  or  standard  ground  oystcrshell. 

(2)  700  pounds  of  hydrated  lime,  or 

(3)  3,000  pounds  of  acetylene  waste  lime. 

The  application  per  acre  of  at  least  1,000  pounds  of  groimd  limestone 
or  ground  oystcrshell,  700  pounds  of  hydrated  lime,  or  3,000  pounds  of 
acetylene  waste  lime  to  pasture  land,  cropland,  or  orchards. 

Standard  ground  limestone  and  standard  ground  oystcrshell  are 
limestone  and  oystcrshell  which  will  analyze  at  least  50  percent  total 
magnesium  and  calcium  oxides,  100  percent  of  which  will  pass  through 
a  20-mesh  sieve  and  at  least  60  percent  of  which  will  pass  through  a 
100-mesh  sieve. 

Equivalent  quantities  of  other  liming  material  approved  by  the 
State  committee  may  be  used. 
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APPLYING  AVAILABLE  PHOSPHORIC  ACID 
Practice  No.  10 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.60  for  Each  48  Pounds 

The  application  of  at  least  16  pounds  per  acre  of  available  phosphoric 
acid  in  connection  wdth  the  seeding  of  perennial  or  biennial  legumes, 
perennial  grasses,  winter  legumes,  green  manure  crops  in  orchards  or 
permanent  pastures,  or  on  established  orchard,  pasture,  or  hay-land 
sods,  or  on  green  manure  crops  in  orchards. 

When  phosphoric  acid  is  used  on  a  nurse  crop  which  is  harvested  for 
grain,  payment  will  be  allowed  only  for  the  amount  used  over  32 
pounds  per  acre. 

APPLYING  AVAILABLE  POTASH 
Practice  No.  11 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1  for  Each  50  Pounds 

The  application  of  available  potash  in  connection  with  the  seeding  of 
perennial  or  biennial  legumes,  perennial  grasses,  winter  legumes,  per- 
manent pastures,  or  on  established  orchard,  pasture,  or  hay-land 
sods. 

PLANTING  FOREST  TREES 
Practice  No.  12 — Rate  of  Payment:  $7.50  per  Acre 

The  planting  of  forest  trees  of  approved  varieties  at  the  rate  of  at 
least  1,000  trees  per  acre  on  suitable  land.  One  thousand  trees 
planted  on  two  or  more  small  tracts  of  less  than  one  acre  each  vnil  be 
considered  as  an  acre,  even  though  the  total  area  may  be  larger. 
Shrubs  helpful  to  wildlife  may  be  included  in  the  planting.  Areas 
planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  from  fire  and  damage  by 
livestock-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance  with  good 
tree  culture  and  wildlife-management  practice. 

Operators  should  obtain  instructions  for  performing  this  practice 
from  the  county  committee  or  the  county  agricultural  agent. 

Approved  varieties  for  planting  are: 

White  ash.  Norway  spruce.  White  pine. 

Tulip  poplar.  Scotch  pine.  Red  oak. 

Black  walnut.  Red  pine.  White  oak. 

Black  locust. 

The  following  varieties  are  approved  for  south  Jersey  only: 

Loblolly  pine.  White  cedar.  Short-leaf  pine. 

Other  varieties  may  be  planted  if  the  county  committee  approves 
the  selection. 

Hardwood  species  should  be  1-  or  2-year  seedlings.  Evergreens 
should  be  2-3^ear  seedlings  or  transplants. 

April  is  the  preferable  plantmg  month  for  north  Jersey.  March  or 
April  is  preferable  for  south  Jersey.  October  or  November  is  the 
second  choice. 
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WOODLAND  MANAGEMENT 
Practice  No.  13 — Rate  of  Payment:  $3  per  Acre 

The  improvement  of  the  stand  of  forest  trees  under  a  system  of 
farm  woodland  and  wildlife  management  which  includes  thinning  or 
pruning  or,  if  needed,  both.  At  least  100  good  timber  trees  or  trees 
which  can  become  good  timber  trees  must  be  left  well  scattered  on 
each  acre  of  woodland  improved. 

Operators  must  obtain  prior  approval  from  the  county  committee 
and  must  carrj^  out  the  practice  in  accordance  with  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  New  Jersey  Agricultural  Extension  Service. 

Desirable  species  for  development  are  those  named  in  Practice 
No.  12. 

SANDING  CRANBERRY  BOGS 
Practice  No.  14 — Rate  of  Payment:  $7.50  per  Acre 

The  application  of  sand,  free  from  stones  or  loam,  to  a  depth  of  at 
least  one-half  inch  on  fruiting  cranberry  bogs  to  prevent  soil  deteriora- 
tion and  decline  in  the  productive  capacity  of  the  land. 

The  county  committee  will  require  proof  of  the  number  of  cubic 
yards  of  sand  applied  per  acre. 

CONTINUOUS  FLOODING  OF  CRANBERRY  BOGS 
Practice  No.  15 — Rate  of  Payment:  $7.50  per  Acre 

Flooding  fruiting  cranberry  bogs  before  January  1,  1940,  and  hold- 
ing the  water  on  such  bogs  continuously  until  July  5,  1940. 

STRIPCROPPING 
Practice  No.  16 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  for  Each  2  Acres 

The  establishment  and  maintenance  of  alternate  contour  strips  of 
intertilled  and  close-growing  crops.  This  practice  is  to  be  carried 
out  according  to  plans  approved  in  advance  by  the  county  committee 
based  on  the  recommendations  of  the  New  Jersey  Agricultural  Exten- 
sion Service  or  the  Soil  Conservation  Service. 

CONTOUR  FARMING 
Practice  No.  17 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  for  Each  4  Acres 

The  ciUtivation  of  intertilled  crops  on  the  contour. 

This  practice  must  be  carried  out  according  to  plans  approved  in 
advance  by  the  county  committee  based  on  the  recommendations  of 
the  New  Jersey  Agricultural  Extension  Service  or  the  Soil  Conserva- 
tion Service. 
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TERRACING 

Practice  No.  18 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  for  Each  200  Linear  Feel 

The  construction  of  standard  terraces  for  which  proper  outlets  are 
provided. 

This  practice  must  be  carried  out  according  to  plans  approved  in 
advance  by  the  county  committee  based  on  the  recommendations  of 
the  New  Jersey  Agricultural  Extension  Service  or  the  Soil  Conserva- 
tion Service. 

CONTOUR  FURROWING  NONCROP,  OPEN  PASTURE  LAND 
Practice  No.  19 — Rate  of  Payment:  S0.75  for  Each  2  Acres 

This  practice  must  be  carried  out  in  accordance  with  plans  recom- 
mended by  the  New  Jersey  Agricultural  Extension  Service  or  the 
Soil  Conservation  Service  and  approved  in  advance  by  the  county 
committee. 

AMOUNT  OF  PAYMENT  EARNED  ON  FARMS  WITH  NO 

ALLOTMENTS 

On  a  farm  which  has  no  acreage  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the  right 
to  earn  for  the  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-building 
allowance  and  the  reforestation  allowance.  If  he  earns  less,  he  will 
be  paid  what  he  earns.  A  farmer  who  wants  to  earn  all  he  can  mider 
the  program  on  a  farm  with  no  allotment  should  be  careful  not  to 
plant  more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables  for  market,  not  to  plant  more 
than  3  acres  of  potatoes,  and  not  to  harvest  for  grain  or  for  any  other 
purpose  after  reaching  maturity  more  than  10  acres  or  the  usual 
acreage  of  wheat  for  his  farm,  whichever  is  larger. 

The  total  payment  will  be  computed  as  follows: 

Find  the  amoxmt  of  the  soil-building  pa3"ment  by  adding  together 
the  payments  for  all  soil-building  practices  carried  out  at 
the  rates  sho\™  for  the  practices.  However,  if  the  total 
amount  computed  is  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance, 
the  soil-building  payment  will  be  equal  to  the  soil-building 
allowance. 

Add  to  the  soil-building  payment  the  amount  eanicd  under  the 
reforestation  allowance. 

Then  subtract  30  cents  per  bushel  limes  the  normal  yield  for 
each  acre  over  3  planted  to  potatoes. 

Subtract  50  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  of  wheat 
for  the  farm  for  each  acre  of  wheat  harvested  for  grain  or 
for  any  other  purpose  after  reaching  maturity  in  excess  of 
the  usual  acreage  of  wheat  set  for  the  farm.  If  no  usual 
acreage  is  set  subtract  at  the  same  rate  for  each  acre  of  wheat 
over  10  harvested  for  grain  or  for  any  other  purpose  after 
reaching  mat  urity. 
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Subtract  also  $20  for  each  acre  over  3  planted  to  commercial 
vegetables. 

The  remainder  will  be  the  total  payment  earned  for  the  farm. 

ACREAGE  ALLOTMENTS 

In  1940  acreage  allotments,  usual  acreages,  and  normal  yields  will 
be  set  by  coimty  committees  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued 
by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 

A  potato  allotment  will  be  set  on  each  farm  that  usually  grows  3 
acres  or  more  of  potatoes.  If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's  potato 
allotment  is  planted,  the  potato  allotment  will  be  reduced  to  110 
percent  of  the  acreage  planted. 

A  wheat  allotment  is  set  for  each  farm  on  which  wheat  is  growTi  if 
the  operator  of  the  fann  desires  the  allotment.  If  no  allotment  is 
set  on  a  farm  and  more  than  10  acres  are  usually  harvested  for  grain 
or  for  any  other  purpose  after  reaching  maturity,  a  usual  acreage  of 
wheat  harvested  will  be  set  for  that  farm. 

If  more  than  10  acres  of  com  for  grain  are  usually  gro^\Ti  on  a  farm 
with  a  potato  or  wheat  allotment,  a  usual  acreage  of  com  for  grain 
will  also  be  set  for  that  farm. 

A  vegetable  allotment  will  be  set  for  each  farm  on  which  3  or  more 
acres  of  vegetables  are  usually  planted  to  be  sold  to  persons  not  living 
on  the  farm.  If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's  vegetable  allot- 
ment is  planted,  the  vegetable  allotment  will  be  reduced  to  110  per- 
cent of  the  acreage  planted. 

AMOUNT  OF  PAYMENT  EARNED  ON  ALLOTMENT  FARMS 

On  a  farm  with  any  acreage  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the  right  to 
cam  for  the  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-building  allow- 
ance, the  reforestation  allowance,  and  the  payments  computed  for 
all  of  his  allotments.  If  he  does  not  carry  out  all  the  practices  he  may, 
or  if  he  grows  more  allotment  crops  than  he  should,  the  amoimt 
earned  will  be  less. 

The  amount  that  is  earned  on  any  farm  with  an  allotment  is  com- 
puted by  finding  the  sum  of  the  following  payment  items  w^hich 
apply  to  the  farm  and  then  subtracting  the  sum  of  the  deductions, 
if  any  apply. 

FARMS  WITH  POTATO  ALLOTMENTS 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for 
each  soil-building  practice  carried  out.  The  payment  for  practices 
cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

A  payment  of  $7.50  will  be  computed  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest 
trees  under  the  reforestation  allowance.    The  total  amount  earned  for 
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planting  forest  trees  under  tho  reforestation  allowance  cannot  be 
larger  than  $30.  However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-building  allowance 
may  also  be  earned  by  planting  forest  trees  under  practice  No.  12. 

A  payment  of  3  cents  per  bushel  times  tho  normal  jaeld  will  bo 
computed  for  each  acre  in  the  potato  allotment. 

A  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  tho  normal  j-ield  will  be 
made  for  each  acre  planted  to  potatoes  over  tho  potato  allotment. 

If  there  is  no  wheat  allotment  on  tho  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  harvest  for  grain  or  for  any  other  purpose  after  reacliing 
maturity  more  than  10  acres  of  wheat  or  the  usual  acreage  of  wheat 
for  the  farm,  whichever  is  larger.  If  he  does,  there  will  be  a  deduction 
of  50  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for  each  excess  acre. 

If  there  is  no  vegetable  allotment  on  the  farm,  tho  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables  to  bo  sold  to 
persons  not  living  on  the  farm.  If  he  does,  there  will  be  a  deduction 
of  $20  for  each  acre  over  3.  Vegetables,  as  defined  under  the  program, 
do  not  include  potatoes. 

A  farmer  should  also  be  careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  10  acres 
or  the  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain,  whichever  is  larger.  If  he  does, 
there  wiU  be  a  deduction  of  $10  for  each  excess  acre. 

FARMS  WITH  WHEAT  ALLOTMENTS 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  ^^•ill  be  computed  for 
each  soil-building  practice  carried  out.  The  payment  for  practices 
cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

A  payment  of  $7.50  will  be  computed  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest 
trees  under  the  reforestation  allowance.  The  total  amount  cannot 
be  larger  than  $30.  However,  a  part  or  aU  of  the  soil-building  allow- 
ance may  also  be  earned  by  planting  forest  trees  under  practice  No.  12. 

A  payment  of  9  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  will  bo 
computed  for  each  acre  in  the  wheat  allotment. 

A  deduction  of  50  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  will  be 
made  for  each  acre  planted  to  wheat  over  the  wheat  allotment. 

If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.  If  he  does,  there 
will  be  a  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  thnes  the  nonnal  yield  for 
each  acre  over  3. 

If  there  is  no  vegetable  allotment  on  tho  farm,  the  farmer  should  bo 
careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables  to  be  sold  to  per- 
sons not  livhig  on  the  farm.  If  he  does,  there  will  be  a  deduction  of 
$20  for  each  acre  over  3.  Vegetables,  as  dclinod  under  the  program, 
do  not  include  potatoes. 

A  farmer  should  also  be  careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  10  acres 
or  the  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain,  whichever  is  larger.  If  he  does, 
there  will  be  a  deduction  of  $10  for  each  excess  acre. 
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FARMS  WITH  VEGETABLE  ALLOTMENTS 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shoAvn  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for 
each  soil-building  practice  carried  out.  The  payment  for  practices 
cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

A  payment  of  $7.50  will  be  computed  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest 
trees  under  the  reforestation  allowance.  The  total  amount  cannot  be 
larger  than  $30.  However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  sod-building  allowance 
may  also  be  earned  by  planting  forest  trees  under  practice  No.  12. 

A  payment  of  $1.50  will  be  computed  for  each  acre  in  the  vegetable 
allotment. 

A  deduction  of  $20  will  be  made  for  each  acre  planted  to  com- 
mercial vegetables  over  the  vegetable  allotment. 

Commercial  vegetables  means  the  acreage  of  vegetables  and  truck 
crops  of  which  the  principal  part  of  the  production  is  sold  to  persons 
not  living  on  the  farm.  This  definition  includes,  among  others,  sweet- 
potatoes,  tomatoes,  sweet  corn,  cantaloups,  strawberries,  and  com- 
mercial bulbs  and  flowers,  but  excludes  potatoes,  peas  for  canning  or 
freezing,  watermelons,  and  sweet  com  for  cannuig. 

If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.  If  he  does,  there 
will  be  a  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for 
each  acre  over  3. 

If  there  is  no  wheat  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
carefid  not  to  harvest  for  grain  or  for  any  other  purpose  after  reaching 
maturity  more  than  10  acres  of  wheat  or  the  usual  acreage  of  wheat 
for  the  farm,  whichever  is  larger.  If  he  does,  there  wiU  be  a  deduction 
of  50  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for  each  excess  acre. 

INCREASE  OF  PAYMENTS 

There  will  be  added  to  each  person's  share  of  the  farm  payment,  if 
that  share  is  less  than  $200,  the  amount  of  increase  indicated  in  the 


following:

521  to  $40  $8,  plus  20  percent  of  amount  over  $20. 

$41  to  $60   $12,  plus  10  percent  of  amount  over  $40.

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COUNTY  ADMINISTRATIVE  EXPENSE 

There  -will  be  deducted,  from  each  person's  payment,  his  share  of 
the  expense  of  admmistering  the  program  in  his  county.

All  farmers  in  the  cor;;nerci ;:1  vegetable 
counties  v/ill  have  the  right  to  crrn  c.dditionrJ.  payments  by  Eta:>-ing  within 
acreage  allotments  for  vegetables.

For  each  practice  carried  out  as  specified  and  in  accordance  with  good 
farming  practices  on  the  farm,  pr^'-mont  at  the  rate  shov/n  for  the  prsctlce 
will  "be  ?1  lowed  toward  e&VTdng  the  soil-ouildine;  allowance  for  the  farm. 
However,   the  total  pa;/inent  for  cain'-  ing  out  practices  cannot  be  larger  than 
the  soil-building  allowance. 

Payment  wi].l  be  rllowed  for  p.ny  of  the  following  seeding  practices, 
Nos.  1  to  5,   inclusive,  provided  at  least  300  pounds  per  acre  of  20  percent

187.5  pounds  of  32  percent  superphosphate,  or 
375  pounds  of  16  percent  superphosphate,  or 
375  pounds  of  4-16-4  Gi7;cd  fertilizer,  or 
500  pounds  of  4-12-4  nixod  fertilizer,  or 
600  pounds  of  5-10-5  raixed  fertilizer,  or 
750  pounds  of  4-8-7  aixcd  fertilizer.

The  total  payment  v;ill  be  computed  as  follov;s:

If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's  -ootato 
allotment  is  planted,  the  potato  allotment  v;ill  be  reduced  to  110  percent 
of  the  acreage  planted. 

A  wheat  allotment  vrill  be  sot  for  each  farm  on  vrhich  vrheat  is  grown 
if  the  operator  of  the  farm  desires  the  allotment.     If  no  allotment  is  set 
on  a  farm  and  more  than  10  acres  arc  usually  harvested  for  grain  for 
any  other  purpose  after  reaching  maturity,  a  usual  acreage  of  wheat  harvested 
will  bo  sot  for  that  farm. 

A  tobacco  allotment  will  be  set  for  each  farm  on  vrhich  tobacco  was 
grovm  in  one  or  more  of  the  years  1935  to  1939,  inclusive,  and  for  farms  '^n  M 
which  tobarco  is  to  be  produced  in  1940  for  the  first  time  since  1934.  If 
less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's  tobacco  allotment  is  harvested,  the 
tobacco  allotment  v;ill  be  reduced  to  110  percent  of  the  acreage  harvested 
unless  failure  to  harvest  at  least  90  percent  v/as  due  in  flood,  droti^ht , 
hail,  or  othor  abnormal  weather  conditions,  or  plant-bed  diseases. 
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If  more  than  10  acres  of  corn' for  grain  are  "usually  groHm  on  a  farm 
with  a  potato,  tobacco,  or  vheat  allotn-nt,  a  usiif^l  acreage  of  corn  for  grain 
will  also  he  set  for  hhat  farm. 

■A.  vegetable  allotment  will  be  set  in  a  com.-nercial  vegetable  county 
for  each  farm  on  v/hich  3  or  more  acres  of  vegetables  are  usually  planted 
to  be  sold  to  persons  not  living  on  the  farm.    The  conmercial  vegetable 
co\mtics    ro  listed  on  the  first  page  of  this  outline.

A  farmer  should  also  be  careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  10  acres  or 
the  usual  cacreage  of  corn  for  grain,  vrhichevcr  is  greater.     If  he  docs, 
there  will  be  a  deduction  of  ^10  for  each  excess  acre. 

Farms  vith  Vegetable  Allotments  in  Commorcial  Vogotablo  Counties 
(Applies  only  to  counties  listed  on  the  first  page)

computed  under  the  reforestation  allovrance.     The  total  amount  earned  for 
planting  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allo'-rance  cannot  be  larger  than 
•:'30.     However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-building  allovrance  may  also  be  earned 
by  planting  forest  trees  under  practice  i^o .

allotment, 

deduction  of  '"'SO  vrill  be  made  for  each  acre  planted  to  comnercial 
vegetables  over  the  vegetable  allotment. 

Commercial  vegetables  means  the  acreage  of  vegoto.blcs  and  truck  crops 
of  which  the  princi-oal  part  of  the  production  is  sold  to  persons  not  living  on 
the  farm.     This  definition  includes,  among  others,   sv/ectpotatoes ,  tone'.toes, 
sv;cct  corn,  cantaloups,   stravrberries ,  and  comercial  bulbs  and  flowers,  but 
excludes  potatoes,  v/atermelons ,  peas  for  canning  or  freezing,  and  sweet  corn 
for  canning.

If  there  is  no  wheat  allotncnt  on  the  farm,  the  farncr  should  be 
careful  not  to  harvest  for  grain  or  for  any  other  purpose  after  reaching 
maturity  more  than  10  acres  of  v/he^'t  or  the  usual  acreage  of  vfhe.at  for  the 
farm,  vrhichever  is  larger.     If  he  does,  there  will  be  a  deduction  of  50 
cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for  each  excess  acre.

'T'HE  1940  Agricultural  Conservation  Program 
gives  farmers  all  over  the  counti'y  an  oppor- 
tunity to  work  together  in  saving  their  soil  and  its  fertility,  bringing 
about  fairer  incomes  for  themselves,  and  assuring  consumers  plenty  of 
supplies. 

All  farmers  in  New  York  who  cooperate  in  the  1940  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program  will  be  offered  assistance  in  using  approved 
soil-building  practices  which  will  help  to  build  up  their  soil.  They 
will  also  have  the  right  to  earn  payments  by  staying  within  acreage 
allotments  for  potatoes,  wheat,  and  tobacco.  All  farmers  in  the  com- 
mercial vegetable  counties  will  have  the  right  to  earn  additional  pay- 
ments by  staying  Avithin  acreage  allotments  for  vegetables. 

The  commercial  vegetable  counties  are  Albany,  Broome,  Catta- 
raugus. Caj'uga,  Chautauqua,  Chemung,  Chenango,  Columbia,  Cort- 
land. Delaware.  Dutchess,  Erie,  Franklin,  Genesee,  Greene,  Herkimer, 
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Jefferson,  Livingston,  Madison,  Monroe,  Nassau,  Niagara,  Oneida, 
Onondaga,  Ontario,  Orange,  Orleans,  Oswego,  Otsego,  Putnam.  Rens- 
selaer, Rockland,  Saratoga,  Schenectady,  Seneca,  Suffolk,  Tioga, 
Tompkins,  Ulster,  Wayne,  Westchester,  and  Yates. 

The  1940  program  year  begins  November  1,  1939,  and  ends  October 
31,  1940. 

REFORESTATION  ALLOWANCE 

Each  farm  will  have  a  reforestation  allovrance  of  $30  in  addition 
to  the  soil-building  allowance.  Paj'ment  will  be  allowed  for  the 
planting  of  nursery-grown  forest-tree  transplants  or  seedlings  or 
lifted  wild  stock,  at  the  rate  of  at  least  1,000  trees  per  acre,  spaced 
about  6  by  6  feet  on  open  farm  land.  One  thousand  trees  planted  on 
two  or  more  small  tracts  of  less  than  1  acre  each  shall  be  considered 
as  an  acre,  even  though  the  total  area  may  be  larger.  Shrubs  helpful 
to  wildlife  may  be  included  in  the  planting.  Areas  planted  must  be 
given  reasonable  protection  against  fire  and  damage  by  livestock- 
grazing  and  must  be  cared  for  in  accordance  with  good  tree  culture 
and  wildlife-management  practice. 

Payment  will  not  be  allowed  for  planting  white  pine  unless  currant 
and  gooseberry  bushes  within  1,000  feet  of  the  planting  site  are 
removed. 

The  following  varieties  of  forest  trees  are  recommended  for  plant- 
ing: White  cedar,  balsam  fir,  European  larch,  Japanese  larch,  black 
locust,  red  pine,  Scotch  pine,  wliite  pine,  Jack  pine,  white  spruce, 
Norway  spruce,  white  ash,  basswood,  black  cherr}',  sugar  maple,  red 
oak,  and  bitternut  hickory. 

Payment  may  be  allowed  for  planting  other  varieties  if  the  county 
committee,  upon  advice  of  the  Extension  Service  of  the  New  York 
State  College  of  Agriculture,  approves  the  selection. 

Payment  at  the  rate  of  $7.50  per  acre  will  be  allowed  toward  earn- 
ing the  reforestation  allowance. 

SOIL-BUILDING  ALLOWANCE 

Each  New  York  farmer  who  takes  part  in  this  program  is  expected 
to  use  one  or  more  of  the  soil-building  practices  which  are  good  for 
his  farm.  To  get  the  most  good  from  the  program  he  should  use, 
insofar  as  possible,  practices  which  are  not  already  being  used  on 
the  farm.  In  order  that  the  farmer  will  know  how  many  practices 
he  may  carry  out  for  payment,  a  soil-building  allowance  will  be  com- 
puted for  his  farm.  This  soil-building  allowance  is  found  by  first 
adding  all  of  the  following  items  which  apply  to  the  farm : 


3 


70  cents  times  the  acreapje  of  cropland  on  the  farm,  not  counting 
acreafie  in  tlie  potato,  tobacco,  and  wlieat  allotments. 

Cropland  means  farm  land  \vliich  in  1939  was  tilled  or 
was  in  regular  rotation,  not  counting  any  land  in  commercial 
orchards. 

$2  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  orchards  on  the  farm  on 
Jaimary  1,  1940. 

Commercial  orchards  means  the  acreage  in  planted  or 
cultivated  fruit  trees,  nut  trees,  vineyards,  hops,  or  bush 
fruits  on  the  farm  on  January  1,  1940,  from  which  the  prin- 
cipal part  of  the  production  is  normally  sold.  This  defini- 
tion does  not  include  nonl)earing  orchards  and  nonbearing 
vineyards. 

40  cents  times  the  acreage  of  fenced,  noncrop  open  pasture  land 
in  excess  of  one-half  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm. 

For  those  farms  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  $20  or  more, 
the  soil-building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  total  of  these  cropland, 
orchard,  and  pasture  items. 

For  those  farms  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  less  than  $20, 
the  soil-building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  larger  of  (1)  the  sum 
of  these  cropland,  orchard,  and  pasture  items  or  (2)  the  amount  by 
which  $20  is  more  than  the  sum  of  the  allotment  payments  which 
could  be  earned  on  the  farm. 

SOIL-BUILDING  PRACTICES 

The  following  are  soil-building  practices  which  farmers  in  New 
York  may  carry  out  for  payment  under  the  1940  Agricultural  Con- 
servation Program.  For  each  practice  carried  out  as  specified  and  in 
accordance  with  good  farming  practices  on  the  farm,  payment  at  the 
rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  allowed  toward  earning  the  soil- 
building  allowance  for  the  farm.  However,  the  total  payment  for 
carrying  out  practices  cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building 
allowance. 

Payment  will  be  allowed  for  any  of  the  following  seeding  prac- 
tices, Nos.  1  to  6,  inclusive,  provided  at  least  300  pounds  per  acre 
of  20  percent  superphosphate  or  its  equivalent  are  applied  to  the 
same  land  in  1940  at  or  before  the  time  of  seeding,  or  satisfactory 
evidence  is  presented  to  the  county  committee  that  this  amount  of 
material  was  applied  to  the  same  land  after  July  15,  1939,  in  prepa- 
ration for  the  seeding,  and  provided  the  seeding  is  not  plowed  or 
disked  under  for  a  green  manure  crop  in  1940. 

The  equivalents  of  300  pounds  of  20  percent  superphosphate  are : 

187.5  pounds  of  32  percent  superphosphate,  or 
375  pounds  of  10  percent  superphosphate,  or 
375  pounds  of  4-16-4  mixed  fertilizer,  or 
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500  pounds  of  4—12-4  mixed  fertilizer,  or 

600  pounds  of  5-10-5  mixed  fertilizer,  or 
750  pounds  of  4—8-7  mixed  fertilizer. 

Applying  the  amount  ishown  in  any  one  of  the  above  materials  or  its 
equivalent  per  acre  will  meet  the  requirements. 

By  red  clover  or  alfalfa  seed,  as  mentioned  in  practices  Nos.  1  to  G, 
inclusive,  is  meant  any  such  seed  grown  in  New  York,  any  New 
England  State,  Idaho,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Michigan,  Minnesota, 
Montana,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  South 
Dakota,  Wisconsin,  Wyoming,  or  Canada,  or  genuine  Grimm  alfalfa 
seed  from  any  source. 

If  one-half  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is  repre- 
sented by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency 
other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustnu'ut  Administration,  the  practice  shall  not 
be  counted  "toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

If  less  than  one-half  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is  repre- 
sented by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency 
other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  one-half  of  the  practice 
shall  be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Trees  purchased  from  a  Clark-McXary  ( "ooperativo  State  Nursery  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  be  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  by  :i  State  or  Federal  agency. 

SEEDING  LEGUMES  AND  GRASSES 

Practice  No.  1 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  alsike  clover,  red  clover,  or  alfalfa  in  mixtures.  At 
least  15  pounds  per  acre  of  a  mixture  of  these  legumes  and  timothy 
or  other  grasses  shall  be  used,  and  the  mixture  shall  contain  at  least 
6  pounds  per  acre  of  any  one,  or  a  combination  of  alsike  clover,  red 
clover,  or  alfalfa  seed.  The  timothy  or  other  grasses  may  have  been 
seeded  in  the  fall  of  1939. 

SEEDING  LEGUMES 

Practice  No.  2 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  at  least  8  pounds  per  aero  of  alsike  clover,  or  of  at 
least  10  pounds  of  red  clover,  or  a  mixture  of  iO  pounds  of  these. 
Alfalfa  may  be  substituted  in  a  mixture  for  either  of  these  clovers, 
but  may  not  be  seeded  alone  inider  this  practice.  Timotliy  and  other 
grasses  may  be  used  in  addition  to  the  legumes. 

SEEDING  SWEET  CLOVER 

Practice  No.  3— Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  at  least  12  pounds  per  acre  of  ludled  sweet  clover 
seed  alone  or  in  mixtures. 


SEEDING  ALFALFA 


Practice  No.  4 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  at  least  12  pounds  per  acre  of  alfalfa  seed  alone  or 
in  mixtui"es. 

SEEDING  PASTURES 

Practice  No.  5 — Rate  of  Payment:  $3  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  one  of  the  following  permanent  pasture  mixtures 
on  land  prepared  by  harrowing  or  plowing: 

At  least  25  pounds  per  acre  of  Cornell  Pasture  Mixture,  or 
At  least  20  pounds  per  acre  of  Cornell  Hay  Pasture  Mixture,  or 
An  equivalent  amount  of  any  other  mixture  recommended  by  the 
State  committee  with  the  approval  of  the  Regional  Director. 

SEEDING  WILD  WHITE  CLOVER  OR  LADINO  CLOVER 

Practice  No.  6 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  per  Acre 

The  seeding  on  established  pastures  of  at  least  1  pound  of  wild 
white  clover  seed  per  acre  having  a  certificate  of  oi'igin  approved 
by  the  extension  service  of  the  New  York  State  College  of  Agricul- 
ture ;  or  the  seeding  of  at  least  1  pound  of  ladino  clover  seed  per  acre. 

APPLYING  SUPERPHOSPHATE 

Practice  No.  7— Rate  of  Payment:  $12.50  per  Ton  of  20  Percent 
Superphosphate  or  Equivalent 

The  application  of  at  least  300  pounds  per  acre  of  20  percent  super- 
phosphate or  its  equivalent  (1)  in  connection  with  the  seeding  of 
clover,  alfalfa,  or  pasture  mixtures,  or  (2)  to  established  pastures, 
hay  lands,  or  orchard  sods,  or  to  green  manure  or  cover  crops  in 
commercial  orchards,  or  (3)  in  connection  with  the  seeding  of  Avinter 
vetch  to  be  used  as  a  winter  cover  crop  or  of  green  manure  or  cover 
crops  in  commercial  orchards. 

\Vlien  superphosphate  is  used  on  a  nurse  crop  which  is  harvested 
for  grain,  payment  will  be  allowed  only  for  the  amount  over  160 
pounds  of  20  percent  superphosphate  or  the  equivalent. 

APPLYING  MURIATE  OF  POTASH 

Practice  No.  S—Rate  of  Payment:  $1  for  Each  100  Pounds  of  50  Percent 
Muriate  of  Potash  or  Its  Equivalent 

The  application  of  at  least  60  pounds  per  acre  of  50  percent  muriate 
of  potash  or  its  equivalent  (1)  in  connection  with  the  seeding  of 
clover,  alfalfa,  or  pasture  mixtures,  or  (2)  for  improving  established 
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hay  lands  or  pastures,  or  (3)  in  connection  with  the  seeding  of  vetch 
to  be  used  as  a  winter  cover  crop.  However,  payment  will  not  be 
allowed  for  the  potash  unless  at  least  300  pounds  per  acre  of  20 
percent  super-phosphate  or  its  equivalent  are  applied  to  the  same  land. 
These  equivalents  are  listed  on  pages  3  and  4. 

LIMING  CROPLAND,  PASTURE  LAND,  OR  ORCHARD.S 
Practice  No.  9 — Rate  of  Payment: 

All  of  the  State  except  Long  Island  and  Staten  Island: 
$3.50  for  each —

1,000  pounds  of  total  calcium  and  magnesium  oxides  in  ground  lime- 
stone, other  than  standard,  which  will  pass  through  a  20-mesh 
sieve  and  which  contains  all  of  the  line  material  produced  in 
grinding. 

1,500  pounds  of  hydrated  lime. 

1,000  pounds  of  ground  burned  lime. 

The  application  to  cropland,  pasture  land,  or  orchards  of  at  least 
2,000  pounds  of  standard  pulverized  limestone,  or  1.500  pounds  of 
hydrated  lime,  or  1,000  pounds  of  groitiid  htirned  lime, 

—  or  — 

The  application  to  land  used  for  the  production  of  potatoes  or 
vegetables  of  at  least  one-half  of  the  above  amounts. 

Standard  pulverized  limestone  is  limestone  which  will  analyze  at 
least  50  i^ei'cent  total  calcium  and  magiiesiiun  oxitles,  100  percent  of 
which  will  pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve  and  which  contains  all  of  the 
fine  material  produced  in  the  grinding. 

Equivalent  quantities  of  otlier  liming  material  approvt'd  by  the 
State  committee  may  be  used  and  payment  will  be  allowed  for  its  use 
on  the  basis  of  the  total  calcium  and  luagni'sinni  oxide  content  and 
fineness. 
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LIMING  CROPLAND.  PASTURE  LAND,  OR  ORCHARDS  WITH  MATERIAL 
FURNISHED  BY  THE  A.  A.  A. 

Practice  No.  9A — Rate  of  Payment: 

All  of  the  State  except  Long  Island  and  Staten  Island: 
$3.50  for  each— 

2,00()  pounds  of  standard  pulverized  limestone. 

1,000  pounds  of  total  calcium  and  magnesium  oxides  in  ground  lime- 
stone, other  than  standard,  which  will  pass  through  a  20-mesh 
sieve  and  which  contains  all  of  the  fine  material  produced  in 
grinding. 

l,.'30O  pounds  of  liydrated  lime. 

1,000  pounds  of  ground  burned  lime. 

The  application  to  cropland,  pasture  land,  or  orchards  of  at  least 
2,000  i^ounds  of  standard  pulverized  limestone,  or  the  application  to 
land  used  for  the  production  of  potatoes  or  vegetables  of  at  least  1,000 
pounds  of  standard  pulverized  limestone  furnished  by  the  Agricul- 
tural Adjustment  Administration. 


GREEN  MANURE  CROPS 
Practice  No.  10 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  per  Acre 

The  plowing  or  disking  under  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth 
of:  (1)  Biennial  or  perennial  legumes  or  grasses  for  which  no  pay- 
ment for  seeding  is  allowed  in  1940,  and,  except  in  orchards,  from 
which  no  crop  of  such  leginnes  or  grasses  has  ever  been  harvested; 
(2)  annual  legumes;  or  (3)  annual  grasses  or  small  grains  used  as 
summer  green  manure  crops  on  orchard  or  vegetable  land,  or  used 
as  winter  cover  crops  on  any  land.  If  the  crop  is  one  which  is 
normally  winter-killed,  payment  will  be  allowed  for  leaving  a  good 
stand  and  a  good  growth  on  the  land  as  a  cover  crop  to  protect  the 
land  from  erosion. 

In  orcliards  where  there  is  a  good  established  sod  and  where  at 
least  200  pounds  of  16  percent  nitrate  of  soda  or  its  equivalent  have 
been  evenly  distributed  over  each  acre  under  the  1940  program,  pay- 
ment will  be  allowed  for  cutting  and  leaving  all  the  grass  and 
legumes  on  the  land  even  though  a  crop  of  hay  may  have  been 
harvested  in  previous  years. 

SUMMER  GREEN  MANURE  CROPS 

Practice  No.  U—Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  per  Acre 

The  plowing  or  disking  under  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth 
of  grasses  or  small  grains  used  as  summer  green  manure  croj)S  on 
land  other  than  vegetable  land  or  orchards. 
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SEEDING  WINTER  VETCH 

Practice  No.  \2—Rate  of  Payment:  §1.50  per  Acre 

Seeding  inoculated  winter  vetch  not  later  than  October  1,  1940, 
and  leaving  the  resulting  crop  on  the  land  as  a  winter  cover  crop. 
It  is  recommended  that  the  vetch  be  seeded  at  the  I'ate  of  at  least 
25  pounds  per  acre  with  a  supporting  crop  such  as  rye  or  wheat. 

MULCHING  ORCHARD  LAND  OR  VEGETABLE  LAND 

Practice  No.  13 — Rate  of  Payment:  $3  per  Ton 

The  application  to  orchard  land  or  land  in  perennial  vegetables 
of  at  least  3  tons  per  acre  of  air-dried  straw  or  equivalent  mulching 
material,  excluding  barnyard  manure,  stable  manure,  and  any  mate- 
rials grown  in  orchards.  Payment  will  not  be  allowed  if  any  of 
the  mulching  material  or  material  produced  on  the  land  during  1940 
from  grasses,  legumes,  green  manure  crops,  or  cover  crops  is  taken 
from  the  land.  The  crops  produced  on  the  land  and  the  mulching 
material  may  be  plowed  or  disked  into  the  soil. 

PLANTING  FOREST  TREES 
Practice  No.  14 — Rate  of  Payment:  $7.50  per  Acre 

The  planting  of  nursery-grown  forest-tree  transplants  or  seedlings 
or  lifted  wild  stock  at  the  rate  of  at  least  1,000  trees  per  acre,  spaced 
about  6  by  6  feet  on  open  farm  land.  Payment  will  not  be  allowed 
for  white-pine  plantings  unless  currant  and  gooseberry  bushes  with- 
in 1,000  feet  of  the  planting  site  are  removed.  Shrubs  helpful  to 
wildlife  may  be  included  in  the  planting. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  against  fire 
and  damage  by  livestock-grazing  and  must  be  cared  for  in  accord- 
ance with  good  tree  culture  and  wildlife-management  practice. 

The  following  varieties  of  forest  trees  are  recommended  for  plant- 
ing: White  cedar,  balsam  fir,  European  larch,  Japanese  larch,  black 
locust,  red  pine,  Scotch  pine,  white  pine,  Jack  pine,  white  spruce, 
Norway  spruce,  white  ash,  basswood,  black  cherry,  sugar  maple,  red 
oak,  and  bittornut  hickory. 

Other  varieties  may  be  planted  if  the  county  committee,  upon  ad- 
vice of  the  Extension  Service  of  the  New  York  State  College  of  Agi  i- 
culture,  approves  the  selection. 
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WOODLAND  MANAGEMENT 
Practice  No.  15 — Rate  of  Payment:  $3  per  Acre 

The  improvement  of  the  stand  of  forest  trees  on  not  more  than  4 
acres  under  a  system  of  farm  woodland  and  wildlife  management 
which  includes  pruning  or  thinning  or,  if  needed,  both.  At  least  100 
good  timber  trees  or  trees  which  can  become  good  timber  trees  must 
be  left  well  scattered  on  each  acre  of  Avoodland  improved. 

This  practice  must  be  carried  out  according  to  plans  approved  in 
advance  by  the  county  committee  based  on  the  recommendations  of 
the  Extension  Service  of  the  New  York  State  College  of  Agriculture. 

EXCLUDING  LIVESTOCK  FROM  FARM  WOODLAND 
Practice  No.  16— /tafe  of  Payment:  $0.75  for  Each  2  Acres 

The  restoration  of  fanti  woodland  previously  used  for  pasture  by 
keeping  out  livestock. 

I'ayment  will  be  allowed  for  each  acre  of  woodland  out  of  which 
livestock  are  kept,  but  for  not  more  than  2  acres  for  each  animal  unit 
which  is  normally  allowed  to  graze  in  the  woodland. 

Animal  unit  means  one  cow,  two  calves,  one  horse,  two  colts,  five 
sheep,  or  five  goats,  or  the  equivalent  thereof. 

The  operator  must  obtain  the  approval  of  the  county  committee 
before  performing  this  practice. 

If  under  the  1936, 1937, 1938,  or  1939  program  a  farmer  has  received 
payment  for  constructing  fence  to  keep  livestock  out  of  woodland  or 
for  keeping  livestock  out  of  sugar  maple  orchards  or  other  woodlands 
and  the  county  committee  determines  that  in  1940  livestock  were  again 
allowed  by  that  farmer  to  graze  in  a  part  or  all  of  the  same  woodland 
or  sugar  maple  orchard,  an  amount  equal  to  the  previous  payments 
will  be  withheld  from  any  payment  which  would  otherwise  be  made 
to  such  farmer  under  the  1940  program. 

PLANTING  SHRUB  WINDBREAKS  ON  MUCK  LAND 

Practice  No.  VI— Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  per  Acre 

The  planting  on  muck  land  of  shrubs  not  more  than  1  foot  apart, 
in  parallel  rows  not  more  than  250  feet  apart.  This  practice  is  to  be 
caiTied  Out  according  to  plans  approved  in  advance  by  the  county 
committee,  based  on  the  recommendations  of  the  Extension  Service  of 
the  New  York  State  College  of  Agriculture. 
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MAINTAINING  SHRUB  WINDBREAKS  ON  MUCK  LAND 
Practice  No.  18 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  per  Acre 

The  maintenance  of  shrub  windbreaks  which  are  not  over  10  years 
old  and  which  have  been  planted  in  accordance  with  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Extension  Service  of  the  Xew  York  State  Collece  of  Agri- 
culture.  Maintenance  shall  include  replacing  dead  shrubs;  pruning 
or  cutting  back  live  shrubs  when  necessary,  so  that  sufficient  thickness 
and  vigor  of  growth  for  adequate  protection  against  erosion  may  be 
assured;  and  other  measures  necessary  to  maintain  a  well-kept,  effec- 
tive hedge.  Payment  will  be  allowed  only  if,  on  inspection,  the  wind- 
breaks are  found  to  be  thick,  well  kept,  and  solidly  planted  with  live 
shrubs. 

CONTOUR  STRIPCROPPING 
Practice  No.  19 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  for  Each  2  Acres 

The  establishment  and  maintenance  of  alternate  contour  strips  of 
intertilled  and  close-growing  crops. 

This  practice  must  be  carried  out  according  to  plans  approved  in 
advance  by  the  county  committee  based  on  recommendations  of  the 
Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the  Extension  Service  of  the  New  York 
State  College  of  Agriculture. 

TERRACING 

Practice  No.  20— Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  for  Each  200  Linear  Feet 

The  construction  of  diversion  ditches  for  which  proper  outlets 
are  provided. 

This  practice  must  be  carried  out  according  to  plans  approved 
in  advance  by  the  county  committee  based  on  the  reconnnendations 
of  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  or  the  Extension  Service  of  the  Xew 
York  State  College  of  Agriculture. 

AMOUNT  OF  PAYMENT  EARNED  ON  FARMS  WITH  NO 

ALLOTMENTS 

On  a  farm  which  has  no  acreage  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the 
right  to  earn  for  the  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil- 
building  allowance  and  the  reforestation  allowance.  If  he  earns 
less,  he  will  be  paid  what  he  earns.  A  farmer  who  wants  to  earn  all 
he  can  under  the  i)rogram  on  a  farm  with  no  allotment  should  be 
careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes  and  not  to  harvest 
for  grain  or  for  any  other  purpose  after  reaching  maturity  more  than 
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10  acres  or  the  usual  acreage  of  wheat  established  by  the  county  com- 
mittee for  his  farm,  whichever  is  larger.  In  a  commercial  vegetable 
county  a  farmer  who  has  no  vegetable  allotment  should  also  be  care- 
ful not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables  for  market.  The 
commercial  vegetable  counties  are  listed  on  page  1. 
The  total  payment  will  be  computed  as  follows: 

Find  the  amount  of  the  soil-building  payment  by  adding  to- 
gether the  payments  for  all  soil-building  practices  carried 
out  at  the  rates  sliown  for  the  practices.  However,  if  the 
total  amount  computed  is  larger  than  the  soil-building  al- 
lowance, the  soil-building  payment  will  be  equal  to  the  soil- 
building  allowance. 

Add  to  the  soil-building  payment  the  amount  earned  under  the 
reforestatioii  allowance. 

Then  subtract  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for 
each  acre  over  3  planted  to  potatoes. 

Subtract  also  50  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  of 
wheat  for  the  farm  for  each  acre  of  wheat  harvested  for 
grain  or  for  any  other  purpose  after  reaching  maturity  in 
excess  of  the  usual  acreage  of  wheat  set  for  the  farm.  If  no 
usual  acreage  is  set,  subtract  at  the  same  rate  for  each  acre 
of  wheat  over  10  harvested  for  grain  or  for  any  other  pur- 
pose after  reaching  maturity. 

In  a  commercial  vegetable  county  subtract  also  $20  for  each 
acre  over  3  planted  to  commercial  vegetables. 

The  remainder  will  be  the  total  payment  earned  for  the  farm. 

ACREAGE  ALLOTMENTS 

In  1940  acreage  allotments,  usual  acreages,  and  normal  yields  will 
be  set  by  county  committees  in  accordance  with,  instructions  issued 
by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 

A  potato  allotment  will  be  set  for  each  farm  on  which  3  acres  or 
more  of  potatoes  are  usually  grown.  If  less  than  90  percent  of  the 
farm's  potato  allotment  is  planted,  the  potato  allotment  will  be  reduced 
to  110  percent  of  the  acreage  planted. 

A  wheat  allotment  will  be  set  for  each  farm  on  which  wheat  is  grown 
if  the  operator  of  the  farm  desires  the  allotment.  If  no  allotment  is 
set  on  a  farm  and  more  than  10  acres  are  usually  harvested  for  grain 
or  for  any  other  purpose  after  reaching  maturity,  a  usual  acreage  of 
wheat  harvested  will  be  set  for  that  farm. 

A  tobacco  allotment  will  be  set  for  each  farm  on  which  tobacco  was 
grown  in  one  or  more  of  the  years  1935  to  1939,  inclusive,  and  for  farms 
J  on  which  tobacco  is  to  be  produced  in  1940  for  the  first  time  since  1934. 
If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's  tobacco  allotment  is  harvested,  the 
tobacco  allotment  will  be  reduced  to  110  percent  of  the  acreage  har- 
vested unless  failure  to  harvest  at  least  90  percent  was  due  to  flood. 
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drought,  hail,  or  other  abnormal  weather  conditions,  or  plant -hod 
diseases. 

If  more  than  10  acres  of  corn  for  gi"ain  are  usually  grown  on  a  farm 
with  a  potato,  tobacco,  or  wheat  allotment,  a  usual  acreage  of  corn  for 
grain  will  also  be  set  for  that  farm. 

A  vegetable  allotment  will  be  set  in  a  commercial  vegetable  county 
for  each  farm  on  wdiich  3  or  more  acres  of  vegetables  are  usually 
planted  to  be  sold  to  persons  not  living  on  the  farm.  The  commercial 
vegetable  counties  are  listed  on  the  first  page  of  this  outline.  If  less 
than  90  percent  of  the  farm's  vegetable  allotment  is  planted,  the  A'eg- 
etable  allotment  will  be  reduced  to  110  percent  of  the  acreage  planted. 

AMOUNT  OF  PAYMENT  EARNED  ON  ALLOTMENT 

FARMS 

On  a  farm  with  any  acreage  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the  I'ight  to 
earn  for  the  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-building 
allowance,  the  reforestation  allowance,  and  the  payments  computed 
for  all  of  his  allotments.  If  he  does  not  carry  out  all  the  practices  he 
may,  or  if  he  grows  more  allotment  crops  than  he  should,  the  amount 
earned  will  be  less. 

The  amount  that  is  earned  on  any  farm  with  an  allotment  is  com- 
puted by  finding  the  sum  of  the  following  payment  items  which  apply 
to  the  farm  and  then  subtracting  the  sum  of  the  deductions,  if  any 
apply. 

FARMS  WITH  POTATO  ALLOTMENTS 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for 
each  soil-building  practice  carried  out.  The  payment  for  practices 
cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

A  payment  of  $7.50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
computed  under  the  reforestation  allowance.  The  total  amount 
earned  for  planting  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allowance 
cannot  be  larger  than  $30.  However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-building 
allowance  may  also  be  earned  by  planting  fox'est  trees  under  practice 
No.  14. 

A  payment  of  3  cents  i)er  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  will  be 
computed  for  each  acre  in  the  potato  allotment. 

A  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  noi-mal  yield  will  be 
made  for  each  acre  planted  to  i)otatops  over  the  potato  allotment. 

If  there  is  no  wheat  allotment  on  the  faim,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  harvest  for  grain  or  for  any  other  purpose  after  reach- 
ing nniturity  more  than  10  acres  of  wheat  or  the  usual  acreage  of  wheat 
for  the  farm,  whichever  is  larger.  If  he  does,  there  will  be  a  deduction 
of  50  cents  per  bushel  times  tlie  normal  yield  for  each  excess  acre. 
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If  the  farm  is  in  a  commercial  vefretable  county  and  there  is  no 
ve<jetable  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be  careful  not  to 
plant  more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables  to  be  sold  to  persons  not  living 
on  the  farm.  If  he  does,  there  will  be  a  deduction  of  $20  for  each 
acre  over  3.  Vegetables,  as  defined  under  the  program,  do  not 
include  potatoes. 

A  farmer  should  also  be  careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  10  acres 
or  the  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  gi'ain,  whichever  is  greater.  If  he 
does,  there  will  be  a  deduction  of  $10  for  each  excess  acre. 

FARMS  WITH  WHEAT  ALLOTMENTS 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for 
each  soil-building  practice  carried  out.  The  payment  for  practices 
cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

A  payment  of  $7. .50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
computed  under  the  reforestation  allowance.  The  total  amount  earned 
for  planting  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allowance  cannot  be 
larger  than  $30.  However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-building  allowance 
may  also  be  earned  by  planting  forest  trees  under  practice  No.  14. 

A  payment  of  9  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  will  be 
computed  for  each  acre  in  the  wheat  allotment. 

A  deduction  of  50  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  will 
be  made  for  each  acre  planted  to  wheat  over  the  wheat  allotment. 

If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
carefid  not  to  jjlant  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.  If  he  does,  there 
will  be  a  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for 
each  acre  over  3. 

If  the  farm  is  in  a  coimnercial  vegetable  county  and  there  is  no 
vegetable  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be  careful  not  to 
plant  more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables  to  be  sold  to  persons  not  living 
on  the  farm.  If  he  does,  there  will  be  a  deduction  of  $20  for  each 
acre  over  3.  Vegetables,  as  defined  under  the  program,  do  not 
include  potatoes. 

A  farmer  should  also  be  careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  10  acres 
or  the  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain,  whichever  is  greater.  If  he 
does,  there  will  be  a  deduction  of  $10  for  each  excess  acre. 

FARMS  WITH  TOBACCO  ALLOTMENTS 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for 
each  soil-building  practice  carried  out.  The  payment  for  practices 
cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

A  payment  of  $7.50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
computed  under  the  reforestation  allowance.   The  total  amount  earned 
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for  planting  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allowance  cannot  be 
larger  than  $30.  However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-building  allowance 
may  also  be  earned  by  planting  forest  trees  under  practice  No.  14. 

A  payment  of  1  cent  per  pound  times  the  normal  yield  will  be 
computed  for  each  acre  in  the  tobacco  allotment. 

A  deduction  of  8  cents  per  pound  times  the  normal  yield  will  be 
made  for  each  acre  of  tobacco  harvested  over  the  tobacco  allotment. 

If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.  If  he  does,  there 
will  be  a  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for 
each  acre  over  3. 

If  the  farm  is  in  a  commercial  vegetable  county  and  there  is  no 
vegetable  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be  careful  not  to 
plant  more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables  to  be  sold  to  persons  not  living 
on  the  farm.  If  he  does,  there  will  be  a  deduction  of  $20  for  each 
acre  over  3.  Vegetables,  as  defined  under  the  progi-am,  do  not 
include  potatoes. 

A  farmer  should  also  be  careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  10  acres 
or  the  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain,  whichever  is  gi-eater.  If  he 
does,  there  will  be  a  deduction  of  $10  for  each  excess  acre. 

FARMS  WITH  VEGETABLE  ALLOTMENTS  IN  COMMERCIAL 
VEGETABLE  COUNTIES 

Applies  only  to  counties  listed  on  the  first  page 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  Avill  be  computed 
for  each  soil-building  practice  carried  out.  The  payment  for  prac- 
tices cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

A  payment  of  $7.50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
computed  under  the  reforestation  allowance.  The  total  amount 
earned  for  planting  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allowance 
cannot  be  larger  than  $30.  However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-building 
alloAvance  may  also  be  earned  by  planting  forest  trees  under  practice 
No.  14. 

A  payment  of  $1.50  will  he  computed  I'or  each  acre  in  the  vegeta- 
ble allotment. 

A  deduction  of  $20  will  be  made  for  each  aero  planted  to  com- 
mercial vegetables  over  the  vegetable  allotment.  v 

Commercial  vegetables  means  the  acreage  of  vegetables  and  truck 
crops  of  which  the  principal  part  of  the  production  is  sold  to  persons 
not  living  on  the  farm.  This  definition  includes,  among  others, 
sweetpotatoes,  tomatoes,  sweet  corn,  cantaloups,  .strawberries,  and 
connnercial  bulbs  and  flowei-s,  but  excludes  potatoes,  watermelons, 
peas  for  canning  or  freezing,  and  sweet  corn  for  canning. 
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If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.  If  he  does,  there 
will  be  a  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for 
each  acre  over  3. 

If  there  is  no  wheat  allotment  on  the  fann,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  harvest  for  grain  or  for  any  other  purpose  after  reach- 
ing  maturity  more  than  10  acres  of  wheat  or  the  usual  acreage  of 
wheat  for  the  farm,  whichever  is  larger.  If  he  does,  there  Avill  be  a 
deduction  of  50  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for  each 
excess  acre. 

INCREASE  OF  PAYMENTS 

There  will  be  added  to  each  person's  share  of  the  farm  payment,  if 
that  share  is  less  than  $200,  the  amount  of  increase  indicated  in  the 
following:

$20  or  less  40  percent. 

to  $40  $8,  plus  20  percent  of  amount  over  $20. 

$41  to  $60  $12,  plus  10  percent  of  amount  over  $40.

There  will  be  deducted  from  each  person's  payment  his  share  of 
the  expense  of  administering  the  program  in  his  county.

OUTLINE  OF  THE  1940  AGRICULTURAL  CONSERVATION  PROGRAM  IN  PENNSYLVANIA' 

The  1940  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  gives  farmers  all  over  the 
country  an  opportunity  to  work  together  in  saving  their  soil  and  its  fertility, 
bringing  about  fairer  incomes  for  themselves  and  assuring  consumers  plenty  of 
supplies . 

All  farmers  in  Pennsylvania  who  cooperate  in  the  1940  Agricultural  Con- 
servation Program  will  be  offered  assistance  in  using  approved  soil-building 
practi^'es  which  will  help  to  build  up  their  soil.     They  will  also  harp  the  right 
to  earn  payments  by  staying  within  acreage  allotments  for  potatoes,  wheat,  and 
tobacco.    All  farmers  in  the  commercial  vegetable  counties  v/ill  have  the  right 
to  earn  additional  payments  by  staying  within  e.creage  allotments  for  vegetables. 
The  comjTiercial  vegetable  counties  are  Adams,  Allegheny,  Beaver,  Bedford,  Berks, 
Blair,  Bucks,  Butler,  Cambria,  Carbon,  Chester,  Clearfield,  Clinton,  Columbia, 
Crawford,  Cumberland,  Daupin,  Delaware,  Erie,  Fayette,  Franklin,  Indiana, 
Jefferson,  Lackawarjia,  Lancaster,  Lav/rence ,  Lebanon,  Lehigh,  Luzerne,  Lytoming, 
Mercer,  Montgomery,  Northampton,  Northimberland,  Philadelphia,  Schuylkill, 
Somerset,  Tio-'a,  Union,  Venango,  IVashington,  Yvestmoreland,  Ifliyoming,  and  York 
Counties . 

The  194^  program  year  begins  Novembsr  1,  1939,  and  ends  October  31, 
1940,  both  dates  included. 

REFORESTATION  ALLOWANCE 

Each  farm  will  have  a  reforestation  allcv;ancc  of  {1.30.00  in  addition  to 
the  soil-building  allowance.     Payment  will  be  allov/ed  for  the  planting  of  trans- 
planted forest  trees  (except  sugar  maples)  at  the  rate  of  at  least  1,000  trees 
per  acre.     The  planting  of  1^  acres  of  seedlings  at  the  rate  of  at  least  l,rOO 
trees  per  asre  is  equivalent  to  planting  1  acre  of  transplants.     The  planting  3f 
2  acres  of  s;ugar  maple  trees  at  the  rate  of  at  least  500  trees  per  acre  i« 
equivalent  to  planting  1  acre  of  transplants.     Shrubs  helpful  to  wildlife  may 
bo  included  in  the  planting.     The  trees  must  be  given  reasonable  protection 
against  fire  and  livestock  grazing  and  must  be  cultivt^ted  in  accordanfco  with 
good  tree  culture  and  wildlife    management  practice. 

Payment  for  more  than  one  area,  if  smaller  than  1  acre,  will  be  allowed 
if  the  total  of  all  such  areas  on  the  farm  is  equul  to  at  least  one-half  acre. 

The  f'^llowing  variotics  of  forest  trees  are  recommended  for  planting: 
Japanese  larch,  pitch  pine,  Norway  spruce,  blr.ck  locust,  red  pine,  v/hite  spruce, 
red  eak,  v;hito  pine,  Scotch  pine,  bl?,ck  v/alnut.  Banks  pine,  and  sugar  maple.

The  seeding  per  acre  of  (1)  at  least  4  pounds  of  alsiko,  domestic  or 
Canadian  red  clover  seed  or  mixtures  of  those,  2  pounds  of  v.'hitc  or  Ir.dino 
clover  seed,  and  6  pounds  of  blucgrass  seed  in  a  pasture  mixture  containing 
at  least  13  povmds  of  seed;   (2)  at  least  25  pounds  per  acre  of  Cornell  pasture 
mixture;  or  (3)  at  least  20  pounds  per  acre  of  Cornell  hay  pasture  mixture.

Practice  No.  5  -  Rosoeding  Pastures 

Rate  of  Payment,     ^1.50  for  Each  10  Po^jr.is  of  Sood 

The  reseeding  of  an  established  pasture  v.lth  a  pasture  mixture  con- 
taining at  least  one-third  white,  alsike,  domestic  or  Canadian  red  clover 
seed,  or  mixtures  of  those,  and  at  least  one-third  blucgrass  seed. 

Payment  v/ill  not  be  allowed  for  this  practice  unless  at  least  1,500 
pounds  of  hydratcd  line,  1,000  pounds  of  ground  burned  lime,  or  2,000  poionds 
of  other  lining  material,  and  at  least  60  pounds  of  phosphoric  acid  are  applied 
per  acre  in  preparation  for  the  seeding.

,  country  an  opportxmity  to  work  together  in  saving  their  soil  and  its  fertility, 

bringing  about  fairer  incomes  for  themselves,  and  ass-aring  consumers  plenty  of 

suppl i  e  s . 

All  farmers  in  Fennsj''lvania  who  cooperate  in  the  1940  Agricultural  Con- 
servation Program  will  be  offered  assistance  in  using  approved  soil-building 
practices  which  will  help  to  build  up  their  soil.     They  will  also  have  the  right 
to  earn  payments  by  sta^ying  within  acreage  allotments  for  potatoes,  whes't,  and 
tobacco.     All  fanners  in  the  commercial  vegetable  counties  v/ill  have  the  right 
to  earn  ad-'itional  payments  by  staying  within  acreage  allotments  for  vegetables. 

The  commercial  vegetable  counties  are  Adams,  Allegheny,  Seaver,  Bedford, 
Berks,  Blair,  Bucks,  Butler,  Cambria,  Carbon,  Chester,  Clearfield,  Clinton, 
Columbia,  Crawford,  Cumberland,  Dauphin,    Delaware,  Erie,  Fayette,  Franlrlin, 
Indiana,  Jefferson,  Lackawanna,  Lancaster,  Lawrence,  Le-banon,  Lehii:,h,  Luzerne, 
Lycoming,  Mercer,  IviOntgomer;/- ,  Northampton,  Northumberland,  Philadelphia, 
Schuylkill,  Somerset,  Tioga,  Union,  Venango,  Washington,  V/estmor eland,  ^'yoming, 
and  York. 

The  1940  program  year  begins  November  1,  1939,  and  ends  October  31,  1940. 

REFORESTATION  ALLOWCB 


Each  farm  will  have  a  reforestation  allowance  of  $30  in  addition  to  the 
soil-building  allowance.    Payment  '.-/ill  be  allowed  for  the  planting  of  transplanted 
forest  trees  (except  sugar  maples)  at  the  rate  of  at  least  1,000  trees  per 
acre.     The  planting  of  1  l/2  acres  of  seedlings  at  the  rate  of  at  least  1,000 
trees  per  acrt  is  equivalent  to  planting  1  acre  of  transplants.     The  planting 
of  2  acres  of  sugar  maple  trees  at  the  rate  of  at  least  500  trees  per  acre  is 
equivalent  to  planting  1  acre  of  transplants.     Shrubs  helpful  to  wildlife  may 
be  included  in  the  planting. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  against  fire  and 
livestock-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance  with  good  tree  culture 
and  v/ildlif e-management  practice. 

Payment  for  more  than  one  area,  if  smaller  than  1  acre,  will  be  allowed 
if  the  total  of  all  such  areas  on  the  farm  is  equal  to  at  least  one-half  acre. 

The  following  varieties  of  forest  trees  are  recommended  for  planting: 
Japanese  larch,  pitch  pine,  Norway  spruce,  black  locust,  red  pine,  white  spruce, 
red  oak,  white  pine,  Scotch  pine,  black  walnut,  Banks  pine,  and  sugar  maple. 


Payment  may  be  made  for  planting-  other  varieties  if  the  county  com- 
mittee, on  the  advice  of  the  State  extension  forester,  approves  the  selection. 

Payment  at  the  rate  of  $7.50  per  acre  will  tc  allowed  toward  earning 
the  reforestation  allowance. 

S0IL-3UILDINa  ALI0TANC5 

Each  Pennsylvania  farmer  v.'ho  ta^^cis  i^art  in  this  program  is  e>~jected  to 
use  one  or  more  of  the  soil-buildin^-;  practices  which  are  .jood  for  his  farr.  To 
get  the  most  ^-ood  from  the  program  he  should  use,  inr?ofar  as  possible,  practices 
which  are  not  alread:/  being  iised  on  the  farm.     In  order  that  the  farmer  vill 
knov/  how  many  practices  he  may  carr^/  out  for  payment,  a  soil-building  allowance 
will  be  computed  for  his  farm.     This  soil-building  allo"'ance  is  found  by  first 
adding  all  of  the  follo'ving  items  which  apply  to  the  farm: 

70  cents  times  the  acrea-^e  of  cropland  on  tht  farm,  not  counting- 
acreage  in  the  potato,  tobacco,  and  vi'heat  rllotments. 

Cropland  means  fcivu  la^id  which  in  1939  was  tilled  or  was 
in  rCf^lar  rotation,  not  counting  any  land  in  coiainerciiil  orchards. 

$2  times  the  axreage  of  commercial  orchards  on  the  farm  on  Jarniar;^'-  1, 
1940. 

Commercial  orchards  mea,ns  the  acreage  in  planted  or 
cultivated  frait  trees,  nut  trees,  vineyards,  hors,  or  bush 
fruits  on  the  farm  on  January  1,  1940,  from  which  the  principal 
part  of  the  production  is  normally  sold.     This  definition  does 
not  include  non-bearing  orchards  and  non-bearing  vineyards. 

40  cents  tim..-s  the  acreage  of  fenced,  noncrop  open  pasture  l?nd  in 
excess  of  one-half  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  tht,  farm. 

For  those  farms  on  which  the  su;.!  of  these  ite-.s  is  $20  or  more,  tht  soil- 
building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  total  of  these  croplajid,  orchard,  and 
pasture  items. 

For  those  farms  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  less  than  $20, the 
soil-building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  larger  of  (l)  the  s^Jm  of  these 
cropland,  orchard,  and  pasture  items  or  (2)  the  amount  by  which  $20  is  more 
than  the  sum  of  the  allotment  payments  which  could  be  earned  on  the  farm. 

SOIL-BUILDING  PRA.CTICES 

The  following  are  soil-building  practices  which  farmers  in  Pennsylvania 
may  carry  out  for  payment  under  the  1940  Agricultural  Conservation  Program.  Tor 
each  practice  carried  out  as  specified  and  in  accordan.ce  with  good  farming 
practices  on  any  farm,  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practices  will  be 
allowed  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allov/ance  for  the  farm.     However,  the 
total  payment  for  carrying  out  practices  cajmot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building 
allowance. 
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Practice  No.  1  -  Planting  Forest  Trees 

0  Rate  of  Payment,     $7. 50  per  Acre 

The  planting  of  transplanted  forest  trees  (except  sugar  manles)  at  the 
rate  of  at  least  1,000  trees  per  acre.     The  planting  of  1  l/2  acres  of  seedlings 
at  the  rate  of  at  least  1,000  trees  per  acre  is  equivalent  to  planting,'  1  acre 
of  transplants.     The  planting  of  2  acres  of  sugar  maple  trees  at  the  rate  of  at 
least  500  trees  per  acre  is  equivalent  to  planting  1  acre  of  transplants.  Shrub 
helpful  to  wildlife  may  be  included  in  the  plantin/;.     The  trees  must  he  given 
reasonable  protection  against  fire  and  livestock-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated 
in  accordance  v/ith  good  tree  culture  and  wildlife-management  practice. 

Pa,yment  for  more  than  one  area,  if  smaller  than  1  acre,  v/ill  b^i  allowed 
if  the  totrl  of  all  such  areas  on  the  farm  is  equal  to  at  least  one-half  acre. 

The  following  varieties  of  forest  trees  are  recommended  for  planting; 
Japanese  larch,  pitch  pine,  Norway  spruce,  black  locust,  red  pine,  white  spruce, 
red  caK,  v;hite  pine,   Scotch  pine,  black  v/alnut,  Banks  pine,  and  sugar  maple. 

Payment  may  be  made  for  planting  other  varieties  if  the  county  com- 
mittee, on  the  advice  of  the  State  extension  forester,  approves  the  selection. 

Practice  Ho.  2  -  Planting  Protective  Shrubs 

Rate  of  Payment,     $7.50  per  Acre 

The  planting  or  transplanting  at  the  rate  per  acre  of  a.t  least  1,500 

shrabs  of  a  variety  which  is  helpful  to  wildlife-        which  is  recommended  by 

the  local  game  protector  of  the  Pennsylvania  Game  Commission  and  which  is 
approved  oy  the  county  committee. 

Fifteen  hundred  shrabs  planted  on  two  or  more  small  tracts  of  less  than 
one  acre  each  shall  be  considered  as  an  acre  even  though  the  total  area  may  be 
larger. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  against  fire  pjid 
damage  by  livestock-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance  with  good 
wildlife-management  practice. 

Payment  will  not  be  allov/ed  for  this  practice  if  the  farmv.r  does  not 
present  to  the  county  committee  a  certification  signed  by  a  local  game  protector 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Game  Commission  to  the  effect  that  the  practice  has  been 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  good  wildlife-management  principles. 

#  The  farmer  should  obtain  the  advice  of  his  local  Pennsyl vajiia  Game 

CoiOLiission  game  protector  before  performing  this  practice. 

Practice  No.  3  -  Improving  Woodlands 

Rate  of  Payment,     $3  per  Acre 


The  improvement  of  the  stand  of  forest  trees  on  not  more  th.oji  5  acres 
under  a  sj^stem  of  farm  woodland  and  wildlife  management  which  includes  cutting 
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or  girdling  wood  trees,  or  thinning  or  pruning  other  trees,  or  any  comlDination 
of  these  v/hich  is  needed.     At  least  100  good  timber  trees  or  trees  v/hich  can 
"become  good  timber  trees  must  "be  left  well  scattered  on  each  acre  of  v/oodland 
improved. 

Operators  must  obtain  prior  approval  of  the  county  committee  and  in- 
structions in  accordance  v.'ith  recommendations  of  the  State  extension  forester 
before  performing  this  practice. 

Practice  No.  4  -  Excluding  Livestock  from  Farm  Woodland 

Rate  .of  Pa^^^ment,     $0.75  for  5ach  2  Acres 

Hie  restoration  of  farr.  woodland  previously  used  for  pasture  by  keeping 
out  livestock. 

Payment  will  be  allowed  for  each  acre  of  woodland  out  of  which  live- 
stock are  kept,  but  for  not  riore  than  2  acres  for  each  pjiinal  unit  which  is 
normally  allov/ed  to  graze  in  the  woodland. 

Animal  unit  means  1  cov/,  2  calves,  1  horse,  2  colts,  5  sheep,  or  5  goats, 
or  the  equivalent  thereof. 

Operators  must  obtain  approval  of  the  county  committee  before  performing 
this  practice. 

If  under  the  1936,  1937,  195S,  or  1939  prograjTi  a  farmer  has  received 
payment  for  constructing  fence  to  keep  livestock  out  of  woodland  or  for  keeping 
livestock  out  of  sugar  maple  orchards  or  other  woodlands  and  the  co\inty  com- 
mittee determines  that  in  1940  livestock  v.'ere  again  allowed  by  that  farmer  to 
graze  in  the  same  woodland  or  sugar  ma'';'>le  orchard,  an  amount  equal  to  the  previous 
payments  will  be  withheld  from  any  payment  which  would  otherwise  be  made  to  such 
farmer  under  the  1940  program. 

Practice  I'To  .  5  -  Seeding  Pasture  Mixtures 

Hate  of  P35''ffient,     $3  per  Acre 

The  seeding  per  acre  of  (l)  at  least  4  pounds  of  alsike  or  domestic  or 
Canadian  red  clover  seed,  or  mixtures  of  these,  2  pounds  of  v/hite  or  ladino 
clover  seed,  and  6  pounds  of  bluegrass  seed  in  a  pasture  mixture  containing 
at  least  18  pounds  of  seed;   (2)  at  least  25  pounds  per  acre  of  Cornell  pasture 
mixture;  or  (3)  at  least  20  pounds  per  acre  of  Cornell  hoy  pasture  mixture. 
All  or  part  of  the  grass  seed  may  have  been  sov/n  in  the  fall  of  1939. 

Seeding  should  be  made  on  land  prepared  by  the  application  of  sufficient 
liming  material,   superphosphate,  and  potash  to  ins^are  a  good  stand.     If  the 
stand  is  unsatisfactory,  evidence  satisfactory.'  to  tlie  county  committee  must  be 
submitted  to  show  that  eno\igh  liming  material  and  fertilizer  were  applied  to 
obtain  ordinarily  a  good  stand. 

Pa^-ment  will  not  be  allowed  for  this  practice  if  the  seedings  are  plowed 
or  disked  under  for  green  manure  under  the  1940  program. 
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Practice  No.  6  -  Sstaolishing  Ne?/  Seedings  of  Alfalfa 

Bate  of  Payment,  $1 .50  per  Acre 

'  The  seeding  of  hard;/,  northern-grown  domestic  or  Canadian  alfalfa. 

One  of  the  following  shall  be  used: 

(l)  At  least  12  pounds  per  acre  of  such  alfalfa  seed  sov/n  alons. 

{2)  A  mixture  containing  at  least  8  pounds  per  e.cre  of  piich  alfalfa 

seed,  at  least  4  pounds  of  alsike  or  domestic  or  Canadian  red  clover 
seed,  or  mixtures  of  these,  and  at  least  4  pounds  of  grass  seed. 
The  grass  seed  may  have  "been  sown  on  the  same  land  in  the  frll 
of  1939. 

Seeding  should  he  made  on  land  prepared  hy  the  application  of  sufficient 
liming  material,  superphosphate,  and  potash  to  insure  a  good  stand.     If  the 
stand  is  unsatisfactory,  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  county  committee  must  "be 
submitted  to  show  that  enough  liming  material  and  fertilizer  were  applied  to 
obtain  ordinarily  a  good  stand. 

Payment  will  not  be  allowed  for  this  practice  if  the  seedings  are 
plowed  or  disked  under  for  green  manure  under  the  1940  program. 

Practice  IIo.  7  -  Establishing  New  Seedings  of  Clover 

Ra,te  of  Payment,   $0.75  per  Acre 

The  seeding,  per  acre  of  (l)  at  least  6  pounds  of  alsi'ce  or  domestic  or 
Canadian  red  clover  seed,  in  a  mixture  containing  at  least  12  pounds  of  seed;  (2) 
at  least  12  pounds  of  sweet  clover  and  at  least  4  pounds  of  timothy  in  a  mixture 
containing-  at  least  16  pounds;  or  (s)  at  least  4  pounds  of  alsike  or  domestic  or 
Canadian  red  clover  seed  and  at  least  2  pounds  of  alfalfa  seed  in  a  mixture  con- 
tainin-ft  at  least  12  pounds  of  seed.     All  or  part  of  the  timothy  or  any  other 
grass  seed  ma:,'  have  been  sown  on  the  sajme  land  in  the  fall  of  1939. 

Seeding  should  be  made  on  l.md  prepared  by  the  application  of  sufficient 
liming  material,  superpho spha.te ,  and  potash  to  insure  a  good  stand.     If  the 
stand  is  unsatisfactory,  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  county  committee  must  be 
submitted  to  shov:  that  enough  liming  material  and  fertilizer  v/ere  applied  to  ob- 
tain ordinarily  a  good  struid. 

Pa^/ment  will  not  be  allowed  for  this  practice  if  the  seedings  are  plowed 
or  disked  under  for  green  manure  under  the  1940  prograjn. 

#        Practice  No.  8  -  Green  Manure  and  Cover  Cro-ps 

Rate  of  Fa5'-mcnt,     $1.50  per  Acre 

The  plowing  or  disking  under  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  of: 
(l)    Biennial  or  perennial  legumes  or  grasses  for  which  no  payment  for  seeding 
is  allowed  in  1940  and,  except  in  orchards,  from  which  no  crop  of  such  legumes 


or  grasses  has  ever  iDeen  harvested;   (2)  annual  leganes;  or  (3)  annual  grasses 
or  small  grains  used- as  sunmer  green  manure  crops  on  vegetable  or  orchard  land, 
or  Used  as  \'7inter  green  manure  crops. 

If  the  crop  used  is  one  v/hich  is  normally  'jinter-killed,  paj'ment  vill  be 
alloved  for  leaving  a  good  stand  and  a  good  grov/th  on  the  l?jid  instead  of  plowing 
or  disking  it  under. 

If  thj  green  manure  crop  is  gro^/n  in  an  orchard  and  sufficient  ferti- 
lizing materiel  has  been  applied  to  attain  a  good  stand  and  a  good  grc.vth  of 
such  crop,  evenly  distributed  on  the  land,  payment  will  be  allcved  for  cutting 
and  leaving  it  on  the  land  instead  of  plowing  or  disking  it  under. 

Practice  ITo .  9  -  Seeding  "inter  Cover  Crops 

Hate  of  Pa^^ment,     $1.50  per  Acre 

Tlie  seeding  of  (l)  at  least  25  pounds  per  acre  of  7,-inter  vetch  not 
later  than  September  15,  19-10,   {2)  at  least  15  pounds  of  crimson  clover  not  late 
than  August  15,  1940,  or  (5)  at  least  £0  pour.ds  of  a  mixture  of  any  of  these 
not  later  than  August  15,  19-10.     Payment  v/ill  not  be  allowed  unless  the  crop 
is  left  on  the  land  as  a  v/inter  cover  crop.     V.'heat  or  rye  may  be  used  as  a 
support  crop  for  vetch. 

Practice  ITo .  10  -  Seeding  Annual  I^^egrass 

Hate  of  Payment,     $0.75  per  Acre 

The  seeding     f  at  least  20  pounds  per  acre  of  annual  ryeg  rass  no  t  later 
than  September  15,  1940,  and  the  leaving  of  the  resulting  crop  on  the  land  as  a 
winter  cover  crop. 

Practice  I'o  .  11  -  Llulchi ng  Orchard  and  Vegetable  Land 

F-ate  of  Fa;/ment,     $5  per  Ton 

The  application  of  at  least  1  ton  per  f.re  of  air-dried  strav/,  hay,  or 
finely  shredded  corn  fodder  to  orchard  Irnd  or  commercial  vegetable  land  as  a 
mulch.     Payment  will  not  be  allowed  for  the  use  of  barnyard  or  stable  manure  as 
a  mulch.     All  materials  produced  on  the  land  during  1940  from  grasses,  legumes, 
green  mnxiure,  or  cover  crops  and  the  mulching  material  are  to  be  left  on  the 
land. 

Practice  No.  12  -  Stripcropping 

V 

Hate  of  Payment,     $0.75  for  Each  2  Acres 

The  planting  and  maintenance  of  cropland  having  a  general  slope  of  over 
5  percent,  in  strips  approximately  on  the  contour.     Strips  of  intertilled  crops 
at  least  50  feet  and  not  more  than  100  feet  in  width  must  be  separated  by  strips 
of  clo  se-grov/ing  crops  of  approximately  the  same  width.     In  general,  the  width 
of  the  strips  should  become  smaller  as  the  percentage  of  slope  increases. 
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Where  available,  advice  concernin'^  the  proper  way  to  carry  out  this 
practice  should  be  obtained  in  advance  from  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  or 
the  State  Agricultural  Extension  Service. 

Practice  No.  13  -  Contour  Fiir roving  Noncrop  Open  Pasture  Land 

Rate  of  Payment,     $0.75  for  5ach  2  Acres 
This  practice  must  be  performed  in  the  following  manner: 

(1)  Mark  lines  on  the  contour  across  the  field  to  be  furro-ved.  Tnese 
lines  should  be  spaced  according  to  the  slope  of  the  land,  one 
line  for  ever;j'  2  feet  of  vertical  drop. 

(2)  Turn  double  furrows  (tivo  furrov/s  turned  tlxe  same  v,-a.y)  50  feet  lon«^ 
and  approximately  8  inches  deep  on  each  of  those  lines.  Between 
each  pair  of  50-foot  furrov;s  there  must  be  left  an  unplowed  space 
of  about  6  feet.     The  6-foot  unplovred  spaces  on  one  line  shall  be 
left  directly  above  the  50-foot  plorzed  furrows  on  the  line  directly 
belo?/  it. 

Where  available,  advice  concerning  the  proper  way  to  carry  out  this 
practice  should  be  obtained  in  advance  from  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  or 
the  State  Agricultural  Extension  Service.

Tne  construction  of  standard  terrace,  for  vwich  proper  outlets  are 
pro\'ided,  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service 
or  the  State  Agricoltural  Extension  Service.     Operators  must  obtain  the  approval 
of  the  countj'-  committee  before  performing  this  practice. 

Practice  Ho.  15  -  Liming  Cropland,  Pasture  Land,  or  Orchards

If  one-half  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carr7/ing  out  sny  practice  is 
represented  by  labor,   seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal 
agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  the  practice  shall 
not  be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance.

On  a  farm  which  has  no  acreage  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the  right 
to  earn  for  the  year  am  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-building  allow- 
ance and  the  reforestation  allowance.

The  totrl  rmount  ec?j'ned  for 
planting  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allov/ar.ce  cannot  be  larger 
than  SoO.     ?Iov/ever,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-building  allowaiice  may  also 
be  earned  by  planting  forest  trees  under  practice  lb.

A  payment  of  3  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  will  be 
computed  for  each  acre  in  the  potato  allotment.

Commercial  vegetables  means  the  acreage  of  vegetables  ajid  truck  crops 
of  v;hich  the  principal  pa,rt  of  the  production  is  sold  to  persons  not  living 
on  the  farm.     This  definition  inclrdcF,  among  others,  sTveetpotatoes,  tomatoes, 
sweet  corn,  cantaloups,   str.-xwberries ,  and  commercial  bulbs  and  f lo.wors,  out  excludes 
pota.toes,  watermelons,  peas  for  cozining  or  freeziiig,  and  sv;oot  corn  for 
canning. 

If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.     If  he  does,  there 
v/ill  be  a  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for  each 
acre  over  3. 

If  there  is  no  wheat  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  harvest  for  grain  or  for  au^/  other  purpose  pftor  reaching 
maturity  more  than  10  acres  of  wheat  or  the  usual  acreage  of  v;heat  for  the 
farm,  -.vliichever  is  larger.     If  he  does,  there  v;ill  be  a  deduction  of  50 
cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for  each  excess  acre.

gram  gives  farmers  aU  over  the  country  an 
opportunity  to  work  together  in  saving  their  soil  and  its  fertility, 
bringing  about  fairer  incomes  for  themselves,  and  assuring  consumers 
plenty  of  supplies. 

All  farmers  in  Pennsylvania  who  cooperate  in  the  1940  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program  will  be  ofl'ered  assistance  in  using  approved 
soil-building  practices  which  will  help  to  build  up  their  soU.  They 
will  also  have  the  right  to  earn  payments  by  staying  within  acreage 
allotments  for  potatoes,  wheat,  and  tobacco.  All  farmers  in  the 
commercial  vegetable  counties  will  have  the  right  to  earn  additional 
payments  by  staying  within  acreage  allotments  for  vegetables. 

The  connncrcial  vegetable  counties  are  Adams.  Allegheny,  Beaver, 
Bedford,  Berks,  Blair,  .Bucks,  Biitler,  Cambria,  Carbon,  Chester, 
Clearfield,  Clinton,  Columbia,  Crawford,  Cimiberland,  Dauphin, 
Delaware,  Erie,  Fayette,  Franklin,  Indiana,  Jefferson,  Lackawanna, 
Lancaster,  Lawrence,  Lebanon,  Lehigh,  Luzerne,  Lycoming,  Mercer, 
Montgomery,  Northampton,  Northumberland,  Philadelphia,  Schuyl- 
kill, Somerset,  Tioga,  Union,  Venango,  Washington,  Westmoreland, 
Wyoming,  and  York. 

The  1940  program  year  begins  November  1.  1939.  and  ends  Octo- 
ber 81.  1940.

REFORESTATIOiN  ALLOWANCE 


Each  farm  mil  have  a  reforestation  allowance  of  S30  in  addition  to 
the  soil-building  allowance.  Payment  will  be  allowed  for  the  plant- 
ing of  transplanted  forest  trees  (except  sugar  maples)  at  the  rate  of 
at  least  1,000  trees  per  acre.  The  planting  of  IV.  acres  of  seedlings 
at  the  rate  of  at  least  1,000  trees  per  acre  is  equivalent  to  planting 
1  acre  of  transplants.  The  planting  of  2  acres  of  sugar  maple  trees 
at  the  rate  of  at  least  500  trees  per  acre  is  equivalent  to  planting  1 
acre  of  transplants.  Shrubs  heipfid  to  wildlife  may  be  included  in 
the  planting. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  against  fire  and 
damage  hy  livestock-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance 
with  good  tree  culture  and  wildlife-management  practice. 

Payment  for  more  than  one  area,  if  smaller  than  1  acre,  will  be 
allowed  if  the  total  of  all  such  areas  on  the  farm  is  equal  to  at  least 
one-half  acre. 

The  following  varieties  of  forest  trees  are  recommended  for  plant- 
ing: Japanese  larch,  pitch  pine,  Norway  spruce,  black  locust,  red 
pine,  white  spruce,  red  oak,  white  pine,  Scotch  pine,  black  walnut. 
Banks  pine,  and  sugar  maple. 

Payment  may  be  made  for  planting  other  varieties  if  the  county 
committee,  on  the  advice  of  the  State  Extension  Forester,  approves 
the  selection. 

Payment  at  the  rate  of  $7.50  per  acre  will  be  idloweil  toward 
earning  the  reforestation  allowance. 

SOIL-BUILDING  ALLOWANCE 

Each  Pennsylvania  farmer  who  takes  part  in  this  program  is 
expected  to  use  one  or  more  of  the  soil-building  practices  which  are 
good  for  his  farm.  To  get  the  most  good  I'roni  the  program  ho  should 
use,  insofar  as  possible,  practices  which  mic  not  already  being  used 
on  the  farm.  In  order  that  the  fanner  will  know  how  many  prac- 
tices he  may  carry  out  for  payment.  :i  soil-building  allowance  will 
be  computed  for  his  farm.  This  soil-building  allowance  is  found  l)y 
first  adding  all  of  the  following  items  which  apply  to  the  farm: 

70  cents  times  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm,  not  counting 
acreage  in  the  potato,  tobacco,  and  wheat  allotments. 
Cropland  means  farm  land  which  in  1939  was  tilled  or  was 
in  regular  rotation,  not  counting  any  land  in  commercial 
orchards. 

$2  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  orchards  on  the  farui  on 
January  1,  1940.  Commercial  orchards  means  the  acreage 
in  planted  or  cuUivntcd  fruit  trees,  nut  trees,  viiu\vards, 
hops,  or  bush  fruits  on  th(>  lanu  on  .lanuary  1,  191(t.  from 


which  the  ])riiK'i])!il  part  of  the  production  is  normally  sold. 
This  dclinition  docs  not  include  nonhcaring  orchards  and 
nonl)carino:  vineyards. 
40  cents  times  the  acreage  of  fenced,  noncrop  open  pasture  land 
in  excess  of  one-half  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm. 

For  those  farms  on  whicli  the  sum  of  these  items  is  $20  or  more,  the 
soil-building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  total  of  these  cropland, 
orchard,  and  pasture  items. 

For  those  farms  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  less  than  $20, 
tlie  soil-building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  larger  of  (1)  the  sum  of 
these  cropland,  orchard,  and  pasture  items  or  (2)  the  amount  by  which 
$20  is  more  than  the  sum  of  the  allotment  payments  which  could  be 
earned  on  the  farm. 

SOIL-BUILDING  PRACTICES 

The  following  are  soil-building  practices  which  farmers  in  Pennsyl- 
vania may  carry  out  for  payment  Tinder  the  1940  Agricultural  Conser- 
vation Program.  For  each  practice  carried  out  as  specified  and  in 
accordance  with  good  farming  practices  on  the  farm,  payment  at  the 
rate  showTi  for  the  practice  will  be  allowed  toward  earning  the  soil- 
building  allowance  for  the  farm.  However,  the  total  payment  for 
carrying  out  practices  cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building 
allowance. 

If  one-half  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is  represented 
by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency  other 
than  the  .\gricultural  .•\djustment  Administration,  the  practice  shall  not  be 
counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

If  less  than  one-half  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is  represented 
by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency  other 
than  the  .Agricultural  .\dju.stment  Administration,  one-half  of  the  practice  shall 
be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-ljuildiiig  allowance. 

Trees  purchased  from  a  f "lark-McNary  Cooperative  State  Nursery  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency. 

PLANTING  FOREST  TREES 

Practice  No.  1 — Rate  of  Payment:  $7.50  per  Acre 

The  planting  of  transplanted  forest  trees  (except  sugar  maples)  at 
the  rate  of  at  least  1,000  trees  per  acre.  The  planting  of  Iji  acres  of 
seedlings  at  the  rate  of  at  least  1,000  trees  per  acre  is  equivalent  to 
planting  1  acre  of  transplants.  The  planting  of  2  acres  of  sugar 
maple  trees  at  the  rate  of  at  least  500  trees  pei-  acre  is  equivalent  to 
planting  1  acre  of  transplants.  Shrubs  helpful  to  wildlife  may  be 
included  in  the  planting.  The  trees  must  be  given  reasonable  protec- 
tion against  fire  and  damage  by  livestock-grazing  and  must  be  culti- 
vated in  accordance  with  good  tree  culture  and  wildlife-management 
practice. 
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Payment  for  more  than  one  area,  if  smaller  than  1  acre,  will  be  al- 
lowed if  the  total  of  all  such  areas  on  the  farm  is  equal  to  at  least 
one-half  acre. 

The  following  varieties  of  forest  trees  are  recommended  for  planting: 
Japanese  larch,  pitch  pine,  Norway  spruce,  black  locust,  red  pine, 
white  spruce,  red  oak,  white  pine,  Scotch  pine,  black  walnut,  Banks 
pine,  and  sugar  maple. 

Payment  may  be  made  for  planting  other  varieties  if  the  county 
committee,  on  the  advice  of  the  State  Extension  Forester,  approves  the 
selection. 

PLANTING  PROTECTIVE  SHRUBS 
Practice  No.  2 — Rate  of  Payment:  $7.50  per  Acre 

The  planting  or  transplanting  at  the  rate  per  acre  of  at  least  1,500 
shrubs  of  a  variety  which  is  helpful  to  wildlife,  which  is  recommended 
by  the  local  game  protector  of  the  Pennsylvania  Game  Commission, 
and  which  is  approved  by  the  county  committee. 

Fifteen  hundred  shrubs  planted  on  two  or  more  small  tracts  of  less 
than  1  acre  eacli  shall  be  considered  as  an  acre  even  though  the  total 
area  may  be  larger. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  against  fire  and 
damage  by  livestock-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance 
with  good  wildlife-management  practice. 

Payment  will  not  be  allowed  for  this  practice  if  the  farmer  does  not 
present  to  the  county  committee  a  certification  signed  by  a  local 
game  protector  of  the  Pennsylvania  Game  Commission  to  the  edcct 
that  the  practice  has  been  carried  out  in  accordance  with  good  wildlife- 
management  principles. 

The  farmer  should  obtain  the  advice  of  his  local  Pennsylvania 
Game  Commission  game  protector  before  performing  this  practice. 

IMPROVING  WOODLANDS 
Practice  No.  3 — Rate  of  Payment:  $3  per  .\cre 

The  improvement  of  the  stand  of  forest  trees  on  not  more  than  5 
acres  under  a  system  of  farm  woodland  and  wildlife  management 
which  includes  cutting  or  girdling  wood  trees,  or  thinning  or  [)runing 
other  trees,  or  any  combination  of  these  which  is  needed.  At  least 
100  good  timber  trees  or  trees  which  can  becon^e  good  timber  trees 
must  be  left  well  scattered  on  each  acre  of  woodland  unproved. 

Operators  must  obtain  prior  approval  of  the  county  cotumittee  and 
instructions  in  accordnnce  with  recomnuMuhitions  of  the  State  Exten- 
sion Forester  befor(>  [XM-forming  this  practice. 


EXCLUDING  LIVESTOCK  FROM  FARM  WOODLAND 


Practice  No.  4 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  for  Each  2  Acres 

The  restoration  of  farm  woodland  previously  used  for  pasture  by 
keeping  out  livestock. 

Pavment  will  be  allowed  for  each  acre  of  woodland  out  of  which 
livestock  are  kept,  but  for  not  more  than  2  acres  for  each  animal 
unit  which  is  normally  allowed  to  graze  in  the  woodland. 

.\nimal  unit  means  one  cow .  two  calves,  one  liorse,  two  colts,  five 
sheep,  or  five  goats,  or  the  equivalent  thereof. 

Operators  must  obtain  approval  of  the  county  committee  before 
perfonniiig  this  practice. 

If  under  the  193ti.  1937.  1938,  or  1939  program  a  farmer  has  received 
payment  for  constructing  fence  to  keep  livestock  out  of  woodland  or 
for  keeping  livestock  out  of  sugar  maple  orchards  or  other  wood- 
lands antl  the  county  committee  determines  that  in  1940  livestock 
were  again  allowed  by  that  farmer  to  graze  in  the  same  woodland  or 
sugar  nuiple  orchard,  an  amount  equal  to  the  previous  payments  will 
be  withheld  from  any  payment  which  would  otherwise  be  made  to 
such  fanner  under  the  1940  program. 

SEEDING  PASTURE  MIXTURES 
Practice  No.  5 — Rate  of  Payment:  $3  per  Acre 

The  seeding  per  acre  of  (1)  at  least  4  pounds  of  alsike  or  domestic 
or  Canadian  red  clover  seed,  or  mixtures  of  these,  2  pounds  of  white 
or  ladino  clover  seed,  and  6  pounds  of  bluegrass  seed  in  a  pasture 
mixture  containing  at  least  18  pounds  of  seed;  (2)  at  least  25  pounds 
per  acre  of  Cornell  pasture  mixture;  or  (3)  at  least  20  pounds  per  acre 
of  Cornell  hay  pasture  mLxtiu'e.  A\\  or  part  of  the  grass  seed  niay 
have  been  sown  in  the  fall  of  1939. 

Seeding  should  be  made  on  land  prepared  by  the  application  of 
sufficient  liming  material,  superphosphate,  and  potash  to  insure  a 
good  stand.  If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory,  evidence  satisfactory  to 
the  county  coinmittee  must  be  submitted  to  show  that  enough  liming 
material  and  fertilizer  were  applied  to  obtain  ordinarily  a  good  stand. 

Payment  will  not  be  allowed  for  this  practice  if  the  seedings  are 
plowed  or  disked  under  for  green  manure  under  the  1940  program. 

ESTABLISHING  NEW  SEEDINGS  OF  ALFALFA 

Practice  No.  6 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  hardy,  northern-grown  domestic  or  Canadian 
alfalfa.    One  of  the  following  shall  be  used: 

(1)  At  least  12  pouTids  per  acre  of  such  alfalfa  seed  sown  alone. 
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(2)  A  mixture  contahiiiig  at  least  8  poiuuls  per  acre  of  such 
alfalfa  seed,  at  least  4  pounds  of  alsike  or  domestic  or  Cana- 
dian red  clover  seed,  or  mixtures  of  these,  and  at  least  4 
pounds  of  grass  seed.  The  glass  seed  may  have  been  so\v{\ 
on  the  same  land  in  the  fall  of  1939. 

Seeding  should  be  made  on  land  prepared  by  the  application  of  suflB- 
cient  liming  material,  superphosphate,  and  potash  to  insure  a  good 
stand.  If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory,  evidence  satisfactory  to  the 
county  committee  must  be  submitted  to  show  that  enough  liming 
material  and  fertilizer  were  applied  to  obtain  ordinarily  a  good  stand. 

Payment  will  not  be  allowed  for  this  practice  if  the  seedings  are 
plowed  or  disked  under  for  green  manure  under  the  1940  program. 

ESTABLISHING  NEW  SEEDINGS  OF  CLOVER 
Practice  No.  7 — Rate  of  Payment :  SO. 75  per  Acre 

The  seeding  per  acre  of  (1)  at  least  6  pounds  of  alsike  or  domestic 
or  Canadian  red  clover  seed,  in  a  mixture  containing  at  least  12  pounds 
of  seed;  (2)  at  least  12  pounds  of  sweet  clover  and  at  least  4  pounds  of 
timothy  in  a  nuxture  containing  at  least  16  pounds;  or  (3)  at  least  4 
pounds  of  alsike  or  domestic  or  Canadian  red  clover  seed  and  at 
least  2  pounds  of  alfalfa  seed  in  a  mixture  containing  at  least  12 
pounds  of  seed.  All  or  part  of  the  timothy  or  any  other  grass  seed 
may  have  been  sown  on  the  same  land  in  the  fall  of  1939. 

Seeding  should  l>e  made  on  land  prepared  by  the  application  of  suflR- 
cient  liming  material,  superphosphate,  and  potash  to  insure  a  good 
stand.  If  the  stand  is  unsatisfactory,  evidence  satisfactory  to  the 
county  committoo  must  be  submitted  to  show  that  enough  liming 
material  and  fertilizer  were  applietl  to  obtain  ordinarily  a  good  stand. 

Payment  will  not  be  allowed  for  this  practice  if  the  seedings  are 
plowed  or  disked  under  for  green  manure  under  the  1940  program. 

GREEN  MANURE  AND  COVER  CROPS 
Practice  No.  8 — Rate  of  Pay  men  I:  SI. 50  per  Acre 

The  plowing  or  disking  under  of  a  good  stand  and  a  gooil  growth  of 
(1)  biennial  or  perennial  legumes  or  grasses  for  which  no  payment 
for  seeding  is  allowed  in  1940  and,  except  in  orchards,  from  which  no  C 
crop  of  such  legumes  or  grasses  has  ever  been  harvesteil;  (2)  annual 
legumes;  or  (3)  annual  grasses  or  small  grains  used  as  summer  green 
manure  crops  on  vegetable  or  orchard  laiul,  or  used  as  winter  green 
manure  crops.  ^ 

If  the  crop  used  is  one  which  is  normally  winter-killed,  payment  will 
be  allowed  for  leaving  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  on  the  land  in- 
stead of  plowing  or  tlisking  it  under. 
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If  the  giTcn  niannrp  crop  is  <xro\vn  in  nn  orclinid  and  sufficient  ferti- 
lizinsr  material  has  heen  apphed  to  attain  a  good  stand  and  a  gooil 
growth  of  such  crop,  evenly  distributed  on  the  land,  payment  will  be 
allowed  for  cutting  and  leaving  it  on  the  land  instead  of  plowing  or 
disking  it  under. 

SEEDING  WINTER  COVER  CROPS 
Practice  No.  9 — Rate  of  Payment:  .$1.50  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  (1)  at  least  2^  pounds  per  acre  of  winter  vetch  not 
later  than  September  15,  1940,  (2)  at  least  15  pounds  of  crimson  clo- 
ver not  later  than  August  15,  1940,  or  (3)  at  least  20  pounds  of  a  mix- 
ture of  these  not  later  than  August  15,  1940.  Payment  will  not  be 
allowed  unless  the  crop  is  left  on  the  land  as  a  winter  cover  crop. 
^\^leat  or  rye  may  be  used  as  a  support  crop  for  vetch. 

SEEDING  ANNUAL  RYEGRASS  OR  SWEET  CLOVER 

Practice  No.  10 — Rate  of  Payment:  .$0.75  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  at  least  20  pounds  per  acre  of  annual  ryegrass  not 
later  than  September  15,  1940,  or  at  least  15  pounds  per  acre  of  sweet 
clover  not  later  than  August  15,  1940.  Payment  will  not  be  allowed 
unless  the  crop  is  left  on  the  land  as  a  winter  cover  crop. 

MULCHING  ORCHARD  AND  VEGETABLE  LAND 
Practice  No.  11 — Rate  of  Payment :  $3  per  Ton 

The  application  of  at  least  1  ton  per  acre  of  air-dried  straw,  hay,  or 
finely  shredded  corn  fodder  to  orchard  land  or  commercial  vegetable 
land  as  a  mulch.  Payment  will  not  be  allowed  for  the  use  of  barnyard 
or  stable  manure  as  a  mulch.  All  nuiterials  produced  on  the  land 
during  1940  from  grasses,  legumes,  green  manure,  or  cover  crops  and 
the  mulching  material  are  to  be  left  on  the  land. 

STRIPCROPPING 

Practice  No.  12    Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  for  Each  2  Acres 

The  planting  and  maintenance  of  cropland  having  a  general  slojje 
of  over  5  percent,  in  strips  approximately  on  the  contour.  Strips  of 
intertilled  crops  at  least  50  feet  and  not  more  than  100  feet  in  width 
must  be  separated  by  strips  of  close-growing  crops  of  approximately 
the  same  width.  In  general,  the  width  of  the  strips  should  become 
smaller  as  the  percentage  of  slope  increases. 
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Where  available,  advice  concerning  the  proper  way  to  carry  out 
this  practice  should  be  obtained  in  advance  from  the  Soil  Conservation 
Service  or  the  Agricultural  Extension  Service. 

CONTOUR  FURROWING  NONCROP,  OPEN  PASTURE  LAND 
Practice  No.  13 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  for  Each  2  Acres 

This  practice  must  be  performed  in  the  following  manner: 

(1)  Mark  lines  on  the  contour  across  the  field  to  be  furroweil. 
These  lines  should  be  spaced  accorduig  to  the  slope  of  the 
land,  one  line  for  every  2  feet  of  vertical  drop. 

(2)  Turn  double  furrows  (two  furrows  turned  the  same  way)  50 
feet  long  and  approximately  8  inches  deep  on  each  of  these 
Imes.  Between  each  pair  of  50-foot  furrows  there  must  be 
left  an  unplowed  space  of  about  6  feet.  The  6-foot  un- 
plowed  spaces  on  one  Ime  shall  be  left  directly  above  the 
50-foot  plowed  furrows  on  the  line  directly  below  it. 

Wliere  available,  advice  concerning  the  proper  way  to  carry  out 
this  practice  should  be  obtained  in  advance  from  the  Soil  Conserva- 
tion Service  or  the  Agricultural  Extension  Service. 

TERRACING 

Practice  No.  14 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  for  Each  200  Linear  Feet 

The  construction  of  standard  terrace,  for  which  proper  outlets  are 
provided,  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Soil  Conserva- 
tion Service  or  the  State  Agricultural  Extension  Service.  Operators 
must  obtain  the  approval  of  the  county  committee  before  performing 
this  practice. 

LIMING  CROPLAND.  PASTURE  LAND,  OR  ORCHARDS 
Practice  No.  15 — Rate  of  Payment: 

In  Bradford,  Cameron,  C^arbon,  Elk,  Forest,  Lackawanna,  Luzerne,  McKean, 
Monroe,  Pike,  Potter,  Schuylkill,  8ulHvan,  Susquehanna,  Tioga,  Warren,  Wayne, 
and  Wyoming  Counties: 
$4  for  each — 

2,000  pounds  of  standard  pulverized  or  ground  limestone  or  oystershell. 

1,000  pounds  of  total  calcium  and  magnesium  oxides  in  pulverized  or 
ground  limestone  or  oystershell  other  than  standard,  ground 
burned  lime,  hydrated  lime,  crushed  agricultural  .slag,  artificial 
carl)onatcs  of  lime,  or  artificially  dried  marl,  which  will  jiass 
through  a  20-nu'sh  sieve  and  which  contains  all  of  the  fine  material 
produced  in  the  preparation  of  the  material. 

4,000  pounds  of  marl  (not  artiticiall.\'  dried  . 

.5,000  pounds  of  water-cooled  agricultural  slag. 

2,000  pounds  of  lump  burned  lime. 

Quantities  of  other  materials  classified  and  approved  by  the  State  com- 
mittee with  the  approval  of  the  regional  director. 


In  other  counties  of  the  State: 
$3  for  each — 

2,000  pounds  of  .standard  pulverized  or  ground  limestone  or  oystershell. 

1,000  pounds  of  total  calciiiiu  and  magnesium  oxides  in  pulverized  or 
ground  limestone  or  oystershell  other  than  standard,  ground 
burned  lime,  hydrated  lime,  crushed  agricultural  slag,  artificial 
carbonates  of  lime,  or  artificially  dried  marl,  which  will  pass 
through  a  20-niesh  sieve  and  which  contains  all  of  the  fine  material 
produced  in  the  preparation  of  the  material. 

4,000  pounds  of  marl  (not  artificially  dried). 

5.000  pounds  of  water-cooled  agricultural  slag. 

2,000  pounds  of  himp  burned  lime. 

Quantities  of  other  materials  classified  and  approved  by  the  State  com- 
mittee with  the  approval  of  the  regional  director. 

The  application  to  cropland  or  pasture  land  of  at  least  750  pounds  of 
hydrated  lime  per  acre,  500  pounds  of  ground  burned  liine  per  acre,  or 
1,000  pounds  of  other  limine:  material  per  acre,  or  the  application  to 
orchards  of  any  amount  of  liming  material. 

Standard  ground  limestone  or  standard  ground  oystershell  is  grovmd 
limestone  or  oystershell  which  analyzes  at  least  50  percent  total 
calcium  and  magnesium  oxides,  100  percent  of  which  will  pass  through 
a  20-mesh  sieve  and  which  contains  all  of  the  fine  material  produced 
in  grinding. 

LIMING  CROPLAND,  PASTURE  LAND,  OR  ORCHARDS  WITH  LIMING 

MATERIAL  FURNISHED  BY  THE  A.  A.  A. 
Practice  No.  15.A — Rate  of  Payment: 

In  Bradford,  Cameron,  Carbon,  Klk,  Forest,  Lackawanna,  Luzerne,  McKean, 
Monroe,  Pike,  Potter,  Schuylkill,  Sullivan,  Susquehanna,  Tioga,  Warren,  Wayne, 
and  Wyoming  Counties: 
$4  for  each — 

2,000  pounds  of  standard  pulverized  or  ground  limestone  or  oystershell. 

1,000  pounds  of  total  calcium  and  magnesium  oxides  in  pulverized  or 
ground  limestone  or  oystershell  other  than  standard,  ground  burned 
lime,  hydrated  lime,  crushed  agricultural  slag,  artificial  carbonates 
of  lime,  or  artificially  dried  marl,  which  will  pass  through  a  20-mesh 
sieve  and  which  contains  all  of  the  fine  material  produced  in  the 
preparation  of  the  material. 

4, ()()()  pounds  of  marl  mot  artificially  driefl). 

5,000  pounds  of  water-cooled  agricultural  slag. 

2,000  pounds  of  lump  burned  lime. 

Quantities  of  other  materials  classified  and  approved  by  the  State  com- 
mittee with  the  approval  of  the  regional  director. 
In  other  counties  of  the  State: 
$3  for  each — 

2,000  pounds  of  standard  pulverized  or  ground  limestone  or  oystershell. 

1,000  pounds  of  total  calcium  and  mugnesiuni  oxides  in  pulverized  or 
ground  limestone  or  oystershell  other  than  standard,  ground 
burned  lime,  hydrated  lime,  crushed  agricultural  slag,  artificial  carbon- 
ates of  lime,  or  artificially  dried  marl,  which  will  pass  through  a  20- 
mesh  sieve  and  which  contains  all  of  the  fine  material  produced  in 
the  preparation  of  the  material.

4,000  pounds  of  marl  (not  artificially  dried). 
5,000  pounds  of  water-cooled  agricultural  slag.

The  application  to  cropland,  pasture  land,  or  orchards  of  liming 
material  furnished  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 
In  order  for  payment  to  be  allowed  for  this  practice,  the  farmer  must 
use  at  least  750  pounds  of  hydrated  lime  per  acre,  500  pounds  of 
ground  burned  lime  per  acre,  or  1,000  pounds  of  other  liming  material 
per  acre  on  cropland,  pasture  land,  or  orchards. 

APPLYING  AVAILABLE  PHOSPHORIC  ACID 
Practice  No.  16 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  for  Each  48  Pounds 

The  application  per  acre  of  (1)  at  least  32  pounds  of  available  phos- 
phoric acid  to  perennial  or  biennial  legumes,  perennial  grasses,  win- 
ter cover  crops,  or  green  manure  crops  in  orchards  or  in  connection 
with  the  seeding  of  any  of  these  crops,  or  (2)  at  least  60  pounds  of 
available  phosphoric  acid  to  established  permanent  pasture. 

If  phosphoric  acid  is  applied  in  connection  with  a  seeding  made  in 
a  nurse  crop  which  is  harvested  for  grain,  32  pounds  of  available  phos- 
phoric acid  per  acre  will  be  deducted. 

APPLYING  TRIPLE  SUPERPHOSPHATE  FURNISHED  BY  THE  A.  A.  A 
Practice  No.  l&A— Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  for  Each  100  Pounds 

The  application  to  established  permanent  pasture  or  to  new  pasture 
seedings  after  the  nurse  crop  is  harvested  of  at  least  125  pounds  per 
acre  of  triple  superphosphate  furnished  by  the  Agricultural  Adjust- 
ment Administration. 

Triple  superphosphate  furnished  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration  cannot  be  used  on  a  nurse  crop  which  is  harvested 
for  grain. 

APPLYING  AVAILABLE  POTASH 

Practice  No.  17 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1  for  Each  50  Pounds 

The  application  of  at  least  12  poimds  per  acre  of  available  potash  to 
perennial  or  biennial  legumes,  perennial  grasses,  winter  legumes,  or 
permanent  pasture,  or  in  connection  with  the  seeding  in  1940  of  any 
of  these  crops. 
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AMOUNT  OF  PAYMENT  EARNED  ON  FARMS  WITH 
NO  ALLOTMENTS 

On  a  farm  which  lias  no  acroago  allotiiiciit,  the  farmer  has  the  right 
to  earn  for  the  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-building 
allowance  and  the  reforestation  allowance.  If  he  earns  less,  he  will  be 
paid  what  he  earns.  A  farmer  who  wants  to  earn  all  he  can  under  the 
program  on  a  farni  with  no  allotment  should  be  carefid  not  to  plant 
more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes,  and  not  to  harvest  for  grain  or  for 
any  other  purpose  after  reaching  maturity  more  than  10  acres  or  the 
usual  acreage  of  wheat  for  his  farm,  whichever  is  larger.  In  a  com- 
mercial vegetable  county  a  farnier  who  has  no  vegetable  allotment 
should  also  be  careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables  for 
market.    The  commercial  vegetable  coimties  are  listed  on  page.l. 

The  total  payment  will  be  computed  as  follows: 

Fhid  the  amount  of  the  soil-l)uildhig  payment  by  adding  together 
the  payments  for  all  soil-buikUng  practices  carried  out  at  the 
rates  sho\ni  for  the  practices.  However,  if  the  total  amount 
computed  is  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance,  the  soil- 
building  payment  will  be  equal  to  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Add  to  the  soil-building  payment  the  amount  earned  under  the 
reforestation  allowance. 

Then  subtract  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for  each 
acre  over  3  planted  to  potatoes. 

Subtract  also  50  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  of  wheat 
for  the  farm  for  each  acre  of  wheat  harvested  for  grain  or  for 
any  other  purpose  after  reaching  matin-ity  in  excess  of  the 
usual  acreage  of  wheat  set  for  the  farm.  If  no  usual  acreage 
is  set,  subtract  at  the  same  rate  for  each  acre  of  wheat  over 
10  harvested  for  grain  or  for  any  other  purpose  after  reaching 
maturity. 

In  a  commercial  vegetable  county  subtract  also  $20  for  each 

arr<'  over  3  planted  to  commercial  vegetables. 
The  remainder  will  be  the  total  payment  earned  for  the  farm. 

ACREAGE  ALLOTMENTS 

In  1940  acreage  allotments,  usual  acreages,  and  normal  yields  will 
be  set  by  county  committees  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by 
the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 

A  |iotato  allotment  will  be  set  for  each  farm  on  which  3  acres  or 
more  of  potatoes  are  usually  grown.  If  less  than  90  percent  of  the 
farm's  potato  allotment  is  planted,  the  potato  allotment  will  be 
reduced  to  110  percent  of  the  acreage  planted. 

A  wheat  allotment  is  set  for  each  farm  on  which  wheat  is  grown  if  the 
operator  of  the  farm  desires  the  allotment.  If  no  allotment  is  set  on  a 
farm  and  more  than  10  acres  are  usually  harvested  for  grain  or  for 
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any  other  purpose  after  reaching  maturity,  a  usual  acreage  of  wheat 
harvested  will  be  set  for  that  farm. 

A  tobacco  allotment  will  be  set  for  each  farm  on  w  Im  li  i(il)iicco  was 
grown  in  one  or  more  of  the  years  1935  to  1939,  inclusive,  and  farms 
on  which  tobacco  is  to  be  produced  in  1940  for  the  first  time  since  1934. 
If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's  tobacco  allotment  is  harvested, 
the  tobacco  allotment  will  be  reduced  to  110  percent  of  the  acreage 
harvested  unless  failure  to  harvest  at  least  90  percent  was  (hie  to 
flood,  drought,  hail,  or  other  abnormal  weather  conditions,  or  plaut- 
bed  diseases. 

If  more  than  10  acres  of  corn  for  grain  are  usually  grown  on  a  farm 
with  a  potato,  tobacco,  or  wheat  allotment,  a  usual  acreage  of  corn  for 
grain  will  also  be  set  for  that  farm. 

A  vegetable  allotment  will  be  set  in  a  commercial  vegetable  county 
for  each  farm  on  which  3  oi-  more  acres  of  vegetables  are  usually 
planted  to  be  sold  to  persons  not  living  on  the  farm.  If  less  than  90 
percent  of  the  farm's  vegetable  allotment  is  planted,  the  vegetable 
allotment  will  be  reduced  to  110  percent  of  the  acreage  planted. 

AMOUNT  OF  PAYMENT  EARNED  ON  ALLOTMENT  FARMS 

On  a  farm  with  any  acreage  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the  right  to 
earn  for  the  year  an  amoimt  equal  to  the  siun  of  the  soil-building 
allowance,  the  reforestation  allowance,  and  the  payments  computed 
for  aU  of  his  allotments.  If  he  does  not  carry  out  all  the  practices  ho 
may,  or  if  he  grows  more  allotment  crops  than  he  should,  the  amount 
earned  will  be  less. 

The  amount  that  is  earned  on  any  farm  with  an  allotment  is  com- 
puted hy  finding  the  smn  of  the  follo\\ang  payment  items  which  ap])ly 
to  the  farm  and  then  subtractmg  the  sum  of  the  deductions,  if  any 
apply.

A  payment  of  $7.50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
computed  under  the  reforestation  allowance.  The  total  amount 
earned  for  planting  forest  trees  luuler  the  reforestation  allowance 
cannot  be  larger  than  $30.  However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-building 
allowance  may  also  be  earned  by  plnntiiiir  forest  trees  under  i)raclicc 
No.  1. 

A  payment  oi  3  cents  per  buslu"!  times  the  normal  yi(>ld  will  he 
computed  for  each  ivcr<>  in  the  ])ot!ilo  .illotmcnt. 
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A  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  will  be 
made  tor  eadi  acre  planted  to  potatoes  over  the  potato  allotment. 

If  there  is  no  wheat  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  harvest  for  grain  or  for  any  other  purpose  after  reaching 
maturity  more  than  10  acres  of  wheat  or  the  usual  acreage  of  wheat 
for  the  farm,  whichever  is  larger.  If  he  does,  there  will  be  a  deduction 
of  50  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for  each  excess  acre. 

If  the  farm  is  in  a  commercial  vegetable  county  and  there  is  no 
v^egetable  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be  careful  not  to 
plant  more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables  to  be  sold  to  persons  not  living 
on  the  farm.  If  he  does,  there  will  be  a  deduction  of  $20  for  each 
acre  over  3.  Vegetables,  as  defined  under  the  program,  do  not 
include  potatoes. 

A  farmer  shoidd  also  be  careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  10  acres 
or  the  usual  acreage  of  com  for  grain,  whichever  is  greater.  If  he  does, 
there  will  be  a  deduction  of  $10  for  each  excess  acre.

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for 
each  soil-building  practice  carried  out.  The  payment  for  practices 
cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-biulding  allowance.

Commercial  vetjetables  means  the  acreage  of  vegetables  and  trucl< 
crops  of  which  the  principal  part  of  the  production  is  sold  to  persons 
not  living  on  the  farm.  This  definition  includes,  among  others, 
sweetpotatoes,  tomatoes,  sweet  corn,  cantaloups,  strawberries,  and 
commercial  bulbs  atul  flowers,  but  excludes  Irish  potatoes,  peas  for 
canning  or  freezing,  watermelons,  and  sweet  corn  for  canning. 

If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.  If  he  does,  there 
will  l)e  a  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for 
each  acre  over  3. 

If  there  is  no  wheat  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  harvest  for  grain  or  for  any  other  purpose  after  reaching 
maturity  more  than  10  acres  of  wheat  or  the  usual  acreage  of  wheat 
for  the  farm,  whichever  is  larger.  If  he  does,  there  will  he  a  deduction 
of  50  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for  each  e.xcess  acre.

Supez'phosphate  and  liming  niatorial  will  be  furnished  in  some 
counties  in  Pennsylvania  to  farmers  who  want  those  materials  in  place 
of  a  payment.  Complete  instructions  for  handling  this  provision 
will  be  furnished  the  county  committees.  See  your  coimty  or  com- 
munity committeeman  for  information.

gives  farmers  all  over  the  country  an  oppor- 
tunity^ to  work  together  in  saving  their  soil  and  its  fertility,  bringing 
about  fairer  incomes  for  themselves,  and  assuring  consumers  plenty  of 
supplies. 

All  farmers  in  Rliode  Island  who  cooperate  in  the  1940  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program  will  be  offered  assistance  in  using  approved 
soil-building  practices  which  wUl  help  to  build  up  their  soil.  They 
will  also  have  the  right  to  earn  payments  by  staying  mthin  acreage 
allotments  for  potatoes  and  vegetables. 

The  1940  program  year  begins  November  1,  1939,  and  ends  Octo- 
ber 31,  1940. 

WOODLAND  REHABILITATION  ALLOWANCE 

Each  fa.-m  in  Rhode  Island  mU  have  a  woodland  rehabilitation 
allowance  of  $60.  This  allowance  may  be  earned  by  ehminating  the 
fire  hazard,  improving  the  remaining  stand  of  forest  trees,  and  pro- 
viding for  the  restoration  of  a  full  stand  of  forest  trees  on  woodland 
which  constitutes  a  serious  fire  hazard  as  a  result  of  the  September 
1938  hurricane  damage.    The  work  must  be  done  with  the  prior

approval  of  the  county  committee  and  in  accordance  with  instructions 
issued  by  the  count}"  committee  and  approved  by  the  State  conmiittee. 

This  aUowance  is  not  included  in  the  sod-building  allowance. 

Payment  at  the  rate  of  $4  for  each  acre  on  which  this  work  is  cor- 
rectly done  will  be  fillowed  toward  earning  the  woodland  reliabilita- 
tion  allowance. 

REFORESTATION  ALLOWANCE 

Each  farm  wdl  have  a  reforestation  allowance  of  $30  in  addition  to 
the  sod-building  allowance. 

Tliis  reforestation  aUowance  may  be  earned  by  planting  trans- 
planted forest  trees  at  the  rate  of  at  least  1,000  trees  per  acre  spaced 
approximately  6  by  6  feet.  One  thousand  trees  planted  on  two  or 
more  smaU  tracts  of  less  than  1  acre  each  shall  be  consitlered  as  an 
acre  even  though  the  total  area  may  be  larger.  Shi-ubs  licliifiil  to 
wildlife  may  be  included  in  the  planting. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  from  damage  by 
livestock-grazing  and  fire  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance  with 
good  ti'ee  cidture  and  wildlife-management  practice. 

Species  of  trees  approved  for  planting  are:  Red  pme,  white  pine, 
Norway  spruce,  white  spruce,  red  spruce,  balsam  lir,  sugar  maple, 
white  maple,  red  maple,  hemlock,  tulip  poplar,  white  birch,  yellow 
birch,  black  birch,  beech,  white  ash,  red  oak,  wliite  oak,  basswood, 
hickory,  and  elm. 

Payment  at  the  rate  of  $7.50  per  acre  will  be  allowed  toward  earn- 
ing the  reforestation  allowance. 

SOIL-BUILDING  ALLOWANCE 

Each  Rhode  Island  farmer  who  takes  part  in  this  program  is  ex- 
pected to  use  one  or  more  of  the  soil-building  practices  which  are 
good  for  his  farm.  To  get  the  most  good  from  the  program  he  should 
use,  insofar  as  possible,  practices  wliich  are  not  already  being  used  on 
his  farm.  In  order  that  the  farmer  will  Icnow  how  man}^  practices  he 
may  carry  out  for  payment,  a  sod-building  allowance  will  be  com- 
puted for  his  farm.  This  soil-building  allowance  is  found  by  first 
adding  aU  of  the  following  items  which  apply  to  the  farm: 

70  cents  times  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm,  not  counting 
acreage  in  the  potato  allot inenl.  Cropland  moans  farm 
land  which  in  1939  was  tilled  or  was  in  regular  rotation,  not 
counthig  any  land  in  commercial  orchards. 

$2  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  oirhards  on  the  farm  on 
January  1,  1940.  Commercial  orchards  moans  the  acreage 
in  planted  or  cultivated  fruit  trees,  nut  troos,  vineyards, 
hops,  or  bush  fruits  on  the  farm  on  January  1,  1940,  from 
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which  the  principal  part  of  the  prothiction  is  normally  sold. 
This  definition  does  not  include  nonbearing  orchards  and 
nojibearing  vineyards. 
40  cents  times  the  acreage  of  fenced,  noncrop  open  pasture  land 
in  excess  of  one-half  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm. 

For  those  farms  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  $20  or  more,  the 
soil-building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  total  of  these  cropland, 
pasture,  and  orchard  items. 

For  those  farms  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  less  than  $20, 
the  soil-building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  larger  of  (1)  the  sum 
of  these  cropland,  orchard,  and  pasture  items  or  (2)  the  amount  by 
which  $20  is  more  than  the  sum  of  tlie  allotment  payments  which 
coiUd  be  earned  on  tlie  farm. 

SOIL-BUILDING  PRACTICES 

The  following  are  soil-building  ])ractices  which  farmers  in  Rhode 
Island  may  carry  out  for  payment  under  the  1940  Agricultural  Con- 
servation Program.  For  each  practice  carried  out  as  specified  and 
in  accordance  with  good  fanning  practices  on  the  farm,  payment  at 
the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  allowed  toward  earning  the  soil- 
building  allowance  for  the  fann.  How^ever,  the  total  payment  for 
carrying  out  practices  cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-buildmg  allowance. 

If  one-half  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is  represented 
by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency  other 
than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  the  practice  shall  not  be 
counted  toward  earning  the  soil-b\iilding  allowance. 

If  less  than  one-half  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is  represented 
by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency  other 
than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  one-half  of  the  practice  shall 
be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Trees  purchased  from  a  Clark-McNary  Cooperative  State  Nursery  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency. 

LIMING  CROPLAND,  PASTURE  LAND,  OR  ORCHARDS 

Praclice  No.  1 — Rate  of  Payment:  $4.80  for  each — 

(1)  2,000  pounds  of  standard  ground  limestone,  or 
l,oOO  pounds  of  hydratcd  lime. 

(2)  1,000  pounds  of  calcium  oxide  neutralizing  equivalent  in  ground  lime- 
stone (other  than  standard)  which  will  pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve. 

The  application  per  acre  of  at  least  1 ,000  pounds  of  grotmd  limestone 
or  750  pounds  of  hydrated  hme  to  cropland,  pasture  land,  or  orchards. 

Standard  groiuid  limestone  is  limestone  which  will  analyze  at  least 
50  percent  calcium  o.xide  neutralizing  equivalents,  100  percent  of 
wlxich  will  pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve  and  which  contains  all  of  the 
fine  material  produced  in  the  grinding. 

Eqiuvalent  quantities  of  other  liming  material  approved  by  the 
State  conunittee  may  be  used.

1,000  pounds  per  acre  of  ground  limestone  or  at  least  750  pounds  per 
acre  of  hj'drated  lime  furnished  by  the  Agricultm'al  Adjustment 
Administration. 

APPLYING  SUPERPHOSPHATE 

Practice  No.  2 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.50  for  Each  100  Pounds  of  16  Percent 
Superphosphate  or  the  Equivalent 

The  application  of  16  percent  superphosphate  or  the  equivalent  (1) 
in  connection  with  the  seeding  of  alfalfa  or  clovers,  perennial  grasses, 
winter  vetch,  Austrian  field  peas,  green  manure  crops  in  orchards,  or 
permanent  pastm-e  mixtures;  or  (2)  as  a  top  dressing  on  orchard, 
pasture,  or  hay  land  sods,  or  on  green  manure  crops  in  orchards. 

Superphosphate  used  mider  the  program  as  instructed  in  the  first 
paragraph  of  this  practice  may  have  been  first  mixed  with  stable 
manure  or  used  on  dropping  boards  in  poultry  houses. 

If  superphosphate  is  used  on  a  nurse  crop  which  is  harvested  for 
grain,  200  poimds  of  16  percent  superphosphate  or  its  equivalent  per 
acre  will  be  deducted.

The  application  per  acre  of  at  least  100  poiuids  of  triple  super- 
phosphate furnished  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration 
(1)  in  connection  vdih.  the  seeding  of  alfalfa  or  clovers,  perennial 
grasses,  winter  vetch,  Austrian  field  peas,  green  manure  crops  in 
orchards,  or  permanent  pasture  mixtures,  or  (2)  as  a  top  dressing  on 
orchard,  pasture,  or  hay  land  sods,  or  on  green  manure  crops  in 
orchards. 

This  superphosphate  must  not  be  used  on  a  uurso  crop  which  is  to 
be  harvested  for  grain  or  as  a  preservative  for  manure. 

APPLYING  MURI.ATE  OF  POTASH 

Practice  No.  Z—Rate  of  Payment:  $1  for  Each  100  Pounds  of  50  Percent 
Muriate  of  Potash  or  Its  Equivalent 

The  application  of  50  percent  mxn-iate  of  potash  or  its  equivalent  to 
alfalfa,  clover,  pcrei^nial  grasses,  wmter  vetch,  Austrian  field  peas,  or 
permanent  pasture,  or  in  connection  with  the  seeding  of  these  legumes 
and  grasses. 
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SEEDING  ALFALFA 
Practice  No.  4 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  per  Acre 

On  land  suited  to  the  growth  of  alfalfa,  the  seedmg  of  at  least  10 
pounds  per  acre  of  hardy,  northem-gro\ni  domestic  or  Canadian 
alfalfa  seed,  alone  or  in  mLxtiu-es. 

The  seeding  should  be  made  on  land  prepared  by  the  application  of  at 
least  (1)  6,000  pounds  of  gromid  limestone  or  4,500  pounds  of  hydrated 
lime,  800  pounds  of  16  percent  superphosphate  or  its  equivalent,  and 
300  pounds  of  50  percent  muriate  of  potash  or  its  equivalent  per  acre, 
or  (2)  suflicient  liming  material,  superphosphate,  and  muriate  of  potash 
per  acre  to  meet  the  requirements  sho\ra  by  a  soil  test  which  conforms 
to  the  requirements  of  the  State  committee. 

SEEDING  RED  OR  ALSIKE  CLOVER 
Practice  No.  5 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  per  Acre 

The  seeding  per  acre  of  mixtures  containing  at  least  5  poimds  of 
hardy,  northem-growii  domestic  or  Canadian  red  clover  or  alsike 
clover. 

Seedhig  should  be  on  land  prepared  by  the  application  of  at  least 
(1)  2,000  poimds  of  gromid  limestone  or  1,500  poimds  of  hydrated 
lime,  600  pounds  of  16  percent  superphosphate  or  its  equivalent,  and 
200  poimds  of  50  percent  muriate  of  potash  or  its  equivalent  per  acre; 
or  (2)  sufficient  liming  material,  superphosphate,  and  potash  per  acre 
to  meet  the  requirements  shown  by  a  soil  test  which  conforms  to  the 
requirements  of  the  State  committee. 

SEEDING  PASTURE  MIXTURES 
Practice  No.  6 — Rate  of  Payment:  $3  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  pasture  mixtures  containing  at  least  2  pounds  of 
ladmo  or  white  Dutch  clover  per  acre. 

Seeding  should  be  made  on  land  prepared  by  the  application  of  at 
least  (1)  2,000  poinuls  of  ground  limestone  or  1 ,500  pounds  of  hydrated 
lime,  600  pounds  of  16  percent  superphosphate  or  its  equivalent,  and 
200  pounds  of  50  percent  muriate  of  potash  or  its  equivalent  per  acre; 
or  (2)  sufficient  liming  material,  superphosphate,  and  muriate  of 
potash  per  acre  to  meet  the  requirements  shown  hj  a  soil  test  which 
conforms  to  the  requirements  of  the  State  committee. 

SEEDING  WINTER  COVER  CROPS 
Practice  No.  7 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  per  Acre 

The  seeding  and  leaving  of  a  good  growth  of  winter  vetch  or  Austrian 
field  peas  on  the  land  as  a  winter  cover  crop.  Winter  wheat  or  rye 
may  be  used  as  a  support  crop  for  winter  vetch  or  Austrian  field  peas. 


SEEDING  ANNUAL  RYEGRASS 


Practice  No.  8 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  annual  ryegrass  and  lea\'ing  the  resulting  crop  on 
the  land  as  a  winter  cover  crop. 

GREEN  MANURE  CROPS 

Practice  No.  9 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  per  Acre 

The  plowing  or  disking  under  of  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  of 
(1)  biennial  or  perennial  legumes  or  grasses  for  which  no  payment 
for  seeding  is  allowed  in  1940  and,  except  in  orchards,  from  which  no 
crop  of  such  legumes  or  grasses  has  ever  been  harvested;  (2)  annual 
legumes;  or  (3)  annual  grasses  or  small  grains  used  as  summer  green 
manure  crops  on  vegetable  or  orchard  land,  or  used  as  winter  green 
manure  crops. 

If  the  crop  used  is  one  which  is  normally  winter-kiUed .  payment 
will  be  allowed  for  leaving  a  good  stand  and  a  good  growth  on  the 
land  instead  of  plowing  or  disking  it  under. 

If  the  crop  is  grown  in  a  commercial  oi(  lianl  and  has  not  l)een 
harvested  in  1940,  payment  will  be  allowed  for  cutting  and  leaving 
an  evenly  distributed  good  stand  and  good  growth  of  such  crop  on 
the  land  except  that  cutting  is  not  required  in  blocks  of  trees  damaged 
by  the  September  1938  hurricane. 

It  is  not  generally  good  farming  practice  to  plow  down  green  manure 
crops  if  it  will  result  in  leaving  the  land  unprotected  during  the  winter. 
It  is  recommended,  therefore,  that  crops  which  otherwise  might  be 
considered  as  green  manm-e  crops  for  1940  be  left  on  the  land  as  a 
winter  cover  wherever  it  is  possible. 

MULCHING  ORCHARD  L.\ND 
Practice  No.  10 — Rate  of  Payment:  $3  per  Ton 

The  application  of  at  least  1  ton  per  acre  of  air-dried  straw  or  hay, 
excluding  barnyard  maniu-e,  to  orchard  or  vegetable  land  as  a  nudch. 
All  materials  produced  on  the  land  during  1940  from  grasses,  legumes, 
green  manure  crops,  or  cover  crops,  as  well  as  the  nuilching  material, 
are  to  be  left  on  the  land. 

Cotton  waste  and  wool  waste  may  be  used,  but  ])aynient  will  be 
allowed  for  only  50  percent  of  the  air-dry  weight. 

IMPROVING  WOODLANDS 
Practice  No.  11 — Rate  of  Payment:  $.3  per  .\cre 

The  improvement  of  the  stand  of  forest  ircc-s  under  a  system  of 
farm  woodland  and  wildlife  nuuuigement  which  includes  ])runing  or 
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tliinninij  or,  if  needed,  both.  At  least  100  good  timber  trees  or  trees 
which  can  become  good  timber  trees  must  be  left  well  scattered  on 
each  acre  of  woodland  improved. 

Operators  must  obtain  prior  approval  from  the  county  committee 
and  must  carry  out  the  practice  in  accordance  with  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  State  or  Extension  forester. 

The  following  are  recoimuended  as  desii'able  species  for  development: 


Red  pine. 
Wliite  pine. 
Norway  spruce. 
White  spruce. 
Red  spruce. 
Balsam  fir. 
Sugar  maple. 


White  maple. 
Red  maple. 
Hemlock. 
Tulip  poplar. 
White  birch.

White  ash. 
Red  oak. 
White  oak. 
Basswood. 
Hickory. 
Elm. 


PLANTING  FOREST  TREES 
Practice  No.  12 — Rate  of  Payment:  $7.50  per  Acre 

The  planting  of  transplanted  forest  trees  at  the  rate  of  at  least  1 ,000 
trees  per  acre  spaced  appro.ximately  6  by  6  feet.  One  thousand  trees 
planted  on  two  or  more  small  tracts  of  less  than  1  acre  each  shall  be 
considered  as  an  acre,  even  though  the  total  area  may  be  larger. 
Shrubs  helpful  to  wildlife  may  be  included  in  the  planting. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  against  damage 
by  livestock-grazing  and  fire  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance 
with  good  tree  culture  and  wildlife-management  practice. 

Species  of  trees  approved  for  planting  are  those  Hsted  under  practice 
No.  11.  Other  varieties  may  be  planted  if  the  county  committee, 
upon  ad\'ice  of  the  State  or  Extension  forester,  approves  the  selection. 


EXCLUDING  LIVESTOCK  FROM  FARM  WOODLAND 
Practice  No.  IS— Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  for  Each  2  Acres 

The  restoration  of  farm  woodland  previously  used  for  pasture  by 
keeping  out  livestock. 

Pajmaent  will  be  allowed  for  each  acre  of  woodland  out  of  which 
livestock  are  kept,  but  for  not  more  than  2  acres  for  each  animal  unit 
which  is  normally  allowed  to  graze  in  the  woodland. 

Animal  unit  means  1  cow,  2  calves,  1  horse,  2  colts,  5  sheep,  or  5 
goats,  or  the  equivalent  thereof. 

The  operator  must  obtain  the  approval  of  the  county  committee 
before  performing  this  practice. 

If  under  the  1936,  1937,  1938,  or  1939  program  a  farmer  has  received 
payment  for  constructing  fence  to  keep  livestock  out  of  woodland  or 
for  keeping  livestock  out  of  sugar  maple  orchards  or  other  woodlands 
ajid  the  coxmty  committee  determines  that  in  1940  livestock  were 


again  allowed  by  that  farmer  to  graze  in  the  same  woodland  or  sugar 
maple  orchard,  an  amount  equal  to  the  previous  payments  will  be 
withheld  from  any  payment  which  would  otherwise  be  made  to  such 
farmer  under  the  1940  program. 

STRIPCROPPING 
Practice  No.  14 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  for  Each  2  Acres 

The  planting  of  cropland  in  strips  on  the  contour.  Strips  of  inter- 
tilled crops  must  be  separated  by  strips  of  close-growing  crops. 

This  practice  must  be  carried  out  m  accordance  with  plans  recom- 
mended by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  and  approved  in.  advance 
by  the  county  committee. 

CONTOUR  FARMING 
Practice  No.  15 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  for  Each  4  Acres 

The  cultivation  of  intertilled  crops  on  the  contour. 

This  practice  must  be  carried  out  in  accordance  with  plans  recom- 
mended by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  and  approved  m  advance 
by  the  coimty  committee. 

TERRACING 

Practice  No.  16 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  for  Each  200  Linear  Feet 

The  construction  of  standard  terraces  for  which  proper  outlets  are 
provided. 

This  practice  must  be  carried  out  in  accordance  with  plans  recom- 
mended by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  and  approved  m  advance 
by  the  county  committee. 

SANDING  CRANBERRY  BOGS 
Practice  No.  17 — Rate  of  Payment:  $7.50  per  .\cre 

The  application  of  sand,  free  from  stones  or  loam,  to  a  depth  of  at 
least  one-half  inch  on  fruiting  cranberry  bogs  to  prevent  soil  deterio- 
ration and  decline  in  the  productive  capacity  of  the  laud. 

The  coimty  committee  will  require  proof  of  the  amount  of  sand 
applied  per  acre. 

AMOUNT  OF  PAYMENT  EARNED  ON  FARMS  WITH  NO 

ALLOTMENTS 

On  a  farm  which  hns  no  acreage  alio! incut .  the  f;ii-nici'  tlic  riLiht 
to  earn  for  the  year  an  ninoiint  cqunl  to  tlic  sum  of  the  s(iil-l)uil(HnLr 
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allowance,  the  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance,  and  the  refoi-estation 
allowance.  If  he  earns  less,  he  will  be  paid  what  he  earns.  A  farmer 
who  wants  to  earn  all  he  can  under  the  program  on  a  farm  with  no 
allotment  should  be  careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables 
for  market  and  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes. 
The  total  payment  will  be  computed  as  follows: 

Find  the  amount  of  the  soil-building  payment  by  adding  together 
the  payments  for  all  soil-building  practices  carried  out  at  the 
rates  shown  for  the  practices.  However,  if  the  total  amount 
computed  is  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance,  the  soil- 
building  payment  will  be  equal  to  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Add  to  the  soil-building  paj'ment  the  amount  earned  under  the 
reforestation  allowance. 

Add  also  the  amount  earned  under  the  woodland  rehabilitation 
allowance. 

Then  subtract  $20  for  each  acre  over  3  planted  to  commercial 
vegetables. 

Subtract  also  30  cents  ])er  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for  each 

acre  over  3  planted  to  potatoes. 
The  remainder  will  be  the  total  payment  earned  for  the  farm. 

ACREAGE  ALLOTMENTS 

In  1940  acreage  allotments,  usual  acreages,  and  normal  jdelds  will 
be  set  by  county  committees  in  accordance  mth  instructions  issued 
by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 

A  potato  allotment  will  be  set  on  each  farm  that  usually  grows  3 
acres  or  more  of  potatoes.  If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's  potato 
allotment  is  planted,  the  potato  allotment  will  be  reduced  to  110 
percent  of  the  acreage  planted. 

If  more  than  10  acres  of  corn  for  grain  are  usually  grown  on  a  farm 
^vith  a  potato  allotment,  a  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain  will  also  be 
set  for  that  farm. 

A  vegetable  allotment  will  be  set  for  each  farm  on  which  3  or  more 
acres  of  vegetables  are  usually  planted  to  be  sold  to  persons  not  living 
on  the  farm.  If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's  vegetable  allotment 
is  planted,  the  vegetable  allotment  will  be  reduced  to  110  percent  of 
the  acreage  planted. 

AMOUNT  OF  PAYMENT  EARNED  ON  ALLOTMENT  FARMS 

On  a  farm  with  any  acreage  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the  right  to 
earn  for  the  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-building  allow- 
ance, the  reforestation  allowance,  the  woodland  rehabilitation  allow- 
ance, and  the  pa^mients  computed  for  all  of  his  allotments.  If  he  does 
not  carry  out  all  the  practices  he  may,  or  if  he  grows  more  allotment 
crops  than  he  shoxdd,  the  amount  will  be  less. 

The  amount  that  is  earned  on  any  farm  with  an  allotment  is  com- 
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puted  by  finding  the  sum  of  the  following  payment  items  whioli  apph' 
to  the  farm  and  then  subtracting  the  sum  of  the  deductions,  if  any 
apply. 

FARMS  WITH  POTATO  ALLOTMENTS 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for 
each  soil-building  practice  carried  out.  The  pajmient  for  practices 
cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

A  payment  of  S4  will  be  computed  for  each  acre  of  woodland  cleared 
under  the  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance.  The  total  amount  can- 
not be  larger  than  $60. 

A  payment  of  $7.50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
computed  under  the  reforestation  allowance.  The  total  amount 
earned  for  planting  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allowance  cannot 
be  larger  than  $30.  However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-building  allowance 
may  also  be  earned  by  plantmg  forest  trees  under  practice  No.  12. 

A  payment  of  3  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  of  potatoes 
per  acre  will  be  computed  for  each  acre  in  the  potato  allotment. 

A  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  }'icld  will  be 
made  for  each  acre  planted  to  jDotatoes  over  the  potato  allotment. 

If  there  is  no  vegetable  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should 
be  careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  vegetables  to  be  sold  to 
persons  not  living  on  the  farm.  If  he  does,  there  will  be  a  deduction  of 
$20  for  each  acre  over  3.  Vegetables,  as  defined  under  the  program, 
do  not  include  potatoes. 

A  farmer  should  also  be  careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  10  acres 
or  the  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain,  whichever  is  greater.  If  he 
does,  there  will  be  a  deduction  of  $10  for  each  excess  acre. 

FARMS  WITH  VEGETABLE  ALLOTMENTS 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for 
each  soil-building  practice  carried  out.  The  payment  for  practices 
cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

A  payment  of  $4  will  be  computed  for  each  acre  of  woodland  cleared 
imder  the  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance.  The  total  amount 
cannot  be  larger  than  $60. 

A  payment  of  $7.50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
computed  mider  the  reforestation  allowance.  The  total  amoimt  earned 
for  planting  foz'est  trees  mider  the  reforestation  allowance  cannot  be 
larger  than  $30.  However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-building  allowance 
may  also  be  earned  by  planting  forest  trees  under  practice  No.  12. 

A  payment  of  $1.50  will  be  computed  for  each  acre  in  the  vegetable 
allotment. 

A  deduction  of  $20  will  be  made  for  each  acre  planted  to  commercial 
vegetables  over  the  vegetable  allotment. 
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Commercial  vegetables  means  the  acreage  of  vegetables  and  truck 
crops  of  which  the  principal  part  of  the  production  is  sold  to  persons 
not  living  on  the  farm.  This  definition  includes,  among  others, 
sweetpotatoes,  tomatoes,  sweet  corn,  cantaloups,  strawberries,  and 
commercial  bulbs  and  flowers,  but  excludes  potatoes,  peas  for  canning 
or  freezing,  watermelons,  and  sweet  corn  for  canning. 

If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
carefid  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.  If  he  does,  there 
will  be  a  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for 
each  acre  over  3. 

INCREASE  OF  PAYMENTS 

There  will  be  added  to  each  person's  share  of  the  farm  payment,  if 
that  share  is  less  than  $200,  the  amount  of  increase  iadicated  in  the 


following:

S20  or  less   40  percent. 

$21  to  S40   $8,  plus  20  percent  of  amount  over  $20. 

$41  to  $60.   $12,  plus  10  percent  of  amount  over  $40. 

$61  to  $186   $14. 

$187  to  $200   Enough  to  increase  payment  to  $200. 


COUNTY  ADMINISTRATIVE  EXPENSE 

There  will  be  deducted,  from  each  person's  payment,  his  share  of 
the  expense  of  administering  the  program  in  his  county. 

FURNISHING  MATERIALS 

Superphosphate  and  liming  material  will  be  furnished  in  some 
counties  in  Rhode  Island  to  farmers  who  want  those  materials  in 
place  of  a  paj^ment.  Complete  instructions  for  handling  this  pro- 
vision will  be  furnished  the  county  committees.  See  your  local 
county  or  community  committeeman  for  information.

-■-  gives  farmers  all  over  the  country  an  oppor- 
tunity to  work  together  in  saving  their  soil  and  its  fertility,  bringing 
about  fairer  incomes  for  themselves,  and  assuring  consumers  plenty 
of  supplies. 

All  farmers  in  Vermont  who  cooperate  in  the  1940  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program  will  be  offered  assistance  in  using  approved 
soil-building  practices  which  will  help  to  build  up  their  soil.  They 
will  also  have  the  right  to  earn  payments  by  staying  within  acreage 
allotments  for  potatoes.  Farmers  in  Chittenden  County  will  have 
the  right  to  earn  additional  payments  by  staying  within  acreage 
allotments  for  vegetables. 

The  1940  program  year  begins  November  1,  1939,  and  end.- 
October  31,  1940. 

WOODLAND  REHABILITATION  ALLOWANCE 

Each  farm  in  Caledonia,  Essex,  Lamoille,  Orange,  Orleans,  Wasli- 
ington,  Windham,  and  Windsor  Counties  will  have  a  woodland 
rehabilitation  allowance  of  $60.    This  allowance  may  be  earned  on 
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woodland  which  constitutes  a  serious  fire  hazard  as  a  result  of  the 
September  1938  hurricane  damage,  by  eliminating  the  fire  hazard, 
improving  the  remaining  stand  of  forest  trees,  and  providing  for  the 
restoration  of  a  full  stand  of  forest  trees.  The  work  must  be  done 
with  the  prior  approval  of  the  coimty  committee  and  in  accordance 
with  instructions  issued  by  the  county  committee  aiul  ;ii)])roved  by 
the  State  committee. 

This  allowance  is  not  included  in  the  soil-budding  allowance. 

Payment  at  the  rate  of  S4  for  each  acre  on  wliich  this  work  is  cor- 
rectly done  will  be  allowed  toward  earnmg  the  woodland  rehabilitation 
allowance. 

REFORESTATION  ALLOWANCE 

Each  farm  will  have  a  reforestation  allowance  of  $30  m  addition 
to  the  soU-building  allowance.  This  reforestation  allowance  may  be 
earned  by  planting  transplanted  forest  trees  at  the  rate  of  at  least 
1,000  trees  per  acre.  One  thousand  trees  planted  on  two  or  more 
small  tracts  of  less  than  1  acre  each  shall  be  considered  as  an  acre, 
even  though  the  total  area  ma}'  be  larger.  Shrubs  hel])ful  to  wildlife 
may  be  included  in  the  planting. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  against  fire  and 
damage  by  Hvestock-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance 
with  good  tree  culture  and  wildlife-management  practice.  AVlien 
white-pine  plantings  are  made,  cm-rant  and  gooseberry  bushes  within 
1,000  feet  of  the  planting  site  must  be  removed. 

Payment  at  the  rate  of  $7.50  per  acre  wUl  be  allowed  toward  earning 
the  reforestation  allowance. 

SOIL-BUILDING  ALLOWANCE 

Each  Vermont  farmer  who  takes  part  in  this  program  is  expected 
to  use  one  or  more  of  the  soil- building  practices  wliich  are  good  for 
his  farm.  To  get  the  most  good  from  the  program  he  should  use, 
insofar  as  possible,  practices  wliich  are  not  already  being  used  on 
the  farm.  In  order  that  the  farmer  will  laiow  how  uuiny  practices 
he  may  carry  out  for  payment,  a  soil-building  allowance  will  be  cojn- 
puted  for  his  farm.  This  soil-building  allowance  is  found  l)y  first 
adding  all  of  the  following  items  which  apph''  to  tlic  I'.irin: 

70  cents  times  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  lanu.  not  counting 
acreage  in  the  potato  allotment.  Cropland  lucnns  iann 
land  which  in  1939  was  tilled  or  was  in  regular  lotnticui,  not 
counting  any  land  in  commercial  orchards. 
$2  times  the  acreage  of  commercial  orchards  on  the  farm  on 
January  1,  1940.  Commercial  orchards  moans  the  acreage 
in  planted  or  cultivated  fruit  trees,  nut  trees,  vineyards, 
hops,  or  bush  fruits  on  (he  farm  on  rlaiiuarv  1,  1940,  from 


which  the  {)rincii)al  part  of  the  production  is  normally  sold. 
This  definition  docs  not  include  nonbearing  orchards  and 
nonbearing  vineyards. 
40  cents  times  the  acreage  of  fenced,  noncrop,  open  pasture  land 
in  excess  of  one-half  the  acreage  of  cropland,  on  the  farm. 

For  those  farms  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  $20  or  more,  the 
soil-building  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  total  of  these  cropland, 
orchard,  and  pasture  items. 

For  those  fanns  on  which  the  sum  of  these  items  is  less  than  $20, 
the  soil-biulding  allowance  will  be  equal  to  the  larger  of  (1)  the  smn 
of  these  cro])land,  orchard,  and  pasture  items;  or  (2)  the  amount  by 
which  $20  is  more  than  the  sum  of  the  allotment  payments  which 
coidd  be  earned  on  the  farm. 

SOIL-BUILDING  PRACTICES 

The  following  are  soil-building  practices  which  farmers  in  Vermont 
may  carry  out  for  paAauent  mider  the  1940  Agricultural  Conservation 
Program.  For  each  practice  carried  out  as  specified  and  in  accordance 
with  good  farming  practices  on  the  farm,  payment  at  the  rate  shown 
for  the  practice  wdl  be  allowed  toward  earning  the  soil-building  al- 
lowance for  the  farm.  However,  the  total  pajmaent  for  carrying 
out  practices  cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

If  one-half  or  more  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is  represented 
by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  bj'  a  State  or  Federal  agency  other 
than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  the  practice  shall  not  be 
counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

If  less  than  one-half  of  the  total  cost  of  carrying  out  any  practice  is  represented 
by  labor,  seed,  trees,  or  materials  furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency  other 
than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  one-half  of  the  practice  shall 
be  counted  toward  earning  the  soil-building  allowance. 

Trees  purchased  from  a  Clark-McNary  Cooperative  State  Nursery  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  be  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency. 

LIMING  CROPLAND,  PASTURE  LAND,  OR  ORCHARDS 

Practice  No.  1 — Rate  of  Payment: 

Addisox,  Chittenden,  Fhanklin,  and  Rutland  Counties. — $4.50  for 
each  1,000  pounds  of  total  calcium  oxide  or  equivalent  in  magnesium 
oxide  (1)  in  ground  limestone  which  will  pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve 
and  which  contains  all  of  the  fine  material  produced  in  grinding,  or  (2) 
in  other  liming  materials. 

All  other  counties  in  the  State. — $5.00  for  each  1,000  pounds  of  total 
calcium  oxide  or  equivalent  in  magnesium  oxide  (1)  in  ground  limestone 
which  will  pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve  and  which  contains  all  of  the 
fine  material  produced  in  grinding,  or  (2)  in  other  liming  materials. 

The  apphcation  to  cropland,  pasture  land,  or  orchards  of  at  least 
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500  pounds  per  acre  of  total  calcium  oxide,  or  its  equivalent  of  mag- 
nesium oxide  in  liming  materials. 

If  a  farmer  uses  any  material  which  is  not  registered  with  the  State 
regulatory  service,  he  must  submit  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  county 
committee  as  to  the  calcium  oxide  neutralizing  equivalent  content 
and,  in  the  case  of  ground  limestone,  the  percentage  of  the  jnaterial 
which  will  pass  tlu'ough  a  20-mesh  sieve. 

Liming  material  should  be  applied  to  cropland,  pasture  land,  or 
orchards  according  to  the  need  as  determined  by  a  soil  test.  If  the 
farmer  cannot  get  a  soil  test,  he  must  be  sure  to  use  as  much  liming 
material  as  he  needs  to  get  good  results  on  his  farm.  If  he  does  not 
use  this  much,  payment  for  the  practice  will  not  be  allowed. 

LIMING  CROPLAND,  PASTURE  LAND,  OR  ORCHARDS  WITH  LIMING 
MATERIAL  FURNISHED  BY  THE  A.  A.  A. 

Practice  No.  lA — Rate  of  Payment: 

Addison,  Chittenden,  Franklin,  and  Rutland  Coitnties. — $4.50  for 
each  1,000  pounds  of  total  calcium  oxide  or  equivalent  in  magnesium 
oxide  (1)  in  ground  limestone  which  will  pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve 
and  whicli  contains  all  of  the  fine  material  prodiicod  in  grinding,  or  (2) 
in  other  liming  materials. 

All  other  counties  in  the  State. — $5.00  for  eacli  1,000  pounds  of  total 
calcium  oxide  or  equivalent  in  magnesium  oxide  (1)  in  ground  limestone 
which  will  pass  through  a  20-mesh  sieve  and  which  contains  all  of  the 
fine  material  produced  in  grinding,  or  (2)  in  other  liming  materials. 

The  application  to  cropland,  pastiu-c  land,  or  orchards  of  at  least 
500  poimds  per  acre  of  calcium  oxide  or  the  equivalent  of  magiiesimn 
oxide  in  liming  materials  furnished  hj  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Administration . 

Liming  material  should  be  applied  to  cropland,  pasture  land,  or 
orchards  according  to  the  need  as  determined  hy  a  soil  test.  If  the 
farmer  cannot  get  a  soil  test,  he  must  be  s\ire  to  use  as  much  liming 
material  as  he  needs  to  get  good  results  on  his  fann.  If  he  docs  not 
tise  this  miich,  payment  for  the  practice  will  not  be  allowetl. 

APPLYING  AVAILABLE  PHOSPHORIC  ACID 

Practice  No.  2— Rate  of  Fai/iucnt:  $1.50  for  Each  48  Pounds 

The  application  per  acre  nf  at  least  48  ixuinds  of  a\aila])le  phos- 
phoric acid  (300  poiuids  i>l'  It)  percent  or  21i)  poniid^  of  20  percent 
superphosphate)  alone,  or  at  least  24  ikhiihIs  in  cdnihination  with 
other  fertilizing  material,  as  a  to])  dressinsx  on  ])eiennial  or  biennial 
legumes  or  ])erennial  grasses  or  in  i)i'e|)ai'ation  foi'  siM^ding  these  legumes 
or  grasses. 

Phosplioric  acid  may  he  used  as  a  |)i-es(>i-\  a  I  i\ c  on  farm  manures 


that  are  to  bp  used  on  ostal)lislio(l  sod  or  hi  connoction  with  tho  seod- 
hig  oi  l)iennial  or  i)orennial  logumos  or  perennial  grasses.  Payment 
will  not  be  allowed  for  using  superphosphate  ui  this  way  unless  at 
least  1  pound  of  IG  or  20  perrent  suj)erphosphate  or  the  equivalent 
is  used  each  day  for  each  mature  cow  or  other  animal  unit. 

Other  animal  unit  nu'ans  1  horse,  2  colts,  5  sheep,  2  calves,  or  100 
hens. 

\Vlien  phosphoric  acid  is  used  on  a  luu'se  crop  which  is  harvested 
for  grain,  payment  w  ill  \)v  allowed  only  for  the  amount  iised  over  32 
poimds  per  acre. 

APPLYING  SUPERPHOSPHATE  FURNISHED  BY  THE  A.  A.  A. 
Practice  No.  2X—Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  for  Each  100  Pounds 

The  application  per  acre  of  at  least  100  pounds  of  triple  super- 
phosphate or  the  ecfuivalent  furnished  by  the  AgricuUiiral  Adjust- 
ment Afhninistration,  as  a  top  dressing  on  biennial  or  perennial 
legumes  or  perennial  grasses,  or  worked  into  the  soil  in  preparation 
for  seeding  these  legumes  or  grasses. 

Phos])horic  acid  may  be  used  as  a  preservative  on  farm  manures 
that  are  to  be  used  on  established  sod  or  in  connection  with  the  seed- 
ing of  biennial  or  perennial  legumes  or  perennial  grasses.  Payment 
will  not  be  allowed  for  using  superphosphate  in  this  way  unless  at 
least  1  pound  of  16  or  20  percent  superphosphate  or  the  equivalent 
is  used  each  day  for  each  mature  cow  or  other  animal  unit. 

Other  animal  unit  means  1  horse,  2  colts,  5  sheep,  2  calves,  or  100 
hens. 

This  super])hosi)hate  shall  not  be  used  on  a  nurse  crop  which  is 
to  be  harvested  for  grain. 

APPLYING  AVAILABLE  POTASH 

Practice  No.  3 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1  for  Each  50  Pounds 

The  application  per  acre  of  at  least  50  poimds  of  available  potash 
(100  pounds  of  50  percent  muriate  of  potash)  alone,  or  at  least  18 
pounds  in  combination  with  other  fertilizing  material,  as  a  top 
dressing  on  i)erennial  or  biennial  legumes  or  i)erennial  grasses  or  in 
preparation  for  seeding  these  legumes  or  grasses. 

SEEDING  BIENNIAL  LEGUMES 
Practice  No.  4 — Rate  of  Payment:  $0.75  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  at  least  5  pounds  per  acre  of  hardy,  northern-grown 
domestic  or  Canadian  medium  red  clover  seed  or  an  ecjuivalent  amount 
of  other  legume  seed  alone  or  in  mixtures  containing  timothy  or 
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redtop  on  land  supplied  with  sufficient  lime  and  fertilizer  to  obtain 
a  good  stand. 

The  following  are  the  equivalents  of  1  pound  of  medium  red  clover: 
pound  alsike  clovei',  K  pound  ladino  clover,  %  pouiul  white  Dutch 
clover,  and,  when  used  in  a  niixtm-e,  1  pound  alfalfa. 

If  the  land  is  not  natiu-ally  supphed  with,  sufficient  lime,  phos- 
phorus, and  potash,  the  amoimt  of  liming  material  indicated  by  a 
soil  test  should  be  applied  at  least  6  months  in  advance  of  seeding 
and  the  phosphorus  and  potash  needed  should  be  applied  at  the 
time  of  seeding. 

SEEDING  ALFALFA 
Practice  No.  5 — Rate  of  Payment:  $1.50  per  Acre 

The  seeding  of  at  least  10  pounds  per  acre  of  hardy,  northern- 
grown  domestic  or  Canadian  alfalfa  seed  (such  as  Giinmi,  Ontario 
Variegated,  Hardigan,  or  Cossack)  on  land  prepared  by  the  appli- 
cation of  sufficient  lime  and  fertilizer  to  obtain  a  good  stand. 

If  the  land  is  not  naturally  supplied  with  sufficient  lime,  i)1k).s- 
phorus,  and  potash,  the  amount  of  liming  material  indicated  by  a 
son  test  should  be  appfied  at  least  0  months  in  advance  of  seeding 
and  the  phosphorus  and  potash  needed  should  be  applied  at  the 
tune  of  seeding. 

IMPROVING  WOODLANDS 
Practice  No.  6 — Rate  of  Payment:  $3  per  Acre 

The  inii)r()vement  of  the  stand  of  forest  trees  under  a  system  of 
farm  woodland  and  wildlife  nninagement  which  includes  pruning  or 
thinning  or,  if  needed,  both.  At  least  100  good  thnber  trees  or 
trees  which  can  become  good  timber  trees  must  be  left  well  scattered 
on  each  acre  of  woodland  im])roved.  The  approval  of  the  county 
committee  must  be  obtained  before  performing  tliis  practice. 

If  priming  is  done,  it  must  be  conlincd  to  ])in('  or  spruce  not  over  (5 
inches  in  diameter  and  must  be  doiu"  with  a  saw  or  pinning  shears 
after  the  area  has  been  properly  thinned. 

EXCLUDING  LIVESTOCK  FROM  FARM  WOODLAND 
Practice  No.  7 — Rale  of  Payment:  !>0.75  for  Kach  2  .\cres 

The  rcstonilion  of  tai-in  woodljuid ,  or  sugar  maple  oi'cliards,  pre- 
viously used  for  [pasture  by  keej)ing  out  hvestock. 

Payment  will  be  allowed  for  each  acre  of  woodland  out  of  which 
livestock  are  kept,  but  for  not  more  than  2  acres  for  each  animal 
unit  which  is  normally  allowed  to  graze  in  the  woodland. 


Animal  unit  means  1  cow,  2  calves,  1  liorse,  2  colts,  5  sheep,  or 
5  goats,  or  the  equivalent  thereof. 

Tlie  operator  must  obtain  approval  of  the  comity  committee 
before  perfornung  this  practice. 

If  under  the  193G,  1937,  1938,  or  1939  program  a  farmer  has  received 
payment  for  constructing  fence  to  keep  livestock  out  of  woodland  or 
for  keeping  livestock  out  of  sugar  maple  orchards  or  other  woodlands, 
and  the  county  conmiittee  detenmncs  that  in  1940  livestock  were 
again  allowed  by  that  fanner  to  graze  in  a  part  or  all  of  the  same 
woodland  or  sugar  maple  orchard,  an  amount  equal  to  the  previous 
payments  will  be  withheld  from  any  payment  wliich  would  otherwise 
be  made  to  such  fanner  under  the  1940  program. 

PLANTING  FOREST  TREES 
Practice  No.  8 — Rate  of  Payment:  $7.50  per  Acre 

The  planting  of  transplanted  forest  trees  at  the  rate  of  at  least 
1,000  trees  per  acre.  One  thousand  trees  planted  on  two  or  more 
small  tracts  of  less  than  1  acre  each  shall  be  considered  as  an  acre, 
even  tliough  the  total  area  nuiy  be  larger.  Shrubs  helpful  to  wildlife 
may  be  included  in  the  planting. 

Areas  planted  must  be  given  reasonable  protection  against  fire  and 
damage  by  livestock-grazing  and  must  be  cultivated  in  accordance 
with  good  tree  culture  and  wildlife-management  practice.  When 
white-pine  plantings  are  made,  currant  and  gooseberry  bushes  within 
1,000  feet  of  the  planting  site  must  be  removed. 

MULCHING  ORCHARD  AND  VEGETABLE  LAND 

Practice  No.  9 — Rate  of  Payment:  $3  per  Ton 

The  application  of  at  least  1  ton  per  acre  of  air-dried  straw  or 
equivalent  mulching  material,  excluding  barnyard  manure,  to  orchard 
or  vegetable  land  as  a  mulch.  All  materials  produced  on  the  land 
during  1940  from  grasses,  legumes,  green  manure  cropfe,  or  cover 
crops,  as  well  as  the  mulching  material,  are  to  be  left  on  the  land. 

CONSTRUCTION  OF  RIP-RAP  OF  ROCK 

Practice  No.  10 — Rate  of  Payment:  $L50  for  Each  Cubic  Yard  of  Rocit  Used 

The  construction  of  a  rip-rap  or  crib  of  rocks  along  an  active  stream 
to  control  the  erosion  of  farm  land. 

AMOUNT  OF  PAYMENT  EARNED  ON  FARMS  WITH  NO 

ALLOTMENTS 

On  a  farm  which  has  no  acreage  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the 
right  to  earn  for  the  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil- 
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building  allowance,  the  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance,  if  any. 
and  the  reforestation  allowance.  If  he  earns  less,  he  will  be  paitl 
what  he  earns.  A  fanner  who  wants  to  earn  all  he  can  mider  the 
program  on  a  farm  ^\-ith  no  allotment  should  be  careful  not  to  plant 
more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.  A  farmer  in  Chittenden  County  wlio 
has  no  vegetable  allotment  should  also  be  careful  not  to  plant  more 
than  3  acres  of  commercial  vegetables. 

The  total  payment  will  be  computed  as  follows: 

Find  the  amount  of  the  soil-building  paA'ment  by  adding  together 
the  payments  for  all  soil-buildhig  practices  carrietl  out  at 
the  rates  shown  for  the  practices.  However,  if  the  total 
amount  computed  is  larger  than  the  soil-buildmg  allowance, 
the  soil-building  payment  will  be  equal  to  the  soil-building 
allowance. 

Add  to  the  soil-buildhig  payment  the  amomit  earned  for  planting 
forest  trees  imder  the  reforestation  allowance. 

Add  also  the  amount  earned  under  the  woodland  rehabilitation 
allowance. 

Then  subtract  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  for 
each  acre  over  3  planted  to  potatoes.  In  Chittenden 
County  subtract  also  $20  for  each  acre  over  3  ])lanted  to 
vegetables  for  market. 

The  remainder  will  be  the  total  paA  inent  earned  for  the  farm. 

ACREAGE  ALLOTMENTS 

In  1940,  acreage  allotments,  usual  acreages,  and  normal  yields  will 
be  set  hy  county  committees  in  accordance  with  nistruetions  issued 
by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 

A  potato  allotment  will  be  set  on  each  farm  that  usuallj'-  grows  3 
acres  or  more  of  potatoes.  If  less  than  90  percent  of  the  farm's 
potato  allotment  is  planted,  the  potato  allotment  will  he  reduced  to 
110  percent  of  the  acreage  planted. 

If  more  than  10  acres  of  corn  for  graui  are  usually  grown  on  a  farm 
with  a  potato  allotment,  a  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain  will  also 
be  set  for  that  farm. 

In  Chittenden  County  a  vegetable  allotment  will  be  set  for  each 
farm  on  which  3  or  more  acres  of  vegetables  are  usually  ])lanted  to 
be  sold  to  persons  not  livhig  on  the  farm.  If  less  than  90  percent  of 
the  farm's  vegetable  allotment  is  planted,  the  \egctahle  allotincnt 
will  be  reduced  to  110  percent  of  the  acreage  plantetl. 

Farmers  in  Windham  County  who  grow  tobacco  shoidd  get  infor- 
mation about  the  tobacco  provisions  of  the  program  from  the  county 
office. 
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AMOUNT  OF  PAYMENT  EARNED  ON  ALLOTMENT  FARMS 

On  a  fann  with  any  acreage  allotment,  the  farmer  has  the  right  to 
earn  for  the  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  the  soil-building 
allowance,  the  reforestation  allowance,  the  woodland  rehabilitation 
allowance,  and  the  payments  computed  for  all  of  his  allotments. 
If  he  does  not  carry  out  all  the  practices  he  may,  or  if  he  grows  more 
allotment  crops  than  he  shoidd,  the  amount  earned  will  be  less. 

The  amoimt  that  is  earned  on  any  farm  with  an  allotment  is  com- 
puted by  finding  the  sum  of  the  following  payment  items  wliich 
ajjjjly  to  the  faiTn  and  then  subtracting  the  sum  of  the  deductions, 
if  any  apply: 

FARMS  WITH  POTATO  ALLOTMENTS 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for 
each  soil-building  practice  carried  out.  The  payment  for  practices 
cannot  be  larger  than  the  soil-building  allowance. 

A  payment  of  $7.50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
computed  under  the  reforestation  allowance.  The  total  amount 
earned  for  planting  forest  trees  imder  the  reforestation  allowance 
cannot  be  larger  than  $30.  However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-building 
allowance  may  also  be  earned  by  planting  forest  trees  under  practice 
No.  8.  " 

A  payment  of  $4  will  be  computed  for  each  acre  of  woodland  cleared 
under  the  woodland  rehabilitation  allowance.  The  total  amount 
cannot  be  larger  than  $60. 

A  payment  of  3  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  will  be 
computed  for  each  acre  in  the  potato  allotment. 

A  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  the  normal  yield  will 
be  made  for  each  acre  planted  to  potatoes  over  the  potato  allotment. 

If  the  farm  is  in  Chittenden  County  and  there  is  no  vegetable  allot- 
ment on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be  careful  not  to  plant  more  than 
3  acres  of  vegetables  to  be  sold  to  persons  not  living  on  the  farm. 
If  he  does,  there  will  be  a  deduction  of  $20  for  each  acre  over  3. 
Vegetables,  as  defined  under  the  program,  do  not  include  potatoes. 

A  farmer  should  also  be  careful  not  to  harvest  more  than  10  acres 
or  the  usual  acreage  of  corn  for  grain,  whichever  is  greater.  If  he 
does,  there  will  be  a  deduction  of  $10  for  each  excess  acx*e. 

FARMS  IN  CHITTENDEN  COUNTY  WITH  VEGETABLE  ALLOTMENTS 

[Does  not  apply  in  other  counties] 

A  payment  at  the  rate  shown  for  the  practice  will  be  computed  for 
each  soil-building  practice  carried  out.  The  payment  for  practices 
cannot  be  larger  th;m  the  soil-building  allowance. 
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A  payment  of  $7.50  for  each  acre  planted  to  forest  trees  will  be 
computed  under  the  reforestation  allowance.  The  total  amount 
earned  for  ])lanting  forest  trees  under  the  reforestation  allowance 
cannot  be  larger  than  $30.  However,  a  part  or  all  of  the  soil-building 
allowance  may  also  be  earned  b^'  planting  forest  trees  under  practice 
No.  8. 

A  payment  of  $l.r)0  will  be  computed  for  each  acre  in  the  vegetable 
allotment. 

A  deduction  of  $20  wiR  be  made  for  each  acre  planted  to  commercial 

vegetables  over  the  vegetable  allotment. 

Commercial  vegetables  means  the  acreage  of  vegetables  and  truck 
crops  of  wluch  the  principal  part  of  the  production  is  sold  to  persons 
not  living  on  the  farm.  Tliis  defuiition  includes,  among  others, 
tomatoes,  sweet  corn,  cantaloups,  strawberries,  and  commercial  bulbs 
and  flowers,  but  excludes  Irish  potatoes,  peas  for  canning  or  freezing, 
watermelons,  and  sweet  corn  for  canning. 

If  there  is  no  potato  allotment  on  the  farm,  the  farmer  should  be 
careful  not  to  plant  more  than  3  acres  of  potatoes.  If  he  does,  there 
will  be  a  deduction  of  30  cents  per  bushel  times  tlic  normal  yield  for 
each  acre  over  3. 

INCREASE  OF  PAYMENTS 

There  will  be  added  to  each  person's  share  of  the  farm  payment,  if 
that  share  is  less  than  $200,  the  amount  of  increase  mdicated  in  the 


following: 

Payment  earned  A  mount  of  increase 

$20  or  less   40  percent. 

$21  to  $40   $8,  plus  20  percent  of  amount  over  $20. 

$41  to  $60   $12,  plus  10  percent  of  amount  over  $40. 

$61  to  $186   $14. 

$187  to  $200    Enough  to  increase  payment  to  $200. 


COUNTY  ADMINISTRATIVE  EXPENSE 

There  will  be  deducted,  from  each  person's  payment,  his  share  of 
the  expense  of  admmistering  the  program  in  his  county. 
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FURNISHING  MATERIALS

The  contractor  will  secure  a  car,  load  it,   and  seal  it,  and,  when  it  is 
reavdy  for  surrender  to  the  carrier,  will  enter  on  the  bill  of  lading  the 
size  of  the  car  ordered,  the  size  of  the  car  f-ojrnishcd,  the  date  furnished, 
the  initials  of  the  car,  a::d  the  car  number,  in  the  space  Just  below  the 
body  of  the  bill,  and  submit  the  government  bill  of  lading  and  all  copies 
to  the  cai-rier'  s  agent  for  execution  in  the  right-hand  block  just  above 
the  sign-a-ture  of  the  issuing  officer.

In  the  event  tr.e  bill  of  ladir.-;;  inas  not  been  received 
by  tne  consignee  at  the  time  notice  of  arrival  is  given  by  the  carrier, 
Standard  lovm  1060,  "Teicprrary  Receipt",  will  be  submitted  to  the  deliver- 
ing carrier  for  property  act^aally  received.     The  bill  of  lading  will  be 
executed  and  delivered  to  the  csjrrier  when  receired  and  the  Temporary 
Receipt  Tricked  up  and  destroyed.     The  bill  of  lading  must  show  the  date 

of  its  delivery  to  the  carrier,  as  WmII  as  date  of  delivery  of  the  ship- 
ment .

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Yiolds,  in  the  cn.sc  of  bushels,  v;ill  bo  expressed  to  the  nearest  tenth 
of  a  bushel,  cxid,  in  the  case  of  pounds,  v/ill  be  expressed  to  the  near- 
est v/hole  pound.    Percentage  figures,  such  as  factors  used  in  making 
pro-rata  adjustments  in  allotments  or  yields,  v/ill,  unless  otherwise 
specified,  be  ex^^ressed  to  the  nearest  tenth  of  one  percent. 

Computations  v/ill  be  carried  to  tv/o  decimal  places  beyond 
the  number  of  decimal  places  required  in  the  result  and  rounded  to  the 
desired  nur/iber  of  places.

SSCTIOIT  II.  DETEPg.IMTIOH  OF  UlTIT 

A.    Allotments  to  Cover  Land  Constituting  a  Farm. 

Care  should  be  exorcised  to  make  certain  that  under  the  194-0 
Program  acreage  rJlotments  are  determined  only  for  tracts  of  land  which 
constitute  a  farm  as  defined  in  Regional  Bulletin  l!TER-400.    A  farm  is 
defined  under  the  1940  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  as  follows: 

"Farm  means  all  adjacent  or  nearby  farm  land  under  the  same 
ov/nership  v/hich  is  operated  by  one  person,  including  also: 

(1)  Any  other  adjacent  cr  nearby  farm  land  v/hich  the 
county  comm,ittee,  in  accordancev/ith  instructions 
issued  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration, 
determines  is  operated  by  the  same  person  as  part 

of  the  same  unit  with  respect  to  the  rotation  of 
crops  and  v/ith  v/orkstock,  farm,  machinery,  and 
labor  substantially  separate  from  that  for  any 
other  land ;  and 

(2)  Any  field-rented  tract  (whether  operated  by  the 


same  or  another  person)  which,  together  v/ith 
any  other  land  included  in  the  farn,  constitutes 
a  unit  v;ith  respect  to  the  rotation  of  crops. 

"A  farm  shall  "be  regarded  as  located  in  the  countj'  or  admin- 
istrative area,  as  the  case  may  "be,  in  which  the  principal 
dwelling  is  situoted,  or  if  there  is  no  dv;elling  thereon 
it  shall  he  rsgarded  as  located  in  the  county  or  admin- 
istrative area,  as  the  ca^;e  may  he,  in  v/hich  the  major 
portion  of  the  farm  is  loco.tcd." 

3 .     Interpretation  nf  "?arm"  Definition . 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  county  committee  to  deter- 
mine the  area  of  land  constituting  a  farm.  The  determination  of  the 
county  committee  is  not  dependent  upon  tiic  request,  consent,  or 
agreement  of  the  persons  interested  in  the  land. 

In  order  to  attain  a  greater  degree  of  uniformity  in  the 
interpretation  of  the  d.efinition  of  a  farm  as  defined  under  the  pro- 
gram, the  following  illustrative  e::omples  are  given: 

1,    The  definition  of  a  farm  provides  that  all  adjacent 
or  nearby  farm  land  under  the  same  ownership  v;hich 
is  operated  by  one  person  must  all  he  included  as 
one  farm.    Adjacent  or  nearby  land  is  interpreted 
to  mean  a  tract  or  tracts  of  land  v;hich  may  reason- 
ably- he  considered  as  one  farming  unit  with  respect 
to  equipment,  labor,  and  rotation  of  crops.

C.     Fq constituted  Farms. 

For  all  1940  farms,  the  identity  of  vrhich  differs  frc". 
1939,  it  v;ill  he  necessary  to  redetermine  the  acrea.ge  history  of  each 
allotment  crop  on  the  land  included  in  such  farm.     In  order  to  ohtain 
these  data  for  1940  farms,  it  v;ill  ho  necessary  to  split  or  combine 
da.ta  for  farms  as  they  were  identified  in  1939  n,nd  as  they  nov;  a-jpear 
on  ^IER-312  and  ^ISR-313. 

In  some  cases  it  ms.y  he  knovm  prior  to  the  determination 
of  1940  allotments  that  the  identity  of  the  farm  is  not  the  same  as 
in  1939.     In  most  cases,  hovrever,   the  identity  of  the  land  to  he  in- 
cluded in  1940  farms  v/ill  not  "be  known  until  after  farm  contacts  are 
made.     In  either  case  it  will  be  necessary  before  final  allotments 
can  be  determined  to  revise  the  acreage  history  of  allotment  crops  as 
now  shown  on  iES-313  for  1936,  1937,  and  1938  and  on  rTSR_413  for  1939. 

It  is  suggested  that  all  farmers  be  notified  h^r  committee- 
men that  if  for  any  reason  they  cha.n.^e  their  farming  unit  for  1940 
after  the  date  upon  v;hich  all  1940  allotments  become  final  they 
should  find  out  from  the  com.mittee,   in  advance  of  planting  time, 
vrhether  or  not  their  proposed  farming  unit  vrould  be  considered  a 
farm  as  defined  under  the  1940  Program.    Farmers  should  also  be  noti- 
fied that  if  they  do  not  notify  the  county  committee  of  suc'n  changes 
prior  to  planting  time  it  is  possible  that  their  1940  plantings  will 
not  be  in  compliance  v/ith  applicable  acreage  allotments  if  they  rent 
land  with  allotments  vrithout  prior  knowledge  that  such  rented  land 
may  be  combined  with  other  land  in  accorda-nce  v;ith  the  definition  of 
a  farm  under  the  1940  ProgrnjT:. 

1 .     S-nlitting  F.nrrns . 

If  all  of  the  land  included  in  the  farm  in  1939  on 
v/hich  there  is  <an  allotment  crop  history  becomes  a  part  of  another 
farm  in  1940,  the  acreage  shall  be  transferred  by  revising  the 
figures  for  oach  farm,  one  up  and  the  other  dovm  in  the  same  a-mount 
in  Columns  (3),   (4),  and  (5)  of  l^H-313,  and  Columns  Cs),   (7),  and 
{&)  of  ^'TFil-413.     Such  revisions  will  be  made  by  crossing  out  the 
old  figures  and  entering  the  new  ones  above. 
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If  the  farm  as  constituted  in  1939  is  split  and  be- 
comes tv/o  separate  and  distinct  farms  in  1940,  the  acreage  dc.ta  for 
each  of  the  reconstituted  farm'^,  will  be  obtained  t-^r; 

a.  Adding  the  allotment  crop  histor-  on  each  part 
of  the  original  farm,   if  such  histor-'  can  be 
readily  determined;  or 

b.  (l)    Express  as  a  ratio  the  result  obtained  "by 

dividing  the  cropland  adapted  to  the  al- 
lotment  crov  for  each  reconstituted  f  '.rm 
by  the  cropland  adapted  to  tiie  allotment 
crop  for  the  entire  1939  farm,  and 

(2)    Determine  each  n,llctment  crop  historv  for 
en.ch  of  the  reconstituted  farms  by  multi- 
plying the  respective  history  '^.creage  of 
the  1939  farm  by  the  ratio  obto.ined  above. 

One  of  the  reconstituted  farms  should  retain  the 
same  farm  number  as  the  old  farm,  and  the  second  should  be  given  a 
new  number  and  added  to  the  listing  of  farms  in  the  comrnvmit:/'. 

A  new  farm  record  card  should  be  made  for  the  farm 
given  the  new  nujnber,  and  a  record  should  be  made  on  the  farm 
record  cards  for  both  farms  to  show  the  dix'ision. 

2.  Combination  of  Farms. 

If  tv;o  or  more  tracts  which  in  1939  constituted 
separate  farms  are  in  1940  combined  into  one  far:n,  the  acreage 
history  should  be  brought  together  and  listed  for  the  1940  recon- 
stituted farm  as  one  fisir^i-re.     Origina.l  figures  in  Colrmns  (3),  (4), 
(5),  and  (5)  for  the  1939  farms  combinec'  in  1940  should  be  crossed 
out  but  not  erased. 

The  farm,  number  of  one  of  the  1959  farms  should  be 
retained  for  the  reconstituted  1940  farm.     ?ecord  should  be  made  on 
the  county  office  farm  record  card(.s  of  the  combination,  and  contents 
of  the  two  f?.rm  folders  should  be  combined  into  one  folder. 

In  counties  where  a  substantial  proportion  of  the 
farms  as  constituted  in  1939  are  reconstituted  in  1940,  it  may  be 
necessary  to  make  a  complete  now  listing  on  lIEK-312  and  I'"^H-313. 
If  this  is  done,  however,  care  should  be  taken  to  make  sure  that 
the  total  of  the  acreage  history  for  the  1940  reconstituted  farms 
is  the  same  as  the  total  of  the  acreage  history  for  the  entire 
group  as  constituted  in  1939. 

3.  Now  Farm.s. 

In  case  farms  enter  the  program  in  19'-10  for  which 
no  previous  record  is  available  and  v;hich  are  not  listed  on  '.TIIFl- 
312  and  I'IER-313,  each  such  farm  should  be  given  the  r.er.t  higher  avail- 
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atle  number  and  entered  on  JJSR-312  and  at  the  end  of  the 

comnninity  listing.    Acreage  history  of  cropland  and  allotment  crops 
should  be  obtained  v/herever  possible  for  such  farms.     If  pertinent 
acreage  for  any  year  1936  throu^^h  1939  is  not  ava,ilable,  ent^r  a 
dp.sh  in  the  proper  col'oinn.     If  for  any  year  any  such  acrea-r:e  was 
zero,  enter  a  zero  in  the  proper  column.    A  record  of  all  annual 
acreage  figures  should  also  be  maintained  in  the  farm  folder  file.

2.     Correction  of  Cropland,     ^or  all  farms  for  vrhich  the 
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1939  Heport  of  Performance  shov;s  crops  interplp.nted 
as  indicated  above,  it  will  "be  necessary  to  correct 
the  acreage  of  cropland  for  p\irposes  of  computing 
the  1940  soil  "building  allowance.

Crops  on  v;hich  payments  or 
deductions  may  bo  computed  \inder  the  1940  program 
will  take  the  classification  of  such  crops  when 
they  are  interplanted  in  commercial  orch.ards,  even 
thou,?;h  such  acreage  v;ill  not  be  classified  as  crop- 
land,

In  connection  with  determining  allotments  under  the  1940 
program  for  farr.s  on  v;hich  tv;o  or  more  different  allotment  crops  are 
grown  consecutively  on  the  sane  land,  such  as  potatoes  follovred  by 
commercial  vegetables,  it  v;ill  be  necessary  to  determine  an  allot- 
ment for  each  such  crop  and  the  acren,ge  of  each  crop  planted  in  1940 
will  be  counted  in  determining  perfornanco  in  1940.

Notices  for  allotment  farms  (ir^R-415)  should  be  in  the 
hands  of  farmers  as  early  as  possible,  and  in  any  event  no  later 
than  March  15^  1940.    One  ty]''Ci  copy  of  NiP-415  will  be  mailed^to 
farmers,  and,  insofar  as  is  possible,  such  notices  should  be 
mailed  on  approximately  the  sam-e  d.ate. 

As  soon  as  possible  after  the  notices  are  mailed,  opera- 
tors of  allotment  farms  will  be  contacted  by  community  committeemen 
vmo,  for  mailing  such  contacts,  v/ill  be  furnished  with  one  typed 
copy  of  NSR-415. 

Notices  for  non-allotment  farms  (l^IEH-414)  need  not  be 
mailed,  but  one  copy  should  be  left  with  the  farmer  by  the  com- 
munity committeeman  at  the  time  of  making  the  farmer  contact. 


B,    Procedure  for  CoiT.:r..-.'iity  Cciamj  tteemen. 

V/'ith  respect  to  al  lotment  farms,  the  committeeman  v; ill 
discuss  with  the  farmer  his  allotr.e:".ts ,  usual  acreages,  and  yields, 
as  determined  hy  th3  county  committee  and  recorded  on  the  notice 
for  the  farm.    He  will  chock  v;ith  tne  farmer  to  make  sure  that  the 
1940  farm  unit  is  the  same  as  that  for  which  the  allotments  wero 
determined.     If  the  fo.rm  unit  hi'.s  "been  changed,  the  committ3cman 
will  obtain  all  necessary  data  cn  the  changed  unit  r.nd  return  tho 
original  notice  to  tho  county  comLiittee. 

If,  at  the  tir.o  of  the  farm  contact,  the  fa.rmcr  indicates 
to  the  communit->-  committeeman  that  he  does  not  consider  tho  allot- 
ment or  yield  to  he  fair  o,nd  equitable,        that  ho  helicvos  an  error 
has  been  made,  the  committeoman  v;ill  report  such  fact  to  tho  coiinty 
committee  for  consideration  and  v/ill  advise  the  farmer  that  ho  maj'' 
file  an  appeal  in  writing  with  the  county  committee  for  an  adjust- 
ment in  his  allotment  or  yield,  provider,  that  the  15-day  appeal  peri- 
od has  not  expired. 

■//ith  respect  to  c.?.l  farms,  the  com^ranity  comirdttecman 
will  discuss  with  tho  f.ari.'ier  tho  soil-building  and  other  allowances 
established  for  tho  far:.;.    The  connittoe.-.an  should  be  prepared  to 
discuss  with  the  farmer  the  practices  v;hich  ma.y  be  most  effective- 
ly carried  out  on  the  farm,  and  tho  provisions  of  the  Program  ap- 
plicable to  the  farm  v;hich  may  affect  the  farm  payment. 

At  the  time  of  making  the  farm  contact,  the  cor^munity 
committeeman  should  check  with  the  farmer  to  make  sxire  thr!t  acre- 
ages of  cropland,  pa^^ture,  and  orchard  as  shovm  cn  t}ie  notice  for 
the  farm  are  correct.     If  such  data  are  not  correct,  sufficient

In  counties  v/hero  eith-.-r  limo  or  superphosphate  or  both 
arc  offered  as  grants  of  aid,  the  committeeman  will  be  prepared  zo 
take  orders  for  grant  of  aid  m.iberials  on  form  AGP-t"4,  Hcvisod,  in 
accordance  v;ith  provisions  of  lJSR-411,  Revised. 

Intended  soil-building  practices  to  hj  carried  out  on 
each  farm  and  the  omounts  of  various  kinds  of  material  required  to 
carry  out  such  practices  will  be  recorded  by  the  community  co:ri- 
mitteeman  in  Section  III  of  tho  farmer's  copy  of  IISR-414  or  JISP--415. 

Signatures.     The  community  co:r.:aittcoman  will,  at  tho 
time  of  making  the  farm  contact,  sign  and  date  both  copies  of  tho 
notice  form.

Tho  county  cor..r,ittc;c  is  responsible  for  ;.^.aking  the  neces- 
sary arrrjigcnionts  for  training  cor-inunity  cor.::.iittecncn  who  arc  to 
interviov;  farr.ors.    This  training  should  include  (l)  instruction  on 
hov;  to  deternino  soil-building  allov/ancos,  (2)  sufficient  inforin,- 
tior  or  how  acreage  allotments,  usual  acreages,  and  yields  v/ere  de- 
torr'incd  so  that  the  co;;ir.unity  co:.r-;ittec;:ien  ccjt.  intelligently  dis- 
cuss these  subjects  with  farners,  and  (o)  in  counties  where  applic- 
able, cor.plcte  instructions  concerning  their  duties  in  connection 
v;ith  the  grant  of  aid  progr.?ri.    All  co,:^i.:unity  corx-itteenen  er.ployed 
in  L"i,nl:ing  contacts  should  be  adeqiiately  prepared  to  explain  all 
entries  on  the  farn  notices  and  all  provisions  of  the  Program  ap- 
plicable to  farr-s  in  their  territory.

The  listing  of  acreage  data  for  the  determination  of  1940  "usual 
acreages"  of  corn  for  grain  will  bo  deferred  until  acreage  allotmonts  axe 
determined  for  tobacco  and  potatoes. 

A.  Correction  of  NER-313  "Corn  for  Grain." 

After  a  determination  has'  been  made  as  to  the  farms  for  which  a 
1940  potato,  tobacco,  or  v/hea.t  acreage  a.llotment  is  detcrm.incd,  the  1939 
corn  for  grain  listing  on  NER-312  and  NER-313  v/ill  bo  corrected  as  follov/s 

1,  Draw  a  lino  through  columns  3,  4,  and  5  of  1113-313  for 
■each  farm  for  which  acreage  data  are  listed  but  for  v/hich 

a  1940  potato,  tobacco,  or  v;heat  aJlotmont  is  not  deter- 
mined. 

2,  Correct  in  columns  3,  4,  and  5  of  LIEIR-313  any  annual 
acreage  figures  found  by  1939  mea.surcments  or  in  any  other 
v/ay  to  bo  in  error. 

3,  Add  annual  acreage  corn  for  grain  data,  (as  x-iell  as  the 
serial  numbers  and  names  of  operators  if  not  already 
listed)  for  farms  for  which  potato,  tobacco,  or  wheat 
acreage  allotments  are  determined  for  1940  but  for  v;hich 
no  such  allotments  were  determined  in  1939,  provided 
the  a.creage  of  corn  for  grain  on  tho  farm  in  one  or  more 
of  the  years  1937,  1938,  or  1939  was  more  than  10  acres. 

B .  Entries  on  N5R-413  . 

Column  6  -  "1939  Acres."    Lntcr  in  this  column  the  1939  acres 
of  corn  harvested  for  grain  as  shown  on  line  7,  coliimn  (A), 
Section  XI  of  lTER-522.    Make  a  separate  entry  in  this  column 
for  the  acreage,  if  any,  diverted  from  corn  for  grain  in  1939. 
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Coliimii  9  -  "Average  Acres."    Complete  this  column  heading  by 
inserting  "1937-39"  in  the  space  provided.    Enter  in  this 
column  for  each  farm  as  one  figure  the  average  of  the  1937, 
1938,  and  1939  acror,ge  of  corn  harvested  plus  diverted  as 
recorded  in  colvimns  4,  5,  and  6. 

Column  15.    Enter  in  this  column  the  community  committee's 
recommendations  with  respect  to  the  usual  acreage  of  corn 
for  grain  on  each  farm  listed.    Such  recommendations  should 
bo  "based  on  the  past  acreage  of  corn  for  grain  and  the  com- 
mittee's  personal  Imov/ledge  of  the  farms  involved. 

Column  13  -  "Adjusted  Usual  Acreage."    Enter  in  this  column 
the  county  committee's  determination  as  to  the  usual  acreage 
of  corn  for  grain  on  each  farm.    Such  determination  should  "be 
based  on  the  average  anmial  acreage  of  corn  harvested  for 
grain  and  diverted  therefrom  during  the  years  1937,  1938,  and 
1539  with  appropriate  adjustments  for  crop  rotation  practices. 
girclo  all  such  entries  which  arc  10  acres  or  less.  Circle 
also  the  1937-39  average  as  shov/n  in  column  9  for  the  same 
farms  for  which  the  entry  in  column  13  is  circled. 

Column  14  -  "Approved  UsTml  Acroagos."    If  the  total  of  the 
uncircled  entries  in  column  13  does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  the 
uncircled  entries  in  column  9,  make  no  further  adjustments  in 
the  entries  in  column  13  at  this  time  and  transfer  the  figures 
to  column  14. 

If  the  sum  of  the  uncircled  entries  in  column  13  does  ex- 
ceed the  sum  of  the  uncircled  entries  in  column  9,  reduce  a 
part  or  all  of  the  adjusted  usual  acreages  as  shovra  in  column 
13  sufficiently  to  bring  the  total  of  the  uncircled  entries 
in  colximn  13  to  a  figure  v/hich  is  not  in  excess  of  the  total 
of  the  uncircled  entries  in  column  9  and  enter  such  adjusted 
usual  acreages  in  column  14,     It  is  recommended  that  sufficient 
adjustment  be  made  in  the  entries  in  column  13  so  that  the 
total  of  the  approved  usual  acreages  in  colu.~n  14  will  be  some- 
what less  than  the  total  of  the  uncircled  entries  in  column  9, 
thus  providing  a  reserve  acreage  v;ith  v/hich  to  grant  increases 
as  a  result  of  appeals  of  farmers  for  adjustments  in  their 
usual  acreages  of  corn  for  grain. 

Column  15  -  "Final  Usual  Acreages."    If  appeals  are  received 
from  producers  for  adjustments  in  usual  acreages  of  corn  for 
grain  as  determined  by  the  county  committee  and  such  appeals 
are  supported  by  information  not  previo\;sly  considered  and  justify" 
a  change  in  the  previously  determined  usual  acreage,  the  county 
committee  v/ill  make  a  final  revision  of  approved  usual  acreages 
as  recorded  in  column  14  and  enter  the  final  usual  acreages 
in  colvunn  15,    At  the  expiration  of  the  appeal  period  all 
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entries  in  coli-imn  14  v/hich  l:iave  not  "been  adjusted  v;ill  "be 
transferred  to  column  15  as  final  usual  acreages.    All  en- 
tries in  column  15,  hov/ever,  which  are  different  from  those 
in  column  14  must  ho  supported  by  tvro  copies  of  i!ZR-416 
(Record  of  Adjustments),  one  copy  to  be  retained  in  the 
county  office  files  and  the  other  transmitted  to  the  State  I 
office.  '

The  total  of  col-omn  15,  after  all  such  adjustments  have 
been  made,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  the  average  1937-1939 
annual  acreages  of  corn  harvested  for  grain  and  diverted 
therefrom  on  the  same  farms  as  represented  by  the  total  of 
the  uncirclcd  entries  in  column  9.

A  potato  acreage  allotment  shall  be  determined  for  each  farm  for 
which  the  normal  acreaifre  of  potatoes  is  determined  to  be  3  acrec-  or  more, 
and  for  each  farm  adapted  to  the  production  of  potatoes  and  operated  by 
0,  person  who  normr  lly  grovis  3  acres  or  more  of  potatoes. 

SECTION  II.     BASIS  FOP.  DETEPMII-TlATr  ALLOTME'.ITS 

Potato  acreage  allotments  sho.ll  be  dotermined  on  the  basis  of  good 
soil  management,  tillable  acreage  on  the  farm,  type  of  soil,  topography, 
production  facilities,  anc'  the  acreage  of  potatoes  custor.arily  grovm  on  th 
farm.     The  potato  acreage  allotments  for  any  farm  shall  compare  v/ith  the 
potato  acreage  allotments  for  other  farms  in  the  same  cornmunity  which  are 
similar  v;ith  respect  to  such  factors,  and  shall  be  that  acreage,  which,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  county  committee,  best  represents  the  farmJs  fair  and 
equitable  share  of  the  1940  countv  potato  acreage  allotment. 

SECTION  III.     LIMIT  OF  ALL  FAHI^I  ALLOTkS'TTS 

A.  All  Farms. 

The  sum  of  the  potato  acreage  allotments  determined  for  all 
fn.rms  in  the  coianty  (including  those  not  participating  in  the  Progran) 
shall  not  exceed  the  county  potato  acreage  allotment. 

B .  Participating  Farms. 

The  svjn  of  the  potato  p^creage  allotments  determined  for  f.arms 
particiTPating  in  the  1940  Program  shall  not  exceed  their  proportionate 
share  of  the  county  potato  acreage  allotment.

If  "by  reason  of  exact  measurements  made  in  1939  or  for 
any  other  reason  it  is  determined  that  any  of  tho  acreages  of  potatoes 
planted  or.  the  farm  in  one  or  more  of  the  j^oars  1936,  1937,  and  1938 
were  different  from  the  acreages  shown  for  such  years  in  Columns  (3),

Snter  in  this  column  the  1939 
potato  allotment  determined  for  the  farm  as  shovm  on  Line  3, 
Column  (D),  Section  '^I,  of  I^H-322,  making  sur?  that  this  en- 
try act^jually  represents  the  final  aporovcd  1939  potato  allot- 
ment. 

Col-'omn  (b)  -  "Total  Cropland".     The  entry  in  this  colujiin  for 
each  f'\rr.  will  be  the  silt,  of  th^  corrected  entr:'-  on  Line  23, 
Columns  (A)  p.nd  (C),  Section  X,  of  ::SH-322  in  counties  not 
using  aerial  photographs  in  1939;  or  the  entry  on  Line  23, 
Column  (C),  Section  X,  of  1'I3?l-322,  for  farms  in  counties  in 
which  aerial  photographs  vj^ro  used  in  1939. 
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For  farms  on  v;hich  crops  were  interolanted  in  orchards  in 
1939,  make  sure  that  this  item  is  corrected  in  accordance 
v/ith  Sectior.  IV-A  of  bulletin  NE:i-4i7. 

Col\Lmn  (9)  -  "Avsrare  Acres".     Snter  at  the  top  of  this 
column  in  the  ppace  provided  "1936-1939".     3nter  in  this 
coliamn  for  each  farm  the  average  of  Columns  (3),  (4),  (5), 
and  (5),  representing  the  ave:.'age  annual  acrea'c  of  po-

This  column  is  reserved 
for  the  final  allotm.t-.nt  a--,  deterr.ined  for  each  farm  after 
making  adjustments  subsequent  to  the  mailing  of  allotment 
notices,  including  tlio  grantinj?-  of  increases  on  appeals  of 
farmers  made  during  the  regular  appeal  period.    All  adjustments 
in  allotronts,  other  than  those  directed  by  the  State  office, 
made  cf  tor  the  listing  sheets  arc  returned  ty  the  State  office, 
will  bo  entered  in  Column  (l5). 

l^'o  adjustments,  however,  v/ill  be  made  in  allotments  after 
the  crop  is  planted  or  the  closing  date,  June  1,  1940, 
v;hichever  is  es.rlier.  except  such  adjustm.ents  as  are  author- 
ized in  Section  "HI  of  1^'I1P.-41?. 

If  the  allotment  for  any  fe-rra  entered  in  Column  (l5)  is 
different  from  the  approved  allotment  as  shov/n  in  Column 
( 14) ,   such  change  must  be  sur)V)rrtcd  by  two  coi?ies  of  jlHR- 
416  (Record  of  Ad ju3i';r;?ntG  y  ,  one  copy  to  be  retained  in 
the  county  office  files,  and  the  other  to  be  transmitted 
to  the  State  office. 

All  allotments  as  shown  in  Column  (l4)  ''diich  are  not 
later  adjusted  v;ill  at  the  end  of  the  appeal  period  be 
transferred  as  final  allotments  to  Column  . 

The  sum  of  ?.ll  allotments  as  entered  in  Colvimn  (l5) 
shall  not  exceed  the  total  county  allotment  available 
for  all  farms  for  which  allotments  have  been  deter- 
mined. 

Adjustments  vdll  be  m.ade,  ho^-rever,  in  all  potato  al- 
lotments vrhere  a"oplicable  after  the  1940  planted 
acreage  of  potatoes  is  determined  under  the  follow- 
ing condition:     If  it  is  found  that  the  producer  did 
not  plant  at  least  90'^-:  of  his  potato  allotment  as 
recorded  in  Column  (l5),   then  such  allotment  vdll  be 
reduced  to  110'^-  of  the  acreage  actually  planted  in 
1940.

4.  Actual  yield  figures  for  the  farm 
in  previous  years. 

If  the  normal  yield  determined  for  the  farm  in  1939  and 
shovm  in  Column  (l9)  of  iTSH-313  is  determined  hy  the 
county  committee  adequately  to  reflect  these  factors,  siich 
1939  yield  may  he  transferred  to  Column  (l6)  of  1\^3-413  to 
represent  the  preliminary  yield  for  the  farm  in  1940. 

Column  (17)  -  "Total"  Yield.     I'lake  no  entries  in  this 
column  until  after  a-o^orovod  yields  have  heon  determined 
and  entered  in  Column  (iS).     Then  enter  the  product  of 
the  entries  in  Column  (is)  and  Col-ann  (l4). 

Colijmn  (13)  -  "Ap-oroved"  Yield.  Determine  and  r»nter  in 
ColTomn  ( 18)  an  approved  yield  for  each  farm,  dcterm-ined 
in  the  following  manner:

The  allotment  for  any  fa.r:-i  on  which  tobacco  is  produced  in  1940 
for  the  first  time  since  1934  shall  be  determined  cn  the  basis  of  past 
tobacco  experience  of  the  farm  oiDorator,  lazid,  labor,  and  equipment 
(including  shed  room)  available  for  the  production  of  tobacco,  crop  rota- 
tion practices,  and  the  soil  and  other  physical  factors  affecting  the 
production  of  tobacco. 

SECTIOIT  III.    LIMIT  OF  ALL  FARI^:  AI-LOTI-'SITS 

A.     In  the  State. 

The  tobacco  acreage  allotments  determined  for  all  farms  (in- 
cluding those  not  participating  in  the  Program)  in  the  State  shall  not 
exceed  the  State  tobacco  acreage  allotment.

For  each  farm  the  commercial  vegetable  allotment  shall  be 
determined  on  the  basi'B  o:^  the  average  acreage  oi  commercial  vegetables 
planted  on  the  farm  for  1056  and  1957;   or  on  the  basis  of  a  later  period 
adjusted  to  the  1935-1937  level,  vuth  adjustments  for  abnormal  weather 
conditions,  o.nd  taking  into  consideration  thi":  tillabl?  acreage  on  the 
farm,  type  of  soil,  production  facilities,  crop  rotation  practices,  ard 
changes  in  farming  practices.

Column  10.     The  entry  for  this  column  v;ill  be  the  entry 
in  coliimn  9,  adjusted  to  reflect  an  increase  or  decrease 
in  the  acreage  of  commercial  vegetables  on  the  farm  since 
1937. 

Column  11  -  "Determination  of  Preliminary  Allotment . " 
The  entry  for  this  column  is  a  detei.uination  by  the  county 
committee  as  to  the  number  of  acres  of  commercial  vegetables 
which  most  equitably  represents  the  farm's  fair  share  of  the 
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total  acreage  allotment  available  for  farms  for  which  al- 
lotments are  beina;  determined.     In  making  this  determination, 
particular  attention  should  be  given  to  the  relationship 
of  the  1939  acreage  allotment  determined  for  the  farm  to 
the  1938  and  1939  acreages  of  commercial  vegetables  planted 
on  the  farm. 

It  is  recoiranended  that  in  general,  for  farms  on  vrhich 
the  acrea,ge  pL^r.ted  in  1^39  v/as  substantially  less  than 
the  1939  allotT.cnt,  adjustments  should  be  made  downvirard  to 
be  more  nearly  in  line  with  the  1939  .-^cr-^age.     If,  hov/ever, 
the  1939  acreage  vras  in  excess  of  the  l-r9  allotment,  ad- 
justments should  be  made  upvrard  only  in  those  cases  where 
the  coujity  committee  considers  such  upvrard  adjustment  to 
be  in  line  with  good  fanning  practice  and  v/here  the  result- 
ing allot^iOnt  v/ill  bo  compar.'^.ble  v/ith  the  allotments  for 
other  farms  which  ar3  sinil.'^.r  v;ith  respect  to  the  factors 
enumerated  in  Section  II  above. 

Colunn  12  -  "Con~unity  Committco  Roconmendation. "  Enter 
in  this  column  the  recommendation  of  the  community  con- 
mittoe  for  the  connunity  in  which  the  farm  is  located. 

The  community  comnittce  recorimcndation  should  be 
made  after  revieviing  the  prelimin-'.r:',  allotment,  as  deter- 
mined by  the  county  committee,  and  the  recommendation 
should  reflect  any  changes  which  the  community  committee 
considers  necessary  from  its  more  intimate  knowledge  of 
the  farm  v^'th  respect  to  the  factors  enumerated  in  Section 
II  above,  r'-^membering  alv/ays  that  all  farms  in  the  county 
which  are  similar  v^ith  respect  to  such  factors  should 
have  allotments  which  are  similar,  and  that  the  sum  of 
the  allco^n-^nts  for  all  farms  for  which  allotments  are 
being  detGrm.ined  can  not  exceed  the  total  county  allotment 
■available  for  such  farms. 

Column  13  -  "Ad.justed"  Allotment.     The  county  committee 
^  will  review  the  entries  made  by  the  community  committee 
in  coli"iji  12  0.11?.  make  such  ad,justments  in  the  comriunity 
comnitlo.c'o  reconmenriatior.s  as  thoy  f  eel  are  necessary 
in  order  to  effect  a  fair  and  oc'ji table  distribution  of 
that  portion  of  the  county  aAlot-iont  a-vailal^le  for  the 
farms  for  v;hich  allotments  are  being  determined.    At  this 
point,  totals  for  each  community  and  for  the  county  should 
be  obtained  for  columns  3,  4,  and  5  o-f  NER-513  and  columns 
6  through  13  of  NSK-413. 

Column  14  --  "A-Q-prnved"  Allotments.     If  the  sum  of  all  ad- 
justed allotments,  as  entered  in  column  13,  including  any 
allotments  for  new  farms  listed  in  1940  for  the  first  time, 
is  less  than  the  total  coiinty  allotment  available  for  such 


farms,  the  difference  betv;een  the  sum  of  column  13  and  the

through  the  original  entrj'-  and  inserting  the  correct  entry 
just  above.     'The  allotments  in  column  14  as  finally  cor- 
rected v;ill  be  the  allotment  to  be  entered  on  the  farm 
notice,  xTEIU415,  and  no  further  change  should  be  made  in 
the  figures  in  column  14. 

Column  15  -  "Final"  Allotment.     This  column  is  reserved 
for  the  final  allotment  as  determined  for  each  farm  after 
making  adjustments  subsequent  to  the  mailing  of  allotment 
notices  including  increases  granted  in  appeals  of  farmers 
made  during  the  regular  appeal  period.    All  adjustments 
in  allotments,  other  than  those  directed  by  the  State 
office,  made  after  the  listing  sheets  arc  returned  bj'-  the 
State  office,  will  be  entered  in  column  15. 

adjustments,  however-,  will  be  made  in  allotments 
after  the  crop  is  planted  or  the  closing  date,  June  1, 
1940,  whichever  is  earlier,  except  such  adjustments  as 
are  authorized  in  Section  VIII  of  IffiR-417.

Adjustments  will  be  made,  hovrevcr,   in  all  commercial 
vegetable  allotments  vrhere  applicable  after  the  1940 
planted  acreage  of  commercial  vegetables  is  determined 
under  the  following  condition:     If  it  is  found  that  the 
producer  did  not  plant  at  least  90*^^  of  his  commercial 
vegetable  allotment  as  recorded  in  column  15,  then  such 
allotment  ^-rill  be  reduced  to  110/5  of  the  acreage  actually 
planted  in  1940.     This  reduced  allotment  will  be  entered 
in  column  15  immediately  above  the  previous  entry,  which 
will  be  deleted  by  drawing  a  line  throueh  it.    All  such 
allotments  for  this  purpose  will  be  supported  by  a  1940 
Report  of  Performance  shov/ing  the  acres  planted  to  com- 
mercial vegetables  on  the  farm.

A.     County  Potato  Allotments 

The  State  acrease  allotment  for  potatoes,  as  determined 
"by  the  /^ricultviral  Adjustment  Administration,  will  "be  distributed 
"by  the  State  Committee  with  the  approval  of  the  Agricultural  idjust^ 
ment  Administration  to  the  counties  in  the  State  in  v/hich  such  al- 
lotments are  applica'ble.  County  potato  acreage  allotments  will  "be 
distri"buted  as  follows: 

1.  An  acreage  for  allotment  to  farms  for  which  allotments 
were  determined  in  1939.     This  will  be  the  sane  acre- 
age as  was  allotted  to  farms  in  the  county  in  1939  as 
shown  on  form  KER-331. 

2.  An  acreage  to  "be  used  for  adjustment  in  allotments 
for  farms  for  which  allotments  were  determined  in 
1939  and  for  allotment  to  farms  which,  prior  to  1940, 
grew  less  than  3  acres  of  potatoes  "but  which  in  1940 
apply  for  a  potato  allotment.     This  acreage  to  be 
taken  from  and  shall  not  exceed  the  reserve  allocated 
to  the  State  for  such  farms.     If  no  such  State  re- 
serve has  been  allocated,  it  will  be  necessary  for 
counxy  committees  to  set  up  a  reserve  in  the  county 
out  of  item  1. 

3.  An  acreage  for  allotment  to  farms  not  previously 
listed  but  which  normally  produce  3  acres  or  more 
of  potatoes.

of  the  amount  by  vvhich  the  1936-193?  average  acreage  of  commerci?!  vege- 
tables exceeds  the  1939  planted  acreage  of  the  same  farms. 


2 .     Preliminary  Allotments . 

a.     The  State  Committee  v/ill  determine  for  each  commercial 
vegetable  county  in  Group  1  above  a  preliminar:/  county 
commercial  vegetable  allotment  equal  to  the  1936-193? 
average  a.creage  of  commercial  vegetables  as  shov:n  on 
in;R-331  less  QOfo  of  the  Djnount  by  which  such  avc-ragc 
exceeds  the  1939  planted  acres. 


b.     Tor  all  counties  in  Group  2  above,  the  State  Committee 
will  determine  a  preliminary  county  conmercieJ.  vegetable 
allotment  equal  to  the  1936-193?  average  acreage  of  con- 
nercial  vegetables  shown  on  iIEH-331 ,  plus  such  additional 
acreage  from  the  State  reserve  as  the  Stc?.te  Co'.nmittee 
determines  is  fair  and  reasonable  on  the  basis  of  all 
data  and  information  available  at  that  time  with  res- 
pect to  trends  and  shifts  in  commercial  vegetable  acre- 
age in  the  county. 

3.     Later  Adjustments  in  County  Allotments. 

The  preliminar;y'  allocation  for  any  commercial  vegetable 
county  may  automatically  be  increased  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum 
of  the  1936-193?  average  acreages  of  commercial  vegetables  on  farms 
which  normally  produce  3  or  more  acres  of  commercial  vegetables  ''iid 
which  request  a  commercial  vegetable  allotment  in  1940  but  which  were 
not  inclu.ded  anong  the  commercial  vegetable  farm,  totals  shown  on 
ITER- 3  31 . 

Any  other  upward  adjxxstment  in  county  commercial  vegetable 
acreage  may  be  r.nde  only  by  an  allocation  by  the  State  Comi-.i ttee 
upon  request  from  the  county  from  the  State  reserve  determined  in  para- 
graph 1  above  of  this  subsection  3. 


4.     State  Limit. 

The  total  of  the  corimercial  vegetable  allotments  determined 
for  all  farms  in  all  of  the  designated  coi.imercial  vegetable  counties  in 
the  State  shall  not  exceed  the  sur.  of  the  1936-193?  average  acreage  on 
the  sam.e  farr.s,  plus  such  additional  acreage,  if  anj',  r.s  may  be  allocated 
to  the  State  Committee  from  the  Regional  reserve. 
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C .  County  Tobacco  Allotments. 

The  State  acreage  allotiuent  for  tobacco  as  determined  by  the 
Agricultaral  Adjustment  Administration  vrill  be  distributed  by  the  State 
Committee,  with  the  approval  of  the  Regional  Director,   to  counties  in  the 
State  in  irhich  such  allotments  are  applicable.     The  State  tobacco  acreage 
allotments  will  be  di strib"j.ted  to  counties  as  follows: 

1.  An  acreage  for  allotment  to  farms  for  v/hich  acreage  his- 
torj'  is  listed  on  llEH-313  and  lIEE-413, 

2.  An  acreage  to  be  used  as  o  reserve  for  allocation  to  farms 
not  listed  but  v/hich  may  be  allocated  to  such  farms  as 
acreage  history  becomes  available  and  they  apply  for  a 
tobacco  allotment  in  3  940. 

3.  An  acreage  reserve  for  adjustments  resulting  from  appeals 
for  adjustment  in  allotments  determined  under  1  and  2 
above. 

D.  Approved  County  Yields. 

The  State  office  will  notify  county  coicmittees  of  the  county 
average  yield  as  approved  by  the  Secretary  for  tobacco  and  potatoes.

A .     Check  Against  Applicable  County  Limits . 

Upon  receipt  in  the  State  office  of  forms  iTER-313  said  lIER-413 
from  the  county  office,  an  audit  will  be  made  sufficient  to  determine  that 
the  allotments  and  yields  as  determined  by  the  county  committee  do  not  ex- 
ceed applicable  county  limits.     Eor  each  commodity  such  audit  will  be  made 
as  f  ollov/s ! 

1.     Tobacco.     Determine  that  the  sum  of  the  tobacco  allotments 

established  for  all  farms  in  the  county  and  entered  in  Column

The  Allotment  Check  Sheet  (l\!SR-419)  will  be  retained  in  the 
State  office  and  used  in  connection  with  the  audit  of  1940  applica- 
tions for  payment.    T.o  1940  application  for  payment  should  clear  the 
State  office  v/hich  shows  for  any  farm  an  acreage  allotment  or  normal 
yield  different  from  the  allotment  or  yield  shown  for  the  farm  on 
HER-419.     It  \/ill  bo  necessary,  hov/ovcr,  after  the  audited  listing 
sheets  have  been  returned  to  the  county  office,  for  the  State  office

The  execution  of  Section  VII  of  the  application  shall 
constitute  a  certification  on  behalf  of  the  committee  that  the  person  who 
signs  the  application  in  a  representative  or  fiduciary  capacity  possesses 
the  necessary  authority  to  so  sign,  and  therefore  the  dociomentary  proof, 
after  it  has  served  the  committee's  purpose,  may  be  returned  to  the  ap- 
plicant or  retained  in  the  county  files.     It  should  not  be  sent  to  the  State 
office. 

Refer  to  ACP-16,  "Instructions  on  Signatures  and  Authorizations," 
for  a  detailed  explanation  v;ith  respect  to  the  form  of  signature  and  the 
tjrpe  of  documentary  authority  vrhich  should  be  accepted  in  the  case  of  a 
person  signing  in  a  representative  or  fiduciary  capacity.

If,  in  accordance  ^-'ith  ACP-70,  as  amended, 
an  assignment  has  been  executed  by  the  ai^plicant  v/liose  name  aD-oears  either 
on  line  12  or  line  18  of  Section  V,  the  name  and  address  of  the  assignee,  as 
shovm  in  Section  I  of  Form  ACp-69,  v/ill  be  entered  on  line  12  or  18,  as  the 
case  may  be,  of  Section  VI.     There  will  be  entered  in  the  space  provided 
immediately  following  the  name  and  address  of  the  assignee  the  amount  of 
the  un-oaid  balance  of  any  such  assignment  as  shown  in  Section  II  of  Form 
ACP-69'. 

Ho"ever,  there  '-rill  be  no  entry  '-'ith  respect  to  assign- 
ments in  Section  VI  under  the  following  conditions; 

(1)  If  the  auplicant  has  executed  no  assignment  of  his 
payment  on  form  ACP-69;  or 

(2)  If  the  aiOTDlicant  has  filed  an  assignment,  but  has 
been  discharged  by  the  execution  of  Section  III  of 
form  ACP-69;  or 
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(3)  If  the  apnlicant  has  filed  an  assignment  on  form 
ACP-69,  "but  such  assignment  was  not  filed  until 
■    :  after  the  date  of  recei-ot  in  the  county  office  of 

a  notice  of  a  request  for  setoff  of  the  aiDTolicant '  s 
nayraent  in  favor  of  the  Farm  Security  Administration 
or  the  Farm  Credit  Administration. 

Prior  to  su'bmission  of  any  a"Dr)lications  for  payment, 
the  county  office  should  prepare  an  original  and  tv^o  copies  of  a  list  of 
unx)aid  assignments  which  will  "be  reported  on  applications  for  payment. 
This  list  should  show  (1)  the  serial  nura"ber  of  the  a-oplication  on  v/hich 
the  name  of  the  assignee  appears,  (2)  the  name  of  the  assignee,  (3)  the 
name  of  the  assignor,  (4)  the  date  the  assignment  v;as  filed  in  the  county 
office,  and  (5)  the  amount  of  the  umoaid  balance.     This  list  should  be  signed 
by  a  member  of  the  count j'-  committee.     One  copy  should  be  retained  in  the 
county  file,  and  the  original  and  one  copy  forv.^arded  to  the  State  Office. 
The  State  office  vdll  forward  the  original  to  the  Examining  Section  at 
^.'/ashington,  D.  C.     Forms  ACP-69  are  not  to  be  forwarded  ^ith  the  application 
to  the  State  office  but  will  be  retained  in  the  county  files. 

b.     Other  Deductions. 

(1)  Form  AAA.-372,  "Producer's  Request  for  Setoff." 
A  voluntary  request  for  setoff  executed  on  Form  AAA-372  will  be  recog- 
nized under  the  1940  Program  only  if  such  request  wns  executed  and  filed 
in  the  county  office  on  or  before  February  9,  1940.     If  a  voluntary  request 
for  setoff  on  form  AAA-372  was  filed  in  the  county  office  on  or  before 
February  9,  1940,  an  entry  should  be  made  in  Section  VI  on  line  12  or  18, 
showing  the  name  of  the  agency  to  which  the  debt  is  owed  and  the  amount  of 
the  debt.     In  view  of  the  fact  that  county  committees  are  orohibited  from 
accepting  a  form  AAA-372  if  an  assignment  on  form  ACP-69  has  previously 
been  filed  by  the  same  person,  and  from  accepting  an  assignment  if  a  form 
AAA-372  has  previously  been  filed  by  the  same  person,  the  application 
should  in  no  case  show  that  both  an  assignment  and  a  form  AAA-572  have  been 
executed  by  an  apiDlicant. 

If  there  are  any  forms  AAA-372  on  file  in  the 
county  office  in  connection  with  1940  payments,  a  list  should  be  prepared 
in  duplicate  showing  (a)  the  name  of  each  person  H'ho  has  executed  a  form 
AAA-372,  (b)  the  serial  number  of  the  application  on  which  the  name  of 
such  person  will  apT)ear,  (c)  the  name  of  the  Federal  agency  in  vrhose  favor 
the  form  is  executed,  and  (d)  the  amount  of  money  requested  to  be  set  off. 
The  original  list  will  be  for\rarded  to  the  State  office  prior  to  the  trans- 
mittal of  applications. 

(2)  County  Register  of  Indebtedness.  All  applications 
for  payment  filed  under  the  1940  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  vill  be 
checked  against  the  county  Register  of  Indebtedness,  and  there  shall  be 
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sho^m  in  Section  VI  of  liE'R-ASO,  on  line  12  or  18,  all  items  of  indebted- 
ness for  each  apT)licant  vhich,  in  accordance  v;ith  these  instructions,  are 
deductible  from  1940  Agricultural  Consei'vation  Program  payments. 

All  items  of  indebtedness  shown  on  the  county  Register 
of  Indebtedness  will  be  shown  on  the  application  for  payment,  except  items 
of  indebtedness  due  the  Fann  Security  Administration  or  the  Farm  Credit 
Administration  notice  of  which  was  not  received  in  the  county  office  until 
after  ah  assignment  on  form  ACP-69  was  filed  by  the  debtor.     In  cases  where 
an  assignment  is  filed  by  an  applicant  before  a  notice  of  indebtedness  to 
the  Farm  Security  Administration  or  the  Farm  Credit  Administration  is  re- 
ceived in  the  county  office,  the  assignment  (rather  than  the  indebtedness 
to  the  Farm  Security  Administration  or  the  Farm  Credit  Administration)  shall 
be  reported  on  the  application.     The  indebtedness  to  the  Farm  Security  Ad- 
ministration or  the  Farm  Credit  Administration,  however,  v.dll  in  such  cases 
remain  on  the  Register  of  Indebtedness  and  take  priority  over  assignments 
on  applications  filed  under  future  programs. 

Examples 

If  an  applicant  is  shoivn  on  the  county  Register  of  Indebted- 
ness as  being  indebted  to  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Ad- 
ministration, including  all  or  a  part  of  unpaid  advances  for 
1940  crop  insurance,  or  to  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation, 
and  the  applicant  has  also  executed  rm.  assignment  of  his  1940 
payment,  all  such  items  of  indebtedness  and  also  the  assign- 
ment shall  be  shoym  on  the  application. 

If  an  applicant  is  shoi,\'n  on  the  county  Re,9:ister  of  Indebted- 
ness as  being  indebted  to  the  Farm  Security  Administration 
or  the  Farm  Credit  Administration  and  also  to  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration  or  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation, 
all  of  such  items  shall  be  shovm  on  the  aDplication  for  pay- 
ment, except  those  items  due  the  Farm  Security  Administration 
or  the  Farm  Credit  Administration  notice  of  '^'hich  was  not  re- 
ceived in  the  county  office  until  £<fter  an  assignment  on  form 
ACP-69  v/as  filed  by  the  applicant. 

Items  of  indebtedness  will  be  shovm  in  Section  VI  of 

NFR-420  on  lines  12  or  13  as  follows;     "Due   (agency)  ,  $  

or,  in  the  case  of  unpaid  advances  for  1940  crop  insurance,  "ACP-lOO,  $_  , 

No  entries  v/ill  be  made  on  the  1940  application  for  payraent ,  however,  with 
respect  to  forms  ACP-lOO  executed  in  connection  with  1941  crop  insurance 
premiums.     If  there  is  not  sufficient  space  in  Section  VI,  such  items  of  in- 
debtedness shall  be  entered  in  Section  VII. 

2.  Division  of  Allotment  Payments.  There  vdll  be  entered  on 
lines  14  and  20  in  the  appropriate  columns  for  each  applicant  vhose  name 
appears  in  Section  V  his  percentage  share  of  the  tobacco,  v;heat,  potato. 
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and  commercial  vegetable  allotment  payment  or  deduction.     Such  percentage 
share  should  represent  the  Dercentage  share  of  each  auplicant  in  the  crop 
gro'-n  on  the  farm  in  1940  pnd  determined  in  accordance  vith  "bulletin  NER-400t 
Section  III-A  (Division  of  Pajinents  and  Deductions).     The  total  of  the  -oer- 
centage  shares  shown  for  all  ar)t)licants  for  each  commodity  must  equal  100, 

■Regardless  of  whether  there  is  only  one  or  more  than  one 
applicant  shovm  on  the  application,  a  "oercentage  share  should  be  shown  for 
any  commodity  (a)  for  vhich  an  allotment  ?s  determined  and  shown  on  line  2 
of  Section  III,  or  (b)  for  which  an  allotment  is  not  determined  but  for 
v;hich  the  1940  acreage  as  shovm  on  line  3  of  Section  III  is  such  as  to  result 
in  a  deduction.     For  example,  if  the  farm  is  in  a  co^imercial  vegetable  county 
and  no  commercial  vegetable  allotment  is  determined  for  the  farm,  show  the 
percentage  share  of  commercial  vegetables  on  lines  14  and  20  in  column  {^) 
if  the  entry  in  Column  (F)  on  line  3  of  Section  III  is  more  than  3  acres. 

3 .  Division  of  Soil-Suilding  Payment  -  T.ines  14  and  20,  Column  (G)  . 
Enter  on  lines  14  and  20  of  Coliimn  (G-)  for  each  applicant  '-'hose  name  appears 
in  Section  V  his  percentage  share  of  the  soil-building  paym.ent  for  the  farm. 
Such  percentage  share  shall  represent  the  proportion  that  each  applicant  con- 
tributed to  the  carrying-out  of  soil-building  practices  shovm  on  the  applica- 
tion for  payment  and  determined  in  accordance  ^^rith  bulletin  ?tER-400,  Section 
III-B.     The  total  of  all  such  percentage  shares  for  all  anplicants  must  equal 
100. 

4.  "Serial  No.  of  other  Farms." 

a.  Other  Farms  in  the  Same  County.     Bulletin  1Ter_400  (Section 
X-C)  requires  that  if  a  person  has  the  right  to  receive  all  or  a  portion  of 
the  crops  or  the  proceeds  therefrom  produced  on  more  than  one  farm  in  a 
county  and  makes  application  for  payment  with  respect  to  one  such  farm, 

such  person  must  also  make  application  for  payment  'dth  respect  to  all 
such  farms  which  he  operates  or  rents  to  other  persons.     In  compliance  with 
this  provision,  it  is  reouired  that  there  be  entered  in  Section  VI,  Column 
(H) ,  opposite  the  name  of  the  applicant  as  shown  in  Section  V,  the  serial 
numbers  of  all  other  farms  in  the  county  on  which  the  applicant  is  entitled 
to  a  share  in  the  crops  grovm  on  the  farm  in  1940  or  the  proceeds  therefrom, 
or  on  which  he  contributed  to  the  carrying-out  of  soil-building  practices. 
The  serial  numbers  of  such  other  farms  in  the  county  may  be  obtained  from 
Section  IV,  Column  (C),  of  N13R-422,  or  from  Section  II,  Column  (b)  ,  of  NSH-423. 

b .  Other  Farms  in  Other  Counties  in  the  Some  State .  '  ' . 

(1)    Bulletin  lTER-400  (Section  X-C)  also  requires  that 
upon  request  by  the  State  committee  any  person  shall  file  v.'ith  the  committee  ^ 
such  information  as  it  may  request  regarding  any  other  farm  in  the  State 
with  respect  to  which  he  has  the  right  to  receive  all  or  a  portion  of  the 
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(?evi  sed  .'.ugust  ,  1940)

If  the  State  conmittee  determines  that  an  application  for  payment  should 
be  filed  for  an  ar)plicant  v/ith  respect  to  one  or  more  other  farms  in 
other  counties  in  the  State  in  vhich  the  applicant  has  an  interest,  the 
serial  numbers  of  r^uch  other  farms  will  be  transmitted  to  each  of  the 
counties  concerned,  with  the  request  that  an  application  for  payment  for 
each  sxich  farm  "be  prepared.    In  this  event,  there  will  be  shown  in  Section 
VI,  Coluiiin  (H),  of  each  such  apiolication  the  serial  nvjnbers  of  all  of  the 
other  farms  which  the  State  committee  has  determined  should  be  cross- 
referenced  . 

If,  on  the  basis  of  information  shown  on  the  report 
of  periToruance  or  otherv;ise  obtained,  the  corjit;''  committee  believes  that 
an  application  should  be  filed  by  an  applicant  for  other  farms  in  other 
counties  ii"  the  State,  a  recommendation  to  that  effect  should  be  forv/arded 
to  the  State  committee  for  its  consideration,  together  v;ith  all  pertinent 
facts  in  support  of  the  recoiamendation .    This  will  provide  the  State  comiviittee 
with  information  which  it  mi^.^ht  not  othervfise  receive  on  which  it  ma;.'  deter- 
mine v/hether  or  not  the  aT)plicant  should  be  reciu.ired  to  file  applications 
for  other  farms  in  other  counties  in  the  State. 

See  subsection  1-3  of  this  Section  II  (Practices 
Defeating  the  ?u.rposes  of  the  Program)  concerning  other  farms  in  other  States. 

(2)  If  the  apT)licant  is  an  individual,  partnership,  or 
estate,  and  the  serial  nujaberc  of  all  other  farms  in  the  State  in  which 
swch  applicant  has  an  interest  have  not  been  entered  in  Section  VI  in  ac- 
cordance v;ith  item  (l)  above,  there  will  be  entered  in  Section  '''II  the  ■ 
names  of  other  counties  in  the  State  in  which  are  located  other  farms  on 
which  the  applicant  is  entitled  to  share  in  the  crops  harvested  in  1940 

or  on  which  he  contributes  to  the  carrying-out  of  soil-building  x:)ractices. 
The  names  of  such  other  counties  may  be  obtained  from  Section  IV,  Column 
(S),  of  lIER-422,  or  Section  II,  Col\unn  (C),  of  rIER-423.     Such  entries  are 
required  in  order  to  comply  with  the  $10,000  limitation  of  payment  provision 
(Section  V  of  lCH-400)  of  the  Program. 

(3)  If  the  applicant  is  other  than  an  individual,  part- 
ners'iii),  or  estate,  and  it  is  determined  from  information  shovrn  in  Section 
IV  of  inR-422  or  Section  II  of  IT3R-423  or  by  any  other  method,  that  the  ap- 
plicant has  an  interest  in  other  farms  in  other  counties  in  the  saaie  State  or 
in  otl'.er  States,  the  serial  nijunbers  of  which  are  not  shov/n  in  Section  VI  of 
the  application  in  accordance  vrith  item  (l)  above,  there  will  be  entered  in 
Section  VII  the  words  "dther  farms  in  other  counties  and  States."    -his  entry 
is  required  i:i  order  to  comply  with  the  $10,000  national  limitation  of  pa^-iient 
provision  (Section  V  of  j\IR-400)  of  the  Program. 

In  connection  with  the.  entries  required  in  items  (c) 
and  (3)  above,  attention  is  directed  to  re-^-^resentation  To.  4  of  the  applicant 
contained  in  Section  1-3  of  the  application  for  payment.

a.  Liming  Haterial.     If  the  applicant  vrhose  name  apr.ears  on 
line  12  of  Section  V  has  been  furnished  liming  material  as  a  ^raiit  of  aid  for 
use  under  the  1940  Program,  the  uujnoer  of  tons  f\-'.rni  shed  '-/ill  he  s"..ovm  on  line 
11,  Golujim  (K).     If  liming  material  has  been  furi.islied  in  th3  county  for  use 
under  the  1940  Program  for  v/hich  more  than  one  rate  of  deduction  has  been  estab- 
lished, tho  entry  on  line  11,  Column  (K),  will  be  preceded  by  the  s^Tnool  used 

in  designating  the  liming  material  for  v;hich  each  such  rate  of  deduction  has 
been  established.     For  example,  if  the  apolicant  is  furnished  5  tons  of  liming 
material  designated  as  "A"  lime  and  5  tons  of  other  material  designated  as  "5" 
lime,  there  will  be  a  double  entry  on  line  11,  Coliomn  (K) ,  as  follov/s:  "A-5, 
B-5."

If  the  applicant  v;hose  name  ap-oears  on 
line  12,  r.ection       "has  been  furnished  superphosphate  as  a  grant  of  a:d  for  use 
under  the  1940  Program,  show  on  line  11,  Column  (L) ,  the  number  of  hundredweight 
of  superphosphate  furnished,  and  on  line  12,  Coltimn  (L)  the  rate  of  deduction 
per  hundredweight  established  for  the  superiohosv.hate  furnished. 

In  ^^ermont  and  in  Penr  sylvan ia,  the  entry  on  line  11,  Col- 
umn (L),  re-oresenting  the  nui^^ber  of  nundredwei^ht  of  superphos^^hate  will  be 
followed  by  "Tr"  (for  triple)  or  "20V.-,"  v/hichever  is  applicable. 

c.  Trees.    For  farms  which  were  not  f-.rnished  both  lime  and 
superphosphate  but  which  were  furnished  trees,  the  number  of  trees  furnished 
will  be  slwn  on  line  11  in  either  ColUinn  (K)  or  (L),  depending  on  which  col- 
umn has  not  been  used  for  lime  or  stipe rphos-':»hate  entries.     In  either  case,  the 
words  "lime  (tons)"  or  "Super  (cwt.)"  as  shown  in  the  column  heading  will  be 
deleted,  and  in  lieu  thereof  there  will  be  entered  the  v/ord  "Trees." 
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There  vrill  "be  entered  on  line  12  in  either  Column  (K)  or  (L), 
the  esta'blished  rate  of  deduction  per  thousand  trees. 

Ir  the  event  trees  are  furnished  as  a  grant  of  aid  for  the  sane 
fara  for  v/hich  both  line  and  supemLosphate  liave  been  furnished,  the  nunber  of 
trees  frrnished  cjid  th?,  ectabliched  rate  of  deduction  per  thousand  trees  will  be 
entered  in  Section  711. 

d.  Seed .  The  entries  for  farms  on  v;hich  seed  has  been  furnished 
as  a  grant  of  aid  v;ill  be  sho^vn  in  the  same  manner  as  outlined  above  for  trees, 
except  .±hat  in  such  cases  the  pounds  of  seed  furnished  and  the  rate  of  deduction 
per  ^ound  will  be  entered  on  lines  11  and  12  respectively  in  Col^oian  {¥.)  or  (L) 
(or  in  Section  711). 

e.  Grant-of-iid  ilaterigl  Furnished  After  Fe^jruary  26,  1940.     If  the 
deduction  for  ^rant-of-aid  material  furnished  the  ap-^licant  after  Fsoruary  25,  1940. 
is  t^reater  than  90  '  of  the  soil-building  allov/ance  for  the  farm,  plus  the  sinall 
payment  increase  on  that  amount,  there  will  be  entered  in  Section  VII  the  notation 
"grant  of  aid  after  2-26-40."    -Vo  sv.ch  notation  is  required  in  Section  YII  in  the 
case  of  applicants  v/hose  latest  reqtiest  for  material  (ACP-64)  vras  executed  and 
received  in  the  count;/  office  before  February  2G,  1940, 

f .  r.ecom  e.^dation  for  Double  Tedvction.    If  the  quantity''  of  ^rant- 
of-aid  catericil  shc-ra  in  Section  71  as  having  been  famished  is  greater  than  the 
quantity  of  material  sho;>m  in  Colujun  (E)  of  Section  I"""  as  having  been  applied,  a 
double  deduction  v;ill  be  made  for  that  quantity  of  material  show,  to  liave  been 
furnished  and  not  applied  for  credit,  rjalcss  a  recommendation  to  the  contrary, 
approved  in  each  such  case  by  a  member  of  the  State  committee  for  and  on  behalf 
of  the  State  Couxuittee,  is  entered  in  Section  711.    For  exam-le,  if  the  entry  on 
line  11,  ColiiTu-i  (L),  is  "?0",  representing  20  hundredv;eight  of  triple  superphos- 
phate, and  the  entry  in  Colujns  (C-)  and  (H)  of  Section  I'''  for  the  triple  super- 
phosphate practice  sl-ov;s  only  15  hjindredweight  applied,  a  double  dediiction  v;ill  be 
made  for  5  hundredweight  of  triple  su.p3r;phosi:)hate  \inless  there  is  entered  in 
Section  7J.I,  over  the  signature  of  a  member  of  the  State  Coi.imittee ,  a  statement 
trat  the  grant  of  aid  furnished  v/as  not  misused. 

Ir  the  case  of  ap-olications  on  v;hich  there  are  two  or  more 
applicants  vrho  '-'ere  furnished  grant-of-aid  material  and  in  connection  with  vrhich 
there  i^?  oji  add:'.-cional  single  deduction  computed  for  misiise  of  all  or  a  oart  of  thi 
material  fvirnished,  such  additional  single  deduction,  in  the  absence  of  a  recom- 
mendation by  the  ccmty  conimittee  in  Section  ^''11  to  the  contrary,  r.s  to  w:  o  is 
responsible  for  such  m.isuse,  v/ill  be  prorated  betv/een  the  at)2olicants  according  to 
the  anio""nt  of  that  -i^iaterial,  to  which  the  deduction  relates  v;hich  v;as  furnished 
to  each  ap:)licant. 

All 
grant-of-aid  nrterial  W/Ac'..  v/as  fur.  i shed  render  either  the  1838  or  1939  ?rogr?jn  anc 
was  not  applied  d'iring  such  program  years  will,  if  applied  under  the  1940  Program 
in  accordance  with  some  ap-oroved  soil-building  "practice,  be  shown  in  "Section  I"""  of 
the  1940  application,  for  payaent  as  material  aprjlied  under  the  regixlar  (not  grant- 
of-aid)  practice  relative  to  the  apT)lication  of  such  material. 

Kov;ever,  if  grant-of-aid  materiol,  for  v^hich  only  a  single  de- 
duction h^,3  previously  been  made,  is  carried  over  from  x)revious  years  and  the 
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material  is  not  used  under  the  1340  Program  in  accordajioe  v/ith  the  provipions  of 
the  1940  Program  relative  to  the  use  of  such  grant-cf-aid  material,  an  additional 
single  deduction  shall  be  reco'iiuended  by  the  count7  oom^iittee  on  that  quantity  of 
material  v/hich  has  been  carried  over  and  not  properly  used  iinder  the  194C  "Program.

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2,    To'bacco  Determinations.     If  the  acreage  of  totacco  shoi-rn  on 
line  3  of  Section  III  of  the  applic;\tion  as  the  1940  harvested  acreage  of 
tobacco  is  less  than  90  percent  of  the  tobacco  acreage  allotment  for  the  farm 
as  shovm  on  line  2,  Column  (C),  of  Section  III,  and  it  is  determined  by  the 
coxinty  committee  that  failure  to  harvest  at  least  90  percent  of  the  farm's 
tobacco  allotment  was  due  '.o  flood,  drought,  hail,  or  other  abnormal  vreather 
conditions,  or  plajit-bed  diseases,  the  follov/ing  determination  v/ill  be  entered 
in  Section  VII:     "Failure  to  plpjit  90^^  of  tobacco  allotment  due  to   . " 

3e    Practices  Defeatinjg:  the  Purposes  of  the  Frop:ram,     Section  IX-A-1 
of  bulletin  .SIl-400  provides  in  part  that  "All  or  any  part  of  any  payment  v;hich 
otherwise  v/ould  be  made  to  any  person  under  the  1940  Program  may  be  withheld 
or  required  to  be  rexxxnded  (a)  if  he  adopts,  or  has  adopted  any  practice  v/hich 
the  Secretary  determines  tends  to  defeat  aJiy  of  the  purposes  of  the  1940 
or  previous  agricultural  conservation  programs,  (b)  if,  by  means  of  any  corpora- 
tion, partnershi^D,  estate,  trust,  or  any  other  device,  or  in  any  manner  what- 
soever, he  has  offset,  or  ha.s  participated  in  offsetting,  in  v/hole  or  in  part, 
the  performajice  for  which  such  payment  is  otherwise  authorized."     In  accordance 
v;ith  this  provision  the  following  nine  practices  have  been  determined  by  the 
Secretary  to  be  practices  v;hich  defeat  the  purposes  of  the  Program: 

a.  There  shall  be  ivithheld,  or  required  to  be  refunded,  the 
entire  payment  vdth  respect  to  the  farm  which  otherwise  v;ould  be  made,  or 
has  been  made,  to  a  landlord  or  operator,  including  the  Ipiidlord  of  a  cash 
or  standing  or  fixed-rent  tenant,  v;ho,  either  by  or.al  or  v/ritten  lease  or  by 
an  ora.l  or  v;ritten  agreement  sup-olementary  to  such  lease,  requires  by  coer- 
cion his  tenant  or  sharecropT)er  to  pay  or  to  agree  to  pay  to  such  landlord 
all  of  a  portion  of  any  CroveriTJuent  pajnnent  vrhich  the  tenant  or  sharecropper 
is  to  receive  or  has  received  for  participation  in  the  1940  Agricultui'al  Con- 
servation Program  or  as  a  1940  parity  pajnnent. 

b.  There  shall  be  v;ithheld,  or  required  to  be  refunded,  the 
entire  payment  v/ith  respect  to  the  farm  v;hich  otherv/ise  would  be  made,  or  has 
been  made,  to  a  landlord,  or  operator,  who  knovdngly  omits  the  names  of  one  or 
more  of  his  landlords,  tenants,  or  sharecroppers  on  an  application  for  payment 
form  or  other  official  document  required  to  be  filed  in  connection  \-fith  one 

of  the  above-mentioned  programs,  or  v;ho  knovdngly  shov;s  incorrectly  his  or  their 
acreage  shares  of  crops  or  unit  shares  of  soil-building  practices,  or  v;ho  other- 
v/ise falsifies  the  record  required  therein  to  be  submitted  in  respect  to  a 
particular  farm,  thereby  intentionally  deprivin^r;  or  attempting  to  deprive  one 
or  more  landlords,  tenants,  or  sharecroppers  of  payments  to  which  such  landlords, 
tenants,  or  sharecroppers  are  entitled. 

c.  There  shall  be  withheld,  or  required  to  be  refunded,  the 
entire  payment  with  respect  to  the  farm  v/hich  otherwise  would  be  made,  or  has 
been  made,  to  a  landlord  or  opera.tor  v;ho  requires  that  his  tenant  or  siia-re- 
cropper  pay,  in  addition  to  the  customary  rental,  a  sum  of  money  equiva.lent  to 
all  or  a  portion  of  the  Government  payment  v;hich  may  be,  is  being,  or  has  been 
earned  by  the  tenant  or  sharecropper. 
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d.  There  shall  "be  '.-ithheld,  or  reauired  to  "be  refunded,  the 
entire  pajnnent  with  respect  to  the  farm  which  otherT-n.se  vrould  he  made,  or  has 
been  made,  to  a  producer  ^-'ho  requires  his  tenant  or  sharecropper  to  execute 
an  assignment  ostensibly  covering  advances  of  money  or  sup-olies  to  make  a 
current  crop,  hut  actually  for  a  purpose  not  permitted  by  the  regulations  re- 
lating to  assignments. 

e.  There  shall  be  v/ithheld,  or  required  to  be  refunded,  all 
of  the  payments  v;hich  otherv/ise  would  be  made,  or  have  been  made,  to  a  pro- 
ducer '-.'ho  complies  with  the  provisions  of  the  Program  on  a  farm  or  farms 
operated  by  him  as  an  individual,  but  who  substantially  offsets  such  per- 
formance by  the  farming  operations  of  a  partnership,  association,  estate, 
corporation,  trust,  or  other  business  enterprise  in  which  he  is  financially 
interested  and  the  policies  of  which  he  is  in  a  position  to  control.     If  a 
partnership,  association,  estate,  co2*poration ,  trust,  or  other  business 
enterprise  carries  on  its  operations  so  as  to  qualify  for  a  pajnnent ,  but  one 
of  the  individuals  vrho  is  in  a  position  to  control  the  operations  or  policies 
of  such  partnership,  association,  estate,  corooration,  trast,  or  other  business 
enterprise  substantially  offsets  such  performance  by  his  individual  operations, 
no  payments  shall  be  made  to  him  in  connection  i^th  his  individual  operations 
and  the  payments  to  the  partnership,  association,  estate,  corporation,  trust, 
or  other  business  enterprise  shall  be  reduced  by  the  amount  which  the  State 
committee  finds,  or  estimates,  is  commensurate  v/ith  his  financial  interest 

in  such  partnership »  association,  estate,  corporation,  trust,  or  other  business 
enterprise. 

f .  There  shall  be  vdthheld,  or  required  to  be  refunded,  from 
ajiy  payments  which  other-rise  would  be  made,  or  have  been  made,  to  a  orodacer 
who  operates  farms  in  two  or  more  States  and  substantially  offsets  liis  per- 
formance in  one  State  by  overplanting  on  his  farm  or  farms  in  another  State, 
the  amount  which  v/ould  be  computed  for  such  overplanting  if  the  farms  v;ere  in 
the  same  State, 

g.  There  shall  be  vithheld,  or  required  to  be  refunded,  from 
payments  which  otherwise  v;ould  be  made,  or  have  been  made,  to  a  producer  v/ho 
rents  land  for  cash  or  standing  or  fixed  rent  to  another  person  '•'ho  he  knows 
or  has  good  reason  to  believe  intends  to  offset  such  producer's  performance 
by  substantially  overplanting  the  acreage  allotments  for  the  farm  which  in- 
cludes such  rented  land,  the  net  amount  of  the  deduction  which  would  be  com- 
puted if  the  nroducer  were  entitled  to  receive  all  of  the  crops  produced  on 
the  rented  land. 

h.  There  shall  be  vdthheld,  or  required  to  be  refunded,  from 
any  loayments  v/hich  otherwise  would  be  made,  or  have  been  made,  to  a  producer 
':'ho  is  participating  in  the  production  of  a  crop  on  a  farm  other  fnan  a  farm 
in  which  he  admittedly  has  an  interest  the  proportion  of  the  net  amount  of  the 
deduction  which  '^'ould  be  computed  for  the  farm  which  the  committee  determines 
was  such  person's  interest  in  the  crop  produced.     A  producer  shall  be  con- 
sidered to  be  participating  in  the  production  of  a  crop  if  the  committee  finds 
that  he  furnishes  machinery,  workstock,  or  finaiicial  aid  for  the  production  of 
the  crop  and  that  he  h-as  an  interest  in  such  crop. 


•  •         If  a  tenant  in  settling  his  obligations  under  a  rental 
contract  or  agreement,  or  an  agreement  supplemental  or  collateral  thereto, 
pays  or  renders  cash,  standing  rent,  or  fixed  rent,  or  a  share  of  the  crops, 
or  any  service  or  thing  of  value,  aggregating  in  value  in  excess  of  the 
rental  customarily  paid  in  the  commimity  for  similar  land  and  use,. thereby 
diverting  to  the  landlord  the  v;hole  or  any  part  of  any  payment  which  the 
tenant  is  entitled  to  receive,  there  shall  be  vrlthheld  from  or  required  to  be 
refunded  by  the  tenant  the  rvhole  of  any  payment  ^^dth  respect  to  the  farm  made, 
or  to  be  made,  to  him  under  an  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  or  a  parity 
program  for  1940  or  any  subsequent  year,  and  ther©  shall  be  vathheld  from  or 
required  to  be  refunded  by  the  landlord  the  v;hole  of  the  payment  vdth  respect 
to  all  of  his  farms  under  the  program  involved;    Provided,  however,  that  where 
the  tenant  is  renting  for  a  share  of  the  crops  only  and  the  tenant's  share  is 
60^  or  less,  only  the  landlord's  payments  shall  be  so  ^^^ithheld  or  recovered. 

All  determinations  in  connection  with  the  above  listed  practices 
shall  be  made  by  the  county  committee  with  the  approval  of  the  State  committee 
or  by  the  State  committee.    If  the  count.}'-  committee  determines  that  any  of 
the  above  listed  practices  or  other  practices  which  tend  to  defeat  the  pur-t- 
poses  of  the  program  have  been  adopted  by  an  applicant  for  payment,  such  deter- 
minations shall  be  entered  in  Section  VII  and  ^nll  be  effective  with  respect 
to  the  payment  otherwise  made  to  the  applicant  if  approved  by  the  State  com- 
mittee. 

3.  Change  in  the  Relationship  Between  a  Landlord  and  the  Tenants 
or  Sharecroppers.  Section  8(f)  of  the  Soil  Con?ervation  and  Domestic  Allot- 
ment Act  has  been  amended  to  read  as  follows;  .  . 

"(f)    Any  change  in  the  relationship  between  the  landlord 

and  the  tenants  or  sharecroppers,  with  respect  to  any 
farm,  that  would  increase  over  the  previous  year  the 
amount  of  payments  or  grants  of  other  aid  under  sub- 
section (b)  that  v;ould  othen^dse  be  made  to  any  land- 
lord shall  not  operate  to  increase  such  payment  or  grant 
to  such  landlord.    Any  reduction  in  the  number  of  tenants 
belov;  the  average  number  of  tenants  on  any  farm  during 
the  preceding  three  years  that  would  increase  the  payments 
or  grants  of  other  aid  under  such  subsection  that  would 
otherv.lse  be  made  to  the  landlord  shall  not  hereafter 
operate  to  increase  any  such  payment  or  grant  to  such 
landlord.     Such  limitations  shall  not  apT)ly  if  on  investi- 
gatioh  the  local  committee  finds  that  the  change  is 
justified  and  atjproves  such  change  in  relationship  or  re- 
duction.    Such  action  of  local  committees  shall  be  subject 
to  approval  or  disapproval  by  State  committees." 

The  limitations  of  payment  provided  by  Section  8(f),  as  amend- 
ed, must  be  applied  in  all  cases  where  (a)  as  a  result  of  a  change  in  the  re- 
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lationship  betv^een  the  lan6J.ord  or  operator  and  his  tenants  or  sharecroppers, 
a  landlord  or  operator  vrould  receive  a  larger  proportionate  share  of  any  crop 
in  1940  than  in  1939,  or  (h)  the  numher  of  tenaJits  aJid  sharecroppers  on  a  farm 
is  less  than  the  average  number  of  tenants  and  sharecroppers  on  the  farm 
during  1937,  1938,  and  1939,  and  such  reduction  in  the  number  of  tenants  and 
sharecroppers  would  result  in  the  landlord  or  operator  receiving  a  larger 
proportionate  share  of  any  crop  in  1940  than  the  average  of  his  proportionate 
shares  of  such  crop  durirg  1937,  1938,  and  1939,  \inless  in  either  case  the 
county  committee  finds  that  the  change  in  the  relationship  or  the  reduction 
in  tenants  and  sharecroppers  is  justified  by  the  facts  in  the  case  and  approves 
the  change  or  reduction. 

These  limitations  of  payment  shall  be  applied  only  in  connec- 
tion with  soil-depleting  crops  with  respect  to  vdiich  payment  may  be  computed 
in  1940.    In  applying  the  first  limitation,  the  county  committee  must  determine 
v/hether  the  landlord  or  operator  would  receive  a  larger  proportionate  share  of 
any  crop  in  1940  than  in  1939.    In  applying  the  second  limitation,  the  county 
committee  must  determine  whether  the  landlord  or  operator  v/ould  receive  a  larger 
proportionate  share  of  the  payment  for  any  crop  than  the  average  of  such  pro- 
portionate shares  for  1937,  1938,  and  1939.     If  for  any  case  both  limitations 
would  be  applicable,  the  county  committee  shall  apply  the  limitation  v^ch. 
would  result  in  a  lower  payment  to  the  landlord  or  operator. 

In  order  for  the  county  committee  to  determine  whether  the 
above  limitations  of  payment  should  be  applied,  the  following  information 
will  be  required  for  each  of  the  years  1937,  1938,  1939,  and  1940  for  each 
farm  as  it  is  constituted  in  1940  on  vrhich  there  v;ere  a  landlord  and  one  or 
more  tenants  of  sharecroppers  durirg  any  of  the  years  1937,  1938,  and  1939, 
except  that  this  form  v/ill  not  be  required  for  those  farms  where  (l)  neither 
the  landlord  nor  operator  is  receiving  in  1940  a  larger  proportionate  share 
of  o-ny  soil-depleting  crop  for  which  a  payment  is  computed  than  is  customary 
under  share  leases  in  the  community;  or  (s)  the  county  committee  determines 
on  the  basis  of  its  own  personal  knowledge  or  information  obtained  from  the 
respective  community  committee  or  other  persons  v;hom  it  knows  to  be  reliable 
that  no  changes  have  been  made  between  the  years  1937,  1938,  1939,  and  1940 
which  would  have  the  effect  of  increasing  the  pajnnent  to  the  landlord  or 
operator  or  such  changes,  if  any,  are  so  minor  that  the  county  committee 
would  in  any  event  consider  them  as  bein^r  justified: 

(a)  I'or  each  crop  with  respect  to  which  a  payment  may  be 
computed  for  the  farm  for  1940: 

(1)  The  total  acreage  on  the  farm. 

(2)  The  acreage  shares  of  the  landlord  and  of  the  operator. 

(3)  The  percentage  which  the  acreage  share  of  the  landlord  ^ 
and  the  percentage  v;hich  the  acreage  share  of  the  operator 
are  of  the  total  acreage  of  the  crop  on  the  farm. 

(b)  The  number  of  tenants  and  sharecroppers  on  the  farm,  if  tlie 
landlord  or  operator  is  receiving  a  larger  proportionate  share  of  any  crop  in  1940 
than  the  average  of  his  proportionate  shares  of  such  crop  for  1937,  1938,  and  1939. 

Form  ACP-119,  "Number  of  Tenants  and  Sharecroppers  and  Proportionate 
Shares",  has  been  provided  for  use  in  recording  the  above  information,    -1  copy  cf  this 
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form  v/ill,  in  all  cases  for  viiich  it  is  prepared,  be  transmitted  with  the 
application  for  payment  to  the  State  office  in  order  that  the  certification 
of  the  county  committee  tliat  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  tenants  or  share- 
croppers or  the  changes  in  leasing  or  operating  agreements  are  either  justi- 
fied or  not  justified  may  be  concurred  in  by  the  State  committee.  These 
forms  vdll,  however,  be  retained  in  the  State  office  and  not  transmitted 
with  the  application  for  payment  to  1/ashington. 

If  such  data  are  not  available  for  one  or  more  of  the  years 
1937,  1938,  ajid  1939  for  the  farm  as  constituted  in  1940,  the  county  committee 
shall  apply  the  limitations  of  payment  on  the  basis  of  the  best  information 
available. 

In  making  its  determination,  the  county  committee  shall  care- 
fully consider  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  involved,  including  changes  in 
landlord  or  operators,  changes  in  size  of  farm,  and  changes  in  type  or  method 
of  farming,  and  all  interested  persons  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  present 
for  consideration  any  pertinent  information.    If  it  is  evident  that  the  change 
in  relationship  between  the  landlord  or  operator  and  the  tenants  or  sharecroppers 
or  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  tenants  and  sharecroppers  v/as  made  for  the 
purpose  of  increasing  the  landlord's  or  operator's  proportionate  share  of  the 
payment  under  the  Agricult\iral  Conservation  Program,  such  change  or  redaction 
shall  not  be  foxmd  justified  and  shall  not  be  approved  by  the  county  committee, 
A  reduction  in  the  permitted  acreage  of  a  crop  or  a  reduction  in  the  acreage 
of  a  crop  grov/n  on  a  farm  shall  not  be  considered  as  in  and  of  itself  suffi- 
cient justification  for  a  change  in  the  relationship  betvreen  the  landlord  or 
operator  and  the  tenants  and  sharecroppers  or  for  a  reduction  in  the  number  of 
tenants  and  sharecroppers,  which  vrould  result  in  increasing  the  landlord's  or 
operator's  proportionate  share  of  the  payment  v/ith  respect  to  such  crop  under 
the  Agricultural  Conservation  Program. 

^■.'here  the  county  committee  does  not  find  that  the  change  or  re- 
duction i_s  justified,  it  shall  so  certify  on  the  application  for  payment  and 
the  apiDlication  for  payment  shall  be  so  prepared  that  the  landlord  or  operator 
will  receive  only  that  proportionate  share  of  the  payment  which  he  would  have 
received  had  the  change  or  reduction  not  been  made.    Whoro  the  county  commit tee 
finds  that  the  change  or  reduction  is  justified,  payment  to  the  landlord  or 
operator  vri.  11  be  made  in  the  regular  manner. 

NOTE:    Any  djetermination  made  by  the  county  committee  in  con- 
nection with  £iny  change  in  relationship  or  reduction  in  number  of  tenants  or 
sharecroppers  shall  be  applied  not  only  in  connection  v/ith  the  pajTnents  made 
under  the  1940  Agricultural  Conservation  Program,  but  also  to  payments  made 
under  the  1940  V.lieat  Parity  Program,  even  though  there  may  be  involved  modification 
or  reversal  of  the  county  committee's  previous  recommendation  concerning  parity 
payments  and  a  refund  on  the  part  of  a  producer  of  all  or  a  part  of  a  parity 
payment  previously  made. 
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SECTION  III.     7RAITSMITTAL  OF  APPLICATION 

Each  application  for  payment  transmitted  to  the  State  office  'vill  be 
accompanied  "by  the  original  report  of  performance  for  the  farm  as  prepared  by 
the  farm  checker,  and,  where  necessary,  corrected  jy  the  county  office.  Any 
Corrections  made  "by  the  county  office  on  the  report  of  performance  vill  be  made 
by  drawing  a  line  through  the  original  entry,  and  the  corrected  entry  will  be 
inserted  \-n.th.  a  pencil  or  pen,  using  a  different  color  from  that  used  by  the 
farm  checker.    No  copies  of  the  report  of  performance  will  be  prepared  in  the 
county  office  unless,  in  specific  cases,  the  original  report  is  so  illegible 
that  it  would  not  be  readily  decipherable  in  the  State  office.     In  such  cases, 
both  the  original  and  the  copy  of  the  report  of  performance  v;ill  accompany  the 
application  to  the  State  office. 

A.  Use  of  Transmittal  Sheet  -  NER-Qffice  Form  No-  77.     This  form  will  be 
used  for  transmitting  applications  from  the  co"'anty  office  to  the  State  office, 
and  from  the  State  office  to  Washington.    NER-Office  Form  No.  77  is  prepared  in 
sets  consisting  of  an  original  and  six  copies,  v;ith  carbons  inserted. 

NER-Office  Form  No.  77  will  be  prepared  in  the  county  office  as  indi- 
cated belov/  and  forwarded  to  the  State  office,  together  with  the  shipment  of 
applications  listed  thereon.     It  is  suggested  that,  unless  othennse  directed 
by  the  State  office,  no  more  than  25  applications  be  listed  on  one  transmittal 
sheet.     The  following  applications  vrill  be  transmitted  as  a  separate  trans- 
mittal; 

1.  Original  applications. 

2.  Supplemental  applications. 

3.  Suspended  applications. 

4.  Applications  for  applicants  who  have  received  loans  from  the 
Farm  Security  Administration  specifically  for  the  purpose  of 
purchasing  materials  for  use  in  carrying  out  practices  under 
the  1940  Agricultural  Conservation  Program. 

5.  Applications  for  applicants  who  have  executed  an  assignment 
on  Form  ACP-69  of  part  or  all  of  their  1940  payment. 

6.  Applications  on  v;hich  there  are  two  or  more  applicants,  one 
of  whom  has  obtained  a  Farm  Security  Administration  loan  and 
the  other  applicant  on  the  same  application  has  executed  an 
assignment  of  his  1940  payment. 

B.  Preparation  of  NSR-Office  Form  No.  77.     The  county  office  will,  for 
each  transmittal  of  applications  to  the  State  office,  prepare  the  entire  set 
(all  seven  copies)  of  NER-Office  Form  77  by  making  the  follo\>fing  entries; 

1.    Enter  the  State  and  county  code  numbers  and  the  names  of  the 
State  and  county  in  the  spaces  provided  in  the  upper  right-hand  corner  of  the 
form. 
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2*    "Kind  of  Form."    In  the  space  provided,  enter  the  description 

"1940  ACP." 

3.  "Form  Nos."    In  the  space  provided,  enter  the  phrase  "13ER-420," 

4.  "Coimty  Transmittal  No."    ITnter  here  a  number  for  each  separate 
transmittal.    Transmittals  of  1940  Agriculture,!  Conservation  Progr?jn  applications 
for  pasnnent,  irrespective  of  v;hether  such  applications  are  originals,  supple- 
mentals,  or  suspensions,  should  be  numbered  in  numerical  sequence,  .beginning  v/ith 
No.  1  and  continuing  until  all  applications  have  been  transmitted. 

5.  Number  of  At)plications  Being  Transmitted.    The  number  of  appli- 
cations being  transmitted  in  a  single  shipment  will  be  shown  by  an  entrj'-  in  one 
of  the  boxes  at  the  top  center  of  the  sheet  in  accordance  with  the  following: 

a.  Show  in  the  first  box  the  nvunber  of  original  applications 
being  transmitted  for  the  first  time. 

b.  Show  in  the  sncond  box  the  number  of  supplemental  applications 
being  transmitted  for  the  first  time. 

c.  Show  in  the  third  box  the  number  of  applications,  being  trans- 
mitted which  v;ere  previously  submitted  to,  suspended  by,  and  returned  by  the 
State  office. 

d.  Show  in  the  fourth  box  the  number  of  applications  being 
transmitted  which  v/ere  previously  submitted  to  and  returned  by  the  iJxamining 
Section  in  -''ashington.    Each  such  application  should  have  the  Washington  sus- 
pension memorandum  (ES-130)  attached. 

6.  Columns  Headed  "Serial  No.",  "Name  of  Producer",  and  "Hemarks." 
Shov;  in  these  col-umns  for  all  applications  transmitted  the  serial  numbers  in 
numerical  sequence  of  the  farms  covered  by  such  applications  and  the  names  of 
the  applicants,  respectively,  in  the  same  manner  as  under  previous  programs. 
List  for  each  application  the  names  of  all  applicants.    Names  of  applicants 
sho\ild  be  listed  in  the  same  manner  as  on  the  application;  for  example,  the 
name  Frank  A.  Jones  should  be  lir.ted  as  "Frank  A.  Jones,"  not  as  "Jones, 
Frank  A."    Hake  no  entries  in  the  coliomn  headed  "Not  for  Use  in  Field." 

C.     Transmittal  to  State  Office.    After  NER-Office  Form  No.  77  has  been 
prepared  as  outlined  above,  the  last  (orange)  copy  labeled  "Detach  and  For- 
ward with  Shipment  to  State  Office"  v/ill  be  detached  from  the  remainder  of 
the  set  and  forwarded  in  the  same  envelope  v;ith  the  applications  to  the  State 
office. 

Detach  and  retain  the  yellow  copy  labeled  "Retain  in  County  Office." 

The  remaining  five  copies  of  the  set,  including  the  three  white, 
one  green,  and  one  pink,  will  be  forwarded  in  a  separate  envelope  to  the  State 
office  at  the  same  time  the  applications  sire  mailed  under  separate  cover. 

After  receipt  by  the  State  office  of  a  shipment  of  applications  and 
the  related  five  copies  of  the  transmittal  sheet  mailed  under  separate  cover, 
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the  State  office  v;ill  stamp  "Heceived"  and  the  d^'.te  of  receipt  on  the  orange 
copy  and  return  it  immediately  to  the  county  office  for  filing. 

After  the  shipment  of  applications  has  been  audited  in  the  State 
office,  the  pink  copy  of  the  transmittal  sheet  will  he  returned  to  the  county 
office,  shov/ing  the  suspended  applications  listed  thereon,  if  any,  and  the 
date  of  transmittal  to  Washington  of  the  approved  applications.  Suspended 
applications  will  be  returned  by  the  State  office  to  the  county  office  with  this 
pink  copy, 

SECTION  IV.    F;JUv:S  joe  I'^ICH  NO  /iPPLICiVTIONS  FOR  PAYMENT  ABE  FILED 


In  the  case  of  farms  for  which  no  applications  for  payment  will  be 
prepared  and  transmitted  in  accordance  with  Section  I,  the  reports  of  perform- 
ance for  all  such  farms  will  be  transmitted  to  the  State  office  for  the  purposes 
of  audit  and  taking  statistics. 

The  reports  of  performance  for  such  farms  will  be  transmitted  in  the  same 
manner  as  applications  for  payment  for  other  farms,  except  that: 

1.  Such  reports  of  performance  will  be  transmitted  in  groups  separate 
from  applications,  with  a  separate  transmittal  (a)  for  farms  which  received  grants 
of  aid  but  for  v/hich  applications  will  not  be  filed,  and  (b)  for  other  farms  for 
v/hich  it  is  obvious  there  will  be  no  payment. 

2,  The  first  three  (v;hite)  copies  of  the  transmittal  sheet  (IIEH-Office 
Form  No.  77)  will  be  detached  before  it  is  prepared  in  the  county  office,  with  only 
the  green,  pink,  yellow,  and  orange  copies  being  transmitted  to  the  State  office. 

3,  A  separate  series  of  transmittal  numbers  will  be  used  in  transmitting 
reports  of  performance  only. 

4.  "Rep.  of  Perf,"  v;ill  be  inserted  in  the  space  provided  for  "Kind  of 
Form"  at  the  top  of  NER-Office  Form  No.  77,  and  in  the  space  provided  for  "Form 
Nos,"  will  be  inserted  "NER-422"  or  "NER-423",  whichever  is  applicable.

Space  is  provided  on  the  fourth  (green)  copy  in  the  co  l\imn  headed  "For 
Use  in  State  Office"  for  making  a  record  of  the  State  office  operations,  ^he 
suspension  of  applications  vrill  be  shovm  by  drawin.^  a  line  through  the  serial 
number  and  name  of  each  such  suspended  application. 
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I'Jhen  the  State  office  audit  has  teon  completed,  the  numher  of  applications 
which  have  been  approved,  the  numher  suspended,  and  the  number  of  no  payment 
cases  should  be  entered  in  the  appropriate  spaces  on  the  gre-on  and  pink  copies. 
The  sum  of  these  entries  vd.ll  equal  the  total  number  of  applications  transmitted 
by  the  county  office,  as  shovm  in  the  appropriate  box  at  the  top  of  the  form, 

SECTION  VI.     F^'il^-SMITTAL  OF  APPLICATIONS  TO  V/ASHINGTON 

Upon  completion  of  the  audit  of  applications  in  the  State  office,  all 
suspended  applications  v/ill  be  shoxm  on  the  first  three  white  copies  by  drav/ing 
a  line  through  the  same  serial  numbers  and  names  of  applicants  as  have  been 
lined  out  on  the  green  copy  of  the  transmittal  sheet.    The  date  of  the  trans- 
mittal by  the  State  office  to  V/ashington  should  be  shown  in  the  space  provided 
therefor  at  the  top  of  the  form.    There  vrf.ll  also  be  sho\m  in  the  space  provided 
at  the  top  of  the  form  o.  State  transmittal  number.    The  first  transmittal  of 
applications  (NER-420)  v/ill  be  numbered  "1",  and  succeeding  shipments  vdll  be 
ntunbered  in  sequence  until  all  OTplicationn  have  been  transmitted,  regardless 
of  vrhether  the  applications  are  oil.^tinals,  supplementals,  or  suspensions. 

The  green  and  pink  copies  may  then  be  separated,  the  green  remaining 
in  the  State  office  as  a  permaneiit  record,  and  the  pink  being  returned  to 
the  county  office  v/ith  suspended  applications,  if  any,  and  shovdng  the  State 
transmittal  number  and  the  date  on  which  approved  applications  v/ere  sent  to 
V.'ashii^ton.

SECTION  VII.     COUNTY  OFFICE  CH2CK  AGAINST  OMISSION  OP  DATA  PROM  APPLICATIONS 

Subsection  G  of  Section  II  of  this  bulletin  provides  that  certain  essential 
items  be  entered  on  the  application  v/hich  do  not  appear  on  the  report  of  perform- 
ance for  the  fr.rm,  nor  in  ajiy  other  single  place.     Such  items  include  data  v;ith 
respect  to  assignments,  ■unpaid  a^^^.vances  for  1940  Crop  Insurance  premiums,  and 
other  debts  of  applicants  appearing  on  the  County  Register  of  Indebtedness,     It  is 
not  possible  from  checking  the  entries  made  on  the  application  aga.inst  the  report 
of  performance  to  determine  v/hether  any  such  items  have  been  omitted  from  the 
ai,)plication.     Consequently,  the  follov;ing  procedure  v/ill  be  followed  in  the 
county  office  before  applications  are  submitted  to  applicants  for  signature,  and 
before  applications  are  transmitted  to  the  State  office,  in  order  to  make  certain 
that  no  essential  data  have  been  omitted  from  the  a.pplication. 

•i*-.    Prior  to  the  preparation  of  any  applications  for  pa.yment,  the 
follov/ing  column  headings  (or  such  part  of  them  as  are  applicable  in  the  county) 
v/ill  be  added  to  those  columns  already  set  up  on  the  County  Office  Record  (IJER- 
Office  Perm  No.  55):     "Grant  of  Aid".  "ACP-69" .  "A.u>-372" .  "C-lllO".  ejid  "ACP-lOO". 
(Setup  column  for  ACP-lOO  only  in  counties  v/here  this  form  has  been  executed 
in  connection  v/ith  1940  I'.Tieat  Crop  Insurance,) 


B,    Also  prior  to  the  preparation    of  any  applications  for  payment,  a 
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check  mark  (/)  will  "be  made  vriiere  applicable  in  each  of  the  above-mentioned 
coliimns  opposite  the  name  of  each  applicant  and  farm  serial  number  as  the^ 
appear  in  colujnns  1  and  2  of  Office  Form-55.    For  example,  a  check  mark  (j/^)  (j 
will  be  entered  "in  the  column  headed  "G-rant  of  Aid"  for  each  farm  which  ho.s 
been  furnished  material  as  a  grant  of  aid.    Similarly  a  check  mark  (/)  vdll  be 
entered  in  the  column  headed  "ACP-69"  opposite  the  name  of  each  person  vrho  has 
executed  an  assignment  on  form  ACP-69.    Checi'  marks  should  also  be  entered 
v/herever  applicable  in  each  of  the  other  columns  referred  to  above. 

The  00  l\amn  headed  "ACP-lOO",  however,  should  not  be  checked,  and  no 
entry  should  be  made  on  the  application  for  payment  vdth  respect  to  ACP-lOO 
except  in  cases  v;here  the  applicant  is  still  indebted  for  all  or  a  part  of 
hiscdvance  for  1940  Crop  Insurance  premium.

C,  As  a  last  step  in  the  prexoaration  of  applications  for  signature, 
each  application  for  payment  will  be  checked  against  MR-  Office  Form  55  to 
make  sure  that  all  applicable  data  with  respect  to  the  items  referred  to  in 
this  section  have  been  entered  on  the  application.

The  following  instructions  supplement  the  instructions  contained  in 
NER-421  and  are  applicable  only  with  respect  to  applications  for  payment 
filed  under  the  1940  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  for  Nassau  and  Suffolk 
Counties,  New  York. 

Section  I,    Usual  Acreage  of  Commercial  Vegetables  I'/ith  Potatoes 

The  following  entries  will  be  made  on  w'SR-420,  Section  III,  "Payments 
in  Connection  vrith  Allotment  Crops,"  for  all  farms  for  which  a  usual  acreage 
of  commercial  vegetables  vrith  potatoes  is  determined  in  accordance  v;ith 
bulletin  NER-400-E,  Section  I,  subsection  C,  item  2, 

A.  Delete  the  word  "tobacco"  in  the  heading  of  Column  (C)  and  insert 
in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "veg.  usual." 

B.  Enter  on  line  2  of  Column  (C)  the  usual  acreage  of  commercial 
vegetables  vath  potatoes  determined  for  the  farm. 

C.  Enter  on  line  3  in  Column  (C)  the  acreage  of  land  planted  in  1940 
to  commercial  vegetables  and  which  v;as  also  planted  to  potatoes  in  1940, 

Section  II,    Ac r ea.ge  of  Grasses  or  Legumes  and  Qreen  Manure  Crops 

There  shall  be  entered  in  Section  III  of  iTER-420,  for  each  farm  for 
which  a  potato  allotment  is  determined,  the  acreage  used  in  1940  for  the  pro- 
duction of  grasses  or  legumes  sov.'n  in  1938,  1939,  or  1940,  or  used  for  green 
manure  crops  through  the  1940  crop  year.    Such  acreage  will  be  shown  on 
line  2,  Column  (A)  of  Section  III,  j3]R-420,  preceded  by  the  code  GL  or  GM.

The  original  report  of  performance  as  turned  in  by  the  farm  check- 
er for  each  farm  on  which  performance  is  determined  will,  as  in  193S, 
bo  submitted  to  the  State  office  for  audit  and  tabulation.

It  is  the  r'-. spcns 5.1) i2.it of  the  State  office  to 
provide  the  necessary  personnel  for  assisting  co'onty  committees  in  the 
trainin^^  of  f  irn  check.srs  and  other  persons  employed  in  determining  per- 
formance,    Sufficiont  s\iT3crvisicn  should  he  exercised  over  the  methods 
of  training  employed  "by  co'onty  committees  to  make  sure  th.at  "before 
heginning  performance  v/ork,  farm  checkers,  computers,  planiraeter  opera- 
tors, and  other  employees  have  "been  given  adeq_uate  training  in  the  duties

3.    A  field  test  on  a  farm  or  farms  involving  the  actual 
procedure  in  mslcing  measurements,  prep.aration  of  report  of 
performfmce  forms,  ai^d,  in  coLmties  where  used,  the  actual 
use  of  aerial  photographs. 

C.     Supplementary  State  Oifioe  Instructions,     xhe  State  office  will 
issue  such  additional  instructions  as  m.ay  "be  deer.ed  necessary  to  supple- 
ment iTSR-429  and  !'T3il-430  '-'ith  respect  to  evidence  required  and  methods 
of  determining  performance  under  individual  soil-huilding  practices  ap- 
proved for  the  State.

The  spotcheck  of  the  v/orl:  of  compiitcrs  and  planimeter  operators  shall 
"be  performed  hy  persons  employed  "by  the  State  office  who  may  or  nay  not  "bo 
the  same  persons  employed  to  spotcheck  the  work  of  farm  checkers. 

In  cases  where  the  person  employed  to  spotcheck  the  work,  of  farm 
checkers  is  trained  and  qualified  to  spotcheck  the  work  of  computers  and 
planimeter  operators,  such  pcrso5.i  should  he  instructed  to  sj^otcheck  the 
work  of  computers  and  planimeter  opcra.tors  each  time  he  visits  the  county 
in  connection  with  his  regular  spotcheck  work. 

Form  IJSR-oS?  (Spotcheck  Report  of  Planimeter  TTork)  will  he  prepared 
in  accordance  with  instructions  printed  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  form, 
aiid  will  "be  suhmitted  each  time  the  v/ork  of  a  co-jjity  office  employee  is 
spot checked. 

Computers  and  planimeter  operators  should  he  spotchecked  at  suf- 
ficiently frequent  intervals  to  assure  the  accuracy  of  acreage  deter-

However,  all 
items  v/'nich  will  re  requited  in  the  State  summary  are  incliided  here  in 
order  thr^.t  the  State  office  may  m.ake  necessary  arrangements  to  o"btain 
that  portion  of  the  data  not  included  in  the  regular  semi-monthly  progress 
reports. 
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SECTIOII  I.  IIJTEOEUCTION 


This  'bulletin  contains  the  procedure  to  'je  followed  in  the  dcter- 
nination  and  report  of  parf orr.iance  in  counties  using  aerial  photographs 
or  farn  naps  under  the  1940  Agricultural  Conservation  Progran. 

A.  Duties  of  the  county  coanitteo.     The  coui'ity  comitteo  v;ill 
be  responsible  for  the  selection,  training,  and  or.pl oy;.)ent  of  fam 
checkers  and  other  enployeos  for  doternining  pcrf orr.:ancc  under  the  1940 
progran,  and  will  be  held  directly  responsible  for  an  accurate  and  ef- 
ficient doternination  of  porfomance  021  farns  in  the  county. 

B.  Selection  of  farn  checkers.     Menbers  of  the  coimty  connittee 
are  not  eligible  for  enploynent  as  farn  checkers  in  deternining  per- 
formance.   The  first  duty  of  the  county  connittee  is  the  selection  of 
the  persons  to  be  given  training  as  farn  checkers.    Only  those  persons 
who  in  the  best  judgnent  of  the  county  connittee  can  reasonably  be  ex- 
pected to  do  reliable  and  satisfactory  work  should  bo  selected  for  train- 
ing. 

C.  Training  of  farn  checkers.    The  county  connittee  will  .ar- 
range with  the  State  office  for  necessary  assistance  in  training  pros- 
pective farn  checkers.    Uach  person  selected  should,  prior  to  enploynent, 
be  given  thorotigh  training,  including  the  follov;ing: 

1,  Instructions  vith  respect  to  x^rovisicns  of  the  1940  pro- 
gram applicable  in  the  county. 

2,  Specific  instructions  on  the  preparation  of  forns  used 
in  connection  v;ith  the  determination  of  perfornance. 

3,  Instructions  on  nethods  of  naking  field  neasurenents  and 
the  use  of  neasuring  equipnent. 

4,  Actual  practice,  under  supervision,  in  naking  neasure- 
nents and  conpleting  reports  of  perfornance  on  one  or  nore  farns. 

5,  Specific  instructions  relative  to  the  use  of  aerial 
photographs,  including  actual  practice  in  indicating  farm  and  field 
boundaries,  naldng  necessary  supplemental  neasurenents,  and  recording 
on  report  forns  the  data  necessary  for  conpletion  of  reports  of  per- 
formance by  the  coui^ty  office.    The  selection  and  proper  training  of 
farm  checkers  who  ore  to  work  with  aerial  photographs  and  farm  maps 
made  from  aerio.l  photographs  are  extrencly  inportant.    The  training  of 
farm  checkers  and  also  those  persons  employed  as  planimeter  operators 
in  the  county  office  should  be  conducted  by  qualified  persons  from  the 
State  office.     Siich  training  should  include: 

a.    An  adeq\ia.te  period  of  tine  (probably  at  least  one 
day)  in  the  comity  office  to  become  f?.iniliar  with 
the  procedure  for  using  aerial  photographs  and 
index  naps. 
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b.    At  least  one  full  day  should  "be  spent  in  the  field 
with  snail  groups  (4  or  5)  of  farm  checkers,  in- 
structing them  in  the  method  of  indicating  farm 
and  field  houndaries,  aiid  in  mcJcing  necessary  field 
measurements.    Such  instructions  should  also  include 
the  recording  of  necessary  data  on  the  report  of 
performance  form  and  in  the  making  of  farm  sketch 
nap  s . 

D,  3xar.iination  of  farm  checkers.    At  the  close  of  the  training 
period,  all  persons  having  had  such  training  naj  he  considered  eligible 
for  employment  as  fp,rm  checkers  only  after  satisfactorily  passing  an 
examination  designed  to  determine  their  ojialif ications .     It  is  recommended 
that  such  examination  he  given  to  prospective  farm  checkers  under  the 
direction  of  a  person  designated  "by  the  State  office,  and  that  the  ex- 
amination include  (l)  a  written  test  on  provisions  of  the  program  and 

the  procedure  with  respect  to  v.rhich  instructions  vrere  given  during  the 
training  period,  and  (2)  a  field  test  on  a  farm  involving  the  actual 
procedure  in  making  r.easurements ,  preparation  of  report  of  perforriancc 
forms,  and  the  actual  use  of  photographs. 

E,  Emplo7,^nont  of  f arc,  chockors .    After  havir.g  passed  the  ex- 
examination  with  a  satisfactory  grade,  any  such  person  mo.y  be  employed  as 
a  farm  checker  if  it  is  determined  by  the  comity  committee  that  ho  is 
otherwise  o^ualified.     It  is  recommended  that  a  person  employed  as  a  farm 
checker  who  has  had  no  previous  experience  in  checking  performance  be 
employed  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  $4.00  per  day  and  become  eligible  for  a 
higher  rate  within  the  maximum  permitted  only  after  his  work  has  been 
spotchecked  and  approved. 

E.     Spotchecking.     The  vrork  done  by  the  farm  checkers  and  in  the 
county  office  will  be  spotchecked  under  the  direction  of  the  State  office 
in  order  to  make  sure  that  acreage  figures  and  other  basic  data  on  which 
payments  are  to  be  made  are  being  determined  in  the  county  in  accordance 
with  applicable  instructions  and  approved  provisions  of  the  Program.  The 
spotchecking  of  v;ork  done  by  the  farm  checker  will  include  an  adequate 
check  on  all  of  the  work  involved  in  maJring  a  complete  report  of  per- 
formance.   After  each  spotchock  the  fax\m  checker  will  be  given  a  rating. 
The  spotchockor  will  also,  in  con-noction  with  each  spotchcck  report, 
make  one  of  the  following  three  reco'T.iendations : 

1 .  Tlmt  the  work  of  the  farm  checker  be  appro-v-ed,  and  that 
hiG  employment  be  continued.     In  this  event,  a  farm  checker  who  had 
previously  been  eiiployed  at  less  than  the  mrjcimum  rate  might  reasonably 
be  co,:sidered  as  eligible  for  a  prom.otion  in  rate  of  pay  not  to  exceed 
the  permitted  maximum. 

2 .  That  employment  of  the  farm  checker  be  continued  only 
gj'.l-'-l.^--9-f^Q-^- tional  t raining.     In  this  event,  the  spotchecker  vfill  indicate 
the  particular  phase  of  the  farm  checker's  work  on  v;hich  he  needs  further 
training.     The  county  committee  should  then  arrange  for  giving  the  farm 
checker  the  necessary  additional  training,  after  which  he  may  be  er.ployod 
at  the  original  rate  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  10  days  before  another 
spotcheck  and  rating  by  the  spotchecker. 
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3.    Th?vt_  f^Z  ::^'^2L-''1J:——~^^^^         --^  vmsatisf.-ictory  ana 
that  his  cnr)lo3Tiont  ""bu  dis"continuo_d.     If  tLis  rcconi:icndation  is  nadc 
by  the  spotchecker,  the' co'inty  committse  v/ill  immediately  discontinue 
employment  of  the  farm  checker.    The  rscominendation  of  the  spotchecker 
shall  be  final  subject  only  to  appeal  to  tho  Stato  offico. 

No  farm  checker  sho\ad  bo  employed  for  a  period  of  more  than 
10  days  prior  to  the  initial  spotcheck  and  submission  of  a  spotchcck 
report.     If,  on  the  initial  or  any  subseq;aGnt  spotchock,  the  v;ork  of 
the  farm  checker  was  not  approved  and  the  spotchecker  rccomnendcd  further 
training,  the  farm  checker  nay  be  employed  for  not  more  than  10  days 
before  his  v;ork  is  again  spotcheckod. 

SBCTIOll  II.     p--IOTOarjlPHIC  I4ATErJALS  PP.07IDED  i'OII  USE 

This  section  describes  the  photographic  materials  provided  for 
use  in  determining  performance. 

A .    Aerial  PhotOc";rap] ■.. 

1.  Scale.    The  photographs  as  received  by  the  county  of- 
fice v;ill  be  cnlargomonts  at  tho  approxin,ato  scale  of  660  feet  to 
the  inch.    At  tho  scale  of  660  foot  =  1  inch  on  the  photograph,  1 
inch  is  ecual  to  10  chains  and  1  square  inch  is  equivalent  to  10 
acres. 

2.  Zones.     In  many  cases  tho  scale  of  the  onlargoncnt  v;ill 
vary  froa  tho  desired  scale  of  650  fcot  -  1  inch  because  of  tilt  and 
topographic  relief.    To  correct  these  conditions,  the  photograph  is 
divided  into  zones,  each  of  which  v/ill  liave  an  individual  scale  or 
correction  factor.    Lines  are  dravm  on  the  face  of  the  enlargement 
separating  the  zones.     These  linos  arc  called  zone  lines.     In  counties 
v/hcro  area  factors  are  used,  this  correction  factor  multiplied  by  10 
is  equivo.lcnt  to  the  nur^bor  of  acres  for  each  square  i.'.ch  './ithin  that 
particular  zone  on  the  photograph.    Eor  example,  an  area  correction 
factor  of  1.306  on  a  photograph  indicates  that  within  the  zme  on 
that  particular  photograph  1  square  inch  equals  13.06  acres. 

3.  I^'ot  area  of  x-hoto^Traphs .     On  the  face  of  every 
enlargement  vjill  be  indicated  by  a  red  line  the  net  area  v/ithin 
which  measurements  and  tracings  for  farm  maps  should  be  ma.de. 

3,    Photo  Indices. 

Each  covinty  office  is  furnished  photo  indices  at  the 
approximate  scale  of  1  inch  equals  1  mile,  or  2  inches  equal  1 
mile.    These  indices  will  show  by  means  of  serial  numbers  the 
relative  location  of  photogrophs  in  the  county.     Tho  index  v;ill 
also  serve  to  locate  the  photograph  on  v:hich  any  particular  farm 
appears  by  the  study  of  the  location  of  highv^ays,  villages,  rail- 
roads, streams,  etc. 
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C.    ?arn  Maps. 

In  counties  v;here  farn  naps  have  "been  made  from 
aerial  photographs,  the  farm  naps  should,  in  nost  cases,  be  used 
in  place  of  the  aerial  photo{;:raph  in  the  field  for  deternining 
perf ornancc . 

In  counties  where  farn  naps  are  available  and  in  which 
there  is  a  large  nunhor  of  temporary  boundaries  v;hich  cannot  be 
identified  on  the  farr.  nap,  or  in  v;hich  substantial  change  in 
boundaries  has  occurred,  the  farn  checker  should  have  available 
in  the  field  vihcn  checking  perfornance  the  aerial  photograph  for 
use  in  identifying  the  exact  location  of  such  boundaries. 

SECTIOI'T  III.     PUTiPOSE  AW  USE  OF  ASKIAL  FHQTOGPAPHS  AITD  KAPS 

Aerial  photographs  and  farn  naps  are  provided  as  a  neans  of 
deternining  accurately  and  effectively  the  acreages  of  crops  and  land 
uses.    The  aerial  photograph  is  designed  for  ;ise  over  an  extended  period. 
It  is  extremely  important,  therefore,  that  any  process  involving 
the  preparation,  handling,  and  use  of  photographs  be  performed  in  a 
manner  and  with  sufficient  care  and  accuracy  to  accomplish  the  purpose 
for  which  these  materials  are  furnished.     Too  much  emphasis  cannot 
be  placed  on  the  importance  of  accuracy  in  using  aerial  photographs. 
Carelessly  made  or  faulty  identification  of  field  boundaries  on  the 
photograph  can  destroy  the  value  of  all  of  the  painstaking  vrork  previ- 
ously performed  in  field  surveys  for  scale  determination  and  in  the 
computation  of  scale  factors  for  the  enlargements.    Experience  has 
shown  that  approximately  90  percent  of  the  errors  in  acreage  figures 
obtained  from  photographs  can  be  attributed  to  careless  or  erroneous 
identification  of  boundaries.     Careless  aiad  erroneous  identification 
requires  that  the  v;ork  be  done  over  and  consequently  increases  the 
expenses  of  the  county  association.

Enter  in  ColvuEn  (A)  of  this  section  the  hind  of  material,  such  as 
"Triple  Super",  "20'3t  Super",  "Gr.  Lime",  etc.    Enter  in  Column  (B) 
the  ainouiit  of  each  kind  of  material  furnished  ae  grant  of  aid  for 
use  under  the  1939  program  but  which  v;as  not  so  used,  and  has  "been 
carried  over  for  use  under  the  1940  prograiTi.     Enter  in  Column  (C) 
the  amount  of  each  kind  of  material  furnished  for  uso  on  the  farm 
under  the  1940  program.    Enter  in  Column  (D)  the  sum  of  Columns  (B) 
and  (C)  for  each  kind  of  material.     Thir.  item  should  ho  the  total  amount 
of  each  kind  of  material  furnished  the  farm  available  for  use  under 
the  1940  program,  including  unused  material  carried  over  from  1939. 

Section  X.     1940  v.ze  of  land  and  soil-building  practices 
carried  out.    ?or  the  gaidance  of  the  farm  checker,  entries  will  be 
made  on  lines  18  and  21  to  ^5,  inclusive,  of  Column  (A).  Other 
entries  in  this  section  v/ill  be  made  after  performance  is  checked. 

Section  XI.  Sixmiiiery  of  land  use  and  payment  items.  Enter 
in  Column  (a)  on  line  2  the  acrea,'^^e  planted  to  wheat  as  shovm  on  Eorm 
KEH-409  for  tho  farm. 

Enter  in  Column  (C)  program  yield  for  allot- 
ment crops  as  determined  for  the  farm  for  1940. 

Enter  in  Column  (D)  applicable  acreage  al- 
lotments and  usual  acreages,  if  any,  established  for  the  farm  under 
the  1940  program. 

Enter  also  in  Column  (D),  on  lines  9,  10,  and 
11,  respectively,  the  acreages  of  cropland,  pasture,  and  commercial 
orchard  as  \ised  in  computing  the  soil-building  allowance  for  the  farm. 

All  of  tho  data  for  this  section  may  bo  ob- 
tained from  tho  Notice  of  1940  Agricultural  Conservation  Program 
(}IEE-414  or  IIEH-415) ,  making  sure  that  the  data  entered  are  the 
finally  approved  data  for  the  farm. 

ITEn-.Office  Eorm  55  (rtevised).    Al].  county  offices  are  re- 
quired to  maintain  a  record  of  1940  performance  activities  on  NER- 
Office  Eorm  55  (Hevisod  lIovcrabGr  1939),  as  outlined  in  Section  71 
of  13H-417. 

B.    Materials  for  Uso  of  Farm  Checker. 

Each  farm  checker  employed  in  checking  perf orm.ance  should 
bo  supplied  with  at  least  the  following:

6.  A  supply  of  Dlaiilc  copies  of  i^rt-lO  or  other 
suitacle  p'i_:;or  for  use  in  preparing  sketch 
nap  s . 

7.  A  ncasuring  tape  or  chain. 

8.  Photographs  on  vhich  farns  to  be  checked  arc 
shoOTi, 

S,    A  hoard  (of  a  t;;,^e  approved  by  the  State  office) 
upon  v/hich  to  lasoen  photographs  for  v/ork  in 
the  field. 

10.  P^ed,  and  blue  pencils  (of  a  type  approved  by 
the  Sta.ts  office). 

11.  A  G-inch  flat  engireer's  scale,  graduated  to 
tenths  axid  fiftieths  of  an  inch, 

12.  A  nagnifying  glass. 

15,     Sandpaper  for  sharpening  pencils, 

A  sufficient  number  of  photographs  for  use  over  a  period 
of  3  to  S  days  only  should  be  issued  to  a  farm  checker  at  one  time. 
All  photographs  on  \vhich  performance  has  been  checked  should  be 
returned  to  the  office  at  least  once  a  week.     Since  the  enlargements 
are  of  considerable  value,   some  person  in  the  county  office  should 
bo  designated  to  chock  the  photographs  in  and  cut  and  to  guard  against 
shortage  and  misuse. 

SECTIOIT  V.    Pr.OCSr'TIiE  F02  THE  FAILM  CHZCIvSR 

A .    The  Farm  Visit . 

The  assistance  of  the  1940  operator  or  his  designated 
representative  should  be  obtained  in  making  the  determination  of  '< 
performance  on  the  fa.rm.     In  no  event  should  the  farm  checker  pro- 
ceed in  the  determination  of  performance  on  a  farm  v:ithout  the 
knowledge  and  consent  of  the  owner  or  opero^tor.     In  case  the  owner 
or  operator  objects  to  the  proposed  determination  of  performance  on 
the  farm,  a  note  to  that  effect,  signed  and  dated  by  the  farm  checker, 
should  bo  made  on  the  report  of  performance  form  and  turned  iji  to 
the  county  office. 
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cocking  performance  on  a  farm,  the  farm  clieckerwill  valk  over 
[sand  pasture  sufficiently  to  determine  for  himself  the  1940  crops 
grov.Ti  and  the  practices  carried  out.    Each  field  should  iDe  visited,  ir- 
respective of  v'hether  the  acreage  of  th^  particular  field  is  to  oe  deter- 
mined "by  the  farm  checker's  measurement,  hy  estimate,  or  "by  aerial  photo- 
graphs . 

The  farm  checker  should,  insofar  as  practicable,  identify  farm  and 
field  boundaries  and  check  performance  on  all  of  the  farms  shov/n  on  one 
photograph  before  working  on  other  photographs  in  order  that  the  photograph 
may  be  returned  to  the  county  office  promptly,  thus  avoiding  delay  in  the 
I'.'ork  of  planimeter  operators  and  computers  in  completing  reports  of  per- 
formance in  the  county  office. 


B.    Acreages  to  be  Measured. 


The  following  crops  and  land  uses  vill  be  identified,  supplemented 
by  necessary  field  measurements,  in  such  manner  as  to  permit  an  accurate 
determination  of  acreage  unless  a  record  of  accurate  measurements  previously 
made  is  available. 


1.     Tobacco.    The  harvested  acreage  of  tobacco  on  all  farms. 


2.  Potatoes. 

a.    Potato  allotment  farms.     The  acreage  planted  to  potatoes. 


b.    Honallotment  potato  fpnas.     The  acreage  planted  to  po- 
tatoes unless  such  acreage  is  obviously  less  than  3  acres. 

Acreage  planted  to  potatoes  means  the  acreage  of  land  on 
which  potatoes  are  planted,  except  that  all  or  any  part 
of  any  potato  acreage  totally  destroyed  by  flood,  in- 
sects, or  any  other  cause  beyond  the  control  of  the  oper- 
ator, which  is  later  replaced  by  other  acreage  planted 
to  potatoes  on  the  farm  may  be  considered  as  not  having 
been  planted. 

3 .    'vTieat . 


a.  lyheat  allotment  farms.     The  acreage  planted  to  wheat. 
(Since  the  acreage  planted  to  wheat  \n.ll  have  previously 
been  reported  on  I'TER-409  and  entered  in  Section  XI, 
Column  (a) ,  line  2  of  K5R-422,  no  further  determination 
as  to  the  acreage  planted  to  wheat  on  wheat  allotment 
farms  is  necessary.) 

b.  Nonallotmont  '-'heat  farms.     The  acreage  of  wheat  harvested 
for  grain,  or  for  an.y  purpose  after  reaching  maturity, 
unless  obviously  less  than  10  acres,  or  the  usual  acreage 
determined  for  the  farm,  whichever  is  larger. 

4.     Commercial  vegetables. 


a.    Commercial  vogotable  allotment  farms.    The  acreage 
planted  to  commercial  vegetables. 
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b.    Nqnallotment  commercial  vOv'^eta'ble  farms  in 

ccmmercial  vegetable  counties  only.    Tlie  acre- 
age planted  to  commercial  vegetables,  unless 
such  acroa9;e  is  obviously  less  than  3  acres. 

^'     Corn  for  grain.     The  acreage  of  corn  hgrvested  for 
grain  on  all  farms  with  a  tobacco ,  potato ,  or  v/heat  acreage  allotment, 
unless  the  acreage  of  corn  harvested  for  grain  is  obviously  less  than 
10  acres,  or  the  usual  acreage  determined  for  the  farm,  whichever  is 
larger. 

6,  Soil-building  practices.     On  all  farms  the  acreages  on 
which  soil-building  practices  are  carried  out  will  be  measured  except 
that  v;ith  respect  to  practices  carried  out  on  only  a  portion  of  a  field 
an  estimate  will  be  accepted  under  the  follo\'dng  conditions; 

a.  Where  it  is  apparent  from  the  evidence  presented 
(such  as  receipts  and  sales  slips  of  materials 
purchased)  that  the  quantity  of  materials  applied 
to  a  particular  field  is  at  least  equal  to  the 
minimum  requirements  of  the  practice  on  the  area 
in  such  field  as  estimated  by  the  farm  checker;  or 

b.  !\1iere  it  is  evident  that  the  total  amount  earned 
by  the  practices  carried  out  is  at  least  20  percent 
in  excess  of  the  soil-building  allowance  for  the 
farm . 

7.  For  each  farm  which  is  being  identified  on  aerial  photo- 
graphs in  1940  for  the  first  time,  the  entire  acreage  of  crc-oland  field  by 
field  and  commercial  orchards  v;ill  be  identified  on  the  phonograph  in  order 
that  an  accurate  determination  may  bo  made  from  the  photograph  of  all  such 
acreage.     In  this  event  the  boundaries  of  individual  crops  v/ithin  a  partic- 
ular field  need  be  carefully  identified  only  if  they  are  crops  for  v/hich  an 
accurate  measurement  is  required  in  accordaxice  vrith  items  1  to  6,  inclusive, 
of  this  subsection  B. 

C .  Acreages  to  be  Sstiznatod. 

A  careful  osbimate  shall  bo  made  of  all  crops  and  land  usos  the 
exact  measurement  of  which  is  not  spocificallj'-  required  in  siibsoction  B 
above  of  this  Section  V.    V/ith  respect  to  all  acreage  cstimaros,  it  is  re- 
quired that  the  farm  checker  and  the  farm  oper-^tor  agree  on  tiv^.  estimate. 
If  such  agreement  cannoo  be  reaoheJ. ,  the  farm  cileckor  will  l-i^eo sure  the 
acreage  in  question  or  identify  on  the  T..aotcgraph  the  acreage  in  question 
so  that  the  exact  area  may  bo  determined  from  the  photograjjh. 

D.  Identification  of  Farms  on  PL;,  bograph. 

In  making  identification  of  farm  and  field  boundaries  as  de- 
scribed below,  it  is  necessary  and  required  that  the  farm  checker  inspect 
all  portions  of  the  farm  sufficiently  to  determine  for  himself  the  location 
of  all  boundaries  described  below  for  which  an  identification  is  required. 
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1.    Farm  "boundaries.    Farm  boundaricr,  should  be  indicated  on 
tho  face  of  the  cnlargcmont  in  red  ty  snail  arrcv;s  placed  inside  of  and  at 
right  angles  to  tho  "boundary  line  and  v;ith  the  points  just  touching  the 
line,  thus: 


T 


A  sufficient  number  of  arrows  sliould  be  used  to  indicate 
definitely  the  boundary  line,  but  do  net  use  more  than  are  necessary. 

In  cases  v;here  the  boundary  line  passes  through  a  wooded 
area  and  cannot  be  definitely  identified,  tho  approximate  position  in  tho 
v;oods  should  bo  indicated  by  a  red  line.     This  lir.c  would  not  require  the 
red  arrows. 

'■/here  boundary  lines  lie  X'/ithin  a  shadow,  extreme  care 
should  be  used  in  indicating  the  boundary  line  on  the  photograph. 

2.  Recording  farm  numbers  on  photographs.    After  the  farm 
boundaries-  have  been  identified,  the  farm  serial  nunfoer  should  then  be 
placed  on  tho  photograph  in  small  clear,  red  figures  encircled.     The  number 
should  be  placed  approximately  in  the  center  of  the  farm  in  such  ma.nner  as 
vail  not  interfere  with  the  identification  of  fields.     In  the  event  that  the 
entire  area  of  a  farm  does  not  appear  within  the  net  area  of  the  photograph, 
each  portion  of  tho  farm  should  be  identified  on  the  photograph  on  which  it 
appears  v/ithin  the  usable  area  of  the  photograph,  and  the  number  of  the  farm 
should  appear  v;ithin  each  such  portion.     In  cases  where  only  a  small  portion 
of  the  farm  lies  outside  the  net  or  usable  area,  it  is  permissible  to  identi- 
fy such  small  portions  outside  the  net  area  lines,  in  which  event  the  same 
farm  need  not  be  identified  on  the  adjacent  photograph. 

3.  Field  boundaries. 


a.    Permanent  field  boundaries.    Every  field  (including 

commercial  orchards)  having  permanent  boundaries,  such 
as  fence  lines,  hedgerows,  tree  lines,  stream.s,  edges 
of  woods,  etc.,  should  be  identified  by  small  blue 
arrows  in  the  same  manner  as  tho  farm  boimdarics  v/ere 
identified  with  the  small  red  arrows.    A  letter  should 
be  inserted  near  the  center  of  each  permanent  field  of 
cropland  with  blue  pencil,  using  printed  capital 
letters,  as  A,  S,  C,  D,  etc.    Permanent  fields  of  non- 
cropland  such  as  noncrop  open  p-^.sture  should  not  re- 
ceive such  a  letter.    Permanent  pastures  should  bo  in- 
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dicatGd  ty  the  1-ttcrs  "P.  P."     If  there  are  several 
areas  of  pasture  on  a  single  farm,  they  should  be  lettered. 
"P.P.-l,"  "P.P. -2,"  etc.     If  a  different  systen  of  let- 
tering permanent  pSisture  has  "been  used  in  a  State,  the 
system  may  he  continued  if  authorized  by  the  State  of- 
fice.    Other  areas  of  noncropland,  such  as  wastcln.nd, 
v/oodland,  etc.,  should  not  receive  designating  field 
letters. 


Sxtrcmc  care  should  be  exorcised  by  the  farm 
checker  in  the  placing  of  blue  arrows.     In  many  in- 
stances fence  linos  may  not  be  clearly  defined  on  the 
T^hotograph.     In  such  cases  it  will  be  necessary  for 
the  far.n  checker  to  study  the  photograph  carefully  to 
identify  this  line  accurately*     Considerable  study  may 
be  necessary  in  the  cases  of  fields  adjacent  to  a 
woods  in  order  to  distinguish  between  the  edge  of  the 
trees  and  the  shadow  line. 

In  rare  cases  it  may  be  preferable  and  ad- 
visable to  \ise  solid  blue  lines  instead  of  blue  arrows. 
This  usiaally  occurs  v/here  irregular  permanent  field 
lines  adjoin  brush  lines  or  v;ood  lines.    A  solid  blue 
line  gives  the  planimcter  operator  a  more  definite 
line  to  follow  than  a  large  number  of  small  arrows, 
vmich  would  be  required  in  such  cases. 

b.     Temporary  boundaries.     Wherever  a  field  is  devoted  to 
two  or  more  crops,   the  boundaries  of  which  for  purposes 
of  accurate  measurement  need  to  bo  identified  separately 
(in  accordance  v;ith  Section  V-B  above),  and  where  such 
a  subdivision  can  be  readily  identified  on  the  photo- 
graph, the  temporary  crop  boundary  should  be  indicated 
on  the  enlargement  by  a  broken  line  drav/n  by  a  sharp- 
pointed  blue  pencil. 

I'/horover  such  crop  divisions  for  1940  cannot  be 
identified  on  the  photograph,  sufficient  gro\ind  measure- 
ments v/ill  be  made  from  features  •which  can  be  identified 
on  the  photograph  to  determine  the  correct  location 
of  the  crop  boundaries.    VTliere  such  measurements 
are  necessary,  the  measurement  should  be  indicated 
on  ITEIi-lO,  or  other  suitable  sketch  map.     It  is 
highly  important  that  the  so-calied  rough  sketch 
maps  be  legible  and  compli^^te.     Such  sketches  arc  of  ^ 
little  value  unless  the  office  personnel  can  readily 
identify  and  use  the  sketches  in  connection  with  the 
photographs.     They  should  incJude  the  following: 
Sketch  of  the  field,  subdivision  letter,  arrow  in- 
dicating direction  of  north,  a  record  of  the  measure- 
ments made,  and  sufficient  notes  to  permit  the  pjani- 
meter  operator  to  properly  compute  all  acreages. 
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Each  field  subdivision  should  ho  lettered  for 
identification  as  illustr;v'od  by  tho  f ollow-in^;: 
Pc-r.-jaaeab  Field  "A"  is  divided  into  three  1940  crops 
as  potatoes,  corn,  and  wheat.     Such  suhdi visions 
should  "be  identified  by  "A--1,"  and  "A-3." 

4.  .  Saall  Areas, 

a.  Cropland  not  dsvoted  to  .-.roos.     In  order  to  obtain 
accurately  the  acrea^^e  of  crops  for  v;h:'.ch  acreage  al- 
lotments are  established,  it  v.dll  often  be  necessary 
to  nake  a  deduction  fro'.r.  the  total  area  of  the  field 
for  strips  of  cropland  within  field?.,  probably  along 
the  border,  which  are  not  actually  occupied  by  such 
crops.    An  exa^-nxile  of  such  a,n  area  is  a  headland  used 
for  turning  at  the  end  of  the  ro'.-/s.     In  such  cases 
the  farm  checker  will  determine  the  avoraf;e  v;idth  of 
such  lonused  areas,  and  indicate  on  a  rough  sketch  ;iiap 
of  tho  field  the  approxiiXato  location,  the  measured 
v.-idth,  and  also  the  length  if  the  length  cannot  be 
dotorrsinod  directly  from  the  photograph. 

Again  the  farm  ciieckor  should  take  care  that 
his  notes  are  sufficiently  clear  and  thorough  enough 
to  explain  fully  the  existing  condition. 

b.  Wasteland.     In  somo  canes  there  will  be  sniall  areas 
v.'ithin  the  boundaries  of  the  field,  such  as  groups 
of  trees,  rock  out -croiopings,  sink  holes,  etc  If 
such  areas  can  bo  identified  on  the  photographs,  the 
boundaries  of  those  areas  should  bo  irdicatcd  by  a 
solid  line  made  v;ith  a  sharjp-pointed  pencil.  The 
letter  "iv'"  should  be  placed  within  the  bouuidarics  of 
tho  area.    In  cases  v/hcre  such  areas  cannot  be  iden- 
tified on  the  photograph,  the  farii  checker  should 
indicate  on  a  rough  sketch  uap,  if  possible,  the 
dimensions  of  the  areas  of  v;asteland.    Hov/evcr,  in 
the  case  of  small  irregular  areas,  the  acreage  of 
v;hich  v/ould  be  difficult  to  compute  from  any  dimen- 
sions given,  a  careful  estimate  of  the  area  from 
measurements  made  by  the  farm  checker  should  be  re- 
corded on  the  sketch  map  and  e:rplained  in  notes. 

°'    g^'alding  grouT).     The  building  group  should  be  out- 
lined on  the  aerial  photograph  by  a  blue  line.  Small 
areas  used  for  gardens  or  fruit  trees  for  home  use, 
and  ether  sr,all  areas,  including  farmyards  around 
buildLngs,  should  be  identified  as  part  of  the 
building  group.

This  column  is  for  record- 
ing the  difference  hctween  the  total  area  of  the  ficW 
as  recorded  in  Column  (C)  and  the  area  actuall?/  oc- 
cupied hy  the  crop  as  shovra  in  Column  (E).  Such 
acreages  will  represent  temporary  roads,  headlands, 
the  area  occupied  hy  the  trees  in  interplanted 
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non-conniercia.l  orchards,  and  other  snail  areas  not 
actiially  occupied  by  the  crop.     The  sketch  nap  and 
notes  turned  in  by  the  farn  checker  should  shov; 
sufficient  data  to  pernit  a  dcterriination  by  the 
county  office  of  the  entries  for  Colunn  (F), 

Report  of  practices  carried  out.  Practices 
carried  out  on  a  certain  field  can  in  nost  instances 
be  so  listed  that  the  field  letter  appearing  in 
Column  (B)  "'ill  also  serve  to  indicate  the  field 
upon  v;hich  the  practice  was  carried  out.     In  in- 
stances v;here  more  than  one  practice  v;as  carried 
out  on  a  given  field,  enter  each  practice  in  a 
separate  space  in  Colunn  (H)  and  use  a  bracket  to 
indicate  that  all  such  practices  v;crc  carried  out 
on  the  same  field. 

Coltimn  (G-).    Practice  ITunber.    Enter  the 
number  of  the  practice  listed  in  State  bulletin 
lMER-410  which  identifies  the  practice  to  bo  describe' 
in  Colujnn  (H).     Snter  ^rant  of  aid  practice  numbers 
onl;'-  for  those  practices  carried  out  v;ith  material 
furnished  for  use  luider  tlie  1940  program  and  .:ot 
for  practices  carried  out  with  material  furnished 
for  use  in  1939  and  carried  over  to  1940. 

Col-ujnn  (li).    Description  of  practice  and 
rap.to rials  used.     Enter  a  descrij)tion  of  the  ap- 
proved practices  carried  out  on  each  field.  In 
the  case  of  practices  involvin-g-  the  application 
of  lime,  fertilizer,  or  grass  seeding  m.aterials, 
the  description  of  practices  should  show  the  kind, 
analysis,  and  total  amount  of  materio.l  applied  and 
also  the  name  of  the  crop  in  connection  v;ith  which 
such  application  \-;as  made.     For  example,  9,000 
po'onds  of  ground  limestone  are  applied  in  connection 
vdth  a  legume  seeding  \irhich  is  made  ^/ith  a  nurse 
crop  of  oats  vrhich  is  cut  for  grain;  the  descrip- 
tion of  such  practice  should  contain  the  follov;ing 
information  and  might  read:     "9,000  lbs.  ground 
limestone,  43'^^  CaO,  if:  VigO,  95^$  through  20-mesh 
screen,  with  oats  for  grain  seeded  with  clover  and 
timothy."    Abbreviate  if  necessary,     "Brand"  names 
of  lime  or  other  materials  may  be  used  if  such 
brand  names  sufficient l;/  identify  the  material  and 
analysis. 

In  case  a  complete  fertilizer  is  used  on  a 
seeding  vrith  a  nurse  crop  harvested  for  grain,  the 
description  might  read:     "6,000  lbs  of  3-12-6  with 
oats  for  grain  seeded  v;ith  clover  and  timothy." 
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Where  suporphosphate  is  usod  in  connection 
vith  lcg:un:G  soeclings  ;:iado  v;ith  grain  for  a  nurse 
crop,  it  should  "be  clearlj-  indicated  in  Column  (H) 
whether  the  nurse  crop  was  harvested  for  hay  or  for 
grain. 

In  recording  the  description  of  a  practice 
and  materials  used  to  carry  out  the  practice, 
sufficient  infonr.ation  should  "be  shown  in  all  cases 
to  permit  the  county  and  State  offices  to  deter- 
mine v/hether  the  practice  v/as  carried  out  in  accord- 
ance mth  the.  specifications  for  the  practice  as 
contained  in  NSR-410  for  the  Stat3. 

Column  (I).     1939  C-rant  of  aid.     If  all  of 
the  materials  shovm  in  Colujnn  (H)  v/ere  furnished 
for  use  under  the  1£39  Program  out  v/ere  not  so  used 
and  were  carried  over  for  use  under  the  1940  Program, 
enter  a  check  (\/  )  mark  in  Column  (l).

Units  carr.od  and  ar.our.t 
oariiod.    ?or  purposes  of  advising  the  farner  of  the 
approximate  unearned  "balance,  if  any,  of  his  soil- 
building  allowance,  the  nunher  of  units  of  each 
practice  and  the  amount  earned  nay,  unless  othervrise 
instructed  by  the  county  conaittee  be  entered  in 
Colunns  (K)  and  (L).     If  this  is  done,  hov/ovor,  the 
fam  checker  should  bo  particulo.rly  careful  to  inform 
the  farner  that  the  figures  are  only  tentative  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  tl:e  county  coixiittec. 

Line  19.     Connercial  orchards.    Under  the  1940 
Progran  the  total  area  of  conr.orcial  orchard  is 
classified  and  should  be  reported  as  conrv.crcial 
orchard  even  though  a  part  or  all  of  the  orchard  is 
interplanted.     Tlaat  portion  of  the    orchard  which  is 
iuterplanted  v/ill  not  be  subtracted  from  the  total 
area  of  the  orchard  and  classified  as  cropland  as 
in  1939. 

for  fr.rms  not  previously  measured  by 
photography,  the  farm  checker  v;ill  enter  in  Column  (A) 
the  estimated  acrea~e    of  the  orchard.    On  farms  for 
which  acreages  have  been  previously  determined  from 
the  photograph,  the  farm  checker  -vill  enter  the  total 
area  of  the  orchard  in  both  Colujnns  (A)  and  (C),  ex- 
cept that  if  the  boundaries  of  the  orchard  are  not 
the  same  as  in  1939,  the  far::  checker  v/ill  identify 
the  1940  boundaries  on  the  photograph,  supplemented 
by  a  sketch  e„nd  notes  if  necessary,  and  enter  only  an 
estimated  acreage  in  Column  (A). 

Lines  21,  22,  33.  24,  and  25.     Column  (A) . 
These  items  will  be  entered  by  the  farm  checker  .  If 
entries  have  previously  been  made  for  these  items  in 
Column  (A)  by  the  county  office,  such  entries  v;ill  be 
verified  by  the  farr.  checker,  and  corrected  if  neces- 
sary to  reflect  changes,  if  any,  which  have  occurred 
since  the  previous  determination.    Any  sucli  correc- 
tions vrill  bo  made  by  drav;ing  a  line  through  the  entry 
and  entering  the  correct  entry  above  the  original 
entry.

On  farms  for  vrhich  acreages 
have  previously  beer,  determ.incd  from,  the  photogra.ph 
and  on  v/hich  the  farm  checker  determines  that  there 
have  been  no  changes  in  these  ioems  since  1939,  the 
farm  checker  will  enter  in  Column  (C)  such  previously 
determined  acreages  on  Lines  21  to  25,  inclusive. 
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For  all  other  farns  those  ontrios 
in  Colunn  (C)  will  be  nade  by  the  county  office. 

F ,    Report inc-  Soil-Building  F rictices . 

1,  Special  evidence.    Any  evidciice  required  by  supplenentary 
instructions  issued  by  the  Stt.te  office  or  the  courity  office  in  connection 
with  soil-building  practices  v;ill  be  obtained  by  the  farn  checker  and  turned 
in  as  part  of  his  report  of  porfomance. 

2,  Prior  approval.     Vith  respect  to  practices  to  be  carried  out 
only  after  prior  approval  of  the  county  connittce,  the  farn  checkca-  will  nako 
a  special  deternination  and  report  as  to  v/hether  the  practices  have  been 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  specifications  contained  in  such  prior  approvaL 

3,  l-'Iaterials  furnished  by  State  or  Federal  ai^encies.  Practices 
carried  cut  vath  labor  and  materials  one-half  or  more  of  v/hich  arc  furnished 
by  a  State  or  Federal  agency  other  than  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Adminis- 
tration will  be  listed  in  Section  X  of  NEIl-422,  except  that  no  credit  for  such 
practices  v;ill  be  allovred.     In  this  event,  a  notation  will  be  made  by  the  farm 
checker  in  Column  (K)  indicating  the  name  of  the  agency  and  that  one-half  or 
more  of  the  labor  and  materials  were  furnished  by  such  agency. 

If  loss  than  one-half  of  the  labor  and  materials  arc 
furnished  by  a  State  or  Federal  agency  other  than  the  Agricultiaral  Adjustment 
Administration,  one-half  of  the  credit  otherwise  earned  will  be  allowed.  In 
this  event,  a  notation  v/ill  be  raade  by  the  farm  checker  in  Colum.n  (H)  indicat- 
ing the  name  of  the  agency,  and  a  statement  that  less  than  one-h-alf  of  the 
labor  and  materials  v;as  furnished  by  such  agency. 

SECTICN  VI.     COUIITY  OFFICE  PRCCESURS  FOR  COIgLETI^ICr  REPOHTS  OF  PEHFORi^IANCE 

A.     General  Procedure.    Neccssarj^  acreages  will  be  dctcrnincd  in  the 
county  office  from  the  photographs  on  wMch  1940  crops  have  been  identified 
after  tne  report  of  perf ormo,nce,  including  sketch  maps  showing  field  measure- 
ments and  explanatory  notes,  has  been  turned  in  by  the  farm  checker.  This 
work  V7ill  be  done  by  persons  v/ho  h^ve  received  special  training  in  the  opera- 
tion of  planimeters  and  in  the  computation  of  acreages  by  tM s  method. 

As  reports  of  performance' are  returned  to  the  county  office  by  farm 
checkers,  all  entries  will  be  reviewed  by  the  county  office  for  completeness 
and  accuracy.    Entries  v;hich  are  not  clear,  complete,  and  accurate  should 
be  noted  and  called  to  the  attention  of  the  farm  checker  v/ho  submitted  tlic 
report.    V/here  necessary,  the  report  of  performance  shall  be  returned  to 
the  farm  checker  with  sufficient  instructions  to  enr.blc  him  to  explain, 
complete,  or  correct  questionable  or  incorrect  entries.    Errors  by  the 
farm  checker  in  the  computation  of  acreages  from  field  measurements  aay 
be  corrected  in  the  county  office,  but  should  in  all  cases  be  called  to 
the  attention  of  the  farm  checker.     Such  corrections  should  be  made,  not 
by  erasing  incorrect  entries  and  substituting  correct  entries  therefor, 
but  by  drawing  a  line  through  the  original  incorrect  entry  and  placing 
tne  correct  entry  above  or  beside  the  original  entry.     Such  corrections 
.should  be  initialed  by  the  person  making  them. 
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B.  Ruls  of  Fractions.    Fractions  of  acres  and  units  of  practices 
shall  te  expressed  to  the  nearest  tenth  of  an  acre  or  unit  and  fractions 
in  hundredths  amounting  to  five  or  less  shall  "oe  dropped,  while  those 
amounting  to  more  than  five  hundredths  shall  be  considered  as  a  whole  tenth. 
For  example,  6.12  would  bo  5,1;  6.15  would  ho  6.1;  v;hile  6.16  would  beco-.e 
6.2. 

C .  Review  of  Data  Reported  by  Farm  Checker  and  Procedure  for  Co-- 
ploting  Report  by  County  Office. 

1.  Section  I,  "Persons  Interested  in  This  Farm."    The  names 
and  addresses  of  persons  reported  in  this  section  as  interested  in  the  farm 
and  information  as  to  whether  the  person  is  landlord,  tenant,  or  sharecropper 
should  bo  checked  to  dotermino  that  such  entries  are  legible  and  complete. 

2.  Section  II,  "Division  of  Payment."     Determine  that  the  sum 
of  the  percentage  shares  shovm  in  each  column  equals  IOC. 

3.  Sv^ction  III,  "Lo":ation  of  Far.n  and  Description."    Malcc  sure 
that  the  land  covered  by  the  report  of  porforrancc  is  adequa.tely  described 
and  that  any  other  lo.nd  constituting  a  part  of  the  farm  covered  by  another 
report  of  performance  is  adequately  described  and  identified. 

4.  Section  IV,  "Other  Farms  in  vr.iich  Persons  Shown  in  Section  I 
Have  an  Interest."    A  record  should  be  maintained  in  the  county  office  of  all 
persons  who  are  reported  in  Column  (C)  as  having  an  interest  in  tvro  or  more 
farms  in  the  comity.     Such  record  should  be  kept  on  the  regular  card  index 
file  maintained  by  the  county  office.    Arrangement  shall  be  made,  in  accordifince 
with  Section  X-C  of  the  regional  bulletin  (Ln;R-400),  to  obtain  reports  of  pcr- 
fonnance  on  all  farms  in  the  county  in  v/hich  a  person  has  a,n  interest. 

A  record  should  be  made  in  ColiLmns  (F)  and  (G-)  of  any  farms 
in  other  States  in  v;hich  any  person  whose  name  appears  in  Section  I  has  an 
interest  and  v;hich  Imve  not  previously  been  entered  by  the  farm  checker. 

5 .  Section  V,  "Record  of  Material  Furnished  in  Lieu  of  Payment . " 
Verify   from  office  records  the  entries  in  Columns  (A),  (E),  (O),  and  (D)  to 
determine  that  they  are  complete  and  correct  and  represent  the  kind,  amount 
carried  over  from  1939,  amount  furnished  under  the  1940  Program,  and  total, 
respectively,   of  m.atorials  furnished  as  grants  of  aid. 

Verify  the  entries  made  by  the  farm  checker  in  Column  (E),  as 
to  the  total  amount  of  each  kind  of  material  shovm  in  Section  X  of  I3R-422  to 
have  been  applied,  and  enter  in  Column  (F)  the  ojiiount  of  each  kind  of  m<aterial 
which  is  shovm  in  Section  X  of  N3R-422  to  have  been  used  in  accordance  with  theT 
applicable  (Ljrant  of  aid  practice  in  WER-410  for  the  State.     Then  make  the 
following  determinations  v;ith  respect  to  the  entries  in  this  section:

Chock  the  entries  in  this 
section  to  make  sure  that  the  appropriate  dates  and  signatures  have  boon 
properly  recorded. 

8.  Section  VIII.  "Record  of  r-.atcrials  Purchased."     Entries  in 
this  section  will  be  checked  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  b?/  the 
State  office. 

9.  Section  X.  "1940  Use  of  Land  and  Soil-Building;:  Practices 

Carried  Out."

This  tallotin  contains  the  procedure  to  do  follov^od  in  tlic  do- 

ter.-ninr,tion  and  report  of  pcrfornancc  -jindor  the  1940  Agricultural  Conscr- 

vrtion  Program  in  counties  not  using  aerial  photographs  or  frvrm  naps  made 
iron  aerial  photographs. 

A.    Duties  of  the  county  committee.    The  co^mty  committee  will 
"be  responsiole  for  the  selection,  training,  and  em:?loyment  of  farm  checkers 
and  other  employees  for  determining  performance  under  the  1940  program, 
and  v/ill  he  held  directly  responsihle  for  an  accurate  and  efficient  deter- 
mination of  performance  on  farms  in  the  county, 

3.    Selection  of  farm  checkers.    Members  of  the  county  committee 
are  not  eligible  for  employment  as  farm  checkers  in  determining  performance. 
The  first  duty  of  the  county  committee  is  the  selection  of  the  persons  to 
be  given  training  as  farm  checkers,    Orly  those  persons  who  in  the  best 
judgment  of  the  county  committee  can  reasonably  be  ezpectcd  to  do  reliable 
and  satisfactory  work  should  be  selected  for  training. 

C.  Training  of  farm  checkers.    The  county  conjnittee  will  arro.ngc 
with  the  State  office  for  nccessiucy  asf;istance  in  training  prospective 
farm  checker s»    Each  person  selected  should,  prior  to  cmploi/nent,  be  given 
thorough  training,  including  the  following: 

1,  Instructions  with  respect  to  provisions  of  the  1940 
progrpxi  applicable  in  the  county. 

2,  Specific  instructions  on  the  preparation  of  forms  used  in 
connection  with  the  detornin/:itior.  of  performance. 

3,  Instructions  on  methods  of  making  field  measurements  and 
the  use  of  measuring  equipment. 

4,  Actua.l  practice  under  supervision  in  malcing  neasurenonts 
rjid  completing  reports  of  performance  on  one  or  r^ore  farms, 

D.  Examination  of  farm  checkers.    At  the  close  of  the  training 
period,  all  persons  having  liad  such  training  may  be  considered  eligible 
for  emplo^/ment  as  farm  checkers  only  after  satisfactorily  passing  an  exam- 
ination designed  to  determine  their  q-'jialif ications.     It  is  recommended  that 
such  examir^ation  be  given  to  prospective  f.arn  checkers  under  the  direction 
of  a  person  designated  by  the  State  office,  and  that  the  e:<r.mination 
include  (l)  a  written  test  on  provisions  of  the  program  and  the  procedure 
v;ith  respect  to  which  instructions  were  given  during  the  training  period 
and  (2)  a  field  test  on  a  farm  involving  the  actual  procedure  in  making 
measurements  and  preparation  of  report  of  performance  forms. 

S.  Employment  of  farm  checkers.  After  having  passed  the  examina- 
tion with  a  satisfactory  grade,  any  such  person  may  be  employed  as  a  farm 
checker  if  it  is  determined  by  the  coujity  committee  that  he  is  otherwise 


qualifiGd,     It  is  rccommcndod  that  a  person  employed  ?s  farr  checker  who 
ha.s  had  no  previous  experience  in  checking  pcriornancc  "be  cnployod  at  a 
rate  not  to  exceed  $4,00  per  day  and  "DecoiT.e  eligiole  for  a  hi/^hor  rate 
;vithin  the  naxinun  pcrnitted  only  after  his  work  hsis  Docn  spotchockcd  and 
approved, 

I^.     Spot  checking.     The  v7ork  done  "by  the  farn  checkers  and  in  the 
county  office  -.vili  he  spotchecked  under  the  direction  of  the  State  office 
in  order  to  nakc  sure  that  acreage  fifrures  nnd  other  "basic  data  on  \7hich 
pajonents  are  to  "be  nade  arc  "being  detornined  in  the  county  in  accorda.nce 
v/ith  applica"ble  instructions  and  approved  provisions  of  the  progrem.  The 
spotchecking  of  work  done  ""oy  the  farm  checker  v/ill  include  an  adequate 
check  on  all  of  the  work  involved  in  making  a  complete  report  of  performance, 
ilfter  each  spotcheck  the  farm  checker  v;ill  "be  given  a  rating,  .  The  spot- 
checker  Y/ill  also,  in  connection  v/ith  each  spotcheck  report,  make  one  of 
the  follov/ing  throe  recommendations; 

1  •    That  the  mot]-,  of  the  farm  checker  "be  approved  and  that  his 
cmplo;^'-ment  "be  continued.-    In  this  event,  a  farm  checker  v;ho  had  previously 
"been  employed  at  less  than  the  mar.imiJin  rate  might  reasona'bly  "be  considered 
as  eligihle  for  a  promotion  in  rate  of  p?y  not  to  exceed  the  permitted 
maximum, 

2 •    That  employment  of  the  farm  checker  he  continued  only  after 
additional  training.     In  this  event,  the  spotchecker  v;ill  indicate  the 
particular  phase  of  the  farm  checker's  v;ork  on  which  he  needs  further 
training.     The  county  committee  should  then  arrange  for  giving  the  farm 
checker  the  necessary/-  additional  training,  after  which  he  may  "be  employed 
at  the  original  rate  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  10  days  hefore  another 
spotcheck  and  rating  "by  the  spotchecker, 

3,    That  the  vrork  of  the  fa.rm  checker  is  unsrtisf actory  and 
tha,t  his  Q^:^lp/2j:£'L^-'_JlLJ±'— '4^  "^'^  this  rcccOiiaond^-tion  is  made  hy 

tne  spotchecke:*,  •:Le  co-Uj.x.y  cDjan-ittec  will  r.nracdirtely  discontinue  cmploy- 
nent  of  the  fai-m  checkev.    The  recommendation  of  the  spotchecker  shall  "bo 
final  only  after  approval  oy  the  State  office. 

ITo  fa,rT-i  checker  should  "be  employed  for  a  period  of  more  than 
10  days  prior  to  the  initial  spotcheck  and  su"bmission  of  a  spotcheck 
report.     If,  on  the  initial  or  any  su"bsequent  spotcheck,  the  work  of  the 
farm  checker  was  not  approved  and  the  spotchecker  recommended  further  train- 
ing, the  farm  checker  may  "be  employed  for  not  more  than  10  days  "before  his 
work  is  again  spotchecked.

On  all  frms  the  acreages  on  wiiich 
soil-building  pro.ctices  are  carried  out  v/ill  be  measured, 
exc  ept ; 

a.    IVhere  it  is  apparent  from  the  evidence  presented  (such 
as  receipts  and  sales  slips  of  materials  ptirchased)  that 
the  quantity  of  materials  applied  to  a  p.articular  field 
is  at  least  equal  to  the  minimum  requirements  of  the 
practice  on  the  area  in  such  field  as  estimated  by  the 
farm  checker. 


b.    liHiere  it  is  cr^/ident  that  the  total  amount  earned  'oy 

practices  carried  out  is  at  least  20  percent  in  excess 
of  the  soil-building  allovmnce  for  the  farm.. 

C.    Acreages  to  be  Bstin.ated.     A  careful  estimate  s]-iall  be  made  of 
all  other  crops  and  land  uses  the  exact  r.easurement  of  which  is  not  specifi- 
cally required  in  subsection  B  above  of  this  Section  III.     V^ith  respect  to 
all  acreage  estimates,  it  is  required  tlv.t  the  fam  checker  and  the  fam 
operator  agree  on  the  estimate.     If  such  agreem.ont  cannot  be  reached,  the 
fam  checker  will  measure  the  acreage  in  question. 


D.    Preparation  of  Report  of  Perfomance  by  the  Fam.  Checker. 

1.     Content  of  cop.plete  report.    A  complete  report  of  perfomance 
turned  in  to  the  county  office  by  the  fam.  checker  should  consist  of  the 
following;

a .  Section  I,  "Persons  interested  in  this  farm . "  The 
farm  checker  will  verify  the  entries  made  in  this 
section  "by  the  county  office  and  will  make  the  neces- 
sary additions  or  corrections.    This  section  should 
carry  a  record  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  all 
persons  interested  in  the  farm  and  whether  they  are

Section  VI,  "Remarks  and  special  farm  data. "     There  should 
be  recorded  in  this  section  by  the  farm  checker  all  per- 
tinent information  not  reported  elsewhere,  such  as  a  report 
that  certain  fields  should  bo  reinspected  after  additional 
r^ractices  have  been  complc'^ted  that  uould  affect  the  payment 
for  the  farm;  or  that  changes  \;all  be  made  in  crops  planted 
or  land  use  that  will  affect  performance  on  the  farm  in  1940. 

This  section  may  also  be  used  for  recording  any 
special  farm  data  which  may  be  specif icall?/  requested  by 
the  State  office.

Column  (E),  of  Section  X,

1,  Section  I  of  ITEH-423,  "Persons  Interested  In  This  Earm. "    The  names 
and  addresses  of  pjrsons  reported  in  this  section  as  interested  in  the  farm  and 
the  relationship  of  each  to  the  farm  should  be  checked  to  determine  that  such  en- 
tries are  legible  and  complete. 

2,  Section  II  of  N5R-423.  "Other  Earms  In  I'Hiich  Persons  Shovm  in 
Section  I  Have  An  Interest."     In  connection  v/ith  entries  in  Colviran  (3)  of  this 
section  showing  the  names  of  operators  and  serial  numbers  of  other  farms  in  the 
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county  in  which  a  person  sharing  in  the  payment  on  this  farm  has  an  interest, 
a  record  should  be  maintained  in  the  county  office  of  all  persons  who  arc 
reported  as  having  an  interest  in  two  or  more  farms  in  the  county.  Such 
record  should  be  kept  on  the  regular  card  index  file  maintained  by  the  county 
office.    Arrangements  shall  be  made,  in  accordance  with  Section  X-C  of  the 
regional  bulletin  (NER-400)  to  obtain  reports  of  performance  on  all  farms  in 
the  county  in  which  a  person  has  an  interest.

to  have  f\irhishcd  such  latsor  or  materials.

(3)  which  is  being  operated  in  1940;  and  (4)  on  which  the  county  committee 
finds  that  the  sum  of  the  1940  acreage  of  tobacco  and  wheat  does  not  ex- 
ceed the  sum  of  the  1940  acreage  allotments  determined  for  these  crops 
for  the  farm.    Application  may  be  made  prior  to  the  determination  of  the 
1940  acreage  of  tobacco,  inasmuch  as  the  applicant  in  making  application 
agrees  to  refund  the  payment  made  if  full  performance • is  not  rendered 
under  (4)  above. 

A  farm  will  be  considered  to  be  operated  in  1940  if  it  is 
tilled.    A  farm  will  be  deemed  to  be  tilled  only  if  an  acreage  equal 
to  at  least  one-half  the  sum  of  the  1940  wheat,  tobacco,  potato,  and 
commercial  vegetable  allotments  established  for  the  farm  is  devoted  to 
one  or  more  of  the  following  uses; 

1.  Seeded  to  a  crop  in  1940. 

2.  A  crot)  other  than  biennial  or  perennial  hay- is 
.  harvested  in  1940, 

3.  Oreen  manure  crops  are  plowed  or  disked  under 
in  1940. 

4.  The  State  Committee  finds  that  operation  1,  2,  or  3 

.   above  was  not  carried  out  because  of  conditions  beyond 
control  of  the  operator,  or  if  upon  recommendation  of 
the  State  Committee  the  Regional  Director  finds  that 
the  farm  is  actually  operated  in  1940. 

5.     Overplanting  on  Other  Farms.     Any  payment  which  could  other- 
wise be  made  to  any  person  under  "A"  above  may  be  withhold  or  required 
to  be  refianded  (l)  if  the  county  committee  determines  that  such  person's 
share  of  the  1940  acreage  of  tobacco  or  wheat  on  other  farms  in  the 
county  in  which  the  person  has  an  interest  substantially  offsets  the 
performance  on  the  farm  with  respect  to  which  payment  might  otherwise 
be  made,  or  (2)  if  the  State  Committee  finds  that  the  person's  share  of 
the  1940  acreage  of  wheat  or  tobacco  on  any  other  farms  in  which  the  per- 
son has  an- interest  subst,antially  offsets  the  performance  on  the  farm 
with  respect  to  which  payment  might  otherwise  be  made. 
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A  person  will  "be  considered  to  have  substantially  offset 
the  performance  on  a  farm  with  respect  to  v;hich  a  parity  payment  might 
otherwise  "be  made  if  the  county  committee  finds  (l)  that  his  aggregate 
share  of  the  1940  acreage  of  wheat  on  all  farms  in  the  county  in  which 
ho  has  an  interest  exceeds  the  sum  of  his  share  of  1940  wheat  acreage 
allotments  determined  for  such  wheat  allotment  farms  and  his  share  of 
the  smaller  of  the  wheat  acreage  harvested  in  1940  or  the  1940  usual 
wheat  acreages  determined  for  such  nonallotment  wheat  farms;  or  (2)  that 
his  share  of  the  1940  acreages  of  wheat  and  tobacco  on  all  farms  in  the 
county  in  which  he  has  an  interest  exceeds  the  sum  of  his  share  of  the 
1940  acreage  allotments  determined  for  such  allotment  farms  and  his  share 
of  the  smaller  of  the  1940  usual  wheat  acreages  determined  for  such  non- 
allotment  wheat  farms,  or  the  1940  acreage  of  wheat  harvested  on  such  non- 
allotment  farms. 

"1940  acreage  of  wheat"  as  used  herein  refers  to  the  acres 
determined  to  be  (l)  the  planted  acres  of  wheat  on  a  wheat  allotment 
farm,  and  (2)  the  acres  harvested  for  grain  or  any  other  purpose  after 
reaching  maturity  on  a  nonallotment  wheat  farm.     "1940  acreage  of 
tobacco"  as  used  herein  refers  to  the  acreage  of  tobacco  harvested  on 
the  farm  in  1940. 

Section  II.     Land  to  be  Included  Under  a  Single  Application 

A  single  application  for  a  1940  wheat  parity  payment  shall  cover 
neither  more  nor.  less  than  a  farm  as  defined  in  Section  XII-C  of  ?j.lletin 
NER-400.     Land  considered  as  one  farm  for  the-  purpose  of  obtaining  a 
1940  wheat  parity  payment  will  be  the  same  land  as  tliat  which  is  included 
in  a  farm  under  the  1940  Agricultural  Conservation  Program. 

Section  III.     Determination  of  the  1940  Planted  Wheat  Acreage 

The  1940  acreage  planted  to  wheat  on  wheat  allotment  farms  will 
be  the  acreage  as  certified  to  by  the  farm  operator  on  NSS-409  and  de- 
tennined  according  to  the  instructions  contained  in  lISH-408. 

Section  IV.     General  Provisions  Relating  to  Pa:^TDents 

A.    Payments  restricted  to  effectuation  of  purposes  of  the  Program. 
All  or  any  part  of  any  payment  which  would  otherwise  be  made  to  any  person 
under  these  regulations  may  be  withheld  or  required  to  bo  refunded  if  the 
county  committee  finds  he  has  adopted  any  practices  which  the  Secretary  de- 
termines tend  to  defeat  any  of  the  purposes  for  which  parity  payments  are 
made. 

If  the  State  committee  finds  that  any  person  who  files  an 
application  for  payment  has  employed  any  other  scheme  or  device  (in- 
cluding coercion,  fraud,  or  misrepresentation),  the  effect  of  which 
would  be  or  has  been  to  deprive  any  other  person  of  any  payment  under 
these  regulations  to  which  such  person  would  normally  be  entitled,  the 
Secretary  may  withhold,  in  whole  or  in  part,  from  the  person  partici- 
pating in  or  employing  such  a  scheme  or  device,  or  require  such  person 
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to  refund,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  ano-ont  of  any  paj'Tneut  which  has 
"been  or  would  othervdse  "be  raado  to  Guch  person  in  connection  with  the 
Program. 

E.    Fasnnents  made  vlthout  regard  to  claims.     Any  r)a~jment  or  share 
of  pajTuent  shall  be  made  v.'ithout  rcga::d  to  questions  of  title  under  S+ate 
law,  vrithout  deduction  of  assi-^ciment s  or  claims  for  advances  (except 
indehtcdiiess  to  the  'United  States  subject  to  setoff  under  orders  issued 
by  the  Secretary) ,  and  without  regard  to  any  claim  or  lien  against  any 
crop  or  proceeds  thereof  in  favor  of  the  o\mer  or  any  other  creditor. 

C .  ChaniSies  in  leasing-  and  cropping  ag-reemontc..  reduction  in 
number  of  tenants,  and  o^her  devices.     If  on  any  farm  in  1940  any  change 
in  the  arrangeaenoS  which  e.risted  on  the  farm  in  1939  is  made  between 

the  landlord  or  operator  and  the  toicants  or  shar3cropp3rs  and  such  change 
would  cauea  the  landlord  or  ot)eratcr  to  receive  a  greater  proportion  of 
the  pa:,Taents  than  they  would  otherwise  receive,  payments  to  the  landlord 
or  operator  shall  not  bo  greater  t?-an  the  amount  they  vroula  have  received 
if  the  arrangenents  which  c:r:i3ted  on  the  farm  in  1939  had  been  continued 
in  1940,  if  the  cotinty  comnjittce  certifies  that  the  cha^igo  is  not  Justi- 
fied and  disapproves  such  change. 

If  on  any  farc\  the  nuncer  if  sharecroppers  or  nharo  tenants 
in  1940  is  less  than  the  average  nunber  on  the  farm  during  the  three 
years  1937  to  1939,  inclusive,  and  such  reduction  v/ould  increase  the 
pa:,Tnents  that  would  otherv;ise  be  r.adc  to  the  landlord  or  operator,  such 
payments  shall  not  be  greater  than  the  aaiount  that  v/ould  otherwise  be 
made,  if  the  ccanty  com:aittce  certifies  that  the  reduction  is  not  jus- 
tified and  disapproves  such  reduction, 

D,  Deductions  f?r  association  expenses.     !To  part  of  the  parity 
payment  computed  for  any  farm  shall  be  deducted  for  count;/  association 
expenses  incurred  or  to  be  incurred  in  connection  with  1940  parity  pay- 
ments. 

Section  V,    Prepa.ralion  of  Torn  AC?-lll,  "Apnlication  for 
1940  Vrnoat  Parity'Pa^/nort" 

A.  General 

1.     After  a  "Report  of  1940  VHieat  Acreage  Planted"  (l^EH-409) 
has  been  ootaired  for  the  farm  in  accordance  v/ith  Section  III  above,  a 
Form  ACP-lll  will  be  prepared,  with  tj'pewriter ,  in  the  county  office  for 
each  farm  determined  by  the  county  committee  to  be  eligible  for  a  1940 
v/heat  parity  pa:rnent  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  set  forth  in  Sec- 
tion I  hereof.     In  cou.ntios  designated  as  crop  insurance  co^inties, 
copies  of  rCl_22,  verified  by  the  State  office  and  indicating  the  correct 
amount  of  the  1940  crop  insurance  premium,  must  be  on  file  in  the  county 
office  prior  to  the  completion  of  Form  AC?-lii  for  any  farm  which  sub- 
mitted an  ACP-lOO,  Revised,  in  payment  of  a  crop  insurance  premium.

2.  Apiolications  for  1940  parity  pa;'/ments  with  respect  to  wheat 
(Form  ACP-lll)  should  he  prepared  and  suhmitted  immediately  upcn  receipt 
of  these  instructiors  for  all  farms  which,  in  accordance  with  Section  I 
atovG,  are  deterirdned  to  "be  cligihle  to  file  a  ?om  ACP-lll,  and  for  other 
farms  at  nuch  time  as  detor-ninatiou  is  made  as  to  thair  eligibility,  out 
not  later  than  "Decemoer  31,  1940,  or  an  earlier  date  suoseq-cently  fixed 
hy  the  Begional  Ti rector. 

3.  The  entries  to  oo  medo  "by  the  co"iinty  office  before  the 
application  is  submitted  to  ap-olicants  for  signature  will  he  confined  to 
those  spaces  on  the  fonn  indicated  hy  a  dotted  horizontal  line.

After  receipt  by  the  State  office  of  a  shi-pment  of  applica- 
tions and  the  related  five  copies  of  the  trans;:! it tal  sheet  mailed  under 
separate  cover,  the  State  office  will  stamp  "Received"  and  the  date  of 
receipt  on  the  orange  copy  and  return  it  immediately  to  the  county  of- 
fice for  filing. 

After  the  shipment  of  applications  has  been  audited  in  the 
State  office,  the  pink  copy  of  the  transmittal  sheet  vail  be  returned 
to  the  county  office,  showing  the  suspended  applications  listed  there- 
on, if  any,  and  the  date  of  transmittal  to  Washington  of  the  ai-proved 
applications.     Suspended  applications  will  be  returned  by  the  State  of- 
fice to  the  county  office  with  this  pink  copy. 

^ .     Transmittal  by  the  State  office  to  'vashin-ton  (I'lFR-Offi ce 
Form  77).   When  received  in  the  State  office,  the  fourth  (green)'  and 
the  fifth  (pink)  copi^^s  of  ISR-Offico  Form  77  will  be  detached  from 
the  first  three  (v;hite)  copies.     These  two  (green  and  pink)  copies, 
retained  intact  with  the  caj/bon  paper  betv/een,  will  follow  the  applica- 
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tions through  the  audit  operations  in  the  State  office.     The  three  white 
copies  will  "bo  kept  int.-iCt  as  a  separate  set  and  filed  in  the  State  of- 
fice imtil  the  applications  have  been  audited  and  arc  rcridy  for  trans- 
mittal to  the  Examining  Section  in  Woshin^^ton. 

Space  is  providod  on  tbc  fourth  (.^reen)  copy  in  the  column 
headed  "For  Use  in  State  Office"  for  making  a  record  of  the  State 
office  operations.    The  suspension  of  applications  will  be  sho\<m  by 
drav/ing  a  line  through  the  serial  nunber  and  nanie  of  each  such  sus- 
pended application. 

When  the  State  office  audit  has  been  completed,  the  number 
of  applications  which  have  been  approved,  the  number  susi'Ondcd,  and  the 
number  of  no  payment  cases  should  be  entered  in  the  appropriate  spaces 
on  the  green  and  pink  copies.     Tha  s-jm  of  these  entries  will  equal  the 
total  nuTiber  of  applications  transmitted  by  the  co'iinty  office,  as  shown 
in  the  appropriate  box  at  the  top  of  the  form. 

Upon  completion  of  the  audit  of  applications  in  the  State 
office,  all  suspended  applications  will  be  shovm  on  the  first  three 
white  copies  by  drawing  a  line  through  the  sane  serial  numbers  and 
names  of  applicants  as  have  been  lined  out  on  the  green  covy  of  the 
transmittal  sheet.     The  dete  of  the  traJ:^smittal  by  the  Stnte  office 
to  Washington  should  be  shown  in  the  space  provided  therefor  at  the 
top  of  the  form.     The  first  transmittal  of  applications  (AC?-lll)  will 
be  number  "1",  and  succeeding  shipments  will  be  numbered  in  sequence 
until  all  applications  have  been  transmitted,  regardless  of  whether  the 
applications  are  originals,  jnapplementals ,  or  suspensions.

1.  Determine  from  the  1940  Report  of  Performance 
(1IER-42S)  v;hether  the  share  of  each  person  who 
has  made  application  for  the  1940  wheat  parity 
payment  in  the  sura  of  the  1940  acreages  of  to- 
bacco and  v.'heat  on  the  farm  e^xeeds  th^  sum  of 
his  share  of  the  1940  acreage  allotments  deter- 
mined for  these  crops  for  the  farm. 

2.  Deterraine  v/hether  any  -oersor  v;ho  has  made  a^opli- 
cation  for  a  1940  wheat  parity  ■oa2,'Tnent  has  sub- 
stantially offset  the  perforjnance  on  the  farm 
with  respect  to  which  applicatior  for  parity  pay- 
ment has  been  made  b"  overr^lai^tin^;-  of  '.;heat  or 
tobacco  on  any  other  farm.

In  addition  there  should  be  entered,  in  Section  711  of  the  1940  .agricultural 

Conservation  Program  application  for  payment  in  the  case  of  a.pplicants  for 

v;hom  supplemental  parity  pa;;ment  applications  are  submitted  in  accordance 

v/ith  this  supplement,  the  notation  "See  supplemental  ZTorm  ACP-111 . "

County  estimates  of  participation  and  payments  under  the  1940  Agri- 
cultural Conservation  Program  are  to  he  suhmitted  to  the  Regional  Office 
"by  Jiily  1.     In  order  to  make  this  possihle  they  should  be  forwarded  from 
the  county  office  to  the  State  Office  not  later  than  June  20.     The  estimates 
may  "be  made  as  soon  as  the  1940  data  have  heen  listed  in  final  form  on  the 
comm.odity  li rating  sheets  and  on  NEH-Office  ?orm  55. 

One  copy  of  the  estirjates  shouJ.d  he  retained  in  the  county  office 
and  t'vo  sent  to  the  State  ' Of f ice ,  one  of  which  is  to  be  forv;arded  to  the 
Regional  Office.     The  Stafp  Office  should  review  the  estimates  made  and 
indicate  any  corrections  on  a  separate  sheet  of  paper  attached  to  the  copy 
sent  to  the  Regional  Office 

The  data  called  for  m  the  colvjnn  "1939"  may  be  filled  in  by  the 
State  Office.     The  "1940''  column  should  be  the  best  estimates  the  county 
committee  can  m^ike,  taking  into  consideration  the  records  in  the  county 
office  on  the  listing  sheets,  ll3R-0ffice  Form  55,  nnd  a-nj  other  records 
aveilable. 

I .  Allotments. 

"Acres  allotted"  should  be  tho  total  of  the  acres  allotted 
to  the  farms  in  the  county  by  the  county  committee  which  the  farmers 
have  accepted. 

"Acres  for  payment"  are  the  acres  allotted  to  those  farms 
that  will  submit  applications,  including  farms  that  may  earn  no 
payment  for  an  allotment  crop  becs.use  of  excess  acreage  but  v/hich 
will  have  some  payment  either  by  check  or  through  grant-of-aid 
materials. 

"Acres  for  dediiction"  are  the  acres  in  excess  of  the  o,llot- 
ment  on  farms  that  will  submit  applications. 

"Gross  allotment  payment"  for  each  crop  (wheat,  potatoes, 
vegeto.bles  and  tobacco)  is  the  payment  that  v/ill  be  earned  by  the 
farms  submitting  applications  before  deduction  for  excess  acreage. 
It  should  be  equal  to  the  "acres  for  payment"  times  the  average 
rate  per  acre  for  the  commodity  on  the  farms  submitting  applica- 
tions.    The  ro.te  per  acre  for  such  farms  should  not  differ  materi- 
ally from  the  county  rate  based  on  the  county  normal  yield.  If 
it  does,  the  reason  for  this  should  be  stated  on  the  back  of  the 
form. 
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"Gross  deduction"  for  each  allotment  crop  and  corn  usual 
is  the  deduction  for  the  excess  acreage  grown  in  1S40  times  the 
rate  of  deduction.- 

"Net  payment  or  deduction"  is  the  "gross  payment"  for 
the  commodity  less  the  "gross  deduction".     On  individual  farms 
it  may  "be  a  net  deduction,  although  for  a  county  it  will  probably 
never  be  a  net  deduction  except  for  corn  usuals. 

II.  Payments . 

"Total  possible  allotment  paymjnt"  should  be  the  total  of 
the  "gross  allotment  payment"  for  all  the  commodities  in  the  county. 
For  the  individual  allotment  farms,  it  is  the  iten  which  has  been 
entered  in  coliimn  37  of  NSR-Office  Form  55  (see  10;R-417,  Supplement 
l).     The  item  to  be  entered  on  this  form,  NEH-435,  should  not  be 
the  total  of  all  entries  in  column  37  unless  the  county  committee 
believes  every  farm  that  has  signified  its  intention  to  participate 
on  l'IlR-415  will  actually  participate.     The  total  of  the  items 
entered  in  column  37  (see  NER-417,  Sunplement  l)  should  be  checked 
against  the  total  of  the  estimates  of  the  county  committee  on  rllot- 
ment  crops  in  Section  I  of  NSR-435  in  arriving  at  the  "total  possible 
allotment  pa.yment"  to  be  entered  in  this  section.     If  this  item 
"total  possible  allotment  payment"  is  changed  because  of  this  com- 
parison, the  "gross  allotment  payment"  and  "net  allotment  pa.yment" 
in  Section  I  for  each  allotment  crop  should  be  changed  to  bring 
them  into  agreement  with  the  item  entered  here. 

"Total  net  allotment  payment"  should  be  the  total  of  the 
"net  allotment  payment"  and  "deduction"  for  the  allotment  crops 
of  the  co^inty. 

"Soil-building  allowance"  should  be  the  total  of  the  soil- 
building  allowances  for  all  farms  on  v/hich  applications  are  sub- 
mitted and  also  those  farms  on  which  grant-of-aid  material  was  or 
will  be  furnished  in  lieu  of  total  payment  and  no  apiolications  sub- 
mitted.    It  is  the  total  for  all  such  farms  of  the  item  recorded 
in  column  36  of  NER-Office  Form  55  (see  HER-417,  Supplement  l), 
and  the  totals  of  this  column  should  be  used  by  the  county  committee 
in  malcing  its  estimate.     It  should  not  be  the  total  of  that  item  if 
the  county  committee  believes  tho.t  some  of  -the  farms  enrolled  will 
not  submit  applications  or  secure  grant-of-aid  material.     This  item 
"total  soil-building  allowance"  should  include  the  increase  in  soil- 
building  allowance  beco.use  of  the  $20.00  minimum  but  should  not  in- 
cl\ide  the  ref ore':'tation  allowance  or  the  hurricane  practice  allow- 
ance.    The  amount  to  be  earned  under  the  special  reforestation 
allowance  and  hurricane  clean-up  practice  allowance  should  be  given 
separately  below  under  "net  reforestation  payment"  including  gi-ant- 
of-aid  trees  and  "net  hurrican  payment", 

Tlie  county  committee  should  malce  sure  that  the  data  are 
entered  in  columns  36  and  37  of  IIER-Office  Form  55  for  all  farms 
on  v/hich  a  payment  is  to  be  made  either  by  check  or  by  receiving 
^Tant-of-aid  material.

"Net  soil-"building  payment"  is  the  sum  of  the  smaller  of 
the  soil-"building  allowance  or  the  amount  earned  hy  practices 
exclusive  of  the  special  reforestation  and  hurricane  practices 
for  all  the  farms  to  earn  payment  in  the  county,  including  farms 
receiving  grant-of-aid  material. 

"ITet  reforestation  payment"  should  he  the  "best  estimate 
of  the  payments  to  "be  made  for  reforestation  practices  not  in 
excess  of  the  $30.00  special  reforestation  allowance. 

"Het  hurricane  payment."     The  item  to  be  entered  here  is 
the  total  of  payments  to  "be  m.adc  for  the  hurricane  clean-up  prac- 
tice, not  to  exceed  $60,00  on  any  one  farm. 

"Increase  in  small  payment."    This  item  is  the  amount  hy 
which  the  total  payments  in  the  county  will  he  increased  by  reason 
of  the  small  payment  increase  provision, 

"Total  farm  pajnment"  is  the  siun  of  the  farm  payments  for 
all  farms  earning  payr.ent  including  those  receiving  grant-of-aid 
material  but  not  submitting  applications.     It  is  the  sum  of  the 
items  "totaJ.  net  allotment  payment",  "net  soil-building  payraent" , 
"net  reforestation  payment",  "net  hurricane  practice  payment"  and 
"increase  in  small  pa;^Tnent." 

III.  Material  Furnished. 

The  quantity  to  be  entered  under  each  item  is  to  be  the 
quantity  furnished  or  to  be  furnished  as  grant-of-aid  material 
under  the  1940  program  for  all  farms  receiving  materials  whether 
applications  will  be  subm.itted  or  not.     The  deduction  for  each 
kind  of  material  will  be  the  quantity  times  the  weighted  average 
rate  for  the  county  of  the  rates  to  be  used  in  computing  the  de- 
duction for  materials  from  the  fa.rmer's  payment.     Write  as  a 
separate  item  any  other  material  which  may  have  been  furnished, 

"Total  deduction"  is  the  sum  of  the  deductions  under  each 
item  for  materials  furnished. 

I Y .  Not  Payment  Before  Deduction  of  Association  Expenses . 

This  is  the  sura  of  the  payments  to  the  payees  before  de- 
duction for  county  association  expenses.     The  committee  should 
consider  if  there  are  any  other  deductions  which  night  affect 
this  iter,  and  make  it  different  from  the  total  farm  payment  less 
the  total  deduction  for  materials  furnished,  such  as  double  de- 
duction for  misuse  of  grant-of-aid  material  and  any  other  amount 
by  which  application  farms  go  on  the  register  of  indebtedness 
other  than  for  deductions  for  materials  as  calc\ilated  under 
materials  furnished;  i.e.,  crop  insurance,  etc.     If  this  item 
is  other  than  the  difference  between  the  "total  farm  pajrment" 
Eind  the  "total  deduction  for  materials  furnished",  the  reason  for 
it  should  be  noted  on  the  back  with  the  amounts  for  each  item. 
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7",    ?arms  and  Average  Payment. 

"Namber  of  application  farms"  is  the  number  of  farms  for 
v.'hich  applications  are  to  be  submitted,  coxmting  as  one  all  farms 
combined  on  one  apolication. 

"Number  of  farms,  grant  of  aid  only"  is  the  number  of  non- 
a.llotment  farms  which  are  expected  to  receive  the  maximum  amount 
of  grant-of-aid  material  r.nd  those  not  expected  to  earn  more  than 
$1.50  for  practices  other  than  practices  carried  out  by  materioJ.s 
received,  as  grant  of  aid.     It  is  to  be  expected  that  this  number 
will  change  after  the  final  check  of  the  farms  has  been  made. 

"Total  farms  earning  payment"  is  the  sum  of  the  two  preceding 

i  terns . 

"Average  payment  before  deduction  of  association  expenses" 
shoiild  be  the  "net  pai'/Tiient  before  deduction  of  association  expenses" 
divided  by  the  "total  farms  earning  pajTnent" .     A  comparison  of  this 
item  for  1940  with  that  for  1939  should  give  some  check  on  the  esti- 
mates made.     If  there  is  any  substantial  difference  between  the  two 
averages,  it  should  be  noted  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  form  and 
explained.     Care  should  be  taken  to  see  that  the  1959  item  is  com- 
para,ble  and  that  grant-of-aid  farms  a,re  included  in  computing  the 
average.     The  do,ts-  are  requested  in  this  forr,  as  it  is  not  possible 
at  this  time  to  determine  definitely  just  which  farms  will  not  submit 
apTDlications. 

YI.  Estimated  Number  of  Applications  by  Months. 

The  estimp.te  called  for  on  the  reverse  side  is  to  get  a 
Gchodule  of  applications  by  months. 

YII.  Comocnts. 

In  addition  to  the  comments  noted  above,  enter  an^vthing 
which  will  affect  the  payment  earned  and  anything  which  v/ill  mnke 
payments  greater  or  less  than  the  payments  in  1939. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  importance  of  maJcing  as  accurate  an  estimate 
as  possible.     Should  the  estimates  bo  low,  the  resulting  rate  of  deduction  for 
county  e^cpenses  will  be  too  high,  v/ith  a  lov;er  paj'mcnt  going  to  the  farmer.  On 
the  other  hoaid,  these  estimates  will  be  used  to  determine  the  reduction,  if  any, 
to  be  made  in  the  rates  of  payiient  for  all  fitments ,  allowances,  and  practices; 
and  if  the  estimates  are  too  high,  the  reduction  in  rates  will  be  greater  than 
necessary  v;ith  the  result  that  pajnnents  to  farmers  v/ill  be  less. 

If  it  should  appear  from  later  information  that  the  estimates  submitted 
are  significantly  in  error  in  any  respect,  corrections  should  be  forwarded  to 
the  Regional  Office.     The  checking  of  applications  may  reveal  that  farmers  will 
earn  a  larger  or  smaller  proportion  of  their  pa^Tiient  than  had  been  anticipated, 


or  that  fe\"ST  or  more  fr.rrjers  were  co.nplyir.g  than  had  "been  estimated.  How- 
ever, the  estimates  should  Ids  as  accurate  as  possible  for  such  corrections 
may  be  received  after  all  rates  are  established. 

Caution  shoa3.d  be  used  in  making  comparison  of  the  estimates  with  the 
early  applications  v.-hich  nay  be  submitted.     A  study  of  the  average  payment 
by  the  percent  of  total  applications  submitted  during  1938  and  1939  shows  that 
there  is  a  great  variation  in  the  average  payment  earned  on  applications  sub- 
mitted from  time  to  tine  in  every  State.     The  average  payment  nay  vary  10  per- 
cent or  more  until  50  percent  or  more  of  the  applications  have  been  received. 
This  fact  and  also  that  an  early  estimate  is  required  is  the  reason  for  basing 
estimates  on  records  in  the  county  office  rather  than  taking  a  sample  of  farms 
checked.

OBJECTIVES- 1 


PURPOSE  OF  THE  AAA  FARM  PROGRAM 

Conservation  of  the  Nation's  soil  resources  is 
the  first  purpose  of  the  AAA  farm  program.  The 
193S  Farm  Act  seeks: 

1.  To  pre\-ent  waste  of  soil  fertility. 

2.  To  piovide  for  an  orderh',  adequate,  and 
balanced  flow  of  farm  products  in  interstate  and 
foreign  commerce. 

3.  To  help  farmers  obtain  their  fair  share  of 
national  income. 

4.  To  help  consumers  obtain  an  adequate  and 
steady  supply  of  foods  and  fiber  at  fair  prices. 

SOIL  WASTE 

Overproduction  is  one  of  the  largest  causes 
of  soil  destruction.  It  wastes  soil  through  un- 
used harvests  and  through  needless  exposure  to 
erosion.  The  AAA  emphasizes  means  for  avoid- 
ing it. 

BAUNCED  PRODUCTION 

Balanced  production  and  guaranteed  supplies 
through  the  Ever-Normal  Granary  are  direct 
steps  in  soil  conservation.  A  farmer  who  grows 
more  soil-depleting  crops  than  he  can  sell  at  a  fair 
price  robs  himself  of  his  capital;  he  wastes  his  soil 
fertility  and  his  labor.

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EVER-NORMAL  GRANARY  MEANS  STABILITY 

The  Ever-Normal  Granarj-  of  the  AAA  Farm 
Program  aims  at  continuous  and  permanent 
abundance. 

RESERVE  IN  GRANARY 

(1)  The  provisions  call  for  j'early  supplies  of 
wheat,  cotton,  corn,  tobacco,  and  rice,  large 
enough  for  domestic  and  export  requirements  and 
for  normal  carrj'-overs. 

RESERVE  IN  SOIL 

(2)  Shifts  to  soil-conserving  crops  mean  a 
potential  production  reserve  for  emergencies — an 
Ever-Normal  Granary  of  soil  fertility. 

RESERVE  AGAINST  FAILURE 

(3)  Crop  insurance  for  wheat  protects  farmers 
against  crop  failure  and  protects  consumers 
against  exorbitant  prices. 

PROTECTION  FOR  CONSUMER 

(4)  The  general  public  is  protected  against 
artificial  as  well  as  actual  shortages.  Marketing 
quotas  can  be  proclaimed  onh'  when  supplies  are 
large,  and  commodity  loans  will  be  available  only 
when  accumulating  stocks  threaten  price  collapse. 
The  Granary  cannot  be  used  to  take  unfair  ad- 
vantage of  consumers. 

The  Ever-Normal  Granary  means  orderly  mar- 
keting of  an  abundant  production  at  prices  fair  to 
both  farmers  and  city  buyers.

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AAA-THE  FARMER'S  OWN  PROGRAM 

The  AAA  farm  program  provides  varied  means 
by  which  farmers  can  meet  local  and  national 
problems  as  they  arise.  It  is  many-sided  in  its 
approach  to  a  solution  of  problems  of  production, 
distribution,  and  farm  income. 

General  use  of  the  AAA  farm  program  by 
cooperating  farmers  will  make  possible  the 
achievement  of  the  goals  expressed  in  the  Act 
which  is  designed  to  benefit  agriculture  and 
advance  the  welfare  of  the  Nation. 

FEATURES  OF  THE  FARM  PROGRAM 

SoiL-BXjiLDiNG  PRACTICES. — To  improve  soil 
fertility,  improve  the  physical  structure  of  the 
land,  and  to  prevent  erosion. 

Acreage  adjustment. — To  conserve  the  soil 
by  avoiding  wasteful  overproduction  and  bring  a 
better  balance  between  supplies  and  markets. 

Crop  insurance. — To  guarantee  farmers 
wheat  to  sell  every  year. 

Storage  loans. — To  permit  systematic  stor- 
age of  food  and  fiber  surpluses  from  big  crop 
years,  and  to  protect  the  value  of  commodities 
against  sudden  price  declines  by  giving  farmers 
opportunity  to  market  their  commodity  in  a 
more  orderly  manner. 

Surplus  buying. — To  increase  domestic  con- 
suipption  by  distributing  surpluses  to  the  needy, 
as  through  the  Stamp  Plan. 

Export  sales. — To  keep  for  the  United  States 
its  fair  share  of  the  world  market. 

Marketing  quotas. — To  hold  surpluses  from 
the  market  until  needed,  when  a  two-thirds 
majority  of  growers  approve. 

Marketing  agreements. — To  afford  farmers 
a  means  of  marketing  such  products  as  milk, 
fruit,  and  vegetables  in  a  more  orderly  and 
profitable  manner. 

Research. — To  develop  new  and  expanded 
industrial  uses  for  farm  products  through 
research  in  four  regional  laboratories. 
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OVER-PRODUCTION  WASTES  FERTILITY 

The  AAA  program  aims  at  conservation  in  two 
ways: 

(1)  Through  soil-building  practices  which 
return  fertility  already  used  and  which  prevent 
soil  erosion. 

(2)  By  adjusting  soil-depleting  crops  to  re- 
quirements in  order  to  prevent  wasting  fertility 
by  producing  surpluses  nobody  wants. 

ALLOTMENTS  MEAN  CONSERVATION 

The  adjustments  are  made  through  acreage 
allotments.  A  total  national  soil-depleting  acre- 
age allotment  is  established  large  enough  to  pro- 
duce all  the  soil-depleting  crops  needed  for 
domestic  consumption,  exports,  and  a  safe 
reserve. 

One  part  of  this  total  allotment  is  the  "general 
acreage  allotment"  for  general  crops,  such  as  oats, 
barley,  rye,  etc.  (in  area  A). 

PROVISIONS  FOR  SPECIAL  CROPS 

Another  part  is  made  up  of  the  acreage  allot- 
ments for  special  crops,  such  as  wheat,  corn,  etc. 
These  special  allotments  arc  the  acreages  esti- 
mated as  needed  to  produce  enough  of  the  crops 
for  domestic  needs,  exports,  and  a  safe  reserve. 

Compliance  with  acreage  allotments  is  volun- 
tary.

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HOW  ALLOTMENTS  ARE  ESTABLISHED 

The  NATIONAL  acreage  allotment  for  any 
crop  is  established  by  the  Secretary  on  the  basis 
of  prospective  needs  for  domestic  consumption, 
exports,  and  reserves  during  the  coming  year. 
That  is,  the  total  production  needed  in  bushels  or 
pounds  is  divided  by  average  yields  to  obtain  the 
national  allotment  in  acres. 

STATE  AND  COUNTY 

This  allotment  is  then  divided  among  the 
STATES  and  COUNTIES  on  the  basis  of  pre- 
vious acreage  planted  to  that  crop  in  that  State 
or  county,  with  adjustments  made  for  abnormal 
weather  conditions,  trends,  and  for  participation 
in  previous  AA.\  programs.  Thus  each  State  and 
county  gets  its  fair  share  of  the  national  allotment. 

FARM 

County  allotments  for  wheat  and  corn  are 
apportioned  to  individual  FARMS  on  the  basis 
of  tillable  acres,  crop  rotation  practices,  type  of 
soil,  and  topography.  Thus  the  share  of  the 
national  allotment  each  farm  receives  takes  into 
account  the  amount  it  has  been  producing  in  the 
past  as  well  as  the  amount  that  it  should  supply 
if  operated  on  a  sound,  soil-conserving  basis.

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COMMERCIAL  AREAS 

"Commercial  Area"  or  "Commercial  County" 
designations  are  made  in  the  AAA  program  in 
order  to  confine  the  operations  of  special-crop 
provisions  to  areas  that  will  help  promote  the 
program's  objectives. 

MINOR  AREAS  OMITTED 

The  commercial-area  provisions  make  it  un- 
necessary to  administer  the  program  for  a  special 
crop  where  the  crop  is  secondary  and  unimportant. 

Areas  which  normally  produce  a  commodit3' 
on  a  commercial  basis  which  may  contribute  to  a 
surplus  problem  for  that  commodity  may  be 
designated  a  "commercial  area." 

FOUR  TYPES 

The  four  special  soil-depleting  area  designations 
in  the  1940  program  are  those  for  corn,  peanuts, 
potatoes,  and  vegetables. 

The  commercial  area  provisions,  which  include 
the  establishment  of  an  acreage  allotment,  are 
intended  to  stabilize  acreages  of  crops. 

TWO  PAYMENTS 

Producers  in  the  designated  areas  who  do  not 
exceed  their  acreage  allotments  for  the  special 
crops  and  who  fulfill  other  soil  conservation 
requirements  will  receive  conservation  pay- 
ments on  the  normal  yields  of  their  allotments 
and  price  adjustment  payments  on  wheat,  cot- 
ton, corn,  and  rice,  where  special  acreage  allot- 
ments apply  for  those  crops.

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CROP  INSURANCE  PART  OF  EVER-NORMAL 
GRANARY 

Crop  insurance  for  wheat  guarantees  partici- 
pating farmers  some  wheat  to  sell  every  year, 
regardless  of  unavoidable  crop  losses. 

GROUP  CARRIES  LOSSES 

Throtigh  this  program,  the  wheat  industry  as 
a  whole  rather  than  the  individual  grower  carries 
the  burden  of  crop  losses. 

Wheat  farmers  may  insure  either  one-half  or 
three-fourths  of  their  average  yield  of  wheat. 

PREMIUMS  IN  WHEAT 

Premiums  are  in  terms  of  bushels  of  wheat  per 
acre,  and  arc  carried  by  the  Federal  Crop  Insur- 
ance Corporation  in  actual  wheat  in  storage. 

The  wheat  in  reserve  is  for  only  one  purpose: 
to  pay  crop  loss-es  of  insured  farmers.  The 
reserve  cannot  be  reduced  except  to  pay  losses. 
It  is  outside  of  marketing  channels  and  cannot 
be  used  for  price  manipulation. 

EVER-NORMAL  GRANARY 

This  reserve  acts  as  a  vital  part  of  the  Ever- 
Normal  Granary  in  maintaining  a  more  stable 
supply  of  wheat.  Because  of  this  service  in  the 
public  interest,  the  Government  pays  adminis- 
trative and  storage  costs. 

PARTICIPATION  IN  1939  AND  1940 

Policies  were  issued  in  the  first  j-ear  to  some 
166,000  wheat  growers  in  32  States,  insuring  pro- 
duction of  about  61  million  bushels  or  more  than 
7li  mOlion  acres  of  wheat  land.  As  of  December 
31,  1939,  payments  equivalent  to  the  value  of 
about  10  million  bushels  had  been  made  on 
.52,000  claims  of  loss,  chieflv  in  the  winter  wheat 
belt. 

As  of  December  31,  1939,  over  317,000  wheat 
growers  had  paid  premiums  to  insure  crops  to  be 
harvested  in  1940.  These  premiums,  amounting 
to  the  equivalent  of  11}4  million  bushels,  covered 
over  9  million  acres  and  insured  a  production  of 
about  89  million  bushels. 
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PARITY-PRICE  AND  INCOME 

Price  adjustment  or  "parity"  payments  are 
made  directly  to  producers  of  corn,  wheat,  cotton, 
rice,  or  tobacco  in  order  to  give  them  more 
nearly  a  fair  share  of  the  national  income  and  to 
bring  farm  income  and  purchasing  power  nearer 
the  pre-war  level. 

Congress  appropriated  §212,000,000  in  1938 
and  $225,000,000  in  1939  for  this  purpose.  The 
amount  of  price  adjustment  money  allocated  to 
each  of  the  commodities  is  determined  by  the 
amount  by  which  farm  income  from  the  produc- 
tion of  each  commodity  is  below  parity  income. 
Payment  to  producers  is  made  contingent  upon 
compliance  with  provisions  of  the  AAA  program. 

PARITY  PRICE 

Parity  price  for  an  agricultural  commodity  is 
defined  in  the  AA  Act  as  "that  price  .  .  .  which 
will  give  to  the  commodity  a  purchasing  power 
with  respect  to  articles  farmers  buy  equivalent 
to  the  purchasing  power  of  such  commodity  in 
the  base  period"  (except  for  tobacco,  the  base 
period  is  August  1909  to  July  1914  or  pre-war 
period;  for  tobacco,  August  1919  to  July  1929). 
Parity  price  also  reflects  the  relationship  of  cur- 
rent interest  rates,  tax  payments,  and  freight 
rates  to  those  in  the  1909-14  period. 

PARITY  INCOME 

The  Act  also  defines  parity  income  as  "that 
per  capita  net  income  of  individuals  on  farms  from 
farming  operations  that  bears  to  the  per  capita 
net  income  of  individuals  not  on  farms  the  same 
relation  as  prevailed  .  .  .  from  August  1909  to 
July  1914." 
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FARMERS  ADMINISTER  THE  FARMERS' 
PROGRAM 

The  AA  Act  is  an  expression  of  national  policj' 
for  solving  farm  problems.  Its  form  was  in- 
spired by  farm  leaders,  and  in  its  enactment  Con- 
gress recognized  that  the  farmers  themselves, 
aided  by  agricultural  technicians,  were  the  ones 
most  qualified  to  plan  and  direct  the  program 
locally. 

The  AAA  supplies  a  channel  through  which  the 
demands,  the  experience,  and  the  knowledge  of 
farmers  have  flowed  to  contribute  their  part  in 
the  operation  of  the  program. 

Through  the  regional  divisions,  State  commit- 
tees, count}'  agricultural  conservation  associa- 
tions, and  county  and  community  committees, 
the  national  farm  program  is  linked  with  the 
individual  farms. 

FARMER  REPRESENTATION 

The  nucleus  of  local  administration  is  the  Com- 
munity Committee  of  three  farmers.  Fellow 
farmers  voting  by  secret  ballot,  elect  these  com- 
mitteemen in  annual  elections. 

Representatives  of  all  communities  in  the 
county  choose  three  farmers  to  serve  as  the 
County  Committee.  Its  functions  are  to  ad- 
minister and  adapt  the  national  program  to  local 
needs. 

To  the  State  Committee,  also  composed  of 
farmers,  falls  the  responsibility  of  directing  the 
program  within  the  State  so  as  to  meet  local  con- 
ditions and  serve  the  broad  national  interest. 

DEMOCRATIC  PROCEDURE 

The  program  provides  safeguards  for  agricul- 
tural and  economic  democracy.  Marketing 
quotas  must  be  approved  in  referendum  by  two- 
thirds  of  the  producers  affected;  local  adminis- 
tration is  left  to  community  and  county  com- 
mittees, and  the  success  of  the  program  is  the 
farmers'  own  responsibility. 


[ 
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THE  CORN  PROGRAM 

Corn  growers  cooperating  in  the  AAA  Farm 
Program  can  take  definite  steps  to  stabilize 
market  supplies  and  prices  of  corn  bj': 

(1)  Acreage  adjustment. — The  corn  acreage 
allotments,  which  apply  only  in  the  commercial 
corn  area,  are  cstabhshed  in  such  proportions 
as  to  make  available  enough  corn,  together  with 
•corn  grown  outside  the  commercial  area  and  the 
corn  carried  over  from  previous  crops,  for  needs 
in  this  country,  exports,  and  a  safe  reserve  supply. 

Producers  staying  within  their  allotments  are 
•eligible  to  receive  payments  for  cooperation. 
Producers  unable  to  participate  fully  may  earn 
part  payment. 

(2)  Corn  storage  loans. — Loans  are  offered 
cooperating  farmers  to  protect  prices  by  holding 
surplus  corn  off  the  market  until  needed,  and 
to  establish  an  Ever-Normal  Granary  of  supplies. 

(3)  Marketing  and  storage  quotas. — 
When  corn  supplies  rise  to  burdensome  levels, 
marketing  quotas  may  be  voted  by  farmers  to 
stabilize  production  and  prices.  The  Act  sets 
the  marketing  quota  level  at  10  percent  above 
normal  domestic  consumption,  exports,  and 
carry-over. 

(4)  SoiL-BuiLDiNG  PRACTICES. — Full  benefit 
payments  are  po.ssible  only  if  cooperating  farmers 
•complete  the  full  amount  of  soil-conserving  prac- 
tices necessary  to  reach  their  soil-building  goal.

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THE  CORN  LOAN  PROGRAM 

Corn  loans  constitute  the  keystone  in  the  Ever- 
Normal  Granary.  They  protect  consumers  from 
high  prices  in  times  of  crop  failure,  and  make  it 
possible  for  farmers  to  avoid  selling  their  corn 
on  an  overburdened  market. 

RATES  BASED  ON  SUPPLY 

Loans  are  offered  cooperating  farmers  if  the 
crop  is  greater  than  a  normal  year's  home  needs 
and  exports,  or  if  the  farm  price  of  corn  falls 
below  75  percent  of  parity. 

If  marketing  and  storage  quotas  are  in  efifect, 
loans  are  offered  to  cooperating  farmers  at  the 
full  rate;  to  noncooperators  at  a  smaller  (60 
percent)  rate,  and  only  on  the  amount  they  are 
required  to  store. 

The  act  forbids  loans  to  either  cooperators  or 
noncooperators  if  marketing  quotas  are  rejected 
in  the  producer  referendum. 

The  corn  loan  rate  depends  upon  the  size  of 
the  current  crop. 

LIVESTOCK  MEN  BENEFIT 

Livestock  feeders  also  benefit  from  the  corn 
loans  and  the  Ever-Normal  Granary.  Carrj'- 
overs  are  made  larger,  and  so  supplies  of  feed 
become  more  stable  and  dependable. 

Because  alternating  surjjluses  and  shortages 
of  corn  are  necessarily  followed  by  increases  and 
decreases  in  livestock  numbers,  an  Ever-Normal 
Granary  for  corn  is  the  necessary  basis  for  stabi- 
lizing market  supplies  and  prices  of  livestock  and 
livestock  products.

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RESEALING  AND  STORAGE 

In  the  fall  of  1939  tlie  third  big  corn  crop  in  a 
row  made  it  possible  for  the  first  time  under  AAA 
to  create  an  effective  Ever-Normal  Granary.  In 
previous  years  corn  carry-over  averaged  about  7 
percent  of  the  current  crop,  compared  to  30  per- 
cent for  wheat  in  the  years  1930-39.  Even  a 
20-percent  reserve  of  corn  would  last  only  3  to  5 
months  for  livestock  feeding. 

To  obtain  a  more  adequate  reserve  of  corn  in 
the  Ever-Normal  Granary,  farmers  were  offered 
in  July  1939,  renewals  of  maturing  loans  on  257 
million  bushels  of  1937  and  1938  corn.  Farmers 
extending  their  loans  retained  title  to  their  corn 
by  arranging  .storage  on  their  farms  or  in  local 
elevators,  and  earned  a  storage  payment  of  7 
cents  per  bushel  for  storing  corn  the  additional  12 
months.  Approximately  150  million  bushels  of 
the  257  million  bushels  were  resealed  either  on 
farms  or  in  country  warehouses. 

Purchase  of  steel  bins  to  store  shelled  corn  de- 
livered to  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  in 
payment  of  loans  due  August  1,  1939,  provided 
needed  expansion  of  storage  space  and  brought 
nearer  to  fulfillment  the  plan  of  an  Ever- Normal 
Granary  in  the  country.  Country  storage  in  the 
steel  bins  near  the  farm  or  point  of  consumption 
also  eliminates  costs  of  movement  to  and  from 
terminals.

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CORN  EXPORTS  AND  IMPORTS 

The  United  States  is  neither  a  principal  ex- 
porter or  importer  of  corn.  Our  export  corn 
goes  chiefly  to  Canada,  little  abroad.  Heavy 
imports  follow  short  domestic  crops  when  high 
prices  will  defray  transportation  costs  and  tariff 
(25  cents  a  bushel)  and  leave  something  for  for- 
eign growers.  In  such  years  imports  provide 
needed  feedstufFs  for  livestock,  dairy,  and 
poultry  farmers. 

Second  highest  exports  since  1900  occurred  in 
1937-38:  130  million  bushels.  Crop  failures  in 
Argentina  boomed  our  exports,  just  as  drought 
in  the  Corn  Belt  stimulated  corn  prices  and  im- 
ports into  this  country  in  1935-37.

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DAIRYING  AND  THE  FARM  PROGRAM 

Several  phases  of  the  Farm  Program  have 
materially  helped  dairy  farmers. 

STABILIZATION 

Low  grain  and  meat  prices  are  the  biggest 
threat  to  the  dairy  industry.  They  bring  the 
grain  farmer  and  livestock  feeder  into  the  dairy 
business. 

Through  stabilizing  grain  supplies  and  prices 
the  AAA  Conservation  program  helps  protect 
dairymen  from  unnecessary  expansion  in  dairying 
such  as  occurred  in  1920-33. 

MARKETING  MEASURES 

Stabilized  conditions  under  which  milk  pro- 
ducers can  market  their  product  are  the  goal  of 
milk-marketing  agreements  which  affect  approxi- 
mately 1,200,000  dairy  farmers.  The  milk- 
marketing  agreements  for  fluid  milk  establish 
minimum  prices  for  producers.  These  minimum 
prices,  which  milk  distributors  are  required  to 
pay,  reflect  feed  prices  and  supplies  and  are 
consistent  with  the  public  interest  in  assuring 
an  adequate  and  safe  supply  of  wholesome  milk 
for  consumers. 

DISEASE  ERADICATION 

More  than  121,000,000  tests  have  been  applied 
to  cattle  in  nearly  10,000,000  herds,  and  2,(500,000 
cattle  have  been  removed  from  herds  under 
Federal  disease-eradication  programs  since  1934. 
Indemnity  payments  for  diseased  cattle  total 
over  $58,000,000. 
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DAIRYING-Continued 

BUTTER  LOAN  PROGRAM 

Through  a  Federal  loan  program  for  butter, 
the  Dairy  Products  Marketing  Association,  an 
organization  composed  of  eight  regional  market- 
ing cooperatives  organized  under  Government 
sponsorship,  has  been  authorized  to  buy  and 
store  up  to  25,000,000  pounds  of  butter  during 
the  193&-40  fiscal  year.  The  butter  bought  by 
the  DPMA  is  to  be  available  for  later  resale  to 
the  commercial  trade,  or  to  the  Federal  Surplus 
Commodities  Corporation  for  relief  distribution, 
at  prices  to  cover  at  least  the  loan  value  of  the 
butter,  which  includes  the  costs  plus  handling 
and  carrying  charges.  Under  the  1938-39  pro- 
gram, the  DPMA  bought  114,000,000  pounds 
of  butter,  most  of  which  was  sold  to  the  FSCC 
or  relief  distribution. 

SURPLUS  BUYING 

The  butter  lean  program  supplements  and  is 
coordinated  with  relief  purchase  programs  which 
totalled  approximately  S72,000,000  for  dairy 
products  from  October  1933  through  June  1939, 
including  about  .$38,000,000  for  the  1938-39 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30. 

The  purposes  of  the  loan  program  for  butter, 
the  product  of  about  half  of  the  commercial  milk 
production  in  the  United  States,  and  of  the 
surplus  removal  programs  are  to  help  improve 
returns  to  producers  by  encouraging  a  reasonable 
degree  of  market  stability  for  dairy  products, 
and  to  provide  a  means  of  getting  jjart  of  the 
surphises  consumed  by  the  unemployed  and  other 
needy  families. 
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THE  RANGE  PROGRAM 

The  AAA  range  program  seeks  to  conserve  one 
of  the  nation's  great  natural  resources  as  a  means 
of  obtaining: 

(1)  A  more  efficient  and  stable  livestock  pro- 
duction year  after  year. 

(2)  A  steadier  supply  of  meat  for  the  nation's 
consumers. 

(3)  A  steadier  income  for  the  range  operator. 
The  range  program  means  wise  planning  for 

improvement  of  individual  ranches.  Operators, 
county  AAA  committeemen,  and  qualified  range 
technicians  pool  their  knowledge  and  experience 
to  work  out  a  sound  program. 

An  allowance,  based  on  grazing  capacity,  is 
calculated  for  each  ranch,  and  the  operator  may 
earn  this  allowance  by  carrying  out  a  number  of 
approved  range  conservation  practices  at  specified 
rates. 

DEFERRED  GRAZING 

The  most  important  part  of  the  program  is  that 
which  deals  with  restoration  of  the  range  by 
giving  the  native  grasses  a  chance  to  reseed 
naturally. 

STOCK  WATER  DEVELOPMENT 

Stock  water  development  contributes  to  range 
conservation.  It  reduces  trampling  of  the  forage 
by  livestock  and  causes  a  more  even  distribution 
of  stock  on  the  range. 

EROSION  CONTROL 

Other  practices  help  control  erosion  and  in- 
crease vegetative  cover  bj'  retarding  run-off  and 
making  use  of  the  available  water. 
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WHY  A  WHEAT  PROGRAM 

Principal  reasons  for  a  wheat  program  are  to 
protect  the  income  of  the  wheat  farmer  and  to 
conserve  the  soil.  Domestic  consumption  and 
foreign  demand  for  United  States  wheat  limit 
the  amount  of  wheat  which  farmers  can  expect 
to  sell  at  a  fair  price. 

STABLE  CONSUMPTION 

CONBUMPTION      REM.A.INS      FAIRLY  STABLE.  

Average  annual  per  capita  consumption  of  wheat 
as  food  for  human  beings  for  the  4-year  period 
beginning  July  1,  1925,  was  4.3  bushels.  This 
average  decreased  slightlj^  to  3.9  bushels  for 
the  next  5-year  period,  1929-33,  and  to  3.7  bushels 
for  1934-38.  Total  domestic  consumption  of 
wheat  increases  slightly  when  wheat  prices  are 
low  in  relation  to  other  feeds  and  more  wheat  is 
fed  to  livestock. 

LIMITED  EXPORTS 

World  markets  glutted. — After  a  record- 
breaking  world  production  in  1938  and  a  crop 
nearly  as  large  in  1939,  the  world  1939-40  supply 
of  5,429,000,000  bushels  set  a  new  all-time  high 
record.  The  world  has  5  bushels  for  every  4 
bushels  it  needs.  In  1938-39,  surplus-producing 
countries  had  available  for  export  a  supply  ex- 
ceeding 900  million  bushels  while  world  import 
takings  were  only  about  600  million  bushels. 

SURPLUS 

Low  PRICES. — Production  has  increafsed  but 
consumption  and  export  outlets  have  not.  This 
situation  means  surpluses  and  low  prices  unless 
farmers  cooperate  to  meet  the  problem. 

Waste. — Production  which  creates  price-de- 
pressing surpluses  uses  up  soil  fertility,  a  great 
natural  resource  which  the  Nation  and  the  farmer 
cannot  afford  to  waste. 
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FIRST  YEAR  OF  THE  WHEAT  PROGRAM 

Working  together  in  a  single  year  under  the 
new  wheat  program,  U.  S.  wheat  farmers  have 
made  outstanding  progress  toward  a  workable 
policy.  In  the  face  of  a  depressed  world  wheat 
situation,  U.  S.  wheat  farmers  during  the  last 
year  improved  their  domestic  supply  situation, 
and  domestic  farm  prices  of  wheat  ranged  from 
25  to  35  cents  a  bushel  above  the  normal  relation- 
ship with  world  price. 

Acreage. — U.  S.  farmers,  recording  a  high 
percentage  of  compliance  with  1939  acreage  allot- 
ments, reduced  seedings  19  percent  under  1938. 
Of  the  65  million  acres  seeded,  an  estimated  55 
million  acres  were  harvested. 

Supply. — Production  in  1939  was  755  million 
bushels.  With  a  carry-over  on  July  1,  1939,  of 
254  million  bushels,  the  1939-40  domestic  wheat 
supply  was  1,009  million  bushels,  appro.ximately 
75  million  bushels  less  than  for  1938-39. 

Exports. — Under  the  1938-39  export  program, 
the  United  States  sold  118  million  bushels  for 
export,  and  of  this  107  million  bushels  was  ac- 
tually exported  by  June  30,  1939. 

EvER-NORM.vL  GRANARY. — Through  the  AA.\, 
farmers  have  created  an  cfiFective  Ever-Normal 
Granary.  The  U.  S.  carry-over  on  July  1,  1939, 
was  254  million  bushels,  more  than  100  million 
bushels  greater  than  the  average  of  the  1920's. 
About  85  million  bushels  were  stored  under  1938 
loans.  Of  the  1 70,000  wheat  growers  who  insured 
their  1939  cto\i  about  30,000  growers  collected 
indemnities  of  approximately  6,000,000  bushels. 

Hic.HER  INCOME. — The  Liverpool  price  of 
wlioat  usually  is  well  above  the  U.  S.  farm  price. 
For  example,  in  August  1938  the  average  U.  S. 
farm  price  was  34  cents  below  the  Liver])ool  price. 
In  May  1939  both  the  U.  S.  farm  price  and 
Liverpool  averaged  about  63  cents.  The  spread 
had  changed  about  34  cents  in  favor  of  U.  S. 
farmers. 

But  in  addition  to  price  benefits,  wheat  farmers 
who  were  AAA  cooperators  through  the  loan  and 
parity  and  conservation  payments,  in  1939,  were 
able  to  realize  at  least  80  to  90  cents  a  bushel. 
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WHEAT  EXPORT  PROGRAM 

During  the  1938-39  marketing  season,  the 
United  States  embarked  ui)on  a  program  to  main- 
tain our  fair  share  of  the  world  wheat  market  in 
face  of  growing  competition  for  shrinking  world 
markets.  A  new  export  program  has  been 
announced  for  1939-40. 

During  1938-39,  the  wheat  part  of  the  com- 
bined wheat  and  flour  export  program  operated 
through  purchases  by  the  Federal  Surplus  Com- 
modities Corporation  in  U.  S.  markets,  and  resale 
of  the  wheat  to  U.  S.  exporters  at  prices  enabling 
exporters  to  sell  in  world  markets. 

The  revised  program  for  1939-40  includes 
three  methods  for  assisting  exports.  (1)  The 
flour  export  plan  is  unchanged.  Under  it, 
definite  export  payments  are  made  directly  to 
U.  S.  exporters.  (2)  Authority  to  buy  and  resell 
wheat  is  continued  for  use  in  handling  Com- 
modity Credit  Corporation  loan  w-heat  taken 
over  by  the  FSCC.  (3)  Other  wheat  exports  are 
assisted  through  direct  payments  to  U.  S.  ex- 
porters under  a  bid-payment  plan.  This  makes 
fuller  use  of  normal  channels  of  trade.  Export 
payments  are  determined  on  basis  of  the  differ- 
entials existing  between  the  domestic  wheat  price 
and  world  prices  and  the  cost  of  transportation  to 
world  markets.  Consideration  is  also  given  such 
factors  as  class  of  w-heat,  port  of  exportation,  and 
ocean  freight  differentials. 

For  1938-39,  exports  sales  of  U.  S.  wheat  and 
flour  totaled  approximately  118,054,000  bushels. 
Of  this,  about  107,000,000  bushels  were  exported 
by  June  30.  Of  the  total  sales,  about  93,754,000 
bushels  were  assisted  at  a  cost  of  about  $25,700,- 
000.  Estimates  indicate  the  export  program, 
together  with  the  wheat  loan  and  adjustment 
programs,  were  factors  in  lifting  the  U.  S.  wheat 
price  up  to  35  cents  above  the  normal  world 
relationship. 

The  export  program,  made  necessary  by  world 
conditions  and  policies  of  other  wheat  exporting 
nations,  is  not  a  "dumping"  plan,  but  enables 
our  exporters  to  sell  wheat  in  world  markets  at 
world  prices.

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WHEAT  EXPORTS  AND  IMPORTS 

The  United  States  wheat  trade  is  on  an  export 
basis. 

In  the  year  closed  June  30,  1939,  the  United 
States  exported  107  million  bushels  of  wheat 
(including  grain  and  flour  from  United  States 
wheat)  and  has  a  program  for  encouraging  ex- 
ports again  in  1939-40. 

EXPORTS  RETURN 

In  only  4  years  since  the  Constitution  was 
signed  has  the  United  States  been  a  net  importer 
of  wheat  for  human  consumption.  In  3  of  these 
years,  1934,  1935,  and  1936,  wheat  was  imported 
because  of  small  crops  caused  by  drought  and 
rust.  But  after  the  1937  crop,  we  resumed  our 
export  position  and  sold  100  million  bushels  or 
more  of  United  States  wheat  abroad  in  each  of 
the  2  years.  Although  this  was  partially  due, 
during  1938-39,  to  the  wheat-export  program, 
imports  of  wheat  and  flour  for  domestic  use  were 
634,000  bushels  in  1937-38  compared  with 
271,000  in  1938-39. 

Practically  no  wheat  is  now  being  imported, 
either  for  human  or  livestock  consumption. 

For  the  5  years  (1928-29  to  1931-32)  prior  to 
the  drought  and  rust  years,  the  average  annual 
imports  of  milling  wheat  and  flour  for  domestic 
use  were  only  41,000  bushels. 

IMPORTS  PAY  TARIFF 

All  wheat  imported  for  human  consumption 
pays  a  duty  of  42  cents  a  bushel. 

Wheat  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  im- 
ported for  livestock  feed  pays  a  tariff  of  5  percent 
of  ita  money  value.

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WHEAT  IMPORTS  MEET  BARRIERS 

Virtually  all  governments  have  put  up  barriers 
against  wheat  imports  as  a  means  of  aiding  their 
wheat  producers  or  conserving  their  small  gold 
supplies.  These  measures  in  the  principal  import- 
ing countries  in  Europe  include  monopoly 
organizations  and  control  of  import  trade,  milling 
quotas,  import  quotas,  import  permits  and 
licenses,  and  special  taxes.  The  situation  in  some 
of  the  individual  countries  may  be  noted  as 
follows: 

United  Kingdom. — Domestic  production  sub- 
sidized by  high  guaranteed  prices.  Renewed 
encouragement  for  further  expansion  has  recently 
been  announced  with  bonus  given  for  plowing  up 
grasslands.  The  British  Government  has  also 
recently  established  full  control  over  the  grain 
trade  and  imports  into  the  country. 

Italy. — Government-fixed  price,  regulated 
sales,  strictly  controlled  foreign  trade,  and  an 
import  duty  equivalent  to  about  64  cents  a  bushel 
(August  1939). 

Germany. — Fixed  prices  and  price  margins; 
compulsory  delivery  of  all  domestic  wheat  fit  for 
human  consumption;  distilling  and  feeding 
restricted;  strictly  controlled  foreign  trade. 

France. — National  wheat  board  sets  prices  at 
a  high  level,  controls  imports  and  exports. 
Import  duty  equivalent  to  69  cents  a  bushel 
(August  1939). 

Netherl.\nds. — Fixed  prices  and  monopoly 
control,  milhng  quotas  and  special  taxes. 

Sweden. — Import  control,  mixing  regulations, 
import  taxes  (equivalent  to  about  32  cents  per 
bushel)  and  an  import  duty  equivalent  to  about 
26  cents  per  bushel  (September  1939).

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WHAT  OTHER  WHEAT  COUNTRIES  DO  FOR 
PRODUCERS 

Taking  the  world  as  a  whole,  more  farmers  are 
dependent  on  wheat  production  for  a  living  than 
on  that  of  any  other  crop.  Consequently,  wheat 
has  received  first  consideration  in  drafting  agri- 
cultural relief  measures.  In  virtually  every 
country,  whether  it  exports  or  imports  wheat, 
some  form  of  government  assistance  is  designed 
to  increase  the  price  received  by  domestic 
producers. 

Argentina. — Until  recently  the  Grain  Regu- 
lating Board  has  purchased  wheat  at  minimum 
guaranteed  prices  established  by  the  Govern- 
ment. Since  the  war  those  minimum  prices 
have  been  discontinued. 

Australia. — A  Wheat  Industry  Assistance 
Scheme  for  maintaining  the  price  of  wheat  sold 
for  home  consumption  at  a  stabilized  level  has 
been  in  effect,  together  with  measures  for  drought 
relief  and  for  converting  submarginal  wheat  lands 
to  other  uses.  Since  the  outbreak  of  the  war  in 
Europe,  the  Commonwealth  government  has 
announced  a  new  program  whereby  it  will 
acquire  control  of  the  new  crop  and  establish  a 
compulsory  wheat  pool. 

Canada. — Canadian  Wheat  Board  buys  from 
a  producer  up  to  5,000  bushels  of  his  1939  crop 
at  a  fixed  price  (70  cents) ;  all  over  5,000  bushels 
grown  by  same  producer  in  1939  may  be  sold  to 
cooperatives  at  somewhat  lower  fixed  price  (60 
cents  or  the  open  market  price).  Thus  growers 
are  protected  and  cooperative  marketing  en- 
courangcd.  Control  of  exports  has  also  been 
announced  as  a  war  measure. 

Danube  Basin  Countries. — Complete  Gov- 
ernment control  of  wheat  exports.  In  these 
countries  the  most  effective  means  of  moving 
wheat  into  export  has  proved  to  be  bilateral 
treaties  or  agreements  with  certain  wheat  im- 
porting countries  of  Europe. 

Soviet  Russia. — All  trade  in  wheat  is  Gov- 
ernment controlled.

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CIGAR  TOBACCO  PROGRAM 

About  55  percent  of  all  cigar-leaf  tobacco 
grown  in  the  continental  United  States  is  pro- 
duced in  the  Northeast  Region.  There  are  three 
major  kinds  of  cigar-leaf  tobacco:  (1)  Cigar 
wrapper  tobacco  comprising  Type  61,  Connecti- 
cut \'alley  Sliade  Grown;  (2)  cigar  binder  tobacco 
comprising  Type  51,  Connecticut  Valley  Broad 
Leaf,  Type  52,  Connecticut  Valley  Havana  Seed, 
and  Type  53,  New  York  and  Pennsjivania 
Havana  Seed;  (3)  cigar  filler  tobacco  comprising 
Type  41,  Peimsylvania  Seed  Leaf  grown  in  the 
Lancaster  County  area. 

Cigar  tobacco  growers  by  participating  in  the 
AAA  farm  program  can  take  definite  steps  to 
stabilize  market  supplies  and  prices  of  tobacco 
and  to  conserve  their  soil  resources  by: 

.\cREAGE  ADJUSTMENT. — Tobacco  acreage  allot- 
ments are  established  under  the  Agricultural  Con- 
servation Program  each  year  and  are  designed  to 
make  available  on  the  basis  of  the  normal  yield 
enough  of  each  kind  of  tobacco  which,  added  to 
the  carry-over  from  previous  years,  will  give  a 
supply  fully  adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  this 
country,  reasonable  exports,  and  a  safe  reserve. 
Growers  who  plant  within  their  tobacco  acreage 
allotments  and  otherwise  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Program 
can  qualify  for  their  full  conservation  paj'ment. 
Producers  unable  to  participate  fully  may  earn 
part  payment. 

Connecticut  Valley  Shade  Grown,  Type  61,  is 
not  included  in  the  acreage  allotment  program 
since  the  growers  and  handlers  operate  under  a 
marketing  agreement  instituted  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Agricultural  Adjust- 
ment Act  of  1933. 
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CIGAR  TOBACCO  PROGRAM  Continued 

Marketing  quotas. — When  the  total  supply 
of  cigar  filler,  Type  41,  or  all  other  filler  and 
binder  tobaccos  combined,  exceeds  the  quantity 
which  could  be  reasonably  expected  to  be 
marketed  and  exported  during  the  next  marketing 
year,  plus  a  safe  reserve,  a  quota  is  proclaimed, 
and  the  producers  decide  in  a  referendum  whether 
they  want  to  regulate  marketings  and  thereby 
maintain  or  raise  prices.  A  two-thirds  majority 
vote  is  required  to  have  quotas  in  effect.  The 
act  sets  the  marketing  quota  level  at  5  percent 
above  a  normal  supply.  The  quota,  when  in 
effect,  will  be  on  the  basis  of  the  actual  produc- 
tion of  the  acreage  allotments.  To  date  the  total 
supply  of  these  tobaccos  has  not  risen  to  such  an 
extent  that  it  has  been  necessary  to  proclaim  a 
marketing  quota. 

Tobacco  loans. — Loans  may  be  offered  to  pro- 
tect prices  b.y  holding  surplus  tobacco  off  the 
market  until  it  is  needed.  Such  loans  have  not 
been  made  on  cigar-leaf  tobacco  except  to  a 
limited  extent  in  southern  Wisconsin. 

Parity  payments. — Parity  payments  may  be 
made  to  producers  planting  within  their  acreage 
allotment  when  the  prices  received  by  all  farmers 
growing  cigar  filler  and  binder  tobaccos  fall 
below  75  percent  of  parity.  Parity  jjaymcnts 
have  not  been  made  on  cigar-leaf  tobacco  as  the 
average  price  has  not  fallen  below  75  percent  of 
parity  since  the  passage  of  the  act. 

SoiL-BUiLDiNG  PRACTICES. — Full  benefit  pay- 
ments under  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Pro- 
gram are  possible  only  if  the  cooperating  farmers 
carry  out  sufficient  soil-building  practices  on  their 
farms  to  earn  their  soil-building  allowances.  In 
this  way,  farmers  may  conserve  and  improve 
their  soil  fertility. 
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THE  VEGETABLE  PROGRAM 

A  commercial  vcgetal)le  program  was  initiated 
with  the  1939  Agricultural  Conservation  Program 
to  stabilize  the  acreage  of  commercial  vegetables 
and  thereby  stabilize  the  incomes  of  vegetable 
growers  at  a  reasonable  level,  and  provide  plenty 
of  supplies  at  a  fair  price  for  consumers.  A 
similar  provision  is  included  in  the  1940  ACP. 

Commercial  area. — The  Vegetable  Program 
applies  in  counties  or  administrative  areas  for 
which  the  1936-37  average  acreage  of  commercial 
vegetables  (other  than  potatoes,  swectpotatoes, 
cantaloups,  and  annual  strawberries)  is  200  acres 
or  more.  A  county  may  be  considered  as  a  non- 
commercial vegetable  county  if  the  State  Com- 
mittee, with  the  approval  of  the  AAA,  deter- 
mines that  the  distribution  of  commercial  vege- 
tables grown  in  the  county  is  confined  to  small 
local  markets,  that  there  is  no  tendency  toward 
acreage  expansion  within  the  count}'  and  that  the 
elimination  of  the  county  would  not  jeopardize 
the  effectiveness  of  the  program. 

Allotments  and  payments. — Commercial 
vegetable  acreage  allotments  are  established  for 
eligible  farms  in  commercial  vegetable  counties 
under  the  1940  program.  The  allotments  are 
made  on  the  basis  of  the  average  acreage  in  com- 
mercial vegetables  in  1936  and  1937  or  the  aver- 
age of  a  later  period  adjusted  to  the  1936-37 
level.  They  will  be  determined  for  farms  on 
which  an  average  of  3  or  more  acres  of  land  are 
normally  planted  to  commercial  vegetables  ex- 
cept in  certain  areas  designated  by  the  AAA 
where  they  will  be  determined  for  farms  on  which 
the  average  acreage  is  1  or  more. 

Payments  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  acre  are 
made  to  producers  in  commercial  vegetable 
counties  for  keeping  their  acreages  of  commercial 
vegetables  within  their  allotments  and  deductions 
of  $20  are  made  for  each  acre  of  commercial 
vegetables  planted  in  excess  of  vegetable  acreage 
allotments,  or  on  nonvegetable  allotment  farms 
in  excess  of  3  acres.  Deductions  will  apply  to 
each  acre  planted  in  excess  of  the  minimum  of  1 
acre  on  nonvegetable  allotment  farms  in  special 
areas. 
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THE  VEGETABLE  PROGRAM-Continued 

Practices. — Payments  for  soil-lniilding  prac- 
tices, such  as  liming,  mulching,  plowing  under 
green  manure  crops,  or  leaving  cover  crops  on 
commercial  vegetable  lands,  are  also  available  to 
producers.  The  amount  of  paj-ment  to  be  earned 
by  the  use  of  these  practices  is  limited  by  the 
total  soil-building  goal  for  each  farm. 

Home  g.\rdexs. — An  effort  will  be  made  in 
the  1940  program  to  encourage  home  gardens 
in  areas  where  there  is  a  deficiency  of  food  grown 
for  the  farm  family.  Payment  at  the  rate  of 
$1.50  is  provided  for  growing  a  garden  on  a  farm 
in  accordance  with  specifications  issued  hy  State 
Committees. 

Vegetable  marketing  agreements. — To 
even  out  the  flow  of  vegetables  to  market,  par- 
ticularly when  large  output  brings  the  threat  of 
destructive  marketing  and  subsequent  injury  to 
consumers  through  reduced  crops  and  high  prices 
in  following  seasons,  vegetable-marketing  agree- 
ments are  available  to  growers  within  a  producing 
area.  The  industry,  growers,  and  shippers,  take 
the  initiative  in  applying  for  and  designing  the 
program.  After  public  hearings  on  the  agree- 
ment, the  producers  in  the  area  affected  are  given 
an  opi)ortunity  to  vote  on  the  proposed  jjrogram. 
If  the  agreement  is  signed  by  handlers  of  at  least 
50  percent  of  the  volume  of  the  commodity,  and 
if  the  program  is  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the 
growers  voting,  by  number  or  by  volume  of  the 
commodity,  the  marketing-agreement  program 
can  be  put  into  effect  and  is  binding  on  all 
handlers  of  the  commodity  within  the  area. 

Surplus  removal.- — Surplus  buying  by  the 
Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Corporation  acts  to 
bolster  prices  and  prevent  waste  when  unavoid- 
able surpluses  of  vegetables  occur.  FSCC  pur- 
chases are  distributed  through  State  welfare 
agencies  to  persons  on  relief.  These  operations 
supplement  the  efforts  of  farmers  to  improve 
selling  conditions  througii  marketing  agreement 
programs  or  other  means.

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POTATOES  UNDER  THE  AAA 

Background. — The  potato  is  the  leading  veg- 
etable in  the  United  States.  The  total  crop 
averaged  annually  about  358  million  bushels 
(luring  1921-30  and  had  an  average  farm  value 
slightly  under  $359,000,000.  Average  produc- 
tion increased  to  about  380  million  bushels  during 
1931-35  and  the  average  farm  value  dropped  to 
about  $204,000,000.  PrevaiUng  demand  is  for 
from  360  to  370  million  bushels  annually.  Fluc- 
tuations in  acreage  and  yields  have  brought  years 
of  big  crops  and  low  prices,  and  in  other  years 
small  crops  and  high  grices.  Consumers,  how- 
ever, did  not  obtain  the  full  benefit  of  low  pro- 
ducer prices  since  service  charges  are  fixed  by 
handlers.  The  production  of  a  crop  that  will  be 
fair  to  both  consumer  and  producer  is  the  problem 
of  potato  producers. 

THE  POTATO  PROGRAM 

The  purpose  of  the  potato  goal  and  the  acreage 
allotment  in  the  AAA  program  is  to  stabilize 
potato  production  as  much  as  possible  by  avoid- 
ing extremes  of  very  high  and  low  acreage. 

The  national  potato  goal  is  between  3,100,000 
and  3,300,000  acres. 

IN  COMMERCIAL  AREAS 

Potato-acreage  allotments  are  established  for 
commercial  producers  in  designated  commercial 
potato-producing  areas.  Growers  who  plant  with- 
in their  1940  allotments  will  earn  payments  of 
3  cents  a  bushel  on  the  normal  yield  of  their 
allotments.

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THE  COTTON  PROGRAM 

Cooperators  in  the  cotton  program  may  work 
together  to  obtain  their  fair  share  of  the  national 
income,  to  increase  domestic  and  foreign  use  of 
American  cotton,  to  conserve  and  rebuild  the 
soil,  and  to  protect  consumers  by  maintaining  a 
stable  and  adequate  flow  of  cotton  to  market. 
The  program  includes: 

Acreage  adjustment. — Each  farmer's  acre- 
age allotment  represents  his  share  of  a  desirable 
national  acreage.  The  national  acreage  allotted 
for  1938,  1939,  and  1940  has  resulted  in  a  re- 
duction of  approximately  35  percent  in  the 
farmer's  normal  acreage. 

Soil-building  practices. — To  improve  soil 
fertility  and  prevent  erosion. 

Payments. — Soil-conservation  payments  assist 
farmers  to  meet  the  unavoidable  costs  of  better 
land  use  and  balancing  supplies  with  demand; 
price  adjustment  payments  bring  cotton  income 
closer  to  parity. 

Marketing  quotas. — When  the  market  sup- 
ply becomes  excessive,  quotas,  if  approved  by 
producers,  may  be  applied  to  help  regulate  the 
amount  of  cotton  marketed.  Producers  w'ho 
market  in  excess  of  their  marketing  quotas  pay  a 
penalty  on  the  excess  marketings. 

Loans.— Cotton  loans  (not  available  when 
quotas  are  rejected)  provide  farmers  with  the 
means  to  withhold  their  cotton  from  market  until 
prices  are  more  favorable. 

Export  progra.m. — Payments  on  exports  of 
lint  cotton  and  cotton  goods  are  designed  to  re- 
store the  normal  competitive  position  of  Ameri- 
can cotton  in  world  markets  and  to  assure  the 
United  States  its  fair  share  of  export  trade. 

Use  of  surplus  cotton. — In  an  effort  to  get 
more  cotton  used,  the  Government  is  trying  to 
develop  new  uses  and  outlets. 
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THE  NEED  FOR  A  COTTON  PROGRAM 

The  farm  population  is  very  dense  in  the  Cotton 
Belt  and  one-third  of  all  the  farm  people  in  the 
United  States  live  on  farms  on  which  cotton  is 
grown.  This  pressure  of  population  for  income  has 
caused  excessive  acreages  of  cotton  to  be  grown, 
and  at  the  present  time  there  are  excessive  sup- 
plies of  cotton  both  in  the  United  States  and  in 
the  world.  Normally,  American  cotton  farmers 
have  sold  half  or  more  than  lialf  of  their  crop  on 
foreign  markets  in  competition  with  foreign 
growers  and  at  world  prices,  which  have  often 
been  depressed.  Since  the  World  War  it  has  be- 
come increasingly  difficult  to  sell  normal  quanti- 
ties of  American  cotton  abroad. 

In  the  Cotton  Belt  a  high  percentage  of  the 
cropland  is  devoted  to  soil-depleting,  intertilled 
crops,  resulting  in  large  areas  being  eroded  and 
depleted.  The  lack  of  universally  adapted  peren- 
nial or  biennial  legumes  in  the  South  makes  it 
necessary  to  plant  winter  crops,  in  most  cases 
with  imported  seed,  and  summer  crops. 

World  stocks  high.^ — World  carry-over  of 
American  cotton  reached  an  all-time  higli  as  of 
August  1939  when  it  was  estimated  at  14  milHon 
bales.  Including  1939  production  of  11.7  million 
bales,  this  indicated  a  total  supply  for  1939-40  of 
25.8  million  bales  which  is  equal  to  2  years  use  at 
the  average  rate  of  consumption  for  the  10-year 
I)eriod  1928-37. 

Consumption  low. — Despite  the  second  high- 
est domestic  consumption  in  10  years,  world  use 
of  American  cotton  in  the  year  193S-39  was  more 
than  10  percent  below  the  1928-37  average. 
Declining  foreign  purchases  accounted  for  much 
of  the  loss.  Increasing  production  of  synthetic 
textiles  and  nationalistic  trade  policies  abroad 
concern  every  American  cotton  producer  through 
restriction  of  his  markets. 
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THE  COTTON  EXPORT  PROGRAM 

A  program  to  a-ssure  the  United  States  its  fair 
share  of  the  world  cotton  markets  was  announc- 
ed, effective  July  27,  1939.  Under  the  program 
payments  would  be  made  on  exports  of  lint 
cotton  produced  in  the  United  States  and  on 
exports  of  cotton  goods  produced  and  processed 
domestically.  When  announced,  the  program 
was  described  as  a  temporary  plan  intended  to 
benefit  the  entire  cotton  industry  and  to  re- 
establish the  nation's  position  in  world  cotton 
markets.  The  export  program  makes  use  of  the 
established  system  of  trading,  payments  going 
to  the  exporter. 

HOW  IT  WORKS 

Under  the  program  an  exporter  makes  appli- 
cation for  payment  and  furnishes  proof  of  expor- 
tation of  cotton  or  American-produced  and  pro- 
cessed cotton  goods.  He  will  be  paid,  if  his 
claim  is  acceptable,  at  a  specified  rate  per  pound, 
net  weight  basis,  of  lint  cotton  exported,  and  at 
equivalent  rates  for  cotton  goods. 

The  rates  of  payment  may  be  varied,  if  deemed 
advisable,  in  order  to  maintain  our  competitive 
position  and  offset  price  disparities.  It  was 
originally  announced  at  1}4  cents  a  pound  and 
subsequently  has  been  reduced. 
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THE  CONSUMER  AND  AAA 

The  city  worker  is  more  than  a  passive  user  of 
finished  agricultural  goods.  He  is  a  partner  with 
the  farmer  in  the  country's  business  life.  He 
takes  farm  goods,  not  just  to  cat  and  wear,  but  to 
process,  distribute,  and  transport,  and  to  com- 
bine with  other  materials  to  produce  industrial 
goods. 

NONFARM  WORKER'S  MATERIALS 

Every  nonfarm  worker  draws  upon  agriculture 
for  two  kinds  of  materials:  One  kind  for  im- 
mediate personal  use  and  the  other  kind  for  use 
as  raw  material  in  his  own  employment. 

HIS  MARKETS 

The  nonfarm  worker  depends  on  agriculture  as 
a  market.  From  him  the  farmer  buys  machinery, 
fertilizer,  transportation,  building  suppUes,  as 
well  as  newspapers,  magazines,  books,  and 
motion  pictures. 

The  consumer  needs  more  from  agriculture 
than  just  a  supply  of  low-priced  commodities. 
He  needs  the  farmer  as  a  customer. 

The  consumer  has  an  interest  in  the  farm  as  a 
going  concern. 
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DOES  AAA  MEAN  SCARCITY? 

Farmers  wonder  why  they  of  all  people  should 
be  accused  of  scarcity. 

INDUSTRY 

From  1929  to  1934,  for  example,  industry's 
"plow-up"  of  production  was  greater  than  that 
of  agriculture.  Factory  production  in  industries 
using  nonagricultural  raw  materials  in  1934  had 
decreased  42  percent  from  the  1929  level.  For 
the  same  period  the  volume  of  factory  production 
using  agricultural  raw  materials  was  down  only 
15  percent.  Industry's  "plow-up"  of  produc- 
tion in  nonagricultural  industries  during  the 
period  was  27  percent  greater  than  that  of 
industries  using  agricultural  products. 

AGRICULTURE 

In  1937  farmers'  production  of  their  53  leading 
crops  was  13  percent  above  the  1923-32  average 
and  7  percent  greater  than  in  the  previous  record- 
breaking  j-ear  1931.  In  1938  it  was  5  percent 
above  the  1923-32  average. 

The  new  Farm  Act  provides  for  nearly  double 
the  carry-overs  of  corn  and  wheat  that  have 
been  customary  in  the  past. 

The  farm  program  is  one  of  balanced  abundance 
and  not  a  scarcity  program.

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THE  FARM  TENANT  PROBLEM 

Except  in  the  Xortheastern  States,  farmers  in 
most  parts  of  the  country  have  been  slowly  losing 
ownership  of  the  land  for  half  a  century.  The 
1880  Census  showed  25  percent  of  the  farmers  of 
the  United  States  were  tenants;  by  1935  this 
figure  had  increased  to  42  percent.  For  the  past 
10  years  the  number  of  tenants  has  been  increas- 
ing at  the  rate  of  40,000  a  year. 

In  addition,  thousands  of  farmers  who  are 
owners  insofar  as  title  is  concerned  are  as  insecure 
as  tenants  because  in  some  areas  the  farmers' 
equity  is  as  low  as  one-fifth  of  the  total  value  of 
farm  real  estate.  In  1880  the  equity  of  farm 
operators  in  farm  real  estate  in  the  United  States 
as  a  whole  was  about  62  percent  of  the  value  of 
all  farm  real  estate.  By  1930  the  proportion  had 
fallen  to  41  percent,  and  by  1935  to  39  percent. 

Increasing  tenancy  is  closely  associated  with 
the  problem  of  soil  erosion  and  depletion. 
Renters  who  move  frequently,  as  most  renters  do, 
plant  a  relatively  high  proportion  of  their  farms  to 
soil-depleting  crops.  The  renter  who  moves  fre- 
quently mines  the  soil;  he  has  little  interest  in 
soil  conservation. 

BANK  HEAD-JONES  FARM  TENANT  ACT 

In  1937,  Congress  recognized  this  problem  by 
passing  the  Bankhcad-.Jones  Farm  Tenant  Act. 
This  act  provides  loans  to  help  a  limited  number 
of  competent  tenants,  sharecroppers,  and  farm 
laborers  purchase  their  own  land.  Ten  million 
dollars  was  appropriated  for  this  purpose  for  the 
fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1937,  and  25  million 
dollars  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1938. 
The  Farm  Security  Administration  is  carrying 
out  the  program. 

Funds  have  been  allotted  to  each  State  and 
Territory  on  the  basis  of  its  farm  population  and 
prevalence  of  tenancy.  Loans  were  made  in  333 
counties  in  1937-38,  and  in  726  counties  in 
1938-39. 
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THE  INTERDEPENDENCE  OF  AGRICULTURE 
AND  INDUSTRY 

The  volume  of  industrial  production  and  the 
purchasing  power  of  consumers  is  "the  other 
half  of  the  farm  problem." 

Curtailment  of  factory  production  means  un- 
employment for  industrial  workers  and  decreased 
demand  for  the  things  farmers  produce.  The 
farmer,  forced  to  adjust  expenditures  to  shrink- 
ing income,  postpones  purchase  of  farm  equip- 
ment and  repairs  and  so  intensifies  the  adverse 
influences  bearing  on  his  income. 

The  farmer's  market. — Three-fourths  of  farm 
income  arises  from  the  sale  of  food  products,  but 
the  farmer  does  not  get  a  constant  share  of  the 
consumer's  dollar.  He  benefits  most  when  con- 
sumer income  rises,  just  as  he  suflfers  most  when 
city  purchasing  power  falls. 

About  65  percent  of  national  income  is  paid  in 
wages  and  salaries.  Although  city  wage  earners 
and  lower-salaried  workers  spend  about  35  per- 
cent of  their  income  for  food,  total  retail  expendi- 
tures for  food  are  only  about  20  j)crccnt  as  great 
as  all  nonagricultural  income. 

Retail  food  sales. — The  close  relationship 
between  consumer  income  and  retail  expenditures 
for  food  and  the  changing  proportion  of  the  retail 
food  dollar  which  has  gone  to  the  farmer  since 
1929  are  shown  below:

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FARM-MORTGAGE  DEBT  DECLINES 

The  total  farm-mortgage  debt  of  approximately 
7  billion  dollars  outstanding  on  January  1,  1939, 
was  27.5  percent  below  the  total  for  January  1, 
1929,  and  about  34  percent  below  the  peak  of 
about  10.8  billion  dollars  reached  in  1922-23. 
The  farm-mortgage  debt  now  stands  at  a  level 
approximately  equal  to  that  in  1918.  The 
decrease  has  been  general  throughout  the  United 
States  with  the  exception  of  the  New  England 
Region. 

FEWER  FORECLOSURES  SINCE  1933 

Since  1933,  the  number  of  forced  farm  sales 
has  declined  substantially.  This  decline  has 
applied  to  each  of  the  nine  geographic  regions. 

During  the  12  months  ending  March  15,  1933, 
there  were  54!  1  such  sales  per  thousand  farms. 
By  the  year  ending  March  15,  1939,  this  had 
dropped  to  16.8  per  thousand  farms. 

FARM  BANKRUPTCIES  DOWN 

The  number  of  farm  bankruptcies  in  the 
United  States  in  the  year  ending  June  30,  1938, 
was  only  about  30  percent  of  the  total  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1933.  The  decline  was 
from  5,917  to  1,799.

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FARM  INCOME 

From  a  15-year  peak  of  slightly  over  11  billion 
dollars  in  1929,  cash  farm  income  in  the  United 
States  dropped  to  about  i}<i  billion  in  1932. 

In  1933,  when  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act 
benefit  payments  were  paid  during  the  last  5 
months,  the  farm  income  climbed  back  to  more 
than  0  billion  dollars,  and  contiimed  its  climb  to 
more  than  9  billion  in  1937,  slightly  above  the 
1930  total. 

For  1938,  cash  farm  income  dropped  to  about  8 
billion  dollars  and  then  rose  to  about  8}i  billion 
in  1939.  The  1939  level  was  6.5  percent  less 
than  in  1937,  but  82  percent  more  than  in  1932. 

In  1939  farm  purchasing  power  was  4  percent 
higher  than  in  1926.  At  the  low  point  in  1932 
farm  purchasing  power  was  only  64  percent  of 
the  1926  level. 

Following  are  yearly  totals  of  farm  cash  income 
since  1926,  including  Government  payments  for 
the  years  1933-39,  and  indices  of  prices  paid  by 
farmers  and  of  farm  purchasing  power:

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MORE  ACRES  THAN  MARKETS 

From  280  to  285  million  acres  are  required 
annually  to  feed  the  American  people.  This 
varies  little  from  j'ear  to  year.  Almost  as  much 
land  was  required  to  supply  the  American  table 
in  the  depth  of  the  depression  as  at  the  height  of 
prosperity. 

About  20  to  2.5  million  acres  more  are  required 
annually  for  nonfood  products  such  as  cotton, 
tobacco,  and  flax. 

It  is  estimated  that  25  to  35  million  acres  will 
supply  all  the  products  which  can  be  exported 
during  the  next  few  years. 

30  MILLION  ACRES 

Altogether,  markets  can  be  found  for  the 
products  of  about  335  million  acres  of  average 
land.  However,  the  United  States  has  360  to 
365  million  acres  from  which  crops  are  normally 
harvested.  This  means  the  American  farmer 
has  roughly  30  million  surplus  acres  for  products 
without  markets. 

ACRES  GAIN;  MARKETS  SHRINK 

Some  of  these  problem  acres  are  a  hold-over 
from  the  World  War  when  the  harvested  acreage 
jumped  from  320  million  acres  to  about  360 
million  acres,  an  increase  of  40  million  acres. 
Although  a  growing  population  has  increased 
domestic  consumption  since  the  early  1920's, 
other  factors  such  as  increased  efficiency  have 
offset  much  of  this  gain.  The  shift  from  horses 
and  mules  to  tractors  and  automobiles  has  lost 
the  farmer  the  market  for  feed  from  about  35 
million  acres.  Another  factor  has  been  the 
shrinking  world  wheat  markets. 
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REUTED  FARM  AGENCIES 

FSA  (Farm  Security  Administration)  was  cre- 
ated to  help  needy  and  low-income  farm  families 
through  loans  of  various  types  to  become  self- 
supporting.  Loans  are  accompanied  by  guidance 
in  sound  farming  methods  to  make  sure  that 
money  is  used  to  the  best  advantage.  Types  of 
help  ofTered: 

Standard  rehabilitation  loans,  emergency  re- 
habilitation loans,  community  service  loans, 
medical  aid  loans,  tenant  purchase  loans,  farm 
debt  adjustment,  tenure  improvement,  home- 
steads projects,  camps  for  migrant  families,  and 
grants  for  urgent  necessities. 

FCA  (Farm  Credit  Administration)'  and  the 
institutions  operating  under  its  direction  provide 
a  complete  and  coordinated  credit  system  for 
agriculture  by  making  available  to  farmers  long- 
term  and  short-term  credit,  through  local  Na- 
tional Farm  Loan  Associations  and  Production 
Credit  Associations.  It  also  provides  credit  fa- 
cilities for  farmers'  cooperative  marketing,  pur- 
chasing, and  business  service  organizations. 

SCS  (Soil  Conservation  Service)  has  charge  of 
physical  land  use  adjustment  programs — erosion 
control,  the  farm  part  of  flood  control,  the  water- 
facilities  program — submarginal  land  purchase 
and  development,  and  farm  forestry.  It  furthers 
soil  conservation  through  (1)  assistance  to  local 
soil  conservation  districts,  (2)  demonstration 
projects,  (3)  research  and  investigation,  and  (4) 
dissemination  of  information. 

REA  (Rural  Electrification  Administration)' 
was  organized  to  faciUtatc  the  introduction  of 
electric  service  to  persons  in  rural  areas  not 
served  previously  and  to  promote  greater  use  of 
electric  power.  It  makes  loans  for  electric  dis- 
tribution systems  and  for  wiring,  appliances,  and 
plumbing  to  local  cooperative  associations  of 
users.

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WILDLIFE  CONSERVATION  AND  THE  AAA 

The  conservation  of  soil,  water,  and  trees  is 
stressed  in  the  national  AAA  farm  program.  In 
wildlife  conservation,  these  same  practices  are  of 
primary  importance.  Crops  that  provide  feed 
and  cover  and  protect  the  soil  from  erosion  are 
essential  practices  in  conserving  and  increasing 
birds  and  game.  By  retarding  water  run-off 
and  lessening  soil  erosion,  these  crops  are  also  of 
importance  in  improving  stream  conditions  for 
fish  and  other  forms  of  water  life. 

More  land  uxder  cover. — Under  the  AAA 
program,  more  than  40  million  acres  have  been 
shifted  from  soil-depleting  crops  into  legumes 
and  grasses.  Altogether,  more  than  50  million 
acres,  or  nearly  one-sixth  of  our  farm  land,  are 
devoted  each  year  to  soil-conserving  crops  and 
practices.  Of  this,  about  30  million  acres  con- 
sist of  new  and  additional  seedings  of  legumes 
and  grass  primarily  for  pasture,  meadow,  and 
soil  conserving  purposes.  The  remaining  20 
million  acres  arc  devoted  to  such  practices  as 
terracing,  strip-cropping,  planting  adapted  trees, 
shrubs  and  grass  in  gullies,  planting  farm  woodlots 
and  windbreaks,  and  where  needed,  the  construc- 
tion of  ponds  and  reservoirs  and  the  maintenance 
of  ground  water  levels. 

Food  and  cover  for  wildlife. — All  of  these 
practices  contribute  directly  to  wildlife  conserva- 
tion by  increasing  the  crops  and  trees  which 
wildlife  needs  for  food  and  cover  throughout  the 
year. 

Under  the  AAA  range  program,  the  restoration 
and  protection  of  range  forage  is  encouraged, 
and  more  than  20,000  ponds  and  reservoirs  have 
been  created  in  the  dry  areas  of  the  range  country. 
These  ponds  extend  from  Canada  to  Mexico  and 
provide  fresh  water  feeding  and  resting  ponds  for 
wild  ducks  and  other  birds  in  their  migratory 
flights,  as  well  as  water  holes  for  native  wildlife. 

The  present  basic  program  of  soil,  water,  and 
tree  conservation  is  contributing  toward  the 
conservation  and  increase  of  wildlife  in  America. 
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WAR  AND  THE  AAA 

"For  six  and  a  half  years  the  AAA  has  been 
used  by  farmers  through  one  emergency  after 
another.  We  have  had  siirphises,  droughts, 
Supreme  Court  decisions,  and  surpluses  again. 
And  now  we  have  war. 

"No  one  is  able  to  gage  accurately  what  lies 
ahead.  Our  natural  impulse,  of  course,  has  been 
to  look  back  to  1914  and  to  see  what  happened 
then  and  in  the  years  that  followed.  But  1939 
is  not  1914.    Situations  today  are  far  different. 

"I  think  that  most  farmers  feel  that  the  safest 
thing  to  do  is  to  stay  with  the  AAA  farm  program. 
It  provides  the  machinery  for  adjusting  the  pro- 
duction of  major  crops  as  quickly  as  necessary  to 
any  changes  in  demand  which  may  occur. 

Ever-Normal  Granary. — "The  Ever-Normal 
Granary  is  designed  for  peace  time,  but  it  is 
especially  useful  in  a  world  at  war.  Today  in 
the  disaster  of  war,  farmers  are  more  able  to 
take  advantage  of  the  Ever-Normal  Granary, 
and  .  .  it  is  a  great  safeguard  to  the  consumer. 

Conservation. — "In  this  present  situation, 
farmers  need  to  hold  the  very  substantial  gains 
they  have  made  in  soil-conservation  and  soil- 
building  during  the  last  few  years.  More  than 
any  other  thing,  soil  conservation  accomplish- 
ments are  a  net  gain  to  our  national  productive 
capacity  and  to  our  national  farm  plant. 

The  problems  of  peace. — "After  the  present 
war  IS  concluded  we  know  that  farmers  will  face 
once  more  the  problem  of  finding  a  market  for 
the  export  crops  produced  in  this  country.  We 
know  that  farmers  will  face  once  more  the  prob- 
lem of  adjusting  acreage.  We  know  that  farmers 
will  continue  to  face  the  problem  of  maintaining 
fair  prices  and  income  just  as  they  did  after  the 
last  war.  After  the  last  war,  farmers  were  left 
to  go  it  alone.  This  time  they  will  have  the 
machinery  of  the  AAA  to  cushion  the  shocks  .  .  . 
In  the  AAA  farmers  are  ready  for  both  the 
immediate  problems  and  the  problems  that  will 
arise  after  this  war  is  ended." — Excerpts  from  ad- 
dress by  R.  M.  Evans,  Administrator,  of  the  AAA.

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THE  STAMP  PLAN 

The  stamp  plan  of  surplus  commodity  distri- 
bution through  regular  retail  channels  supplants, 
in  a  number  of  cities  and  counties,  the  distribu- 
tion of  such  commodities  by  direct  distribution 
to  families  on  relief.  Under  the  plan,  foods 
designated  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  as 
being  produced  in  surplus  quantities  are  dis- 
tributed to  needy  families  through  regular  retail 
grocery  stores. 

The  stamp  plan  is  so  named  because  orange 
and  blue  stamps  are  the  medium  of  exchange  in 
making  commodity  purchases.  Any  person  eli- 
gible for  public  assistance  may  obtain  orange 
stamps  in  place  of  an  equivalent  amount  of  cash 
WPA  wage  or  relief  paj'ment.  These  stamps 
have  a  retail  value  of  25  cents  each  and  are 
accepted  in  exchange  for  food  at  retail  food 
stores. 

With  each  two  orange  stamps,  the  applicant 
receives  a  blue  stamp,  also  valued  at  25  cents, 
which  may  be  used  to  buy  only  surplus  farm 
products.  This  gives  the  recipient  extra  pur- 
chasing power.  The  stamps  are  redeemable  from 
Federal  Surplus  Commodity  Corporation  funds. 
In  order  that  the  recipient  may  not  substitute 
surplus  commodities  for  regular  food  purchases, 
he  is  permitted  to  buy  not  less  than  .$1  in  orange 
stamps  weekly  for  each  member  of  his  family. 
This  provides  $1.50  per  week  per  person  for  food 
purchases.    Larger  amounts  may  be  purchased. 

In  the  first  three  and  a  half  months  after  in- 
auguration of  the  plan  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  on 
May  16,  1939,  studies  indicate  these  advantages: 
food  sales  in  cities  using  the  plan  tend  to  increase 
beyond  the  amount  represented  by  blue  stamp 
purchases,  giving  farmers  a  broader  market  for 
their  surpluses;  the  increased  volume  of  trade  in 
groceries  tends  to  stimulate  many  other  types  of 
retail  sales;  persons  on  relief  appear  to  like  buying 
surplus  commodities  through  regular  grocery 
stores,  since  participation  in  the  plan,  which  is 
voluntary,  has  tended  to  increase  steadily;  needy 
persons  who  have  participated  in  the  plan  are 
getting  not  only  a  more  adequate  diet  but  ap- 
parently in  most  cases  a  better  balanced  diet. 
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MATERIALS  IN  LI^U  OF  CASH  PAYMENTS 


In  lieu  of  cash  payments  made  to  farmers  for 
carrying  out  soil-building  practices  and  planting 
within  acreage  allotments,  materials  such  as  lime 
and  superphosphate  are  available  to  farmers  in 
some  sections  for  use  in  carrying  out  practices 
under  the  conservation  phase  of  the  AAA  pro- 
gram. The  cost  of  the  materials  furnished  is 
deducted  from  payments  which  farmers  would 
otherwise  receive  under  the  program.  The  plan 
is  voluntary. 


The  project  was  first  put  in  effect  in  1937  when 
the  Department  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Teimessee  Valley  Authoritj'  whereby  triple 
superphosphate  was  furnished  to  farmers  by  the 
AAA  in  place  of  cash  pa.vments.  In  1938  and 
1939  large  purchases  were  also  made  from  com- 
mercial sources.  Liming  materials  were  added 
to  the  project  in  1938. 

In  the  Northeast  the  project  started  in  1938 
with  both  lime  and  superphosphate  being  fur- 
ni.shed  in  several  States.  It  was  continued  in 
1939  on  a  much  larger  scale  and  will  be  available 
in  1940  over  most  of  the  region. 

Under  this  plan  farmers  who  might  otherwise 
lack  the  capital  to  purchase  these  materials  have 
an  opportunity  to  obtain  such  soil-building  fer- 
tilizers. Where  the  supplicd-materials  program 
has  been  adopted,  there  have  been  heavy  in- 
creases in  the  amount  of  such  materials  used. 
For  example,  in  New  Hampshire  more  ground 
limestone  was  furnished  in  1939  than  had  ever 
been  used  in  the  State  in  any  previous  year.  In 
^'ermont  ten  times  as  much  superphosphate  was 
furnished  in  1939  as  was  used  by  all  the  farmers 
in  the  State  in  any  .year  prior  to  the  AAA  pro- 
gram. In  both  these  examples  the  amounts 
furnished  were  in  addition  to  what  the  farmers 
bought  themselves.

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LOSSES  THROUGH  EROSION 

Fifty  million  acres  destroyed  to  date  through 
erosion;  50  million  more  acres  seriously  damaged; 
100  iiiiJlion  more  acres  impaired:  100  million 
more  acres  on  which  erosion  has  begun. 

When  the  Mississippi  River  is  at  flood  stage, 
soil  material  equivalent  to  the  entire  amount  of 
topsoil  on  an  average  40-acre  farm  flows  by  the 
gaging  station  every  single  minut«. 

Annual  soil  losses  by  washing  and  blowing, 
estimated  at  3  million  tons,  would  cover  about 
18  million  acres  an  inch  deep. 

In  fertile  Illinois,  boring  tests  made  10  years 
ago  by  Arthur  J.  Mason  indicated  that  4  inches 
of  rich  topsoil,  or  half  the  total,  had  vanished  in 
about  50  years. 

Nature  requires  from  400  to  1,000  years  to 
replace  an  inch  of  topsoil. 

The  annual  loss  of  soil  fertilitj'  through  erosion 
and  leaching  is  estimated  to  be  7  times  the  amount 
used  by  crops  and  approximately  GO  times  the 
amount  of  principal  plant  food  constituents 
restored  to  the  soil  in  a  normal  j'ear  bj'  farmers 
who  use  commercial  fertilizer. 

In  the  Northeast,  the  problem  of  erosion  is  not 
an  acute  problem.  However,  it  is  an  important 
problem  in  certain  areas  within  the  region. 
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POPUUTION  CHANGES 

In  the  long-time  outlook  for  American  con- 
sumption of  farm  products,  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant factors  is  the  population  prospect,  in 
which,  with  immigration  negligible,  the  con- 
trolling influence  is  the  number  of  births.  Since 
1924  the  decline  in  births  has  been  almost  con- 
tinuous. Each  year  since  1930  the  enrollment 
in  the  first  grade  of  the  public  schools  has  declined 
about  100.000.  The  crest  of  the  Nation's  popu- 
lation will  probably  be  reached  by  the  1950's  or 
1960's.  Fifty  years  from  now,  according  to 
present  indications,  the  population  will  be  declin- 
ing and  will  contain  a  much  larger  proportion 
of  middle-aged  and  old  people  than  it  does  at 
present. 

This  change  in  the  average  age  will  no  doubt 
first  reduce  the  consumption  of  milk  since  chil- 
dren consume  more  milk  per  capita  than  adults. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  domestic  demand  for 
cereals  and  meats  may  increase,  even  after  the 
population  begins  to  decline.  Eventually,  how- 
ever, the  expected  decline  in  population  will 
cause  a  decline  in  the  domestic  consumption  of 
farm  products. 

Meanwhile,  population  trends  in  other  countries 
will  affect  our  exports.  In  European  countries 
that  formerly  took  most  of  our  food  exports,  the 
population  is  almost  stationary  and  will  probably 
decline.  Should  the  export  demand  decline,  or 
if  mechanization  continues  to  supplant  horses  and 
mules,  or  if  technological  improvement  continues, 
no  increase  in  cropland  may  be  necessary  before 
the  Nation's  population  becomes  stationary. 
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FARM  MOVEMENTS  1 


EQUALIZATION  FEE  PLAN 

tMcNary-Haugen  bUls  ol  1924,  1927,  and  1928] 

The  exportation  of  agricultural  surpluses  to  be 
sold  at  world  prices,  meanwhile  allowing  prices 
on  the  portion  consumed  in  the  domestic  market 
to  rise  behind  the  tariff  wall,  is  a  plan  character- 
istic of  many  of  the  price-raising  proposals  which 
have  been  suggested  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture 
since  the  early  1920's. 

DUMPING  SURPLUSES 

The  first  widely  known  proposals  embodying 
this  idea  were  the  original  McNary-Haugen  bill 
of  1924  and  the  vetoed  bills  of  1927  and  1928. 
The  method  in  all  three  of  these  bills  was  essen- 
tially to  dispose  of  surpluses  abroad  for  whatever 
price  they  would  bring,  losses  to  be  met  through 
the  collection  of  an  equalization  fee  levied  against 
the  product. 

DEPENDENT  ON  EXPORTS 

The  equalization  fee  plan  was  based  upon  the 
concept  of  a  rather  steady  export  outlet  for  Amer- 
ican farm  products.  It  was  believed  that  this 
outlet  would  absorb  surpluses  in  reasonably  large 
quantities  and  at  fairly  satisfactory  prices,  so 
that  lower  export  prices  would  be  more  than 
offset  by  increased  prices  on  the  domestic  market

EXPORT  DEBENTURE  PLAN 

[McKinley-Adkiiis  bill,  1926— Jones-Ketcbam  bill,  1028] 

This  plan  also  proposed  to  raise  farm  prices  by 
disposing  of  surpluses  abroad.  Conducted  be- 
hind a  tariff  wall  and  paying  an  export  bounty, 
the  plan  sought  to  induce  the  surplus  to  move 
out  of  the  country  and  thus  make  the  domestic 
price  rise  by  an  amount  equal  to  the  export 
bounty. 

USED  TARIFF  REVENUE 

It  differed  from  the  equalization  fee  plan  in 
that  it  provided  for  the  use  of  tarifif  revenue  to 
pay  export  subsidies  on  the  surpluses.  In  other 
words,  losses  incurred  in  moving  surplu.'^es  to  the 
foreign  market  would  have  been  made  up  out  of 
import  revenues  intercepted  just  before  they 
reached  the  Federal  Treasury,ratherthaa  through 
the  equalization  fee  tax  on  the  product. 

The  special  device  from  which  the  plan  took  its 
name  was  the  payment  of  these  subsidies  with 
debentures  rather  than  with  cash.  The  deben- 
tures were  to  be  acceptable  in  the  payment  of 
customs  duties.  The  rate  of  subsidj'  was  to  be 
made  flexible — that  is,  the  larger  the  surjilus  the 
smaller  the  subsid)- — as  a  provision  to  curb  over- 
production. 

TO  RAISE  DOMESTIC  PRICES 

It  was  believed  tliat  the  volume  of  exports 
would  increase  ultimately  to  the  point  of  freeing 
domestic  markets  from  the  weight  of  the  surplus 
and  thus  the  domestic  prices  would  be  raised 
above  the  world  price  by  the  amount  of  the  tariff — 
this  also  being  the  amount  of  the  subsidy.

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FEDERAL  FARM  BOARD 

[Agricultural  Marketing  Act  of  1929] 

The  Afcricultural  Marketing  Act  of  1929 
provided  essentially  for  a  marketing  approach  to 
the  farm  problem.  It  sot  up  the  Federal  Farm 
Board  as  the  instrument  to  carry  out  the  Act. 
It  encouraged  cooperatives  in  an  effort  to  bring 
about  more  orderly  marketing  on  a  nation-wide 
scale. 

LOANS  AND  PURCHASES 

With  the  drastic  price  declines  late  in  1929,  the 
Board  undertook  a  program  of  price  stabilization, 
first,  by  making  loans  to  cooperatives  to  enable 
them  to  hold  their  products  off  the  market  and, 
later,  by  the  organization  of  stabilization  corpo- 
rations and  large-scale  purchase  of  cotton  and 
wheat.  The  plan  did  not  provide  for  any  direct 
control  over  production. 

TO  STABILIZE  SELLING 

The  1929  Act  was  based  upon  the  concept  that 
the  farm  problem  is  primarily  one  of  wasteful 
individualized  selling,  which  could  be  corrected 
by  encouraging  cooperative  marketing.  It  aimed 
to  stabilize  farm  prices  by  a  distinctive  program 
in  the  field  of  marketing  rather  than  production,

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DOMESTIC  ALLOTMENT  PUN 

[Hopo-Norbeck  Bills,  1932] 

The  Domestic  Allotment  Plan  originally  pro- 
posed a  system  of  certificates  enabling  producers 
to  sell  on  the  domestic  market — at  protected 
prices — that  portion  of  the  crop  normally  con- 
sumed in  this  country.  The  surplus  was  to  be 
exported  M-ithout  subsidy.  In  later  form  it  also 
provided  for  some  production  control,  with  bene- 
fit payments  paid  on  the  domestic  allotment  out 
of  the  proceeds  of  a  processing  tax.  That  was 
one  of  the  methods  used  in  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Act  of  1933  which  was  later  invali- 
dated. 

PRODUCTION  ADJUSTMENT  CONSIDERED 

This  plan  reflected  a  growing  doubt  as  to  the 
possibility  of  exporting  unlimited  quantities  of 
farm  products,  and  an  increasing  belief  that  in 
some  way  an  attempt  should  be  made  to  regu- 
late production.  The  plan  sought  to  make  the 
individual  farmer  conscious  of  his  share  of  the 
surplus  and  to  improve  prices  by  limiting  the 
quantity  available  to  the  domestic  market  and 
discouraging  increased  production  for  export.

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AGRICULTURAL  ADJUSTMENT  ACT  OF  1933 

The  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1933  pro- 
vided for  adjusted  production  of  seven  major 
commodities  which  were  considered  as  being 
produced  in  surplus  quantities — wheat,  corn, 
cotton,  hogs,  rice,  tobacco,  and  dairy  products. 
Benefit  payments  were  derived  from  processing 
taxes  and  paid  on  a  voluntary  reduction  contract 
between  the  Government  and  each  cooperating 
producer. 

MARKETING  CONTROL 

The  "Thomas  Amendment"  to  this  Act  was  the 
legislation  under  which  the  dollar  was  devalued — 
a  price-raising  expedient  advocated  in  many 
quarters.  Tlie  Bankhead  and  Kerr  Acts,  con- 
trolling the  marketings  of  cotton  and  tobacco, 
were  also  eventually  authorized  under  the  1933 
Act. 

The  1933  Act  included  features  drawn  from 
several  of  the  earlier  proposals.  It  provided  for 
domestic  allotments,  expansion  of  markets,  en- 
couragement of  exports,  and  regulation  of 
marketing  methods,  all  of  which  had  been  in- 
cluded in  one  or  more  of  the  previous  plans. 

REDUCED  EXPORT  OUTLET 

This  plan,  however,  approached  the  farm 
problem  as  one  primarily  of  disposing  of  existing 
surpluses  in  the  face  of  reduced  export  outlets. 
The  belief  was  that  this  could  be  done  only  if 
production  were  checked  and  furthermore  that 
producers  would  do  this  cooperatively  under  the 
inducement  of  benefit  payments.  It  was  also 
believed  that  consumers  would  pay  parity  prices 
for  farm  products  in  the  domestic  market.

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SOIL  CONSERVATION  AND  DOMESTIC 
ALLOTMENT  ACT  OF  1936 

During  1934  and  1935  sentiment  was  growing 
to  place  more  emphasis  on  soil  conservation  in 
the  national  farm  program.  With  the  invalida- 
tion of  the  Act  of  1933  this  became  tlie  underlying 
principle  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic 
Allotment  Act  of  1936.  That  Act  is  still  in 
operation,  in  a  strengthened  and  amended  form 
complemented  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Act  of  193S. 

LIMITED  ADJUSTMENT 

Under  this  Act  benefit  payments  are  made  to 
producers  out  of  general  treasury  funds  for  shift- 
ing from  such  "soil-depleting"  crops  as  cotton, 
corn,  wheat,  tobacco,  and  rice  to  such  "soil-con- 
serving" crops  as  grasses  and  legumes  and  for 
carrying  out  certain  "soil-building  practices." 
This  Act  provided  for  only  limited  production 
adjustment. 

BASED  ON  CONSERVATION 

The  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment 
Act  was  enacted  on  the  following  assumptions: 
(1)  That  the  continued  welfare  of  the  Nation  re- 
quires that  soil  resources  be  conserved;  (2j  that 
soil  fertilit\-  is  wasted  if  crops  are  produced  in 
excess  of  efTectivc  domestic  and  export  demand; 
(3)  that  it  is  cheaper  to  expend  Government  funds 
for  prevention  of  depletion  than  to  try  to  restore 
fertility  after  it  has  been  wasted.

AGRICULTURAL  ADJUSTMENT  ACT  OF  1938 

The  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938  be- 
came a  law  in  February  1938,  complementing  the 
Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act 
of  1936  and  providing  for: 

(1)  Conservation  payments  to  producers  who 
adjust  the  acreage  of  their  soil-depleting  crops  as 
prescribed  in  the  allotments  and  carry  out  soil- 
building  practices;  (2)  parity  or  price  adjustment 
payments  to  producers  of  corn,  wheat,  cotton, 
tobacco,  and  rice  who  do  not  overplant  their 
allotments;  (3)  commodity  loans  to  cooperators; 
(4)  marketing  control  of  surpluses  when  approved 
by  two-thirds  of  the  producers  voting;  (5)  freight 
rate  investigation  and  study;  (6)  Federal  crop 
insurance  on  wheat;  (7)  purchases  of  farm  sur- 
pluses for  relief  distribution;  (8)  market  expan- 
sion through  research  on  new  uses  for  farm 
products;  and  (9)  funds  to  subsidize  the  export 
of  farm  surpluses. 

RECOGNIZES  DECREASED  OUTLETS 

The  plan  embodied  in  the  1938  Act  was  adopt- 
ed in  the  belief  the  farm  problem  is  in  large  part 
one  of  adjusting  existing  producing  facilities  to 
decreased  outlets  for  export  products. 

The  general  thesis  underlying  this  program  is 
(1)  that  efforts  should  be  made  to  expand  mar- 
kets and  develop  new  uses  for  farm  products  but 
that  progress  will  be  slow  in  that  direction;  (2) 
that  export  outlets  are  for  the  present  definitely 
limited;  (3)  that  one  essential  for  reasonable  farm 
income  is  balance  between  production  and 
market  demand;  (4)  that  production  adjustment 
needs  to  be  accompanied  by  an  ever-normal 
granary;  (5)  that  a  program  of  commodity  loans 
and  parity  payments  is  helpful  only  under  the 
condition  that  it  does  not  lead  to  further  surplus 
production.
